To  His  Honour  the  Honourable  Lemuel  John  Tweedie,  K.  C, 
IJv.D.,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  New  Bruns- 
wick. 

MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  HONOR: 

T  beg  to  submit,  as  required  by  law,  my  report  on  the 
public  schools  of  the  Province  for  the  school  year  1908-0. 

The  tabular  statements  given  in  Part  II.  are  for  the  school 
year  which  ended  June  30th,  1909.  The  Inspectors'  Reports  in 
Part  III.  cover  the  whole  of  the  Calendar  year  1909. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report,  as  is  shown  by  the 
statistical  tables  that  there  has  been  a  most  satisfactory  in- 
crease in  almost  every  particular,  and  that  by  comparison  with 
former  years,  the  past  school  year  has  been  in  many  respects 
the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Province.  There  was  an  in- 
crease of  39  schools  during  the  first  term  and  87  (Turing  the 
second  term.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  teachers  for  the 
corresponding  terms  was  41  and  81. 

Tin  number  of  pupils  increased  252J  for  Hie  Inst  term  and 
L542  for  the  second  term,  The  proportion  of  population  at 
school  was  I  in  5.34. 
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The  percentage  of  pupils  daily  present  during  the  full 
term  was  for  the  first  term  62.53  and  for  the  second  term 
69.23 — the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  Province. 

The  table  showing  the  enrolment  in  the  cities  and  towns  is 
interesting  and  shows  increases  in  Fredericton,  Moncton,  Mill- 
town,  Campbellton,  Newcastle,  Sussex,  St.  Andrews,  Sack- 
ville,  St.  George  and  Grand  Falls. 

St.  John,  Woodstock,  Chatham  and  one  or  two  others 
show  small  decreases. 

It  would  seem  that  the  increase  in  the  general  attendance 
was  greater  in  the  country  districts  than  in  the  cities  and 
towns. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  a  small  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  male  teachers  for  the  first  term, 
though  it  is  much  short  of  what  is  desirable.  For  the  second 
term,  however,  there  has  been  a  decrease  as  compared  with 
last  year. 

The  following  summary  of  the  statistical  tables  (see  Part 
II.)  presents  a  general  comparison  of  the  work  of  the  two 
terms  under  review,  with  that  of  the  corresponding  terms  of 
the  previous  twelve  months:

While  there  has  been  a  better  supply  of  teachers  during 
the  past  year  than  for  a  few  years  previously,  yet  there  has 
been  a  scarcity  especially  in  the  second  term  and  more  local 
licenses  have  been  granted  than  is  desirable.  This  applies 
more  especially  to  the  French  speaking  districts,  where  the 
great  majority  of  the  teachers  hold  third  class  licenses.  It  is 
most  desirable  that  a  larger  number  of  first  or  even  second 
class  teachers  should  be  available  for  these  districts,  as  with 
good  preparatory  schools  in  the  best  districts  there  would 
soon  be  a  supply  of  teachers  of  more  advanced  class.  It  has 
been  my  privilege  in  the  short  time  I  have  held  ollice  to  visit 
several  of  the  country  schools  in  the  County  of  Kent  and  I 
have  been  much  impressed  with  the  interest  and  alertness  of 
the  pupils  and  I  envy  the  younger  people  among  them  the 
facility  with  which  they  speak  both  languages. 

In  the  English  districts  the  supply  of  teachers  is  not  quite 
equal  to  the  demand  and  poor  and  remote  districts  continue 
to  have  difficulty  to  secure  licensed  teachers — even  the  ser- 
vices of  unlicensed  teachers  are  not  always  procurable  and 
much  broken  time  is  the  result.  Scarcity  is  too  frequently 
taken  advantage  of  by  trustees  not  interested  in  having 
schools  to  delay  in  securing  teachers  with  the  result  that  the 
schools  remain  closed.  This  materially  adds  to  the  work  of 
the  inspectors. 

Many  districts  having  a  valuation  above  $15,000  use  every 
device  to  enable  them  to  secure  short  term  third  class  teach- 
ers because  they  may  be  engaged  at  less  salary. 

The  West  continues  to  attract  many  of  our  higher  class 
teachers,  especially  the  male  teachers.  How  to  counteract  this 
tendency  is  a  problem  not  easy  to  solve.  The  only  sure  re- 
medy is  to  provide  better  salaries  at  home.  As  it  is,  a  very 
severe  strain  is  put  upon  our  educational  resources  by  the 
inroads  made  every  year  upon  our  best  teachers. 
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TABIvK  VIII.— SALARIES  OF  TKACHKRS. 
From  1900  to  1909  it  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been 
quite  a  substantial  increase  in  the  salaries  of  all  classes  of 
teachers,  though  not  as  large  as  it  should  have  been.  The 
year  during  which  there  was  the  largest  addition  to  salaries 
was  that  in  which  the  increased  government  grants  took  ef- 
fect. It  will  also  be  noted  that  during  the  past  year  salaries 
about  held  their  own  compared  with  the  previous  year.  1 
think  it  may  be  assumed  from  this  that  local  aid  has  not 
been  given  in  the  same  proportion  as  government  aid  and 
this  in  the  face  of  improved  markets  and  conditions  as  well 
as  of  higher  cost  of  living. 

It  would  seem  that  in  some  cases  increased  government 
grants  have  furnished  a  pretext  for  decreased  local  grants. 

Ratepayers  are  quite  willing  to  pay  more  for  luxuries  and 
modern  improvements  of  all  kinds,  but  are  very  reluctant  to 
have  their  tax  bills  added  to,  forgetting  (hat  education  lies 
at  the  root  of  all  progress. 

The  St.  John  School  Board  and  its  excellent  chairman, 
R.  B.  Emmerson,  Esq.,  has  set  an  example  worthy  of  the  imi- 
tation of  all  towns  and  school  districts  in  raising  the  salar- 
ies of  their  teachers,  and  it  is  also  to  the  credit  of  this 
Board  and  some  others  that  provision  has  been  made  for 
teachers  incapacitated  either  by  illness  or  length  of  service. 

In  the  face  of  the  higher  cost  of  living,  if  we  arc  to  attract 
the  same  class  of  teachers  in  the  future  that  we  have  been  en- 
abled to  in  the  past,  it  is  imperative  that  better  salaries  should 
be  paid  and  the  example   should  be  set  by  the  graded  schools.

The  report  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Examiners  for  Mat- 
riculation and  Leaving  Examinations: 

We  have  duly  examined  and  estimated  the  papers  submit- 
ted by  the  candidates  in  the  Matriculation  and  Leaving  Exam- 
inations. There  were  136  candidates  for  Matriculation  and 
11  for  Leaving.  Of  the  candidates  for  Matriculation  132 
took  the  full  number  of  subjects  required  for  entrance  on  the 
Arts  Course,  3  took  the  subjects  required  for  Engineering.  Of 
the  132  Matriculation  candidates  in  Arts,  15  were  in  the  first 
division,  60  in  the  second  division,  28  in  the  third,  23  in  the 
third  conditionally,  while  6  failed.  Of  the  4  candidates  in  en- 
gineering, 1  passed  in  the  second  division,  2  in  the  third  and 
1  in  the  third  conditionally.  Of  the  11  candidates  taking  the 
High  School  Leaving  Examiaations,  2  passed  in  the  first  divi- 
sion, 5  in  the  second,  3  in  the  third,  1  in  the  third  condition- 
ally. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  standard  ought  to  be  rais- 
ed aod  we  suggest  that  the  minimum  mark  in  each  subject  be 
33  per  cent,  instead  of  25  per  cent.

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AGRICULTURE. 

Ais  Agriculture  is  the  chief  industry  of  the  Province  and  one 
that  is  capable  of  almost  unlimited  expansion,  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  Board  of  Education  to  promote  the  study  of  that 
branch  in  as  far  as  possible.  To  that  end  a  leaflet  entitled, 
"Nature  Study  and  Agriculture"  has  been  supplied  to  all  the 
schools  with  excellent  results.  Next  year  there  will  be  in  con- 
nection with  the  Normal  School  a  garden  such  as  will  furnish 
our  teachers  with  the  idea  of  what  may  be  accomplished  in 
the  ordinary  country  district,  and  very  soon  it  is  expected  that 
a  suitable  text  book  dealing  with  the  whole  subject  will  be  pre- 
scribed. I  hope  that  where  possible  in  any  district  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  have  a  school  garden,  as  theory  without  prac- 
tice is  of  little  value.  I  regret  that  at  present  we  have  no 
means  at  home  of  training  our  teachers  in  school  gardening, 
which  is  a  defect  I  hope  soon  will  be  remedied.  Some  other 
countrics  are  very  advanced  in  agricultural  work  and  I  quote 
the  following  as  to  what  is  being  done  in  Victoria,  Australia:

PHYSICAL  AND  MILITARY  TRAINING. 

During  the  year  physical  and  military  training-  have  been 
introduced  into  the  Normal  School,  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  Senate,  the  students  of  the  University  have  almost  unani- 
mously voted  for  the  same.  Many  inquiries  have  been  made  by 
the  trustees  of  the  towns  regarding  this  training  and  a  cadet 
corps  has  been  formed  in  the  City  of  Fredericton.  The  Board 
of  Education  has  under  consideration  the  desirability  of  intro- 
ducing physical  and  military  training  into  all  the  sehools  ul- 
timately, as  has  been  done  in  Nova  Scotia  and  in  some  other 
parts  of  Canada.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  physical  training 
for  our  boys  and  girls — a  marked  improvement  is  already  no- 
ticeable in  the  students  of  the  Normal  School  because  of  mis 
training  and  any  instruction  that  will  cause  onr  pupils  to 
walk,  stand  or  sit  properly  is  not  only  worth  while  for  ap- 
pearance's sake,  but  is  invaluable  from  the  standpoint  of 
health  as  well.  There  is  in  some  quarters  a  misapprehension 
regarding  the  military  training  to  be  given  the  larger  boys 
and     an    idea     that    they    are  to  be  compelled    to  take  it. 
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In  view  of  this  I  quote  from  A  J.  Lewis,  Secretary  of  the 
Kxecutive  Council,  Strathcona  Trust. 

"The  Executive  Council  deems  it  necessary  to  require  that  a  Province, 
before  it  can  particiaate  in  the  benefits  of  the  Trust,  should  pledge  itself 
to  include  in  the  regular  curriculum  of  the  schools  under  its  control,  in- 
struction in  Physical  Training-  for  all  children'  of  both  sexes  attending  the 
same.  This  requirement  appears  to  be  elearly  understood  by  all,  and  there 
have  been,  so  far  as  the  Executive  Council  is  aware,  no  serious  objections 
raised  to  the  universal  introduction  of  a  well  tested  system  of  Physical 
Training   into   all  the  Public   Schools  of  Canada. 

"With  regard,  however,  to  the  question  of  Military  Training  aad  rifle 
practice  for  the  boys,  a  somewhat  important  misapprehension  appears  to 
exist  in  certain  quarters  to  the  effect  that  the  Strathcona  Trust  is  design- 
ed to  be  used  as  the  vehicle  for  the  introduction  of  a  system  of  compul- 
sory Military  Training-  into  the  Schools  of  the  Dominion.  1  am  directed  to 
state,  emphatically,  that  such  is  in  no  wise  Lord  Strathcona's  intention, 
nor    that  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Trust. 

As  stated  above,  one  of  Lord  Strathcona's  main  objects  is  to  inculcate 
a  spirit  of  patriotism  in  the  youths  of  this  country,  together  with  a  reali- 
zation of  their  duty  as  free  citizens  in  its  defence,  and,  consequently,  their 
training  in  the  rudiments  of  a  soldier's  art  is,  in  his  opinion,  desirable,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  able  to  give  proper  expression  to  that  spirit  in 
time  of  national  danger,  but  His  Lordship  does  not  seek  to  insist  that  this 
military  training  should  be  made  compulsory.  All  he  asks  is  that  the  Gov- 
ernment of  a  Province  should  undertake  to  encourage,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  formation  of  cadet  corps  and  the  practice  of  rifle  shooting  in  the 
schools  under  its  control,  leaving  it  to  the  parents  themselves  to  decide 
whether  their  sons  should  join  these  corps.  The  proper  military  instruction 
and  care  of  the  cadet  corps  when  formed  is  a  matter  which  falls  within 
the  province  of  the  Department  of  Militia.  The  Department  of  Militia, 
however,  asks  that  the  Educational  authorities  will  encourage,  or,  at 
has!,  place  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  their  teachers  becoming  officers  of 
their  School  Cadet  Corps." 
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SCHOOI,  FLAGS. 
Herewith  appears  a  plan  recently  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  use  and  salutation  of  school  flags  in  our 
schools.  That  for  the  use  of  the  flag  is  largely  made  up  from 
the -one  in  use  in  Charlotte  County  since  1891  and  was  com- 
piled chiefly  by  Mr.  James  Vroom,  St.  Stephen: 

THE  USE  AND  SALUTATION  OF  SCHOOL  FLAGS. 
(Approved  by  The  Board  of  Education.) 
(a)   The  use  of  tlie  flag: 

(1)  That  the  flag  be  displayed  over  the  school  building  throughout  the 
day  (except  in  case  of  a  severe  storm)  on:  Dominion  Day,  July  1st;  Lab- 
or Day,  First  Monday  in  September;  the  King's  Birthday,  November  9th; 
St.  Patrick's  Day,  March  17th;  St.  George's  Day,  April  23rd;  St.  Andrew's 
Day,  November    30th;  Victoria  Day,  May  24th;  Empire  Day. 

On  any  day  specially  proclaimed  by  authority  as  a  day  of  national  re- 
joicing. 

On  the  anniversary  of  the  Landing  of  the  Loyalists  in  St.  John,  or  in 
any  town,  parish,  or  district  where  that  event  is  celebrated. 

(2)  To  be  raised  during  school  hours,  or  displayed  in  the  school  room: 
On  the  Hist  day  of  each  school  term;  on  public  examination  day;  on  Arbor- 
Day,  and  other  school  festivals. 

(3)  To  be  raised  at  play  hour,  by  the  pupils,  and  remain  flying  until 
dose  of  session:  On  any  day  after  the  first  day  of  the  term  when  every  pupil 
enrolled  is  present;  on  the  occasion  of  an  official  visit  by  the  Chief  Super- 
intendent or  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  or  the  Inspector. 

(4)  To  fly  during  school  hours  in  fair  weather  on  the  anniversary  of 
battles  in  which  British  or  Canadian  forces  were  victorious  in  the  defence 
of  Canadian  territory,  such  as  the  repulse  of  Arnold  at  Quebec,  the  battles 
of  Queenston  Heights,  Stony  Cheek,  Chrysler's  Farm,  Chateauguay,  Lun- 
dy'a  Lane,  and  Ridgeway. 

(5)  To  fly  at  half  mast:  On  receipt  of  news  of  the  death  of  the  Sover- 
eign or  an  Heir  to  the  Throne;  on  the  death  or  burial  of  a  Governor  Gen- 
eral of  Canada,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Province,  or  Premier  of  the 
Dominion  or  Provincial  Government;  during  the  funeral  of  the  Warden  of  the 
county,  the  Mayor  of  the  town,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  School  Trus- 
tees, or  any  member  of  the  school. 

(Pi)  With  the  approval  of  the  School  Trustees,  to  be  placed  at  half- 
mast  as  a  token  of  sympathy:  Upon  the  death  of  the  sovereign  or  chief 
magistrate  of  any  people  with  whom  our  country  is  at  peace. 
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Salutation  of  the  Flag: 

(1)  The  pupils  being  assembled  in  the  school  room  or  school  yard,  the 
flag  to  be  held  aloft  by  the  teacher  or  senior  pupil  in  a  prominent  posi- 
tion, the  military  salute  shall  be  given  (bring  the  right  hand,  palm  to 
the  front,  smartly  to  the  right  side  of  the  forehead,  the  elbow  kept  well 
back,  eyes  looking  to  the  flag,  then  all  drop  the  arms  together)  and  the 
pupils  shall  repeat  "Emblem  of  Liberty,  Truth  and  Justice— Flag  of  my 
Country,  to  thee  I  bow"  (all  bow  to  the  flag.)  Then  the  National  Anthem 
shall  be  sung.  In  fine  weather  where  there  are  suitable  school  grounds,  the 
flag  may  be  saluted  when  being  hoisted. 

It  is  recommended  that  where  new  flags  are  required,  the  Union 
Jack  shall  be  procured. 

That  the  flag  shall  be  saluted  at  least  once  a  week. 

I  quote  an  extract  from  an  address  delivered  to  the  school 
children  of  Edinburgh  by  the  Earl  of  Rosebery,  in  1907: 

"You  can  all  serve  the  flag  by  being  good  citizens  and  good  citizenesses, 
by  allowing  nothing  in  your  conduct  to  disparage  or  lessen  the  character 
of  the  nation  to  which  you  belong.  You  can  vote;  you  can  pay  your  tax- 
es; you  can  serve  on  all  sorts  of  local  assemblies.  You  can  in  a  hundred 
ways  promote  the  common  good.  There  is  no  boy  so  small,  no  girl  so 
small  in  this  hall  who  by  their  conduct  may  not  give  credit  and  lustre  to 
that  flag." 

"Well,  lastly,  it  represents  to  you  a  great  honor  and  a  great  privilege. 
It  reminds  you  that  you  are  citizene  of  no  mean  city,  and  citizens  of  the 
greatest  empire,  as  I  have  said,  that  the  world  has  ever  witnessed.  You 
know  what  an  inspiration  is — though  it  is  a  longer  word  than  I  meant  to 
use.  It  is  something  that  seems  to  come  from  above,  higher  and  better 
than  yourself,  that  tends  to  make  you  higher  and  better  than  you  usual- 
ly are;  and  I  want  you,  when  you  see  this  flag  waving  in  your 
school,  to  let  it  be  an  inspiration  to  you.  If  any  of  you  at  any 
time  should  be  tempted,  as  we  all  are  tempted,  to  do  something  mean, 
or  base,  or  vile,  or  cowardly,  look  up  to  that  flag  and  forbear." 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  new  text  books  in  Writing,  Grammar  and  Geometry, 
which  came  into  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  have  given 
good  satisfaction.  In  the  case  of  the  Geometry  the  following 
regulation  has  been  passed  by  the  Board: 

After  the  beginning  of  the  School  Year  1910-11,  Hall  and 
Stevens'  Geometry  shall  be  used     exclusively    in     all  public 
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schools  in  this  Province,  but  during  the  present  school  year,  it 
shall  be  used  for  beginners  and  for  those  pupils  who  have  not 
an  advanced  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

The  Normal  School  Final  and  Entrance  Examinations  and 
the  University  Matriculation  Examinations  shall  be  based  in 
1910  upon  Hamblin  Smith's  Geometry,  but  not  thereafter. 

All  teachers  are  requested  to  use  Hall  and  Stevens1  Geom- 
etry as  a  handbook  for  purposes  of  reference  and  comparison, 
in  the  work  of  any  grade. 

The  use  of  Goggin's  Grammar  shall  begin  at  once,  as  all 
texts  in  Elementary  English  Grammar  cover  substantially  the 
same  ground. 

Harcourt's  Copy  Books  are  to  be  used  exclusively  in  every 
school,  but  any  pupil  who  has  not  finished  the  work  in  his  last 
copy  book  maj?  complete  it. 

A  paper  in  Mental  Arithmetic  will  hereafter  be  set  for  can- 
didates for  High  and  Normal  School  Entrance. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  text  book  committee  held  in  Decem- 
ber last,  Myers'  General  History  was  recommended  instead  of 
Swinton's,  now  in  use,  and  was  later  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Education. 

HISTORY  COURSE  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 
(To  take  effect  July  1st,  1910.) 
Grade  IX. — Modern — (special  oral    lectures  upon  Constitu- 
tional History  of  Great  Britain  and  Canada). 
Grade  X. — Mediaeval. 
Grade  XI.— Ancient. 
Text— Myers'  General  History. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  text  book  committee  the 
following  course  of  literature  for  High  Schools  is  prescribed: 

HIGH  SCHOOL  LITERATURE  COURSE. 
(Beginning  July  1st,  .1910.) 

Grade  I X.  -Gray's  and  Cowper's  poems  (omitting  critical 
study  of  the  "Task")  Tom  Brown's  School  Days  at  Rugby, 
(Hughes). 
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Grade  X. — Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury,  Book  IV.,  omitting 
Wordsworth's  poems  except  Sonnets;  Macaulay's  Essay  on 
Clive;  Quentin  Durward  (Scott.) 

Grade  XI. — Shakespeare's  "As  You  Like  It;"  Palgrave's 
Golden  Treasury,  Book  II.  (omitting  Lycidas,  L'Ailegro  and 
II.  Penseroso);  Addison's  de  Coverly  Papers;  Blackmore's  Lor- 
na  Doone, 

Theme  and  Essay  work  in  all  grades.  ■ 

Nearly  all  the  above  literature  may  be  obtained  in  Mac- 
Millan's  Pocket  Classic  Series,  price  twenty-five  cents,  with 
notes. 

An  elementary  text  in  composition  is  much  needed  and  if 
satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made  it  will  be  provided  as 
an  appendix  to  the  Grammar  in  use.  The  course  of  instruction 
needs  some  slight  amendments,  which  will  be  attended  to  be- 
fore the  issue  of  the  new  registers. 

With  the  increased  demands  being  made  upon  the  schools  for 
more  attention  to  the  subjects  of  Agriculture,  Commercial 
branches  and  English,  it  is  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  or 
not  it  is  advisable  to  lengthen  the  High  School  course  by  one 
year  and  relegate  the  Latin  and  Algebra  of  Grades  VII.  and 
VIII.  to  the  High  schools  as  has  been  done  in  other  places.  I 
am  not  desirous  of  having  any  less  Latin  and  Greek  taught 
in  our  schools  than  at  present;  in  fact  the  study  of  Greek 
has  become  almost  obsolete.  I  hope  that  our  schools  will 
never  fail  to  afford  facilities  to  students  to  fit  themselves  for 
the  learned  professions,  but  I  think  also  they  should  afford 
better  training  to  those  desiring  to  become  business  men  or  to 
engage  in  industrial  occupations. 

The  following  order  regarding  Grammar  School  Licenses 
has  been  passed: 

After  June  30,  1910,  the  following  shall  be  the  regulation 
regarding  Grammar  School  Licenses: 

"Graduates  of  any  University  or  College  of  recognized 
standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Grammar  School  License  upon 
passing  the  examinations  in  the  subjects  of  the  syllabus  pre- 
scribed for  that  class." 

Following  will  be  found  a  time  table  for  ungraded  country 
schools,  which  is  the  work  of  Inspectors  Steeves  and  O'Blenes 
and  which  I  hope  may  be  found  suggestive.     I  hope  to  have 
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one  also  for  schools  having  both  French  and  English  pupils, 
but  it  has  not  been  prepared  in  time. 
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HOLIDAYS. 

The  extension  of  the  summer  vacation  in  country  districts 
two  weeks  to  correspond  with  that  given  in  the  cities  and 
towns  has  apparently  met  with  general  acceptance.  I  think, 
however,  that  we  have  gone  as  far  as  we  ought  in  the  mat- 
ter of  holidays  and  that  there  should  be  no  more  on  any  ac- 
count. There  has  been  a  constant  increase  in  the  demands 
made  upon  the  schools  and  as  constant  a  decrease  in  the  time 
in  which  to  meet  these.  If  our  certificates  are  to  mean  any- 
thing they  must  represent  work  and  that  can  not  be  done  with- 
out at  least  time. 

SCHOOL  MEETINGS. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  date  of  the  Annual  School 
Meeting  be  changed  to  the  second  Monday  in  July  for  the 
following  reasons: 

The  Annual  Meeting  is  now  held  before  the  school  accounts 
can  be  closed  for  the  year. 

Saturday  has  proved  a  bad  day,  as  near  the  towns  it  is 
market  day. 

On  Monday,  especially  in  the  fishing  districts,  every  one 
may  be  at  home  and  the  second  Monday  in  July  comes  in  not 
a  verv  busy  season  for  the  farmer.  This  date  has  the  addi- 
tional advantage  of  being  in  vacation. 

I  think  that  it  would  be  advisable  at  the  same  time  to 
take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  permitting  evening 
school  meetings  to  be  held  under  proper  restrictions. 
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NORMAIv  SCHOOL. 

I  would  direct  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Principal  of 
the  Normal  School.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  attendance 
there  is  the  largest  in  its  history  and  that  it  has  outgrown 
the  capacity  of  the  building.  I  would  suggest  as  a  remedy 
that  a  new  building  be  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
model  schools  and  that  the  whole  of  the  present  Normal 
School  building  be  given  to  the  uses  of  that  institution. 

I  regret  to  report  that  Dr.  H.  C.  Creed,  who  has  had  such 
a  long  and  useful  career  as  instructor  there,  has  been  com- 
pelled by  ill  health  to  retire. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  building  record  for  the  year  has  been  a  mqst  satisfac- 
tory one  and  I  would  direct  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  In- 
spectors regarding  these.  Photos  of  many  of  them  will  be 
found  in  the  reports  of  the  various  Inspectorial  Districts. 

I  have  been  able  to  visit  the  houses  at  St.  John,  Wood- 
stock, Grand  Falls  and  Richibucto  and  was  present  at  the  for- 
mal opening  of  two  of  them.  All  of  them  are  up-to-date  and 
fitted  with  all  modern  conveniences,  fully  justifying  the  pride 
taken  in  them  by  the  ratepayers  and, reflecting  the  highest  cre- 
dit upon  the  trustees  and  those  responsible  for  the  plans  and 
construction.  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  visit  the  new  build- 
ings at  Petite odiac  and  Centreville,  but  I  am  informed  that 
they  are  the  equals  of  those  mentioned  in  comfort  and  conven- 
ience. 

Five  new  school  houses  are  reported  in  Inspector  Hebert's 
district,  six  in  Inspector  Doucet's  district,  three  in  Inspector 
Hanson's  and  one  in  Inspector  OJBlenes'. 

New  buildings  are  in  contemplation  at  Moncton  and 
Woodstock. 

'flic  f  1110  Consolidated  School  building  at  Kingston,  which 
was  most  unfortunately  burned  during  the  year,  is  rising 
again  from  its  ashes,  and   will  be  in  readiness  at  the  beginning 

ol  another  school  year. 
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I  have  been  able  to  supply  all  the  Inspectors  with  plans 
from  this  office  for  country  school  houses.  They  are  not  very 
modern,  but  if  followed  will  be  a  vast  improvement  upon 
the  styles  of  architecture  now  prevalent  in  many  districts.  I 
would  direct  attention  to  the  need  for  the  provision  of  some 
better  plans  for  one  and  twro  department  houses  in  rural  dis- 
tricts. 

INSTITUTES. 

The  County  Institutes  will  be  found  quite  fully  reported  by 
the  Inspectors.  I  have  been  able  to  be  present  at  those  held  in 
York,  Sunbury,  Charlotte,  Kings,  Queens,  Carleton  and  Vic- 
toria. The  attendance  and  interest  in  the  proceedings  at  all 
of  thein  were  excellent.  At  Sussex  the  farmers  joined  with  the 
teachers  with  the  most  satisfactory  results.  I  hope  this  plan 
will  be  continued.  In  Kent  County  I  was  particularly  im- 
pressed with  the  number  of  French  teachers  present  and  their 
interest  and  co-operation  in  all  the  proceedings.  Though  not 
as  largely  attended  as  some  others  it  was  one  of  the  most  pro- 
fitable gatherings  of  teachers  at  which  I  was  ever  present. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  co-operated  with  that 
of  Education  during  the  year  in  Inspector  Steeves'  district  in 
Kings  Countv  to  do  institute  work  in  agricultural  education  in 
several  of  the  school  districts,  with  the  best  results  as  relates 
to  both  pupils  and  the  older  people  of  the  districts.  The  plan 
has  met  with  much  appreciation. 

The  Provincial  Institute  will  meet  in  St.  John  next  year  on 
the  last  three  teaching  days  in  June.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee has  outlined  an  excellent  programme  embracing  such  sub- 
jects as  Agricultural  Education,  Physical  and  Military  Train- 
ing, School  Sanitation,  Medical  Inspection  and  Shall  our  High 
School  Course  be  four  years.  A  verv  large  attendance  is  look- 
ed forward  to. 

The  Dominion  Educational  Association  met  at  Victoria  in 
July  last  and  from  the  reports  I  have  it  w  as  a  very  successful 
meeting.  Several  New  Brunswick  teachers  were  present.  The 
Souvenir  programme  sent  out  is  worthy  of  preservation  and  is 
typical  of  the  enterprise  and  progressiveness  of  the  Pacific 
Province. 
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The  Summer  School  of  Science  held  its  Annual  Session  at 
Charlottetown  during  the  year — the  report  of  its  secretary  ap- 
pears in  one  of  the  appendices.  New  Brunswick  teachers  should 
in  greater  numbers  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  afford- 
ed by  this  school. 

THE  UNIVERSITY. 

I  would  direct  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Chancellor  of 
the  University.  The  attendance  is  increasing  and  it  is  doing 
the  best  class  of  work  in  all  departments.  It  needs  more  ac- 
commodation and  increased  revenues,  both  of  which  are  indis- 
pensable to  its  future  progress  and  usefulness.  As  the  keystone 
of  the  arch  of  our  free  school  system  it  deserves  the  support 
of  all  interested  in  our  public  schools. 

PENSIONS. 

With  regard  to  pensions  for  teachers  I  am  in  entire  sym- 
pathy and  agreement  with  the  report  made  by  my  esteemed 
predecessor,  Dr.  Inch,  and  hope  that  a  way  may  soon  be  found 
to  provide  the  same  for  those  who  have  become  aged  and 
worn  in  the  service  of  the  schools. 

It  is  to  the  credit  of  some  of  the  school  boards  in  the  towns 
that  they  have  made  some  provision  for  those  who  by  reason 
of  ill  health  or  incapacity  have  ceased  to  be  able  to  discharge 
their  duties. 

INSPECTORS. 

The  reports  of  the  Inspectors  contain  much  useful  and  in- 
teresting information  obtained  at  first  hand.  There  is  scarcely 
a  district,  however  remote,  that  is  not  visited  once  or  twice 
a  year  by  some  one  of  these.  Dr.  Crocket  at  one  time  de.scribed 
school  inspection  as  "the  right  arm  of  the  school  system." 
Having  an  intimate  local  knowledge  of  all  conditions  they  arc 
enabled  to  settle  the  constant  crop  of  difficulties  that  continu- 
ally  arise-— most  of  them  before  they  reach  this  office.  When, 
as  some  of  them  do  reach  (lie  office,  (lie  department  lias  to  de- 
pend almost  entirely  upon  the  report  of  the  Inspector  for  in 
I  on  nation  as  to  local  conditions. 
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The  Inspectors  are  all  experienced  and  nearly  all  of  them 
college  men.  They  work  long  hours  in  all  kinds  of  weather  to 
visit  their  districts  twice  a  year.  They  are  constantly  absent 
from  home  and  have  to  keep  each  a  horse  and  pay  all  their 
own  expenses.  After  these  are  paid  I  can  speak  from  experi- 
ence and  continently  assert  that  their  salaries  are  less  than 
many  teachers    of  superior  schools. 

In  closing  this  report  may  I  say  personally  that  while  not 
unmindful  of  the  high  honor  that  has  been  conferred  upon  me 
bv  my  recent  appointment  as  Chief  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion for  this  Province,  I  hope  I  also  realize  its  responsibility  and 
the  difficulty  of  measuring  up  to  the  standards  of  my  eminent 
predecessors,  Dr.  Inch,  Dr.  Crocket  and  Dr.  Rand.  I  trust  I  shall 
merit  the  same  measure  of  confidence  and  esteem  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  important  duties  entrusted  to  me  as  was  accord- 
ed to  them. 

Dr.  Inch,  though  under  disability  during  his  last  year  of 
office,  left  everything  in  good  order  and  I  am  indebted  to  him 
for  much  counsel  and  assistance  since. 

The  experience  and  good  judgment  of  Mr.  Wallace,  Chief 
Clerk,  have  been  invaluable  to  me. 

I  desire  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  forbearance 
and  kindly  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  the  performance  of  my  new  duties.

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Provin- 
cial Normal  and  Model  Schools  for  the  year  ended  June,  1909. 

The  total  enrolment  of  students  for  the  year  was  345.  Of 
this  number,  forty-one  were  young  men.  In  September,  1908, 
there  were  enrolled  291  students,  and  in  January,  fifty. four 
were  added  to  the  roll,  and  the  majority  of  these  returned 
for  advance  of  class  of  license.  Included  in  this  enrolment  also 
are  the  students  of  the  French  Department  of  whom  there  were 
twenty-seven  the  first  term  and  ten  the  second  term. 

The  students  in  the  Manual  Training  Department,  howev- 
er, and  those  taking  only  the  professional  work,  so-called, 
are  not  included  in  this  enrolment. 

The  Counties  of  the  Province  are  fairly  uniformly  repre- 
sented in  the  student  body  as  follows:

At  the  opening  of  the  School  in  September  264  students 
presented  themselves  for  admission  into  the  English  Depart- 
ment. Of  this  number,  71  were  enrolled  as  having  passed  the 
entrance  examinations  for  Class  I.,  36  of  whom  were  regular 
Matriculants  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  in  either  Di- 
vision I.  or  II.,  and  two  were  graduates  in  Arts.  For  Class 
II.,  148  were  admitted  and  45  in  Class  III.  Of  those  entering 
for  Class  II.  three  won  their  promotion  into  the  Senior  Class, 
and  of  those  entering  for  Class  III,,  twenty-two  were  promot- 
ed to  the  work  of  Class  II.,  and  the  large  majority  of  these 
remained  the  full  year  to  complete  their  course  for  a  perman- 
ent license. 

In  January,  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term,  54  stud- 
ents were  admitted — 24  lor  Class  I.,  20  for  Class  II.  and  10  in 
the  French  Department. 

There  were  presented  for  the  final  examination  for  License: 


The  students  in  the  French  Department  are  included  in  the 
list  of  candidates  for  Class  III. 

The  health  of  the  students  throughout  the  year,  I  am  hap- 
py to  report,  was  good.  There  were  but  four  cases  of  typhoid. 
The  death  of  Miss  I/ena  Richey,  one  of  the  brightest  students 
in  the  B.  Classes, of  New  Bandon,  Gloucester  County,  after  a 
few  days  illness  came  as  a  shock  to  all  in  the  school.

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The  conduc  t  of  the  students  throughout  the  year  was  uni- 
formly good,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  instructors  no  more 
intelligent,  industrious  and  exemplary  body  of  students  ever 
assembled  in  the  school  building. 

The  course  of  study  as  laid  down  by  regulation  of  the 
Board  of  Education  is  both  academic  and  professional  and 
as  such  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

As,  however,  there  has  been  considerable  improvement  in 
the  average  of  the  scholarship  of  the  students  during  the  past 
few  years,  more  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  purely  profes- 
sional character  of  the  work.  More  time,  too,  has  been  given 
to  such  .subjects  as  Drawing,  Nature  Study  and  Manual  Train- 
ing, not  so  much  from  an  academic  standpoint  as  with  the 
idea  in  view  that  the  student- teacher  is  to  make  use  of  the 
knowledge  of  these  branches  in  his  future  work  of  teaching. 

In  December,  owing  to  failing  health,  Dr.  Creed  asked  the 
Board  of  Education  for  leave  of  absence  for  six  months,  and 
his  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Bessie  McNally,  M.  A.,  who  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  the  position  with  energy  and  enthusi- 
asm. 

In  August,  Dr.  Creed,  feeling  that  his  health  was  not  equal 
to  the  task  of  discharging  the  onerous  duties  of  his  position, 
resigned  after  thirty-six  years'  work  as  an  Instructor  in  the 
Normal  School.  Dr.  Creed  has  undoubtedly  come  in  contact 
with  more  students  and  pupils  than  any  teacher  in  New  Bruns- 
wick. His  long  career  in  this  Institution,  where  he  discharged 
his  duties  faithfully  and  energetically  these  many  years,  his 
active  participation,  also,  in  the  religious  and  moral  life  of  the 
Province  have  made  Dr.  Creed  one  of  the  best  known  men  in 
New  Brunswick,  and  much  regret  has  been  expressed  that 
failing  health  has  compelled  him  to  relinquish  life's  active 
work  and  duties. 

His  position  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  S. 
McFarlane,  M.  A.,  of  the  Fredericton  High  School.     Mr.  Mc- 
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Farlane  has  already  won  a  reputation  as  a  teacher  and  brings 
to  bear  in  his  new  duties  an  experience  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  work  which  ensures  success.  The  Board  of  Education  have 
appointed  Mr.  D.  W.  Hamilton,  Ph.D.,  to  a  permanent  posi- 
tion on  the  staff.  For  the  past  two  years  Dr.  Hamilton  has 
performed  his  duties  successfully  under  the  temporary  provi- 
sion of  payment  of  salary  from  the  Board  of  Education  and 
Sir  Wm.  McDonald,  through  Prof.  Robertson,  of  McDonald 
College. 

The  number  of  students  in  the  French  Department  was 
about  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year,  and  the  same  pro- 
vision was  made  as  usual  for  work  outside  of  the  regular 
work  of  their  department.  The  students  are  bright  and  indus- 
trious. Their  course,  however,  is  too  short  to  give  them  an 
adequate  course  in  preparation  for  a  teacher's  duties. 

I  Tiave  before  mentioned  the  work  of  the  students  in  the 
Manual  Training  Department,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
work  as  carried  on  will  be  found  in  the  Directors'  report.  The 
course  is  undoubtedly  beneficial  to  the  students. 

/  In  the  Model  School,  Miss  Richardson,  who  had  success- 
fully conducted  the  department  comprising  Grades  V.  and  VI., 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  her  native  town,  St.  An- 
drews. 

Miss  Rhoda  McDougall  received  the  appointment  and  be- 
gan her  work  in  August.  Miss  McDougall  has  had  several 
years'  successful  experience  in  Milltown,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
will  meet  with  the  same  success  here.  The  other  departments 
remain  under  the  same  control.  The  rooms  in  the  Model 
School  have  recently  been  thoroughly  renovated  and  provided 
with  new  floors  and  desks,  and  at  present  are  the  most  at- 
tractive school  rooms  in  the  City  of  Frederic  ton. 

The  Farmers'  and  Dairymen's  Association  upon  invitation 
held  one  of  its  sessions  in  March  at  the  time  of  the  opening 
of  the  legislature  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  School  Build- 
ing. Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Chief  Superintendent 
and  the  Principal  of  the  Normal   School,  besides  the  regular 
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programme  of  the  Association.  It  was  a  matter  of  deep  re- 
gret, however,  that  Dr.  J.  W.  Robertson,  of  McDonald  Col- 
lege, was  unable  to  be  present  owing  to  delay  in  the  train 
service.  One  of  the  features  of  the  session  was  a  lesson 
taught  by  Mr.  Frank  McNaughton,  of  Salisbury,  to  a  class 
of  pupils  from  the  Model  School  on  "The  I/ever."  The  session 
was  much  appreciated  by  the  students,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  while  it  is  the  first  time  that  this  Association  has  met 
in  the  Normal  School,  it  may  only  be  -  the  beginning  of  an- 
nual sessions  held  here. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  Normal  School  were  held  as 
required  by  regulation  on  Friday,  the  7th  day  of  June,  and 
wer$  attended  by  His  Honor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the 
Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity, the  Bishop  of  Frederic  ton  and  many  citizens  of  Fred- 
ericton,  as  well  as  friends  of  the  students  from  a  distance.  A 
programme  somewhat  illustrative  of  the  character  of  the  work 
done  was  carried  out,  and  the  students  were  addressed  by 
His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Frederic  ton.  Another  feature  of  the 
occasion  was  the  address  of  the  retiring  Chief  Superintend- 
ent, Dr.  J.  R.  Inch,  who  had  been  present  at  the  closing  exer- 
cises with  but  one  exception  for  eighteen  years. 

The  Governor-General's  medals,  a  silver  and  a  bronze, 
were  presented  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Go vernor.  The 
silver  medal  was  won  by  Miss  Louise  Thompson,  of  Chance 
Harbor,  St.  John  County,  for  highest  general  standing  in  the 
Senior  Class  in  professional  work,  theory  and  practice.  The 
bronze  medal  was  presented  to  Miss  Pearl  E.  Atwater  for  dis- 
tinction in  the  Junior  Class  in  work  of  the  same  character. 

The  prizes  donated  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  were  won 
by  Miss  E.  Grace  Harper,  of  Shediac,  in  the  Senior  Class  and 
Miss  Clora  Palmer,  of  Rexton,  in  the  Junior  Class.  These 
prizes  of  $30  and  $20  in  gold  were  presented  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Inch 
and  were  won  for  highest  scholarship  standing  in  the  two 
classes.  It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the  Instructors  that 
His  Honor  has  signified  his  intention  of  donating  the  same 
amount  as  prizes  in  the  ensuing  academic  year. 
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I  have  before  reported  upon  the  greatly  increased  attend- 
ance in  the  past  few  years.  In  September,  1909,  300  students 
are  enrolled  in  all  classes,  an  attendance  unprecedented  in  the 
history  of  the  Normal  School.  It  is  not  possible  to  do  really 
efficient  work  without  increased  accommodation.  To  quote 
from  a  former  report  of  Principal  Crocket:  "When  the  school 
was  built  over  thirty  years  ago  it  amply  sufficed  for  the 
needs  of  the  time,  but  there  has  been  a  vast  expansion  in  all 
departments  of  educational  work,  of  which  the  Normal  School 
has  had  its  full  share,  besides  having  more  than  doubled  the 
number  of  its  students.  We  have  for  years  been  very  much 
handicapped  in  our  work  and  arc  really  unable  to  give  proper 
effect  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  us  by  the  Board."  "In  the  in- 
terests of  the  Institution  and  of  the  whole  educational  ser- 
vice," he  urged  increased,  accommodation. 

To  quote  also  from  a  report  of  Dr.  Inch:  "The  present  ac- 
commodation at  the  Normal  School  is  inadequate  for  the  pre- 
sent attendance.  An  indispensable  condition  of  further  pro- 
gress, or  even  the  maintenance'  of  present  efficiency  is  the  en- 
largement of  the  building  or  the  making  provision  elsewhere 
for  Manual  Training,  Household  Science  and  Nature  Study 
Departments." 

The  introduction  of  military  drill  for  the  young  men  and 
physical  training  for  the  young  ladies  renders  further  accom- 
modation more  than  ever  necessary  and  essential. 

I  feel  confident,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Education  will 
in  the  near  future  make  adequate  provision  to  meet  the  neces- 
sities of  the  Provincial  Normal  School  in  this  regard.

This  District  embraces  the  County  of  Restigouche  except  the 
Parish  of  Balmoral  and  School  Districts  Nos.  V/2  Colborne 
and  Balmoral  and  3  Addington;  the  County  of  Northum- 
berland except  the  Parish  of  Rogersville;  in  the  County  of 
York,  the  Parish  of  Stanley.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  annual  Report  on  the  con- 
dition of  Public  Schools  in  Inspectorial  District  No.  1  for  the 
year  1909. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  throughout  the  Inspectorate. 
Schools  have  been  opened  in  places  never  before  so  blessed. 
Schools  have  been  kept  open  the  year  round  where  formerly 
they  were  closed  part  of  the  time.  Maps,  blackboards  and 
furniture  and  other  apparatus  have  been  furnished  to  render 
the  pupils  more  comfortable  and  make  the  teachers'  work 
more  effective.  Schools  have  been  sheathed  and  painted  inside 
and  outside  to  make  them  more  comfortable  for  and  attract- 
ive to  the  children.  All  these  things  have  been  done  with 
little  or  no  outside  pressure,  showing  that  interest  in  even 
the  externals  of  education  is  on  the  increase  in  this  part  of 
the  Province. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

The  Grammar  and  High  Schools  in  this  Inspectorate  are 
as  efficient  as  when  last  reported  and  are  conducted  by  the 
same  Principals,  with  the  exception  of  the  Chatham  School. 
Principal  Hanson  accepted  the  position  of  Inspector  of  Schools 
in   April  of   this  year,  l<>  the  regret  of    his  many    friends  in 
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Chatham  and  of  the  parents  of  the  Grammar  School  students. 
The  Trustees  secured  Mr.G.P.  Fenwick,  B.  A.,  to  complete  the 
term  and  Mr.  C.  J.  Mersereau,  M.  A.  (Harvard)  to  assume  charge 
at  tne  opening  of  the  schools  in  August.  I  have  not  inspected 
the  school  since,  hut  judging  from  the  fact  that  the  teachers 
of  the  town  hold  fortnightly  meetings  at  which  papers  are 
read  and  educational  topics  discussed,  I  should  judge  that  the 
interest  is  maintained  and  that  the  school  will  not  deteriorate 
under  the  new  principal. 

The  Newcastle  Trustees  remodelled  their  High  School 
building  at  an  expense  of  something  like  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars in  the  elTort  to  centralize  their  schools.  This  seems  a 
large  sum  for  so  small  a  town  to  pay  for  school  accommo- 
dation. The  building  remodelled  cost  about  twenty  thousand 
dollars  and  was  donated  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Harkin's  es- 
tate. The  town  has  never  before  paid  anything  for  High 
vSchool  accommodation  except  a  nominal  yearly  rental.  The 
Trustees  by  their  action  in  this  matter  have  shown  their  faith 
in  the  town's  progress  and  that  they  consider  good  schools 
quite  as  important  a  factor'  in  a  successful  future  as  good 
streets,  good  water  or  a  good  system  of  sewerage. 

SUPERIOR  SCHOOLS. 

The  Superior  Schools  of  this  Inspectorate  are  doing  fair- 
ly well  the  work  for  which  they  were  founded.  Dalhousie  con- 
tinues to  hold"  the  banner  Superior  School  of  this  Inspector- 
ial District,  largely,  if  not  entirely,  through  the  energy,  devo- 
tion and  ability  of  the  Principal,  Mr.  L.  D.  Jones.  The  Doug- 
lastown  school  is  doing  better  work  under  a  male  Principal. 
The  same  is  true  of  the  Stanley  School.  Uoaktown  continues 
to  send  many  students  to  Normal  school  and  Blackville 
does  work  in  the  same  direction.  The  Millerton  School  lost 
an  excellent  principal  in  Mr.  Hugh  Carr,  B.  A.,  who  took  a 
position  under  the  St.  John  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the 
summer  term. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  two  department  graded  school  at  Eel  River  Crossing 
bas   not,  as  yet,  proved  a    great  success. 
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The  Jacquet  River  Trustees  provided  increased  accommo- 
dation for  their  graded  school  at  a  cost  of  some  fifteen  hund- 
red dollars.  This  was"  badly  needed  and  I  confidently  expect 
a  corresponding  advance  in  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  The 
Loggieville  schools  continue  to  do  effective  work  under  the 
principalship  of  Mr.  Weston.  The  Nelson  schools  were  satis- 
factorily conducted  for  two  years  by  Mr.  Wm.  Kelly.  He 
went  to  Montreal  to  continue  his  studies  at  the  end  of  the  sum- 
mer vacation  and  the  trustees  engaged  Mr.  Andrew  M.  Flett, 
an  energetic  young  man  of  high  ideals  who  should  conduct 
the  school  successfully. 

RESTIGOUCHE  COUNTY. 
Durham  Parish. — During  the  winter  term  Becketville  had 
no  school  because  a  Second  Class  teacher  was  not  available. 
QuimVs  Point  painted  the  inside  of  the  school  house  during 
the  summer  vacation  and  had  a  well  conducted  school  during 
the  year.  Sunnyside  had  no  school  for  part  of  the  year.  The 
valuation  is  only  $4,600  and  the  trustees  find  it  burdensome 
to  keep  the  school  continuouslv.  Mitchell  Settlement  usually 
engages  a  Local  Licensee,  but  the  trustees  are  trying  to  en- 
gage a  Second  Class  teacher  for  next  term.  Jacquet  River  has 
a  two  department  school.  An  addition  was  made  to  the 
school  house  at  a  cost  of  $1,500  during  the  year.  River 
Louison  and  Doyle  Settlement  employed  French  teachers  dur- 
ing the  summer  term.  They  did  efficient  work.  The  major- 
ity of  the  pupils  are  French  but  they  understand  English. 
New  Mills  painted  its  school  house  outside  and  inside,  making 
it  very  attractive  and  a  source  of  considerable  pride  to 
teacher  and  pupils. 

Colborne  Parish. — Heron  Island  School  is  gradually 
dwindling  on  account  of  the  decline  of  population.  It 
had  no  school  winter  term.  Black  Land  always  has  a 
good  school.  At  my  last  visit  five  were  doing  good 
work  in  advance  of  Grade  VIII.,  and  one  of  these  has 
passed  the  Entrance  Examination  for  P^irst  Class.  River 
Charlo  usually  has  a  good  school,  but  late  years  there  has 
hern  a  too  frequent  change  of  teacher.     At  my  last  visit  the 
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pupils  were  not  well  classifieed  though  the  teaching  was 
good.  In  the  Upper  Charlo  school  the  pupils  excelled  in 
memory  work  only. 

Dalhousie  Parish. — Summer  side  has  some  Mic-Mac  pupils 
who  are  among  the  most  attentive  in  this  well  ordered  school. 
Eel  River  Crossing  has  two  departments.  The  supply  of 
blackboards  in  the  advanced  department  is  inadequate  and 
many  of  the  pupils  attend  but  part  of  the  day.  In  the  prim- 
ary a  large  number  of  the  children  have  no  slates  or  pencils 
and  in  consequence  waste  much  valuable  time.  At  last  visit 
there  were  51  pupils  in  this  room  with  seats  for  32.  The 
teacher  had  eight  reading  classes,  four  in  French  and  four  in 
English.  Shannon  Vale  usually  has  a  good  school,  but  the 
attendance  has  fallen  off  late  years.  In  Dundee  the  pupils  in 
Grades  I.  and  II.  are  French  and  understand  little  or  no  Eng- 
lish and  the  teacher  is  English  with  no  knowledge  of  French. 
Richardsville  has  a  well  taught  school  but  these  pupils  should 
be  conveved  to  the  Cainpbcllton  School.  It  seems  impossible 
to  get  the  Lily  Lake  people  interested  enough  to  start  a 
school. 

Maple  Green  needs  a  new  school  house.  In  Dalhousie  Junc- 
tion the  majority  of  the  pupils  are  French,  but  they  are  mak- 
ing excellent  progress  under  an  English  teacher,  Miss  Margar- 
et Shaw. 

Addington.  —  Flat  Lands  has  an  enrolment  altogether 
too  large  for  its  school  room.  The  Trustees  were  anx- 
ious to  build  and  were  offered  a  donation  on  condition 
that  the  building  would  be  a  credit  to  the  district  and 
the  donor.  The  majority  of  the  people  are  non-progres- 
sive and  opposed  to  proper  methods  of  heating  and  ven- 
tilation. The  matter  is  likely  to  stand  thus  till  the 
next  annual  meeting,  when,  it  is  hoped,  a  more 
enlightened  view  will  prevail.  The  Glen  Levit  District  main- 
tains its  school  with  commendable  regularity.  The  most  of  the 
pupils  are  ploddingly  industrious.  It  is  a  great  credit  to  the 
Glencoe  District  that  its  school  is  kept  always  in  operation  as 
its  valuation  is  low  and    the  number  of  pupils    small.  Tide 
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Head  employ s  a  teacher  of  the  First  Class.  Shiyes  Athol  has 
a  large  enrolment  and  a  good  teacher. 

Eldon  Parish. — Rafting  Ground  School  is  small  and  not 
well  attended,  with  an  industrious  teacher  not  deficient  in  abil- 
ity. Riverside  had  no  teacher  the  winter  term.  The  work 
done  in  the  Church ville  school  was  satisfactory.  The  Daw- 
sonville  school  room  has  framed  mottoes  and  pictures  on  the 
walls,  its  stove  brightly  polished  and  the  painted  floor  as 
clean  as  soap  and  water  can  make  it,  making  it  very  attract- 
ive to  the  children.  Miss  Annie  E.  Robinson  is  the  efficient 
teacher. 

YORK  COUNTY. 

Stanley  Parish. — Tay  Valley  has  a  very  small  school,  but 
there  is  satisfactory  work  done  in  it.  The  school  in  English 
Settlement  is  larger  and  is  kept  in  operation  term  after  term. 
In  Red  Rock  it  is  quite  a  struggle  to  keep  the  school  open  and 
Local  Licensed  teachers  are  too  frequently  employed.  Lime 
Kiln  always  employs  a  good  teacher  though  the  district  is 
weak  and  the  pupils  are  few.  The  last  three  districts  named, 
together  with  Ward  Settlement,  might  very  advantageously 
consolidate  with  Stanley  Village.  The  Woodlands  School  did 
effective  work  during  the  year.  Tay  Falls  has  quite  a  large 
attendance  for  so  small  a  district,  but  the  Trustees  neglect 
to  keep  their  school  house  in  proper  repair  and  in  a  suitable 
State  of  cleanliness.  Williamsburg  has  a  large  school  popula- 
tion with  a  fairly  efficient  school.  Upper  Williamsburg  has  a 
large  school  with  an  enthusiastic  teacher  whom  they  have  re- 
tained for  the  past  four  years.  No  teacher  could  be  got  at  Gi- 
ant's Glen  for  the  winter  term.  In  Cross  Creek  the  school  is 
large  enough  for  a  teacher  and  an  assistant,  but  there  is,  as 
yet,  no  class  room.  M  Lple  Grove  school  shows  improvement 
from  term  to  term.  Green  Hill  did  good  work  throughout  the 
year.  Avery's  Portage  operated  school  throughout  the  year, 
though  the  pupils  are  few  and  scattered  over  a  wide  area. 
Taxis  River  has  only  twelve  pupils  but  the  school  is  closed 
only  when  the  pupils  cannot  attend  and  a  good  Second  C  lass 
teacher  is  employed.    In  Parker's  Ridge  the  people  take  con 
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siderable  pride  in  their  school.  The  enrolment  is  large  and 
work  satisfactory.  Bloomfleld  has  been  passing  through  a  per- 
iod of  difficulty,  but  there  are  not  lacking  signs  of  returning 
harmony  which  will  restore  the  school  to  its  former  high 
state  of  efficiency  and  usefulness.  Hayesville  operates  a  small 
but  efficient  school. 

NORTHUMBERLAND  COUNTY. 

Ludlow  Parish. — Pleasant  Ridge  has  an  excellent  teacher  in 
Miss  Agnes  J.  MeLellan.  The  school  house  is  not  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  District,  which  should  be  enlarged  to  include  some 
ratepayers  of  Bloomfield  Ridge,  too  distant  to  attend  their 
own  school.  Boiestown  has  one  of  the  most  successful  teach- 
ers in  my  Inspectorate,  Miss  Maggie  M.  Norrad,  and  the 
school  is  flourishing  accordingly.  Ludlow,  north  side,  has  a 
small  school  with  little  life,  that  is  closed  three  months  of  the 
year.  Ludlow,  south  side,  is  a  much  more  \  satisfactory 
school.  There  is  no  insuperable  obstacle  to  joining  these 
two  districts  except  the  unwillingness  of  some  of  the  ratepay- 
ers. MdSTamee  has  a  large  school  and  this  term  engaged  Miss 
Sadie  A.  Cameron,  an  experienced  teacher  with  an  excellent 
record  from  whom  I  confidently  look  for  good  results.  Car- 
roll's Crossing  engaged  a  teacher  holding  First  Class  License 
for  the  summer  term. 

Blissfield  Parish.— The  Storey-Town  Trustees  built  and 
equipped  their  school  house  during  vacation  and  opened 
school  early  in  the  summer  term.  Archibald  District  determin- 
ed to  try  the  experiment  of  conveying  their  pupils  to  the 
Doaktown  school  for  one  year.  At  Upper  New  Salem  the  at- 
tendance was  so  poor  that  no  teacher  could  accomplish  the 
best  results.  New  Salem  employed  throughout  the  year  an 
excellent  teacher,  Miss  Ursula  A.  Flett. 

Blackville  Parish.— The  Forks  School  is  steadily  improv- 
ing. The  Keenan  School  is  not  attended  by  some  pupils  whose 
parents  are  too  ignorant  to  know  the  value  of  education.  The 
Lockstead  school  house  was  ceiled  inside  and  a  new  floor  laid. 
Grey  Rapids  has  a    large    school  with  much  advanced  work. 
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At  last  Entrance  Examinations,  one  pupil  passed  for  Second 
Class  and  one  for  Third  Class.  The  more  advanced  grades  in 
the  White  Rapids  school  do  not  make  much  progress.  Dungar- 
von  has  a  well  built,  well  furnished  and  well  Kept  school 
house,  neatly  arranged  grounds  and  a  carefully  taught  school 
with  Miss  Mary  Mann  as  the  teacher.  Grainfield  has  a 
small,  well  conducted  school.  In  North  Renous  there  is  a  well 
finished  school  room  and  good  desks,  but  the  poor  attend- 
ance makes  the  best  results  impossible.  At  Renous  Bridge  the 
attendance  has  greatly  improved  during  the  year  and  the 
teacher  has  done  excellent  work.  TJnderhill  has  too  much  work 
for  one  teacher,  with  four  doing  advanced  work,  but  the 
teacher,  Miss  Lottie  E.  TJnderhill,  has  the  ability  to  produce 
results  impossible  to  the  average  teacher. 

Derby  Parish. — Elm  Tree  ceiled  the  inside  of  the  school 
house  and  painted  it  and  the  pnpils  did  good  work.  In  Bry- 
enton  twenty  new  single  desks  made  by  Rhodes,  Curry  &j  Co. 
Amherst,  were  provided.  At  Wilson's  Point  the  buildings 
were  painted  during  the  vacation.  The  school  is  an  orderly 
one  in  which  substantial  progress  is  made.  Miss  Beatrice  M. 
Newman  is  the  teacher.  The  Indiantown  school  has  not  been 
satisfactorily  conducted  for  the  past  two  years. 

Nelson  Parish. — Nature  work  and  the  Study  of  Farm  Weeds 
is  made  a  specialty  in  Vye  Settlement  school,  where  scarlet 
fever  has  hindered  the  attendance.  Barnaby  operated  no 
school  for  the  year  as  there  are  only  three  pupils  of  school 
age  in  the  district.  In  Semiwagan  Ridge  vandalism  is  apparent 
in  the  shingles  torn  from  the  buildings,  and  billets  of  wood 
thrown  into  them  show  that  the  outhouses  are  used  as  play- 
houses. Chelmsford  school  had  been  unsatisfactory  for  a 
term  or  two  but  improved  considerably  during  the  summer 
term.  In  Barnaby  River  the  people  will  not  provide  their 
children  with  text-books  in  Geography  and  Grammar  and  the 
teacher  finds  it  difficult  to  keep  abreast  of  the  requirements 
in  these  subjects  by  oral  teaching.  In  Mouth  of  Barnaby 
Miss  Bertie  Iv.  Clarke  taught  an  excellent  school  and  three  of 
her  pupils  passed   the   Second  Class    Entrance  Examination. 
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In  Nowland  Settlement  the  pupils  excel  in  reading.  At  Chat- 
ham Junction  there  is  a  small  private  school  with  a  trained 
teacher  which  I  hope  to  change  to  a  public  school  before  long. 

Glenelg  Parish. — Some  of  the  ratepayers  of  Black  River 
Bridge  District  are  so  far  from  the  school  house  that  the 
only  way  to  get  school  privileges  for  their  children  was  to 
erect  them  into  a  separate  district  under  the  name  of  Vic- 
toria District.  Little  Branch  Trustees  have  a  good  school 
property  and  take  good  care  of  it.  At  my  last  visit  their 
school  was  closed  on  account  of  the  illness  of  the  teacher. 
Weldfield  is  a  small  district  with  a  scattered  population  and 
few  people  visit  the  school.  The  enrolment  at  Black  River 
has  become  very  small.  At  present  Miss  Christina  Edge,  an 
excellent  teacher,  is  employed.  Power  District  has  an  enrol- 
ment of  only  six  and  St.  Margaret's  of  twelve  and  Redmond- 
ville  of  fifteen.  It  would  be  much  better  for  the  children  to 
have  them  all  in  one  school  by  conveyance  were  it  not  that 
the  people  are  afraid  of  the  expense.  The  Sweezy  school 
house  was  enlarged  and  the  school  room  ceiled  in  wood  and 
the  school  made  substantial  gains  during  the  year.  ^Point  au 
Carr  has  only  seven  children  of  school  age  belonging  to  two 
families  but  the  school  is  operated  regularly  except  during  the 
months  of  January  and  February  of  each  year.  The  school  in 
Lower  Nappan  made  progress  during  the  summer  term.  In 
Richibucto  Road,  No.  2  which  had  been  joined  to  Black  River 
District,  some  years  ago  because  for  thirty  years  the  people 
had  refused  to  keep  a  school,  there  has  been  a  great  change 
for  the  better.  The  people,  led  by  Mr.  James  G.  Thompson, 
asked  to  have  their  District  restored.  When  this  request  was 
granted  they  set  to  work  at  once  to  erect  a  school  house  and 
opened  their  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term  with 
an  enrolment  of  eleven. 

Hard  wick  Parish. — Bayside  has  a  neat  school  house  and  a 
well  ordered  school.  Bay  du  Vin  usually  has  a  progressive 
school,  but  it  was  not  up  to  the  usual  standard  during  the 
summer  term.  Escuminac  has  a  fairly  prosperous  school, 
though  it  suffers  from  a  too  frequent  change  of  teacher.  Hard- 
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woods  has  a  large  enrolment  and  might  have  a  good  school. 
The  school  house  is  old  and  dilapidated  and  entirely  unfit  lot- 
use  in  winter  weather.  It  must  be  replaced  by  a  more  com- 
fortable building  at  an  early  day.  Eel  River  District  has  a 
good  school  under  the  veteran  teacher,  Mr.  Jos.  Comeau.  Miss 
Annie  M.  Carroll  has  taught  for  three  years  in  Bay  du  Vin 
District  and  has  made  the  school  one  of  the  most  satisfactory 
in  the  Parish.  Some  of  her  pupils  travel  five  miles  and  at- 
tend regularly  and  for  the  most  part  punctually. 

Alnwick  Parish. — Stymiest  and  Portage  Districts  did  not 
operate  schools  during  the  summer  term.  Lower  Neguac  is  al- 
most entirely  French  and  should  always  have  a  French 
speaking  teacher,  but  I  could  not  find  such  a  one  for  the  sum- 
mer term.  The  people  in  McRobbie  Road  wish  to  close  their 
school  part  of  next  term,  which  I  consider  very  bad  policy. 
Red  Pine  Island  has  a  neat  school  building  and  a  nourishing 
school.  North  Side  Tabusintac  needs  a  new  school  house  bad- 
ly, as  the  present  building  is  too  small  and  too  cold.  They 
talk  of  closing  the  school  for  a  term  while  building,  a  thing 
not  to  be  thought  of  with  forty-five  names  on  the  register, 
and  an  average  attendance  of  thirty-five.  Much  good  work  is 
done  in  the  Cove  school,  where  the  population  is  French  and 
all  speak  both  languages.  South  Side  Tabusintac  has  need  of 
better  blackboards,  window  blinds,  etc.,  and  the  school  suffers 
through  too  frequent  change  of  teacheis.  Fair  Isle  has  a 
largely  attended  aad  poorly  taught  school  usually.  It  was 
not  open  during  the  winter  term  and  during  the  summer  term 
they  had  an  energetic,  earnest  teacher  who  is  sure  to  make 
this  a  good  school  in  time.  Riviere  des  Caches  has  a  good 
school  house,  ceiled  throughout  with  wood,  with  blackboards 
all  around  the  room,  kept  clean  and  neat  and  the  school 
faithfully  taught  by  Miss  Angelique  Robichaud.  St.  Augus- 
tine school  had  not  been  satisfactory  for  a  term  or  two,  but 
Miss  Charlotte  Daigle  was  engaged  for  the  summer  term  and 
the  school  improved  greatly.  New  Jersey  school  is  conducted 
very  satisfactorily  by  Miss  Jlanet  K.  Morrison.  Burnt  Church  is 
fortunate  in  having  Miss  Isabel  K.  Galloway,  an  experienced 
and  successful  teacher,  in  charge  of  its  school.  The  Oak  Point 
trustees  have  been  very  dilatory  about    getting    their  school 
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house  completed  Bartibogue  Bridge  lias  a  neat  looking,  well 
kept  little  school  house  with  a  sin  all  but  efficient  school. 

Newcastle  Parish. — Little  Bartibogue  school  house  is  one 
of  the  brightest  and  best  kept  in  my  Inspectorate.  Miss 
Mary  Russell  has  taught  the  school  for  ten  years.  The  Low- 
er Newcastle  trustees  are  very  careless  about  the  interior 
cleanliness  and  outside  appearance  of  their  school  house.  Moor- 
lields  school  room  was  sheathed  with  wood.  The  attendance 
is  growing  gradually  smaller  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
teacher  is  bright,  clever  aad  active.  Ferry ville  has  progressed 
satisfactorily  for  the  past  two  years. 

Chatham  Parish.— At  Upper  Nappan  the  attendance  is  not 
regular,  as  the  children  are  needed  to  help  with  the  farm  work 
and  the  school  is  not  centrally  located.  Middle  Island  had  the 
school  room  walls  and  ceiling  finished  in  steeT  and  painted, 
making  it  very  attractive.  The  school  at  Chatham  Head  im- 
proved somewhat  during  the  summer  term  but  is  still  far 
from  a  good  school.  In  Douglasfield  the  pupiis  are  kept  well 
employed  in  interesting  work.  Lower  Nappan  has  become 
quite  a  small  school  and  the  teacher  is  changed  too  frequent- 
ly. Centre  Nappan  has  line  grounds  where  school  gardening 
might  be  introduced  to  advantage.  The  pupils  made  satisfac- 
tory progress  during  the  year. 

North  Esk  Parish. — The  Protectionville  pupils  are  indus- 
trious and  interested  in  their  studies.  The  enrolment  in  Chap- 
lin Islands oad  District  is  only  nine  with  an  average  of  six. 
Wayerton  provided  a  flag  and  flag  pole  this  year.  Trout 
Brook  is  a  very  thinly  settled  district  and  the  children  come 
long  distances — some  over  three  miles.  This  makes  attendance 
irregular  at  times.  The  school  does  well  under  the  circum- 
stances. In  Sevogle  the  parents  take  much  interest  in  their 
school  to  its  great  advantage.  In  Wild  Cat  Brook  "the  people 
cannot  appreciate  a  good  school.  They  prefer  a  local  licensed 
teacher  to  a  trained  one  and  close  the  school  when  the  local 
license  is  refused.  The  Meadows  has  a  very  large  school  with 
an  assistant  teacher,  and  the  accommodation  is  not  sufficient 
though  the  building  has  been  twice  enlarged.  The  school  shows 
improvement.    Allison  Settlement  has   too  large  a  school  for 
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the  building.  There  are  plenty  of  children  for  another  school 
at  or  near  the  Boom  and  I  shall  recommead  a  change  in  boun- 
daries when  I  can  reconcile  divergent  interests.  Attendance  at 
Strathadam  was  very  irregular  during  the  summer  term. 

South  Esk  Parish. — In  Lyttleton  whole  families  move  into 
the  lumber  woods  in  fall  and  winter  and  leave  not  enough 
children  to  keep  the  school  going.  This  has  been  the  case  for 
the  past  two  years.  Hal  comb  embraces  both  sides  of  the  Lit- 
tle South  West  River,  at  times  a  turbulent  stream  that  the 
children  cannot  cross.  A  bridge  should  be  erected  near  the 
school  to  accommodate  this  rapidly  growing  settlement  and 
to  save  dividing  the  district  in  the  future.  Blackmore  supplied 
twenty  new  double  desks  from  Rhodes,  Curry  &  Co.,  Amherst. 
There  is  a  too  frequent  change  of  teacher  here.  The  school  is 
large.  Red  Bank  has  a  large  school  excellently  taught  by 
Miss  Lena  M.  Shannon.  Cassilis  has  a  fairly  good  working 
school,  not  wTell  attended.  Williamstown  school  room  was  im- 
proved by  being  ceiled  throughout.  South  Esk  operated  its 
school  throughout  the  year. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

Restigouche  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  on  Sept. 
30th  and  Oct.  1st  at  Campbell  ton.  A  washout  on  the  Canada 
Eastern  branch  of  the  I.  C.  R.  prevented  me  from  attending, 
but  from  reports  and  my  knowledge  of  the  teachers  of  that 
county  I  conclude  that  the  porceedings  were  interesting  and 
helpful. 

Northumberland  County  Teachers'  Institute  met  in  Chat- 
ham on  the  14th  and  15th  of  October  and  proved  one  of  the 
best  meetings  of  this  body  held  in  years.  The  papers  and  les- 
sons were  nearly  all  provided  by  the  Chatham  teachers  and 
were  of  a  high  order.  The  interest  was  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  attendance  on  the  second  day  of  Dr.  H.  S.  Bridges,  Supt. 
of  Schools  for  the  City  of  St.  John.  The  public  meeting  was 
held  in  the  Council  Chamber  and  was  addressed  by  Mayor 
Snowball,  Dr.  G.  U.  Hay  and  the  Inspector.  The  speeches 
were  interspersed  with  vocal  and  instrumental  music  and  read- 
ings, which  showed  that  in  music  and  elocution  Chatham  has 
talent  of  a  high  order. 
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ARBOR  DAY. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  rather  more  than  the  usual 
number  of  schools  in  about  the  usual  manner.  The  teachers 
possess  little  skill  in  planting  trees  and  shrubs  and  no  know- 
ledge of  how  to  care  for  them  after  they  are  planted,  hence 
the  large  proportion  of  failures  in  tree  planting.  Where  a 
real  interest  is  taken,  preparations  made  in  advance  and  the 
trees  protected  from  wayside  cattle  and  the  mischievous 
"small  boy"  few  failures  are  made.  Many  teachers  report  Ar- 
bor Day  observed  when  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  plant 
anything.  These  should  call  it  "house-cleaning"  day  as  they 
do  not  observe  Arbor  Day  Tn  any  sense  of  the  word.  The  fu- 
ture graduates  of  our  Normal  School  should  have  a  fair  know- 
ledge of  school-gardening  since  a  specialist  in  that  subject  is 
teaching  the  nature  work  in  the  Normal  School.  Can  he  not 
give  a  little  instruction  in  arborculture  as  well,  so  that 
greater  progress  can  be  made  along  this  line? 

Every  country  school  should  have  a  model  illustrative  plot 
for  the  enlightenment  of  the  farmers  in  the  district.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ended  1909: 

More  than  the  usual  number  of  schools  has  been  kept  in 
operation  this  year.  With  but  one  exception  all  the 
organized  districts  maintained  schools  for  some  part 
of  the  year.  Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtain- 
ing teachers  for  the  remote  districts  of  this  Inspectorate. 
Notwithstanding  the  facts  that  a  fresh  supply  of  teachers 
comes  every  term  from  the  Provincial  Normal  School  and 
that  several  local  licenses  have  been  granted  during  the  year 
fifteen  schools  remained  closed  during  the  winter  and 
fourteen  during  the  summer  term.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  that  opened  for  the 
first  time  this  year  and  to  the  fact  that  during  the  year  this 
Inspectorate  sustained  the  loss  of  several  promising  teachers 
who  took  up  more  remunerative  positions  and  of  others  who 
removed  to  the  Western  Provinces  to  continue  the  work  of 
teaching. 

NKW  SCHOOLS. 

New  schools  have  been  opened  at  Upper  Madawaska,  No. 
2  St.  Jacques;  By  ram,  No.  G  St.  Iveonard;  Upper  Iroquois, 
No.  4%  St.  Basil    and  Madawaska;  St.  Mary's,  No.  IZ%  Bath- 
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urst;  Alexander's  Point,  No.  6%  Shippegan,  and  Nigadoa 
Settlement,  No.  9  Beresford.  Tracadie  and  Grand  Falls 
have  each  one  department  more.  The  number  of  schools  in 
this  district  has  thus  been  increased  by  eight,  making  the 
total  number  of  schools  under  nw  supervision  239.  Byram, 
St.  Mary's  and  Alexander's  Point  never  had  school  before. 
Nigadoo  Settlement  and  Upper  Iroquois  had  been  closed  since 
1904  and  Upper  Madawaska  over  ten  years  owing  to  the  in- 
sufficient number  of  children  in  each  of  these  districts. 

NEW  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

In  Beresford  a  new  District,  No.  \%-t  Guitar,  was  estab- 
lished near  Turgeon  Station  on  the  Intercolonial  Railway.  In 
the  month  of  August  a  meeting  for  organization  was  held, 
trustees  were  elected  and  an  assessment  voted.  When  the  as- 
sessment was  apportioned  the  rate  per  cent,  was  so  excessive 
— $4.00  on  every  XlOO  of  valuation— that  some  of  the  rate- 
payers became  alarmed  and  no  further  action  was  taken.  The 
children  of  this  district  should  be  conveyed  to  the  school  of 
No.  2,  Belledune. 

In  St.  Jacques,  No.  f>  Pat  rieville,  was  organized  in  the 
month  of  July.  A  meeting  for  organization  was  held  in  the 
month  of  November  and  an  assessment  voted. 

NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

Six  new  school  houses  wer  e  erected  during  the  year;  at 
St.  Isidore,  Little  Lameque  and  Upper  Pokemouehe  to  replace 
worn  out  buildings;  at  Little  Paquetville,  a  new  district;  at 
Tracadie  to  accommodate  the  children  of  the  upper  end  of  the 
district,  and  at  Tilley,  a  re-organized  district. 

The  new  two-department  school  house  at  No.  13,  Clair, 
was  completed  early  this  year.  The  building  is  situated 
on  an  eminence  and  commands  a  view  of  a  large  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Baker  Lake.  The  trustees  spared  no  pains  to  give 
to  the  ratepayers  as  modern  a  school  house  as  possible  and 
they  certainly  deserve  much  credit. 

GRAND  FALLS  SUPERIOR  SCHOOL. 

A  new  era  has  this  year  be -run  in  the  educational  histor} 
of  Grand  Falls.     A  very  fine,  comfortable   and  commodious 
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new  school  building  has  been  completed  and  furnished  at  a 
cost  of  over  $15,000  and  was  occupied  last  term.  The  build- 
ing contains  two  stories  and  a  basement  and  is  heated  by 
hot  air.  It  has  six  class  rooms  with  Teachers'  and  Princi- 
pal's rooms,  wardrobes  and  lavatories.  The  building  is  of 
wood  and  stands  on  a  cement  foundation.  The  accommoda- 
tion of  all  the  class  rooms  is  for  60  pupils  each. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  new  builhing  was  held  on  the 
14th  December  last.  In  the  afternoon  session  the  Chief  Sup- 
erintendent of  Education  in  an  impressive  manner  declared 
the  building  open.  The  evening  session  was  attended  by  a 
large  and  interested  audience.  Chief  Superintendent  W.  S. 
Carter,  the  several  clergymen  of  the  town,  School  Inspector 
Meagher,  Dr.  G.  tf.  Hay  and  the  County  Inspector  were  pres- 
ent and  took  part  in  the  proceedings.  A  good  musical  pro- 
gramme was  executed  by  the  school  children  and  local  tal- 
ent. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  under  which  the  building  was  con- 
structed, is  composed  of  A.  J.  Martin,  Chairman,  Jas.  Bur- 
gess, M.  P.  P.,  and  H.  C.  Glen  with  Geo.  A.  Ryan  as  Secre- 
tary. 

The  teaching  staff  is  as  follows:

GRAMMAR  AND  SUPERIOR  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  during  the  last  two  years  no 
changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Principalship  of  the  Gram- 
mar and  Superior  Schools  of  this  Inspectorate.  I  am  much 
pleased  with  the  progress  and  character  of  the  work  done  in 
all  these  schools. 

There  are  one  ('.laminar  and  five  Superior  schools  in  this 
District.    The   law    allows  one  mpre    Grammar    School  and 
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three  other  Superior  schools  on  the  basis  of  population,  but 
as  yet  there  has  been  no  request  for  such  where  one  could 
legally  be  established. 

The  Bathurst  Village  Superior  School  building  and 
grounds  received  extensive  repairs  during  last  summer  holi- 
days. The  school  property  has  now  a  beautiful  appearance. 
The  fact  that  for  four  consecutive  years  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor's Medal,  awarded  as  a  prize  for  proficiency  in  the  work  of 
Grade  VIII.,  has  come  to  Bathurst  Village  speaks  well  for 
the  entire  school  and  especially  for  the  Principal,  who  has 
charge  of  this  grade. 

Tracadie  Superior  School  has  now  seven  departments  in 
different  parts  of  the  district.  A  new  school  house  was  erect- 
ed during  the  year  and  accommodates  the  children  residing 
in  the  northern  end  of  the  district.  The  largest  part  of  Gas- 
pereau  district  has  been  adjoined  to  Tracadie  and  the  chil- 
dren are  thus  enabled  to  take  advantage  of  this  new  school. 

Grand  Falls  Superior  School  has  now  six  departments. 
Grand  Falls  has  the  reputation  of  having  won  the  Governor's 
Medal  for  the  Counties  of  Victoria  and  Madawaska  every 
year  since  the  first  competitive  examination.  This  is  certain- 
ly a  splendid  record. 

The  other  Superior  Schools  are  located  at  Edmundston 
and  at  Petit  Rocher. 

The  Bathurst  Grammar  School  staff  remains  the  same  as 
last  year.  All  the  departments  of  the  public  building  are  now 
furnished  with  single  desks. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

As  I  reported  generally  the  last  two  years,  1  shall  review 
the    work  of    the  Ungraded  Schools  by  Parishes  this  year. 

Beresford:  No.  0  which  had  been  closed  smce  1904  re-op- 
ened in  August.  The  twenty  schools  of  the  Parish  were  in 
operation  last  term.  No.  2  occupied  its  new  building  for 
the  first  vear.    The  school  yards  of    Nos.  1  and  2  should  be 
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enclosed.  No.  3  has  had  its  troubles,  as  it  was  closed  for 
several  months  on  account  of  smallpox.  Good  work  was 
done  in  No.  12  during  the  winter  term  but  the  smallpox 
scare  retarded  the  progress  of  the  pupils  in  a  marked  degree 
last  term.  No.  11,  Ste.  Rosette,  is  taking  steps  to  build  a 
new  school  house.  No.  6  has  new  blackboards  and  No.  7 
two  new  maps. 

Bathurst:  This  Parish  has  28  schools  and  departments. 
No.  4  is  preparing  to  erect  a  new  school  building  to  replace 
the  old  one.  Nos.  5  and  6  were  closed  during  the  winter  term. 
No.  13%  opened  for  the  first  time  in  January  and  had  an 
enrolment  of  41.  No.  5  provided  new  desks.  No.  13  repaired 
its  building,  provided  blackboards,  a  teacher's  desk  and  a 
Standard  Dictionary.  The  school  lot  should  now  be  enclosed. 
No.  IS  made  some  needed  repairs.  The  old  furniture  will  now 
have  to  be  renewed.  The  pupils  of  No.  10  showed  careful 
training. 

Ntew  Bandon:  Of  the  fourteen  schools  of  this  Parish,  two, 
Nos.  b*  and  7,  were  closed  during  the  winter  term  and 
Nos.  3  and  3%  during  last  term.  In  No.  3%,  the  ratepayers 
present  at  the  annual  school  meeting  voted  to  shut  down  the 
school  for  a  whole  year.  This  is  a  dangerous  as  well  as  an 
illegal  proceeding.  No  application  has  been  made  according 
to  the  provision  of  Section  42  of  the  Schools  Act  and  the 
restart  is  that  the  children  of  the  district  are  being  deprived 
of  a  whole  year  of  schooling. 

All  the  organized  districts  of  the  parishes  o[  Faquetvillc, 
Caraquet,  Inkerman  and  Saumarez  maintained  schools  the 
whole  year  round.  Little  Paquetville  organized  during  the 
year  and  is  now  erecting  a  new  school  house.  The  intention  is 
to  open  it  next  August. 

No.  1,  Caraquet,  had  the  largest  attendance  in  its  history. 
No.  2,  Middle  Caraquet,  has  decided  to  close  its  graded  school 
and  go  back  to  the  ungraded  system.  For  this  purpose  two 
one-department  school  houses  will  have  to  l"-  erected  and  two 
miscellaneous  schools  operated  in  the  same  district.  These 
changes  have  been  made  against  my  recommendations  and  al- 
though I  still  believe  that    the  new     arrangement     will  not 
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prove  successful,  yet  I  hope  that  for  the  sake  of  the  children 
the  schools  will  receive  better  support  and  more  encourage- 
ment from  the  people  of   the  district. 

Xo.  r2,  Pokesudie,  has  not  opened  its  school  yet.  If  the 
trustees  persist  much  longer  in  disregarding  the  ratepayers' 
wishes,  I  shall  have  to  resort  to  more  stringent  means  and 
have  a  new  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  bv  the  Chief  Superin- 
tendent of  Education. 

No.  f)  engaged  a  second  class  teacher  and  the  school  im- 
proved accordingly. 

Thete  is  a  movement  on  foot  in  No.  2,  Inkerman,  to- 
wards dividing  the  district  and  making  two  districts  of  it. 
A  division  will  form  two  weak  districts  and  there  will  not  be 
the  number  of  children  in  each  part  nor  the  required  area  to 
establish  legal  districts  in  conformity  with  Section  6  (3)  of 
the  Schools  Act.  It  is  true  that  some  of  the  children  are  a 
long  distance  from  school  but  provision  for  their  instruction 
will  have  to  be  made  some  other  way.  I  have  advised  -the  per- 
sons interested  to  interview  the  proper  authorities  with  a 
view  of  having  a  foot  bridge  built  across  the  Waugh  River, 
which    will  bring  every   child   within  two  miles  of  the  school. 

The  school  in  No.  3  has  been  wainscot  ted  and  painted.  No. 
6  has  a  new  map  of  the  Dominion.  Owing  to  changed  condi- 
tions in  No.  4,  Upper  Pokemouche,  the  trustees  decided  to  se- 
lect a  more  central  site  for  the  new  school  house.  The  new 
building  is  completed  outside. 

Nb.  2%,  Big  River,  provided  new  furniture. 

vSt.  Isidore  has  erected  and  completed  a  new  school  house. 

Shippigan  maintains  nineteen  schools.  Miscou  Lighthouse 
was  closed  for  the  whole  year.  Island  River,  Miscou  Centre 
and  Wilson's  Point  were  closed  during  the  winter  term  and 
Nos.  5,  8  and  9  during  the  summer  term.  It  is  often  very 
difficult  to  find  teachers  for  these  districts.  No.  6%;  Alexan- 
der's Point,  is  operating  a  school  for  the  first  time.  Mr.  D. 
T.  Robichaud  had  his  school  at  St.  Mary's  in  very  good  con- 
dition.   There  is  also  a  good  school  at  Lameque. 
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Balmoral  had  all  its  schools  in  operation  last  term.  The 
school  house  at  No.  3,  Tobique  Road,  is  not  centrally  located. 
No.  2,  Balmoral,  has  the  best  school  of  the  Parish. 

St.  Andre,  No.  13,  has  a  neat  and  comfortable  new  school 
house.  This  supplies  a  long-felt  want  in  the  district.  The 
ratepayers  are  to  be  commended  for  the  readiness  with  which 
they  responded  to  the  demand  for  a  new  building.  The  school 
has  been  furnished  with  a  complete  set  of  double  individual 
desks,  a  teacher's  desk,  new  blackboards,  etc.  I  found  the 
school  doing  good  work,  partly  owing,  no  doubt,  to  improv- 
ed conditions  and  also  to  the  faithful  work  of  the  teacher. 

No.  14  has  been  provided  with  new  desks  and  No.  15, 
Comeau,  wainscotted  its  building.  The  seven  schools  of  this 
parish  were  in   continuous   operation  during  the  year. 

St.  Leonard:  By  ram,  No.  6,  opened  a  school  for  the  first 
time  last  term.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  (in  May  last)  there 
were  109  pupils  enrolled  in  the  graded  school  at  St.  Leon- 
ard's Village.  I  learn  that  the  attendance  last  term  was 
larger.  The  frequent  changes  of  teachers  militates  against  the 
efficiency  and  progress  of  the  school.  A  Superior  School 
could  be  established  here  with  advantage  but  I  fear  it  will  be 
several  years  before  this  is  effected,  as  it  is  seldom  that  the 
pupils  continue  to  frequent  school  after  they  have  reached 
the  seventh  Grade. 

All  the  schools  of  this  Parish,  and  the  seven  schools  of  the 
Parish  of  St.  Ann  were   operated  during  the  full  year. 

The  St.  Basil  Graded  School  continues  to  be  in  an  eminent 
state  of  efficiency.  Every  organized  district  had  its  school 
open  last  term.  The  trustees  of  No.  1  and  of  No.  4%,  took  up 
on  themselves  the  responsibility  of  engaging  as  teachers  unli- 
censed persons.  Their  services  cannot  be  recognized.  No.  8, 
Fifth  Tier,  and  No.  0,  Second  Tier,  are  weak  and  have  school 
in  an  irregular  manner.  No.  6  and  No.  7  remain  unorgan- 
ized. 
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The  services  of  the  persons  who  took  charge  of  the  schools 
at  Francoeur,  No.  4,  Madawaska,  and  at  No.  5,  Madawaska, 
without  licenses  have  not  been  recognized. 

No.  2,  St.  Jacques,  opened  its  school  in  August,  the  first 
time  in  ten  years.  No.  1  has  a  very  handsome  and  comfort- 
able building  and  a  good  school.  All  the  other  schools  had 
teachers  during  the  year. 

St.  Hilaire:  Riceville,  a  small  district,  closed  its  school 
during  the  winter  term.  The  remaining  six  schools  were  in 
continuous  operation.  Ninety  pupils  were  enrolled  in  No.  3, 
Baker  Brook,  at  the  time  of  my  last  visit  in  December. 
There  is  a  small  class  room  in  connection  with  the  school 
house  but  it  is  such  a  miserable  affair  that  the  teacher  prefer- 
red not  to  ask  for  services  of  a  class  room  assistant.  Pro- 
vision will  soon  have  to  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Graded  School  as  one  teacher  cannot  begin  to  do  justice  to 
herself,  to  the  parents  and  to  the  large  number  of  pupils 
that  are  placed  under  her  care. 

St.  Francis  and  Clair-:  No.  7,  Little  River,  and  No.  9, 
Bouchard,  occupied  their  new  school  houses  for  the  first  year. 
The  enrolment  in  No.  4,  Webster's  Creek,  reached  63  last  term 
and  the  teacher  should  have  a  class  room  assistant.  I  trust 
the  trustees  will  carry  out  my  recommendations  and  provide 
more  school  accommodation.  Although  the  school  is  too  hard 
for  one  teacher,  very  acceptable  work  was  presented.  St. 
Francis  No.  3  was  closed  for  one  term.  No  teacher  could  be 
obtained.  In  No.  1,  Clair,  there  is  a  strong  sentiment  in  fav- 
or of  a  division.  The  largest  attendance  in  eight  years  has 
been  71,  with  an  average  of  45.  The  employment  of  a  class 
room  assistant  would  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  district  at  pre- 
sent.   No.  8,  River  View,  purchased  new  desks. 

Drummond  and  Grand  Falls:  The  schools  of  these  two 
Parishes  were  operated  with  greater  regularity  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  school  house  at  Ortonville  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  the  month  of  November.  No.  10,  Drummond,  paint- 
ed its  school  house  and  provided  a  Union  Jack.  No.  9,  Tilley, 
organized  during  the  year  and  commenced  the  erection  of  a 
new  buijding,    Tbe  district  had  been    disorganized    for  over 
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twenty  years.  No.  8,  South  California,  has  a  new  map  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

I  regret  that  in  the  western  part  of  my  Inspectorate  it 
was  found  necessary  to  issue  local  licenses  in  order  to  "keep  as 
many  of  the  schools  open  as  practicable.  In  Madawaska  the 
number  of  trained  teachers  is  yearly  increasing  but  it  has  not 
so  far  kept  pace  with  the  number  of  new  schools  that  is  being 
opened  year  after  year.  I  have  tried  to  limit  these  permiss- 
ive licenses  to  remote  and  isolated  districts.  I  fear  this 
state  of  affairs  will  continue  for  some  years  to  come  until  we 
have  more  schools  that  will  send  students  to  the  Normal 
School  and  until  the  salaries  paid  by  the  poorer  districts  are 
more  inviting. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  the  usual  number  of  districts. 
There  are  so  many  school  yards  that  are  unenclosed  that  it 
seems  unnecessary  in  these  districts  to  plant  trees. 

The  Gloucester  County  Teachers'  Institute  met  at  Cara- 
quet  in  October  last.  The  attendance  was  larger  than  usual. 
A  feature  of  the  meeting  was  a  conference  on  4 'Glimpses  of 
Astronomy,"  by  Reverend  S.  J.  Doucett,  of  Grand  Anse. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  beg  to  tender  you  my  thanks  for 
advice  and  assistance  at  all  times  in  matters  relating  to  my 
work.

SIR:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  in  my  Inspectorate  for  the  yean  ending 
December  31st,  1909: 

I  regret  to  state  that  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  wea- 
ther and  to  the  wretched  condition  of  the  roads  during  the 
fall  term,  I  was  unable,  under  these  adverse  circumstances,  to 
overtake  all  my  work,  although  sixty-nine  out  of  the r -.eighty 
days  in  the  term  were  spent  on  the  road. 

I  inspected  in  all  during  the  fall  term  one  hundred  and 
seventy-one  schools,  paid  eleven  special  visits  to  different  dis- 
tricts, conducted  numerous  investigations  and  established  new 
boundaries  in  a  number  of  districts,  besides  attending  to  num- 
erous duties  devolving  upon^  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official 
work.  " 

A  careful  review  of  the  past  year's  work  shows  a  favor- 
able improvement  in  educational  matters.  Considering  the 
fact  that  education  is  one  of  those  subjects  of  steady  growth 
which  constantly  call  for  continued  development  and  progress, 
I  think  that  all  concerned  have  ample  reason  to  congratulate 
themselves  upon  the  general  results  achieved  this  year  in  edu- 
cational matters. 

The  number  of  new  districts  organized  during  the  year,  the 
marked  increase  in   the   number  of  schools  in  operation,  the 
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commendable  activity  shown  by  the  ratepayers  in  the  erec- 
tion of  improved  school  buildings,  the  tendency  among  trus- 
tees to  secure  suitable  equipment  for  their  schools  and  the 
marked  improvement  in  the  regularity  of  attendance  are 
among  the  most  salient  features  of  the  year's  progressiveness. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  teachers  have  devoted  them- 
selves to  their  work  with  laudable  energy  and  enthusiasm.  A 
notable  feature  is  the  number  of  schools  in  operation,  only 
four  being  closed  during  the  fall  term— and  these  were  in  re- 
mote sections  of  the  country. 

DISTRICTS  AND  BOUNDARIES. 

Since  my  last  report  four  new  districts  have  been  added 
to  the  list.  No.  1,  St.  Mary's,  was  divided  and  two  new  dis- 
tricts were  formed,  Nos.  1  and  1%.  The  schools  are  now  in 
operation.  No.  6,  St.  Mary's,  has  erected  its  building,  but 
has  not  yet  taken  steps  to  operate  a  school.  No.  2,  Carleton, 
has  been  re-organized.  The  petition  of  a  number  of  ratepayers 
of  No.  9,  Carleton,  is  receiving  due  consideration. 

A  most  vital  question  which  calls  for  immediate  care  is 
the  readjustment  of  the  boundaries  of  existing  districts.  Poor- 
ly defined  boundaries  are  the  cause  of  constant  wrangling  and 
trouble.  I  have  decided  to  give  the  matter  of  revision  special 
care  during  the  coming  year.  With  this  object  in  view,  I  have 
already  notified  the  trustees  of  several  districts  to  be  prepar- 
ed to  give  this  matter  strict  attention.  A  halt  must  also  be 
called  in  the  division  of  districts.  The  number  of  small  dis- 
tricts and  weak  schools  is  already  too  large. 

HOUSES  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  proper  equipment 
of  schools.  It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  state 
that  the  trustees  of  a  large  number  of  districts  have  been 
successfully  appealed  to  for  a  better  supply  of  the  latest  and 
best  maps,  blackboards  and  furniture.  The  old  home-made 
desks  and  benches  are  quickly  giving  way  to  substantial  fac- 
tory-made furniture.      Wooden  and   plaster  blackboards  are 
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invariably  unsatisfactory.  Fortunately,  they  are  gradually 
disappearing  to  be  replaced  by  hyloplate  or  slate. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  are  now  supplied  with  maps  of  the 
Provinces,  Dominion  and  World  or  Empire — the  minimum  sup- 
ply- 

During  the  year  thirty-one  schools  were  provided  with 
maps,  twenty-one  districts  secured  suitable  blackboard  sur- 
face and  twelve  were  supplied  with  an  up-to-date  class  of  furni- 
ture. Four  rooms  were  papered  and  eight  had  their  walls  and 
ceilings  sheathed  and  painted. 

I  have  noted  with  pleasure  that  not  a  few  teachers  have 
endeavored  to  brighten  the  appearance  of  the  schoolroom  by 
appropriate  and  tasteful  decorations. 

With  reference  to  the  buildings,  I  might  state  that  general- 
ly they  are  large  and  comfortable.  However,  tKe  exterior  ap- 
pearance of  many  of  them  does  not  come  up  to  the  require- 
ments. Some  four  or  five  old  and  worn-out  structures  have 
been  condemned  during  the  year  and  will,  I  hope,  be  replaced 
by  others  more  in  harmony  with  the  requirements  of  the  pre- 
sent day.  Five  new  buildings  were  erected  last  year.  Two  of 
them  were  built  in  accordance  with  some  defined  plan.  In 
this  connection,  I  might  remark  that  the  plans  distributed  by 
your  Department  have  proved  of  much  benefit.  More  atten- 
tion has  been  given  to  proper  lighting  and  ventilation.  The 
rooms  of  the  new  buildings  are  high  and  roomy,  affording  am- 
ple accommodation  and  air  space.  Four  school  houses  were  en- 
larged so  as  to  provide  necessary  accommodation. 

TEACHERS  AND  TRUSTEES. 

Of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty  teachers  employed  in  this 
Inspectorate  during  the  last  term,  two  held  Grammar  school 
licenses,  five  held  Superior  Class  and  seventy-eight  Second 
Class  certificates.  Three  had  first  class  licenses,  and  one  hund- 
red and  twenty-nine  third  class  licensees  were  in  charge  of 
schools.  Owing  to  a  plentiful  supply  of  teachers,  only  three 
local  licenses  were  granted.  Five  classroom  assistants  were 
employed. 

In  speaking  of  the  teachers,  I  must  say  that,  with  very 
few  exceptions,  I  have  found  them  energetie  and  conscientious 
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in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  sometimes  accomplished  un- 
der very  unfavorable  conditions. 

With  reference  to  the  duties  of  school  trustees,  I  beg  to 
call  their  attention  to  the  following  sections  of  the  School 
Law:  "To  visit  at  least  monthly  each  school  under  their 
charge  and  see  that  it  is  conducted  according  to  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Rducation."  There  exists  a  culpable  ne- 
glect in  this  respect.  Teachers  and  pupils  are  in  need  of  en- 
couragement and  always  appreciate  frequent  visits  from  school 
officials,  parents  and  influential  members  of  the  community. 

I  also  beg  to  remind  trustees  that  "the  minutes  of  the 
vSchool  meeting  are  to  be  permanently  preserved  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  but  an  accurate  copy  of  them  is  to  be  forwarded 
by  the  Secretary  to  the  Inspector  immediately  after  the  meet- 
ing." 

During  the  year  I  have  noticed  that  in  many  cases  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  as  regards  the  calling  of  meetings  of  the 
trustees  and  the  required  declaration  of  office  had  not  been 
duly  observed.  I  am  sure  that  a  careful  observance  of  this 
section  of  the  law  would  prevent  much  unpleasantness  and 
manv  unfortunate  difficulties. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  past  year's  work  in  the  graded  schools  of  my  Inspec- 
torate has  been  fully  up  to  the  standard.  I  am  confident  that 
the  teachers  in  charge  of  these  schools  are  fully  alive  to  the 
importance  of  their  position  and  perform  their  work  with 
zeal  and  earnestness. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Steeves  continues  to  conduct  the  Superior 
School  at  Shediac  with  credit  to  himself  and  satisfaction  to 
his  employers  Miss  J.  McDougall  and  Miss  M.  Weldon  are  re- 
spectively in  charge  of  the  intermediate  and  primary  depart- 
ments.    Both  teachers  meet  with  success  in  their  work. 

The  Superior  School  at  Buctouche  is  progressing  favorab- 
ly under  its  present  teachers.  Mr.  C.  M.  McCann  remains  in 
charge  of  the  School.  He  is  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Julia  I,e- 
gere.  Mr.  Myre  Robichaud  succeeded  Miss  Kva  Bourque,  who 
resigned  al  the  end  of  the  term. 
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The  excellent  class  of  work  clone  in  the  Rexton  Superior 
vSchool  has  frequently  been  referred  to.  The  school  still  main- 
tains its  high  state  of  efficiency.  The  same  staff  of  teachers  is 
in  charge  of  the  school. 

When  last  visited  the  Hare  our  t  Superior  School  had  Mr. 
R.  Belyea  as  its  principal.  Mr.  Belyea  was  succeeded  in  June 
by  Mr.  Arthur  Mitchell,  who,  I  am  sure,  will  conduct  the 
school  with  success.  Miss  M.  Buckley  is  still  doing  good 
work  in  the  primary  department. 

The  equipment  provided  by  the  trustees  of  No.  3,  Fox 
Creek,  is  far  from  being  satisfactory. 

The  work  done  in  No.  17,  Dorchester,  did  not  impress  me 
very  favorably.    The  school  was  very  poorly  graded. 

The  Richibucto  Grammar  School  was  destroyed  by  fire  dur- 
ing the  year.  With  commendable  zeal  and  energy,  the  active 
and  enterprising  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  thriving  centre  im- 
mediately decided  to  replace  the  old  structure  destroyed  by 
fire  by  a  modern  and  up-to-date  building.  This  was  done  at  a 
cost  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  new  building,  which  is  now  in  use,  is  a  handsome  and 
substantial  two-story  building  on  a  concrete  basement.  The 
interior  arrangements  are  simple  and  convenient.  There  are 
two  large,  airy  classrooms  on  each  floor.  In  the  basement  are 
two  playrooms  with  concrete  floors,  also  the  heating  appar- 
atus and  fuel  room.  Due  attention  was  paid  to  heating  and 
ventilation,  also  to  sanitary  conditions. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  new  building  took  place  .on  Oc- 
tober 13th.  Appropriate  addresses  were  given  by  the  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Education,  Rev.  Mr.  Archibald,  Rev.  Mr. 
Bacon,  Rev.  Mr.  Mclvau^iin.  W.  D.  Carter,  the  Inspector,  the 
Trustees  and  others. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

Arbor  Day  was  more  or  less  appropriately  observed  in  this 
Inspectorate  on  Friday,  May  14th.  Reports  were  duly  received 
from  forty-four  districts.  One  hundred,  and  thirty-eight  trees 
and  thirty-four  shrubs  were  planted  and  twenty-seven  flower- 
beds made. 
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Unfortunately  the  qiievStion  of  erecting  substantial  fences 
around  the  school  grounds  and  of  planting  suitable  trees  does 
not  receive  the  attention  it  deserves.  Until  steps  are  taken  in 
this  direction  very  little  practical  and  effective  work  can  be 
done  along  the  lines  of  beautifying  school  premises. 

Occasionally  I  find  progressive  districts  setting  a  laudable 
example  in  this  respect,  but  these  are  decidedly  the  exception. 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  arouse  trustees  from  their 
state  of  apathy  and  indifference  in  connection  with  this  mat- 
ter, although  I  continue  through  my  reports  to  draw  their 
strict  attention  to  the  necessity  of  making  the  school  and  its 
surroundings  what  they  should  be — an  object  lesson  in  trim- 
ness  and  neatness. 

INSTITUTE. 

A  very  successful  and  fairly  well  attended  meeting  of  the 
Kent  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  Rexton  on  Octo- 
ber 14th  and  15th.  About  forty-five  teachers  were  in  attend- 
ance. Instructive  papers  were  read,  and  the  lively  interest 
taken  in  the  discussion  of  different  school  topics  was  a  source 
of  satisfaction  to  all  concerned.  Entertaining  addresses,  full 
of  helpful  advice  and  practical  suggestions  were  given  by  the 
Chief  Superintendent  of  Education. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  to  be  true  to  its  aims  the  Insti- 
tute should  not  only  meet  to  discuss  educational  questions 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  school  towards  pupil  and  teach- 
er, but  should  also  tend  to  organize  and  unify  all  the  educa- 
tional agencies  of  the  County,  the  Institute  unanimously  re- 
solved to  extend  its  membership  to  school  trustees  throughout 
the  County.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  at  our  next  meeting 
in  Harcourt  two  papers  will  be  given  by  school  trustees.  I 
hope  that  the  custom  once  established  will  remain. 

A  largely  attended  public  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  the  14th  in  the  spacious  public  hall.  Rev.  Mr.  Archibald 
acted  as  chairman.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Chief 
Superintendent,  Hon.  Dr.  Landry,  Rev.  Mr.  McLaughlin,  Mr. 
H.  M.  Ferguson,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the 
Inspector. 
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A  suitable  musical  and  literary  programme  was  also  car- 
ried out. 

COURSE  OK  INSTRUCTION. 

In  regard  to  the  class  of  work  done  by  the  schools  of 
this  Inspectorate,  I  must  Mate  that  on  the  whole  a  satisfac- 
tory rate  of  progress  has  been  maintained,  while  the  spirit 
and  discipline  of  the  schools  throughout  the  division  have  not 
been  unsatisfactory. 

Nearly  the  whole  weight  of  instruction  and  most  of  the 
time  are  devoted  to  subjects  which  the  average  ratepayer  is  in 
the  habit  of  classifying  as  essentials,  viz.,  reading,  writing, 
spelling  and  arithmetic. 

Reading  comes  in  for  the  greatest  share  of  attention.  The 
work  is  particularly  satisfactory  in  the  primary  and  interme- 
diate grades  but  seems  to  weaken  in  the  higher  classes.  Con- 
siderable attention  is  given  generally  to  the  subject  matter  of 
the  lesson,  but  it  would  be  desirable  that  more  care  be  devoted 
to  expression,  emphasis  and  correct  posture.  Teachers  must 
realize  that  if  pupils  are  to  make  any  real  progress  in  read- 
ing, fruitful  sources  of  supply  apart  from  the  readers  must  be 
resorted  to,  such  as  supplementary  reading,  nature  study  and 
the  school  library. 

Writing  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  taught  in  a  systematic 
way  in  the  majority  of  schools,  yet  the  results  are  on  the  av- 
erage up  to  the  requirements.  I  have  given  special  attention 
to  this  subject  during  the  year.  The  introduction  of  the  newr 
Copy  Books  during  the  fall  term  has  seemingly  encouraged  a 
form  of  hybrid  writing,  a  mixture  of  vertical  and  natural 
slant.  This  is  only  a  momentary  drawback.  I  have  continued 
the  practice  of  examining  the  pupils'  writing  and  daily  exer- 
cise books  and  with  very  few  exceptions  have  found  them  to 
be  models  of  neatness  and  accuracy. 

Greater  care  is  bestowed  on  spelling.  Best  results  are 
found  where  teachers  realize  the  importance  of  careful  super- 
vision of  written  seat  work. 
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Grammar  has  received  a  favorable  impulse  from  the  use  of 
the  new  text  book,  and  from  the  greater  interest  which  the 
teacher,  as  a  consequence,  takes  in  the  presentation  of  the  sub- 
ject. 

Arithmetic  is  now  receiving  thoughtful  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  the  teachers.  Evident  progress  is  being  made.  I 
was  pleased  to  note  that  mental  arithmetic  was  taken  up  in 
nearly  all  the  schools. 

Drawing  in  the  majority  of  schools  is  practically  a  dead 
letter. 

The  quantity  of  work  done  in  connection  with  the  teach- 
ing of  History  is  sufficient  but  the  quality  is  disappointing. 

I  found  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  teaching  of  Geo- 
graphy. Map-drawing  and  the  learning  of  Geography  from 
outline  maps  are  justly  given  the  attention  they  are  entitled 
to. 

Nature  Study:  Formerly  the  work  accomplished  in  this 
subject  was  for  the  most  part  only  tentative,  a  few  lessons 
on  plants  in  the  spring,  a  few  observations  on  birds,  etc.,  and 
work  ceased.  I  note  with  pleasure  that  conditions  have  chang- 
ed. During  the  year  a  special  effort  was  made  to  render  work 
along  this  line  more  effective.  Results  are  indeed  very  encour- 
aging. From  a  perusal  of  the  reports  sent  in  by  one  hundred 
and  twenty  teachers,  I  note  that  teachers  are  unanimous  in 
stating  that  work  in  this  connection  has  introduced  an  ele- 
ment of  interest  in  the  school- room.  Some  of  the  best  work 
in  Composition  that  has  come  under  my  notice  during  the 
year  was  the  outcome  of  the  child's  natural  desire  to  express 
in  words  or  writing  what,,  he  had  been  led  to  observe 
through  exercises  connected  with  his  nature  study  course.  I 
have  also  remarked  that  not  a  few  schools  already  have  their 
collections  of  different  kinds  of  wood,  minerals,  soils,  seeds 
and  plants,  all  collected  in  ihe  neighborhood  of  the  school. 
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The  specimens  shown  were  well  classified,  neatly  arranged 
and*  excellent  in  all  respects. 

In  conclusion  I  must  thank  you  most  sincerely,  Sir,  for 
your  timely  and  valued  advice  and  for  your  courteous  treat- 
ment in  all  matters  pertaining  to  my  work

SIR:  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Public  Schools  in  Inspectorate  No.  4  for  the  year 
1909. 

Two  schools  have  been  closed  for  the  whole  year,  fourteen 
for  one  term,  and  two  for  three  months.  Trustees  sometimes 
close  their  schools  during  the  winter  months  with  the  expec- 
tation of  re-opening  them  in  April  but  very  often  they  cannot 
secure  teachers  in  the  middle  of  the  term  and  the  schools  re- 
main closed  till  August.  Very  few  districts  are  so  situated 
that  the  children  are  unable  to  attend  school  during  the  win- 
ter, and  in  most  cases  it /is  false  economy  to  close  the  school 
at  any  time.  In  a  few  districts  the  rate-payers  who  have  no 
children  of  school  age,  attend  the  annual  school  meeting  in 
full  force  and  elect  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the 
schools  closed  as  often  and  as  long  as  possible.  During  the 
last  few  years  the  scarcity  of  teachers  has  made  it  possible 
for  such  trustees  to  keep  schools  closed  for  most  of  the  time. 
I  am  pleased  to  find  that  in  some  of  these  districts  the  rate- 
payers who  are  interested  in  keeping  the  schools  open  ate  see- 
ing the  need  of  being  present  at  the  school  meeting  and  ol 
electing  trustees  who  are  personally  interested  in  the  schools.

In  a  few  cases  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  compel  the  trus- 
tees to  open  the  school.  I  hope  I  may  not  often  be  called 
upon  to  perform  that  unpleasant  duty.  The  above  remarks 
refer  to  the  exceptional  cases  only,  as  the  great  majority  of 
rate-payers  have  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  free  school  law, 
and  are  maintaining  good  schools  continuously  even  though 
in  many  small  districts  the  rate  of  taxation  is  very  high. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  new  school  house  in  Petitcodiac  which  was  begun  last 
year  was  finished  in  August  and  was  occupied  during  the  term 
just  closed.  There  is  probably  no  village  of  the  same  size  in 
the  province  with  a  better  school  building.  It  cost  about  eight 
thousand  dollars.  The  trustees  and  rate-payers  deserve  great 
praise  for  the  success  of  their  efforts  to  secure  a  good  house 
and  the  village  is  justly  proud  of  the  building. 

The  house  at  Bay  Verte  has  been  enlarged  arid  repaired 
and  the  Primary  Department  will  no  longer  be  crowded  as  it 
has  been  in  the  past. 

The  house  in  Hildegarde,  No.  28,  Moncton,  which,  for  sev- 
eral years,  has  been  crowded,  was  during  the  vacation  enlarg- 
ed and  repaired  at  considerable  cost. 

The  house  in  Upper  Rockport,  No.  3,  Sackville,  has  been 
repaired  and  supplied  with  new  furniture. 

In  Ammon,  No.  17,  Moncton,  much  needed  repairs  have 
been  made  to  the  house  and  it  is  now  quite  comfortable.

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

Miss  Edith  Davis,  B.  A.,  retired  from  the  Moncton  High 
School  staff  in  June  to  accept  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the 
Fredericton  High  School.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Ethel 
Murphy,  B.  A.  The  school  is  well  attended,  the  city  and  its 
suburbs  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded  for  se- 
curing a  good  High  School  education. 

The  Albert  County  Grammar  School  changed  almost  its  en- 
tire staff  in  August.  H.  P.  Dole,  M.  A.,  after  a  year  of  suc- 
cessful work  retired  from  the  Principalship  to  become  Princi- 
pal of  Victoria  School  in  Calgary,  and  was  succeeded  by  W.  C. 
R.  Anderson,  M.  A.  Miss  Jean  Peacock  has  charge  of  the  Do- 
mestic Science  and  Miss  Winnifred  Smith,  of  the  Manual 
Training.  The  other  teachers  are  Miss  Florence  Morton,  Miss 
Mary  Newcombe  and  "Miss  Kthel  Swanson. 

The  Superior  School  at  Hillsboro,  which  has  been  crowded 
for  a  number  of  years,  opened  a  fourth  department  in  August. 
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H.  C.  Atkinson,  B.  A.,  who  for  two  years  did  good  work  as 
Principal,  resigned  in  June  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  M.  Nas- 
on. 

The  Petitcodiac  Superior  School,  which  was  closed  for  a 
year  for  want  of  school  rooms,  was  re-opened  in  August 
with  Joseph  Alexander  as  Principal. 

R.  B.  Masterton  in  the  Havelock  Superior  School,  T.  T. 
Goodwin  n  the  Salisbury  Superior  School  and  F.  Iy.  Blake  in 
the  Elgin  Superior  School,  continue  to  do  good  work. 

The  Superior  School  at  Penobsquis  is  very  poorly  housed. 
The  primary  room  has  less  than  half  the  required  air  space 
for  the  enrolment  and  the  whole  building  is  in  a  poor  state 
of  repair.  I  have  for  some  time  been  urging  the  trustees  to 
make  provision  for  enlarging  and  repairing  the  old  house  or 
building  a  new  one,  and  they  have  assured  me  that  my  re- 
commendations will  be  carried  out.  Willard  Keith  was  Prin- 
cipal of  the  school  during  the  winter  term  and  Walter  Daley 
during  the  summer  term.  T.  E.  Colpitts,  B.  A.,  remains  in 
charge  of  the  Superior  School  at  Alma,  A.  D.  Jonah  at  Sack- 
ville,  Miss  Eva  McCracken,  B.  A.,  at  Port  Elgin  and  J.  C. 
Pincock,  B.  A.,  at  Dorchester. 

The  other  graded  schools  with  the  exceptions  of  Sunny 
Brae,  Forest  Glen  and  Lewisvilie  have  changed  Principals  dur- 
ing the  vear. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 
The  diiliculties  experienced  in  securing    teachers    for  rural 
districts  have  been  less  during  the  year  just     closed  than  for 
several  vears. 

I  am  sorry  to  again  report  that  several  of  the  best  teach- 
ers from  the  rural  schools  have  gone  west  and  their  places 
have  been  filled  by  young   and  inexperienced  teachers. 

The  leaflet  giving  an  outline  of  a  "Nature  Study  and  Ag- 
ricultural Course  for  Country  Schools,"  which  has  been  distri- 
buted by  the  Board  of  Education,  is  being  quite  generally  fol- 
lowed and  the  reports  now  coming  in  from  the  teachers  show 
that  the  work  has  proved  to  be  most  interesting  and  helpful. 

The  book  on  "Farm  Weeds,1'  which  was  supplied  the 
schools  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  has  not 
been  used  by  the  schools  as  much  as  it  might  be.  I  am  urg- 
ing the  teachers  to  use    it  more  freely  and  to  try  and  get  the 
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children  interested  in  the  destruction  of  the  weeds  in  the  vari- 
ous districts. 

The  more  ambitious  ungraded  schools  still  continue  to  pre- 
pare students  for  the  Normal  School  Entrance  Examinations 
and  the  fear  expressed  by  some  that  such  advanced  work 
might  retard  the  work  in  the  lower  grades  is  unfounded.  I 
invariably  find  the  lower  grades  in  such  schools  have  caught 
the  ambitious  spirit  of  the  advanced  grades,  and  even  though 
the  teacher  may  not  have  as  much  time  for  them  they  do 
better  work  than  those  in  scho  ols  where  no  advanced  work  is 
done. 

INSTRUCTION. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  an  improvement  in  method  in  some 
of  the  subjects  of  the  course.  I  gave  a  test  in  written  compo- 
sition two  years  ago  and  again  during  the  term  just  closed, 
and  am  pleased  to  report  a  marked  improvement  in  punctua- 
tion and  sentence  construction.  Letter  writing,  however,  has 
not  been  given  the  attention  which  its  importance  deserves. 
The  need  of  a  suitable  text-book  in  composition  is  felt  and  I 
trust  such  a  book   may   soon  be  found  and  adopted. 

I  am  pleased  to  find  that  the,  notice  of  a  paper  in  Mental 
Arithmetic  to  be  given  in  the  Normal  School  Entrance  Ex- 
amination is  already  having  the  desired  effect  and  that  teach- 
ers are  asking  how  to  learn  and  teach  that  most  interesting 
and  practical  subject. 

I  am  looking  for  better  results  in  writing  now  that  the 
system  has  been  made  uniform. 

INSTITUTES. 

The  combined  Institutes  for  Albert  and  Westmorland  met 
in  the  Condolidated  School  between  Albert  and  Riverside  in 
September  and  the  work  done  was  of  a  helpful  and  interesting 
character.  In  the  public  meeting  Dr.  Walker,  of  St.  John, 
gave  an  instructive  lecture  on  the  "Prevention  and  Cure  of 
Consumption."

SIR:  Following  is  my  seventeenth  annual  report  on  the 
condition  of  the  Public  Schools  in  Inspectorate  No.  o. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  school  districts  have  main- 
tained schools  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  In  some  remote 
and  sparsely  settled  districts  schools  have  been  closed  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  winter  term.  Generally,  how- 
ever, it  may  be  said,  this  number  is  decreasing.  Trustees  are 
beginning  to  realize  the  difficulty  of  getting  teachers  in  April, 
and  even  when  they  can  be  obtained  it  is  found  that  the  cost 
of  the  school  for  the  last  three  months  of  the  term  amounts 
to  not  much  less  than  for  the  whole  term. 

The  supply  of  teachers  has  proved  adequate  to  the  demand. 
No  local  licensed  teachers  ha^  e  been  employed  during  the 
summer  term. 

While  in  many  cases  there  has  been  more  care  and  atten- 
tion to  cleanliness  in  school  rooms,  to  providing  proper  out- 
houses and  keeping  them  in  good  condition,  there  is,  speak- 
ing generally,  a  vast  amount  of  negleet  in  these  matters  and 
much  consequent  failure  in  cultivating  among  the  young  high- 
er ideals  and  purer  morals.  I  am  devoting  much  effort  to- 
ward improvement  along  these  lines,  but  find  my  course  be- 
set with  apathy  or  positive  resistance  on  the  part  of  many 
trustees  and  ratepayers. 
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KINGSTON  CONSOLIDATED  SCHOOL. 

On  Sunday  evening,  March  14th  last,  the  fine  Macdonald 
School  building  at  Kingston  was  destroyed  by  fire.  For  near- 
ly five  years  the  consolidation  experiment  here  had  been 
prominently  in  the  minds  of  all  interested  in  education 
throughout  the  Province.  Under  the  special  Kingston  Consol- 
idation Act  this  school  was  for  the  first  three  years  almost 
entirely  under  the  control  of  Dr.  Robertson  and  the  Educa- 
tion Department  at  Fredericton.  At  the  time  of  the  fire  the 
school  was  being  run  for  another  term  of  three  years  under  a 
second  special  act.  Under  this  Act  the  school  came  more  di- 
rectly under  the  control  of  the  people  who  were  assisted  in  its 
maintenance  by  special  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education 
and  Sir  Wm.  Macdonald. 

Only  a  few  days  were  lost  by  the  school.  The  old  Kingston 
Village  school  house  and  the  public  hall  were  called  into  re- 
quisition and  these  will  be  continued  in  service  until  the  new 
building,  now  in  course  of  construction  is  ready  for  use.  It 
was  found  that  the  manual  training  and  domestic  science  de- 
partments had  to  be  discontinued  owing  to  the  destruction  of 
the  entire  equipment. 

Early  in  spring  school  meetings  were  held  in  the  several 
districts  composing  the  consolidation,  to  decide  upon  perman- 
ent union  under  the  general  consolidation  act.  The  result 
was  that  only  three  decided  arirmatively.  Later,  however, 
Reed's  Point,  by  petition  gave  a  majority  of  ratepayers  favor- 
able to  union,  and  about  one  half  of  Perry  Point  District  peti- 
tioned for  division  of  that  District  and  to  be  allowed  to  enter 
into  the  consolidation.  At  the  annual  school  meeting  Clifton 
District  also  reversed  its  decision  of  April.  All  the  distric  ts 
in  the  original  union  with  the  exception  of  Jubilee,  which  had 
been  effectively  cut  off  by  the  destruction  of  the  Perry  Point 
bridge,  and  that  part  of  Perry  Point  usually  known  as  "The 
TTiH"  section,  were  permanently  united  by  proclamation  of 
the  Lieu  tenaat-Governor-in-Cou  mil  and  a  temporary  Board  of 
Trustees  appointed. 
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Plans  were  called  for  and  prepared,  lenders  were  asked 
for  and  a  contract  was  awarded  in  September  for  a  new 
building  which  will  be  ready  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  school  year.  The  building  destroyed  by  lire  was  insured 
for  the  sum  of  $12,500.  The  new  house  is  some  smaller  and 
not  as  expensive  as   the  one  which  it  replaces. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present    vear    three    new  teachers 
were  installed,  the  old  stall  having  resigned. 

KINGS-QUEENS  TEACHERS'  INSTITUTE. 

The  Kings-Queens  Teachers'  Institute  met  at  Sussex  on 
September  9th  and  10th.  A  very  interesting  programme  had 
been  prepared  by  the  executive  committee.  A  new  feature  was 
the  setting  apart  of  one  session  to  the  discussion  of  educa- 
tional matters  having  a  bearing  on  country  interests.  The 
Executive  had  previously  communicated  with  the  Agricultural 
vSoeieties  throughout  the  Inspectorate  asking  them  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  teachers  in  this  attempt. 

The  Sussex-Studholm  Agricultural  Society  through  its  Pre- 
sident, Lt.-Col.  H.  Montgomery  Campbell,  and  Mr.  M.  A.  Mc- 
leod, Editor  of  the  "Maritime  Farmer,"  gave  considerable 
time  in  assisting  the  Executive  in  perfecting  the  scheme. 

The  afternoon  session  of  the  first  day  was  held  in  a  tent 
on  the  Sussex  Exhibition  grounds.  All  the  available  space 
was  occupied  by  the  large  audience  present.  The  session  was 
presided  over  by  Hon.  Dr.  D.  V.  Landry,  Provincial  Commis- 
sioner for  Agriculture,  who  spoke  of  this  new  feature  of  educa- 
tional effort  as  one  calculated  to  do  much  good  both  for 
teachers  and  people. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Doherty's  address  dealt  with  Forestry  in  its 
phases  as  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Province.  He  was  lis- 
tened to  most  attentively  and  received  warm  commendation 
for  his  effort. 

Mr.  Percy  J.  Shaw  delivered  a  practical  and  interesting 
address  on  School  Gardening.  He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Andrew 
Elliot,  of  Ontario,  who  spoke  of  the  soil  and  its  treatment. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  this  new  depar- 
ture has  had  a  successful  beginning,  and  it  is  believed  that 
next  year  a  more  widespread  interest  on  the  part  of  the  or- 
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ganized  industries  of  the  county  will  be  taken,  resulting  in  a 
still  larger  attendance  from  all  parts  of  the  Inspectorate  of 
those  not  directly  connected  with  educational  work. 

On  Friday  afternoon  a  very  excellent  address  on  Educa- 
tion was  given  by  Principal  Bridges,  of  the  Normal  School. 
This  was  Principal  Bridges'  first  visit  to  this  Institute  -and  his 
presence  was  highly  appreciated. 

AGRICUI/TUR  A  h  EDUCATION. 

Iyate  in  the  year  a  course  of  five  lectures,  one  a  week  in 
every  school  of  a  group  of  ten,  was  delivered  by  Mr.  C.  W. 
McDougall,  Dairy  Superintendent,  Sussex.  The  lectures  of  the 
second  group  of  schools  have  not  yet  been  completed.  Reports 
of  a  favorable  character  have  been  received,  showing  that 
much  interest  is  being  aroused  both  among  the  pupils  and 
their  parents,  many   of  the  latter  also  attending  the  lectures. 

It  is  too  early  yet  to  give  any  opinion  as  to  the  educa- 
tional value  or  general  practicability  of  the  scheme.  It  is, 
however,  well  worthy  of  commendation  that  an  effort  has  been 
initiated  to  give  to  young  people  in  the  country  material  for 
thought  and  use  relating  to  the  resources  and  industries  of 
our  Province  and  to  correlate  the  same  with  the  ordinary 
work  of  the  schools. 

SCHOOL  GARDENS. 

The  number  of  school  gardens  has  increased  this  year.  All 
have  made  a  good  showing.  In  many  the  growing  plant  has 
been  made  to  illustrate  some  of  the  nature  and  science  studies 
of  the  school  room.  The  quality  of  the  nature  work  done  in 
schools  where  there  are  gardens  is  of  a  higher  class  and  more 
practical.  From  present  indications  there  will  be  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  gardens  next  year. 

"Farm  Weeds  of  Canada,"  which  has  been  distributed  to 
most  of  our  schools,  is  proving  of  great  assistance  in  many. 

INSTRUCTION. 

While  I  have  given  some  time  toward  emphasizing  what 
might  be  called  subsidiary  subjects  and  special  interests,  I 
wish  to  say  that  the  regular  ordinary  subjects  of  the  school 
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course  have  been  in  no  wise  neglected.  Earnest,  careful,  per- 
sistent work  has  been  done  by  the  teachers,  both  in  ungraded 
and  graded  schools.  The  various  classes  have  been  regular- 
ly inspected  and  tested. 

I  find  that  the  added  interest  and  increased  regularity  of 
attendance  where  schools  are  doing  some  work  in  what  may 
be  called  special  subjects,  more  than  compensates  for  the 
time  spent  upon  them .  Asa  matter  of  fact  a  more  thorough 
education  on  purely  scholastic  lines  is  being  given.  It  is  not 
my  intention  to  encourage  schools  to  deviate  in  the  slightest 
degree  from  the  line  of  steady  progress  toward  the  goal  of 
thoroughness  and  greater  efficiency  in  the  subjects  of  the 
school  course.  Ability  to  read  and  spell  well,  to  speak  and 
write  concise  and  grammatical  English  expressive  of  the  exact 
thought  in  the  mind,  to  correctly  and  rapidly  perform  the 
fundamental  rules  of  arithmetic  and  to  apply  such  knowledge 
in  the  solution  of  problems,  to  acquire  an  intelligent  know- 
ledge of  geography  and  history,  must  ever  stand  most  prom- 
inently forward  as  the  great  work  of  the  public  schools  of  our 
Province.  While  the  formation  of  character  and  the  produc- 
tian  of  a  high  type  of  citizenship  are  the  highest  ideals  of  the 
teacher,  the  subjects  just  named  must  ever  continue  to  be  the 
great  channels  through  which  those  ends  are  to  be  at- 
tained. Our  schools  as  a  whole  give  yearly  indications  of  ad- 
vancement along  these  lines,  and  the  past  year  has  been  no 
exception. 

TEACHERS. 

Too  frequent  change  of  teachers  in  graded,  as  well  as  un- 
graded schools,  hinders  efficient  work.  Some  teachers  have 
the  travelling  disposition  and  frequently  leave  a  school  for  no 
other  cause  than  that  they  desire  to  change.  The  graded 
schools  suffer  the  most  when  a  change  is  made,  even  though 
it  be  a  good  teacher  for  a  good  one.  The  knowledge  that  a 
teacher  gains  during  a  term  or  year  of  the  character,  mental 
powers  and  general  ability  of  the  pupils  cannot  but  be  of  in- 
calculable value  to  the  teacher  in  doing  better  work  the  next 
term  or  year.  It  is  always  advisable  therefore  for  teachers 
when  work  and  conditions  are  congenial  to  consider  well  be- 
fore seeking  to  make  a  change. 
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ARBOR  DAY. 

The  usual  Arbor  Day  observance  in  May  last  was  product- 
ive of  many  good  results.  Most  of  the  schools  reported  work 
that  should  be  of  future  benefit.  It  is  unfortunate,  however, 
that  in  many  districts  the  days  following  Arbor  Day  are  not 
utilized,  even  in  a  small  measure,  to  complete,  care  for  and 
make  permanent  the  work  begun  that  day.  When  every  dis- 
trict's school  grounds  are  fenced,  when  every  district  has  a 
school  garden  properly  enclosed,  when  the  value,  beauty  and 
civilizing  influence  of  trees  and  shrubs  become  recognized,  then 
will  Arbor  Day  in  schools  be  a  day  not  only  of  labor  but  one 
also  of  supreme  pleasure  and  profit.

SIR:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
last  half  of  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1909: 

As  my  work  of  inspection  did  not  begin  till  the  opening  of 
the  schools  in  August,  it  was  impossible  for  me,  in  the  time 
at  my  disposal  (80  teaching  days)  to  visit  all  the  school  dis- 
tricts in  my  Inspectorate. 

In  Charlotte  County,  following  your  example,  I  confined 
my  attention  to  the  rural  schools  on  the  mainland,  leaving  the 
Island  and  town  schools  for  next  term.  I  was  thus  able  to 
visit  all  the  schools  with  one  or  two  exceptions  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  County. 

In  St.  John  County,  I  visited  all  the  schools  in  operation 
but  one,  that  of  Lake  District  No.  20  in  the  Parish  of  Sim- 
onds. 

In  the  City  of  Saint  John,  the  schools  in  the  North  End, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Dufferin  and  St.  Peters,  (Boys)  were 
visited  as  well  as  St.  Malachi,  the  Victoria  Annex  and  High 
school  in  the  South  End. 

The  school  on  Partridge  Island  at  the  entrance  of  the  har- 
bor, was  re-opened  during  the  term.  In  company  with  Dr. 
Bridges,  City  Superintendent,  I  visited  it  in  November.  The 
school  is  now  in  charge  of  Miss  Hargrove  and  has  an  enrol- 
ment of  11,  with  the  prospect  of  a  few  more  next  term. 

The  opening  of  this  school  was  rendered  necessary  on  ac- 
count of  the  difficulty  of  conveying  the  children  to  the  city,  es- 
pecially in  the  winter  season.

INSPECTORS'  REPORTS

A«  my  experience  has  hitherto  been  confined  almost  entire- 
ly to  city  graded  schools,  and  the  conditions  governing  them 
are  so  different  from  those  that  obtain  in  country  schools,  I 
feel  somewhat  diffident  in  making  any  extended  report  on  the 
latter  at  the  present  time.  I  am  rendered  even  more  so  from 
the  fact  that  you,  with  your  superior  knowledge  of 
such  work,  gained  by  long  experience,  have  visited  them 
so  recently,  and  consequently  must  have  a  much  clearer  idea  of 
their  condition,  than  I  on  my  first  visit,  and  that  of  necessity 
a  brief  one,  could  reasonably  hope  to  form. 

There  are,  however,  some  few  matters  to  which  I  would 
like  to  refer,  which  I  think  work  against  the  successful  oper- 
ation of  many  of  our  country  schools.  The  first  I  would  men- 
tion is  the  too  frequent  change  of  teachers. 

In  a  very  large  majority  of  the  schools  visited,  I  found 
that  the  teacher  was  tEere  for  the  first  term,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  school  was  hardly  organized  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  and  thus  it  was  difficult  to  form  a  correct  idea  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  teacher   or  of  the  acquirements  of  the  pupils. 

I  am  afraid  that,  as  a  result  of  this  frequent  change,  the 
teachers  in  some  schools  have  paid  too  much  attention  to 
older  and  more  advanced  pupils  and  neglected  to  some  extent 
the  younger  ones.  I  have  called  their  attention  to  this  when- 
ever I  found  it  necessary,  and  impressed  upon  them  the  neces- 
sity of  paying  more  attention  to  those  who  were  just  begin- 
ning their  school  life,  as  their  future  success  in  school  depend- 
ed very  largely  on  how  they  were  started. 

Irregularity  of  attendance  is  another  serious  drawback  in 
our  rural  schools.  As  at  least  a  partial  cure  for  this,  I  have 
advised  the  teachers  to  visit  the  parents  and  impress  upon 
them  the  necessity  that  their  children  must  attend  school  re- 
gularly, if  they  wish  them  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in 
their  school  work.  In  spite  of  these  drawbacks,  and  others 
that  might  be  mentioned,  I  was  very  well  pleased  with  both 
the  energy  and  efficiency  displayed  by  the  teachers  and  the  in- 
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telligence  of  the  pupils,  when  questioned  on  subjects  in  which 
they  had  received  instruction. 

In  fact,  taking  all  the  disadvantages  under  which  they  lab- 
or into  account,  I  found  that  our  country  schools  compare 
very  favorably,  both  as  regards  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers 
and  the  intelligence  of  the  pupils,  with  those  of  our  cities  and 
towns. 

The  extension  of  the  holidays  in  the  country  has  met  with 
almost  general  approval.  Some,  however,  think  it  would  be 
better  to  have  them  divided  and  part  taken  at  one  time  and 
part  at  another.  I  have  not  favored  this  idea,  as  it  would 
cause  a  great  deal  of  confusion  in  making  up  the  reports,  etc., 
at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Two  school  buildings  have  beea  erected  in  my  Inspectorate 
during  the  year,  both  of  them  in  the  City  of  St.  John — Winter 
Street  Annex  and  St.  Thomas  on  Erin  street. 

The  Winter  Street  Annex  is  a  brick  building  of  eight  rooms 
situated  back  of  the  Winter  Street  School.  Six  of  the  rooms 
were  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  judging  from 
the  number  of  pupils  still  remaining  in  the  main  building,  it 
will  soon  be  necessary   to  open  the  remaining  rooms. 

It  is  connected  with  the  main  building  by  an  iron  bridge, 
which  serves  the  purpose  of\  a  fire  escape  from  one  building  to 
the  other. 

St.  Thomas  School  is  a  brick  building  of  four  rooms.  It 
was  erected  by  His  I^ordship  Bishop  Casey  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  children  in  that  portion  of  the  city,  and  also  re- 
lieve the  pressure  in  St.  Malachi  and  St.  Joseph.  During  the 
term  just  closed  all  the  large  buildings  in  the  city  have  been 
furnished  with  fire  escapes.  These  consist  of  iron  stairways 
outside  the  building  with  egress  to  them  from  each  floor. 

The  Victoria  and  St.  Joseph's  schools  are  connected  by  an 
iron  bridge  similar  to  that   in  the  Winter  Street  school. 

Although  no  new  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the 
year  in  the  country  districts,  some  improvements  and  repairs 
have  been  made  on  those  in  use. 
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Oak  Bay. — Some  necessary  repairs  have  been  made. 

Hitchings. — Quite  extensive  repairs  were  necessary  on  this 
building,  many  of  which  were  completed  at  the  time  of  my  vis- 
it, and  others  were  under  way. 

Lower  St.  David. — The  school  house  has  been  repaired, 
but  was  not  open  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  there  not  being 
enough  children  of  school  age  in  the  district. 

Mayfield. — School  house  painted,  new  floor  laid,  desks  re- 
paired and  varnished. 

Bocabec  Ridge  and  Elinsville — These  schools  have  been  fur- 
nished with  single  adjustable  desks. 

Brookville. — Some  necessary  repairs  made  on  the  outside 
of  the  building,  new  set  of  furniture  consisting  of  single  adjust- 
able desks. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  the  death  of  Miss  Sarah  Tay- 
lor of  the  Winter  Street  School.  Miss  Taylor  was  one  of  the 
oldest  if  not  the  oldest  teacher,  engaged  in  active  service  in 
the  Province.  She  had  taught  continuously  for  nearly  half  a 
century,  and  for  the  greater  part  of  that  time  in  the  City  of 
St.  John.   She  was  a  most  conscientious  and  skilful  teacher. 

Mr.  W.  IT.  Parlee,  Principal  of  the  Victoria  School,  who 
was  obliged  through  illness  to  retire  from  active  service,  has 
recovered  and  will  resume  his  duties  after  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. 

Mr.  Thos.  Stothart,  Principal  of  the  Winter  Street  school, 
was  compelled  to  ask  leave  of  absence  for  the  term  on  ac- 
count of  a  serious  illness,  with  which  he  was  stricken  at  the 
end  of  June.  This  the  School  Board  granted  and  also  allowed 
him  his  full  salary  for  the  term.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
state  that  he  has  recovered  but  does  not  feel  able  to  take  up 
his  work  this  term.  The  trustees  have  extended  his  leave  of 
absence  for  another  term  on  the  same  terms  as  before. 

I  have  to  report  no  serious  difficulties  in  any  of  the  school 
districts  in  my  Inspectorate. 

I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  call  many  general  or  special 
meetings. 
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There  is  an  opinion  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  ratepayers 
that  a  change  of  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  from  June  to 
Julv,  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned.  They  also 
think  that  Monday  would  be  a  better  day  than  Saturday  to 
hold  the  meeting. 

I  do  not  feel  competent  at  present  to  express  an  opinion 
on  the  matter,  as  I  would  require  some  time  to  inquire  into 
all  the  circumstances  before  I  would  be  able  to  do  so. 

According  to  your  directions  I  distributed  the  "Nature 
Study  and  Agriculture"  leaflets  among  the  teachers  in  my  In- 
spectorate and  with  excellent  results.  I  have  received  reports 
from  a  very  large  number  of  the  schools,  and  they  all  speak 
of  the  beneficial  effect  their  use  has  on  the  pupils,  by  increas- 
ing their  interest  in  their  ordinary  school  work  as  well  as  de- 
veloping and  enlarging  their  powers  of  observation.  A  few  ex- 
tracts from  some  of  the  Reports  will  show  how  this  has  been 
accomplished. 

"The  elder  pupils  have  in  turn  kept  the  Weather  Report 
for  several  months.  Lists  of  the  birds  and  flowers 
were  kept  during  the  spring  and  summer  and  their  appearance 
and  habits  discussed.  The  few  minutes  required  each  time  for 
this  study  we  did  not  seem  to  miss,  and  it  has  proved  both 
interesting  and    instructive  to  the  pupils." 

"We  collected  and  studied  a  number  of  weeds,  and  also  col- 
lected and  pressed  leaves  from  all  the  different  kinds  of  trees 
in  the  district,  and  have  since  used  them  in  our  drawing  and 
to  illustrate  different  arrangement  of  leaves,  etc. 

The  children,  big  sons  and  daughters  of  fishermen,  were 
much  interested  in  the  weather  report  and  added  another  col- 
umn headed  ^"Forecast"  in  which  they  put  what,  in  their  op- 
inion, would  be  the  condition  of  the  weather  on  the  following 
day." 

"Several  kinds  of  leaves  and  weeds  were  studied  and 
drawings  made,  also  twigs  and  buds  when  the  leaves  were 
falling.  We  kept  on  the  board  each  month  a  list  of  flowers 
reported  by  the  pupils.  Estimates  were  made  of  various  farm 
products  of  the  district  at  current  prices,  also  made  drawings 
and  bills  of  same.     In  attempting  to  follow  the  plan  suggest- 
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ed  I  found  that  other  work  was  not  crowded  out,  as  much  of 
the  work  was  done  outside  of  school  hours.  The  pupils  seem- 
ed much  interested  in  all  the  work  particularly  the  collecting 
and  reporting  of  flowers,  weeds  and  seeds." 

The  last  extract  I  will  gi\  e  is  from  the  Report  sent  me 
hy  the  teacher  in  the  Boys'  Industrial  Home,  Crouchville. 

(<I  find  their  greed  for  nature  the  strongest  point  from 
which  to  work,  so  in  answer  to  your  third  question  (what  ef- 
fect has  it  had  on  your  school?)  I  feel  like  saying  that  if 
everything  falling  under  the  heading  of  "Nature  Work"  should 
be  eliminated,  I  would  be  compelled  to  leave  the  school  room. 
As  to  nature  work  crowding  out  other  school  work,  I  never 
had  that  idea,  "All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull 
boy,"  and  to  the  boy  nature  study  is  as  good  as  play,  and 
storing  his  mind  with  any  useful  knowledge  or  training  his 
eye  to  careful  and  accurate  observation  is  never  waste  of 
time. 

The  following  will  answer  question  two:  One  of  our  boys 
had  given  the  last  Superintendent  considerable  trouble  by  run- 
ning away.  He  began  the  same  trick  with  us,  and  the  first  in- 
terest he  showed  in  anything  about  the  Home  was  in  two  tiny 
house  plants  I  gave  him,  and  by  the  time  he  had  planted,  tend- 
ed and  harvested  his  school  garden  plot  we  considered  him 
one  of  our  steadiest  and  best  boys.  Nature  is  doing  for  him 
what  we  or  our  predecessors  failed  to  do,  interesting  him  in 
living  and  being  alive." 

County  Institutes  were  held  during  the  year  in  Milltown 
and  St.  John. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  at  both.  The  Chief  Superinten- 
hcnt  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  were  present  at  Mill- 
town  and  contributed  to  the  success  and  interest  of  that 
meeting.  Two  able  and  instructive  addresses  were  delivered  be- 
fore the  Institutes  by  members  of  the  Medical  profession.  Dr. 
Vincent  Sullivan,  of  St.  Stephen,  at  Milltown  on  ' 'Tuberculos- 
is" and  Dr.  .1.  P.  Mclnerney  at  St.  John  on  1 'Medical  Inspec- 
tion of  Schools.' '

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition  of 
Schools  in  Inspectorate  No.  7  for  a  portion  of  the  year  1909. 
Owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  present  term  and  the  inclemency 
of  the  weather  I  was  unable  to  visit  some  sections  of  my  In- 
spectorate. 

I  found  many  schools  in  operation  but  not  as  many  as 
should  have  been.  While  the  ratepayers  in  most  districts  are 
willingly,  and  in  some  cases  with  difficulty,  maintaining  their 
schools,  in  others  the  people  are  apathetic;  and  occasionally 
one  meets  a  Board  of  Trustees  who  are  very  remiss  in  their 
duties. 

The  matter  of  unequal  taxation  in  districts  situated  in  the 
same  Parish  is  a  serious  hindrance  to  the  welfare  of  our  pub- 
lic schools.  In  one  district  I  found  the  rate  of  taxation  to  be 
nearly  two  per  cent,  on  assessed  valuation,  in  the  adjoining 
district  it  was  about  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent.  In  still  an- 
other I  was  informed  that  a  very  large  amount  of  property 
escaped  taxation  for  school  purposes  altogether.  Thr  only  re- 
medy for  such  an  anomaly  is,  in  my  opinion,  to  make  the 
Parish  the  unit  for  purposes  of  taxation  with  a  Parish  Board 
of  Trustees. 
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For  the  most  part  the  instruction  given  in  our  schools  is 
good.  Reading,  spelling,  health  reader  and  geography  are 
well  taught;  arithmetic  and  history  not  so  well.  In  science  the 
result  obtained  in  our  schools  is  not  commensurate  with  the 
quality  and  extent  of  the  instruction  given  in  the  Normal 
School. 

I  find,  however,  that  the  teachers  have  received  great  as- 
sistance from  the  leaflet  on  "Nature  Study"  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Education.  A  few  teachers  have  reported  that  their 
schools  did  not  benefit  by  the  use  of  it,  but  the  majority  were 
loud  in  their  praise  of  the  pamphlet. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

I  visited  the  schools  in  Fredericton  last  term  and  found 
them  as  a  whole  in  excellent  condition.  The  standing  of  the 
graduates  of  the  Fredericton  Grammar  School  in  the  Univer- 
sity Matriculation  shows  the  excellent  work  done  by  Principal 
Foster  and  stall. 

The  school  sustained  a  loss  in  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Farlane,  who  was  appointed  to  the  Normal  School;  he  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Edith  Davis,  late  of  the  Moncton  High 
School. 

The  Marysville  Schools  have  an  excellent  staff  presided 
over  by  the  gentlemanly  Principal,  Mr.  W.  T.  Day.  While  the 
individual  teachers  are  doing  good  work,  it  is  unfair  to  expect 
from  them,  hampered  by  the  conditions  which  surround  them, 
the  standard  which  characterizes  the  work  done  in  some  of  our 
towns.  Some  of  the  buildings  are  old,  uncomfortable  and  un- 
lit for  school  purposes.  Last  year  the  Trustees  erected  a  brick 
building  of  two  departments  on  the  East  side  of  the  River.  It 
seems  to  me  that  this  was  a  mistake,  for  what  the  town  needs 
is  a  modern  school  building  capable  of  containing  all  the  de- 
partments, and  this  question  must  soon  be  considered.  Miss 
Florence  Day,  who  for  several  years  has  efficiently  conducted 
Grades  Five  and  Six,  severed  her  connection  with  the  school 
last  term.  This  young  lady  had  accepted  a  school  in  Alberta, 
but,  unfortunately,  was  stricken  with  fever  soon  after  resign- 
ing; 1  am  glad  to  learn  thai  she  has  recovered. 
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The  Superior  School  at  Fredericton  Junction  has  been  rais- 
ed to  the  dignity  of  a  Grammar  School.  Mr.  William  J.  Shea, 
B.  A.,  resigned  the  principalship  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr. 
Xorman  Fraser,  B.  A.  The  Grammar  Department  has  a  large 
enrolment.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  open  a 
fourth  department  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  was  unable  to  visit  the  Gagetown  Grammar  School  this 
term.     Miss  Weyman,  B.  A.,  remains  as  Principal. 

No  graded  school  in  my  Inspectorate  is  giving  better  sat- 
isfaction than  the  school  in  Saint  Mary's.  Mr.  W.  M.  Burns  is 
a  skilful,  energetic  educationalist  and  he  has  been  supported 
by  an  excellent  staff.  Miss  Ma  chum  and  Miss  Watson  resigned 
at  the  close  of  last  term;  their  absence  will  be  greatly  felt. 

The  Trustees  of  this  District  deserve  much  credit  for  the 
careful  manner  in  which  they  have  looked  after  the  require- 
ments of  the  school.  The  building  has  been  newly  painted,  and 
metal  ceilings  placed  in  nearly  all  the  departments. 

The  Keswick  Superior  School  is  situated  in  one  of  the  fair- 
est parts  of  this  Province.  It  has  excellent  grounds,  well 
fenced  and  surrounded  by  a  row  of  beautiful  trees.  Extensive 
repairs  have  been  put  on  the  school  building  and  further  im- 
provements are  contemplated  by  the  energetic  and  excellent 
Board  of  Trustees.  Miss  Julia  Buchanan,  B.  A.,  who  for  sev- 
eral years  filled  the  Principalship  very  successfully,  has  resign- 
ed to  enter  the  more  attractive  realm  of  matrimony.  We  ten- 
der her  our  best  wishes. 

The  Trustees  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Miss  Agnes  Alward,  B.  A.,  who  in  the  brief  time  she  has  been 
in  charge  has  given  evidence  of  professional  skill  of  high  or- 
der. 

Miss  Olivia  Maxwell,  who  has  been  taking  a  special  course 
at  McGill  University,  has  resumed  the  Principalship  of 
Moore's  Mills  Superior  School.  Miss  Peakes  continues  as  her 
worthv  and  efficient  assistant.  The  Trustees  of  this  District 
have  recently  spent  a  large  sum  of  money  in  repairing  the 
school  house.  They  intend,  in  the  near  future,  to  open  a  new 
department.

NEW  DISTRICTS. 

A  new  district,  No.  4%  Saint  Mary's,  has  been  formed  out 
of  parts  of  districts  Nos.  3  and  4  same  Parish. 

The  Superior  School  at  Harvey  Station  has  been  abolish- 
ed and  the  district  divided,  each  part  maintaining  an  ungrad- 
ed school.  I  cannot  but  regret  that  this  was  done,  for  the 
growing  village  of  Harvey  Station  with  its  thrifty  inhabitants 
cannot  afford  to  give  the  present  generation  of  pupils  an  edu- 
cation inferior  to  that  which  their  parents  received.  Meantime 
the  superior  grant  has  been  claimed  by  the  Parish  of  Stanley. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

For  the  most  part,  the  work  done  in  this  class  of  schools 
is  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the  teachers  are  energetic 
and  enthusiastic  over  their  profession.  Oftentimes  they  work 
under  great  difficulties,  for  not  every  Board  of  Trustees  is 
sufficiently  attentive  to  provide  the  necessary  apparatus.  In 
fact,  in  some  cases,  the  teacher  by  her  own  energy  has  pro- 
cured funds  to  equip  the  school.  Nor  do  I  find,  where  such  is 
the  case  that  the  educational  work  in  the  school  is  slighted; 
the  teacher  who  is  energetic  enough  to  provide  apparatus  is 
usually  sufficiently  interested  in  her  pupils  to  see  that  the  work 
of  the  school  does  not  suffer.  The  following  is  a  brief  list  of 
those  who  have  raised  funds  for  this  purpose: 

Mrs.  Ruth  Walker,  District    No.  5  St.  Mary's. 
Miss  Stella  Coburn,  District  No.  9  Bright. 
Mr.  H.  Quinn,  District  No.  1  Dumfries. 

The  Boards  of  Trustees  are  usually  attentive  to  their 
duties  and  try,  as  far  as  possible,  to  procure  comfortable  ac- 
commodation for  the  pupils.  In  Districts  No.  3  Lincoln  and 
No.  15  Saint  James  the  Trustees  have  erected  new  buildings  on 
modern  plans. 

There  is  one  feature  affecting  the  rural  communities  that  is 
rather  disquieting.     Some  districts    have  been  so  depopulated 
by  emigration  that  the  remaining    ratepayers   can   only  with 
very  great  difficulty  maintain  a  school.    Moreover,  (lie  enrol 
mcnt  is  so  small,  in  some   cases  less    than  twelve  and  in  one 
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as  low  as  three,  that  it  makes  the  cost  per  pupil  of  education 
in  these  schools  very  high.  Certain  districts  could  undoubted- 
ly be  consolidated  with  advantage,  but  there  seems  to  be  an 
almost  insurmountable  obstacle  in  the  local  jealousies  attend- 
ant thereto. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

I  hardly  know  what  to  say  concerning  the  observance  of 
this  day.  I  am  convinced  that  in  the  majority  of  the  dis- 
tricts in  my  Inspectorate  it  is  a  failure.  The  school-room  may 
be  scrubbed  and  windows  cleaned  but  too  often  no  work  is 
done  in  the  grounds.  In  some  cases  I  have  felt  compelled, 
when  I  received  the  Arbor  Dav  report  from  the  teacher,  to 
disallow  the  day.  And  yet  Arbor  Day  is  an  institution  that 
should  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  pupils;  it  should  not  only 
awaken  their  aesthetic  sense  but  should  lead  them  to  see  the 
value  of  our  forest  products  which  has  become  one  of  the  most 
vital  questions  to  the  Government  of  our  country. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  in  spite  of  the  drawbacks 
which  I  have  mentioned,  there  is  genuine  cause  for  congratu- 
lation over  the  condition  of  educational  matters  in  this  In- 
spectorate. I  find  among  parents  a  growing  desire  to  have 
their  children  better  equipped  for  the  battle  of  life  than  they 
themselves  were,  and  among  the  Boards  of  Trustees  the  "lais1- 
sez-faire"  spirit  of  other  days  has  largely  given  place  to  a 
desire  to  co-operate  wTith  the  educational  authorities  in  giving 
the  pupils  the  best  that  modern  education  can  devise.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1909: 

In  my  opinion  the  time  has  come  when  a  number  of  small 
districts  throughout  this  Inspectorate  should  be  compelled  to 
consolidate,  as  they  apparently  will  not  do  so  of  their  own 
accord. 

Under  present  conditions,  it  is  hard  for  such  districts  to 
give  a  desirable  school  service.  Under  consolidation,  they 
could  support  central  graded  schools,  school  gardens,  and 
manual  training  departments,  and  thus  give  the  resident  chil- 
dren exceptional  educational  advantages. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  provisions  of  Section 
57  (3)  of  the  School  Manual  be  applied  to  such  districts  as 
may  be  recommended  by  the  Inspector  to  be  favorably  situated 
for  consolidation. 

CARLETON  COUNTY. 

Aberdeen:  Consolidation  is  needed  more  in  Aberdeen  than 
in  any  other  parish  of  Carleton  County.  It  contains  thirteen 
districts,  eight  of  which  are  on  the  poor  list,  and  in  which,  as 
matters  now  stand,  an  efficient  and  continuous  school  service 
can  only  with  great  difficulty  be  maintained. 

Central  schools  could  easily  be   operated  ai  Foreston,  Ax- 
gyle,  Glassville  and  other  places,  and  the  advantages  of  grad- 
ed schools  would  thus  be  afforded  to  a  large  number  of  ehil 
dren. 
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A  school  house  will  shortly  be  erected  in  Northfield,  the 
present  building  having  been  condemned.  Hyloplates  and  a 
nag  have  been  provided  in  Ruther  Glen. 

Brighton:  All  the  schools  of  this  parish  were  in  operation 
during  the  year. 

A  hyloplate  blackboard  and  a  flag  have  been  provided  in 
Cloverdale. 

At  the  close  of  the  long  term  Mr.  Josiah  Barnett  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Lulu  M.  Murray,  B.  A.,  in  the  Principalship  of 
the  Superior  school  at  Hartland.  The  Intermediate  and  the 
Primary  departments  are  respectively  conducted  by  Miss  Clara 
B.  Shannon  and  Miss  Sarah  M.  Barnett.  A  school  garden  is 
operated  in  connection  with  this  school. 

Kent:  The  graded  school  in  Bath  has  been  conducted  with 
much  success  by  Miss  L.  B.  Jones.  An  effort  is  being  made 
to  establish  a  superior  school  in  this  district.  It  will  no 
doubt  be  successful,  if  money  be  voted  at  a  special  meeting 
for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  school  house,  the  building  now 
in  use  not  being  up  to  the  requirements  of  a  superior  school, 
and  the  location  also  being  undesirable. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  made  in  other  dis- 
tricts of  this  parish: 

Upper  Kent,  new  furniture  and  outhouse;  Holmesville, 
house  painted;  De  Merchant,  house  painted;  Egypt,  flag  and 
new  outbuilding. 

Northampton:  The  school  in  South  Newbridge  was  closed 
last  term. 

Additions  to  the  school  furniture  have  been  made  in  South 
and  East  Newbridge.  A  teacher's  desk  and  new  outhouses 
have  been  added  in  Central  Newburg.  Other  improvements  have 
also  been  made.  A  hardwood  floor  has  been  provided  in 
Grafton. 

Peel:  The  school  in  Oakland  still  continues  to  be  operated 
in  an  unsatisfactory  manner.  The  boundaries  of  Oakland  and 
L,andsdowne  were  revised  in  February  last,  and  a  substantial 
increase  was  in  consequence  made  in  the  taxable  property  valu- 
ation of  the  former  district. 
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Furniture  and  a  new  -floor  have  been  added  in  Bannon,  and 
other  improvements  have  been  made.  Hyloplates  have  been 
provided  in  Mt.  Pleasant. 

Richmond:  The  school  in  Knowlton  was  closed  during 
both  terms  of  the  year.  This  is  a  small  and  weak  district  and 
the  resident  children,  who  are  very  few  in  number,  attend  the 
school  at  Union  Corner.  Through  lack  of  care  the  house  and 
other  property  of  the  district  are  becoming  badly  dilapidated. 

Additions:  Debec,  maps,  terrestrial  globe,  and  new  out- 
houses; Green  Road,  map  of  Maritime  Provinces  and  Dic- 
tionary; Limestone,  hyloplates  and  other  apparatus. 

Simonds:  There  are  only  live  districts  in  this  parish.  The 
school  in  St.  Thomas  was  closed  last  term,  but  the  remaining 
schools  were  operated  continously  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  a  complete  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  Consolidated  School  in  Florence ville.  Af- 
ter a  long  period  of  faithful  and  effective  wolk  as  Principal, 
F.  C.  Squires,  B.  A.,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  long  term 
and  was  succeeded  by  M.  R.  Tuttle,  B.  A.  The  remaining 
teachers  are,  Mr.  George  Wheeler,  Miss  Annie  F.  Wetmore, 
and  Miss  Margery  Fie  welling.  Miss  Wetmore  and  Miss  Flewel- 
ling  have  also  charge  of  the  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Science  departments  respectively. 

A  school  garden  is  also  operated  under  the  direction  of  the 
Principal. 

Wakefield:  There  are  no  poor  districts  in  this  parish  and 
nearly  all  its  schools  are   operated  continuously. 

The  Superior  School  in  Jacksonville  is  conducted  by  Miss 
Iyeora  Harmon. 

The  following  additions  have  been  made  during  the  year: 
Victoria  Corner,  hyloplate  blackboards;  Somerville,  slate 
blackboards;  Kosedale,  dictionary  and  maps;  Silverdale,  maps. 

Wilmot:  I  learn  with  regret  that  Mr.  Lewis  H.  Baldwin 
has  resigned  the  principalship  of  the  Superior  school  at  Centre- 
ville,  which  he  filled  with  general  satisfaction  to  all  concern- 
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ed.  A  substantial  and  serviceable  house  has  been  erected  in 
this  district  at  a  cost  oi  over  six  thousand  dollars.  It  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  this  term. 

A  Map  of  the  World  and  a  Dictionary  have  been  added  in 
Wilmot,  and  blackboards  and  maps  in  Bloomfield. 

New  furniture  has  been  provided  at  Good's  Corner. 

Wicklow:  The  schools  of  this  parish  are  as  a  rule  oper- 
ated continuously  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  they  are 
well  equipped. 

New  furniture  has  been  provided  in  River  de  Chute  and 
chemical  apparatus  in  Cogswell.  The  room  in  Upper  Knox- 
ford  has  been  painted. 

Woodstock:  The  schools  in  Norton  and  Springfield  are 
being  operated  with  a  fair  degree  of  regularity  but  the  equip- 
ment is  very  defective  and  it  is  often  found  neceseary  to  em- 
ploy untrained  teachers. 

The  taxable  property  valuation  of  each  of  the  districts  in 
question  being  only  a  little  more  than  three  thousand  dollars, 
it  is  hard  to  expect  much  from  them  in  the  way  of  efficient 
school  support.  They  should  be  combined  with  I,ower  Wood- 
stock, No.  1. 

A  terrestrial  globe  and  other  school  apparatus  have  been 
provided  in  Bedell.  The  house  in  No.  2  has  been  painted  and 
maps  have  been  added. 

Mr.  Burton  O.  Kinney  is  still  the  Principal  of  the  graded 
school  in  Benton,  and  Mr.  Charles  S.  Ingraham  has  succeeded 
Mr.  Marcus  L.  Jewett  as  Principal  of  the  graded  school  in 
Upper  Woodstock. 

Town  of  Woodstock:  A  handsome  concrete  structure  erect- 
ed at  a  cost  of  over  $30,000  now  stands  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Broadway  school  house,  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  11th  of  July, 
1908.  A  detailed  description  of  the  new  building  is  not  neces- 
sary here,  but  its  large,  airy  and  well  lighted  rooms,  modern 
sanitary  arrangements,  and  fine  assembly  hall  are  worthy  of 
special  mention.    While   the  house    was  in  course  of  erection, 
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temporary  school  rooms  had  to  be  provided  for  the  Broadway 
pupils,  and  the  efficiency  df  the  departments  concerned  was  in 
consequence  somewhat  hampered.  It  was  also  found  necessary 
to  discontinue  the  Manual  Training  department  for  one  year, 
but  though  there  is  no  longer  any  necessity  for  its  discontinu- 
ance the  manual  work  has   not  yet  been  resumed. 

The  school  gardens,  which  are  two  in  number,  have  given 
interesting  and  instructive  work  to  the  pupils. 

The  Grammar  Sehool  Grades  (IX.,  X.  and  XI.)  are  con- 
ducted by  C.  D.  Richards,  B.  A.,  and  Miss  Julia  Neales,  Mr. 
Richards  being  the  Principal. 

VICTORIA  COUNTY. 

The  only  schools  whieh  were  not  operated  last  term  in 
that  part  of  Victoria  County  included  in  my  Inspectorate  were 
those  in  Upper  Kin  tore  and  Riverside. 

A  new  district — Enterprise,  No.  9,  Lorne — was  established 
in  March  last,  and  a  house  is  being  erected  in  which  school 
will  no  doubt  be  held  during  the  present  term. 

The  house  in  Forest  Glen  has  been  moved  to  a  central  lo- 
cation and  thoroughly  repaired. 

Plaster  Rock  is  now  a  large  and  nourishing  district.  Ow- 
ing in  a  large  measure  to  the  energy  of  the  Secretary,  Mr. 
Donald  J.  Fraser,  Jr.,  it  supports  a  well  equipped  graded 
school  with  two  departments. 

Iyocksley  McKnight,  B.  A.,  is  the  present  Principal  of  the 
Andover  Grammar  School,  having  succeeded  M.  R.  Tuttle,  B. 
A.,  at  the  close  of  the  second  term.  This  district  contains  a 
school  garden. 

The   following  additions  have  been    made  in  the  districts 

named: 

Red  Rapids,  map  of  Maritime  Propinces. 

Blue  Mountain  Bend,  hyloplate  blackboard  and  map  of 
Maritime  Provinces. 

St.  Elmo,  house  painted. 
Beaconsfield,  house  painted. 
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Canterbury  and  North  Lake— The  schools  in  Charley  Lake, 
California  Settlement  and  Maxwell,  were  closed  during  the 
second  term. 

New  blackboards  have  been  provided  in  Gould  Settlement, 
and  new  outhouses  in  Green  Mountain.  Forest  City  has  the 
best  equipped  school  in  the  two  parishes. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Marr  has  succeeded  Mr.  Harry  P.  McPhail  as 
Principal  of  the  graded  school  in  Canterbury. 

YORK  COUNTY. 

McAdam:  The  Principal  of  the  Superior  School  at  McAd- 
*m  Junction  is  Miss  Bertha  E.  Chase,  an  energetic  and  cap- 
able teacher.  This  school  has  four  departments.  Some  addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  apparatus,  and  another  outbuild- 
ing has  been  provided. 

Some  dissatisfaction  was  caused  by  the  closing  of  the 
school  in  St.  Croix  last  term. 

St.  Croix  South  has  been  reorganized  and  will  operate  its 
school  this  term. 

Southampton:  All  the  schools  of  this  parish  were  kept 
open  last  term.  It  contains  nine  poor  districts,  in  some  of 
which  there  is  great  room  for  improvement  in  respect  to  the 
buildings  and  appliances. 

The  graded  school  in  Millville  was  conducted  during  the 
year  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Patterson. 

THE  SCHOOL  REGISTER. 

The  Register  is  not  always  neatly  kept,  nor  are  the  blanks 
always  filled  in  either  completely  or  properly.  Sometimes  it 
is  not  provided  with  a  cover,  and  becoming  dirty  and  dilapi- 
dated in  the  course  of  time,  it  presents  in  such  cases^  a  very 
unsightly  appearance. 

Occasionally  it  is  taken  away  by  the  retiring  teacher  and 
never  returned,  and  when  handed  over  to  the  Secretary  it  too 
frequently  never  again  comes  to  light. 
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px  ways  like  these  one  oi  t  he  most  valuable  records  of  the 
school  district  is  lost, .for  the  Register  is  the  history  of  the 
school,  and  viewed  in  this  light  it  is  astonishing  how  little 
importance  is  generally  attached  to  its  proper  preservation. 

I  would  recommend  that  one  or  two  blank  pages  be  added 
to  the  Register  on  which  might  be  made  special  notes  con- 
cerning the  pupil's  career,  at  school,  the  occupation  he  engages 
in  when  leaving  it,  and  anything  else  of  interest  that  may 
suggest  itself  to  the  teacher. 

The  Registers  of  past  years  should  be  available  for  refer- 
ence when  necessary,  and  their  proper  place  is  the  school 
room,  where  they  should  be  arranged  in  order  and  kept  se- 
curely under  lock  and  key  in  a  box  or  desk  specially  provided 
for  that  purpose. 

NATURE  LESSONS. 

The  Nature  Study  and  Agriculture  Course  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Education  in  September,  1908,  if  conscientiously 
followed  by  all  concerned,  can  not  fail  to  give  a  great  impe- 
tus to  the  study  of  nature  in  our  schools. 

Some  of  the  aims  of  the  course  are  to  develop  on  the  part 
of  the  child  the  habit  of.  intelligent  observation,  to  actively 
connect  home  and  school  interests,  and  to  increase,  his  know- 
ledge of  his  own  neighborhood,  its  flora  and  fauna,  and  now 
that  teachers  have  something  definite  to  work  upon  in  the  leaf- 
let which  has  been  placed  in  their  hands,  and  which  will  be 
furnished  when  required  on  application  to  the  Inspector,  they 
can  no  longer  have  any  reason  or  excuse  for  treating  such  an 
important  subject  in  a  desultory  or  perfunctory  manner,  as  too 
many  have  done  in  the  past. 

The  report  referred  to  in  the  leaflet  will  be  insisted  on,  and 
I  would  recommend  that  teachers  be  required  to  state  in  their 
returns  if  such  report  has  been  made,  and  if  not  why.  The 
book  on  Farm  Weeds  which  has  been  supplied  to  schools  with- 
out charge  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  is  a 
useful  and  attractive  addition  to  Natural  History  literature, 
and  is  deserving  of  more  attention  from  many  teachers  than 
it  has  hitherto  received. 
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ARBOR  DAY. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  ninety  districts  of  this  Inspec- 
torate. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-four  trees  and  sixty-nine  shrubs 
were  planted,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  seven  flower  beds 
made. 

This  is  an  excellent  showing-,  and  though  the  results  be 
somewhat  disappointing,  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  ef- 
forts are  being  yearly  made  to  beautify  the  school  premises 
\Vftich  cannot  all  come  to  naught. 

It  is  again  necessary  to  observe  that  trees  or  shrubs  must 
be  planted  or  flower  beds  made  in  order  to  constitute  an  ob- 
servance of  the  day,  and  that,  if  the  day  be  observed,  the  roll 
should  be  called  but  the  attendance  must  not  be  entered  in 
the  Register. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Institutes  of  Carleton  and 
Victoria  Counties  was  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  new 
Broadway  School  building  on  the  16th  and  17th  of  December. 
The  proceedings  were  made  more  than  usually  interesting  by 
the  presence  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  and  the 
Principal  of  the  Normal  School. 

The  public  meeting  on  Thursday  evening  was  addressed  by 
the  Chief  Superintendent,  and  o  titers.  The  following  papers 
were  read:

THE  CHIEF  SUPT.  OF  EDUCATION. 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees 
for  the  City  of  Fredericton. 

The  term  of  office  of  Mr.  James  T.  Sharkey  expired  with 
the  year  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  City  Council  he 
was  reappointed.  We  are  able  to  report  that  the  year's  work 
in  all  our  schools  was  fairly  satisfactory  and  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  was  greater  than  for  several  previous  years. 
During  the  year  a  few  changes  occurred  in  our  teaching  staff. 
Death  claimed  one  of  our  oldest  and  most  successful  teachers 
in  the  person  of  Miss  I,.  E.  VanDine.     She  was  apt  to  teach, 
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enjoyed  her  profession,  and  was  always  loved  by  her  pupils. 
Miss  I/.  E.  Alexander,  a  young  lady  of  considerable  experi- 
ence, is  now  in  charge  of  the  department  in  York  street  school 
conducted  by  the  late  Miss  VanDine,  and  will  no  doubt  ac- 
complish good  work.  Miss  Ethel  M.  Smith  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  the  department  in  York  Street  School  formerly  in 
charge  of  Miss  Currie.  The  vacancy  created  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Burtt  was  filled  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  J.  E. 
Strong  from  Morrison  Mill  school,  and  Miss  M.  L.  Sherman 
has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  latter  school.  No  other 
changes  have  occurred  and  the  teaching  staff  remains  as  pre- 
viously reported. 

With  the  moderate  enforcement  of  the  compulsory  schools 
act  we  have  secured  an  improvement  in  the  attendance  of  pu- 
pils, but  so  careless  are  many  parents  that  a  truant  officer 
may  find  pretty  constant  employment  supplementing  the  ill- 
directed  control  of  many  a  parent  whose  admission  of  failure 
to  enforce  obedience  is  frequently  heard.  Our  experience  has 
revealed  a  lamentable  lack  of  home  training  as  manifested  in 
the  persistent  disobedience  of  children  of  tender  years.  In  the 
process  of  enforcement  of  the  law  we  have  been  obliged  to 
arrest  several  children,  and  in  the  majority  of  these  cases 
there  has  been  an  absence  of  fear  or  shame.  Under  prevail- 
ing conditions  very  much  depends  upon  the  teacher's  influence 
and  tact  to  overcome  lack  of  energy  and  control  in  the  home, 
in  order  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  many  of  her  pu- 
pils. 

Arbor  Day  and  Empire  Day  were  each  observed  by  introduc- 
ing themes  appropriate  to  the  respective  occasions  and  the  ex- 
cises were  made  interesting  and  instructive.  Early  in  the  spring 
the  Imperial  Order  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire,  through 
the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  offered  an  annual  prize 
for  the  best  essay  on  Heroism  written  by  any  pupil  under 
thirteen  years  of  age.  We  regret  that  through  some  misap- 
prehension of  the  conditions  our  pupils  did  not  enter  the  com- 
petition. Instruction  in  music  was  continued  during  the  year 
in  the  primary  departments  under  direction  of  Prof.  F.  W. 
Harrison  with  eminently  satisfactory  results. 
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As  usual,  improvements  were  made  in  several  of  the  school 
buildings  and  new  apparatus  and  furniture  provided.  Owing 
to  lack  of  class  room  accommodation  we  found  it  necessary 
to  appropriate  a  portion  of  the  Assembly  Hall  in  the  High 
School  building  for  use  of  the  Manual  Training  Department. 
Upwards  of  two  hundred  pupils  receive  instruction  in  Sloyd 
work  under  direction  of  Miss  Jennie  W.  McFarlane.  Many  of 
the  pupils  exhibit  a  striking  aptitude  in  the  use  of  tools,  and 
some  excellent  specimens  of  handiwork  are  often  on  exhibition 
in  the  department.  Interesting  exercises  at  the  close  of  the 
first  term  were  conducted  in  the  High  School  when  several 
prominent  citizens  took  part.  On  this  occasion  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  presented  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  medal, 
won  at  the  High  School  Entrance  Examination  in  1908,  to 
Miss  Imogene  McKnight. 

Eighty-five  applicants  presented  themselves  at  the  High 
School  entrance  examination  in  June.  Of  these,  seventeen 
passed  in  the  first  Division,  twenty-nine  in  the  second  Division 
and  *  thirty-one  in  the  third  Division.  Miss  Esther  I.  Clark 
of  Charlotte  Street  School,  a  pupil  of  Miss  Sadie  Thompson, 
led  all  competitors. 

Very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  all  the  schools 
during  the  year,  and  in  the  High  School  excellent  results  fol- 
lowed the  labors  of  the  instructors,  the  graduating  class  being 
a  record  one  in  numbers.  We  were  favored  with  the  use  of 
the  Normal  School  Assembly  Hall  this  year  for  the  closing  ex- 
ercises of  the  High  School  and  the  programme  proved  inter- 
esting to  the  large  number  of  visitors  in  attendance.  Sur- 
rounding Principal  Foster  and  staff  on  the  platform  were  the 
Chief  vSuperintendent  of  Education,  the  Principal  of  the  Nor- 
mal School,  the  city  clergymen,  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  School  Board,  and  others.  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  of  St. 
Paul's  Chttrch,  addressed  tlic  graduating  class,  and  Mr.  Alli- 
son McKay  was  valedictorian.  Music  by  pupils  of  Prof.  Har- 
rison and  Miss  Hazel  Palmer  added  much  to  the  interest  of 
the  occasion.

City  of  St.  John. 


To  W.  S.  CARTER,  Esq.,  M.  A., 

Chief  Superintendent  of  Education. 

SIR:  We  have  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration 
our  report  on  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  for 
the  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1909,  being  the  thirty-eighth 
annual  report  of  this  School  Board. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  throughout 
the  year  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  and  there  were 
eight  special  meetings  in  addition.

This  school  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Board  on  ac- 
count of  adding  a  new  school  in  Spring  street,  providing  fire 
escapes  on  the  school  buildings,  and  adding  another  Manual 
Training  and  another  Domestic  Science  Department. 

On  August  4th,  1909,  the  following  Order  in  Council  was 
passed: 

"The  Honorable  the  Attorney  General  reports  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council: 


* 
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"That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  for 
the  Citv  of  Saint  John  appeared  before,  the  Executive  Council 
and  requested  that  the  approval  of  •  the  Council  be  given  to 
an  issue  of  debentures  by  the  said  School  Board  to  the  amount 
of  $13,000,  in  order  to  provide  funds  to  make  necessary  im- 
provements to  the  Public  School  Buildings  of  the  City;  that 
with  the  said  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  ap- 
peared His  Worship  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City  who  concurred 
in  the  said  application;  that  the  Common  Council  of  the  said 
City  has  by  a  communication  under  the  hand  of  the  Common 
Clerk  of  the  said  City  informed  the  said  Board  of  School 
Trustees  that  a  resolution  of  the  said  Council  has  been  pass- 
ed approving  of  the  expenditure  and  issue  of  debentures  to 
said  amount  of  $13,000  to  provide  for  such  work;  that  as  late 
as  the  17th  of  July  last  past,  the  whole  matter  of  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  City  of  Saint  John  for  school  purposes  was  be- 
fore the  Executive  Council  on  an  application  for  the  approval 
of  an  issue  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  providing-  additional 
accommodation  for  the  Winter  Street  School  to  the  amount  of 
Forty  Thousand  Dollars,  which  was  granted. 

"He,  the  Attorney  General,  being  satisfied  that  the  monies 
realized  from  previous  issues  of  debentures  have  been  carefully 
and  economically  expended  for  the  purposes  for  which  the 
same  were  intended,  and  that  the  monies  now  required  are 
needed  to  make  necessary  improvements  in  the  Public  School 
Buildings  of  the  City, — 

"Recommends  that  an  Order  in  Council  be  passed  approv- 
ing of  the  issue  of  bonds  to  the  said  amount  of  $13,000  as 
requested,  and  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  in 
such  case  made  and  provided,  said  bonds  to  be  issued  in  the 
usual  form  and  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of 
Assembly. 

"And  the  Committee  of  Council  concurring  iu  the  said  re- 
commendation, it  is  accordingly  so  ordered. 

"C  ertified  passed  August  1th,  19Q8."

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The  largest  undertaking  of  the  Board  during  the  year  was 
the  erection  of  the  Winter  Street  School  Annex. 

It  is  a  two  story,  flat  roof,  brick  building,  82x80  feet, 
fronting  on  Spring  street,  56*  feet  distant  from  the  Winter 
street  building,  and  was  built  to  relieve  the  congested  condi- 
tion of  the  main  building;  also  to  provide  for  the  growth  of 
the  City  in  this  district  which  has  increased  during  the  last 
few  years. 

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  this  building  the  Board  pur- 
chased two  lots  of  land,  each  40x80  feet,  fronting  on  Spring 
street,  and  adjoining  the  play  grounds  of  the  main  building. 
These  lots,  together  with  the  main  building  ground  provide 
ample  play  yards  for  both  buildings. 

The  main  entrance  to  the  Annex  is  from  Spring  Street 
through  large  double  doors  opening  outwards.  The  main  en- 
trance hall  is  12  ft.  wide  and  extends  from  front  to  rear  of 
the  building.  There  are  two  side  entrances,  the  north  one  for 
the  girls  and  the  ^south  one  for  the  boys.  A  well  lighted  cross 
hall  IT)  ft.  wide  extends  from  one  entrance  to  the  other.  In 
this  hall  there  are  two  flights  of  easy  stairs,  extending  from 
the  basement  to  the  second  floor. 

From  the  platform. of  the  ground  floor  flight  is  a  wide  fire- 
escape,  constructed  of  steel  and  extending  from  the  Annex  to 
the  Main  building,  giving  good  exit  in  case  of  fire.  The 
ground  and  second  floors  are  of  concrete  reinforced  with  ex- 
panded metal  and  supported  on  steel  beams,  the  interim  par- 
titions being  of  brick  which  give  practically  a  fire-proof  con- 
struction. 

The  second  floor  ceiling  is  finished  with  steel  plate.  The 
class  room  walls  are  sheathed  with  birch  and  the  walls  of  the 
corridor  with  burlap.  The  floor  finish  throughout  the  ground 
and  second  floors  is  of  birch. 

The  ground  floor  contains  four  class  rooms  of  standard  ca- 
pacity, well  lighted  from  the  left  and  rear  and  fitted  with  slate 
blackboards,  etc.,  complete. 

Off  each  class  room  is  a  small  room  for  teachers'  supplies. 
These  are  fitted  with  small  cabinets.      There    are    two  cloak- 
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rooms  for  each  class  room,  the  partitions  between  the  cloak- 
rooms and  corridor,  being  of  wirework  in  channel  iron 
frames. 

The  second  floor  contains  the  same  as  the  ground  floor, 
with  an  additional  room  for  the  Principal. 

The  basement  contains  fuel  room  and  boiler  room,  the 
same  "being  completely  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  basement 
with  brick  partitions.  There  is  a  side  entrance  from  the  yard 
to  the  basement  fuel  room  for  janitor's  use,  for  the  removal 
of  ashes,  etc. 

The  lavatories  for  the  Annex  as  well  as  for  the  main 
building  are  in  the  basement.  They  are  light  and  airy.  The 
walls  are  plastered  with  white  eement  and  the  basement  floor 
throughout  is  of  cement.  Several  floor  wash-outs  are  located 
at  convenient  places  throughout  the  basement  so  that  the  floor 
can  be  cleansed  out. 

A  covered  passage-way  connects  the  Annex  with  the  main 
building.  The.  same  is  graded  from  the  basement  floor  level 
of  the  Annex  to  the  ground  floor  level  of  the  main  building. 

The  building  throughout  is  heated  with  steam  from  two 
Viking  Boilers  fitted  with  twin  connection. 

The  plans  were  prepared  by  Architect  H.  H.  Mott.  The 
contractor  for  the  whole  work  was  Mr.  R.  A.  Corbett.  The 
sub-contractors  were  as  follows:  Carpenter  work,  H-  W.  Green; 
Iron-work,  James  McDade;  Steel-work,  Wm.  Lewis  &  Sons; 
Painting,  Jas.  H.  Pullen;  Wire- work,  H.  F.  Iddiolls;  Plumbing 
and  Heating,  Jas.  H.  Doody.  The  building  was  completed 
near  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

The  work  on  all  the  schools  for  preventing  danger  from 
fire  is  very  much  behind  and  was  not  so  much  hurried  during 
the  midsummer  holidays  as  the  Board  expected. 

The  playground  of  the  Centennial  School  was  used  during 
the  summer  holidays  as  a  supervised  playground,  as  it  was 
two  vcars  previous!)',  and  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  chil- 
dren in  that  locality.  The  Winter  Street  playground  could  not 
be  used  as  it  was  last  year  on  account  of  the  building  going 
on  there  during  that  time. 
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The  work  of  the  children  at  the  four  schools  of  Manual 
Training  and  Domestic  Science  has  been  very  much  appreciat- 
ed by  the  parents  and  scholars  and  is  therefore  quite  popular. 
The  lady  trustees  give  it  much  assistance. 

The  advance  in  teachers'  salaries  and  the  increased  num- 
ber of  pupils  provided  for  during  the  last  few  years  are  shown 
by  the  following  comparison  of  school  accounts  for  this  year 
and  for  ten  years  ago:

^Additional  rooms  have  been  opened  in  the  schools  mark- 
ed thus. 
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In  1890  the  number  of  class-rooms  was  132;  in  1909,  162. 
In  1899  the  number  of  pupils  was  6,612;  in  1909,  7,445. 

During*  these  ten  years  the  cost  of  living  having  increased, 
the  Board  found  it  necessary  to  increase  the  teachers'  salar- 
ies.

SIR:  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Monc- 
ton  have  the  honor  to  present,  for  your  consideration,  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of  Moncton  for 
the  year  ending  June  30th,  1909. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  personnel 
of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees.  The  percentage  of  attend- 
ance during  the  year  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  fully  up 
to  the  average  of  previous  years.  There  are,  however,  a  large 
number  of  children  of  school  age  in  the  City  of  Moncton  who 
are  not  attending  school.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that,  during 
the  last  year,  a  number  of  children  of  school  age  have  been  up 
before  the  police  court  charged  with  having  committed  seri- 
ous crimes.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  if  compulsory  at- 
tendance at  school  were  in  operation  in  this  city  the 
temptations  of  juvenile  crime  would  be  very  much  lessened  and 
the  salutary  effects  upon  these  children  would  be  very  mark- 
ed. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  City  Council  of  Moncton  may, 
at  the  earliest  opportunity,  order  and  direct  the  introduction 
of  compulsory  attendance  at  school. 

The  Board  of  School  Trustees  have  now  under  consideration 
the  erection  of  a  new  building  in  the  early  spring  as  an  An- 
nex to  the  Victoria  School  Building.  Plans  are  being  prepar- 
ed for  a  brick  and  stone  building,  providing  lor  an  Assembly 
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Hall  to  accommodate  650  children  and  also  four  additional 
school  rooms,  with  provision  for  heating  plant  in  the  base- 
ment which  will  provide  heat  in  the  new  building  and  the  Vic- 
toria Building.  The  rooms  in  the  basement  will  also  be  so 
constructed  that  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  may 
be  introduced  in  the  future,  if  thought  advisable. 

The  total  enrolment  reached  during  the  year  was  1988. 
The  total  number  of  teachers  employed  during  the  year  was 
40. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  at  the  High  School  was 
181.  At  the  close  of  the  term  in  June,  1909,  Miss  Edith  A. 
R.  Davis,  B.  A.,  teacher  of  Greek,  Latin,  History,  Geography 
and  Bookkeeping,  resigned  her  position  on  the  High  School 
staff,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees. 
Miss  Davis  had  taught,  with  great  success,  in  the  High  School 
of  Moncton  for  a  number  of  years  and  gave  excellent  satisfac- 
tion. The  vacancy  was  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Ethel  Murphy,  B.  A.,  a  graduate  in  honors  of  Dalhousie  Uni- 
versity. She  has  been  filling  the  position  of  teacher  with  great 
satisfaction. 

At  the  close  of  the  term  in  June  last  the  closing  exercises 
of  the  High  School  were  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall.

Kerr  was  appointed  to  take  the  place  of  J.  M.  Deacon,  who 
was  made  Chairman  and  F.  C.  Murchie  was  appointed  in 
place  of  Andrew  Mungall,  whose  term  had  expired. 

The  number  of  departments  taught  is  the  same  as  last 
year,  namely,  ten,  including  the  Manual  Training  Department. 

On  account  of  the  illness  of  Mr.  Hanning,  Manual  Training 
instructor,  there  has  been  no  instruction  in  this  department 
from  May  18th  to  the  end  of  the  term,  June  30th.

SIR:  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Saint  Andrews 
for  the  School  year  ended  the  30th  of  June,  A.  D.  1909. 

DR.  INCH'S  RETIREMENT. 

The  retirement  of  Dr.  Inch  from  the  position  of  Chief  Sup- 
erintendent of  Education,  on  account  of  failing  health,  was  a 
matter  of  regret  to  our  School  Board,  as  the  relations  exist- 
ing between  the  late  Chief  Superintendent  and  our  Board 
were  always  most  pleasant  and  satisfactory.  The  appointment 
made  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cy caused  by  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Inch,  met  with  the  highest 
approval  of  our  Board. 

YEAR'S  WORK. 

The  work  done  during  the  past  School  Year,  by  Hie  teach- 
ers of  the  various  grades  in  our  public  schools,  was  fairly  sat- 
isfactory, but  the  Board  believes  there  was  opportunity  for 
improvement  in  each  grade. 
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MANUAL,  TRAINING. 

After  the  Manual  Training  department  of  our  schools  had 
remained  closed  for  one  year,  through  the  inability  of  our 
Board  to  secure  a  teacher,  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  pro- 
cure the  services  of  Miss  Janet  W.  Currie,  of  Campbellton,  N. 
B.,  who,  during  the  past  year,  has  taught  that  school  very 
acceptably  a*nd  satisfactorily.  Miss  Currie  has  also  rendered 
valuable  aid,  as  instructor  in  Mathematics,  for  Grade  IX.  at 
the  Grammar  School  during  the  afternoon  sessions. 

CHANGKS  IN  TEACHING  STAFF. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  regret  to  the  School  Board,  and 
undoubtedly  a  disadvantage  to  the  schools,  that  during  the 
past  few  years,  we  have  had  a  great  many  changes  in  the 
teaching  staff. 

Oftentimes  changes  are  very  beneficial,  but  it  seems  desir- 
able, if  not  absolutely  essential  to  successful  work,  that  a 
teacher  should  remain  in  charge  of  a  school  some  length  of 
time,  to  enable  him  or  her  to  get  a  thorough  and  complete 
run  of  the  work  in  all  its  details. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  the  Board  was  face  to 
face  with  two  vacancies,  caused  by  the  resignations  of  Mr. 
William  Woods,  B.  A.,  Principal  of  the  Charlotte  County 
Grammar  School,  who  had  taught  that  school  for  two  years 
with  fair  success,  and  Miss  Martha  A.  C.  Osborne,  B.  A., 
Principal  of  the  Intermediate  Departments  and  teacher  of 
Grades  VIP  and  VIII.,  over  which  school  she  had  also  presid- 
ed for  two  years,  and  in  which  she  did  fairly  good  work. 
Mr.  Woods  abandoned  the  work  of  teaching,  only  temporar- 
ilv  perhaps,  to  take  a  post  graduate  course  in  a  higher  Insti- 
tution of  learning;  Miss  Osborne  gave  up  the  work,  permanent- 
ly, to  become  the  wife  of  a  popular  banker  at  North  Head, 
Grand  Manan. 

Mr.  William  Morrow.  B.  A.,  a  graduate  of  the  TJ.  N.  B., 
was  appointed  to  and  is  now  teaching  the  Charlotte  County 
Grammar  School,  and  the  Board  is  hopeful  that  from  his 
work    there  may  be  good  resul  ts. 
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In  filling  the  position  formerly  held  by  Miss  Osborne,  our 
Board  considered  itself  in  great  luck  in  securing  the  services 
of  Miss  Annie  L.  Richardson,  who  for  some  years  had  filled 
an  important  position  on  the  teaching  staff  in  Fredericton. 
Before  going  to  Fredericton  she  had  taught  Grades  V.  and  VI., 
in  the  St.  Andrews  School  for  some  time,  with  splendid  results 
and  her  admitted  great  ability  as  a  teacher,  with  the  results 
of  her  former  work  here,  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  to  the 
Board  of  the  benefits  that  will  follow  her  association  with 
the  teaching  staff  again. 

GRADUATING  CLASS. 

At  the  graduating  exercises,  which  took  place  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  five  pupils  from  the  Charlotte  County  Gram- 
mar school  made  the  necessary  average  to  entitle  them  to  di- 
plomas, four  of  whom  were  able  to  matriculate  but  with  indif- 
ferent marks. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  ENTRANCES. 

A  fairly  large  percentage  of  those  in  Grade  VIII.,  who 
tried  the  High  School  Entrance  Examinations,  were  success- 
ful in  obtaining  admittance  to  the  Grammar  School,  but,  upon 
the  whole,  the  result'  was  rather  disappointing  to  the  School 
Board.

1.- Report  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  New  Brunswick. 


To  His  Honor  the  Honorable  Lemuel    John    Tweedic,  LL.D., 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick. 

MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  HONOR:  I  beg  to  submit  for 
the  information  of  the  Legislature  my  report  concerning  the 
University  of  New  Brunswick  for  the  Academic  Year  1908- 
1909. 

The  attendance  for  the  year  was  153, — 74  in  Arts,  71  in  En- 
gineering and  8  in  Forestry. 

At  the  Encaenia  on  May  27th  degrees  were  conferred  as 
follows:  M.  A.,  3;  M.  Sc.,  1;  B.  A.,  15;  B.  Sc.  in  Civil  Engin- 
eering, 3.  The  Honorary  Degree  of  LL.D.  was  fittingly  con- 
ferred upon  James  R.  Inch,  M.  A.,  LL.D.,  the  retiring  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Education.  During  his  administration  of 
the  Education  Department  Dr.  Inch  was  by  virtue  of  his  office 
President  of  the  Senate  of  the  University.  The  Senate  has  for- 
mally expressed  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  Dr. 
Inch  in  this  connection. 

There  has  been  felt  for  some  time  the  necessity  for 
strengthening  the  University  staff  in  the  subjects  of  English 
and  Modern  Languages.  At  the  Encaenial  meeting  in  May  the 
Chair  of  English,  French  and  German  was  divided  into  two 
departments,  one  embracing  English  Language  and  Literature, 
and  the  other  French  and  German.  It  was  expected  that  in 
time  the  Professor  of  English  would  be  able  to  give  some  lec  - 
tures in  History— a  subject  almost  wholly  absent  from  the  pre- 
sent curriculum. 

Professor  Harold  Geoghegan,  who  had  charge  of  the  com- 
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bined  department,  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to 
prepare  himself  for  the  special  work  in  French  and  German. 
The  Senate  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Frank 
Parker  Day,  a  graduate  of  Mount  Allison  and  Oxford  to  take 
up  the  work  in  English.  Professor  Day  has  entered  upon  his 
work  with  energy  and  tact  and  the  instruction  in  English  will 
doubtless  be  well  managed  under  his  direction.  Prof.  Day  has 
considered  the  matter  of  instruction  in  History  and  has  con- 
sented to  give  a  course  next  year  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  in 
Medieval  History,  to  be  followed  the  succeeding  year  by  a 
course  in  Modern  History.  These  courses  are  duly  announced 
in  the  current  Calendar. 

Axel  Johan  Uppvall,  a  graduate  of  Colby  College  and 
Harvard  University,  was  engaged  to  take  up  the  work  in 
French  and  German  for  the  present  year.  Professor  Uppvall 
has  shown  himself  to  be  possessed  of  splendid  ability  as  a 
teacher.  He  has  undertaken  to  arrange  definite  courses  in 
German  for  the  four  years  and  these  courses  are  also  announc- 
ed in  the  Calendar. 

The  matter  of  Agricultural  education  was  considered  dur- 
ing the  year  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Senate.  The  Senate 
is  desirous  that  any  scheme  of  Agricultural  Education  under- 
taken by  the  Province  may  be  worked  out  in  connection  with 
the  University  and  in  close  affiliation  with  the  technical  work 
now  carried  on  here.  The  tone  of  the  meeting  was  such  that 
the  Legislature  may  feel  assured  of  the  keen  interest  of  the 
members  of  the  Senate  in  this  form  of  education  and  of  their 
strong  desire  to  make  the  ITniversitv  serve  the  best  interests 
of  every  class  of  the  community. 

The  University  suffers  greatly  from  its  inability  to  pay  rea- 
sonable salaries  to  its  professors.  There  is  also  pres.sing  need 
for  further  assistance  in  the  Department  of  Mathematics  and 
the  Department  of  Physics  and  Electrical  Engineering.  Provi- 
sion for  advanced  courses  in  Education  would  be  an  advan- 
tage both  to  the  University  and  to  the  school  system  of  the 
Province.     It  is  hoped  that  with  the  increased  sinus  at  the  dis- 
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posal  of  the  Legislature  some  effort  may  be  made  to  assist 
the  University  along  these  lines.  Such  action  will  ultimate- 
ly mean  much  for  the  future  of  the  Province.

II.—  Report  of  tne  Director  of  Manual  Training. 


W.  S.  CARTER,  M.  A., 

Chief  Supt.  of  Education, 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  work  in 
Manual  Training  and  Household  Science  for  the  past  year. 

MANUAL-  TRAINING  IN  WOODWORK,  etc. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  steady  progress  in  this 
branch  of  the  subject.  The  new  schools  opened  in  the  autumn 
of  190S  in  Sussex  and  the  City  of  St.  John  have  done  excel- 
lent work.  In  the  latter  place  the  School  Board  expects  to 
open  more  departments  in  the  near  future,  to  meet  the  de- 
mand for  the  subjects  in  the  districts  of  the  city  not  reached 
by  the  present  centres. 

The  tentative  plan  adopted  last  year  by  the  School 
Boards  of  Sussex  and  Hampton  of  employing  a  special  teach- 
er between  the  two  „  schools  has  proved  to  be  quite  satisfac- 
tory, and  has  been  continued  during  the  present  year.  The  in- 
structor spends  two  school  days  of  each  week  in  Hampton 
and  three  in  Sussex;  the  salary  being  paid  pro  rata  by  the 
two  boards.  My  previous  experiences  of  similar  plans  in 
Milltown  and  St.  Stephen,  also  in  other  provinces  and  coun- 
tries, have  led  me  to  believe  that  it  offers  a  solution  of  the 
difficulty  of  providing  in  the  general  time-table  of  a  school 
for  a  teacher  whose  time  is  taken  up  with  a  special  subject 
for  several  days  of  the  week. 

The  broadening  of  the  course  in  Woodwork  is  a  marked  fea- 
ture  of  most  of  our  schools;  notably  so  where  experienced  in- 
structors are  in  charge.  As  an  instance,  some  boys  of  Grade 
VITT.,  in  the  St.  Andrews  Manual  Training  School,  built  in 
the  school  workshop  a  staunch  and  serviceable  row  boat,  under 
Miss  Cnrrie's  instruction.  A  photograph  of  the  boat,  taken 
after  it  was  launched  and  in  use,  is  attached  hereto.  At 
the  Hampton  School,  the  instructor,  Mr.  F.  J.  Patterson, 
and  the  senior  boys,  bnilt  an  excellent  canvas  canoe,  of  which 
also  I  have   pleasure   in  submitting  a  photograph,    Many  ex- 
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ccllent  pieces  of  furniture  have  also  been  constructed  in  the 
various  schools,  with  excellent  results  in  the  general  broaden- 
ing and  quickening  of  the  pupils'  intelligence  from  the  study 
of  design  and  construction,  methods  of  finishing,  etc.,  involv- 
ed. The  increase  of  interest  in  school  matters  on  the  part  of 
the  parents  of  the  pupils  who  take  home  with  pride  some 
good  piece  of  craftsmanship  is  another  valuable  result  which 
generally  follows. 

A  very  gratifying  feature  of  the  work  of  several  of  the 
Manual  Training  instructors  has  been  the  extension  of  their 
influence  and  usefulness  outside  the  particular  grades  which 
attend  for  instruction  in  the  school  workshop.  In  Saekville, 
where  all  the  senior  boys  and  girls  are  provided  for  in  the 
fully  cr| nipped  Manual  Training  and  Household  Science  rooms, 
the  Manual  Training  instructor,  Mr.  Peacock,  has  organized 
a  course  of  Handwork  throughout  the  lower  grades.  The  in- 
struction is  given  by  the  regular  grade  teachers,  who  are 
most  enthusiastic  in  the  work,  under  the  guidance  and  super- 
vision of  Mr.  Peacock.  Paper  folding,  design  and  pattern 
work  in  colored  paper,  cardboard  modelling,  raffia  weaving 
and  other  simple  forms  of  Handwork  have  been  introduced, 
and  the  teachers  are  unanimous  in  their  recognition  of  the 
value  of  this  manual  and  industrial  work  as  a  help  to  the  or- 
dinary studies  and  a  welcome  relief  to  the  tedium  of  book- 
work.  A  similar  departure  has  been  made  in  the  Fredericton 
city  schools,  where  formerly  the  pupils  in  the  grades  imme- 
diately below  those  in  which  woodwork  was  taken  attended  in 
small  groups  of  sixteen  to  twenty  at  the  Manual  Training 
School  for  cardboard  work.  With  the  cordial  help  and  sym- 
pathy of  Principal  Foster,  Supervisor  of  the  city  schools,  this 
plan  has  been  abandoned  in  favor  of  a  scheme  wherebv  the 
Manual  Training  teacher,  Miss  McFarlane,  visits  the  several 
rooms  of  Grades  IV.,  V.  and  VI.  in  the  various  schools,  and 
gives  instruction  to  the  whole  class,  boys  and  girls,  in  some 
form  of  educational  handwork.  The  grade  teachers  have  co-op- 
erated in  tin-  heartiest  manner  and  liavc  helped  very  material 
Iv  to  make  the  experiment  a  success.    At   (lie  Christmas  clos 

ings,  main'  excellent  examples  of  the  pupils'  handiwork  were 
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exhibited  in  the  various  rooms  and  elicited  much  favorable 
comment  from  the  parents  and  visitors  present.  Supervisor 
Foster  has  expressed  himself  as  in  favor  of  a  further  extension 
of  the  work,  and  it  is  hoped  that  next  year  some  form  of 
handwork  will  be  introduced  in  all  the  grades  of  the  city 
schools. 

In  this  connection,  I  have  also  to  report  that  the  teachers 
of  the  primary  grades  of  the  Model  School,  Miss  Harvey  in 
Grades  III.  and  IV.,  and  Miss  Golding  in  Grades  I.  and  II., 
with  some  slight  assistance  from  the  Normal  School  staff, 
gave  a  weekly  lesson  in  Handwork  to  their  pupils  during  the 
year,  with  excellent  results. 

At  Sussex  and  Hampton,  Manual  work  is  being  given  in 
the  lower  grades  by  the  special  teachers,  assisted  by  the  regu- 
lar grade  teachers,  with  good  results. 

This  adoption  of  Handwork  throughout  the  school  is  in 
conformity  with  the  practise  in  all  advanced  countries  today, 
and  I  look  for  a  great  extension  in  this  direction  in  New 
Brunswick  during  the  next  few  years.  The  materials  are  cheap 
and  easily  obtainable,  the  necessary  appliances  are  few  in  num. 
ber,  and  no  prolonged  training  is  required  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher.  In  point  of  fact,  every  teacher  who  passes  through 
the  Provincial  Normal  School  is  now  qualified  to  give  instruc- 
tion in  a  number  of  simple  forms  of  industrial  work. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  had  occasion  to  speak  of  the 
excellent  Manual  work  being  done  in  the  rural  school  at 
Roachville  and  the  two-department  school  at  Bloomfield  Sta- 
tian,  both  in  Kings  Co.  Each  of  these  schools  has  a  small 
equipment  of  benches  and  tools;  the  outfit  at  Roachville  being 
installed  in  a  small  ante-room,  and  at  Bloomfield  in  an  attic 
formed  by  finishing  a  space  in  the  roof,  over  a  class-room. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  the  regular  teacher,  who  is  also 
qualified  as  an  instructor  in  Manual  Training,  and  all  the  sen- 
ior pupils,  boys  and  girls,  take  the  work.  During  the  past 
vear  the  higti  efficiency  of  these  departments  has  been  main- 
tained, and  I  have  pleasure  in  appending  some  photographs  of 
these  schools  which  will  speak  for  themselves.  Not  only  have 
the  pupils  received  the  valuable  training  in  useful  work  afford- 
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ed  by  the  drawing,  benchwork  and  other  forms  of  Manual  acti- 
vity, but  the  general  work  of  the  school  has,  on  the  testimony 
of  Inspector  Steeves  and  the  Trustees,  been  improved  by  the 
introduction  of  Handwork.  In  each  case  the  trustees  have 
displayed  a  deep  interest  in  the  work  and  improvements  have 
been  made  to  the  school  buildings  and  premises  in  conse- 
quence. As  will  be  noted  in  the  photograph  taken  in  front  of 
the  Bloomfield  School,  various  pieces  of  furniture  have  been 
constructed,  and  there  is  scarcely  a  home  in  the  neighborhood 
which  has  not  been  enriched  by  the  addition  of  something  of 
utility  or . beauty,  made  in  the  school  workshop. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  good  work  being  done 
in  the  Chipman  Manual  Training  Department,  where  Miss  Mc- 
Vey,  teacher  of  the  primary  grades,  and  also  a  fully  quali- 
fied Manual  Training  instructor,  has  charge  of  the  subject. 

The  department  at  Riverside  Consolidated  School  is  doing 
well  under  Miss  Winifred  Smith,  who  is  following  the  general 
trend  and  broadening  the  course  by  the  introduction  of  other 
forms  of  Handwork.  At  Florencevillc  Consolidated  School,  un- 
der Miss  Annie  Wetmore,  the  pupils  are  making  good  pro- 
gress in  benchwork  and  drawing. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  Manual  Training  De- 
partments in  the  city  of  St.  John,  where  Principal  Hayes  and 
his  assistant,  Miss  Currier,  are  doing  excellent  work  and,  as 
intimated  earlier  in  this  report,  causing  a  demand  for  the 
subject  all  over  the  city.  The  departments  in  Campbellton, 
St.  Andrews,  St.  Stephen  and  Milltown,  towns  which  were 
among  the  earliest  in  Eastern  Canada  to  introduce  the  sub- 
ject, are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  regrettable  loss  by  fire  last  spring  of  the  Kingston 
Consolidated  School  involved  the  temporary  closing  of  the  de- 
partment there,  but  a  suitable  room  has  been  provided,  for  the 
subject  in  the  new  building  now  rapidly  Hearing  completion.  At 
Woodstock,  also,  the  disastrous  loss  by  fire  of  the  Broadway 
School  caused  the  suspension  of  the  operation  of  the  depart- 
ment for  a  time.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret,  however,  that  the 
Trustees,  from  motives  of  economy,  have  not  yet  felt  able  to 
re-open  the  department  in  one  of  the  rooms  now  available  in 
the  large  new  school  recently  opened. 
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I  am  pleased  to  report  that  more  young  men  have  enter- 
ed the  special  training  classes  this  year.  For,  while  our  wom- 
en instructors  are  entirely  capable  and  are  doing  excellent 
work,  there  are  many  places  where  men  are  more  suitable. 
Manual  Training  might  be  introduced  in  many  of  the  Superior 
Schools,  if  the  Principal  were  qualified  by  one  of  our  short 
courses  to  give  the  instruction. 

In  January  last  the  rural  school  equipment  presented  to 
the  Province  by  Sir  Win.  C.  Macdonald  was  loaned  to  St. 
.Martins  school  on  the  recommemdation  of  Inspector  Steeves. 
Principal  Barker,  who  has  considerable  technical  skill,  set  up 
the  equipment  in  the  library  of  the  school,  and  much  interest- 
ing work  w  as  done  by  the  pupils.  Towards  tie  close  of  the 
term  a  public  meeting  was  held,  at  which  the  Inspector  and  my- 
self were  present  and  addressed  the  citizens  with  a  view  to  the 
introduction  of  the  subject  in  a  regular  manner  by  the  trus- 
tees. Later,  at  the  annual  school  meeting,  a  sum  of  money 
was  voted  for  this  purpose  and,  while  there  has  been  some  de- 
lay in  the  matter,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  informs  me 
that  work  on  the  new  room  to  be  provided  for  the  subject  will 
begin  early  in  the  new  year.  Meanwhile,  at  the  request  of  the 
Trustees,  the  loan  equipment  has  been  allowed  to  remain  there 
and  is  being  used  by  the  present  principal,  Mr.  Turner,  to 
give  some  instruction  in  an  informal  way. 

Provision  is  also  to  be  made  for  Manual  Training  (and 
Household  Science)  in  the  new  school  about  to  be  erected  in 
Moncton  and  it  seems  likely  that  in  a  few  years  no  town  of 
consequence  in  the  Province  will  be  without  a  Manual  Train- 
ing School. 

HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE. 

The  progress  made  in  this  branch  has  been  very  gratifying 
and  I  believe  there  is  no  subject  more  popular  today.  Though 
we  have  as  yet  but  a  few  schools,  they  are  all  doing  good 
work  and  winning  a  strong  place  for  the  subject  in  the  places 
where  they  are  established. 

In  St.  John  the  two  rooms  in  charge  of  the  chief  instruct- 
or, Miss  Bartlett,  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Northrup,  are 
crowded  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  School  Board  to  pro- 
vide   other  rooms  in  the  near  future. 
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In  Sussex,  after  an  experience  of  one  year,  the  subject  is 
very  popular.  At  my  semi-annual  visit  to  the  department  re- 
cently, a  very  excellent  luncheon  was  prepared  and  served  by 
the  girls  of  Grade  IX.  This  particular  lesson  would  serve 
well  as  a  rebuttal  of  the  charge  sometimes  made  by  uninform- 
ed persons  that  the  Household  Science  Schools  teach  cookery 
hy  means  of  high-priced  and  extravagant  materials.  The  les- 
son was  planned  to  show  how  the  lower  grades  of  meat  can 
be  utilized,  if  properly  prepared,  so  as  to  afford  as  much  nu- 
triment as  the  expensive  joints,  a  very  .necessary  and  useful 
lesson  in  these   times  of  constantly  advancing  prices. 

Miss  Turner,  the  instructor  of  the  Sussex  department 
(and  also  of  the  Hampton  department  in  the  joint  scheme  re- 
ferred to  under  Manual  Training),  has  adopted  an  excellent 
plan  of  organising  each  class  in  Household  Science.  Each 
group  chooses  a  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary-Trea- 
surer and  these  officers  undertake  the  purchasing  of  all  extra 
supplies  required  for  the  work  of  the  class.  The  Trustees, 
of  course,  provide  proper  supplies  for  the  Department,  but  at 
my  .suggestion,  Miss  Turner  has  adopted  a  plan  w  hich  I  have 
found  to  work  well  in  a  number  of  Household  Science  schools 
with  which  I  have  been  connected.  Briefly,  each  pupil  brings 
a  cent  or  two  at  each  lesson  and  with  this  money  extra  ma- 
terials are  purchased,  thus  allowing  of  larger  dishes  being  pre- 
pared and  of  real  individual  work  being  done.  The  class 
officers  collect  this  extra  money  and  decide,  after  consultation 
with  the  instructor,  what  supplies  they  shall  purchase  for  the 
next*  lesson.  Careful  accounts  are  kept  and  rendered  periodi- 
cally and  the  general  results  of  the  plan  are  highly  beneficial. 
Not  only  are  the  market  values  of  food  learned,  but  training 
is  given  in  system,  which  is  more  than  ever  necessary  for  a 
good  home-maker  today. 

LAUNDRY  WORK. 

The  teaching  of  Laundry  Work  has  not  hitherto  been  as  re- 
gularly carried  on  in  Canadian  Household  Science  schools  as 
is  desirable  and  the  following  short  syllabus  of  lessons  and 
demonstrations  for  an  elementary  course  was  issued  to  the  in- 
structors to  be  used  during  the  current  year. 
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COURvSK  IN  LAUNDRY  WORK. 

1.  Instruction  in  use  and  care  of  utensils;  properties  and 
use  of  water,  soap  and  salt.  The  advantages  of  wool  as  an 
article  of  clothing. 

Demonstration. — Making  of  melted  soap;  washing  of  white 
and  colored  flannel  and  stockings;  cleaning  of  utensils,  e.  g., 
tubs,  boilers,  tables. 

2.  Practice  in  above, 

3.  Instruction  in  preparation  for  washing  day$  properties 
and  use  of  starch,  borax,  tallow,  blue,  soda,  salts  of  lemon. 

Demonstration. — Removing  of  iron-mould,  ink,  tea  and 
colfee  stains.  Making  of  hot  water  starch,  washing  and  starch- 
ing of  table  linen;  washing,  drying  and  ironing  of  kitchen 
towels. 

4.  Practice  in  above. 

5.  Instruction  in  different  ways  of  heating  irons.  Manage- 
ment of  coal  and  gas  stoves;  cleaning  and  removing  rust 
from  irons. 

Demonstration. — Washing  and  ironing  of  underlinen  and 
handkerchiefs. 

f>.    Practice  in  above. 

7.  Instruction  in  treatment  of  fast  and  loose  colors;  re- 
vision in    making  of  melted  soap  and  hot-water  starch. 

Demonstration. — Washing  and  finishing  of  print  and  silk. 

8.  Practice  in  above. 

9.  Instruction.  General  revision;  properties  and  use  of 
turpentine. 

Demonstration. — Making  of  cold-water  starch.  Washing, 
starching  and  ironing  of  collars  and  cuffs. 

10.  Practice  in  above. 

Instructors  Please  Note:  If  Laundry  Work  has  not  been 
taken  up  in  your  school  before,  this  course  may  be  given  to 
the  pupils  of  each  year  during  1009-10.  A  more  advanced 
course  must  be  given  in  second  year  of  Household  Science 
work. 
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At  his  second  visit  during  the  coming  year  the  Director 
may  require  to  see  a  lesson  in  laundry  Work  carried  on  under 
his  inspection. 

Note:  This  syllabus  is  based  on  Rankin's  "Science  of 
Ivaundry  Work,"  and  "Art  of  I,aundry  Work,"  both  published 
by  Messrs.  Blackie  and  Son  at  one  shilling  and  sixpence 
each. 

Most  of  the  instructors  have  already  commenced  this 
course,  and  we  may  anticipate  good  results  from  its  adop- 
tion. 

SEWING. 

The  matter  of  sewing  is  also  receiving  considerable  atten- 
tion from  the  instructors,  and  in  all  our  Household  Science 
Schools  it  now  forms  a  regular  part  of  the  course.  I  deem 
the  teaching  of  this  branch  of  Housewifery  to  be  exceedingly 
important,  for  not  only  is  it  intensely  practical,  but  highly 
educational.  As  a  means  of  developing  the  intelligence  of  the 
pupils,  and  fostering  and  utilising  the  natural  instinct  of  chil- 
dren to  do  something  and  to  help  others,  needlework  is  second 
to  no  other  form  of  handicraft. 

As  in  the  ease  of  Manual  Training  in  Woodwork,  I  am  dis- 
couraging the  use  of  so-called  "specimens"  in  sewing  (except 
in  so  far  as  they  may  be  necessary  for  the  practice  of  new 
stitches  to  be  used  later  on  in  a  complete  garment),  and  as 
far  as  possible,  require  that  each  girl  shall  make  some  useful 
article  of  clothing,  etc. 

Laundry  Work  and  Sewing  are  closely  inter-related  and 
are  exceedingly  helpful  in  developing  a  girl's  reasoning  powers 
from  the  study  of  the  materials  involved.  When  these  sub- 
jects are  intelligently  taught,  pupils  are  helped  to  understand 
the  whv  and  the  wherefore  of  many  things,  and  in  affording 
opportunities  for  educational  work  of  great  value  they  are  not 
excelled  by  any  branch  of  Household  Science. 

The  extension  of  the  sphere  of     influence    of    the  special 
teachers,  upon  which  I  remarked  in    the    case  of  the  Manual 
Training  instructors,  has  also  been  a  feature  of  the  Household 
Science  branch.   In  Sussex  and  Hampton,    Miss    Turner  gives 
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instruction  in  sewing  and  other  forms  of  Household  Art  to  the 
lower  grades.  At  the  moment  of  writing,  I  am  in  receipt  of  a 
letter  from  Principal  Be  Long,  of  the  Hampton  School, 
speaking  in  commendatory  terms  of  this  feature.  Advanced 
sewing  and  dress-cutting  for  the  High  school  pupils  are  also 
receiving  attention  at  Miss  Turner's  hands  and  1  am  pleased 
to  note  that  the  Hampton  trustees  have  just  provided  a  sew- 
ing machine  in  consequence.  This  will  be  used  for  long  seams 
and  hems,  thus  preventing  much  needless  repetition  and  leav- 
ing more  time  for  useful  work  in  the  making  of  additional 
garments.' 

HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE  IN  RURAL  SCHOOLS. 

Various  suggestions  have  been  made  by  education  authori- 
ties for  the  extension  of  Household  Science  to  rural  schools 
and  the  late  Provincial  Commission  on  the  improvement  of  ag- 
riculture reported  strongly  in  favor  of  its  general  adoption  in 
our  country  schools.  I  have  given  considerable  attention  to 
the  matter  and,  after  consultation  with  some  of  our  instruc- 
tors, and  correspondence  with  other  Provinces  and  States,  have 
made  a  list  of  a  simple  equipment  suitable  for  use  in  the  or- 
dinarv  country  school  house.  I  hope  soon  to  see  an  experi- 
ment made  in  this  direction  and,  judging  from  the  results  in 
our  rural  Manual  Training  schools,  I  have  every  reason  to  be- 
lie ve  that  Household  Science  would  be  equally  successful  in 
small  schools. 

It  is  to  be  seriously  regretted  that  the  Provincial  Normal 
vSehool  is  still  without  a  department  of  Plousehold  Science.  If 
this  most  imr/ortant  subject  is  to  spread  through  our  schools 
some  pro  vision  for  teaching  the  subject  in  that  Institution  is 
absolutely  necessary.  Every  girl  passing  through  the  Normal 
School  should  have  an  opportunity  of  doing  some  practical 
work  in  the  subject  and  training  courses  should  be  provided 
for  those  desirous  of  becoming  specialist  instructors,  similar 
to  those  now  offered  for  Manual  Training  in  Woodwork.  Fur- 
ther, if  a  department  of  Household  Science  were  established, 
there,  courses  in  Sewing,  Knitting,  Dress    Cutting,  etc.,  could 
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be  given  to  all  women  students  and  through  them,  introduced 
into  every  school  in  the  land.  With  courses  in  Cookery, 
Laundry  Work  and  Sewing  established  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  training  of  our  women  teachers,  a 
great  impetus  will  be  given  to  the  movement  now  go- 
ing on  in  all  advanced  countries  for  making  the  education  of 
the  future  mothers  of  the  race  more  practical  and  useful  than 
it  has  been. 

As  an  instance  of  the  great  importance  now  attached  to 
this  question  it  may  be  of  interest  that  the  Chicago  Board  of 
1  Education  has  practically  completed  the  plans  for  the  erection 
and  equipment  of  a  $300,000  High  School,  to  be  used  exclu- 
sively in  teaching  girls  the  arts  of  cooking,  sewing  and  other 
household  duties.  The  Hon.  Otto  G.  Schneider,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Education,  who  is  an  enthusiastic 
supporter  of  the  scheme,  voiced  much  of  the  current  feeling 
amongst  educators  and  men  of  affairs  when  lie  said  recently: 

"If  the  mothers  of  this  nation  would  start  the  education 
of  their  daughters  at  the  cooking  range  and  in  the  kitchen,  in- 
stead of  at  the  piano  and  the  clothes  wardrobe,  we  should 
be  a  stronger,  wealthier,  sounder  nation  than  we  are. 

Not  that  I  would  take  the  piano  and  music  out  of  a 
daughter's  education,  but  long  before  I  expended  money  and 
energy  on  "polishing  her,"  I  would  teach  her  the  first  princi- 
ples of: 

Domestic  finances  and  economics,  the  management  of  a 
kitchen  and  table,  ability  to  purchase  foods  and  not  be  cheat- 
ed, ability  to  serve  what  she  purchased  without  cheating  the 
palates  of  others. 

Today,  for  the  degree  of  intelligence  we  are  supposed  to 
possess,  we  are  the  most  extravagant,  wasteful  nation  in  the 
world,  and  we  act,  especially  in  our  home  economics,  as  if 
without  check  or  ruin  we  could  continue  this  wastefulness 
forever.  But  there  are  unerring  signs  to  those  who  study 
that  we  must  at  no   late   day  re-organize  our    whole  present 
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system  of  living  or  enter  extreme  and  prolonged  financial  dis- 
tress. We  are  living  beyond  our  resources.  The  surest  check  for 
this  evil  is  the  ability  always  to  spend  less  than  is  earned  and 
to  keep  out  of  needless  debt. 

A  long  step  in  this  direction  which  educators  are  begin- 
ning to  appreciate  is  the  education  of  girls  to  a  complete 
knowledge  of  the  proper  financial  management  of  a  home.  A 
daughter  has  no  more  right  to  consider  herself  a  mere  orna- 
ment in  a  home  than  has  a  bov. 

If  the  father  and  son  are  the  money-producers,  the  mother 
and  daughter  must  be  effective  money-savers;  and  the  first 
vital  economics  of  a  home  begin  in  the  kitchen.  A  wejl-eon- 
ducted  kitchen  is  in  reality  a  retail  store  in  which  everything 
is  sold  at  a  profit.  This  profit  goes  to  the  credit  of  "home 
maintenance." 

It  is  as  essential  to  the  preservation  of  government  and 
the  upholding  of  morality  that  a  girl  should  be  a  capable, 
wording  manager  in  her  mother's  home  as  that  the  boy  should 
have  a  standing  in  outside  work  and  fit  himself  to  be  a  cap- 
able citizen.      Difference  in  sex  does    not  produce  a  difference 

in  work-responsibility." 
m 

I  am  attaching  some  photographs  of  Household  Science 
rooms  which  may  be  of  interest. 

MANUAL  TRAINING  IN  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

Very  few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  plan  of  work  in 
this  Institution  during  the  past  year,  but  especial  emphasis 
continues  to  be  laid  on  the  instruction  of  every  student  in 
some  forms  of  educational  Handwork  suitable  for  the  ordin- 
ary schoolroom.  From  the  large  number  of  inquiries  and  re- 
quests for  advice  received  from  recent  graduates,  it  is  evident 
that  in  consequence  of  this  policy  many  teachers  are  introduc- 
ing manual  and  industrial  occupations  in  their  schools. 

The  work  taken  up  last  year  by  the  general  students  in- 
cluded simple  bookbinding  (loose-leaf  portfolios  and  register 
covers),  raffia  braiding,  w  inding  and  weaving,  the  construction 
of  type  forms  for  use  in  the  drawing  department,  cardboard 
Work,  designing  in  colored   papers,  paper  folding,  etc. 
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The  teachers  attending  the  special  training  courses  also 
take  these  elementary  forms  of  Handwork,  but  the  largest 
part  of  their  practical  work  is,  of  course,  benchwork  in 
wood.  In  addition  descriptive  geometry,  mechanical  and  free- 
hand drawing,  the  study  of  woods  and  other  materials  of  the 
course,  the  history  of  Manual  and  industrial  education,  the 
planning  and  equipping  of  rooms  and  the  arrangement  of 
courses  of  Handwork,  are  included. 

The  young  men  of  the  general  classes  also  receive  instruc- 
tion in  Woodwork,  but  with  our  present  limited  accommoda- 
tion, and  the  large  number  of  students',  it  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly difficult  to  provide  opportunities  of  instruction  for 
all  the  young  men. 

The  absence  for  a  large  portion  of  the  term  just  closed  of 
Miss  Baxter,  the  chief  instructor  of  the  department,  was 
much  regretted.  Miss  Baxter's  long  experience  of  this  work 
and  her  enthusiastic  and  faithful  performance  of  her  duties, 
made  her  absence  felt  in  a  marked  degree.  Miss  Wathen,  the 
assistant  instructor,  is  an  exceedinglv  capable  teacher,  and 
with  such  assistants  as  could  be  procured,  and  the  arrange- 
ment of  my  journeys  so  as  to  allow  of  my  being  in  the  Normal 
School  as  much  as  possible,  the  work  has  been  carried  on  in 
a  satisfactory  manner. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Principal  Bridges  and  his 
staff  for  their  very  cordial  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the 
department,  and  ready  help  afforded  at  all  times. 

GENERAL. 

During  the  year  I  was  able  to  attend  several  of  the  coun- 
ty Institutes,  and,  by  addresses  and  papers,  keep  the  subjects 
of  manual  work  before  the  teachers  and  public.  In  this  connec- 
tion, mention  cannot  be  omitted  of  an  interesting  experiment 
carried  out  at  Sussex  in  the  shape  of  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Teachers'  and  Farmers'  Institutes  of  the  district.  The  experi- 
ment was  a  pronounced  success,  excellent  addresses  on  Tract' 
eal  Education    being  given  by  Dr.  I,andrv  and  other  speaker: 
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Another  interesting  feature  was  an  excellent  demonstration  of 
the  cooking  of  a  hot  lunch  with  few  and  simple  appliances 
such  as  might  be  placed  in  any  country  school.  The  demon- 
stration was  given  by  Miss  Turner  and  six  girls  of  the  Sussex 
Household  Science  School,  and  elicited  warm  praise  from 
various  prominent  visitors. 

I  have  also  attended  the  meetings  of  several  school  boards 
and  explained  the  methods,  cost,  etc.,  of  Manual  Training  and 
Household  Science  departments,  and  the  Government's  offers 
to  aid  in  their  establishment.  My  especial  thanks  are  due, 
Sir,  for  vour  presence  and  strong  advocacv  of  Household  Sci- 
ence at  the  meetings  of  the  School  Boards  of  St.  Stephen, 
Milltown  and  St.  George,  where  consideration  is  now  being 
given  to  the  possibility  of  introducing  the  subject. 

The  Government's  action  in  instituting  an  enquiry  into 
agricultural  education  is  a  welcome  step  and  I  trust  that  simi- 
lar action  may  soon  be  taken  with  regard  to  industrial  educa- 
tion in  general.  The  matter  of  the  training  of  citizens  for  ef- 
ficiencv  in  industrial  pursuits  is  engaging  very  serious  atten- 
tion in  every  leading  country  at  the  present  time.  As  sci- 
ence advances  and  transportation  facilities  increase,  the  pos- 
session of  great  natural  advantages  will  suffice  less  and  less 
to  produce  industrial  supremacy  and  prosperity,  unless  the 
people  have  the  trained  intelligence  and  technical  skill  to  pro- 
fit by  them. 

My  thanks  are  once  more  due  to  the  officers  of  the  De. 
partmcnt  and  the  District  Inspectors  for  much  help  and  coun- 
sel.

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III.— Report  of  Principal  of  Riverside  Consoli- 
dated School. 

The  Riverside  Consolidated  School  re-opened  Aug.  26th 
with  the  following  staff  of  teachers: 

W.  C.  R.  Anderson,  Principal. 

Miss  Jean  Peacock,  Domestic  Science  and  Grade  IX. 

Miss  Florence  Morton,  Grades  VII.  and  VIII. 

Miss  Mary  New  combe,  Grades'V.  and  VI. 

Mtss    Winnifred  Smith,  Manual  Training,  Grades  III.  and 

IV. 

Miss  Ethel  Swanson,  Grades  1.  and  II. 

This  is  a  complete  change  of  staff  except  that  the  teacher 
of  Grades  VII.  and  VIII.  supplied  for  four  months  last  year. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  defin- 
ite policy  of  annual  increase  of  salary  subject  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  inspector  and  principal  will  be  adopted.  Such  a 
policy  would  provide  an  incentive  to  study  and  improvement 
which  the  present  plan  of  fixed  salary  now  lacks,  as  well  as 
tend  to  an  increase  in  tenure  of  office. 

The  general  policy  of  the  past  term  has  been  to  follow  the 
organization  of  the  preceding  year  on  the  ground  that  it  is  un- 
wise to  make  many  changes  before  the  conditions  have  been 
carefully  studied. 

The  departmental  plan  is  followed  from  Grade  VII.  up.  In 
the  lower  grades,  three  to  six,  inclusive,  two  teachers  divide 
the  responsibility  of  each  grade.  This  is  a  distinct  disadvan- 
tage in  these  grades  but  is  made  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  teachers  being  also  re- 
gular grade  teachers.  The  younger  children  cannot  adapt 
themselves  so  readily  to  changes  of  personality  and  methods  of 
work;  while  the  main  argument  for  the  departmental  system, 
viz.,  the  increased  opportunity  for  preparation  of  work,  spe- 
cializing in  certain  branches,  becomes  mill  and  void  owing  to 
i  he  elementary  character  of  the  work  and  1<>  (he  small  number 
<»l  subjects. 
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With  the  consent  of  trustees  the  school  is  trying  this  year 
a  plan  of  grading  for  those  whose  year's  work  including  all 
examinations  but  the  so-called  grading  examinations  'reaches 
SO  per  cent.  Those  who  do  not  maintain  this  average  will  be 
graded  by  the  usual  method.  It  is  hoped  that  by  great  care 
being  taken  the  standard  will  not  be  lowered  and  that  some 
of  the  disadvantages  of  the  examination  system  will  be  avoid- 
ed.    This,  of  course,  does  not  apply  to  Grades  VIII.  and  XI. 

The  garden  work  of  the  fall,  consisted  chiefly  in  weeding 
and  harvesting  the  crop.  For  some  reason  children  have  not 
taken  the  interest  in  the  garden  work  that  its  exponents  claim 
it  arouses.  This  is  all  the  more  regrettable  in  a  section  so 
predominantlv  agricultural.  Possibly  the  .  cause  is  that  the 
garden  work  is  tacked  on  to  the  regular  school  syllabus  rath- 
er than  being  incorporated  into  it.  The  amount  and  nature 
of  the  science  adapted  to  the  grades  of  a  school  serving  an 
agricultural  community  is  surely  different  from  that  fitted  for 
a  school  in  a  manufacturing  centre.  Our  teachers  too  have 
been  trained  to  teach  such  science  as  is  fitted  to  qualify  their 
pupils  for  college  entrance  or  along  those  lines  and  hence  are 
ill  prepared  for  the  school  garden  work. 

To  overcome  the  lack  of  interest  it  is  suggested  that  a 
graduated  tax  of  20  to  30  cents  be  placed  upon  the, product  of 
each  pupil  or  group  of  pupils,  that  the  pupils  have  the  option 
of  disposing  of  their  own  product  or  of  having  the  school  do 
so  for  a  nominal  commission,  the  balance  in  either  case  to  be 
the  property  of  the  producer.  A  second  suggestion  is  a  Gard- 
en Day  or  Exhibition  Day  next  fall.  On  this  day  the  product 
of  the  garden  would  be  exhibited  under  the  names  of  the  pro- 
ducers; home  garden  product,  duly  certified  as  the  product  of 
pupils'  work  could  also  be  exhibited,  prizes  being  offered  for 
best  exhibits.  It  is  hoped  that  interest  can  be  aroused  both 
in  school  and  at  home  by  such  a  plan.  The  chemistry  of  the 
upper  grades  of  the  school  next  term  will  to  some  extent  be 
along  agricultural  lines. 

The  Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Training  teachers  enter- 
ed enthusiastically  upon  their  work.  The  inspector  of  these 
departments  reported  very  favorably  upon  the  work  done. 
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Hereafter  cooking  in  the  Domestic  Science  course  and  bench 
work  in  the  Manual  Training  syllabus  will  not  be  begun  until 
the  sixth  grade,  needle  and  cardboard  work  being  substituted. 
Handwork  has  been  introduced  in  the  lower  grades,  1  to  4,  in 
the  form  of  cardboard  and  raffia. 

At  the  concert  held  on  Dec.  16th,  four  pupils  demonstrat- 
ed the  work  in  raffia  in  a  booth  on  the  stair  landing  leading 
to  the  Assembly  Hall.  The  demonstration  attracted  much 
attention.  In  the  hall  itself  Domestic  Science  products  in  the 
form  of  Candy  and  Christmas  Fruit  Cake  were  for  sale  and 
brought  good  prices,  while  several  pieces  of  needlework  were 
exhibited.  Raffia  product  in  the  form  of  fancy  bags  was  also 
sold,  every  piece  offered  being  disposed  of.  The  children  have 
been  greatly  interested  in  the  raffia,  several  of  them  buying  a 
small  quantity  to  do  work  for  themselves  at  home. 

School  work  was  suspended  for  two  days  in  late  Septem- 
ber to  permit  of  the  holding  of  the  joint  institutes  of  Westmor- 
land and  Albert  Counties.  These  are  reported  elsewhere;  hence 
need  no  comment  here. 

A  very  successful  concert  to  raise  funds  for  the  library  was 
held  Thursday  evening,  Dec.  16th.  Some  $35  clear  of  expenses 
was  realized. 

In  so  far  as  the  ordinary  school  branches  are  concerned,  we 
have  felt  the  better  of   the   changes  made  in  the  school  texts. 

Considering,  however,  the  amount  of  time  consumed  in  or- 
ganization and  in  growing  into  the  work,  with  the  extra  work 
entailed  by  Institute  we  feel  that  a  very  creditable  term's 
work  has  been  done  and  are  anticipating  the  work  of  the 
months  ahead  with  considerable  hope  for  success.

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IV. -Report  of  Principal  of  Hampton  Consoli- 
dated School. 

W.  S.  CARTER,  Esq.,  M.  A., 
Chief  Supt.  of  Education, 
Fredericton,  N.  B. 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  report  as  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Hampton  Consolidated  School. 

This  is  the  third  year  this  Consolidated  School  has  been 
in  operation.  During  the  first  two  years  many  problems,  in 
regard  to  the  proper  grading  and  organization  of  scholars 
drawn  from  many  different  schools,  must  have  presented 
themselves — problems  hard  to  solve. 

Last  year  outside  the  Household  Science  and  Manual  Train- 
ing teachers,  the  staff  consisted  of  four  teachers — three  grades 
for  each  and  in  some  cases  as  many  as  60  pupils.  This  ar- 
rangement meant  that  the  best  work  could  not  be  accom- 
plished so  an  addition  was  made  to  the  staff  for  the  present 
year  which  is  now  made  up  as  follows: 

Miss  Ella  Seely,  Grades  I.  and  II. — 55  pupils. 
Miss  Bessie  Howard,  Grades  III.  and  IV.— 45  pupils. 
Miss  Mary  B.  Page,  Grades  V.  and  VI.— 40  pupils. 
Miss  A.  Muriel  DeMille,  Grades  VII.  and  VIII.— 26  pupils. 
Mr.  John  B.  DeLong,  Grades  IX.,  X.  and  XI.— 34  pupils. 
Miss  Clara  G.  Turner,  Household    Science,  Fred  J.  Patter- 
son, Manual  Training,  two  days  per  week. 

The  present  arrangement  is  a  great  improvement.  The 
staff  is  a  very  earnest  and  conscientious  one  and  very  effi- 
cient work  has  been  done   during  the  past  term. 

A  garden  plot  has  been  prepared  and  is  now  ready  for 
next  spring's  seeding.  About  one-quarter  of  an  acre  of  ground 
has  been  cleared  and  drained.  The  plot  is  very  conveniently 
situated  to  the  right  of  the  school  building  and  in  plain  view 
from  the  Principal's  room. 

There  is  only  one  van  used  by  this  school,  but  its  service 
is  excellent.  It  brings  11  children  from  Hendrick's  District— a 
distance  of  four  miles. 
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The  enrolment  during  the  past  term  has  been  200  and  the 
percentage  of  attendance  81.  10  or  12  pupils,  who  came  for  a 
few  days  at  the  first  of  the  term,  have  not  been  present  since. 
Some  of  these  have  moved  away  from  the  Consolidated  Dis- 
trict, but  the  majority  have  been  allowed  to  remain  at  home. 
Here  we  have  a  strong  argument  for  compulsory  attendance. 
Had  these  pupils  been  forced  to  attend,  our  percentage  would 
have  been  almost  90. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  this  school  is  apparent  in  the 
increasing  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  from  outside  the 
Consolidated  District.  There  were  15  of  these  during  the  past 
term.  They  came  from  Lakeside,  Smithtown,  Nauwigewauk 
and  Norton.  Some  walk  a  distance  of  four  miles,  others  drive 
or  come  by  train  while  others  board  in  Hampton. 

The  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  courses  are  in- 
creasingly popular  among  parents  and  pupils.  On  these  days 
we  always  look  for  a  full  attendance.  We  have  taken  a  step 
in  our  Domestic  Science  school  which  as  near  as  I  am  aware 
has  not  been  taken  by  any  other  school  in  the  Province. 
This  is  the  purchase  of  a  sewing  machine  for  the  school.  It 
seems  to  me  that  our  object  in  giving  this  course  in  our 
schools  should  be  to  make  it  as  practical  as  possible,  and 
while  teaching  girls  to  sew  and  make  little  articles  of  need- 
lework is  all  right  in  itself,  yet  why  not  get  them  to  make 
articles  in  themselves  worth  while.  Our  aim  I  think  should  be 
to  get  the  girls  of  the  higher  grades  to  do  most  of  their 
plain  sewing  in  school.  In  the  accomplishment  of  this  ob- 
ject a  sewing  machine  is  a  prime  necessity. 

Before  coming  to  Hampton  I  had  not  given  the  subject  of 
Consolidated  Schools  much  tnought,  but  my  experience  here 
has  convinced  me  that  it  is  the  system  needed  for  rural 
schools.  In  Hampton  we  are  in  commodious  class-rooms, 
well  heated,  lighted  and  ventilated,  with  good  apparatus,  en- 
thusiastic teachers  and  pupils,  people  anxious  to  help  the 
school  and  its  work  in  every  way,  modern  courses  in  Domestic 
{Science  and  Manual  Training  within   reach   of    all— conditions 
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much  more  favorable  to  progress  than  exist  in  most  of  our 
town  schools  and  all  directly  due  to  Consolidation.  Several 
improvements  have  been  made  in  our  school  during  the  term. 
These  include  the  installation  of  an  electric  bell  system  and 
minor  changes  in  the  school  building  and  playgrounds. 

The  pupils  are  very  loyal  to  their  school  and  are  anxious 
to  keep  it  in  as  good  condition  as  possible.  There  has  not 
been  a  breach  of  discipline  of  any  consequence  during  the  whole 
term. 

I  have  found  the  School  Board  and  the  people  of  Hampton 
very  kind  and  anxious  to  do  anything  for  the  prosperity  of 
the  school.  Any  opposition  to  the  idea  of  Consolidation 
which  may  have  existed  has  completely  disappeared.

SIR:  One  of  the  most  inspiring  sights  of  the  school  is  the 
Assembly  Hall,  when  the  pupils  are  present.  The  opening  ex- 
ercises of  the  school  are  enjoyed  by  all.  When  the  gong  is 
sounded,  the  scholars  march  to  the  hall  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner, the  piano  playing  an  accompaniment.  Devotional  exer- 
cises and  the  singing  of  stirring  songs  are  a  fitting  opening 
for  a  day  of  strenuous  application.  It  is  felt  as  a  distinct 
loss  when  the  cold  weather  in  the  winter  months  prevents 
their  meeting.  Provision  should  be  made  for  heating  the  As- 
sembly Hall  in  the  severe  weather.  It  might  involve  some 
expense,  but  no  outlay  would  be  more  beneficial  in  its  results. 

Mechanic  Science  is  still  taught  by  Miss  Wetmore,  whose 
skill  as  a  teacher  of  this  important  branch  is  well  known.  Miss 
Flewelling,  a  graduate  of  Macdonald  College,  at  St.  Anne's, 
has  been  appointed  to  teach  Household  Science  and  under  her 
instruction  the  girls  are  evincing  considerable  enthusiasm  in 
this  branch,  particularly  in  the  culinary  department. 

One  benefit  of  Consolidation  is  apparent.  It  helps  the  at- 
tendance. Rainy  weather  and  snow  storms  are  no  bar  to 
punctual  attendance,  even  on  the  part  of  girls,  or  young  child- 
ren, so  that  this  has  been  good,  particularly  in  the  lower  de- 
partments. 

The  old  school  house,  which  had  been  used  for  basket  ball 
and  other  games  was  this  year  taken  as  a  shed  for  the  vans. 
This  left  the  pupils  without  a  building  for  amusement  during 
rainy  and  stormy  weather.  While  this  might  not  be  so  much 
missed  in  an  ordinary  school,  in  a  Consolidated  School  it  is  a 
double  deprivation.  Pupils  coming  in  vans  are  without  the 
beneficial  walk  that  many  other  school  children  have,  and 'for 
the  sake  of  heal tl^ there  is  an  imperative  demand  that  some 
provision  be  made  for  relaxation  and  exercise.  There  was  a 
move  made  a  year  or  two  ago  to  build  cheap  sheds  for  stor- 
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ing  the  vans,  but  it  fell  through.  If  this  project  were  revived 
the  old  building  could  again  be  used  as  a  gymnasium  and 
playroom. 

The  school  garden  was  kept  well,  during  the  summer  holi- 
days, the  trustees  having  made  provision  for  weeding,  so  that 
at  the  opening  of  school,  it  presented  a  fine  appearance.  There 
was  no  lack  of  willing  workers  for  the  ingathering  of  the 
crop,  while  in  the  Advanced  Department  the  nature  lessons 
connected  with  it  were  followed  with  interest. 

The  Semi- Annual  Public  Examination  of  the  school  was 
held  on  Tuesday,  Dec,  14th.  Although  the  weather  was  very 
stormy,  there  was  a  full  attendance  of  scholars  and  quite  a 
number  of  visitors.  The  exercises  consisted  of  scholastic  work 
in  the  different  departments,  a  demonstration  of  Household 
Science  and  Manual  Training  in  their  respective  rooms  and  a 
program  of  choruses  and  recitations  in  the  Assembly  Hall. 
T.  B.  Kidner,  Esq.,  of  the  Education  Department,  compli- 
mented the  pupils  on  their  singing  and  Rev.  D.  Fiske,  who  al- 
so addressed  the  assemblage,  spoke  of  the  spirit  of  courtesy 
he  had  noticed  during  his  visit.

SIR:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  Report  of  the 
Twenty-third  Annual  Session  of  the  Summer  School  of  Sci- 
ence for  the  Atlantic  Provinces  of  Canada,  which  was  held  at 
Charlottetown,  P.  E.  I.,  July  14th  to  30th,  1909. 

Early  in  the  year  a  calendar,  setting  forth  the  subjects  to 
be  studied,  and  giving  directions  as  to  the  preparation  on  the 
part  of  the  student  necessary  to  receive  the  greatest  benefit 
from  the  school,  was  sent  to  the  teachers  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  and  to  others  interested  in  education. 

On  the  evening  of  July  14th,  a  most  enthusiastic  opening 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  Prince  of  Wales 
College.  Classes  were  conducted  in  the  spacious  class  rooms 
of  the  college  from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  to  1  o'clock  p.  m.  each 
dav.  The  afternoons  were  devoted  to  Field  and  Laboratory 
Work,  and  the  evenings  to  lectures  on  general  educational  sub- 
jects. 

There  were  152  members  enrolled — 78  from  P.  E.  Island, 
44  from  Nova  Scotia,  22  from  New  Brunswick,  and  8  from  U. 

S.  A. 

The  following  Scholarships  wvut-  awarded  for  ex^elle'ice  -  i 
work  done.  In  awarding  the  scholarships,  attendance  in  class, 
effective  work  done  in  class  as  reported  by  the  Instructor, 
and  the  results  of  written  examinations  were  considered: 
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The  Slarratt  Scholarship,  $20.00,  won  by  David  McLean, 
Charlottetown,  P.  E.  I. 

The  Halifax  Herald  Scholarship,  $20.00,  won  by  Bertha 
Oxner,  Marriott's  Cove,  N.  S.

Murray,  Charlottetown,  P.E.I. 

The  Secretary's  Scholarship,  $10.00,  won  by  Annie  Hill, 
Great  Village,  Colchester  Co.,  N.  S.  - 

The  Secretary's  Scholarship,  $10.00,  won  by  Kate  L,.  Law- 
rence, Southampton,  N.  S. 

The  Dr.  Andrew's  Scholarship,  $10.00,  won  by  Chrissie 
Morgan,  Truro,  N.  S. 

Already  ten  (10)  Scholarships  of  from  $5.00  to  $20.00  in 
value  have  been  offered  for  competition  at  the  next  session  of 
the  school.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  others  will  be  of- 
fered before  the  meeting  of  the  school. 

Through-  the  kindness  of  the  Department  of  Militia  and  De- 
fence, instruction  was  given  to  a  large  class  in  Physical  Cul- 
ture, by  a  Sergeant  Instructor  from  the  Garrison  at  Halifax. 
Thirty-seven  (37)  of  the  members  succeeded  in  getting  the  De- 
partment's certificate  for  efficiency  in  this  subject.  Provision 
has  been  made  to  have  instruction  in  this  subject  given  at  the 
next  session  of  the  school. 

Enjoyable  excursions  were  taken  to  Halliday's  Wharf, 
Brush  Wharf,  East  River,  Rocky  Point  and  other  points  of  in- 
terest. These  outings  proved  to  be  both  enjoyable  and  profit- 
able. 

The  Summer  School  of  Science  has  become  an  established 
educational  agency  of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  It  is  growing 
in  interest  and  efficiency  every  year.  In  the  future,  as  in  the 
past  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  management  to  enlarge  the 
scope  of  the  work  undertaken,  also  to  modify  it  to  suit  the 
changing  conditions  of  the  times.      The  purpose  of  the  school 
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is  to  encourage  teachers  in  their  work,  and  to  bring  to  them 
the  best  educational  thought. 

The  next  session  of  the  School  will  be  held  at  Liverpool, 
N.  S.,  July  13th  to  August  3rd,  1910.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  School 
Gardens.

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  on  School  Gar- 
den work. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  in  June,  after  the  Normal 
School  had  closed,  I  visited  different  sections  of  the  Province 
and  inspected  the  School  Gardens.  Necessarily  the  visits  were 
brief.  I  found  nearly  all  the  gardens  in  good  condition,  and 
there  were  many  evidences  of  interest  and  faithful  work  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  and  pupils.  In  many  cases  it  was 
evident  that  good  use  of  the  garden  for  teaching  purposes  had 
been  made. 

During  the  past  year  a  few  new  gardens  have  been  started, 
and  in  nearly  every  case  former  ones  maintained.  Though 
there  has  been  little  increase  in  the  number  of  gardens,  there 
are  many  evidences  of  the  fact  that  every  year  teachers  and 
ratepayers  are  becoming  more  alive  to  the  importance  of  giv- 
ing Nature  Study,  Elementary  Agriculture  and  School  Gard- 
ens a  more  prominent  place  in  the  work  of  rural  schools.  The 
work  of  the  educational  and  agricultural  authorities,  and  of 
many  enthusiastic  individuals  here  and  there  through  the  Pro- 
vince, is  slowly  but  surely  bearing  fruit.  It  is  strange  but 
nevertheless  true  that  those  who  should  be  leaders  are  those 
who  follow  at  a  distance,  and  this  seems  to  be  the  relation  of 
most  farmers  to  agricultural  teaching.  For  example,  a  Sec- 
retary of  Trustees  writes:  "I  doubt  the  utility  of  this  work 
(garden  work)  in  a  country  school."  In  some  of  the  countries 
of  Europe  School  Gardens  are  compulsory  in  connection  with 
rural  schools.  Perhaps  the  time  will  come  when  in  this  Province 
the  same  can  be  said.  But  before  we  reach  that  day  much  bet- 
ter provision  must  be  made  for  training  our  teachers  in  Agri- 
culture and  School  Garden  work.  I  doubt  if  it  is  advisable  to 
encourage  teachers,  who  are  not  specially  qualified  for  the 
work,  to  all  em  pi  systematic  garden  work.   I  doubt  if  Manual

Training  authorities  would  advise  teachers,  without  special 
training  in  Woodwork  or  Household-  Science,  to  attempt 
courses  in  those  subjects;  yet  Agriculture  and  Nature  Study 
are  much  more  comprehensive  subjects  than  the  former,  and 
students  should  have  a  much  longer  period  of  training  in 
them  before  they  attempt  systematic  work  as  teachers. 

With  the  crowded  condition  of  our  Normal  School  build- 
ing, the  very  large  classes,  the  short  courses,  the  small  staff, 
and  the  large  amount  of  prescribed  work  in  other  subjects,  un- 
der present  conditions  little  more  can  be  done.  The  final  re- 
sult of  our  Normal  School  training  at  present  is  to  send  out 
teachers  very  inadequately  prepared  to  teach  Nature  Study  and 
Agriculture.  We  expect  next  spring  to  make  a  beginning  in 
practical  garden  work,  a  section  of  one  of  the  playgrounds 
having  been  ploughed  for  that  purpose;  but  with  the  early 
closing  of  the  school,  beyond  the  actual  preparation  of  the 
plots  and  planting,  little  further  work  can  be  done  until  the 
beginning  of  a  new  year. 

As  I  have  already  suggested  on  several  occasions,  if  the 
Board  of  Education  would  give  a  grant  of  a  few  hundred  dol- 
lars, a  short  Summer  School  in  Nature  Study,  Agriculture 
and  Gardening  might  be  held  in  Fredericton,  or  at  some  other 
convenient  centre,  and  financial  inducements  held  out  to  the 
Inspectors  and  to  teachers  to  attend.  Provincial  talent,  in- 
cluding our  Dairy  Inspectors  and  the  recently  appointed  Pro- 
vincial Horticulturist,  could  give  the  necessary  courses.  With 
the  establishment  of  a  College  of  Agriculture  the  problem  of 
giving  courses  in  agriculture  to  farmers  and  teachers  would 
be  solved.    I  trust  the  College  will  come  soon. 

I  must  acknowledge  the  heartv  interest  in  the  question  of 
School  Gardens  taken  by  the  Inspectors  of  Schools,  and  their 
active  co-operation  with  the  work.  Under  present  conditions 
the  regular  school  inspectors  must  necessarily  do  the  greater 
part  of  School  Garden  supervision,  and  perhaps  they  should 
do  all.  As  a  member  of  the  regular  stall  of  the  Normal 
School,  taking  my  full  share  of  the  work  of  teaching,  the  only 
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time  I  can  give  to  the  work  of  supervision,  while  the  ordin- 
ary schools  are  in  session,*  is  during  the  last  two  weeks  in 
June.  Of  necessity  my  visits  must  be  brief.  In  order  to  do 
effective  work  the  Provincial  Supervisor  of  School  Gardens 
should  be  in  a  position  to  devote  nearly  all  his  time  and  ener- 
gy to  the  work  of  organizing  and  supervising,  addressing 
meetings,  etc.,  as  is  done  in  his  subjects  by  the  Provincial 
Director  of  Manual  Training. 

The  new  Provincial  Horticulturist  will  no  doubt  take  an 
active  interest  in  garden  work,  and  his  services  ought  to 
greatly  assist  the  cause.  Perhaps  it  would  be  possible  to  ar- 
range to  have  him  take  full  charge  of  the  work,  since  he  could 
eastlv  combine  garden  work  with  orchard  work. 

"While  designed  to  encourage  cultivation  of  the  soil  as  an 
ideal  life-work,  School  Gardens  are  intended  to  promote  above 
all  things  else,  symmetrical  education  of  the  individual.  They 
don't  aim  at  education  to  the  exclusion  of  utility,  but  they 
seek  education  through  utility  and  utility  through  education. 
The  garden  is  the  means,  the  pupil  is  the  end."

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the 
Blind: 

Gentlemen:  The  table  of  attendance  herewith  submitted 
shows  that  161  blind  persons  have  been  under  instruction  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  of  whom  86  were  males  and  75  females.  Of 
these  26  graduated  or  remained  at  home,  making  the  total 
number  registered  December  1st,  1908,  135,  of  whom  75  are 
males  and  60  females.  Of  these  83  are  from  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  31  from  New  Bru  nswick,  4  from  Prince  Edward 
Island,  13  from  Newfoundland,  1  from  Quebec,  1  from  British 
Columbia,  1  from  Massachusetts,  and  1  from  the  Bahamas.

Hutt,  of  Dartmouth,  N.  S.

Graded  Musical  Course. — In  another  portion  of  this  report 
will  be  found  the  programme  of  the  annual  musical  recital 
given  by  the  pupils  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  school  on  the 
evening  of  May  10th,  1909.  The  programme  was  admirably 
carried  out  and  illustrated  the  advantages  of  the  graded 
system  adopted  in  1907.      As  the  majority  of  our  pupils  will 
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maintain  themselves  as  teachers  of  music  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  the  instruction  given  them  should  be  system- 
atic and  that  the  course  of  musical  study  should  be  steadily 
progressive.  Students  in  our  musical  department  are  stimu- 
lated by  the  desire  to  have  their  names  enrolled  in  highef 
grades  and  since  their  work  has  been  systematized  they  them- 
selves can  judge  of  the  progress  that  they  are  making. 

Four  new  pianos  were  purchased  for  the  department  dur- 
ing the  year  and  the  equipment  is  up  to  date  in  all  particu- 
lars. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  in  June  last  Arthur  Lindsay,  of 
St.  John,  N.  B.,  was  awarded  a  diploma  as  a  teacher  of  music' 
and  also  a  certificate  as  a  pianoforte  tuner. 

Physical  Training.— -In  1877  the  first  gymnasium  in  connec- 
tion with  this  school  was  erected.  From  that  date  until  the 
present  time  the  pupils  have  received  systematic  physical 
training.  As  an  earnest  of  what  was  being  done  for  the  phys- 
ical development  of  the  pupils  it  was  arranged  in  May  last  to 
give  a  public  exhibition  so  that  the  supporters  and  friends 
of  the  school  might  see  for  themselves  the  results  of  the 
training  given  in  our  gymnastic  department.  The  following 
account  is  culled  from  the  columns  of  the  Halifax  Herald  of 
May  4th,  1909: 

1  'An  interesting  display  of  gymnastics  was  given  last  even- 
ing at  the  School  for  the  Blind  under  the  direction  of  W.  G. 
MacKinnon  and  Miss  Josie  Crichton.  The  auditorium  of  the 
school  was  filled  with  a  large  number  of  interested  spectat- 
ors. The  occasion  was  an  elaborate  exhibition  of  gymnastic 
feats  of  a  character  novel  in  the  public  exercises  of  our  school. 
In  these  days  of  anti-tuberculosis  leagues  and  such  health  pre- 
serving organizations  the  physique  of  our  youth  must  be  an 
affair  of  the  greatest  moment  and  in  this  public  display  and 
encouragement  of  physical  culture  the  School  for  the  Blind 
bids  fair  to  lead  the  way.  Four  of  the  five  classes  that  took 
part  were  directed  by  W.  G.  MacKinnon,  the  instructor  at 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  fifth,  the  class  in  elocution,  was  un- 
der Miss  Josie  Crichton.    Many  of    the   feats  were    such  as 
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would  be  attended  with  much  difficulty  and  even  some  dan- 
ger on  the  first  attempt,  but  were  performed  with  admirable 
precision  and  confidence.  The  work  on  the  parallel  bars  and  the 
pyramid  building  were  especially  interesting  features.  The 
musical  accompaniments  to  the  marching  and  various  forms 
of  drilling  were  rendered  on  the  piano  in  a  most  commendable 
manner  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Allison. 

The  entertainment  opened  with  a  few  remarks  from  Dr. 
Fraser,  who  explained  that  physical  training  was  no  new  thing 
in  the  School  for  the  Blind,  but  during  the  last  four  years, 
since  the  occupation  of  the  new7  building,  their  facilities  had 
favored  its  development,  and  he  considered  the  work  under  Mr. 
MacKinnon  so  good  that  the  public  ought  to  know  something 
of  wThat  was  being  done.  The  programme  opened  with  a  se- 
lection, "Our  Commander,"  from  the  mandolin  club. 

The  first  number  in  the  gymnastic  display  was  by  the  jun- 
ior boys,  who  wore  a  uniform  of  the  singlet  and  trousers  of 
the  regular  gymnasium  suit.  It  was  an  exhibition  of  the  or- 
dinary exercises  in  the  ranks  followed  by  a  wand  drill  which 
was  very  prettily  executed,  and,  like  most  of  the  numbers, 
performed  to  music  ?  The  next  was  one  of  the  most  graceful 
features  of  the  evening,  a  series  of  folk  dances  by  twenty  of 
the  senior  girls,  who  appeared  to  excellent  advantage  in  their 
costumes  of  blue  sailor  suits.  The  primary  flag  and  dumb-bell 
drill  made  a  most  favorable  impression  and  was  generously  ap- 
plauded. 

The  apparatus  work  of  the  senior  boys  was,  perhaps,  the 
number  of  the  greatest  variety  and  interest.  The  feats  re- 
quired much  daring  and  agility,  and  numbers  of  the  perform- 
ers received  the  special  applause  of  the  spectators.  The  work 
of  Charles  Mclnnes  and  Francis  Muise  was  particularly  good. 
The  turning  the  hand-springs  and  the  elephant-roll  afforded 
much  amusement. 

Miss  Crichton's  class  followed  with  a  display  of  elocution 
movements. 

The  program  was  here  varied  by  another  selection  from  the 
mandolin  club,  "College  Recollection  Waltz."     Following  this 
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came  the  building  of  the  human  pyramids.  It  was  partici- 
pated in  by  from  eight  to  ten  persons.  The  fourth  of  these, 
in  which  the  one  at  the  top  stood  some  fifteen  feet  above  the 
platform,  according  to  the  applause  of  the  spectators,  was 
pronounced  T5est. 

In  the  tug-of-war,  Nova  Scotia  against  the  world,  that  is 
the  representatives  of  the  other  provinces — the  laurels  were 
awarded  to  Nova  Scotia,  which  won  the  best  two  out  of  three. 
All  the  participants  now  marched  in,  drew  up  in  line,  and 
closed  the  meeting  by  singing  the  national  anthem." 

Health. — During  the  year  there  were  in  all  eight  cases  of 
more  or  less  serious  illness,  one  of  which  terminated  fatally. 
Willie  Taylor,  aged  9  years,  of  St.  John's,  Newfoundland, 
entered  the  school  in  September,  1908.  After  spending  the 
summer  months  with  his  parents  in  St.  John's,  he  returned 
to  the  school  at  the  opening  of  the  present  term  in  appar- 
ently good  health.  Several  weeks  later  he  was  suddenly  taken 
ill  and  the  attending  physician,  Dr.  A.  W.  H.  Lindsay,  hav- 
ing pronounced  his  trouble  to  be  appendicitis  the  lad  was  re- 
moved to  the  Victoria  General  Hospital,  where  an  operation 
was  performed.  His  condition  was  found  to  be  critical  and 
while  hopes  of  his  recovery  were  entertained  he  passed  away 
quietly  on  October  10th.  The  remains  were  forwarded  to  his 
sorrowing  parents  for  interment  in  St.  John's.  The  death  of 
this  bright  and  promising  little  boy  was  sincerely  mourned 
by  his  teachers  and  by  the  pupils  of  the  school. 

With  the  exceptions  to  which  reference  has  been  made  the 
pupils  have  enjoyed  excellent  health  and  the  work  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  has  progressed  without  interruption. 

Deaf  Blind  Boy. — One  of  the  most  interesting  pupils  now 
attending  this  school  is  a  boy  named  Albion  Nickerson,  who 
was  born  in  Tidville,  Digby  County,  Nova  Scotia,  on  'June 
25th,  1896.  When  six  months  old  he  had  a  se  vere  illness 
which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  both  sight  and  hearing.  He  en- 
tered this  institution  in  April,  1907,  at  which  time  his  mind 
was  almost  a  blank,  his  temper  uncontrollable,  his  habits  un- 
desirable and   his  physique  weak  and   puny.     I  realized  that 
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the  intellectual  training  of  a  boy  in  such  a  condition  was 
practically  impossible,  and  that  efforts  should  first  be  matte 
to  train  him  in  habits  of  cleanliness  and  to  give  him  regular 
outdoor  exercise.  He  was  next  placed  in  the  Kindergarten 
class  and  a  beginning  was  made  in  teaching  him  the  ordin- 
ary kindergarten  occupation.  For  many  months  there  appear- 
ed to  be  but  little  improvement  in  the  boy's  mental  condition 
but  as  he  grew  more  robust  and  his  interest  became  awakened 
he  ceased  to  give  way  to  fits  of  temper  and  began  to  take 
an  eager  interest  in  everything  that  he  could  recognize  by 
touch.  As  a  means  to  his  development  his  teacher  made  him 
responsible  for  the  taking  out  and  putting  away  of  the  appli- 
ances used  in  the  schoolroom.  This  duty  was  performed  by 
him  in  a  most  satisfactory  and  painstaking  manner  and  the 
lessons  of  order  and  neatness  thus  inculcated  the  boy  was  not 
slow  in  applying  elsewhere.  In  due  time  a  commencement 
was  made  in  teaching  him  through  the  manual  alphabet  the 
names  of  objects  which  were  placed  in  his  hands  or  which  he 
had  sought  "out  ^or  himself.  After  acquiring  a  limited  vocabu- 
lary he  was  taught  to  recognize  the  names  of  the  same  objects 
when  printed  in  the  Braille  system  and  now  he  is  able  to 
both  read  and  write  in  this  system  all  the  words  which  he  ihas 
learned.  If  a  cup  or  spoon  or  knife  or  fork  be  handed  to  him 
he  will  immediately  spell  the  name  of  the  object  with  his  jfin- 
gers  or  write  it  out  in  the  Braille  Point  system.  If  on  the 
other  hand  his  teacher  spells  upon  her  fingers  the  name  of  an 
article,  such  as  key,  or  hands  him  a  slip  of  paper  with  the 
word  key  written  in  Braille  he  will  at  once  select  from  a 
dozen  or  more  articles  the  key  or  whatever  orlier  article  may 
be  required.  Albion  displays  an  eager  interest  in  his  work 
and  no  pupil  in  the  school  appreciates  his  studies  more  than 
does  this  deaf-blind  boy.  He  enjoys  playing  with  his  school 
mates  and  enters  with  zest  into  all  the  games  in  which  he  can 
participate.  Leap  frog  is  one  of  his  favorite  amusements  and 
no  one  who  had  known  the  puny  lad  of  two  years  ago  would 
believe  him  to  be  the  same  fooy  as  the  sturdy,  Fright  faced, 
energetic  Albion  of  today.  Of  course  this  boy's  education  is 
only  just  begun  but  enough  has  been   accomplished     to  prove 
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that  he  possesses  mental  faculties  of  no  mean  order  and  that 
with  patience  and  perseverance  upon  the  part  of  himself  and 
his  devoted  teacher  he  is  in  a  fair  way  to  have  opened  to  him 
a  knowledge  of  the  world  in   which  he  lives. 

Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind.— While  the  graduates 
of  the  school  have  in  the  main  met  with  gratifying  success, 
there  have  been  those  who  have  found  it  difficult  to  take  part 
in  the  activities  of  the  workaday  world.  The  physical  disad- 
vantage of  blindness  is  in  itself  no  easy  matter  to  overcome, 
but  when  to  this  is  added  the  same  mental  and  temperament- 
al shortcomings  as  mark  a  percentage  of  persons  with  or  with- 
out sight  it  can  readily  be  understood  why  certain  blind  per- 
sons have  failed  to  achieve  success.  Many  years  ago  a  Loan 
Fund  was  established  in  connection  with  this  school.  From 
this  fund  helpful  advances  of  money  have  from  time  to  time 
been  made  to  deserving  graduates  and  these  loans  though 
small  have  been  a  material  help  to  many.  I  have  long  felt 
that  this  work  of  assisting  deserving  graduates  could  be 
greatly  developed  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  in  June 
last  a  number  of  the  more  successful  graduates  of  the  school 
met  at  the  institution  and  decided  to  organize  a  society  for 
the  express  purpose  of  helping  the  less  successful  blind  to  help 
themselves.  The  organization  has  been  named  "The  Maritime 
Association  for  the  Blind."  It  is  well  officered  and  includes 
as  members  some  of  the  most  energetic  and  enterprising 
graduates  of  the  school.  The  Association  proposes  to  work 
in  conjunction  with  the  school  to  forward  the  interests  of  the 
blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland.  It  pur- 
poses establishing  a  Loan  and  Aid  Fund  and  expending  the 
income  arising  therefrom  in  helping  the  less  successful  blind 
to  win  success.  I  bespeak  for  this  Association  the  sympathy 
and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  friends  of  the  blind  in  Eastern 
Canada.  Every  church  in  the  country  has  its  society  through 
which  the  less  fortunate  members  of  the  congregation  are 
helped  and  encouraged.  Every  cily  in  the  land  has  its  organ- 
izations whereby  work  is  provided  for  those  who  are  willing 
to  work  but  who  find  it  difficult1  to  fight  the  battle  of  life 
single-handed.  In  the  same  way  the  Maritime  Association  for 
the  Blind  has  open  to  it  a  wide  field  of  usefulness.  Through 
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its  timely  aid  blind  persons  may  be  encouraged  to  overcome 
temporary  difficulties  and  through  its  beneficient  influence  it  is 
hoped  that  every  blind  person  who  has  the  ability  and  capa- 
city to  do  anything  whereby  he  may  earn  an  honest  liveli- 
hood may  be  guided  to  the  special  field  of  labor  for  which  he 
is  adapted  and  may  be  filled  with  fresh  hope  and  confidence  in 
himself.  The  formation  of  this  association  is  a  great  grati- 
fication to  me.  First,  because  its  affairs  will  in  the  main 
be  managed  by  graduates  of  this  school.  Second,  because  I 
believe  that  intelligent  and  enthusiastic  work  along  the  lines 
which  the  association  has  laid  down  will  be  of  great  advant- 
age to  many  deserving  blind  persons.  Third,  because  I  believe 
that  this  association  is  undertaking  a  unique  work  among  and 
for  the  blind,  a  work  fraught  with  great  possibilities  for 
good  not  only  for  the  blind  of  these  provinces  but  for  the 
blind  of  other  countries. 

Conclusion. — In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  cordial  support  they  have  extended  to  me 
and  for  the  earnest  efforts  they  have  made  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  those  deprived  of  sight.

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Report  of  New  Brunswick  School  for  the  Deaf. 

To  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  for  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick: 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  information 
the  report  of  the  New  Brunswick  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  in 
doing  so  I  desire  to  offer  you  my  "hearty  congratulations  on 
having  attained  your  present  high  position. 

My  report  is  as  follows: 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  school  from 
January  1st  to  the  end  of  the  term  was  37,-20  girls  and  17 
boys. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  said  term  was  general- 
ly speaking  good,  there  being  no  serious  case  of  illness.  The 
thanks  of  my  Board  of  Directors  are  due  and  most  heartily 
accorded  to  Drs.  O.  G.  Corbett  and  Wm.  Warwick,  of  St. 
John  City,  for  their  gratuitous  attention  to  those  children 
who  needed  medical  aid.  The  remarks  on  health  apply  with 
equal  truth  to  the  period  from  the  opening  of  the  school  on 
Sept.  20th  to  the  present  date.  The  domestic  department  has 
been  ably  and  efficiently  administered. 

The  result  of  my  examinations  of  the  pupils,  held  in  May, 
was  eminently  satisfactory,  and  those  pupils  who  scored  high- 
est marks  were  awarded  prizes.  The  average  percentage  at- 
tained by  the  whole  school  was  90  2-3. 

The  closing  exercises  were  held  at  the  school  on  June  24th 
and  not  only  gave  much  satisfaction  to  the  visitors  present, 
but  went  to  show  the  nature  and  quality  of  the  work  done  in 
the  school. 

School  re-opened  on  Sept.  20th,  when  three  new  pupils,  2 
boys  and  1  girl,  were  admitted,  and  the  number  of  pupils  at 
present  in  attendance  is  33,-19  girls  and  14  boys. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  report  continuous  and 
marked  progress  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  in  each  grade,  of 
which  there    are  four,  in  the  various  subjects  constituting  our 
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curriculum.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  teaching 
of  language,  for  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  knowledge  of 
language  is  precisely  that  which  the  deaf  most  need,  and  my 
efforts  have  been  particularly  directed  towards  the  cultivation 
of  the  intellect  and  the  moral  elevation  of  the  pupils,  rather 
than  the  storing  of  their  memories. 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  in  the  teaching  of  articula- 
tion and  lip-reading  to  those  children  fitted  for  such  instruc- 
tion, and  it  is  hoped  that  more  may  be  done  in  this  branch 
of  our  educational  system  as  soon  as  our  financial  circum- 
stances enable  us  to  add   to   our  teaching  staff. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  urging  upon  the  Provin- 
cial Government  the  absolute  necessity  and  supreme  import- 
ance of  providing  for  the  Compulsory  Education  of  the  Deaf 
of  the  Province.  It  is  common  knowledge  that  there  is  a 
.large  number  of  deaf  mutes  in  the  Province  whose  parents  or 
guardians  either  refuse  or  neglect  sending  them  to  school,  and 
these  children  are<  growing  up  in  a  state  of  ignorance  render- 
ing them  a  burden  to  the  Province  and  a  menace  to  the  com- 
munity.

How  shall  we  procure  study  from  our  pupils  during  the 
hours  in  which  they  are  not  under  our  supervision?  This  is 
one  of  the  many  problems  which  confronts  us  as  teachers,  and 
is  one  which  often  requires  a  great  deal  of  tact  and  persev- 
erance to  solve.  The  country  school  teacher  has  many  draw- 
backs which  the  town  teacher  has  not  and  vice  versa.  The 
former  has  usually,  although  I  do  not  say  always,  less  co- 
operation outside  of  school,  as  there  is  little  in  so  many  -of  the 
homes  to  which  one  can  appeal  or  upon  which  one  can  "fall 
back"  in  his  efforts  to  attain  results  in  his  pupils.  Another 
drawback  is  the  demand  made  upon  children  that  they  shall 
work  outside  of  school  and  often,  when  pupils  come  to  school 
with  unprepared  lessons,  they  explain  that  they  cannot  get 
time  to  prepare  them,  and  in  some  cases  this  is  pretty  nearly 
the  truth.  Then  if  the  pupil  is  kept  after  school  for  special 
help  the  parents  complain  that  there  are  so  many  "chores" 
for  the  bovs  to  do  that  they  cannot  possibly  afford  to  spend 
time  after  four  o'clock  in  the  school  room.  If  the  parents 
were  sufficiently  ambitious  along  educational  lines  for  their 
children,  this  hindrance  to  teachers'  work  would  be  greatly 
lessened.  I  have  found  that  a  visit  to  the  home  often  brings 
better  lessons  and  a  greater  desire  to  please.  The  homes  may 
not  be  very  pleasant  to  enter  sometimes  but  one  will  see  and 
learn  something  about  both  parent  and  child  which  will  help 
in  the  school  room  work.  Take  advantage  of  the  visit  to 
sow  some  little  seed  of  good.  Do  not  be  afraid  to  show  your 
interest  in  the  child  and  you  will  find  the  parent's  interest 
increased  and  more  anxious  to  help  you.  Yet  I  call  to  mind  one 
home  in  which  I  spent  several  months,  where  the  parents,  es- 
pecially the  mother,  were  well  educated,    but     still    were  so 
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greedy  for  the  "lusts  of  this  world"  that  their  fourteen-year 
old  son  was  given  no  chance  whatever  to  study  at  home  from 
5  a.  m.  until  8  or  9  p.  m.,  ait  which  time  a  growing  boy 
feels  more  like  retiring  than  studying  a  few  lessons. 

But  there  are  many  homes  in  both  town  and  country,  and 
the  number  is  steadily  increasing,  where  the  greatest  possible 
interest  is  taken  in  the  children,  where  the  parents  are  well- 
educated  and  realize  that  education  is  a  valuable  possession 
in  whatever  work  their  son  or  daughter  may  in  after  years 
engage  and  are  therefore  very  ambitious  for  their  children. 
With  the  pupils  from  such  homes  we  have  little  difficulty 
and  it  is  indeed  a  pity  that  the  percentage  of  such  homes  is 
as  yet  comparatively  small. 

But  the  fault  of  poor  recitations  from  pupils,  belonging 
to  either  interested  or  disinterested  parents,  is  sometimes, 
and  I  fear  even  often,  the  teacher's. 

The  assignment  of  the  lesson,  which  is  to  be  prepared  at 
home,  is  an  important  factor;  assignments  are  so  often  made 
by  chapters,  topics  or  phages  without  any  words  of  caution  or 
-  assistance.     The  child  is  entitled  to    help  and  time    must  be 
taken  in  which  to   give  it  to  him.    The  pupil  must  have  some 
motive  for  attacking  his  task  or    some    interest  in    its  con- 
tents, if  he  is  to  give  it   the  necessary     attention,     for  the 
printed  page  is  very  monotonous  to    the  average  pupilr— there 
is  not  the  variety  which  there  is    in  an   oral  lesson — and  to 
give  this    motive  is  one  of  the  teacher's    duties.      We  must 
"connect  up"  the  new   lesson    with  the  old  or  the  new  will  be 
practically  without  meaning    to  the  pupil.       We  must  arouse 
an  interest  in  the  subject-matter,  which  task  will  depend  in 
each  case  upon  our  own  ingenuity.    An  anecdote  or  some  per- 
sonal reference,  when  properly  handled,    is     often    useful  in 
awakening  interest    or  curiosity   as  to   what    the  lesson  con- 
tains, and  furnish  an  incentive  for  study  which  can  be  gained 
in  few  other  ways.     The  assignment  of  the  lesson  should  also 
clear  up  anything    which  may  not  be  perfectly  understood  by 
the  pupil.     It  must  be  a  matter  of  judgment  in  each  case  as 
to  how  far  the   teacher  shall  go  in  explaining  the  text.  The 
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difficulties  may  consist  of  new  words,  of  familiar  words 
used  in  a  new  way  or  of  difficult  constructions  of  sentences. 
Some  authorities  argue  that  the  teacher  should  give  absolute- 
ly no  help  in  the  assignment;  they  assert  that  the  pupil 
should  solve  the  difficulties  for  himself.  This  may  sometimes 
in  some  subjects  be  possible,  in  the  higher  grades  but  never 
in  the  lower  grades.  For  example  if  the  difficulty  is  a  new 
word  the  student  may  find  the  dictionary  definition  of  a 
word,  which  is  often  misleading  and  if  the  meaning  is  gained 
by  context  the  pupil  is  often  required  to  "unlearn"  definitions 
which  he  ought  never  to  have  learned.  The  only  preventive 
then  is  the  review  of  the  lesson  by  the  teacher  with  the 
pupils,  in  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  grades  at 
least,  although  care  should  be  taken  not  to  make  the  text  too 
easy  for  the  older  ones,  but  to  me  it  seems  almost  impos- 
sible to  give  too  much  explanation  of  the  text  to  the  smaller 
pupils.  Every  teacher  with  any  experience  in  elementary 
school  work  will  testify  that  pupils  who  are  allowed  to  get 
what  they  can  out  of  the  lesson,  unassisted,  almost  invariab- 
ly come  to  class  unprepared  and  all  will  agree  with  me  in 
saying  that  it  is  unjust  to  hold  pupils  responsible  for  some- 
thing that  is  vague  and  hazy  to  them.  The  teacher  who,  in 
the  lower  grades,  does  not  explain  when  giving  the  lesson, 
must  in  the  recitation.  Of  course,  in  the  higher  grades  the 
pupils  should  be  encouraged  to  search  out  the  difficulties  for 
themselves  but  even  here  it  cannot  be  accomplished  unless 
some  hint  as  to  the  method  is  given  at  the  time  of  the  as- 
signment. 

But  even  if  the  home  influences  are  fairly  favorable  and  af- 
ter the  lesson  has  been  well  explained  we  still  are  discouraged 
by  imperfect  recitations.  Occasionally,  but  quite  rarely  though 
we  are  glad  to  say,  one  meets  (with  the  pupil  who  has  not  the 
capacity  for  study  and  with  such  it  is  hard  to  decide  how  to 
deal,  but  much  oftener  (?)  we  meet  with  the  pupil  who  has 
the  capacity  but  not  the  will.  Jacotot  has  said,  "Where  there 
is  no  will  there  is  no  capacity  for  learning,"  but  still  who 
would  not  prefer  to  deal  with  the  one  who  has  the  capacity 
and    not    the    will    rather  than    with    the    one  who  has  no 
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capacity?  If  the  capacity  is  there  we  can  gnerally  show 
them  the  connection  between  education  and  real  life — con- 
vince that  knowledge  and  power  go  hand  in  hand  and  thus 
lead  them  on.  . 

Now  some  of  you  ma)r  have  met  with  still  another  class 
of  pupils;  he  may  or  may  not  have  the  capacity  for  learning; 
he  may  or  may  not  have  the  will  to  study  or  he  may  possess 
both  and  still  fail  simply  because  he  does  not  know  how  to 
study  or  how  to  think.  The  teacher's  plain  duty  then  to- 
ward such  a  pupil  is  to  try  to  teach  him  to  study.  I  think 
it  was  Kingslev  who  said,  "When  a  man  has  learned  how  to 
learn  he  can  soon  learn  anything."  To  teach  him  then  to 
avoid  mixing  play  and  work,  that  is,  to  give  his  whole  at- 
tention to  the  work  in  hand;  and  show  him  that  working  and 
playing  at  regular  intervals  helps  to 'mate  healthy  bodies  and 
healthy  minds.  Persuade  him  to  do  his  best  and  praise  his 
efforts.  If  persuasion  and  praise  fail  to  produce  the  desired 
effect — and  there  are  some  pupils,  boys  and  girls,  too,  I  must 
admit,  upon  whom  neither  has  any  outward  effect — then 
resort  to  other  means.  Hold  the  pupil  rigidly  respon- 
sible for  the  performing  of  his  home  tasks;  first,  be  confi- 
dent that  he  is  doing  his  best  under  the  circumstances  and 
then  be  firm  with  him;  begin  with  some  mild  form  of  punish- 
ment and  steadily  increase  it  until  a  satisfactory  result  is 
reached.  Finally,  then,  what  are  the  factors  which  tend  to 
produce  home  study? 

First,  there  is  the  encouragement  which  the  pupil  should 
receive  at  home  and  the  failure  of  which  we  think  can  be  reme- 
died by  visits  to  the  home.  The  visit  will  be  well  worth 
whatever  sacrifices  have  to  be  made.  Next  there  is  the  as- 
signment of  the  task,  which  is  very  important.  This  respon- 
sibility rests  with  the  teacher. 

Third,  we  must  endeavor  to  show  our  pupils  how  to 
study. 
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Finally,  if  the  atmosphere  at  home  is  educational,  if  the 
task  at  home  has  been  properly  assigned,  if  the  pupil  has  any 
capacity  whatever  for  study  or  learning,  and  Jacotot  also 
said  that  "all  human  beings  are  equally  capable  of  learn- 
ing," then  we  must  persuade,  praise  and  compel  the  pupils 
themselves  and  hold  them  responsible,  for  certainly  no  one 
else  is.

MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  HONOR: 

I  beg  to  submit,  as  required  by  law,  my  report  on  the 
public  schools  of  the  Province  for  the  school  year  1909-10. 

The  tabular  statements  given  in  Part  II.  are  for  the  school 
year  which  ended  June  30th,  1910.  The  Inspectors'  Reports  in 
Part  III.  cover  the  whole  of  the  Calendar  vear  1910,. 

The  very  satisfactory  increases  as  shown  in  my  report  of 
last  year  have  been  maintained  and  in  many  respects  added  to 
during  the  vear  for  which  this  report  is  made.  It  was  pointed 
out  then  that  the  year  1909-10  made  the  best  showing  of  any 
year  in  the  educational  history  of  this  Province.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  note,  as  the  accompanying  tables  .show,  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  many  items. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  different 
pupils  in  attendance  during  the  year,  the  proportion  of  popula- 
tion at  school,  the  total  enrolment,  the  percentage  of  attend- 
ance and  in  the  number  of  teachers  employed.  This  general  in- 
crease has  necessarily  been  responsible  for  increased  expendi- 
ture which  it  is  pleasing  to  note  has  not  been  grudgingly  cri- 
ticized from  any  quarter. 
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In  looking  over  the  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase 
in  attendance  is  furnished  almost  entirely  bv  the  rural  schools.

SIR:  We  beg  to  submit  our  report  upon  the  Matriculation 
and  Leaving  Examinations  for  the  current  year. 

There  were  130  candidates  for  Matriculation,  11  for  Leav- 
ing. Of  the  candidates  for  Matriculation  3  passed  in  the  First 
Division,  63  in  the  Second  Division,  30  in  the  Third  Division, 
and  27  in  the  Third  Division  conditionally,  while  7  failed. 

Of  the  candidates  for  Leaving,  5  passed  in  the  Second  Divi- 
sion, 3. in  the  Third  and  3  in  the  Third  conditionally. 

The  number  passing  in  First '  Division  is  smaller  than  for 
several  years  past,  because,  acting  in  accordance  with  your  in- 
structions, the  examiners  carried  out  the  regulation  in  the 
School  Law,  and  required  75  per  cent,  for  admission  to  the 
First  Division  instead  of  70  per  cent.  The  detailed  lists  are 
hereto  attached.

TEACHERS. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  last  year's  class  at  the  Nor- 
mal School  was  one  of  the  largest  in  its  history,  the  supply  of 
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teachers  is  net  yet  equal  to  the  demand  especially  during  the 
winter  term.  I  am  confident  that  we  would  make  a  consider- 
ably better  showing  in  school  attendance  if  teachers  could  be 
obtained  with  facility  when  required.  This  applies  more  espe- 
cially to  the  poorer  and  more  remote  districts.  I  regret  to 
note  that  the  trustees  of  the  abler  districts  take  advantage  of 
this  scarcity  of  teachers  in  some  cases,  either  by  delaying  to 
secure  a  teacher  of  a  higher  class  until  too  late  in  order  to 
obtain  a  cheaper  third  class  teacher,  thus  depriving  some 
poorer  and  remote  district  of  her  services,  or  by  closing  their 
schools  for  the  term  altogether  on  the  plea  that  they  could 
not  get  a  teacher. 

The  regulation  regarding  the  employment  of  third  class 
teachers  in  districts  with  a  valuation  of  more  than  $15,000  is 
still  evaded  in  some  cases  by  both  teachers  and  trustees  on  the 
plea  of  ignorance.  Surely  even  third  class  teachers  should  be 
expected  to  have  a  better  knowledge  of  the  school  law. 

I  think  that  increased  local  effort  is  being  made  in  many 
of  the  rural  districts  and  that  many  country  teachers  are  re- 
ceiving better  salaries  each  year.  In  some  of  the  towns  this  in- 
crease is  not  so  apparent,  but  as  few  of  them  report  salaries 
paid  it  is  not  possible  to  state  with  certainty.  In  future  I  pro- 
pose asking  each  school  board,  sending  a  report  for  publication 
to  include  the  salaries  paid  the  teacher.  Such  report  will  be 
useful  to  other  boards  for  purposes  of  comparison  and  I  hope 
may  prove  stimulating. 

I  note  with  pleasure  that  the  St.  John  Board  has  again 
given  a  deserved  increase  to  its  staff  of  teachers. 

The  drain  upon  our  supply  of  teachers  to  the  West  has  been 
noted  by  some  of  the  Inspectors  and  was  referred  to  in  my  last 
report.  This  depletion  still  continues  to  an  even  greater  extent 
tli an  heretofore.  The  male  teachers  are  particularly  susceptible 
to  this  lure  and  out  of  a  class  of  more  than  fifty  teachers  re- 
ceiving military  training  here  last  summer,  more  than  one- 
half  are  now  in  the  West.  I  am  in  receipt  of  daily  applica- 
tions from  the  educational  authorities  there  to  report  upon 
the  standing  and  class  of  license  of  some  of  our  teachers.  It 
is  the  best  and  most  ambitious  of  our  teachers,  those  who 
hold  the  highest  classes  of  licenses  that  are  in  demand. 

In  view  of  this  migration  on  the  part  of  our  best  teachers 
and  the  cost  and  injury  to  the  province   thereby,    a  regulation 
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is  tinder  consideration  requiring  those  entering  Normal  School 
to  give  bonds  not  to  teach  outside  the  province  for  three  years, 
failing  to  comply  with  which  a  certain  sum  shall  be  forfeited. 

Of  course  the  most  potent  inducement  to  teachers  to  re- 
main would  be  the  receipt  of  salaries  equal  to  those  paid  in 
the  west.  It  will  be  some  time,  however,  before  the  East  is 
able  to  compete  with  the  West  in  that  respect,  and  while  no 
one  can  blame  teachers  for  seeking  their  own  best  interests,  it 
surely  can  not  be  amiss  for  the  province  to  protect  its  own  in- 
terests and  claim  some  return  for  the  cost  of  the  education 
and  training  of  its  teachers. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  in  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Normal  School  that  there  is  a  larger  number  of  French  teach- 
ers than  usual  taking  the  full  course. 

More  higher  class  teachers  and  better  preparatory  schools 
are  greatly  needed  in  the  French  districts. 

In  consequence  of  complaints  from  various  quarters  re- 
garding the  conduct  of  teachers,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
pass  the  following  regulation: 

The  complaint  most  frequently  made  is  that  relating  to 
breaches  of  faith  on  the  part  of  some  teachers,  by  engaging 
schools  and  promising  to  come  at  a  certain  time,  after  which, 
without  compunction,  they  accept  another  school,  putting  the 
trustees  to  great  inconvenience  and  often  preventing  them  alto- 
gether at  that  time  from  securing  the  services  of  a  teacher. 

REGULATION   OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  RE  COM- 
PLAINTS AGAINST  TEACHERS. 

ORDERED— Whenever  a  formal  and  well-grounded  com- 
plaint shall  have  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Education  by  an 
Inspector,  School  Board  or  not  less  than  seven  ratepayers  of 
a  school  district,  as  to  the  incompetency,  gross  neglect  of  duty, 
breach  of  faith  or  contract,  violation  of  the  prescribed  regula- 
tions or  conduct  not  becoming  an  instructor  of  the  young,  on 
the  part  of  a  teacher,  the  Board  of  Education,  upon  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  charges  made,  may  cancel  or 
suspend  the  license  of  such  teacher,  or  in  case  of  incompetency, 
order  his  re-examination  at  the  next  regular  examination  of 
candidates  for  Teachers'  Licenses. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

After  a  year's  trial  I  think  it  may  be  safely  asserted  that 
the  new  Text-books  in  Grammar,  Geometry  and  General  His- 
tory have  given  satisfaction.  This  is  emphatically  true  of  the 
two  latter.  An  elementary  text  in  composition  has  been  pre- 
scribed which  is  published  separately  or  in  connection  with  the 
Grammar  at  an  additional  cost  of  five  cents.  Gage's  Speller 
has  been  the  prescribed  text  for  some  time.  It  has  been  thor- 
oughly revised  and  is  the  only  Speller  now  authorized.  It  is 
sold  to  the  pupil  for  fifteen  cents  and  its  use  is  insisted  upon 
in  all  grades  for  which  a  Speller  is  required.  Its  use  has  al- 
ready resulted  in  greater  attention  to  the  subject  and  drill  up- 
on common  words  not  met  with  in  the  other  subjects  of  the 
course  of  instruction.  No  text  book  in  Mental  Arithmetic  has 
been  prescribed,  but  it  is  required  for  Normal  and  High  School 
entrance  and  it  is  expected  to  be  given  in  all  schools.  The  In- 
spectors report  that  much  more  attention  is  being  given  it. 

Formal  instruction  in  Writing  has  been  given  during  the 
year  to  the  formal  School  students  and  I  look  for  excellent 
results  from  the  same.  Teachers  can  not  well  be  expected  to 
give  instruction  in  this  subject  if  they  have  not  received  it 
themselves. 

The  Nature  Study  and  Agriculture  leaflet  has  been  furnish- 
ed all  schools  and  has  been  taken  up  in  the  Normal  School  as 
w  ell.  The  inspectors  report  good  results.  Inspector  Steeves 
proposed  to  enlarge  its  scope — a  design  in  which  I  heartily 
concur. 

The  Text-book  Committee  met  as  usual  in  December.  No 
change  in  the  texts  used  in  the  common  schools  was  recom- 
mended and  only  one  for  the  High  schools.  For  some  time 
our  texts  in  Botany  and  Chemistry  have  been  obsolete,  indeed, 
no  two  subjects  are  so  susceptible  to  change  as  these,  the  me- 
thods of  teaching  which  have  been  in  some  respects  revolution- 
ized. The  Beginners'  Botany,  by  Prof.  Iy.  H.  Bailey,  of  Cor- 
nell, a  distinguished  scientist  and  an  eminent  authority  upon 
agriculture,  has  been  recommended  for  adoption.  This  text,  if 
prescribed,  will  bring  the  subject  more  in  harmony  with  the 
agricultural  teaching  we  desire  in  the  schools  than  the  former 
text,  which  is  now  out  of  date. 

No  text  book  in  Chemistry  was  prescribed,  though  we 
need  a  better  one  than  we  have  at  present.     It  was  thought 
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by  the  committee  that  more  attention  should  be  given  the  im- 
portant subject  of  Physics  and  that  it  would  be  desirable  to 
wait  until  a  suitable  text  combining  Physics  with  Chemistry 
could  be  secured. 

Up  to  this  time  our  course  has  not  provided  any  text  for 
Music,  though  special  instructors  have  been  provided  by  some 
of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Province,  and  from  many  quar- 
ters come  a  demand  for  more  attention  to  it  generally.  In  this 
I  heartily  sympathize  and  believe  that  instruction  in  music 
should  form  a  part  of  every  child's  education  and  become  a 
factor  in  the  life  of  the  community.  It  is  impossible  to  give 
adequate  instruction  in  the  subject  unless  a  text  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  pupils,  at  least  in  the  more  advanced  grades.  In 
order  to  accomplish  this  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  text  prescrib- 
ed and  the  committee,  upon  the  recommendation  of  some  of 
the  instructors,  has  recommended  that  the  New  Public  School 
Music  Course  be  adopted,  subject  to  the  substitution  of  a  few 
patriotic  Canadian  and  British  selections,  for  an  equal  number 
the  books  already  contain. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  province  stands  almost  alone 
in  having  a  three  years'  High  school  course,  and  that  many 
demands  in  addition  to  its  present  provisions  are  constantly 
being  made,  increased  requirements  by  many  colleges,  in  law, 
medicine,  longer  holidays,  less  home  work,  shorter  school 
hours,  agricultural  and  manual  instruction,  commercial  and 
technical  instruction  and  several  others.  I  do  not  see 
that  we  can  avoid  much  longer  a  four  years'  High  school 
course.  I  would  relegate  the  teaching  of  Latin  and  Al- 
gebra to  the  High  school  and  substitute  for  them  in 
Grades  VII.  and  VIII,  agriculture,  more  English  and  commer- 
cial subjects.  I  strongly  favor  advanced  commercial  courses  to 
parallel  the  classical  courses  $n  the  High  schools  of  St.  John, 
Monet  on  and  Fredericton.  This  change  would  not  necessarily 
imply  additional  expense.  I  also  favor,  at  first  in  each  coun- 
ty, in  connection  with  some  Consolidated,  Superior  or  High 
school,  rurally  or  semi-rurally  located,  a  small  rented  farm, 
with  a  skilled  man  in  charge,  and  upon  which  the  pupils  could 
work  and  receive  instruction.  The  farm  should  raise,  by  the 
most  approved  methods  of  agrieulture,  such  crops  as  are  best 
adapted  to  successful  growth  in  that  neighborhood,  and  should 
be  expected  to  pay  expenses.  After  a  period  of  three  or  four 
years  iu  one  locality  the  farm  should    be  "moved    on."  Such 
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agricultural  teaching  would  not  only  be  the  most  effective  for 
boys  and  girls,  but  would  be  an  object  lesson  to  the  whole 
community. 

Our  course  of  instruction  in  common  with  all  others  is  ad- 
mittedly crowded,  and  I  would  gladly  see  its  requirements  re- 
duced, but  owing  to  the  increasing  complexity  of  our  civiliza- 
tion it  must  be  expected  that  it  will  be  added  to.  Our  boys 
and  girls  come  into  competition  with  all  others  and  must  not 
be  handicapped  by  any  inferior  equipment  to  begin  with. 

Changes  in  text  books  are  not  made  frequently  in  this  Pro- 
vince, and  after  twenty  or  thirty  years'  use,  when  such  chang- 
es are  made  there  is  grumbling .  There  can  not  be  progress 
without  change,  and  in  Education  as  in  everything  else,  we 
should  have  the  most  modern  implements  to  use. 

INSPECTION. 

The  reports  of  the  Inspectors  as  usual  contain  much  that  is 
interesting  and  suggestive.  I  would  direct  attention  to  Inspec- 
tor Hanson's  remarks  regarding  the  increasing  number  of 
teachers  who  leave  for  the  Canadian  West,  and  to  the  excellent 
report  of  Inspector  Stceves  and  some  of  the  work  being  carried 
on  in  his  progressive  district,  special  features  of  which  during 
the  year  have  been  the  lectures  upon  farm  topics  given  in  con^ 
junction  with  the  Agricultural  Department,  to  a  group  of  his 
schools,  and  a  joint  County  Institute  of  farmers  and  teachers. 
Kings  contains  more  consolidated  schools,  modern  education 
and  rural  school  gardens  than  any  county  in  the  Province.  I 
hope  its  example  will  be  followed  by  others. 

Two  conferences  with  the  Inspectors  were  held  during  the 
year — at  Monet  on  and  Fredericton.  At  these  conferences  we 
were  assisted  in  various  phases  of  our  work  by  the  counsel  of 
Capt.  Borden,  Principal  Bridges  Director  Kidner  and  Mr.  H.  H. 
1  lager  man. 

It  was  decided  to  emphasize  in  the  work  of  the  year  the 
subjects  of  vSpelling,  Writing  and  Mental  Arithmetic.  All  the 
inspectors  agree  that  the  examination  set  upon  the  last  subject 
has  had  a  most  stimulating  effect.  Some  of  the  inspectors  and 
Mr.  Ilagerman  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  preliminary  exami- 
nation were  given  in  drawing  it  would  not  be  slighted  as 
It  is  in  many  schools.  As  the  facilities  for  giving  instruction 
in  Drawing  are  not  good  in  many  country   schools,  it  was  de- 

d  not  to  assign  any  paper  a  t  present,  but  it  is  of  no  use  to 
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employ  a  competent  instructor  of  the  subject  in  the  Normal 
School  if  this  important  subject  is  to  be  neglected  in  our 
schools.  The  inspectors  will  look  carefully  into  the  attention 
given  to  this  subject  in  all  the  schools  and  report  upon  the 
possibilities  for  the  future. 

Some  of  the  inspectors  have  been  prevented  by  illness  from 
giving  the  usual  amount  of  attention  to  their  duties,  and  all 
have  found  it  more  difficult  to  overtake  the  whole  of  their 
work  in  the  first  term  on  account  of  the  lengthening  of  the 
summer  vacation  in  the  country  schools. 

The  Inspectors  have  asked  an  increase  in  their  stipend,  be- 
cause of  the  increased  cost  of  living,  and  from  experience  in  the 
work  I  am  in  a  position  to  state  that  such  a  request  is  amply 
justified. 

For  some  time  there  has  been  needed  a  suggestive  time 
table  for  French-English  Schools,  the  work  of  which  is  dif- 
ficult owing  to  the  two  languages  involved.  With  the  assist- 
ance of  Inspectors  Hebert  and  Doucet  such  a  time  table  is 
published  in  this  report.  I  hope  it  may  be  found  helpful. 
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NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

I  would  direct  attention  to  the  report  of  Dr.  Bridges,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Normal  School.  He  points  out  some  of  the  im- 
provements that  have  been  made.  The  renovation  of  some  of 
the  rooms,  new  furniture,  improved  apparatus  for  Normal  and 
Model  Schools,  the  instalment  of  apparatus  for  fire  drill.  He 
speaks  of  the  introduction  of  physical  drill  and  its  beneficial 
results  of  the  instruction  being  given  in  Writing,  Nature  Study 
and  Agriculture,  and  of  the  School  Garden,  photos  of  which 
appear  with  his  report. 

He  very  justly  remarks  that  the  Normal  School  was  built 
for  the  requirements  of  thirty  years  ago  and  it  is  needless  for 
me  to  state  that  those  requirements  have  been  greatly  added 
to.  The  attendance  of  students  at  present  is  the  greatest  in 
the  history  of  the  school  and  it  has  been  a  severe  tax  to  pro- 
vide accommodation  for  all.  As  it  is,  in  some  of  the  class 
rooms  there  is  not  sufficient  seating  capacity.  Should  a  larger 
class  present  itself  another  year,  it  would  be  necessary" to  re- 
fuse admission  to  some  and  this  would  furnish  a  most  perplex- 
ing problem. 

The  halls  which  are  dark  and  poorly  ventilated  have  now 
to  be  used  for  physical  training,  and  with  added  accommoda- 
tion greater  teaching  power  could  be  obtained  from  the  pres- 
ent staff  of  instructors. 

Acting  under  instruction  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  I  have  had  plans  prepared  by  an  architect  for 
an  extension  to  the  building  to  accommodate  the  Model 
Schools,  the  Manual  Training  Department  and  to  furnish  a 
room  to  be  used  for  Physical  Training,  a  gymnasium,  or  which 
could  be  used  as  required  for  farmers'  meetings  or  agricultural 
work.  This  addition  would  also  solve  the  very  difficult  sanita- 
tion problem  that  must  be  dealt  with  in  a  short  time. 

I  would  recommend  that  increased  accommodation  be  pro- 
vided for  the  Normal  School  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Perhaps  the  most  marked  feature  in  bur  educational  work 
for  the  year  has  been  the  introduction  of  Physical  Training, 
the  regulations  governing  which  appear  in  this  report. 

All  the  members  of  the  graduating  classes   from  the  Nor- 
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mal  School  obtained  certificates  before  having  been  granted 
licenses.  There  was  a  large  class  of  teachers  trained  during  the 
summer  vacation  at  Fredericton,  and  during  the  year  large- 
ly attended  classes  received  instruction  at  Moncton  and 
in  St.  John,  the  classes  in  the  latter  city  numbering  more 
than  two  hundred.  Instruction  in  this  subject  has  also  been 
given  to  a  class  of  young  ladies  at  the  University.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  next  calendar  year  it  is  proposed  to  send  in- 
structors to  the  border  towns  of  St.  Stephen,  Milltown,  St. 
Andrews  and  St.  George  and  if  the  number  desiring  the  course 
warrants,  to  Woodstock  and  later  in  the  term  to  Chatham, 
Newcastle  and  Douglastown. 

It  has  been  sought,  in  as  far  as  possible,  to  have  this  in- 
struction given  in  all  centres  of  population  in  the  Province 
furnishing  a  sufficient  number  , of  teachers.  By  this  means  many 
of  the  graded  school  teachers  have  been  reached  and  a  few  of 
the  ungraded.  I  regret  that  more  of  the  teachers  in  country 
districts  can  not  be  reached  by  the  instructors,  but  as  it  is  de- 
sirable that  a  class  of  not  less  than  twenty  be  furnished  each 
drill-instructor  this  number  can  not  be  obtained  in  rural  cen- 
tres. 

As  is  pointed  out  elsewhere,  physical  training  courses  may 
be  obtained  during  the  summer  vacation  in  Fredericton,  and  I 
hope  that  many  teachers  will  take  advantage  of  this  opportun- 
itv.  . . 

This  course  has  been  generally  approved,  not  only  by 
teachers,  but  by  parents  and  although  the  drill  is  not  as  yet 
general,  its  beneficial  results  are  very  apparent.  Nowhere  is 
this  more  noticeable  than  among  the  students  at  the  Normal 
School,  whose  general  health  and  improved  physique  give  con- 
vincing proof  of  the  benefits  derived  from  physical  training. 

Col.  Humphrey,  the  D.  O.  C,  has  given  this  work  his  able 
and  sympathetic  co-operation,  and  the  tact  and  administrat- 
ive ability  of  Capt.  A.  H.  Borden,  the  Supervisor  of  Physical 
Training  for  the  Maritime  Provinces,  have  been  the  most  pot- 
ent factors  in  its  success  in  New  Brunswick. 

Physical  exercises  have  always  occupied  a  place  in  our 
course  of  instruction,  but  have  usually  been  rather  perfunctor- 
ily carried  out.  The  present  physical  training  is  not  expected 
to  take  up  any  more  of  the  school  time  than  any  former  sys- 
tem.  It  is  largely  the  Swedish  system  and  is  in  use  through- 
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out  the  British  Empire.  Physical  training  is  as  important  as 
mental  and  should  go  hand  in  hand  with  it. 

Courses  in  Physical  Training  will  be  conducted  at  Frederic- 
ton  beginning  about  July  12th  next.  This  course  consists  of 
approximately  30  lessons  of  one  hour  each.  At  the  completion 
of  the  course  a  certificate  is  granted  by  the  Militia  Department. 
It  is  now  necessary,  in  order  to  obtain  a  license  in  this  Prov- 
ince, to  have  this  certificate  and  after  the  end  of  the  present 
school  year  all  teachers  must  possess  it  to  obtain  advance  of 
class,  and  at  the  end  of  four  years  from  the  same  date  all 
schools  must  provide  physical  training  by  qualified  instructors. 

The  text  book  used  is  "Physical  Exercises  for  use  in  Public 
Elementary  Schools."  It  may  be  obtained  from  book  sellers. 
This  text  book  has  been  published  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
England,  and  embodies  the  principles  of  Swedish  drill.  When- 
ever a  sufficient  number  of  teachers  apply  a  course  in  this  sub- 
ject at  different  centres  throughout  the  Province  will  be  pro- 
vided for  during  the  school  terms,  in  order  to  enable  the  teach- 
ers to  qualify  with  the  least  inconvenience,  but  teachers  in  re- 
mote districts  should  avail  themselves  of  the  summer  schools 
to  be  provided  at  Fredericton. 

Those  proposing  to  attend  these  courses  should,  if  possible, 
so  notify  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  by  the  10th  of 
June,  in  order  that  he  may  insure  that  a  sufficient  number  of 
instructors  will  be  available.  The  place  at  which  it  is  desired 
to  take  the  course  should  also  be  mentioned. 

A  course  in  physical  training  will  also  be  provided  at  the 
Summer  School  of  Science  for  the  Maritime  Provinces,  to  be 
held  this  year  at  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  beginning  about  July  13th

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Strathcona  Trust  has  allotted 
about  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  rewards  for  physical 
training  in  the  schools  of  New  Brunswick  for  the  coming  year.

The  manner  in  which  the  children  sit  at  the  desks  and  carry 
themselves  when  walking  or  standing  still  should  be  carefully 
noted,  an  erect  carriage  being  of  prime  importance. 

Military  Drill  is  entirely  optional  as  may  be  seen  by  the  re- 
gulations herewith  published  as  are  also  the  provisions  for

A  course  in  Military  Drill  for  male  teachers  and  prospect- 
ive teachers  will  be  provided  for  those  who  desire  a  Grade  A 
(Military)  Certificate  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  organiza- 
tion and  instruction  of  Cadet  Corps,  at  the  military  depot, 
Fredericton.  They  will  be  admitted  only  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  who  must  vouch 
for  their  professional  standing;  and  as  the  number  of  candi- 
dates may  be  limited,  those  standing  highest  in  the  profession 
with  the  best  prospect  of  being  able  to  organize  and  instruct 
a  cadet  corps,  will  receive  the  preference. 

% Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Chief  Sup- 
erintendent of  Education  not  later  than  June  10th,  quoting 
the  class  of  license  held;  or  better  still  (a)  the  school  in  which 
he  is  employed;  (b)  his  class  and  length  of  service;  (c)  the 
railway  station  from  which  he  will  require  a  requisition  for 
free  transportation;  and  (d)  his  address  which  should  be  sure 
to  find  him  promptly  at  any  time  from  the  middle  of  June  to 
the  date  at  which  he  must  start  for  the  school,  which  opens 
on  the  12th  of  July  at  the  military  depot,  Fredericton. 

This  course  will  last  six  weeks.  It  consists  of  scouting, 
musketry,  military  drill,  tactics  and  other  military  subjects 
which  will  qualify  a  teacher  as  a  cadet  corps  instructor,  or 
for  what  is  sometimes  called  a  "Military  A.  Certificate."  Phy- 
sical training  as  now  authorized  for  the  schools  will  form  a 
part  of  this  course. 

A  transport  requisition  will  be  forwarded  to  those  author- 
ized to  take  the  course.  This,  when  tendered  to  a  ticket  agent, 
will  procure  a  first  class  railway  ticket. 

The  actual  expenses  such  as  cab  fare,  meals,  etc.,  incurred 
in  proceeding  to  and  returning  from  the  military  depot,  Fred- 
erieton,  will  be  refunded  by  the  Militia  Department  to  those 
who  obtain  a  certificate. 

Those  attending  this  course  will  Deceive  Two  Dollars  per 
day  and  will  themselves  arrange  for  their  board  and  lodging. 
Those  who  do  not  already  belong  to  a  military  unit  will  be  re- 
quired to  wear  uniforms  as  for  Corps  of  School  Cadet  Instruc- 
tors, but  without  rank  badges. 
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The  uniform  authorized  for  Corps  of  School  Cadet  Instruc- 
tors is  as  follows: 

Jacket — Reefer  or  double  breasted  pattern  of  blue  black 
cloth  or  serge,  of  ordinary  civilian  sack-coat  length,  fastened  in 
front  by  two  rows  of  four  buttons  each  of  Canadian  Militia 
pattern.  Shoulder  straps — Blue  crash  with  gilt  metal  rank 
badges. 

Trousers — Of  serge  to  match  color  of  jacket.  No  stripe  at 
seams. 

Cap — Field  service,  infantry,  blue. 

The  uniform  to  be  provided  by  those  undergoing  instruc- 
tion. It  is  suggested  that  the  uniform  be  obtained  after  join- 
ing at  the  depot  in  order  that  uniformity  may  be  secured. 

A  sword  and  belt  should  be  provided. 

Teachers  who  pass  this  course  and  become  officers  in  a  re- 
giment of  the  militia,  or  officers  of  the  Corps  of  School  Cadet 
Instructors,  and  train  a  cadet  corps  which  passes  inspection 
will  receive  a  bonus    from  the  Militia  Department. 

This  military  "A."  Certificate  qualifies  an  officer  for  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant  in  an  infantry  regiment. 

Those  authorized  to  undergo  the  course  are  to  report  to 
the  Adjutant,  No.  5  Regimental  Depot,  Royal  Canadian  Regi- 
ment, at  Frederic  ton,  N.  B.,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  12th  of 
July. 

In  addition  to  the  bonus  granted  by  the  Militia  Depart- 
ment, some  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  has  been  allotted 
by  the  Executive  Council  Strathcona  Trust  for  the  coming 
school  year  for  rewards  for  military  drill  and  rifle  shooting  in 
New  Brunswick.

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PENSIONS. 

CAP.  XVII.  10,  Edward  VII. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  pensioning  of  School  Teachers,  Pass- 
ed 26th  March,  1910. 

1.  Any  person  who,  upon  the  passage  of  this  Act  or  there- 
after, shall  have  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years,  if  a  male,  or 
fifty-five  years  if  a  female,  and  who  has  been  engaged  as  a 
teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  this  province  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  thirty-five  years,  and  has  retired  from  active  ser- 
vice, and  upon  making  application  to  the  Board  of  Education, 
shall  be  entitled  for  the  remainder  of  his  or  her  life,  to  an  an- 
nual pension  equal  to  one-half  of  the  average  total  salary  of 
such  teacher  during  the  last  five  years  before  retiring,  but  in  no 
case  shall  such  pension  be  more  than  four  hundred  dollars. 

2.  Such  pension  shall  be  paid  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

REGULATIONS— TEACHERS'  PENSIONS. 

(1)  All  pensions  under  Chapter  XVII.  Edward  VII.,  1910, 
shall  be  payable  half-yearly,  at  the  end  of  the  School  Terms. 

(2)  Every  applicant  for  a  pension  under  this  Act,  must 
lodge  with  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  satisfactory 
proof,  by  affidavit  or  solemn  declaration,  of  having  taught  35 
years  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Brunswick  before  the  time 
at  which  such  pension  is  claimed,  under  a  regular  and  valid  li- 
cense issued  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

(3)  With  each  application  for  a  pension,  must  be  filed  a 
copy  of  the  registry  of  birth  of  the  applicant,  certified  by  a 
clergyman,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  church  record,  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  a  clergyman  and  a  magistrate,  or  by  two  re- 
sponsible persons,  giving  the  date  of  birth  of  the  applicant,  or 
such  other  proof  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. (Form  of  Certificate  will  be  supplied  by  the  Education 
Department). 

(4)  Each  person  entitled  to  a  pension  must  write  to  the 
Chief  Superintendent  at  the  close  of  each  school  term,  in  June 
and  in  December,  over  his  or  her  own  signature,  wjhich  signa- 
ture must  be  witnessed  by  a  clergyman  or  by  the  local  post- 
master officially,  giving  the  post  office  address  to  which  draft 
should  be  mailed. 

(5)  In  order  to  entitle  an  applicant  to   a  pension,  no 
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greater  deduction  for  loss  of  time  shall  be  allowed  in  any  one 

year  for  which  a  claim  is  made,  than  60  teaching  days,  nor  an 
aggregate  deduction  of  more  than  225  teaching  days  for  the 
full  period  of  35  years. 

(6)  The  first  pensions  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  at  the 
close  of  the  School  Term  ending  December  31st,  1910.  Appli- 
cations for  pensions  must  be  made  not  later  than  three  months 
before  the  end  of  any  school  term,  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  a 
pension  for  that  half-year.

PENSIONS  FOR  TEACHERS. 

Herewith  are  published  the  Act  relating  to  Teachers'  Pen- 
sions and  the  Regulations  governing  the  same,  together  with  a 
list  of  those  who  up  to  this  time  have  applied  for  pensions 
and  have  been  found  qualified  to  receive  them.  The  records  of 
teachers'  services  have  been  very  carefully  preserved  in  this 
office,  and  are  complete  since  the  year  1858.  I  recognize  the 
difficulty  many  teachers  have  in  recalling  accurately  during 
thirty-five  years  the  districts  in  which  they  served  and  their 
tenure  of  office  in  each.  The  clerical  work  connected  with 
searching  the  records  in  the  case  of  each  applicant  over  so 
long  a  period  has  been  very  heavy.  Each  claimant  for  a  pen- 
sion should  give  when  possible  the  district  and  parish  for  each 
school  term  of  service,  and  failing  this,  the  county.  If  the  lat- 
ter can  not  be  given,  and  there  have  been  but  few  such  lapses  of 
memory,  our  task  is  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible. 

In  awarding  pensions  under  any  fixed  plan,  there  must  of 
necessity  be  many  cases  of  hardship,  not  only  relating  to  those 
who  have  not  quite  c  ompleted  the  required  term  of  service,  but 
on  the  part  of  those  who  from  disability  are  unable  and  have 
no  prospect  of  doing  so.  Our  pension  act  is  no  exception  and 
several  deserving  teachers  have  applied  who  are  not  qualified, 
and  I  may  say  that  if  the  awards  had  been  made  according  to 
the  sympathies  of  the  members  of  the  Board  rather  than  upon 
the  Act  governing  it,  the  number  of  recipients  would  have  been

If  it  were  permissible  to  evade  the  act,  and  the  door  once 

opened,  such  numbers  would  apply  as  would  endanger  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  law  because  of  the  financial  inability  of  the 
Province  to  meet  its  requirements.   Such  a  state  of  affairs  was

brought  about  in  Ontario  a  few  years  ago. 
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I  hope  the  future  has  in  store  a  disability  clause  in  connec- 
tion with  our  present  Act,  and  that  all  teachers  shall  contri- 
bute toward  the  same.  I  may  add  that  the  pension  act  of  this 
province  is  the  most  liberal  that  any  Province  of  the  Domin- 
ion has  enacted  up  to  this  time, 
uoto 

VISITATION. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  able  at  different  times  to  visit 
some  of  the  schools  in  Carleton,  Charlotte,  St.  John,  Kings, 
Westmorland,  Albert,  Restigouche,  York,  Victoria,  Queens  and 
Sunburv  Counties,  and  I  have  endeavored,  whenever  time  has 
permitted,  to  call  upon  the  country  schools.  I  should  like  to 
be  abJe  to  do  more  of  this  work,  as  the  rural  schools  furnish 
most  of  our  problems.  I  find  it  difficult  to*  be  absent  long  from 
this  office  as  I  lose  touch  with  important  matters  connected 
with  the  somewhat  heavy  correspondence,  which  pensions  and 
other  items  have  considerably  added  to  during  the  year. 

It  was  my  privilege  also  to  attend  the  Provincial  Educa- 
tional Association  Meeting  of  Nova  Scotia  held  at  Truro  and 
to  profit  by  the  very  instructive  proceedings  there,  especially 
the  discussions  relating  to  the  revision  of  their  course  of 
study.  T  took  occasion  at  that  time  to  visit  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf,  in  both 
of  which  we  are  interested  in  this,  province,  because  of  the  pup- 
ils we  send  to  them.  As  these  schools  take  considerably  long- 
er vacations  than  our  public  schools,  I  was  so  unfortunate  as 
not  to  find  either  in  operation,  but  I  am  most  favorably  im- 
pressed by  the  beautiful  surroundings,  equipment  and  appear- 
ances of  comfort  and  neatness  presented  by  the  School  for  the 
Blind. 

The  Normal  School  at  Truro  is  a  fine  building,  with  admir- 
ably laid  out  and  well  planted  grounds.  Its  equipment  seems 
admirable  and  its  facilities  of  the  best.  I  regret  that  I  had  not 
the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Technical  School  at  Halifax. 

PROVINCIAL  TEACHERS'  INSTITUTE. 

The  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Institute  was  held  in  the 
High  school  building,  St.  John,  June  28th,  29th  and  30th.  The 
attendance  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Institute, 
there  being  present  nearly  six  hundred  teachers.  The  proceed- 
ings throughout  were  characterized  by  interest,  attention  and 
promptness.    Many  important  measures  were  discussed  and  ex- 
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cellent  papers  prepared.  It  was  the  privilege  of  the  Institute 
to  have  present  Dr.  A.  H.  Mackay,  Chief  Superintendent  of 
Education  for  Nova  Scotia,  and  to  hear  a  very  admirable  ad- 
dress from  him.  Among  others  present  and  taking  part  in  the 
programme  were  Dr.  John  Brittain  and  Capt.  A.  H.  Borden. 
The  proceedings  of  the  Institute  have  been  published  and  may 
be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Secretary,  Dr.  D.  W.  Hamil- 
ton, Fredericton.

COUNTY  INSTITUTES. 

As  several  of  the  counties  hold  their  institutes  on  years  al- 
ternating with  those  on  which  the  Provincial  institute  is  held, 
the  year  for  which  this  report  is  made  may  be  considered  an 
off  one. 

Excellent  institutes  were  held  in  Kings,  Westmorland,  Al- 
bert, Northumberland  and  Carleton-Victoria.  I  have  been  able 
to  be  present  at  Westmorland  and  Albert  and  hoped  to  be  pre. 
sent  at  Kent  and  Gloucester  and  to  take  opportunity  at  that 
time  to  visit  some  of  the  schools  in  those  counties.  Owing, 
however,  to  the  illness  of  the  Inspectors  and  the  removal  of 
members  of  the  executives  from  these  counties,  no  sessions 
were  held  during  the  year. 

I  have  already  pointed  out  one  excellent  feature  of  the 
Kings  County  Institute — the  co-operation  of  farmers,  trustees 
and  ratepayers  with  the  teachers.  Efforts  will  be  made  in  the 
future  at  all  county  institutes  to  induce  trustees  and  ratepay- 
ers to  take  part,  as  a  mutual  interchange  of  views  would  have 
excellent  results. 

CONSOLIDATED  SCHOOLS. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  during  the  year  to  visit  the 
schools  at  Riverside,  Florenceville  and  Kingston  and  to  again 
contrast  the  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  pupils  attending  them 
with  those  of  other  pupils  in  various  parts  of  the  Province, 
especially  those  in  rural  districts  similarly  situated  but  with- 
out consolidation. 

Even  with  all  the  advantages  enjoyed  by  these  schools  in 
the  character  of  their  work  and  environment,  there  are  at 
times  set-backs  and  the  factor  of  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the 
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teachers  enters  quite  as  powerfully  in  its  influence  here  as  else- 
where. Owing  to  this  cause  Florenceville  has  not  had  a  mark- 
edly successful  year,  but  I  understand  that  present  conditions 
are  much  better. 

The  school  at  Riverside  has  had  an  excellent  year  and  at 
the  time  of  my  visit  I  regarded  it  as  one  of  the  most  satisfac- 
tory schools  that  had  come  under  my  notice.  The  building  has 
been  admirably  planned,  and  both  inside  and  outside  are  to  be 
found  all  modern  appliances.  The  pupils  were  bright  and 
alert,  the  teachers  enthusiastic  and  industrious,  and  the  Board 
intelligent  and  progressive  in  its  management. 

More  extensive  school  grounds  have  been  acquired  and 
they  have  been  laid  out  in  an  artistic  manner  by  a  landscape 
gardener.  It  may  be  confidently  expected  that  pupils  enjoying 
such  advantages  will  be  heard  from  in  the  future. 

The  new  Macdonald  School  building  at  Kingston  to  replace 
that  destroyed  by  fire  has  been  completed  and  was  occupied  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  While  not  so  large  as  the 
former  house,  it  is  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  Consolidated 
District  and  is  in  some  respects  better  planned  and  more  mod- 
ern than  the  one  burned. 

The  people  of  Kingston  showed  their  appreciation  of  the 
benefits  of  consolidation  in  a  most  convincing  manner.  The 
district  has  not  a  large  valuation.  Conveyance  presents  many 
difficulties  and  more  vans  are  required  than  in  other  consoli- 
dated districts.  In  the  face  of  these  drawbacks  and  with  the 
certain  prospect  of  largely  increased  taxation,  they  without 
urging  from  any  outside  source,  decided  to  rebuild  and  go  on. 
Though  thrown  more  largely  than  formerly  upon  their  own  re- 
sources, the  generosity  of  Sir  William  Macdonald  and  fore- 
sight of  Dr.  J.  W.  Robertson  have  not  lacked  appreciation  and 
will  not  fail  in  the  enlarged  opportunities  given  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Kingston,  to  bear  fruit  in  the  future. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  Sir  William  Macdonald  has  in 
a  most  substantial  manner  evinced  his  appreciation  of  the  spirit 
prevailing  in  Kingston  by  the  additional  donation  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  to  the  school. 

Consolidation  is  slowly  winning  its  way  and  will  increase 
with  increased  material  prosperity.  When  the  ratepayers  be- 
come educated  to  spend  more  for  education  as  they  are  spend- 
ing more  for  everything  else  there  will  be  more  of  it. 
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Havelock,  Kings  County,  and  Perth  and  Andover,  Victoria 
County,  are  debating  the  matter  and  I  hope  in  their  own  inter- 
ests I  may  be  able  to  report  substantial  progress  there  in  my 
next  report. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL  OF  SCIENCE. 

The  Summer  School  of  Science  for  the  Maritime  Provinces 
will  hold  its  sessions  for  1911  in  Fredericton  beginning  about 
July  12.  In  addition  to  the  usual  courses  provided  by  that  ex- 
cellent school  there  will  be  one  in  physical  training  and  school 
gardening,  The  former  course  will  afford  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  those  teachers  who  have  not  been  able  to  obtain 
physical  training  either  at  the  Normal  school  or  at  the  differ- 
ent centres  where  this  instruction  has  been  given.  I  am  hoping 
that  two  courses  may  be  provided  by  the  military  authorities 
— one  during  the  summer  school  and  another  later,  probably 
during  August.  This  will  give  a  wider  range  for  selection  of 
time  by  the  teachers. 

Under  our  present  regulations  any  teacher  who  has  passed 
successfully  the  course  in  school  gardening  prescribed  by  the 
Summer  School  of.  Science  after  an  attendance  at  two  sessions, 
is  entitled  to  a  certificate  to  teach  the  subject  and  will  be  en- 
titled to  the  usual  grant,  if  the  garden  is  judged  satisfactory. 

It  is  expected  that  the  session  of  the  summer  school  for 
1911  will  have  a  very  large  attendance.  It  affords  many  ad- 
vantages to  those  desiring  to  improve  themselves  in  many  de- 
partments of  knowledge.  Its  instructors  are  among  the  best 
to  be  obtained  and  are  all  specialists.  Several  scholarships 
have  been  promised  by  the  citizens  of  Fredericton  and  others. 
Fredericton  affords  excellent  facilities  for  the  school  not  only 
because  of  the  natural  beauty  of  its  surroundings  but  in  the 
facilities  for  accommodation  it  will  provide,  both  as  to  suitable 
lecture  rooms  and  excellent  quarters  for  visiting  teachers. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Kidner,  Fredericton,  the  local  Secretary  for  the 
school  will  furnish  any  desired  information  regarding  it. 

HOLIDAYS. 

In  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  extension  of 
the  summer  vacation  has  met  with  entire  approval.  I  think, 
however,  that  we  have  gone  as  far  as  we  should  consistent  with 
working  conditions  in  the  matter  of  holidays.   There  are  a  few 
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people  in  the  cities  who  have  summer  homes  in  the  country, 
who  would  gladly  have  three  months  vacation,  hut  for  the 
masses  they  are  apparently  quite  long  enough,  and  one  of  the 
counteracting  influences  is  the  vacation  school  and  play  grounds 
movement.  These  vacation  schools  wherever  established  have 
been  thronged  during  the  summer  holidays. 

The  change  in  the  date  of  the  annual  school  meeting  has 
met  with  general  acceptance.  There  have  not  been  many  appli- 
cations for  evening  meetings,  but  where  such  permission  has 
been  granted  I  have  reason  to  know  that  it  has  been  a  great 
convenience. 

Few  protests  against  school  meetings  have  reached  this  of- 
fice on  appeal  during  the  year  and  all  have  proved  capable  o<f 
adjustment. 

COMPULSORY  LAW. 

In  the  country  districts  the  compulsory  clause  is  not  gen- 
erally enforced.  It  has  been  adopted  at  school  meetings  but  is 
not  acted  upon.  In  St.  John  where  there  is  a  truant  officer, 
the  results  are  regarded  as  most  satisfactory  and  effective. 
During  the  year,  owing  to  the  energetic  efforts  of  Chairman 
Hawke,  supported  by  the  School  Board,  Moncton  has  appoint- 
ed a  truant  officer  and  the  results  of  the.  enforcement  of  the 
clause  may  be  seen  in  the  report  of  the  Moncton  Board. 

On  looking  over  the  attendance  of  the  towns  in  the  Province 
I  think  it  would  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  "to  all  to  enforce 
this  clause. 

ROYAL  COMMISSION. 

The  Royal  Commission  in  Industrial  Training  and  Techni- 
cal Education  visited  the  province.  Dr.  J.  W.  Robertson, 
Chairman,  visited  the  Province  during  the  year  and  took  evi- 
dence in  several  centres.  The  investigations  excited  much  inter- 
est and  attention  and  served  to  quicken  interest  not  only  in 
Industrial  education  but  along  all  other  educational  lines  as 
well. 

Dr.  Robertson's  work  already  in  this  province  has  borne 
fruit  and  his  connection  with  the  work  of  this  commission 
warrants  the  expectation  that  the  results  will  greatly  promote 
the  educational  interests  of  Canada. 

The  nature  of  the  evidence  given  here  shows  that  the  people 
are  keenly  alive  to  the  advantages  and  necessity  of  industrial 
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education,  and  that  they  are  willing  to  make  sacrifices  to  im- 
prove educational  conditions  generally.  In  this  connection  I 
take  the  liberty  of  quoting  a  few  of  the  remarks  of  William 
Allen  White,  the  noted  publicist,  under  the  heading,  "The 
Schools  the  Mainspring  of  Democracy.1' 

uAs  a  nation  at  least,  we  must  £et  into  the  High th  Grade. 
Perhaps  the  average  now  is  nearer  the  Sixth  than  the  Eighth, 
and  so  there  conies  into  the  life  of  too-  large  a  per  cent,  of  our 
boys  and  girls  four  or  five  waste  years,  the  years  between  thir- 
teen and  eighteen.  These  waste  years  hold  in  them  the  real 
dangers  of  our  democracy.  For  out  of  school  the  boy  at  least 
is  worthless. 

Says  Chas.  S.  Morse,  Executive  Officer  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Commission  on  Industrial  Education:  "If  the  boy  goes 
out  to  attempt  to  learn  a  trade  at  fourteen  years  of  age,  the 
manufacturer  says:  "I  do  not  want  you  in  my  factory,"  and 
the  manufacturer  will  employ  the  boy  only  as  an  errand  boy. 
And  yet  two  or  three  millions  of  fourteen-year-old  boys  and 
their  sisters — who  are  really  worth  something — are  out  of  school 
in  America  today.  They  are  out  partly  for  economic  reasons 
— the  family  needs  their  support;  but  the  State  needs  a  clear 
mind  in  the  ballot  booth  seven  years  later  worse  than  the 
family  needs  support,  and  the  State  might  well  afford  to  pay 
the  family  the  errand  boy's  meagre  wages.  But  apart  from 
economic  forces  which  keep  the  boy  out  of  school  during  the 
waste  years  of  his  life,  there  are  social  reasons  why  he  is  not 
in  school.  And  those  social  reasons  are  his  studies  and  his 
teachers,  and  at  the  bottom  of  all  is  the  selfishness  of  the  tax- 
payers. 

Therefore  the  instinct  of  the  boy  for  Physical  Education  as 
w  e  ll  as  for  menial  training  should  be  heeded.  The  boy  longs 
lor  manly  things.  He  craves  the  company  of  men,  and  the 
roughness  of  men.  He  desires  to  do  something,  to  see  some- 
thing growing  under  his  hand.  The  almost  universal  introduc- 
tion of  Manual  Training  in  some  form  into  the  lower  grades  of 
the  American  schools — giving  the  boy  opportunity  to  work 
with  his  hands — is  one  of  the  most  important  symptoms  of 
health  in  our  political  organizations.  The  extent  of  the  growth 
of  Manual  Training  in  the  country  is  surprising.  Within  ten 
years — coincident  with  the  other  big  democratic  movements — 
Manual  Training  has  spread  to  the   schools    of    almost  every

American  state.  The  introduction  of  Manual  Training  work 
in  schools  means  two  important  things  to  boys — work  that 
they  like  and  teachers  that  they  like.  Boys  need  men  when  the 
boys  are  in  their  teens,  and  the  prevalence  of  women  teachers 
in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  in  the  High 
Schools,  has  driven  more  boys  from  school,  and  made  bad  citi- 
zens to  make  bad  government,  than  we  realize.  The  boy  goes 
to  the  pool  hall  and  to  the  saloon  primarily  because  there  he 
finds  men.  At  school  he  is  surfeited  with  femininitv.  Give 
men-teachers  for  the  boy  after  he  gets  into  his  teens,  and  the 
boy  will  not  be  so  ready  to  leave  school  as  he  is. 

But  teaching  is  a  profession  that  men  use  as  a  stepping 
stone  to  something  better.  It  is  not  a  man's  profession,  and 
the  wages  of  teachers  are  so  low  that  men  cannot  afford  to 
make  teaching  a  career.  If  the  statistics  of  the  census  bureau 
are  correct,  no  extravagance  of  our  people  is  so  disastrous  to 
us  as  the  economics  we  are  practicing  in  our  schools  in  the 
seventh  and  eight  grades.  For  there  the  boys  fall  out  by  the 
millions,  and  the  fact  that  the  sisters,  who  at  the  same  age, 
can  earn  as  much  as  their  brothers  earn,  remain  on  an  average 
a  few  years  longer,  indicates  that  the  boys  leave  school  because 
they  are  boys,  and  because  the  schools  are  designed  for  the 
girls.  In  some  hazy,  indefinite  way,  we  seem  to  be  realizing 
this  as  a  people;  lor  in  ten  states — we  have  passed  laws  of 
more  or  less  value,  providing  for  pensioning  school  teachers. 
Given  a  pension  and  a  man  can  afford  to  make  a  teaching  a 
profession,  and  the  men- teachers  will  appear  in  the  Seventh 
and  Kighth  Grades,  and  the  boy  will  be  saved  to  good  citizen- 
ship. 

For  while  it  is  true  that  learning  and  wisdom  in  individual 
cases  do  not  always  go  together,  still  the  fact  seems  to  be 
fairly  well  established  that  in  a  particular  blend  of  the  various 
strains  of  Aryan  blood,  now  inhabiting  the  American  Continent, 
education  of  the  mass  does  direct  the  conscience  of  the  , people 
toward  wisdom,  and  does  turn  their  hearts  toward  that  com- 
mon sense  of  conduct  known  as  righteousness.  Take  for  in- 
stance, Massachusetts,  the  report  of  the  National  Commission 
of  Education  for  1907,  warrants  some  most  interesting  conclu- 
sions about  educational  and  political  progress.  The  report  indi- 
i  ales  that  the  daily  attendance  in  Massachusetts  is  larger 
than  in  any  other  state,  and  that  the  average  number  of  days 
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attendance  a  year  is  larger  than  in  any  other  state,  and  hence 
that  the  33.2  per  hundred  dollars  of  true  valuation  of  all  real 
and  personal  property  expended  for  school  purposes,  annually 
brings  the  greatest  efficiency  in  educational  results.  The  re- 
port indicates  that  Massachusetts  sends  more  of  her  children 
more  days  of  the  year  to  higher  grade  schools,  than  any  other 
American  state.  It  is,  therefore,  fair  to  ask—  ""What  does  the 
State  gret  out  of  it?  How  does  the  school  serve  a  progressive 
sane  democracy?'  A  monograph  of  the  American  Society  of 
educational  and  political  science  finds  that  Massachusetts  has 
on  the  whole  the  wisest  labor  legislation  in  the  United  States, 
the  best  railroad  legislation.  It  has  led  the  other  States  in 
providing  a  good  substitute  for  old  age  pensions  for  its  citizens; 
it  regulates  its  public  utilities  with  rigorous  justice,  and  its 
banking  laws  are  models  for  other  states.  Moreover,  Massa- 
chusetts has  maintained  in  the  United  States  Senate  represen- 
tative men,  who  by  sheer  intellectual  force  have  dominated 
that  body  with  the  Massachusetts  idea.  They  made — whether 
for  good  or  ill — the  Massachusetts  idea  of  power  in  this  nation, 
far  beyond  the  warrant  of  either  the  wealth,  population  or  the 
geographical  area  of  the  commonwealth.  Therefore  conditions 
in  Massachusetts  prove  that  the  first  obligation  upon  those 
who  have  changed  the  trend  of  our  American  democracy  from 
the  worship  of  property  rights  to  a  consideration  of  the  proper 
relation  oF  property  rights  to  the  rights  of  men,  should  not  be 
to  change  the  laws  and  reform  the  courts;  the  first  obligation 
of  reforms  should  be  to  go  to  the  bottom  and  make  men  and 
women  who  can  think  and  feel  and  act  justly  and  unselfishly. 
The  mainspring  of  democracy  is  in  the  schools.* * 

The  Inspectors'  reports  show  a  considerable  amount  of  re- 
pairs and  building  during  the  year  and  more  are  projected  for 
next  year.  The  more  important  will  be  in  St.  John,  Woodstock 
and  probably  Campbell! on,  whose  fine  modern  school  house  was 
burned  in  the  general  conflagration  which  overtook  that  thriv- 
ing town  during  the  year.  The  energetic  school  board  of  the 
town  were  as  prompt  as  possible  to  make  provision  for  the 
pupils,  who  have  been  housed  in  a  temporary  building  of  four 
departments.  It  is  expected  that  a  new  school  house  will  be 
built  during  the  present  year. 

During  the  year  many  excellent  teachers  have  been  removed 
from  the  service  by  death,  as  have  also  some  valued  school  of- 
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ficers.  Dr.  J.  H.  Gray,  who  for  a  long  period  was  the  active 
and  painstaking  Secretary  of  Fairville,  died  in  December. 

I  regret  to  report  the  resignation  of  Col.  J.  D.  Chipman, 
the  genial  and  efficient  chairman  of  the  St.  Stephen  School 
Board.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  G.  W.  Ganong,  Esq.,  who 
has  long  been  one  of  the  progressive  members  of  the  School 
Board  and  has  always  taken  an  enlightened  interest  in  all 
school  matters. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Deacon,  for  a  short  time  chairman  of  the 
Milltown  Board,  is  greatly  regretted.  I  also  regret  the  resig- 
nation of  Mrs.  I.  R.  Todd,  from  the  Board  of  that  town  after 
having  given  long  service  and  much  excellent  work  and  time  to 
the  duties  of  her  office.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
Provincial  Normal  School  and  the  Model  School  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1910. 

The  total  enrolment  of  students  has  been  greater  than  dur- 
ing the  previous  year,  there  being  366  enrolled  in  the  regular 
classes,  as  compared  with  345  in  the  year  before. 

Of  this  number,  there  were  64  young  men  in  attendance, 
which  is  the  largest  number  of  young  men  yet  attending  the 
school  in  one  year. 

In  September,  1909,  there  were  received  into  the  different 
classes  299  students  and  in  January,  1910,  sixty-seven  were 
added  to  the  enrolment.  In  the  French  Department,  the  first 
term,  sixteen  were  in  attendance,  and  during  the  second  term 
fifteen  students  were  enrolled. 

The  enrolment  in  the  Manual  Training  Department  is  not 
included  in  these  figures  nor  these  students  who  had  returned 
for  professional  classification.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  September  283  students 
were  enrolled  in  the  English  Department.  Of  this  number,  78 
were  admitted,  having  passed  the  preliminary  examination  for 
Class  I.,  43  of  whom  were  regular  matriculants  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Brunswick.  In  the  B  Classes,  pursuing  the  course 
for  a  license  of  Class  II.,  151  were  enrolled  and  54  were  admit- 
ted to  the  course  for  the  temporary  license  of  Class  III. 

Of  those  entering  for  Class  II.  eight  were  promoted  to  the 
work  of  Class  I.  and  twenty-eight  of  those  in  the  C  Class  won 
their  promotion  into  the  work  of  Class  II.  Their  subsequent 
course  in  the  school  amply  justified  their  advancement. 

In  January,  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term,  sixty-nine 
students  in  addition  were  enrolled:  For  Class  I.,  33;  for  Class 
II.,  21;  in  the  French  Department  15. 

For  the  final  examinations  for  licenses  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Education  there  were  presented: 

For  Class  1  114 

For  Class  II  174 

For  Class  III     70 

The  students  in  the  French  Department  are  included  in  the 
list  of  candidates  for  Class  III. 

While  the  health  of  the  student  body  generally  throughout 
the  year  was  good,  there  were  three  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  and 
two  students,  Mr.  Wm..  C.  Reade,  of  St.  John,  a  bright  young 
man  of  the  Senior  Class,  and  Miss  Ricker,  of  Hainesville, 
York  County,  who  had  just  been  promoted  to  the  work  of 
Class  II.,  died  at  their  homes  during  the  Christmas  vacation 
from  the  results  of  this  disease. 

The  conduct  of  the  student  body  has  been  exceptionally 
good.  The  Normal  School  is  fortunate  in  having  a  staff  of 
teachers  strong  in  teaching  power  who  are  able  to  excite  the  in- 
terest and  hold  the  attention  of  its  students,  and  also  in  hav- 
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ing  classes  of  students  intelligent  and  industrious,  so  that  dis- 
cipline remains  in  the  background,  calls  for  but  little  attention 
and  almost  takes  care  of  itself. 

The  course  of  study  as  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  both  the  academic  and  the  professional  sides  has  been 
carried  out.  The  improvement  in  the  average  scholarship  of 
students  has  enabled  the  instructors  to  devote  more  attention 
to  the  purely  professional  side  of  the  work. 

The  Normal  School  presents  theories  which  later  its  stud- 
ents will  be  able  to  apply  in  their  schools.  Opportunities  are 
also  afforded  them  to  put  these  theories  into  practice.  The 
young  teacher  is  thus  fortified  against  many  errors  and  will  be 
saved  from  mistakes  that  otherwise  would  be  made. 

The  Model  School,  however,  with  its  approach  to  ideal 
conditions,  with  its  abundance  of  material  to  work  with  is  a 
very  different  place  from  the  school  where  the  young  teacher  is 
likely  to  obtain  a  position,  in  which  the  responsibility,  the 
discipline,  the  instruction,  the  success  of  the  school  rests  upon 
the  beginner,  and  where  success  in  maintaining  discipline,  pow- 
er to  interest  the  pupils,  and  ability  to  bring  them  forward  in 
their  work  are  the  standards  by  which  he  is  judged.  It  fol- 
lows, therefore,  that  with  all  the  help  that  the  Normal  School 
can  give  some  of  its  graduates  will  fail  when  it  comes  to  the 
actual  work  of  teaching.  The  work  of  the  Normal  School  is 
not  to  be  judged  by  such  failures.  There  are  probably  failures 
in  every  profession.  The  young  teacher  must  be  expected  to 
possess  a  certain  amount  of  disciplinary  power  of  independence 
and  resourcefulness,  of  tact  and  courage,  in  a  word  character. 
It  should  be  as  much  the  aim  of  the  Normal  School  to  develop 
such  qualities  of  heart  and  mind  in  the  beginner  as  to  give  in- 
struction in  method,  in  theory,  in  the  practice  of  teaching. 
There  should  also  be  an  active  interest  displayed  by  the  Nor- 
mal School  in  her  graduates  when  they  begin  teaching.  Other- 
wise there  cannot  be  that  close  connection  between  the  Norm- 
al School  and  the  common  school  that  should  exist.  It  is 
not  possible  for  the  staff  of  the  Normal  School  to  visit  many 
schools,  but  where  opportunity  offers  such  visits  should  be 
made.  The  County  Institute  is  another  means  of  keeping  the 
Instructors  in  the  Normal  School   in  touch  with  the  common 
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school.  Above  all  there  should  be  the  closest  relationship  be- 
tween the  Normal  School  teacher  and  the  Inspector  of  Schools. 
The  recent  meetings  which  have  taken  place  between  these  edu- 
cational officials,  and  which  the  Chief  Superintendent  assures 
will  be  continued  in  the  future,  cannot  but  subserve  the  best 
interests  of  education. 

The  French  Department  has  been  attended  by  the  average 
number  of  students  in  preceding  years.  The  course  is  short, 
however,  and  much  academic  work  has  to  be  covered.  I  have 
taken  these  classes  in  professional  work  on  an  average  of  four 
periods  a  week.  They  have  had,  also,  the  benefit  of  the  regu- 
lar course  in  Manual  Training  and  Drawing,  with  the  addition 
this  year  of  some  work  in  nature  study.  The  attendance  in 
this  department  would  be  increased  if  the  students  were  able 
to  pass  the  entrance  examination  without  coming  to  Frederic- 
ton,  perhaps  at  several  centres  in  Madawaska,  Gloucester, 
Kent  and  Westmorland. 

All  the  students  have  taken  up  work  in  the  Manual  Train- 
ing Department  fo'r  at  least  two  periods  a  week.  In  Mr.  Kid- 
ner's  report  will  be  found  a  full  statement  as  to  the  work 
covered  by  the  students. 

In  the  Model  School  the  different  departments  have  been  in 
charge  of  the  same  teachers,  as  were  reported  upon  last  year. 
Some  improvements  in  apparatus  and  in  the  general  character 
of  the  rooms  were  made  in  the  vacation.  This  school  is  un- 
doubtedly a  most  important  adjunct  of  the  Normal  School.  A 
difficulty  suggests  itself  to  those  familiar  with  our  Normal 
School  work,  and  that  is  how  to  furnish  sufficient  numbers  of 
classes  of  pupils  for  the  large  body  of  students  in  attendance 
without  seriously  interrupting  the  work  of  the  teacher  in  the 
grades.  For  this  purpose  our  Model  School  is  too  small.  It 
would  serve  the  purposes  of  the  Normal  School  much  better  if 
the  different  departments  of  the  schools  in  the  City 
of.  Fredericton  were  open  to  the  students  for  observa- 
tion and  even  for  practice  teaching.  This  might  be  carried  on 
without  detriment  to  the  city  schools  and  undoubtedly  the  stu- 
dent teachers  would  benefit  much  from  a  wider  field  of  obser- 
vation and  greater  actual  experience. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  Nature  Study,  and  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  D.W.  Hamilton,  a  school  garden  was  plot- 
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ted  and  seeded  in  May,  and  the  work  in  this  connection  was 
performed  entirely  by  the  students.  There  has  been  no  attempt 
at  display.  The  garden  is  not  large.  It  is  just  such  a  one  as 
might  be  established  in  the  grounds  of  any  rural  school  by 
teacher  and  pupils.  There  have  been  the  usual  discouragements, 
the  heavy  spring  rains,  and  the  drouth  of  summer.  It  has, 
however,  served  admirably  for  purposes  of  observation  and 
work  to  two  large  bodies  of  students— those  leaving  in  June 
and  those  coming  in  September,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  it 
will  serve  its  purpose  as  an  example  and  an  impetus  towards 
the  establishment  of  a  number  of  such  gardens  in  the  vicinity 
of  district  schools. 

The  work  in  physical  culture,  or  rather  physical  drill, 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  has,  I  feel  confident  in  reporting,  been  carried  on  success- 
fully during  the  year. 

Through  a  misunderstanding,  and  on  account  of  the  ab- 
sence of  Capt.  Borden  in  Knglatid,  the  drill  was  discontinued 
during  the  first  term.  Beginning  in  January,  however,  it  was 
carried  on  regularly  in  the  different  classes  and  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  students  received  certificates  to  carry  on  this  drill 
in  their  schools.  It,  of  course,  takes  up  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  time  of  the  students,  but  the  benefits  to  be  derived  more 
than  compensate.  The  results  undoubtedly  appear  in  a  better 
carriage  on  the  part  of  students,  and  more  confidence  in  tone  of 
voice  and  bearing  in  teaching.  One  of  the  features  of  the  clos- 
ing exercises  was  an  exhibition  of  the  drill  given  by  the  stud- 
ents under  the  direction  of  Sergeant  Lavoie.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  this  exhibition  pleased  and  delighted  the  large  body 
of  visitors  present  upon  that  occasion.  In  the  various  schools 
throughout  the  Province,  uniformly  good  results  may  be  confi- 
dently expected  from  the  inception  of  this  movement. 

A  Cadet  Corps  was  also  established  for  the  young  men  of 
the  school  who  entered  heartily  into  the  work,  viewing  it  more 
as  a  pleasurable  exercise  than  as  monotonous  drill,  The  Corps 
was  inspected  by  Col.  Humphrey,  D.  O.  C,  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  who  expressed  himself  as  more  than  satisfied  with  the 
progress  made  in  Military  Drill. 
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As  required  by  regulation  the  closing  public  exercises  of  the 
school  were  held  on  the  9th  day  of  June.  These  were  attended 
by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  and  the  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  the  Board  of  Education,  by  the  clergymen 
and  many  citizens  of  Frederic  ton  and  by  a  large  number  of 
the  relatives  of  the  students  from  different  parts  of  the  Prov- 
ince. It  was  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive held  in  St.  John  on  the  same  day  prevented  the  members 
of  the  government  from  being  present. 

A  programme  illustrating  very  inadequately,  of  course,  the 
work  of  the  school  was  carried  out  by  practice  teaching  by 
readings  and  by  exhibitions  of  the  students'  work  in  Drawing, 
Nature  work  and  Manual  Training.  The  students  were  address- 
ed by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  and  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Smith,  Minister  of  St.  Paul's  Church.  The  presentation  of 
prizes  to  winners  was  also  made. 

The  Governor  General  Silver  Medal  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Arthur  Kelly,  of  St.  John,  for  the  highest  standing  in  the  the- 
ory and  practice  of  teaching  in  the  Senior  Class. 

The  bronze  medal  was  won  by  Mr.  Milton  F.  Gregg,  of  the 
Junior  Class,  of  Kings  County,  for  the  best  standing  in  the 
same  subjects. 

The  prizes,  donated  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
were  awarded  to  Miss  Kate  Corbitt,  Millstream,  Kings  Coun- 
ty, of  the  Senior  Class,  and  to  Miss  Mary  Hall  and  Miss  Alice 
Boyd,  of  the  Junior  Class,  of  Kings  and  Queens  Counties.  These 
awards  were  made  for  the  highest  scholarship  standing.  Miss 
Corbitt  received  the  sum  of  $30  in  gold.  Miss  Hall  and  Miss 
Boyd  having  been  declared  equal  in  the  contest,  were  each  pre- 
sented with  $10.  In  the  absence  of  His  Honor  the  presenta- 
tions were  made  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education. 

For  the  past  four  years  the  number  of  students  in  attend- 
ance has  been  respectively  377,  341,  345  and  366.  The  average 
of  these  four  years  is  at  least  greater  by  forty  than  in  any  four 
preceding  years.  The  enrolment  in  September,  1910,  is  319,  the 
largest  at  the  opening  of  any  year  in  the  hijstory  of  the  school. 
The  number  of  candidates  annually  passing  the  Normal  School 
preliminary  examinations  for  the  different  classes  has  also  been 
steadily  increasing.  There  is,  therefore,  no  likelihood  of  the  at- 
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tendance  decreasing  in  the  .future.  The  accommodation,  how- 
ever, as  far  as  the  school  building  is  concerned  is  that  of  thir- 
ty years  ago  when  less  than  half  the  number  of  students  were 
enrolled,  and  it  is  now  entirely  inadequate  and  insufficient  to 
enable  the  staff  of  the  Normal  School  to  carry  on  the  work 
as  they  would  like  to  and  as  it  should  be  carried  on.  There  is 
no  proper  accommodation  for  our  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment. There  is  no  laboratory.  There  is  not  a  room  in  which 
the  physical  drill  can  be  taught.  The  best  that  can  be  done  is 
to  permit  the  drill  to  be  taught  in  the  halls  and  corridors 
where  there  can  be  no  proper  ventilation,  and  of  course  this  is 
very  inconvenient  for  the  teaching  staff  and  those  students 
who  are  not,  at  the  time,  taking  the  drill.  There  is  no  gym- 
nasium. In  fact  there  are  but  four  rooms  and  an  Assembly 
Hall.  Under  these  circumstances  the  erection  of  a  building  to 
accommodate  the  Model  School  and  the  Manual  Training  De- 
partment, and  in  addition  a  room  which  would  serve  as  a  drill 
hall  and  a  gymnasium  seems  necessary  and  essential  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Normal  School. 

I  feel  confident  that  the  Board  of  Education,  who  are  fam- 
iliar with  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  will  make  arrange- 
ments in  the  near  future  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
building,  and  thus  facilitate  the  training  and  instruction  of 
those  students  who  are  to  be  the  teachers  of  New  Brunswick.

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  condition  of  Public  Schools  in  Inspectorial  District  No.  1, 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1910. 

A  school  has  been  operated  for  some  part  of  the  year  in 
every  district  where  a  school  is  needed  with  one  exception. 

Oak  Point,  District  No.  1%,  Alnwick,  completed  its  school 
house  and  opened  school  late  in  September  of  this  year  after 
being  without  a  school  or  children  enough  for  one  for  the  past 
eight  years.  The  enrolment  now  is  only  eight  but  there  are  a 
few  young  families  in  the  district. 

The  school  in  Mitchell  Settlement,  No.  11,  Durham,  is  not 
as  successful  as  it  should  be,  principally  because  heretofore  the 
trustees  have  been  looking  for  cheap  teachers  and  were  better 
satisfied  with  Local  Licensees  than  with  regular  teachers.  A 
change  has  been  made  in  that  respect  and  I  confidently  look  for 
improvement  in  the  future. 

Lome  Settlement,  No.  9  Durham,  lias  benefited  very  little 
from  its  school,  though  it  is  kept  in  operation  with  fair  regu- 
larity. The  people  do  not  take  any  interest  in  the  school  and 
as  a  consequence  the  pupils  attend  very  intermittently. 
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A  provisional  district  was  granted  the  residents  at  Mc- 
Givnev  Junction  and  a  school  was  opened  about  the  middle  of 
this  term.  The  opening  of  this  school  reduced  the  attendance 
at  the  Avery's  Portage  School  to  one  pupil,  a  result  entirely 
unexpected. 

Victoria  District,  No.  11,  Glenelg,  was  erected  during  the 
year.  An  organization  meeting  was  called,  and  the  Trustees 
began  at  once  to  prepare  to  build.  Thev  erected  quite  a  credit- 
able building  for  so  small  and  weak  a  district,  gave  it  a  very 
decent  equipment  and  opened  their  school  with  an  experienced 
second  class  teacher  immediately  after  the  summer  vacation. 
*  Power  District,  No.  10,  Glenelg,  could  not  engage  a  second 
class  teacher  for  the  present  term,  and  so  let  the  school  re- 
mained closed  for  this  term.  The  same  is  true  of  Wild 
Cat  Brook,  District  No.  5,  North  Esk  and  Bartibogue  Bridge, 
No.  1  Alnwick  and  Newcastle. 

NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 
New  school  houses  have  been  built    during  the  year  in  the 
following  districts: 

Tabusintac  North,  No.  6  Alnwick. 
"The  Meadows,"  No.  6,  North  Esk. 
Victoria,  No.  11,  Alnwick. 
Archibald,  No.  3%,  Blissfield. 
Flat  Lands,  No.  4,  Addington. 
Oak  Point,  No.  1%,  Alnwick. 

The  buildings  in  No.  6,  North  Esk,  and  Nfo.  4,  Addington, 
are  extra  good  buildings  for  country  districts.  The  latter  has 
a  basement  and  is  heated  by  a  hot  air  furnace.  The  former 
cost  about  as  much  and  is  heated  by  stoves  in  the  old  fashion- 
ed way.  Both  districts  have  large  enrolments  and  employ 
class  room  assistants. 

Besides  the  new  school  houses  there  have  been  large  expen- 
ditures made  in  painting,  maps,  blackboards,  improved  furni- 
ture, flags,  flag-poles,  etc.,  during  the  year. 

The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  these  improvements: 

Williamstown— New  porch  and  school  room  ceiled). 

South  Esk— Class  room  ceiled  throughout. 

Cross  Creek— School  room   lengthened  ten  feet. 

Ward  Settlement— New  stove  and  hardwood  floor. 

Ludlow  South— Roof  shingled  and  painted  and  new  fence. 
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Ludlow  North — Roof  shingled  and  house  painted. 
Upper  New  Salem — Improved  furniture. 
Lockstead — Improved  furniture,  blinds  and  flag. 
Keenan — Painted  inside. 

Barnaby  River — New  Desks  and  house  painted. 

Bloomfield — School  and  outbuildings  painted. 

Taxis  River — Steel  roof  and  steel  ceiling. 

Oak  Point — School  house  finished. 

Victoria — Desks,  maps  and  blackboards. 

Bay  du  Vin  River — School  room  enlarged. 

Point  au  Carr — Extensive  repairs. 

Sweezy — School  house  enlarged. 

Kscuminac — Improved  furniture. 

Moor  field — Painted  inside. 

Lower  Newcastle — Wainscot  ted  throughout. 

Point  La  Nim — Ceiled  and  painted  inside. 

Dawsonville — Hyloplate  blackboards,  Hag  and  pole. 

River  Charlo — School  and  outbuildings  painted. 

New  Mills— Union  Jack  and  flag  pole. 

Sunnyside — Ceiled  and  painted  inside. 

Doaktown — One  room  partly  ceiled  and  hyloplate  black- 
board. 

CONSOLIDATION. 
Little  apparent  progeess  is  being  made  in  the  consolidation 
of  districts  in  this  Inspectorate.  The  movement  is  not  popul- 
ar. People  cannot  be  made  to  realize  the  importance  of  having 
the  graded  organization,  Manual  Training,  Domestic  Science 
and  School  Gardening.  In  their  amazing  ignorance  and  the 
self-complacency  that  ignorance  brings,  they  call  it  "trying  to 
ape  the  towns."  They  do  not  know  that  for  a  slight  increase 
of  expenditure  they  could  have  better  schools  than  most  of 
the  towns,  more  up-to-date  that  is,  and  that  for  every  dollar 
of  increased  cost  they  would  receive  two  dollars  worth  of  in- 
creased efficiency.  Time  will  remove  all  the  hindrances  and 
eventually  convince  the  majority,  as  the  minority  is  already 
convinced  that  along  the  line  of  consolidation,  or  at  all 
events,  of  larger  units  than  that  of  districts,  lies  the  next  im- 
portant advance  in  our  public  school  system. 

NATURE  STUDY. 
A  good  beginning  has  been  made  in  Nature  Study.    In  most 
country   schools   the   weather  report  is  kept  and  the  children's 
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observing  powers  are  being  developed  bv  being  required  to  ob- 
serve the  direction  of  the  wind  and  other  weather  conditions 
from  day  to  day,  as  well  as  in  noticing  the  migration  of 
birds,  the  budding  of  trees  and  other  plants  and  the  gradual 
unfolding  of  these  buds  into  flowers  and  leaves.  Through  the 
study  of  Farm  Weeds  and  Insects  destructive  to  Farm  Crops, 
the  country  children  are  being  led  to  take  a  more  intelligent 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  farm,  and  this  must  induce  many 
to  remain  on  the  land  instead  of  migrating  to  the  towns  and 
deserting  the  farms,  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished. 

DRAWING. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  Drawing  in  this  Inspec- 
torate durino-  the  year,  and  as  a  consequence  some  progress 
has  been  made.  The  trouble  heretofore  has  been  that  we  cop- 
ied too  much  and  exacted  too  great  accuracy  in  the  primary 
grades.  Now  we  ask  the  pupils  to  draw,  and  accept  their 
crudest  efforts  as  having  value,  provided  they  do  their  best. 
It  is  marvellous  to  see  the  advance  made  from  term  to  term 
under  the  stimulation  of  encouragement.  If  a  paper  on  Draw- 
ing were  placed  in  the  Entrance  Examinations  it  would  further 
emphasize  this  subject. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

It  is  astonishing  how  many  otherwise  sensible  people  think 
that  the  chores  children  do  in  the  homes  should  provide  all  the 
physical  exercises  necessary  for  the  development  of  their 
bodies.  Wlien  they  call  these  exercises  "Military  Drill"  there 
is  not  so  much  objection  to  them.  In  fact  I  have  heard  no  ob- 
jection since  the  present  system  of  Physical  Drill  was  introduc- 
ed. On  the  contrary  several  parents  have  told  me  of  the  bene- 
fit their  children  derived  from  it,  though  there  is  really  very 
little  difference  in  this  drill  from  the  physical  drill  prescribed 
years  ago.  Provided  our  children  grow  up  witft  straight 
backs,  full  chests,  strong  limbs  and  all  the  other  points  of 
good,  sound  bodies,  it  matters  little  by  what  name  we  call  the 
exercises  by  which   these  results  are  obtained. 

MENTAL  ARITHMETIC. 
More  attention  than  usual  has  been  paid  to  this  subject  dur- 
ing the  year.      I  don't  mean  to  say  that  it  has  ever  been  en- 
tirely neglected,  but  for  a  time  it  did  not  receive  the  attention 
it  should  receive,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  now  one  of  the  sub- 
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jects  of  the  Entrance  Examinations,  has  drawn  the  attention 
of  teachers,  and  v they  have  given  it  more  prominence  in  their 
school  work. 

SPELLING. 

This  subject  has  always  received  close  attention  among  my 
teachers.  Many  children  fail  to  get  the  prescribed  Spelling 
Book  (Gage's)  and  this  makes  it  impossible  for  the  teachers 
to  do  the  best  work  on  this  subject.  In  most  schools  the 
children  are  required  to  spell  every  word  in  one  reader  before 
they  are  advanced  to  the  next,  and  still  there  are  many  com- 
mon words  they  will  never  be  able  to  spell  without  the  use  of 
a  Speller.  Teachers  should  insist  on  the  possession  by  the 
pupils  of  this  text-book  as  well  as  any  other. 

THE  CAMPBELL  TON  SCHOOLS. 

The  Campbellton  fire  of  July  11th  destroyed  one  of  the  best 
built  and  equipped  school  buildings  in  this  Inspectorate.  It 
was  a  three  story  brick  building  with  slate  roof  and  stone 
trimmings.  It  contained  eleven  regular  departments  besides  a 
fully  equipped  department  of  Manual  Training.  As  the  whole 
town  had  been  destroyed  there  was  little  prospect  that  the 
school  would  be  opened  again  during  the  year.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  with  the  enterprise  that  has  always  characterized  it 
erected  temporary  quarters  for  as  much  of  the  school  as  they 
could  and  on  the  25th  day  of  October  opened  four  depart- 
ments to  accommodate  pupils  from  Grade  III.  to  Grade  XI. 
inclusive.  These  are  so  crowded  that  the  Trustees  contemplate 
arranging  for  half  dav  attendance  in  two  of  the  rooms  allowing 
one  grade  to  attend  in  the  forenoons  and  another  in  the  after- 
noons. They  will  not  adopt  this  expedient  except  it  become 
absolutely  necessary  by  reason  of  so  many  attending. 

The  Trustees  regret  very  much  their  inability  to  provide 
for  Grades  I.  and  II.  My  opinion  is  that  they  did  exceedingly 
well  to  open  schools  at  all  and  it  is  certainly  more  import- 
ant to  care  for  the  advanced  grades  than  for  the  primary  ones. 

They  intend  to  begin  the  new  school  building  early  in  the 
spring  and  will  doubtless  have  it  ready  for  the  schools  imme- 
diately after  next  summer  vacation. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 
No  Institute  was  held  in  Restigouche  County  this  year  be- 
cause of  the  Campbellton  fire. 

Northumberland  Count  y  Institute  was  held  at  Newcastle  on 
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October  6th  and  7th,  and  was  one  of  the  most  successful  in  its 
history.  It  was  not  so  largely  attended  as  some  others,  but 
the  interest  was  better  sustained  and  there  was  none  of  that 
coming  late  and  going  early  so  noticeable  on  former  occasions. 
The  time  was  fully  occupied  by  interesting  lessons,  addresses 
and  papers  or  profitable  discussion.  The  President,  Mr.  B.  P. 
Steeves,  B.  A.,  struck  the  keynote  by  taking  the  chair  prompt- 
ly at  the  minute  for  opening,  and  delivering  an  opening  ad- 
dress that  was  filled  with  well  digested  Educational  thought 
embracing  many  of  the  problems  of  modern  education.  All  the 
papers  were  good.  None  were  a  rehash  of  notes  taken  at  Nor- 
mal School  or  culled  from  works  on  the  Science  and  Art  of 
Teaching.  Each  one  showed  careful  preparation,  much  thought 
and  some  experience.  The  last  session  was  devoted  to  Drawing 
and  Writing.  Mr.  Hagerman,  of  the  Normal  School  staff,  gave 
a  two  hour  illustrated  address,  which  was  much  appreciated. 
The  rest  of  the  session  was  taken  up  with  a  lively  discussion 
in  which  all  participated  and  during  which  Mr.  Hagerman  ans- 
wered many  questions  and  smoothed  many  difficulties.  May 
we  always  have  such  helpful  Institute  meetings. 

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 

In  many  places  Teachers'  Meetings  are  not  regularly  held. 
In  Chatham  these  meetings  are  held  fortnightly.  The  School 
Board  has  provided  the  teachers  with  a  professional  library. 
The  books  are  all  standard  educational  works.  These  works 
are  discussed  after  a  careful  reading.  Sometimes  one  teacher 
makes  a  digest  of  an  author  or  of  a  certain  portion  of  his 
book,  and  this  is  read  and  discussed  at  a  meeting.  In  this  way 
these  teachers  are  rapidly  increasing  their  professional  know- 
ledge. Not  all  the  teachers  of  the  town  attend  these  meetings 
regularly  and  there  is  quite  a  perceptible  and  ever  widening 
gap  between  the  efficiency  of  those  who  do  and  those  who 
don't.  Teaching  even  more  than  other  professions  requires 
constant  study,  observation  and  comparison  to  prevent  falling 
into  ruts  and  routine,  the  early  and  sure  symptoms  of  dry-rot 
and  decay  in  the  teaching  profession.

SIR:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  in  Inspectorate  No.  2,  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1910. 

NEW  SCHOOLS. 

New  schools  have  been  opened  during  the  year  in  Pokeseu- 
die,  No.  1%  Caraquet;  little  Paquetville,  No.  7,  Paquetville; 
Lugar,  No.  16,  Beresford;  Youghall,  No.  9,  Bathurst;  at  Bath- 
urst Village  and  at  Baker  Brook.  The  number  of  schools  in 
this  district  has  thus  been  increased  by  six,  making  the  total 
number  under  my  supervision  245.  Pokeseudie,  Little  Paquet- 
ville and  Iyugar  never  had  schools  before.  Youghall  had  been 
closed  for  a  long  period  owing  to  the  insufficient  number  of 
children  of  school  age  in  the  district. 

NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

Three  new  school  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 
The  two  department  school  house  at  Baker  Brook  is  a  hand- 
some structure  and  is  certainly  a  credit  to  the  people  of  the 
district.  The  other  two  school  houses  were  erected  in  Middle 
Caraquet. 

GLOUCESTER  COUNTY. 
Bathurst— Mr.  F.  A.  Dixon,  M.  A.,  after  two  years  and  a 
half  of  faithful  service  as  Principal  of  the  Bathurst  Grammar 
School,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  II.  Cx.  Harrison,  M.  A.  There  are  six  departments 
in  all  of  which  efficient  work  is  being  accomplished.  Owing 
to  tlu-  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  it  was  found  necessary 
to  engage  a  class  room  assistant. 
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Mr.  P.  Girdwood,  who  for  six  years  was  the  efficient  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Bathurst  Superior  School,  resigned  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Jas.  Mcintosh,  who 
taught  in  the  same  school  several  years  ago  and  who  has  come 
back  to  us  with  splendid  recommendations.  There  are  now  five 
departments  in  this  district,  a  fifth  department  having  been 
opened  in  September  to  accommodate  the  largely  increased 
school  population.  191  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  school 
library. 

I  had  to  condemn  the  school  house  in  No.  4,  as  the  present 
building  is  altogether  unfit  to  be  used  for  school  purposes  any 
longer. 

After  a  break  of  over  ten  years,  No.  9,  Youghall,  re-open- 
ed in  August  last  with  an  enrolment  of  15.  The  school  house 
in  No.  7  needs  repairing  and  repainting  I  trust  this  work  will 
be  done  next  summer  vacations.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
Principal,  Miss  Laura  Eddy,  the  school  at  Nipisiguit  Bridge 
was  supplied  with  a  case  of  44  minerals,  some  chemicals  and  a 
Standard  Dictionary  in  two  volumes  with  stand.  There  is  an 
atmosphere  of  neglect  about  the  school  in  No.  15.  The  doors 
of  the  outbuildings  are  ofE  their  hinges,  the  bfiildings  remain 
unpainted  and  the  fence  is  not  properly  looked  after.  I  found 
the  children  orderly  and  the  work  of  the  Advanced  Department 
quite  satisfactory.  The  Advanced  Department  in  Nipisiguit 
West  is  too  small  for  the  children  in  attendance.  The  teachers 
complained  to  me  that  some  of  the  parents  want  their  child- 
ren to  return  home  in  the  middle  of  each  session.  I  trust  this 
practice  has  been  discontinued.  The  reading  in  the  Advanced 
Department  deserves  special  mention.  All  the  schools  of  this 
Parish  were  in  operation  during  the  winter  term.  No.  6  and 
No.  11  were  closed  last  term. 

Beresford:  After  twenty-one  consecutive  years  as  Principal 
of  the  Petit  Rocher  Superior  School  and  fifty-four  years'  serv- 
ice in  the  Public  Schools  of  this  province,  Mr.  Jerome  Boud- 
reau,  to  the  regret  of  all,  retired  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year.  Mr.  Boudreau  devoted  his  whole  life  to  the  work  of 
teaching.  Few  persons  have  enjoyed  the  esteem  and  confidence 
of  both  pupils  and  citizens  to  a  greater  degree  than  he.  Few 
teachers  have  prepared  a  larger  number  of  pupils  for  the  "bat- 
tle of  life."  During  his  career  as  teacher,  one  hundred  and 
fftv  teachers  were  prepared  by  him.    He  made  teaching  a  sue- 
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of  the  school  year  to  assume  charge  of  the  Superior  school  at 
cess  and  he  retires  accompanied  by  the  best  wishes  of  all. 

Green  Point  employed  a  second  class  teacher  during  the 
last  term  and  the  school  improves  accordingly.  Madisco  wain- 
scotted  its  school  and  had  it  thoroughly  painted.  Iyittle  Kim 
Tree  enclosed  its  school  grounds,  wainscotted  and  painted  its 
school  building-.  Nigadoo  provided  dictionaries  and  an  eight 
day  clock,  IyUgar  opened  its  school  for  the  first  term  with  an 
enrolment  of  23.  The  school  house  in  No.  15  is  fast  going  to 
ruin.  A  new  building  has  become  a  necessity.  In  No.  6y2  the 
trustees  do  not  seem  to  take  much  interest  in  their  school  if 
one  is  to  judge  by  the  neglected  premises  and  buildings. 

Mr.  Adelard  Roy  and  Mr.  Theophile  Founder  rendered  good 
service  in  the  schools  of  No.  4. 

Caraquet:  This  Parish  has  now  thirteen  schools.  Pokeseu- 
die  opened  a  school  for  the  first  time  last  term.  Caraquet  No. 
5  painted  the  exterior  of  its  school  house.  One  of  the  trustees 
told  me  it  had' been  decided  to  repaint  the  interior  and  make 
other  improvements  during  the  winter  holidays.  Miss  Berna- 
dette  Cormier  after  three  years  of  faithful  service  in  No.  10  re- 
tired last  June.  ^Blanchard  Settlement  enclosed  its  school  lot 
with  a  wire  fence. 

Inkerman:  All  the  schools  of  this  Parish  were  in  operation 
during  the  winter  term.  No.  7  was  closed  last  term.  Nos.  4 
and  4%  were  closed  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year  on 
account  of  diphtheria.  Portage  has  a  new  map  of  the  Mari- 
time Provinces. 

New  Bandon:  Several  schools  in  this  parish  had  to  be  clos- 
ed during  a  portion  of  the  year  on  account  of  contagious  dis- 
eases. Grand  Anse  has  a  new  wood  shed,  Clifton  new  furni- 
ture, Grand  Anse  Portage  wainscotted  its  school  room,  St.  Jo- 
seph wainscotted  its  school  room  and  had  the  building  thor- 
oughly painted.  Canobie  has  a  new  wire  fence  and  painted  its 
school  house.  No.  3  and  No.  3^  were  closed  during  the  winter 
and  No.  6  during  the  summer  term. 

Paquetville:  All  the  schools  of  this  Parish  were  operated 
continuously  during  the  year.  Little  Paquetville  opened  a 
school  for  the  first  time  with  an  enrolment  of  35.  There  are 
now  seven  schools  in  this  Parish  where  three  years  ago  there 
were  ofaly  five. 

Geor  eville  wainscotted  and  painted  its  school  house. 

St.  Isidore:   The  three  schools    of  the   Parish  maintained 
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school  continuously  during  the  year.  Tilley  Road  imported 
two  dozen  desks.  The  house  should  be  thoroughly  repaired  and 
painted.  Mr.  J.  C.  Delagarde,  B.  A.,  is  giving  good  satisfac- 
tion here.   No.  7  occupied  its  new  house  for  the  first  time. 

Saumarez:  Mr.  A.  E.  Daigle,  who  for  three  years  and  a 
half  conducted  with  success  the  Superior  School  at  Tracadie, 
resigned  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  to  accept  the  Principal- 
ship  of  the  Edmundston  Superior  School.  The  schools  of  this 
disurict  were  supplied  with  maps  of  the  Dominion,  British 
Empire  and  of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  The  school  yard  at  the 
St.  Pierre  Settlement  was  enclosed  with  a  wire  fence.  I  re- 
gret to  lose  one  of  my  most  enthusiastic  and  faithful  teachers 
in  Mr.  Charles  F.  Brison,  who  for  nearly  forty  years  devoted 
his  best  energies  to  the  instruction  of  the  pupils  under  his 
care. 

Shippigan:  All  the  schools  of  this  Parish,  twenty  in  num- 
ber, were  kept  in  continuous  operation  during  the  year.  This  is 
a  splendid  record  as  it  is  often  difficult  to  find  teachers  for 
the  remotest  districts.  Miss  Etta  Iyosier,  a  bright  and  ener- 
getic young  teacher,  resigned  at  Shippigan  Village  at  the 
close  of  the  winter  term  to  become  Principal  of  the  Tracadie 
Superior  school.  Mr.  J.  Avila  Duguay  accomplished  good 
work  at  little  I^ameque.  The  school  at  Miscou  Centre  is  not 
yet  finished  inside.  St.  Raphael  wainscotted  its  house  and  pro- 
vided maps;  St.  Simon  provided  new  furniture,  a  dictionary 
and  an  eight  day  clock  and  the  Gully  also  provided  an  eight 
day  clock.  Miss  Isabella  McDonald  achieved  success  at  Wil- 
son's Point.  The  school  is  a  model  of  cleanliness.  The  school 
houses  in  this  Parish  are  for  the  most  part  good.  Two  notable 
exceptions  are  No.  3  and  No.  8%.  A  more  comfortable  and 
modern  school  house  should  be  erected  in  Shippigan  Village. 

MADAWASKA  COUNTY. 

Clair:  A  consolidated  district  with  centre  at  Clair  Village 
to  accommodate  the  children  of  Districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  10 
would  in  my  opinion  give  the  best  results  for  the  Parish.  No. 
3  and  No.  10  engaged  unlicensed  teachers  during  the  winter 
term.   Their  services  could  not  be  recognised. 

Madawaska:  Mr.  J.  Edouard  DeGrace,  the  efficient  Princi- 
pal of  the  Edmupdston  Superior  school,    resigned  at  the  close 
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Petit  Rocher.  The  excellent  quality  of  the  Writing  and  Draw- 
ing throughout  the  whole  school  deserves  honorable  mention. 
The  school  has  been  provided  with  hyloplate  blackboards.  All 
the  schools  of  the  Parish  were  in  operation  during  last  term. 

St.  Andre:  No  schools  were  closed  in  this  Parish  during 
the  year.  Miss  Gertrude  Douce  t  rendered  good  service  at  Co- 
meau  Ridge. 

St.  Ann:  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  all  the  schools  of  this 
Parish  have  been  in  operation  for  the  last  four  years  without 
interruption.  Mrs.  C.  M.  Sirois  conducted  the  school  in  No.  3 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  I  had  to  condemn  the  school  in  No. 
4,  as  it  has  outlived  its  usefulness  for  school  purposes.  The 
same  fate  is  reserved  for  t*he  one  in  No.  2,  unless  provision  be 
made  to  erect  a  new  building  soon. 

St.  Basil:  After  a  long  period  of  inaction  No.  4%  re-opened 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  but  closed  again  during  the  sum- 
mer term.  Extensive  repairs  were  made  on  the  school  house  in 
No.  4  that  practically  made  of  it  a  new  building.  No.  8  was 
closed  during  the  whole  year.  This  is  a  weak,  isolated  district 
but  has  too  many  children  in  it  to  allow  them  to  grow  up  in 
ignorance.  I  trust  the  trustees  will  provide  for  the  education  of 
the  children  of  the  district  next  year  either  by  re-opening  the 
school  or  by  conveying  the  children  to  No.  5,  for,  if  they  do  not 
do  so,  the  property  of  the  district  is  liable  to  be  annexed  to 
the  nearest  district  as  provided  by  Section  121  {2)  of  the 
School  Law.  No.  7  organized  during  the  year  but  the  opposi- 
tion to  a  school  in  the  district  is  so  great  that  progress  has 
been  slow. 

St.  Francis:  All  the  schools  of  the  Parish  were  in  opera- 
tion last  term.  No.  7  was  closed  during  the  winter  term. 
There  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  school  buildings  of 
this  parish  during  the  year.  Winding  lodges  made  extensive  re- 
pairs to  its  house,  had  it  thoroughly  painted  and  provided  hyl- 
oplates.  Little  River  wainscot  ted  its  school  room,  painted 
the  house  outside  and  provided  a  tower  bell.  Enoch  Baker 
Lake  wainscotted  and  painted  its  school  room.  Bouchard 
painted  its  house,  Island  Vale  purchased  a  hyloplate  and  Web- 
ster's Creek  a  map  of  Europe.  There  were  66  pupils  enrolled  in 
the  last  mentioned  school  last  October  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  55.  Provision  must  soon  be  made  to  employ  a 
class  room  assistant. 
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St.  Hilaire:  Baker  Brook  erected  a  school  house  of  two  de- 
partments during  the  summer  and  secured  the  services  of  two 
excellent  teachers,  the  Misses  Suzanne  and  Marie  P.  Richard. 
Albertine  improved  its  school  yard  and  had  it  enclosed  with  a 
neat  wire  fence.  It  also  has  new  outbuildings.  Caron  Brook 
has  a  small  shabby  house  with  no  school  yard. 

St.  Jacques:  A  new  district,  to  be  known  as  Morneault, 
Xo.  7,  has  been  formed  with  parts  of  Nos.  3  and  6.  I  attended 
the  first  annual  meeting  in  person  and  the  district  was  organ- 
ized. Patrieville  is  now  ready  to  build  and  it  is  expected  that 
both  these  districts  will  have  their  new  school  houses  ready  for 
occupancy  next  September.  In  the  erection  and  organization  of 
these  districts  I  am  much  indebted  to  M.  J.  A.  Charest  for  val- 
uable services  rendered. 

St.  Leonard:  The  attendance  in  the  school  at  St.  Leonard's 
Village  has  so  largely  increased  lately — an  enrolment  of  147 
last  May  compared  with  109  last  year— that  a  larger  building 
has  become  a  necessity.  The  Trustees  are  in  favor  of  erecting 
a  four-roomed  building  and  I  quite  agree  with  them  as  St. 
Leonard  is  progressing  rapidly. 

The  school  house  in  Byram,  No.  6,  was  destroyed  by  fire 
last  August — supposed  to  have  been  by  the  hand  of  an  incen- 
diary. I  have  not  heard  yet  whether  any  steps  have  been  taken 
to  rebuild,  although  I  have  issued  notices  to  call  a  special 
meeting  for  the  purpose  over  a  month  ago.  The  house  at  Mar- 
tin No.  3  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one.  The  school  has 
been  provided  with  maps  of  the  hemispheres  and  of  the  Mari- 
time Provinces.     Combes  Road  procured  modern  desks. 

VICTORIA  COUNTY. 

Grand  Falls  operated  twelve  schools  during  the  winter  and 
thirteen  during  the  summer  term.  Rapid e-de-Femme  repaired 
its  building  and  painted  it. 

Drummond  operated  thirteen  schools  during  the  winter  and 
twelve  during  the  summer  term.  The  school  houses  of  this 
Parish  are  for  the  most  part  good.  New  England  enclosed  its 
school  lot  with  a  neat  wire  fence.  The  school  made  good  pro- 
gress with  Miss  Theresa  Goodine  as  teacher. 

RESTIGOUCHK  COUNTY, 
There  is  a  strong  movement  on  foot   towards  dividing  No. 
3,  Adding  ton  and  making  two  separate  districts  of  it.  The 
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large  majority  of  the  children  live  at  one  end  of  the  district. 
By  annexing  a  few  lots  which  are  outside  the  district,  a  good 
district  could  be  formed  with  one  part  of  the  present  district 
but  the  other  end  would  become  so  weak  that  I  fear  it  would 
not  be  able  to  support  a  school. 

Balmoral  operated  all  its  schools  last  term.  No.  5  was 
closed  during  the  winter  term.  The  school  in  No.  3  made  satis- 
factory progress  during  the  year  with  Mr.  Onesime  Roy  as 
teacher.

No.  4,  Webster's  Creek,  St.  Francis. 

I  have  during  the  year  requested  most  of  my  Boards  of 
Trustees  to  procure  school  flags.  I  am  glad  that  several  dis- 
tricts responded  to  the  call.  The  above  list  is  by  no  means  a 
complete  one  as  I  am  .sure  that  since  the  dates  of 'my  visits 
several  districts  procured  flags  of  which  I  have  not  been  noti- 
fied. I  hope  that  before  long  every  school  of  this  Inspectorate 
will  have  its  flag.  The  flag  of  our  country  should  float  over 
every  school  house  on  every  national  and  public  holiday.  It  is 
one  of  the  best  means  for  a  teacher  to  teach  patriotism  and  to 
instil  into  his  pupils  a  love  for  his  country. 

In  many  respects  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  and 
substantial  progress.  It  will  be  observed  from  a  perusal  of  the 
above  remarks  that  during  the  year  considerable  advance  has 
been  made  in  the  condition  of  the  school  buildings  and  sur- 
roundings. New  schools  have  been    opened  in  several  districts 
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where  none  existed  heretofore.  New  school  houses  have  been 
built  and  others  repaired.  Additions  have  been  made  to  school 
furniture  and  appliances,  school  grounds  have  been  enclosed 
and  flags  provided.  There  are  yet  too  many  school  buildings 
that  do  not  present  an  inviting  appearance.  A  few  are  miser- 
able places  indeed  and  would  not  be  of  much  value  for  any  pur- 
pose except  a  school.  I  had  to  condemn  two  old  dilapidated 
schools  and  I  trust  that  they  will  shortly  be  replaced  by  others 
more  in  accordance  with  the  necessities  of  our  times. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  programme  of  studies  is  pretty  well  followed  by  nearly 
every  teacher.  If  anything  is  omitted  it  is  generally  Nature 
Study  and  Drawing.  Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic,  the 
three  R's,  continue  to  receive  the  larger  part  of  the  teacher's 
time,  and  this  is  only  right.  Since  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
system  of  writing,  better  results  are  noticeable.  Spelling  is  as 
a  rule  satisfactory.  Gage's  Speller  should  be  in  every  school. 
In  the  Acadian  schools  the  French  Grammar  now  authorized 
can  be  used  both  as  a  Speller  and  as  a  Grammar.  Mental  Ar- 
ithmetic is  entirely  too  little  in  evidence.  Pupils  are  allowed 
to  work  too  much  on  their  slates.  In  some  schools  even  the 
simple  elementary  operations  are  performed  with  the  aid  of  the 
pencil.  The  adoption  of  a  text  book  on  .  Mental  Arithmetic 
would  in  my  judgment,  prove  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  as 
same  teachers  are  at  a  loss  as  to  the  amount  of  work  to  teach 
in  this  subject.  I  am  still  of  opinion  that  if  we  are  to  look  for 
improvements  in  the  teaching  of  Canadian  History  in  the  Aca- 
dian schools  a  French  text  book  will  have  to  be  prescribed.  By 
the  number  and  quality  of  the  reports  on  Nature  Study  and 
Agriculture  received  so  far  and  by  my  own  observation  in  the 
schools  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  subject  is  gaining  in 
popularity.

SIR:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  in  my  Inspectorate    for    the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1910: 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year,  I  think  I  may  confident- 
ly state  that  in  general  the  results  obtained  along  the  line  of 
educational  progress  have  been  fully  up  to  the  best  records  of 
former  years.  The  sums  expended  by  many  progressive  boards 
of  trustees  in  rendering  their  school  houses  more  comfortable 
and  the  school  surroundings  more  attractive,  the  evi- 
dent interest  displayed  by  the  pupils  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  their  work  in  the  school  room,  the  laudable  ef- 
forts put  forth  by  a 'majority  of  teachers  to  awaken  the  inter- 
est of  parents  in  school  work  and  the  absence  of  any  serious 
difficulty  in  district  affairs  are  some  of  the  prominent  features 
which  tend  to  show  that  an  increase  of  interest  and  energy  in 
school  matters  has  been  abroad  throughout  the  Inspectorate. 

I  have  noted  with  pleasure  that  the  written  report  ordered 
by  you  to  be  left  with  each  school  has  had  a  beneficial  effect. 
Whether  it  is  owing  to  this  report  or  to  the  prevalence  of  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  ratepayers  to  improve  their  condition 
educationally,  I  am  able  to  report  a  decided  progress  in  the 
matter  of  equipment. 

Another  noteworthy  and  encouraging  indication  of  educa- 
tional progress  is  the  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  trustees 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  higher  class  of  teachers  even  at  a 
higher  rate  of  salary.  In  connection  with  the  bi-lingual  schools 
of  this  Inspectorate,  I  regret  to  state  that  the  supply  of 
teachers  holding  second  class  certificates  is  unequal  to  the  dc- 
tnand.  This  fact  deserves  notice.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  is  to 
be  deplored  and  cannot  be  remedied  unless  those  whom  it  most 
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directly  concerns  take  the  proper  steps  to  advance  their  stand- 
ing in  their  chosen  profession. 

Basing  my  remarks  upon  notes  taken  during  the  term  ended 
in  June  last,  it  appears  that  two  hundred  and  eight  schools 
and  departments  were  in  operation.  Of  the  two  hundred  and 
thirteen  teachers  employed  during  the  term,  two  held  Grammar 
school  licenses,  five  held  Superior  Class  and  seventy-one  second 
class  certificates.  Three  had  First  Class  licenses,  and  one  hund- 
red and  twenty-four  Third  Class  licensees  were  in  charge  of 
schools.  Three  local  licenses  were  granted.  Five  class  room 
assistants  were  employed.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  visits 
were  made.  Owing  to  a  severe  attack  of  illness,  I  was  unable 
to  finish  this  term's  work.  Written  reports  from  the  teachers 
of  those  schools  I  did  not  visit  show  that  all  the  schools  in  the 
Inspectorate  are  in  operation  with  the  exception  of  twelve. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  conclude  that  generally  there  is 
more  to  praise  than  to  condemn.  There  are  a  few  localities 
yet  where  great  room  exists  for  improvement.  However,  the 
spirit  and  desire  for  a  betterment  of  their  condition  are  pnesent 
with  those  whom  it  concerns,  and  I  hope  that  in  the  near  fu- 
ture I  shall  be  able  to  report  in  a  more  favorable  light  upon 
the  condition  of  such  localities. 

In  the  matter  of  school  attendance  I  regret  to  say  that  re- 
sults are  not  quite  satisfactory.  During  the  autumn  term  the 
presence  of  measles,  scarletina  and  smallpox  throughoiit  Kent 
County  had  a  decided  effect  upon  the  regularity  of  attendance 
and  consequently  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

Indifference  in  the  matter  of  school  attendance  may  be  dis- 
tressing, but  another  evil  which,  in  my  opinion,  tends  to  ne 
tralize  the  best  efforts  is  a  too  frequent  change  of  teachers. 
This  is  due  in  the  main  to  a  lack  of  permanency  in  the  profes- 
sion, to  the  fair  prospect  of  an  increase  in  salary  and  in  not  a 
few  cases  to  the  whims  of  certain  trustees  who  do  not  seem  to 
appreciate  the  spirit  of  devoted ness  of  those  who  in  many  cases 
barter  their  best  efforts  at  a  very  low  premium. 

This  year  I  intended  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  ungraded 
schools  in  detail  and  by  Parishes.  My  inability  to  call  on  all 
the  schools  during  the  fall  term  compels  me  to  put  off  my  re- 
marks until  next  year. 
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DISTRICTS  AND  BOUNDARIES. 

A  new  district,  No.  9,  Carleton,  was  formed  during  the 
year.  Owing  to  some  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  boun- 
daries, the  organization  of  the  district  has  been  somewhat  re- 
tarded. Kb.  6,  St.  Mary's,  which  was  established  last  year  had 
its  school  in  operation  during  the  fall  term.  I  have  deemed  it 
advisable  to  postpone  the  reorganization  of  No.  9,  Dundas,  un- 
til a  bridge,  which  is  being  constructed  is  entirely  completed. 
Last  year,  No.  lV/2)  Wellington,  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  its 
school  building  by  fire.  A  substantial  structure  was  erected 
during  the  last  term.  It  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  the  com- 
ing term.  The  schoolhouse  in  No.  1,  Mclnnis,  Parish  of  Acadie- 
ville,  was  also  destroyed  by  fire.  Owing  to  the  apathy  and  cul- 
pable indifference  of  the  trustees  and  ratepayers  nothing  has 
been  done  to  provide  school  accommodation.  The  boundaries 
of  a  few  districts  were  readjusted  during  the  year.  Much  re- 
mains to  be  done  along  this  line. 

It  was  a  source  of  pleasure  to  me  in  my  work  this  year  to 
notice  the  spirit  of  activity,  ambition  and  disinterestedness  pre- 
sent with  the  majority  of  teachers.  Tne  readiness  and  intelli- 
gence with  which  they  accepted  any  suggestions  offered  with  the 
intention  of  promoting  better  methods  of  instruction  or  of  cre- 
ating a  broader  and  healthier  intercourse  between  the  pupils, 
the  parents  and  the  schools  was  certainly  very  gratifying.  It  is 
true  that  I  have  met  instances  in  which  words  of  advice  were 
politely  listened  to  only  to  be  forgotten  when  my  visit  came  to 
an  end. 

A  great  many  teachers  have  devoted  a  good  share  of  atten- 
tion to  the  decoration  of  the  schoolroom.  Under  their  supervi- 
sion, pupils  in  many  cases  have  done  much  to  improve  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  school  grounds.  More  attention  is  paid  to  ven- 
tilation and  considerable  pains  are  being  taken  to  encourage 
habits  of  cleanliness  about  the  school.  Time  and  patience  will 
bring  about  the  desired  results. 

I  deem  it  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  testify  to  the  spirit  of 
enterprise  and  sense  of  willingness  which  seem  to  animate  the 
trustees  of  this  Division.  Their  hearty  co-operation  to  work 
out  any  suggestion  made  with  the  idea  oF Improving  condi- 
tions locally  was  a  source  of  pleasure  to  me  in  my  inspectorial 
work.  The  absence  flaring  the  year  of  any  serious  trouble  in 
regard  to  school  matters  is  an  evident  proof  of  the  spirit  of 
good  feeling  which  exists  throughout  the  Inspectorate.    A  few 
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cases  still  remain,  however,  in  which  apathy,  false  principles  of 
economy  and  unreasonable  neglect  are  the  potent  factors  in  the 
management  of  district  affairs. 

I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  following  section  of  the  Law: 
Third  Class  teachers  shall  not  be  employed  (except  as  class 
room  assistants)  in  districts  having  an  assessable  valuation 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  or  upwards,  unless  by  the  written 
consent  of  the  Chief  Superintendent.  Trustees  should  make  it  a 
point  to  secure  this  necessary  permission  before  the  beginning 
of  the  'term. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  improvement  in  regard 
to  the  sending  of  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  school  meeting 
and  with  reference  to  the  visitation  of  schools  by  parents  and 
trustees. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  Central  school  at  Shediac  is  in  charge  of  the  same  staff 
of  teachers.  The  work  of  the  school  has  not  decreased  in  effi- 
ciency. A  fourth  department  was  opened  in  the  Convent  school 
and  a  new  entry  to  the  schoolrooms  provided. 

The  graded  schools  at  Fox  Creek  and  Pre  d'en  Haut  remain 
in  charge  of  the  same  principals. 

The  Superior  School  at  Rex  ton  continues  to  do  good  work 
under  the  same  management. 

Mr.  C.  M.  McCann  conducts  an  efficient  school  at  Buc- 
touche.  He  is  ably  assisted  by  two  new  teachers,  Miss  Alice 
Berthe  and  Miss  Elmire  I,egere. 

Mr.  1,.  R.  Hetherington,  principal  of  the  Richibucto  Gram- 
mar school,  has  resigned  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the 
Harkins  Academy  at  Newcastle.  The  high  esteem  in  which  he 
was  held  by  the  ratepayers  of  Richibucto  is  shown  in  this 
clipping  from  the  Review:  "Those  who  have  a  sincere  desire  for 
best  of  everything  for  our  schools  will  regret  the  resignation  of 
Air.  Hetherington,  who  by  his  untiring  zeal  and  efforts  has 
made  our  schools  second  to  none  in  the  Province."  Miss  Mc- 
Latchy  resigned  in  June.  Miss  Chrvstal  and  Miss  Ferguson 
remain  in  charge  of  the  same  departments. 

A  PTaded  school  with  two  departments  has  been  establish- 
ed at  St.  Anthony,  No.  11%,  Dundas.  I  am  sure  the  present 
arrangement  will  eive  far  better  results. 

Mr.  Arthur  Mitchell  resigned  the  principalship  of  the  Har- 
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court  Superior  School  to  take  charge  of  the  school  at  Port 
Elgin.  A  change  must  necessarily  be  made  in  the,  arrangement 
of  schools  in  this  district.  Mortimore,  a  small  district  in  the 
vicinity  of  Harcourt  and  forming  part  of  this  district,  oper- 
ates its  school  very  irregularly.  It  has  become  a  nuisance. 
The  pupils  of  this  small  district  should  be  conveyed  to  the 
school  at  Harcourt.  In  case  this  is  not  done,  Mortimore 
should  be  a  separate  district. 

INSTITUTES. 

I, am  sorry  to  say  that  no  institute  was  held  in  Kent 
County.  The  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  in  different 
parts  of  the  county  and  several  other  reasons  caused  the  execu- 
tive to  give  up  the  idea  of  holding  the  Institute.  I  hope  that 
the  necessary  steps  will  be  taken  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation during  the  spring. 

During  the  past  year,  with  a  view  of  encouraging  parents 
to  become  more  identified  with  the  work  of  the  schools  and  in 
order  to  have  them  to  manifest  a  deeper  and  livelier  interest 
in  their  advancement  and  success,  I  organized  as  many  public 
meetings  as  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal  would  permit.  So 
far,  thirty- two  such  meetings  have  been  held.  Suitable  pro- 
grammes are  prepared  by  the  pupils  of  the  district  and  ques- 
tions pertaining  to  education  and  to  the  management  of  school 
affairs  are  fully  discussed..  Excellent  results  have  already  been 
secured.  It  is  my  intention  to  continue  this  work  as  time  per- 
mits, until  my  entire  district  is  covered. 

Acting  upon  my  suggestion,  the  teachers  of  this  Inspector- 
ate have  established  a  few  local  institutes.  The  object  is  to 
bring  together  once  a  term  all  the  teachers  of  a  certain  Parish 
for  the  discussion  of  questions  relating  to  teaching,  plans  of 
work,  methods  of  discipline,  and  mam  other  matters  bearing 
on  school  work.  These  local  institutes  serve  as  an  incentive  to 
better  work  in  the  schools.  So  far,  the  venture  has  been  pro- 
ductive  of  good  results. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

From  a  careful  survey  of  the  educational  work  of  the  year, 
I  may  safely  state  that  in  general  a  satisfactory  class  of  work 
is  being  done  throughout  the  schools. 

Reading  in  both  languages  is  taken  up  with  an  evident  de- 
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gree  of  care.  In  some  schools  I  have  listened  to  remarkably 
good  reading.  Laudable  efforts  were  made  to  cultivate  essen- 
tials: Articulation,  emphasis,  correct  posture,  etc.  In  other 
cases,  however,  carelessness  was  evident. 

Results  in  Spelling  may  be  classified  as  satisfactory. 

Progress  in  Writing  is  fair.  Where  it  was  best  presented, 
pupils  were  required  to  devote  scrupulous  care  to  neatness  in 
connection  with  their  copy  books,  slate  work  and  blackboard 
exercises. 

Results  in  Arithmetic  are  about  the  same.  Methods  in 
teaching  the  subject  can  easily  be  improved  upon.  Mental 
arithmetic  is  receiving  its  due  share  of  attention. 

Geography  gave  fair  results.  Trustees  of  late  have  been 
providing  their  schools 'with  up-to-date  maps,  thus  affording 
better  opportunities  to  teachers  for  the  presentation  of  the  sub- 
ject. 

Grammar  and  Composition  are  being  taught  in  a  satisfac- 
tory manner.  Teachers  seem  to  be  interested  in  the  progress 
of  their  pupils  and  greatly  encouraged  by  the  success  which  has 
attended  their  efforts  in  the  teaching  of  this  subject.  Neatness, 
order  and  care  are  chief  characteristics. 

The  subject  in  which  the  least  satisfactory  results  are  ob- 
tained is  History.  The  work  in  the  bi-lingual  schools  is  far 
below  the  requirements.  Practically  no  history  is  being  taught 
owing  to  the  lack  of  a  suitable  textbook. 

Nature  Study  is  being  taken  up  more  earnestly.  Its  teach- 
ing is  becoming  more  natural  in  proportion  as  the  teacher  re- 
cognizes its  stimulating  effect  upon  the  pupil  and  upon  the 
work  of  the  whole  school. 

I  shall  refrain  from  making  any  remarks  on  the  subject  of 
Physical  Culture,  as  my  experience  in  this  work  dates  only 
from  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  I  may  state,  however, 
that  I  have  witnessed  with  pleasure  several  interesting  exercises 
in  this  line  of  school  work.  The  benefits  derived  by  the  pupils 
from  the  constant  following  of  exercises  of  this  sort  cannot  be 
too  highly  appreciated. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  many  acts  of 
kindness  and  courtesies  extended.

SIR:  Following  is  my  seventh  Annual  Report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  Public  Schools  in  Inspectorate  No.  4. 

As  in  the  past  a  few  schools  have  been  closed  for  one  or 
both  terms.  This  condition  is  due  partly  to  the  scarcity  of 
teachers,  partly  to  the  low  valuation  of  many  districts  and 
the  consequent  high  rate  of  taxation  but  chiefly  to  the  lack  of 
interest  in  education  in  some  sections  and  the  parsimony  of 
many  of  the  ratepayers.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  above 
remarks  apply  to  the  exception  and  not  the  average  district. 
There  is,  in  the  great  majority  of  districts,  an  increasing  inter- 
est taken  in  the  schools,  and  a  demand  for  the  best  teachers 
available  even  though  the  cost  of  conducting  the  schools  is  in- 
creasing. 

The  exodus  to  the  west  of  many  '  of  our  best  teachers  con- 
tinnes  and  no  doubt  will  continue  until  much  better  salaries 
aire  offered  here.  Many  of  the  small  districts  are  unable  to  in- 
crease  the  salaries,  but  there  are  many  districts  that  could  give 
salaries  that  would  induce  our  best  teachers  to  remain  with  us. 
Ii  we  aie  to  make  any  progress,  or  even  to  maintain  the  pre- 
sent standard  of  efficiency  of  our  schools,  we  must  find  some 
means  to  retain  the  services  of  our  best  higher  class  and  ex- 
perienced teachers. 

As  in  the  past  the  Spirit  of  restlessness  is  still  among  the 
teachers.   I  find  among  my  ungraded   schools  one  hundred  and 
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sixty-two  teachers  were  in  their  schools  for  the  first  term,  sev- 
enty for  the  second,  fifteen  for  the  third,  fifteen  for  the  fourth 
and  a  decreasing  number  for  longer  periods. 

The  difficulty  of  securing  male  teachers  as  principals  for 
the  Superior  and  other  Graded  schools  has  been  very  marked 
during  the  present  term.  The  following  superior  and  graded 
schools  in  my  Inspectorate  are  in  charge  of  lady  principals: 
Petitcodiac,  Havelock,  Elgin,  Penobsquis,  Middle  Sackville, 
Sunny  Brae,  Ivewisville,  Humphreys,  IyUtes  Mountain,  Harvey, 
Hopewell  Hill,  Demoiselle  Creek  and  Forest  Glen. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

New  houses  have  been  built  in  West  River,  No.  10,  Harvey 
and  Cornhill  East,  No.  13,  Havelock.  The  house  at  West  Riv- 
er is  a  modern  building  with  the  light  properly  admitted  from 
the  left  and  the  rear  and  with  ample  blackboard  surface.  I 
cannot  say  as  much  for  the  one  at  Cornhill  East.  I  was  sorry 
to  find  when  I  visited  the  district  that  the  trustees  and  rate- 
payers, although  they  had  plans  for  a  modern  building,  had  de- 
cided to  build  according  to  the  old  plan,  with  crossed  lights 
and  badly  arranged  blackboard  surface. 

At  a  special  meeting  held  in  September  the  rate-payers  of 
the  Penobsquis  Superior  school  voted  money  for  a  new  house 
to  be  built  next  summer.  The  ratepayers  of  Havelock  Super- 
ior school  have  also  decided  to  erect  a  new  building  in  the 
spring.  Those  districts  have  needed  better  school  buildings  for 
some  time. 

The  following  improvements    to  buildings  and   yards,  and 
additions  to  apparatus  have  been  made  during  the  year:

Anderson — New  wood  shed,   grounds  enlarged  and  enclosed 
with  wire  fence. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  "Compulsory  Attendance  Act"  has  been  in  operation 
in  the  Moncton  City  schools  during  the  term  just  closed.  A 
truant  officer  who  gives  all  his  time  to  the  >  work  has  been  en- 
gaged. Two  ungraded  schools  for  children  who  had  not  been 
attending  school  regularly,  were  opened  in  August  and  they 
have  been  well  attended,  some  of  the  pupils  not  missing  a  day. 
The  attendance  in  the  other  departments  has  also  been  im- 
proved. 

A.  B.  Maggs,  M.  A.,  after  three  years'  successful  work  on 
the  staff  of  the  Moncton  High  School,  resigned  in  June  to  go 
West.  He  was  succeeded  by  J.  C.  Pincock,  M.  A.  Mr.  Pin- 
cock  filled  the  position  of  Principal  of  the  Dorchester  High 
school  for  two  years  with  marked  success. 

I  am  sorry  to  learn  that  Miss  Kathcrine  Barton,  through 
illness,  has  been  compelled  to  resign  her  position  on  the  Monc- 
ton stall.    She  has  taught  in  Moncton  for  nearly  twenty  years. 

Many  changes  have  been  made  among  the  teachers  of  the 
graded  schools  in  my  Inspectorate  and  I  find  more  lady  princi- 
pals in  charge  of  those  schools  than  during  anv  previous  year. 
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UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  in  the  ungraded  schools  has  been  up  to  the  aver- 
age and  along  some  lines  advancement  has  been  made,  but  the 
change  of  teachers  at  the  end  of  each  term  or  each  year  makes 
the  best  work  impossible.  I  am  pleased  to  find  that  much 
more  attention  is  being  given  to  the  work  outlined  in  the  leaf- 
let, "Nature  Study  and  Agriculture  Course  for  Country 
Schools,"  and  as  a  result  the  children  should  take  a  more  in- 
telligent interest  in  their  surroundings  and  in  the  farm  work 
of  the  various  districts. 

INSTRUCTION. 

The  Spelling  Book  is  again  coming  into  more  general  use 
in  the  schools  and  the  spelling  is  improving.  A  more  general 
introduction  of  the  old-time  spelling  match  would  help  along 
the  same  line. 

The  teachers  who  are  qualified  to  give  instruction  in  Physi- 
cal Drill  are  taking  up  the  work  with  a  fair  degree  of  success 
and  in  most  cases  the  children  are  greatly  pleased  with  the  ex- 
ercises. When  the  drill  becomes  general  the  bad  sitting  and 
standing  positions,  that  are  now  all  too  common  in  the  school 
room,  should  be  a  thing  of  the  past  and  the  health  of  the  pup- 
ils should  be  improved. 

Much  more  attention  is  being  given  to  Mental  Arithmetic 
than  formerly,  and  not  only  are  the  pupils  becoming  more  pro- 
ficient in  that  work,  but  they  are  thereby  gaining  the  power  to 
concentrate  their  attention,  which,  helps  them  in  all  their 
studies. 

Many  pupils  waste  much  time  over  their •  lessons  because 
they  do  not  know  how  to  study.  Teachers  might  with  advan- 
tage, both  to  themselves  and  to  their  pupils,  give  more  time 
to  learning  and  teaching  how  to  stud  v.  Good  books  can  be 
had  on  the  subject  and  any  teacher  can  learn  much  from  obser- 
vation and  inquiry  among  her  pupils,  and  by  experiments  in 
her  own  study. 

INSTITUTES. 

The  Westmorland  County  Teachers'  Institute  met  at  Port 
F'lgin  on  September  22,  and  was  fairly  well  attended.  The 
papers,  lessons  and  discussions  were  instructive  and  helpful, 
especially  to  the  younger  teachers.       The  presence  and  assist- 
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ance  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  added  much  to  the  interest 
of  the  Institute.  The  public  meeting  which  was  addressed  by 
Dr.  Inch,  Capt.  A.  H.  Borden  and  the  Chief  Superintendent, 
was  especially  interesting. 

The  Albert  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  at  Hope- 
well Cape  on  Oct.  13  and  14.  Owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the 
weather  at  that  time  of  year,  and  the  long  drives  that  mam 
of  the  teachers  would  have  to  take  to  reach  the  place  of  meet- 
ings the  attendance  was  not  large  but  the  work  was  interest- 
ing. The  Chief  Superintendent  was  present  and  gave  us  many 
valuable  suggestions.  We  hope  to  have  our  programme  for 
next  year  ready  in  time  to  have  our  meeting  early  in  Septem- 
ber, and  will  no  doubt  secure  a  better  attendance.

SIR:  The  year  just  closing  has  been  one  of  growing  inter- 
est and  steady  development  in  educational  work.  Schools  have 
been  maintained  both  terms  in  almost  all  the  organized  dis- 
tricts. In  a  few  districts  where  the  number  of  children  is  small 
conveyance  to  neighboring  districts  has  been  established. 
There  are  several  other  districts  similarly  conditioned  where 
the  same  plan  would  work  with  advantage.  Organic  union  of 
two  or  three  districts  in  several  localities  in  this  inspectorate 
would  result  beneficially  in  a  better  school  at  no  greater,  or 
less,  expense  to  both  sections  and  province.  It  is  true  that  a 
few  families  living  on  the  fringes  of  the  districts*  united  would 
be  some  inconvenienced  in  getting  to  school,  but  it  would  be  a 
better  school  when  reached  and  it  would  always  be  in  opera- 
tion. Schools  of  from  four  to  ten  children  must  necessarily  be 
greatly  deficient  in  those  features  that  develop  character,  en- 
courage action  and  stimulate  confidence.  The  fear  of  greater 
expense  and  the  desire  of  parents  to  have  their  children  near 
at  hand  hinder  a  voluntary  adoption  of  a  principle  that  has  so 
much  to  commend  it. 

The  condition  of  school  buildings  in  many  districts  sug- 
gests that  the  time  is  opportune  for  somewhat  more  drastic 
measures  to  induce  union  or  consolidation  of  districts  on  a 
wider  scale.  Many  of  the  school  houses  now  in  use  were  built 
shortly  after  the  enactment  of  the  present  Schools  Act  in  1871. 
Some  of  these  have  been  repaired  but  little.     Many  that  have 
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received  much  repairing  are  not  comfortable  in  winter.  They 
are  to  a  degree  out  of  date.  The  light  is  defective,  the  founda- 
tion poor.  They  are  unsanitary  and  in  this  respect  past  reme- 
dy. It  is  often  a  most  disagreeable  task  to  urge  upon  a  strong 
district  the  necessity  of  repairing  a  house.  When  it  comes  to 
requiring  a  district  with  a  small  assessable  valuation  to  build  a 
new  house  the  duty  is  one  that  even  the  most  enthusiastic 
may  shrink  from.  Two  districts  united  might  very  readily  put 
up  a  modern,  convenient,  sanitary  building  greatly  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  growing  generation. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  above  statements  apply  in  parti- 
cular cases  and  that  the  general  principle  of  the  effect  of  age  on 
most  buildings  may  be  seen,  I  cheerfully  submit  that  the 
school  houses  in  this  inspectorate,  taken  as  a  whole,  re- 
ceive more  than  ordinary  attention,  that  much  repairing  has 
been  done  this  year,  that  there  is  a  growing  sentiment  among 
the  people  in  favor  of  improved  conditions  and  that  each  suc- 
ceeding vear  brings  to  my  observation  evidences  of  such  ad- 
vancement. True  economy  and  efficiency,  however,  would  give 
us  many  new  school  houses  instead  of  the  much  repairing  we 
get. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  schools  are  fairly  well  supplied  with 
the  necessary  apparatus  for  good  teaching.  The  supply  is  being 
extensively  added  to  each  year.  In  a  considerable  number  of 
schools  everything  required  is  obtained  by  trustees.  The  qual- 
ity and  quantity  of  blackboard  surface  in  altogether  too  large  a 
number  of  schools  is  poor  and  inadequate.  On  account  of  the 
plan  of  many  nouses  blackboards  must  be  placed  at  the  rear  of 
the  rooms  instead  of  before  the  pupils,  and  sometimes  between 
lights,  which  perhaps  on  account  of  ill  effects  on  children's  eyes 
is  still  worse.  Good  slate  blackboard  is  giving  the  best  satis- 
faction. Although  the  initial  cost  is  more  than  for  some  other 
kinds  it  is  permanent.  The  weights  and  measures,  to  be  used 
in  teaching  reduction  tables,  are  not  generally  found  in  school 
rooms.  I  fear  too  that  in  some  schools  where  they  are  found 
they  are  not  as  faithfully  used  as  they  should  be.  Many  teach- 
ers are  worthy  of  high  commendation  for  the  interest  they  take 
and  tin-  help  they  give  trustees  in  providing  apparatus  and  in- 
creasing equipment. 

During  the  year  I  have  given  much  attention  to  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  school     houses.     In  too  many  cases  neglect

in  this  regard  on  the  part  of  trustees  is  deplorably  evident. 
Teachers  have  a  right  to  demand  that  school  rooms  be  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  it  is  their  duty  to  see  that  the  rooms  are 
kept  in  good  condition.  Warmth,  pure  air,  proper  light,  good 
furniture,  cleanliness  of  room  and  everything  in  it,  all  as  mat- 
-  ters  of  health,  proclaim  that  true  economy  lies  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  whatever  reasonable  amount  of  money  is  needed  to  se- 
cure them. 

In  some  schools  the  sweeping  is  done  by  the  pupils  at  noon 
or  recess  time,  and  without  proper  precautions.  As  to  time  the 
practice  is  vicious  and  harmful.  If  larger  pupils  do  the  work 
it  should  be  under  supervision.  The  line  dust  ladened  with  mi- 
crobes floats  in  the  air  for  a  long  time  after  sweeping.  When 
breathed  by  pupils  it  may  be  the  cause  of  serious  future  trou- 
ble. 

The  Union  Jack  floats  over  more  school  houses  than  during 
any  previous  year.  As  a  result  more  flag  drill  and  salutation 
exercises  are  practiced.  More  historical  facts  are  emphasized 
and  a  truer,  broader  foundation  is  being  laid  in  the  minds  of 
our  young  people  of  patriotism  and  national  greatness. 

Two  districts  have  been  organized  this  year — Salmon  Har- 
bour, No.  17,  Chipman  and  Canning  and  Westmorland  Road, 
No.  1  Rothesay.  The  latter  had  been  laid  out  years  ago  but 
had  remained  inactive.  School  meetings  have  been  held  in 
both.  Both  have  voted  money  for  new  houses  and  it  is  ex- 
pected these  will  be  built  the  coming  year. 

A  great  deal  of  very  satisfactory  nature  study  work  is  be- 
ing carried  on  this  year  in  the  schools.  Interest  is  increasing 
as  the  point  and  purpose  of  the  work  are  coming  to  be  better 
understood.  Definiteness  is  secured  by  a  monthly  apportion- 
ment of  instruction.  The  reports  thus  far  received  from  teach- 
ers indicate  that  the  senses  of  children  are  being  trained  to  be 
alert  to  gather  knowledge  from  their  environment.  Such  acti- 
vity must  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  in  all  school  work. 

.  With  the  object  of  correlating  with  instruction  in  school 
one  feature  of  country  activity — farming — over  a  year  ago  a 
series  of  five  lectures  to  ten  schools  was  arranged  and  conduct- 
ed in  Kings  County  by  C.  W.  MacDougall,  Dairy  Superinten- 
dent in  the  employ  of  the  Provincial  Agricultural  Department. 
A  second  series  was  begun  but  not   completed.      These  were 
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intended  as  an  experiment  in  industrial  work.  As  I  had  not 
visited  the  districts  served,  after  the  lectures  had  been  given 
and  before  my  last  report  was  written  I  was  unable  to  make 
at  that  time  any  comments  regarding  the  work  done.  I  am 
now  in  a  position  to  say  that  a  most  favorable  impression  was 
made  in  most  districts  and  that  many  people  have  expressed 
to  me  their  appreciation  of  such  instruction  in  schools.  It 
lends  to  increase  the  children's  interest  in  home  activities  and 
by  awakening  and  directing  their  perceptions  of  real  life,  stimu- 
lates them  to  more  earnest  application  to  study  in  history, 
geography,  science  and  drawing  and  affords  concrete  material 
for  both  oral  and  written  composition. 

Mr.  MacDougall's  regular  duties  have  this  year  prevented 
him  from  resuming  this  educational  work  so  well  begun. 

School  gardens  are  constantly  increasing  in  usefulness  and 
popularity.  The  need  for  trained  teachers,  those  who  are  will- 
ing to  qualify  by  study,  who  will  adapt  themselves  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  work,  seriously  hinders  a  wide  increase  in 
the  number  of  gardens  already  established. 

A  new  school  building  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  by  fire 
last  year  has  been  erected  at  Kingston  in  the  Consolidated 
School  district  there.  Though  not  quite  as  large  as  the  one  it 
replaces,  it  is  a  fine  structure,  admirably  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  the  service  in  that  section.  The  school  has  occupied  it  since 
the  beginning  of  the  summer  term.  The  staff  is  as  follows: 
W.  T.  Denham,  B.  A.,  Principal  with  School  Garden. 

Miss  Hazel  Flewelling,  Intermediate  and  Household  Science 

Miss  May  Saunders,  Primary  and  Manual  Training. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  note  the  increasing  influence  for  good 
of  the  teacher  on  the  life  of  the  district.  In  this  respect,  how- 
ever, there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement.  Instead  of 
setting  a  high  standard  of  industry,  devotion  to  culture,  ac- 
quaintance with  geographical,  industrial  and  social  conditions 
of  the  district,  far  too  many  teachers  make  the  school  room, 
the  boarding  house  and  a  narrow  circle  of  associates  their  life. 
Their  influence  is  correspondingly  circumscribed  and  their  pow- 
er to  lead  the  young  of  the  district  up  to  a  higher  standard 
of  citizenship  diminished.  The  teacher  should  easily  be  the 
leader  in  most  country  districts.  The  inspiration  of  culture  is 
hers  to  wield  and  she  who  fails  in  this  respect,  greatly  fails. 

The  Kings-Queens  Teachers'  Institute  convened  at  Sussex, 
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September  29th  and  30th.  The  several  sessions  were  of  unusual 
interest.  The  attendance  was  large.  A  new  feature  was  a 
Trustees'  session  on  the  morning  of  the  second  day.  This  was 
one  of  great  interest.  Several  addresses  were  delivered  and 
discussion  upon  the  points  raised  was  animated.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  great  advantage  might  accrue  educationally  to  the 
whole  province  if  such  gatherings  were  held  annually  at  the 
time  of  meeting  of  the  County  Institutes. 

Dr.  D.  V.  Landry,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  W.  W. 
Hubbard,  Esq.,  were  present  at  the  Institute  and  delivered  ad- 
dresses. 

The  Public  Meeting  on  Thursday  was  largely  attended.  A 
very  interesting  programme  was  successfully  carried  out, 

Jas.  A.  Murray,  Esq.,  M.  P.  P.,  delivered  an  address  of 
welcome  to  the  teachers.  Prof.  Cummings,  Truro  Agricultur- 
al College,  and  Dr.  W.  W.  Andrews,  Mt.  Allison  University, 
were  the  principal  speakers.  Their  addresses  were  scholarly  and 
eminentlv  practical.  The  several  sessions  of  the  Institute  were 
enlivened  and  helped  by  musical  selections  which  were  thor- 
oughly appreciated. 

The  next  Institute  meets  at  Hampton  in  the  fall  of  1911.

SIR:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1910. 

I  have  been  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  operation  in 
my  Inspectorate  during  the  year,  the  Graded  Schools  once  and 
the  Ungraded  Schools,  with  but  few  exceptions,  twice. 

There  has  been  no  marked  improvement  in  the  attendance 
at  the  rural  schools,  and  the  percentage  is  still  below  what  is 
necessary  for  efficient  w'ork.  Irregularity  of  attendance  seems 
a  difficult  problem  to  solve,  as  it  is  caused  in  most  cases,  by 
the  necessity  of  the  pupils  remaining  at  home  to  assist  their 
parents  during  certain  times  of  the  year. 

I  thought  at  one  time  that  the  lengthening  of  the  holidays, 
might  have  the  effect  of  improving  the  attendance. 

The  frequent  change  of  teachers  still  continues  to  be  a  seri. 
ous  hindrance  to  efficient  work  in  the  ungraded  schools.  If  the 
change  were  a  benefit  either  to  the  school  or  to  the  teacher,  I 
would  of  course  find  less  fault,  but  in  very  many  cases  I  am 
afraid  the  desire  of  making  a  change  alone  influences  the  teach- 
er in  her  action.  As  it  takes  a  new  teacher  some  time  to  pro- 
perly organize  her  school  and  get  acquainted  with  the  attain- 
ments, etc.,  of  her  pupils,  much  valuable  time  is  lost  that 
ought  to  be  devoted  to  teaching.  In  some  cases  the  Trustees 
have  been  able  to  retain  the  services  of  teachers  where  work 
was  satisfactory,  by  increasing  the  salary.  If  this  plan  were 
more  generally  adopted  there  might  perhaps  be  less  reason  to 
complain  of  the  too  frequent  change  of  teachers,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  getting  others  to  take  their  places. 

In  spite,  however,  of  the  many  disadvantages  under  which 
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the  teachers  of  our  rural  schools  labor,  very  many  of  them  are 
doing  good  and  efficient  work,  and  their  pupils  compare  very 
favorably  in  efficiency  and  intelligence  with  those  of  the  city 
schools. 

The  supply  of  teachers  this  year,  as  last,  does  not  seem 
equal  to  the  demand. 

I  had  hoped  from  the  large  number  graduating  from  the 
Normal  school,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  teach- 
ers for  those  schools  requiring  them,  but  as  I  understand  a 
large  number  of  them  have  obtained  situations  in  the  West  at 
a  much  higher  salary  than  they  could  hope  to  get  here,  the 
scarcity  still  continues.  With  the  departure  of  many  of  our 
best  teachers,  and  also  of  those  just  leaving  Normal  school  I 
am  afraid  the  scarcity  will  still  continue. 

It  looks  as  if  we  were  educating  teachers  for  the  benefit  of 
our  Western  Provinces,  and  as  this  is  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  Province  I  think  that  steps  should  be  taken,  if  possible  to 
induce  teachers  just  leaving  the  Normal  school,  to  give  their 
services  to  their  native  province  for  two  or  three  years  at 
least. 

If  our  Trustees  would  offer  a  better  salary  than  they  are 
at  present  inclined  to  offer,  they  would,  in  some  cases,  at 
least,  be  able  to  open  their  schools  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term,  instead  of  putting  off  the  opening  for  some  weeks  with 
the  excuse  that  they  could  not  get  a  teacher. 

No  new  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year  but 
several  improvements  and  repairs,  as  well  as  additions  to  the 
equipments  have  been  made: 

Latimer's  Lake — Building  painted,  new  fence  erected,  and 
the  walls  of  the  school-room  kalsomined. 

Tyneinouth  Creek — School  house  thoroughly  renovated, 
w  alls  and  ceiling  plastered  and  papered,  woodwork  repaired 
and  painted.  New  maps,  a  collection  of  minerals,  and  a  set  of 
chemical  apparatus  have  also  been  added  to  the  equipment  of 
this  school. 

Credit  in  the  last  mentioned  case  is  largely  due  to  the 
teacher,  Miss  Lila  White,  and  pupils,  who  by  public  entertain- 
ments raised  the  necessary  funds. 

Lambert  Town — New;  hardwood  floor,  new  fence  and  slate 
blackboards  and  set  of  minerals. 
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I/Ktang — School  house  painted  and  other  necessary  repairs 

made. 

Upper  I/Etang — Building  shingled  and  painted.  New  chim- 
new  built.  New  outhouses  and  woodshed  erected.  New  and 
larger  windows,  and  a  cloak-room  provided.  Furniture  repair- 
ed and  varnished. 

Chamcook — New  outhouses  built  and  roof  of  school  house 
shingled. 

Bocabec  Ridge — New  porch  and  outhouses  built. 

Crocker  Hill — School  house  painted,  walls  of  school  room 
papered,  and  woodwork  painted.  New  outhouses  and  woodshed 
built.     Grounds  graded  and  flower  beds  laid  out. 

Dickie — School  house  repaired  and  painted.  Grounds  clean- 
ed up  and  trees  planted.  New  fence  built.  New  furniture  sup- 
plied. 

Upper  Tower  Hill — New  birch  floor  laid. 
Blacklands — School  house  and     outhouses     repaired  and 
painted. 

Barter  Settlement — New  floor,  walls  and  ceilingr  repaired 
and  whitened. 

McCallum — New  chimney  built,  ceiling  replastered  and  walls 
tinted,  and  some  necessary  repairs  made  to  the  school  house. 

Beaconsfield — School  rooms  painted,  ceilings  repaired  and 
whitened.   Desks  varnished. 

Coldbrook,  Simonds — New  furniture  supplied. 

Fairville — A  story  added  to  the  building  at  Union  Point, 
furnishing  two  additional  class-rooms,  in  one  of  which  a  new 
department  was  opened  in  August. 

Silver  Falls — Some  necessary  repairs  made  to  the  building 
and  new  furniture  supplied. 

In  St.  John,  the  Trustees  are  erecting  on  what  is  known 
as  the  (cWeldon  Lot,"  a  brick  building  of  three  stories  and  a 
basemehit,  to  be  known  as  the  "Edward  School."  There  will 
be  aecommouation  for  ten  departments,  and  an  Assembly 
Hall.  This  building  will  enable  the  Trustees  to  dispense  with 
the  ]>inster  street  building,  which  is  in  no  way  adapted  for 
school  purposes.  I  understand  they  also  intend  to  remove  to 
it  the  two  departments  at  present  in  the  upper  story  of  the 
Victoria  school.  , 

The  approaches  and  grounds  of  the  High  school  have  also 
been  improved  during  the  year.  Grounds  in  front  of  the  school 
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graded,  sodded  and  enclosed  with  a  concrete  coping.  An  up- 
to-date  Chemical  Laboratory  is  being  provided  in  the  base- 
ment, at  a  cost  of  over  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

The  change  in  the  date  of  the  Atnnual  School  Meeting  has 
met  with  almost  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  School  Dis- 
tricts. I  have  received  but  few  requests  to  change  the  hour  of 
meeting  from  10  a.  m.  to  7  p.  m.  In  those  districts  to  which 
the  permission  to  make  the  change  was  granted,  it  has  proved, 
I  understand,  very  satisfactory,  as  the  result  was  a  larger  at- 
tendance of  the  ratepayers,  and  more  interest  taken  in  the 
school  matters  of  the  district.  I  have  had  to  call  several  Gen- 
eral Meetings  during  the  year,  the  chief  reason  being  the  Trus- 
tees' failure  to  give  the  required  notice  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. 

Arbor  Day  was  quite  genera  llv  observed  in  the  usual  man- 
ner by  the  schools  in  my  Inspectorate.  Until  the  school 
grounds  are  properly  fenced  I  cannot  hope  that  any  improve- 
ments made  in  the  way  of  tree  planting  and  flower  beds  will 
be  permanent. 

As  the  Educational  Institute  was  in  session  this  year  in  St. 
John,  no  Count}'  Institute  was  held  either  in  St.  John  or 
Charlotte  Counties. 

I  have  devoted  a  good  deal  of  time  in  my  visits  to  the 
several  schools,  to  the  subjects  of  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing 
and  Arithmetic,  both  mental  and  slate.  In  many  schools  the 
teacher  had  not  required  the  pupils  to  use  the  Spelling  Book, 
and  the  only  words  they  were  required  to  learn  were  those  they 
met  with  in  their  reading  books.  As  a  large  number  of  the 
words  in  common  use  are  not  to  be  found  in  their  Readers,  I 
think  that  this  neglect  as  regard  to  the  Spelling  Book  is  the 
cause  of  much  of  the  bad  spelling  I  have  met  with.  I  have  in- 
sisted in  every  case  that  the  requirements  of  the  Course  of  In- 
struction be  carried  out,  that  the  pupils  procure  the  author- 
ized Spelling  Book,  and  that  the  teacher  require  them  to  pre- 
pare daily  lessons  from  it.  If  my  instructions  in  this  respect 
are  carried  out,  I  feel  confident  that  by  the  end  of  next  year,  I 
will  be  able  to  report  a  decided  improvement  in  this  import- 
ant subject. 

The  writing  in  the  lower  grades  was  in  most  cases  very 
satisfactory,  but  in  the  upper  grades  from  Grade  IV.  in  the 
Ungraded  schools,  and  Grade  V.  in  the  Graded  schools,  it  in 
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very  many  cases  was  very  unsatisfactory.  I  found  that  in 
many  schools  the  lesson  on  this  subject  consisted  in  copying 
the  headlines  in  the  Copy  Book,  and  in  many  cases  the  last 
line  written  was  the  poorest  on  the  page.  I  was  surprised  on 
several  occasions  when  on  asking  the  teacher  to  give  a  lesson  in 
writing  to  a  class,  she  was  unable  to  do  so,  telling  me  that 
she  had  had  no  special  instructions  given  her  on  that  subject 
in  the  Normal  School.  I  hope,  however,  that  now  since  this 
subject  is  receiving  more  attention  in  that  Institution,  I  will 
find  an  improvement  in  this  respect  during  the  coming  year. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  since  the  introduction  of  more 
mental  Arithmetic  into  our  schools,  there  has  been  consider- 
able improvement  in  the  accuracy  of  the  pupils'  work,  and  in 
the  intelligence  displayed  by  them  in  working  out  a  problem. 
Giving  the  pupils  a  certain  number  of  questions  from  a  Text 
Book  to  work  out,  while  the  teacher  was  busy  with  another 
class,  without  in  many  cases  any  proper  supervision  of  their 
work,  has  I  fear  been  the  cause  of  their  weakness  in  this  sub- 
ject. I  have  advised  the  teacher  to  put  the  questions  on  the 
blackboard,  taken  from  a  book  other  than  the  Text  Book,  and 
require  the  pupils  to  work  them  out  on  their  slates,  of  course 
the  questions  to  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  test  a  general  know- 
ledge and  power  of  reasoning,  of  the  individual  pupil.  Their 
work  must  in  every  case  be  carefully  examined  by  the  teacher, 
and  the  questions,  when  necessary,  worked  out  on  the  black- 
board by  some  of  the  pupils  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  class. 

The  Reading  in  most  of  the  schools  has  been  fairly  satis- 
factory, both  as  regards  the  enunciation  and  the  understanding 
of  the  subject  read.  Oral  composition  has  been  a  great  aid  in 
bringing  out  knowledge  of  the  subject  of  each  lesson  read,  the 
teacher  insisting  in  every  case  that  the  thought  be  expressed 
in  sentences  grammatically  correct.  It  will  thus  also  be  a  con- 
siderable assistance  to  the  pupils  in  their  study  of  Grammar. 

The  vStudv  of  Nature  as  outlined  in  the  Nature  Study 
pamphlet,  issued  to  every  teacher,  has  been  carried  out  in  all 
the  country  schools  during  the  year.  From  the  reports  I  have 
received  from  the  teachers  on  this  subject,  1  am  glad  to  find 
that  the  pupils  are  all  deeply  interested  in  the  work  itself,  and 
that  this  interest  has  in  many  schools  been  extended  to  the 
other  subjects  of  the  Course.

In  some  of  the  schools  the  prescribed  Physical  Drill  has 
been  introduced,  but  as  only  a  few  of  the  teachers  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  acquiring  th|e  necessary  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject, I  do  not  expect  its  general  introduction,  especially  in  the 
country  schools,  till  after  the  mid-summer  vacation.  Those 
teachers  whose  schools  are  within  easy  reach  of  centres  of 
population,  will  have  an  opportunity  of  attending  classes  in 
that  subject  during  the  next  term,  but  teachers  in  the  out-ly- 
ing districts  will  have  to  wait  until  next  summer,  when  they 
can  obtain  the  necessary  instruction  at  the  Summer  School  of 
Science,  which  will  meet  during  the  mid-summer  vacation,  in 
Fredericton. 

There  are  still  some  schools  in  my  Inspectorate,  especially 
in  St.  John  county,  that  have  not  as  yet  procured  a  school 
flag.  In  all  the  schools,  however,  possessing  one,  the  regula- 
tions regarding  the  flag  have  been  fairly  carried  out,  and  in 
the  others  the  "saluting  of  the  flag"  has  been  practised  by 
means  of  a  small  Union  JacK  provided  by  the  teacher. 

Mr.  Thomas  Stothart,  for  many  years  Principal  of  the 
Winter  street  school,  and  Mrs.  Yandall,  a  teacher  in  the  Vic- 
toria school,  have  permanently  retired  from  the  profession. 
Both  these  teachers  will  be  entitled  to  receive  the  retiring  al- 
lowance provided  by  the  Pension  Act  passed  by  the  legislature 
at  its  last  session.  I  trust  that  they  may  both  be  long  spared 
to  enjoy  the  rest  that  their  long  years  of  faithful  and  efficient 
service,  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Stothart  forty-six  years,  and  of 
Mrs.  Yandall,    forty  years,  entitle  them. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Parlee,  who  had  been  compelled  on  account  of 
ill  health  to  retire  on  leave  of  absence,  has  returned  and  once 
more  assumed  the  Principalship  of  Victoria  School. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  report  the  death  of  J.  H. 
Gray,  Esq.,  M.  D.,  for  many  years  Trustee  and  Secretary  of 
the  Fairville  schools.  His  presence  will  long  be  missed  in 
these  schools,  the  efficiency  of  which  he  was  at  all  times  anx- 
ious to  promote. 

Mrs.  Mersereau,  one  of  the  older  teachers  of  this  Province, 
died  at  her  residence,  Main  street,  North  End,  in  November 
last.  She  had  charge  of  the  Ben  Lomond  school  last  year, 
but  was  compelled  to  retire  on  account  of  sickness  in  her  fam- 
ily.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  schools  in 
Inspectorate  No.  7,  for  the  year  1910: 

The  past  year  has,  in  many  respects,  been  one  of  progress. 
The  supply  of  teachers,  particularly  during  the  second  term, 
has  been  better  than  usual;  fewer  schools  have  been  closed  and 
there  has  been  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  trustees  and 
ratepayers  with  the  educational  authorities.  Though  only  one 
new  school  building  has  been  erected,  a  great  many  have  been 
repaired  and  much  apparatus  procured.  The  result  is,  pupils 
are  more  comfortable  and  both  teachers  and  scholars  are  doing 
better  work. 

The  small  district  with  few  ratepayers  is  still  an  important 
factor  in  this  Inspectorate.  In  many  cases  schools  of  this 
class  could  be  advantageously  united  if  it  were  not  for  the 
spirit  of  local  jealousy  that  permeates  so  many  rural  districts. 

A  good  example  of  possible  consolidation  is  the  village  of 
Burtt's  Corner,  and  the  surrounding  country.  Though  there  is 
no  school  at  this  village,  there  are  four  schools  in  the  vicinity 
with  an  enrolment  of  one  hundred  and  forty  pupils.  If  a  cen- 
tral school  were  established  at  the  Corner,  these  pupils  could 
all  attend  and  would  receive  the  benefit  of  a  graded  school.  I 
am  in  hopes  that  this  will  some  day  be  accomplished. 

INSTRUCTION'. 

in  in v  inspection,  particularly  during  this  last  term,  I 
have  Laid    particular  stress  on  what    might    be   called  special 
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subjects.  A  good  deal  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  these  and 
the  results  are  variable.  In  graded  schools,  and  in  ungraded 
schools  where  the  attendance  is  regular,  good  work  has  been 
done  in  Nature  Study.  As  the  teacher  of  one  of  the  latter 
writes:  "The  effect  of  Nature  Study  on  my  school  has  been  to 
make  the  children  more  observant,  more  free  to  talk  and  bet- 
ter able  to  record  their  ideas.  In  ungraded  schools,  where  the 
attendance  has  been  irregular,  I  regret  to  say  that  the  results 
are  not  such  as  to  be  desired. 

Arithmetic,  though  better  taught  than  last  year,  is  still 
unsatisfactory.  The  introduction  of  mental  arithmetic  has 
given  a  stimulus  to  both  teachers  and  pupils,  and  I  look  for 
continued  improvement  in  this  branch  of  education. 

The  subject  of  writing  is  still  causing  some  trouble  among 
ungraded  schools.  Some  teachers  lack  good  methods  of  in- 
struction, but  where  the  proper  methods  have  been  employed, 
the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Among  the  successful 
teachers  of  writing  and  nature  work  I  must  mention  Miss 
Maud  Kee,  of  District  No.  15,  Peters ville,  and  Miss  Gwendo- 
line McAdam,  of  District  No.  15,  Douglas. 

It  is  too  soon  yet  to  tell  what  the  general  result  will  be 
from  the  instruction  in  physical  exercise;  but  where  this  sub- 
ject has  been  properly  taught,  I  have  noticed  improved  car- 
riage and  health  in  the  children.  Pupils  are  more  easily  discip- 
lined, more  attentive  in  class  and  more  prompt  to  answer.  The 
result  in  such  schools  is  eminently  satisfactory. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Only  one  new  building  has  been  erected  during  the  present 
year.  At  District  No.  4,  Parish  of  Gladstone,  the  trustees 
have  provided  a  fine  building  with  a  good  class  room.  Miss 
Mabel  A.  Coy  has  been  engaged  as  Principal,  with  Miss  Ella 
Mersereau,  assistant.  The  number  of  pupils  in  this  school  is  in- 
creasing so  rapidly  that  at  an  early  date  two  separate  depart- 
ments will  probably  be  required. 

IMPROVEMENTS  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  improvements  made  and  apparatus  provided  have  been 
very  satisfactory  and  are  indicative  of  the  progressive  spirit 
which  exists  in  most  of  the  districts.  Below  is  a  list  of  such 
schools:

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  Fredericton  Grammar  School,  under  the  management 
of  Principal  Foster,  still  retains  its  high  rank  among  the 
schools  of  the  Province.  In  this  year's  University  Matricula- 
tion, its  students  again  led  all  competitors.  During  the  year 
there  has  been  one  change  in  the  staff;  at  the  end  of  the  June 
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term,  Miss  Edith  Davis,  B.  A.,  resigned  her  position  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  C.  M.  I^awson,  B.  A. 

In  the  Snnbnry  County  Grammar  School,  Principal  Fras- 
er  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Brook,  B.  A.,  who  is  doing  suc- 
cessful work.  Miss  Griffiths,  who  last  term  taught  the  inter- 
mediate department  of  this  school,  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss 
Carrie  Nason.  Too  frequent  changes  in  the  staff  have  retarded 
the  work  of  this  school. 

Miss  Weyman,  who  for  several  years  successfully  filled  the 
position  of  Principal  of  the  Gagetown  Grammar  school,  has 
retired.   The  present  principal  is  Miss  Margaret  Belyea. 

Miss  Agnes  Alward  remains  in  charge  of  the  Keswick  Su- 
perior school,  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Burns,  of  the  Superior  School 
at  St.  Mary's.  Both  schools  are  doing  good  work.  To  the  lat- 
ter a  new  department  has  been  added. 

The  Marysville  Superior  school  retains  the  same  staff  as 
last  year,  with  one  exception.  Miss  Cadwallader  resigned  her 
position  to  accept  an  engagement  with  the  Fredericton  School 
Board.   Her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Bird. 

This  school  still  labors  under  the  disadvantage  of  not  hav- 
ing proper  accommodation.  I  have  discussed  with  the  trus- 
tees the  advisability  of  erecting  a  new  building,  but  there  are 
at  present  difficulties  in  the  way  which  prevent  this  from  being 
accomplished. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  great  majority  of  schools  in  this  Inspectorate  are  of 
this  class.  Taking  into  consideration  the  difficulties  with 
which  teachers  of  rural  schools  have  to  contend,  difficulties  not 
usually  found  in  graded  schools,  the  work  done  is  satisfac- 
tory. Indeed,  some  of  the  best  schools  I  have  inspected  are 
among  the  ungraded  class. 

In  these  schools,  teachers  are  usually  hired  for  the  year, 
but  in  some  cases  they  have  the  habit  of  changing  schools 
every  term.  Too  frequent  changes  are  not  conducive  to  suc- 
cess. 

INSTITUTES. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  date  of  the  St.  John  Exhibi- 
tion coincided  with  that  usually  chosen  by  the  Executive  of 
the  York-Sunbury  Institute,  no  meeting  of  the  latter  was  held 
this  year. 
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I  cannot  close  without  reference  to  one  fact  that  is  particu- 
larly disquieting.  I  refer  to  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  remov- 
al of  so  many  teachers  to  the  West.  In  this  Inspectorate,  the 
loss  has  been  greatest  among  teachers  of  the  higher  classes  of 
license.  Ivast  summer,  among  a  company  of  fifty  teachers,  the 
majority  of  whom  held  Superior  or  Grammar  School  Incenses, 
I  was  utterly  unable  to  engage  a  Principal  for  a  Superior 
school,  at  that  time  vacant.  Though  several  of  the  above 
company  had  no  schools  engaged,  they  were  determined  to  go 
west   at  the  end  of  the  holidays,  and  west  they  went. 

When  we  take  into  consideration  the  cost  of  educating  a 
pupil  to  enable  him  to  obtain  a  Grammar  School  I/icense,  and 
then  consider  his  value  to  the  community  as  expressed  by  the 
capitalization  of  his  earning  capacity,  it  cannot  but  be  seen 
how  serious,  from  an  economic  standpoint,  is  his  removal;  but 
when  we  consider  that  the  maintenance  of  the  high  education- 
al standard  we  have  attained  is  absolutely  dependent  on  the  re- 
tention of  teachers  of  this  class,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the 
constant  drain  of  teachers  from  this  province  is  a  matter  of 
the  very  gravest  importance  to  all.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1910: 

The  schools  of  this  Inspectorial  District  were  operated  with 
the  usual  degree  of  regularity  during  the  year.  Additions  to 
school  apparatus,  and  other  improvements  were  numerous,  and 
the  teachers  as  a  whole  followed  their  work  earnestly  and 
faithfully,  particularly  in  Nature  study,  which  is  receiving 
much   more  careful  attention  than  in  former  years. 

The  educational  value,  however,  of  neat  and  attractive 
school  premises  is  not  fully  appreciated  by  trustees  in  general 
or  by  all  teachers.  Nor  do  all  teachers  exercise  that  daily 
supervision  over  the  school  surroundings  which  the  regulations 
demand.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  say  that  a  careful  com- 
pliance with  the  instructions  in  the  leaflet  recently  issued  by 
you  for  the  guidance  of  trustees  and  teachers,  would  be  of 
benefit  to  all  concerned.

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

And  over:  There  are  too  many  grades  in  both  departments 
of  the  Andover  Grammar  school  to  allow  the  teachers  to  do 
full  justice  either  to  themselves  or  to  their  pupils,  and  the  em- 
ployment of  an  assistant  teacher  is  necessary.  This  will  enable 
the  Principal,  Miss  Beatrice  Welling,  B.  A.,  to  pay  more  at- 
tention to  the  advanced  grades  and  will  be  a  great  benefit  to 
the  whole-  school.  During  the  time  that  she  has  been  in 
charge,  Miss  Welling  has   done  careful  and  effective  work. 

Woodstock:  Some  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in 
the  personnel  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  school  of  the  town  of 
Woodstock.  C.  D.  Richards,  B.  A.,  is  still  the  Principal  and 
is  doing  good  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  late  L.  P. 
Fisher  a  modern  concrete  structure  will  be  erected  this  year 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  estate  to  replace  the  old  college  build- 
ing which  has  outlived  its  usefulness  for  school  purposes. 

Centreville:  The  erection  of  a  handsome  and  commodious 
building  in  Centreville  at  a  cost  of  over  five  thousand  dollars 
for  the  accommodation  of  its  Superior  school  has  placed  the 
pupils  in  more  comfortable  and  healthful  quarters,  and  can 
not  fail  to  have  a  stimulative  influence  upon  the  school  work. 
It  is  a  substantial  proof  also  of  the  interest  the  people  of  Cen- 
treville are  taking  in  the  educational  welfare  and  progress  of 
their  children. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Masterton  is  the  Principal,  but  as  he  only  took 
charge  last  term,  I  have  not  yet  inspected  his  department,  my 
visits  to  graded  schools  being  paid  during  the  long  term. 

Florenceville:  Mr.  Robert  L.  Simms  is  now  the  Principal 
of  the  Consolidated  school  in  Florenceville.  When  Mr,  Simms 
took  charge,  the  Advanced  Department  was  in  poor  condition, 
but  as  he  has  entered  vigorously  into  his  work,  he  will,  no 
doubt,  succeed  in  restoring  the  school  to  its  former  state  of 
efficiency.  The  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  Depart- 
ments have  been  kept  in  continuous  operation  with  very  bene- 
ficial results,  and  the  school  garden  work  has  also  been  kept 
up. 
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Hartland:  At  the  close  of  the  summer  vacation,  Mr.  E.  C. 
Rice  succeeded  Miss  Murray  as  Principal  of  the  Superior  school 
in  Hartland,  which  has  three  graded  departments. 

I  have  been  given  to  understand  that  Mr.  Rice  is  doing  ex- 
ceptionally good  work  in  Nature  Study  and  Physical  Drill.  Un- 
der his  management  the  school  garden  work  will  be  resumed 
this  year. 

Jacksonville:  At  the  close  of  the  long  term  Miss  L,eora 
Harmon  resigned  the  Principalship  of  the  Superior  School  in 
Jacksonville,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Gaynell  E.  I/Oiig. 
Miss  Harmon's  work  at  Jacksonville  was  thorough  and  deserv- 
ing of  praiseworthy  mention.  This  school  has  two  graded  de- 
partments. 

McAidam:  Miss  Bertha  E.  Chase  continues  to  fill  acceptab- 
ly the  principalship  of  the  Superior  school  at  McAdam,  which 
has  four  graded  departments.  Manual  Training  should  be  in- 
troduced into  this  school,  and  a  school  garden  could  also  be 
operated  with  great  advantage  to  the  pupils. 

The  other  graded  schools  of  this  Inspectorial  District  are 
situated  in  Plaster  Rock,  Bath,  Bristol,  Benton,  Canterbury, 
and  Millville. 

The  general  character  of  these  schools  is  good,  but  in  some 
of  the  places  named  new  buildings  are  very  much  needed. 
Nearly  all  of  the  teachers  now  in  charge  being  graduates  of  the 
course  in  Physical  Training  or  Militarv  Drill,  special  atten- 
tion was  given  last  term  to  that  work  in  their  schools. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  about  225  ungraded  schools  in  my  territory,  in 
most  of  which  the  teachers  are  doing  faithful  and  conscientious 
work. 

Upper  Woodstock  is  now  operating  an  ungraded  school, 
there  being  only  about  forty  children  in  the  district. 

Coldstream,  No.  5,  and  Hayward,  No.  13,  Brighton,  were 
recently  united  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Education.  A  special 
mee  ting  of  the  united  districts,  at  which  I  was  present,  was 
held  on  the  17th  of  December,  and  provision  was  made  for  con- 
veyance, and  the  support  of  a  central  school. 

The  sc  hools  in  the  following  districts  were  closed  last  term: 
Wakefield  Centre,  No.  15,  Wakefield;  Lower  Bloomfield,  No.  11, 
Wilmot;  Beckim  Settlement,  No.  14,  Wilmot;  Porton,  No.  11, 
Woodstock;  and  Carrol  Ridge,  No.  12,  Canterbury. 
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DISTRICT  CONSOLIDATION. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  ratepayers  of  Andover,  Perth  and 
Hillandale  was  held  in  Andover  on  the  9th  of  December  last. 
The  ratepayers  of  Perth  Valley  failed  to  attend.  I  was  pres- 
ent, and  made  some  remarks  dealing  chiefly  with  the  financial 
side  of  the  question.  Under  consolidation,  the  rate  per  hund- 
red dollars  would  be  about  $1.13,  and  a  saving  of  over  $200 
would  be  effected  in  the  assessment  as  compared  with  the  total 
assessment  now  levied  upon  the  districts  concerned.  A  special 
meeting  was  subsequently  held  in  each  of  the  four  districts 
named  to  consider  and  vote  upon  the  question,  but  it  has  not 
yet  been  finally  decided,  although  the  general  feeling  seems  to 
be  strongly  in  favor  of  consolidation. 

The  proposed  union  of  the  districts  in  question  would  re- 
volutionize their  school  service,  and  quicken  in  every  w!ay 
their  educational  advancement,  and  I  have  every  hope  that  it 
will  soon  be  carried  into  effect. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  seventy-one  districts  of  this  In- 
spectorate. One  hundred  and  ninety-five  trees  and  forty-four 
shrubs  were  planted,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  flower- 
beds were  made.

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Institutes  of  Carleton  and 
Victoria  Counties  was  held  in  Woodstock  on  the  22nd  and 
23rd  of  December.

THE  CHIEF  SUPT.  OF  EDUCATION. 

SIR:  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Frederic- 
ton  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  an- 
nual Report  of  the  Schools  under  their  supervision  for  the  year 
ended  30th  June,  1910. 

In  anticipating  the  responsibilities  of  another  year  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Board  remains  unchanged,  the  term  of  office  of 
Mr.  A.  A.  Sterling  having  expired  with  the  year  he  was  reap- 
pointed at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  City  Council.  Mr. 
Sterling  has  now  served  the  public  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees 
for  more  than  thirty-five  years.  Our  staff  of  teachers  was  sub- 
jected to  considerable  change  since  last  report.  The  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  A.  S.  McFarlane  to  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the 
Normal  School  left  a  vacancy  in  the  Classical  Department  of 
our  High  school.  Miss  Edith  A.  R.  Davis  filled  this  position 
until  the  end  of  the  year,  when  she  resigned,  and  at  the  re- 
opening 0f  ihe  school  in  August  Mr.  C.  M.  Lawson  will  as- 
sume the  duties  of  classical  master.  After  three  years  of  very 
satisfactory  work  in  the  Advanced  Department  of  the  York 
Street  School,  Miss  Sarah  Sterling  resigned  her  position  and 
has  withdrawn  from  the  profession  to  enter  upon  more  congen- 
ial environment.  Miss  M.  L.  Sherman  has  been  transferred 
from  the  Morrison  Mill  school  to  this  department,  and  Miss  S. 
Miriam  Cadwalladcr  will  assume  charge  of  the  Mill  school.  As

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you  are  aware  Miss  Rhoda  MacDouirall  succeeded  Miss  Richard- 
son on  the  staff  of  the  Model  School  a  year  ago.  Miss  A.  L 
Taylor,  of  the  5th  department,  Charlotte  Street  School,  ob- 
tained leave  of  absence  for  one  year  and  has  since  resigned  her 
position.  This  school  was  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  J.  M. 
Burpee  last  year,  and  upon  expiration  of  the  year  she  tendered 
her  resignation.  Miss  M.  Iyouise  Kinghorn,  of  the  Morrison 
Mill  School,  has  been  transferred  to  this  department,  and  Miss 
Margaret  Coburn  appointed  to  the  vacancy  in  the  Mill  school. 
Owing  to  illness  Miss  I.  G.  Cassidy  resigned  her  charge  of  the 
Brunswick  street  school,  and  Miss  Beatrice  Gillen  was  appoint- 
ed to  complete  the  work  of  the  year.  Upon  resuming  work 
after  vacation  Miss  Bllen  Frances  McDonough  will  take  charge 
of  this  school.  Miss  H.  B.  Millican,  who  has  been  in  charge 
of  the  school  at  Doak  Settlement  for  three  years,  resigned  her 
position  and  she  will  be  succeeded  bv  Miss  Jennie  H.  Reid. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  an  improvement 
in  attendance  at  the  schools  over  that  of  several  previous 
years,  and  while  the  percentage  shown  in  the  first  term  was 
greater  than  in  the  term  just  closed,  this  is  accounted  for 
largely  by  the  existence  of  epidemic  diseases  among  the  young- 
er children.  However,  the  fact  remains  that  a  large  number 
of  children  of  school  age  are  allowed  to  waste  their  time, 
with  the  full  knowledge  of  their  parents,  rather  than  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  splendid  facilities  awaiting  their  appropriation. 
We  have  not  attempted  the  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  com- 
pulsory schools  act,  but  since  1907  a  temporary  truant  officer 
has  assisted  the  Secretary  in  ferreting  out  the  worst  cases  with 
fairly  good  results.  The  teacher  by  frequent  communication 
with  the  parent  is  able  to  contribute  largely  to  the  regular  at- 
tendance of  the  pupil,  and  in  all  our  primary  and  elementary 
schools  a  monthly  Home  Report  shows  the  parent  at  a  glance 
whether  his  child  has  been  absent  or  not.  This  plan  at  once 
places  the  responsibility  for  the  absence  of  the  child  upon  the 
parent. 

Excellent  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  Sloyd  Depart- 
ment during  the  year  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jeanie  W. 
McFarlane,  and  the  aptitude  of  many  of  the  pupils  has  been  ex- 
emplified in  the  character  of  the  work  shown  at  the  public  ex- 
amination. It  is  proposed  to  forward  samples  of  the  work  to 
the  Dominion  Exhibition  at  St.  John. 
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Very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  the  past  year  in 
music  under  the  instruction  of  Prof.  Harrison.  The  scope  of 
this  interesting  art  is  to  be  enlarged  next  year  to  embrace  the 
pupils  in  all  grades  of  our  schools,  and  the  teachers  will  re- 
ceive special  instruction  so  that  they  may  conduct  the  singing 
in  their   own  classes  in  the  absence  of  the  Instructor. 

General  repairs  were  made  in  the  different  schools  and  ap- 
paratus provided.  A  hardwood  floor  and  new  modern  furni- 
ture were  the  chief  features  of  improvement  in  the  Charlotte 
street  school.  Work  has  also  just  commenced  upon  this  build- 
ing which  will  necessitate  the  expenditure  of  probably  two 
thousand  dollars  in  providing  improved  lavatories  which  will 
be  connected  with  the  city  sewerage  system.  The  teachers  and 
pupils  of  the  Regent  Street  School  have  been  for  years  housed 
in  inconvenient  class  rooms  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  St. 
Dunstan's  Hall  and  have  thus  been  deprived  of  the  brightness 
and  comfort  of  the  modern  class  room.  Through  the  enter- 
prise of  Rev.  F.  Iv.  Carney,  a  handsome  brick  and  stone  build- 
ing is  being  erected  in  a  most  desirable  locality,  and  in  a  few 
months  this  school  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  structure. 

The  lamentable  death  of  King  Edward  VII.  produced  genu- 
ine sorrow  in  the  hearts  of  the  hundreds  of  little  folk  who  from 
their  first  day  in  school  had  leaened  to  lustily  sing  the  Nation- 
al Anthem,  and  in  common  with  the  people  of  the  Empire  the 
Fredericton  schools  joined  in  the  impressive  memorial  day  ex- 
ercises. All  the  schools  appropriately  observed  Empire  Day  by 
the  introduction  of  suitable  lessons  and  by  recounting  the  his- 
tory of  the  flag.  Arbor  Day  was  marked  as  a  general  house- 
cleaning  time  in  all  the  schools  and  on  the  premises.  The  boys 
brought  with  them  wheelbarrows,  shovels  and  rakes,  and  enjoy  - 
ed  the  change  of  work.  Potted  plants  and  vines  have  since  add- 
ed to  the  attractiveness  of  the  schools. 

Al  the  High  School  Entrance  Examination  in  June  eighty 
four  applicants  worked  the  papers.  Of  these  thirty-one  passed 
in  the  first  division,  twenty-six  in.  the  second  division,  and 
twenty  two  in  third  division.  Miss  Isabel  S.  J.  Bliss, 
of     the    Charlotte     street  school,      led       all  competitors. 

the  Christmas  closing  exercises  in  the  High  School 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  presented  the  I/ieut. -Governor's 
medal  to  Miss  Esther  I.  Clark,  the  winner  in  1909, 
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The  large  attendance  of  visitors  at  the  closing  exercises  in 
June,  in  all  the  schools,  gives  evidence  of  continued  interest 
of  the  public  in  educational  matters.

An  interesting  programme  was  executed  and  in- 
cluded demonstrations  in  sight  singing  by  Prof.  Harrison  with 
Grades  III.  and  IV.  The  .opening  address  of  Principal  Foster 
was  followed  by  many  attractive  numbers  on  the  programme, 
and  the  address  to  the  graduating  class  was  delivered  by  Rev.

SIR:  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Moncton 
beg  leave  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of  Moncton  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31st,  1910. 

No  changes  were  made  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  during  the  year. 

The  most  important  feature  in  connection  with  the  public 
schools  of  Moncton  during  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1910,  was  the  introduction  of 

THE  COMPULSORY  ATTENDANCE  AT  SCHOOL. 

This  was  brought  into  effect  by  order  of  the  City  Council 
in  July  last. 

Although  no  provision  had  been  made  in  the  estimates  for 
the  necessary  expense  attached  to  the  working  out  of  the  Com- 
pulsory Attendance  at  school  the  Trustees,  however,  were  able 
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to  successfully  carry  out  the  Act.  The  results  have  been  most 
beneficial.  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  appointed  Mr.  I.  C. 
Burden  census  taker  and  truant  officer  under  the  Act.  His 
duties  have  been  faithfully  performed.  The  Act  so  far  has  been 
a  great  success.  The  most  superficial  observer  will  admit  the 
beneficial  results  accruing  from  this  Act.  The  absence  of 
school  children  of  school  age  on  the  streets  and  by-ways  of  the 
city  during  school  hours  has  been  most  marked  since  the  Act 
was  brought  into  operation.  Children  who  formerly  frequented 
the  streets  and  other  places  of  resort  during  the  school  hours 
are  now  found  in  the  schools  which  have  been  specially  opened. 

Pupils  who  formerly  would  not  attend  school  have  in  most 
cases  been  most  regular  and  many  in  these  schools  did  not 
miss  a  whole  day  during  the  whole  term.  This  is  due  to  two 
causes — one,  the  restriction  of  the  law  and  work  of  the  truant 
officer,  the  o-ther  the  cheerful  surroundings  of  the  school  rooms 
which  have  been  made  as  attractive  as  possible  in  order  to 
give  the  pupils  a  desire  to  attend  school  in  preference  to  life 
on  the  street.  The  Chief  of  Police  of  the  city  states  that  since 
the  introduction  of  this  Act  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease 
in  juvenile  crime  and  petty  depredations  in  the  city.  This  is 
no  doubt  due  largely  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  this  I^aw.  The 
general  enrolment  of  the  city  has  reached  its  highest  point, 
2142.  The  percentage  of  attendance  of  pupils  during  the  last 
term,  since  the  introduction  of  this  Act,  has  been  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  city — being  86.41  against  82.78  previous 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Act. 

The  Act  so  far  has  been  enforced  without  any  serious  fric- 
tion or  difficulty  of  any  kind..  The  public  have  generally  given 
their  hearty  support  to  the  Act. 

INCREASED  SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  an  enrolment  of  2,142  pupils  and  every  available 
space  occupied  it  will  become  absolutely  imperative  to  provide 
increased  accommodation  during  the  year  1911. 

The  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,    Dr.  Carter,  stated 
to  the  Trustees  that  if  overcrowded  conditions  of  school  rooms 
in  Moncton  were  no!  remedied  in  the  near  future  it  might  be 
come  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  officially  notify 
the  Trustees  of  such  necessity. 

A  number  of  the  sc  hools  arc  so  crowded  thai  the  teachers' 
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time  is  in  a  degree  wasted.  No  teacher  can  teach  58  pupils. 
The  overcrowding  exists  in  all  school  buildings.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  accommodate  more  pupils  in  any  of  the  school  build- 
ings. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  work  in  the  High  School  has  been  successfully  carried 
on  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
was  175.  At  the  close  of  the  term  in  June,  1910,  Mr.  A.  B. 
Maggs,  M.  A.,  teacher  of  Mathematics  and  Algebra,  resigned  his 
position  to  accept  a  position  on  the  High  School  staff  in  the 
City  of  Vancouver.  The  resignation  of  Mr.  Maggs  was  a  dis- 
tinct loss  to  the  stall  of  the  High  School.  He  was  regarded  by 
all  those  in  a  position  to  know  as  an  exceptionally  strong- 
teacher,  good  in  discipline  and  of  ripe  scholarship.  The  Board 
regretted  very  much  the  severance  of  Mr.  Maggs  from  the  teach- 
ing staff.  Mr.  J.  Clayton  Pincock,  M.  A.,  a  graduate  of 
Mount  Allison  University,  succeeded  Mr.  Maggs  and  teaches 
the  same  subjects.  He  is  rilling  the  position  with  success.  The 
work  of  the  High  school  was  somewhat  interfered  with  during 
the  year  owing  to  the  illness  of  two  of  the  teachers  which  ne- 
cessitated a  supply.  At  the  close  of  the  term  in  June  last  the 
closing  exercises  were  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  and  the  fol- 
lowing received  Diplomas  according  to  order  of  merit.

God  Save  the  King. 
HIGH  SCHOOL  ENTRANCE  EXAMINATION. 
Examination  for  entrance  to  High  School  was  held  in  the 
Aberdeen  building  commencing  June  20th,  1910,  continuing  for 
four  days.  The  examinations  were  conducted  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  Principal  Oulton,  Principal  Irons,  Mr.  S.  B.  Anderson 
and  the  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  twenty-two  applicants 
presented  themselves  for  examination.  Of  this  number  four- 
teen passed  in  the  First  Division,  forty  in  the  Second  Division, 
fifty-eight  in  the  Third  Division  and  ten  failed. 
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ABERDEEN  SCHOOL. 

The  total  attendance  in  the  building  including  the  High 
School  was  827  pupils.  Exclusive  of  High  School  there-  were 
652  pupils  comprising  grades  one  to  eight  inclusive  and  distri- 
buted amongst  thirteen  teachers,  giving  an  average  of  over  50 
pupils  to  each  teacher.  Some  of  the  schools,  however,  were 
very  much  crowded,  so  much  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  ex- 
pect good  results  under  such  conditions.  Grade  10  of  the  High 
School  had  58  enrolled,  Grade  9,  55,  Grade  8,  58,  and  interme- 
diate schools  as  follows:  57,  55,  53  and  52.  It  is  clear  that 
teachers  cannot  do  successful  work  having  over  50  pupils  under 
their  charge.  The  enrolment  of  pupils  should  not  exceed,  in 
any  grade,  45  in  order  to  facilitate  successful  work  and  get  the 
benefit  of  proper  tuition  and  individual  supervision. 

During  the  year  Miss  Welling,  successful  teacher  of  Grade 
5  in  the  Aberdeen  school,  was  transferred  to  Victoria  School. 

Owing  to  the  introduction  of  Compulsory  Attendance  at 
school  an  ungraded  school,  made  necessary  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  this  Act,  was  opened  in  the  Aberdeen  building  under 
the  vsupervision  of  Miss  Josephine  McLatchy,  B.  A.,  an  honor 
graduate  of  Acadia  University.  She  was  especially  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  this  school,  which  she  has  done  with  mark- 
ed success. 

VICTORIA  SCHOOL. 

Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  the  population  of  the  west 
end  of  the  city  it  became  necessary  to  open  a  new  school  in  the 
Victoria  building  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  commencing  in 
August  last.  The  vacant  room,  being  a  part  of  the  assembly 
hall  on  the  third  flat,  was  utilized  for  this  purpose.  Miss 
Katharine  MacNaughton  holding  a  First  Class  License,  was  ap- 
pointed teacher  for  this  room.  She  has  been  doing  successful 
work.  Miss  F.  Murphy  secured  leave  of  absence  for  one  year, 
her  school  being  supplied  by  Miss  Jean  Welling. 

The  total  enrolment  for  Victoria  during  the  last  term  was 
014,  the  largest  enrolment  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Tw'elve 
teachers  were  employed  with  an  average  of  over  51  pupils  to 
each  teacher.  The  conditions  as  to  overcrowding  are  apparent 
in  Victoria  sehool  as  in  other  buildings  and  there  is  no  provi- 
sion for  future  increase. 

11  is  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  for  the  growth  of  the 
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population  in  the  West  end  and  erect  a  new  building  at  once. 

At  the  close  of  the  term  in  December  Miss  Catherine  Bar- 
ton, who,  for  over  thirty  years  has  been  a  successful  teacher 
in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  for  many  years  a  suc- 
cessful teacher  in,  the  schools  of  Monet  on,  owing  to  ill  health 
resigned  her  position  in  Moncton.  Miss  Barton  has  given  her 
life  to  the  teaching  profession  and  has  earned  a  well  deserved 
rest.  The  high  esteem  in  which  she  was  held  by  the  teachers 
and  pupils  was  shown  by  suitable  testimonial  given  her  before 
her  departure.  The  Trustees  by  resolution  expressed  their 
high  appreciation  of  her  services  and  regret  that  ill  health 
compelled  her  to  sever  her  connection  with  the  Moncton 
schools. 

WESLEY  STREET  SCHOOL. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  term  it  was  found  necessary  to 
open  a  new  school  in  connection  with  Wesley  street.  All  the 
rooms  in  the  building,  however,  being  occupied  a  new  school 
room  was  fitted  up  in  the  Mountain  Road  building.  In  the 
meantime,  however,  a  temporary  room  at  Wesley  street  was 
occupied.  Later  in  the  term  the  school  was  removed  to  the 
Mountain  Road. 

The  total  enrolment  was  513  pupils  distributed  amongst 
ten  teachers.  To  provide  for  the  extra  room  Miss  Katharine 
Higgins,  First  Class  teacher,  was  appointed  to  that  position. 
An  ungraded  school  made,  necessary  by  the  introduction  of 
Compulsory  Attendance  at  school  was  opened  in  Wesley  street 
building  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Elodie  E.  Bourque,  who  had 
an  enrolment  of  47  pupils.  Miss  Bourque  did  good  work  in 
this  school  and  the  attendance  was  excellent,  the  percentage  of 
attendance  in  this  school  being  higher  than  in  some  of  the 
more  regular  schools. 

At  the  close  of  the  term  in  December  Miss  Claire  T.  Flan- 
agan, B.  A.,  who  had  successfully  taught  in  this  building  for 
some  years,  accepted  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Schools  in  the  City  of  Vancouver.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by 
appointment  of  Miss  Margaret  Sweeney  holding  First  Class  Li- 
cense. 

MOUNTAIN'  ROAD  SCHOOL. 

During  the  term  ending  in  December  the  school  which  had 
been  provided  for  temporarily  at  Wesley  street  was  moved  to 
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the  Mountain  Road,  where  a  new  room  had  been  provided  on 
the  second  floor  in  that  building.  This  building  now  accom- 
modates five  teachers.  All  the  grades  are  taught  in  this 
building  including  Grades  7  and  8.  Miss  Agnes  Quirke,  who 
has  been  in  charge  of  this  school  since  its  inception,  has  prov- 
ed a  very  efficient  principal. 

It  may  be  necessary  next  year  to  open  another  room  in 
this  building  to  accommodate  the  pupils  who  otherwise  might 
be  sent  to  Wesley  street  school. 

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

The  teacher  of  vocal  music  in  all  the  schools  of  the  city 
has  been  continued  during  the  year  under  the  able  supervi- 
sion of  Miss  Mary  M.  McCarthy.  The  successful  results  are 
very  apparent. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Mr.  Iv.  E.  Wood  having  resigned  his  position  as  instructor, 
Mr.  J.  C.  Farthing  was  appointed  to  fill  that  position.  He  is 
very  enthusiastic  in  his  work  and  is  securing  good  results  in 
this  very  important  branch  of  school  work. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  during  the  last  year  all  the 
teachers  in  the ,  city  have  taken  the  full  course  of  six  weeks  in- 
struction in  physical  culture  under  the  superintendence  of 
Serg-eant  Langille.  The  teachers  have  completed  a  very  thor- 
ough course  of  instruction  4and  passed  a  rigid  examination  un- 
der Captain  Borden  of  the  Canadian  Militia.  Captain  Borden 
reported  that  the  class  in  Moncton  had  been  an  exceptionally 
good  one  and  was  very » complimentary  on  the  work  done  by 
the  teachers.  The  City  of  Moncton  was  the  first  one  in  the 
Province  to  avail  itself  of  the  services  of  the  Instructor  of 
Physical  Culture  as  provided  by  the  i Dominion  Government. 
It  is  incumbent  upon  all  teachers  of  the  Province  within  four 
years  to  qualify  to  teach  physical  culture.  The  teachers  have 
been  introducing  in  their  respective  schools  physical  drill  and 
it  is  possible  that  the  services  of  a  physical  instructor  may 
not  be  required  next  year,  the  teachers  being  qualified  and 
fully  able  to  do  this  work  in  their  own  schools  and  at  a  time 
and  under  conditions  when  it  is  most  suitable.  The  introduc- 
tion of  physical  drill  is  most  desirable.  The  beneficial  effects 
will  be  apparent  in  the  future  in  correcting  round  shoulders 
and  developing  a  strong  physique   in    the  children  attending 
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school.  The  corrective  exercises  are  very  beneficial  and  at  cer- 
tain periods  of  the  day  relieve  the  physical  tension  of  the  pup- 
ils and  assist  materially  in  good  discipline  and  facilitate  bet- 
ter mental  work.

The  term  of  office  of  Mr.  Frank  Todd  having  expired  at 
the  close  of  the  last  preceding  year,  he  was  re-appointed  by  the 
Town  Council.  At  a  later  date  the  resignation  of  Col.  J.  D. 
Chipman,  who  had  been  for  many  years  the  efficient  chairman 
of  the  Board,  was  accepted  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  Mr.  R.  W.  Grimmer  being  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy  at  the  Board,  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Ganong  appointed 
Chairman. 

A  year  ago  Miss  Amy  D.  Young,  of  the  King  Street  Prim- 
ary School,  was  given  leave  of  absence  for  a  term,  and  her 
place  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Gertrude  M.  Lo chary, 
an  experienced  teacher  holding  a  Superior  School  License.  Miss 
Young  returned  to  her  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
term;  and  the  change  of  teachers  seems  not  to  have  seriously 
interfered  with  school  work,  as  all  the  pupils  of  her  upper 
grade  have  passed  with  high  marks,  excepting  one  who  has 
left  town.  Miss  Jessie  D.  Henry  (now  Mrs.  William  McGib- 
bon),  retired  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  after  faithful  ser- 
vice, bearing  with  her  the  good  wishes  of  the  Board  and  of  all 
her  fellow  teachers.  Her  place  is  to  be  supplied  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Miss  M.  Winnifred  Snyder,  of  Lower  Millst ream, 
Kings. 

Fire  escapes  have  been  placed  on  the  Cove  School  during 
the  year,  and  some  improvements  made  in  the  school  grounds; 
and  new  furniture  has  been  provided  for  one  of  the  rooms  in 
the  Marks  Street  School. 
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Tt  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  make  certain  improve- 
ments at  the  King  Street  School,  and  an  appropriation  was 
made  for  the  purpose;  but,  unfortunately,  the  money  on  de- 
posit in  St.  Stephen's  Bank  is  out  of  reach  for  the  present, 
and  it  seems  advisable  to  defer  the  expenditure.

RESULTS  IN  GRADING  EXAMINATIONS. 
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THE  GRADUATING  CI, ASS. 

The  results  of  the  year's  work  in  the  Charlotte  County 
Grammar  school  left  comparatively  little  cause  for  fault  find- 
ing, but  still  did  not  reach  that  condition  which  would  defy 
improvement.  All  the  students  who  completed  the  work  of 
Grade  XI.,  graduated  successfully  at  the  end  of  the  term,  but 
it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  class  had  dwindled  down  to 
six,  one  male  and  five  female  pupils.  The  graduates  were 
Miss  Hilda  Hewitt,  now  taking  a  course  in  the  Provincial  Nor- 
mal school,  Miss  Maude  Greenlaw,  now  in  the  Freshman  class 
of  the  U.  N.  B.,  where  she  is  taking  the  Arts  Course;  Miss 
Gladys  Thompson,  who  is  still  in  the  Grammar  School  taking 
again  the  work  ol  Grade  XI;  Miss  Lexie  Horsnell,  now  taking 
a  commercial  course  in  St.  John,  and  Mr.  J  as  .  M.  Treadwell, 
who  will  enter  the  employ  of  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia.  All 
the  graduates,  with  the  exception  of  Miss  Horsnell,  took  the 
Matriculation  Examinations  and  passed  successfully. 

THE  "JOHN  HOPE  PRIZE." 

More  than  a  year  ago,  Mrs.  George  R.  Hooper,  of  Mont- 
real, who  has  lost  no  opportunity  of  showing  her  deep  interest 
in  and  her  practical  sympathy  with  this  town,  and  all  those 
things  which  made  for  the  betterment  of  the  community  and 
its  people,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  School  Board  certain 
funds,  the  interest  on  which  will  amount  to  fifty  dollars  per 
annum,  to  provide  an  annual  reward  for  merit  to  some  pupil 
of  the  St.  Andrews  schools,  to  be  known  as  "The  John  Hope 
Prize,"  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Hooper's  late  father,  the  condi- 
tions upon  which  the  same  should  be  competed  for  being  left 
to  the  determination  of  the  School  Board.  It  was  decided  by 
the.  Board  to  award  the  prize  to  the  graduate  from  the  Char 
lotte  County  Grammar  school  who  would  make  the  highest 
average  on  Matriculation  Examinations. 

This  splendid  prize  was  awarded,  for  the  first  time,  upon 
the  result  of  the  work  of  the  last  school  year,  and  Miss  Hilda 
Hewitt  was  the  fortunate  winner. 

MANUAL,  TRAINING. 

Miss  Currle,  who  had  taught  the  Manual  Training  I)e part- 
men  I  of  our  schools  for  two  years,  tendered  her  resignation  to 
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take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  last  school  year,  and  it  was  de- 
cided by  the  Board  to  close  that  department  for  one  year. 

THE  TEACHING  STAFF. 
The  staff  of  teachers,  during  the  past    year,  was  the  same 
as  on  the  year  previous,  with  the  exception  of  Miss  Richardson, 
who  took  the  place  of  Miss  Osborne  in  Grades  VII.  and  VIII., 
as  mentioned  in  our  last  report.

DEAR  SIR:  We  regret  very  much  our  inability  to  furnish 
you  with  a  statistical  report  of  the  working  of  the  school  here 
during  the  last  twelve  months. 

On  account  of  the  fire  which  destroyed  tlie  Town  of  Camp- 
bellton  on  the  11th  day  of  July  past,  our  school  with  all  its 
furniture  and  equipment  was  destroyed,  also  all  our  accounts 
and  vouchers  in  connection  with  it,  which  renders  us  unable 
to  furnish  a  report  as  submitted  in  former  years. 

During  the  summer  holidays  our  Board  of  School  Trustees 
held  several  special  meetings,  with  the  idea  of  erecting  a  per- 
manent school  building;  expecting  they  would  be  able  to  have 
same  opened  for  the  first  of  January,  1911.  After  consulta- 
tion with  some  of  the  best  architects,  who  submitted  sketches 
of  plans  of  a  school  building,  and  advice  of  contractors,  we 
readily  saw  it  was  a  matter  of  impossibility  to  get  a  school 
building  (such  as  is  required  for  the  town)  by  the  first  week  in 
January,  and  other  measures  had  to  be  adopted. 

After,  holding  further  special  meetings,  at  one  of  which,  on 
August  18th,  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  was  pres- 
ent, it  was  decided  to  erect  a  temporary  building  to  accommo- 
date four  departments.  The  Board  through  their  Committee 
immediately  set  to  work  and  obtained  a  sketch  and  specifica- 
tion for  a  building  of  about  50x65  feet,  and  asked  for  tenders 
for  same.  This  temporary  building  was  completed  on  October 
24th,  and  equipped  with  black-boards  and  desks  for  the  pupils, 
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also  desks  and  chairs  for  the  teachers,  and  the  school  ordered 
to  be  formally  opened  for  pupils  on  Tuesday  morning,  the  25th 
day  of  October;  with  accommodation  to  take  grades  3  to  11 
inclusive. 

The  building  is  comfortably  heated  with  four  large  self 
feeding  hard  coal  stoves.  We  employed  the  services  of  a  jani- 
tor so  that  the  rooms  are  clean,  well  aired  and  comfortable 
for  the  pupils  at  all  times,  which  was  one  of  the  chief  factors 
the  Board  aimed  at  when  getting  this  building  ready. 

We  have  on  the  staff  four  teachers,  namely:  James  B. 
Carr,  B.  A.,  Principal,  teaching  grades  9,  10  and  11;  Pearl  M. 
Greer,  Grammar  School  License,  teaching  grades  7  and  8;  Ellis 
B.  Dixon,  Superior  License,  teaching  grades  5  and  6,  and  Jen- 
nie B.  Carter,  first  class  license,  teaching  grades  3  and  4. 

When  the  Inspector  makes  his  regular  visit  the  first  of 
next  term,  we  hope  he  will  see  things  satisfactory,  taking  in- 
to consideration  the  difficulties  that  present  themselves  with 
the  situation.

15;  B.  Sc.  in  Electrical  Engineering,  1;  B.  Sc.  in  Forestry,  4. 

In  addition  Honorary  Degrees  of  LL.D.  were  conferred  up- 
on two  distinguished  graduates  of  the  University,  W.  S.  Car- 
ter, M.  A.,  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  and  H.  V.  B. 
Bridges,  M.  A.,  Principal  of  the  Normal  School. 

During  my  absence  in  British  Columbia  the  Encaenial  Ex- 
ercises were  conducted  by  the  Senior  Professor,  W.  T.  Ray- 
mond who  also  had  ^general  control  of  the  University  during 
the  last  few  weeks  of  the  term.  Professor  Raymond  perform- 
ed these  duties  with  ability  and  marked  good  judgment,  thor- 
oughly to  the  satisfaction  of  all  interested. 
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Tlie  Academic  staff  remains  as  last  year  except  that  Pro- 
fessor H.  Geoghegan  has  returned  to  tUe  University  after  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  to  study  on  the  Continent.  During  his 
absence  the  work  of  his  Department  was  efficiently  conducted 
by  Mr.  A.  J.  Uppvall,  M.  A.,  who  has  since  been  appointed  to 
the  staff  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  courses  of  study  remain  as  usual  with  the  exception  of 
some  minor  changes.  Professor  Day  in  addition  to  the  work  in 
English  is  this  year  giving  a  course  in  Mediaeval  History 
marking  the  beginning  of  definite  instruction  in  that  subject. 
A  complete  outline  of  all  the  courses  of  study  may  be  found 
in  the  Calendar  a  copy  of  which  accompanies  this  report. 

The  Registrar's  report  also  submitted  herewith  shows  a 
slight  deficit  on  the  financial  operations  of  the  year.  It  is  ap- 
parent that  the  University  has  reached  the  limit  of  expansion 
under  present  financial  arrangements.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  increase  in  the  income  during  the  last  fifteen  years 
has  been  largely  due  to  fees  derived  from  students.  In  1894  the 
fees  from  students  totalled  $1338.85,  about  10  per  cent.  , of  the 
total  income.  In  1900,  ten  years  ago,  the  fees  were  $1,971.1)0 
—nearly  12  per  cent,  of  the  income.  Last  year  the  fees  were 
$8,370.93,  or  over  33  per  cent  of  the  total  income.  This 
increase  while  gratifying  can  manifestly  not  be  carried  further 
at  present.  The  hope  for  future  expansion  is  in  an  increase  in 
that  part  of  the  University's  income  .  derived  from  public 
sources.  The  Senate  is  hopeful  that  the  Legislature  may  take 
the  matter  into  favorable  consideration  at  the  present  session.

II.— Report  of  the  Director  of  Manual  Training 


W.  S.  CARTER,  M.  A.,  IyL.D., 
Chief  Superintendent. 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  work  in 
Manual  Training  in  each  branch  during  the  past  year: 

MANUAL  TRAINING  IN  WOODWORK. 

Once  more  I  have  to  record  the  loss  of  one  of  our  Manual 
Training  departments  by  fire,  the  disastrous  conflagration  at 
Campbellton  having  totally  destroyed  the  building  and  equip- 
ment. This  was  the  first  Manual  Training  school  established 
in  the  Province  by  a  public  school  board,  and  followed  very 
soon  after  the  introduction  of  the  subject  by  the  Sir  Wm.  Mac- 
donald  Fund  in  the  Fredericton  schools  in  1900.  Much  good 
work  has  been  done  in  the  school  and  its  loss  is  greatly  to  be 
regretted.  In  addition  to  the  tools  and  equipment,  the  Instruc- 
tor, Miss  Alward,  lost  the  whole  of  her  valuable  collection  of 
models,  drawings  and  specimens.  Miss  Currie,  a  resident  of 
Campbellton,  who  had  been  instructor  in  the  St.  Andrews 
Manual  Training  School  for  the  past  two  years,  also  lost  a 
similar  collection;  having  stored  it  at  her  home  preparatory  to 
accepting  another  position.  Unfortunately,  it  seems  unlikely 
that  Campbellton  will  be  able  to  reopen  its  department  for  a 
year  or  two,  until  the  permanent  school  buildings,  now  in  con- 
templation, have  been  erected. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Kingston 
Consolidated  School  has  risen  from  its  ashes  and  is  once  more 
in  operation.  An  excellent  equipment  for  woodworking  and 
drawing  has  been  installed  in  a  well  lighted  class  room  on  the 
upper  floor.  A  good  store  room  for  lumber,  and  a  teacher's 
room,  are  also  included. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  new  department  organized  at  St. 
Martins  would  have  been  ready  for  occupancy  in  September, 
but  the  building  was  not  ready  in  time.  An  annex  has  been 
built  on  to  the  principal  school  building  and  an  equipment  in- 
stalled ready  for  beginning  the  work  at  the  new  year.  During 
the  past  year  the  small  demonstration  equipment  of  three 
benches,  loaned  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  the  St.  Martins 
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school  two  years  ago,  was  allowed  to  remain  there  and  has 
been  used  by  a  few  of  the  pupils  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Brown,  a  qualified  instructor  of  Manual  Training. 

The  very  excellent  Manual  Training  display  at  the  Domin- 
ion Exhibition  held  in  St.  John  in  September  attracted  much 
attention  and  elicited  general  admiration.  Under  the  superin- 
tendence of  Mr.  H.  V.  Hayes,  principal  instructor  of  Man- 
ual Training  in  the  St.  John  schools,  a  model  school  workshop 
was  equipped  in  an  attractive  manner  and  classes  of  boys  were 
at  work  each  day  during  the  Exhibition.  Nearby  were  arrang- 
ed the  exhibits  from  various  schools  in  the  Province:  Frederic- 
ton,  Milltown,  St.  Stephen,  Sussex,  Hampton,  Chipman  and 
others  of  our  Public  Manual  Training  Schools  being  represent- 
ed by  excellent  collections  of  woodwork;  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  prize  lists  were  not  issued  by  the  Exhibition  au- 
thorities until  the  first  week  in  June.  The  Rothesay  Colle- 
giate school  also  sent  in  a  fine  lot  of  work.  The  display  of 
really  tasteful  and  well  constructed  furniture  showed  that  this 
form  of  Manual  Training  is  being  taken  up  more  and  more  in 
our  schools.  Medals  were  awarded  for  the  best  collective  ex- 
hibits by  grades;  also  for  individual  exhibits. 

In  addition  to  the  specimens  of  woodwork,  classes  were  al- 
so arranged  for  exhibits  comprising  collections  of  Elementary 
Handwork  from  Grade  I.  and  upwards.  Owing  to  the  short  no- 
tice given,  only  a  few  schools  competed  in  this  section,  but 
some  excellent  work  in  Basketry  and  Raffia,  and  good  collec- 
tions of  constructive  work  in  paper  and  cardboard  were  shown. 
Such  work  as  this  is  capable  of  being  carried  out  in  the  ordin 
ary  schoolroom,  with  very  little  in  the  way  of  special  equip- 
ment, and  oilers  a  means  of  valuable  training  in  industrial  and 
constructive  work  for  the  younger  pupils.  As  all  students  now 
attending  the  Normal  school  are  given  regular  instruction  in 
Educational  Handwork  in  various  media,  we  may  reasonably 
expect  more  of  this  kind  of  work  in  the  schools  of  the  Prov- 
ince in  the  future.  The  Sackvillc  Public  schools  have  had  some 
form  of  Manual  work  carried;  on  in  every  grade  for  the  past 
two  years,  with  excellent  results.  In  the  Fredericton  City 
schools,  Miss  McFarlane,  Instructor  of  Manual  Training,  has 
organized  courses  of  Handwork  down  to  Grade  4,  and  arrange- 
ments are  in  progress  for  further  extensions  until  the  pupils  in 
all  the  grades  will  receive  at  least  one  lesson  weekly  in  some 
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form  of  Manual  work.  This  is  in  line  with  modern  ideas  every- 
where and  affords  an  inexpensive  and  convenient  means  of 
bringing  Manual  Training  within  the  reach  of  all  schools.  After 
a  session  or  two  of  visits  from  a  specialist  in  Manual  Training, 
it  is  found  that  the  regular  grade  teachers  are  able  to  carry 
on  the  work  successfully;  thus  releasing  the  special  teacher  for 
other  work,  if  required. 

HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE. 

No  new  departments  have  been  opened  in  this  branch  during 
the  past  year,  although  preliminary  meetings  for  organization 
were  held  in  St.  George,  St.  Stephen  and  Milltown;  in  which 
places  it  is  hoped  that  departments  may  be  opened  in  the  not 
distant  future. 

By  the  opening  of  the  new  Consolidated  School  Building  at 
Kingston,  referred  to  earlier  in  connection  with  the  Manual 
Training  in  Woodwork,  Household  Science  is  once  more  in  op- 
eration there.  A  good  room  with  the  latest  equipment  has 
been  provided,  and  excellent  work  was  being  done  on  my  last 
oHieial  visit  in  November. 

As  a  result  of  the  issuing  of  the  syllabus  for  Laundry  Work 
in  the  autumn  of  1909,  considerable  attention  was  paid  to  this 
branch  of  Household  Science  during  the  year.  There  is  no 
branch  of  the  subject  which  offers  greater  opportunity  for  ap- 
plying scientific  knowledge  to  every  dav  life  than  Laundry 
Work,  with  its  closely  related  Home  Sanitation,  Sick  Nurs- 
ing, etc.  Laundry  Work  has  hitherto  had  but  a  limited  vogue 
in  Canadian  Household  Science  Schools,  largely,  I  believe, 
from  the  fact  that  such  Laundry  practice  as  is  given  in  the 
Normal  courses  of  the  Training  Colleges  is  carried  on  in  elab- 
orately equipped  special  rooms.  After  graduation  the  teacher 
of  Household  Science  is  apt  to  feel  that  Laundry  Work  cannot 
be  undertaken  successfully  in  the  ordinary  cookery  room,  with 
its  simple  equipment.  The  experience  of  the  past  year,  how- 
ever, has  disproved  this,  and  practical  Laundry  Work  will 
form  a  regular  part  of  the  course  in  future. 

Sewing  is  receiving  much  more  attention  than  formerly  at 
the  hands  of  the  Household  Science  teachers,  especially  in  the 
Consolidated  Schools.  In  connection  with  the  Manual  Training 
display  at  the  Dominion  Exhibition  to  which  reference  was 
made  earlier  in  my  report,  several   very    good    collections  of 
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Public  School  Sewing  were  exhibited.  Riverside  Consolidated 
School  (Miss  Peacock,  Instructor),  sent  a  beautiful  lot  of  work 
which  was  awarded  the  prize  offered  by  the  Exhibition  Com- 
mission, a  bronze  medal.  Satisfactory  exhibits  were  also  re- 
ceived from  Hampton  and  Sussex  Schools  (Miss  Turner,  In- 
structor.) 

In  connection  with  the  extension  of  Manual  Work  through 
the  lower  grades  of  the  schools  several  of  the  Household  Sci- 
ence Instructors  have  assisted  very  materially  by  giving  sewing 
lessons  to  the  younger  girls.  At  Sackville,  this  year,  sewing 
was  introduced  in  Grade  6,  and  will  probably  be  extended  to 
lower  grades  next  year.  As  I  remarked  in  my  last  report. 
Sewing  in  its  various  forms  is  an  educational  occupation  of 
great  value;  not  only  as  a  formative  and  disciplinary  school 
subject,  but  because  of  its  direct  value  in  the  after  life  of  the 
pupils.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that,  outside  of  a  few 
schools  which  enjoy  the  advantage  of  a  trained  Household  Sci- 
ence teacher,  Sewing  is  unknown  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the 
Province  today. 

In  connection  with  the  supplv  of  properly  qualified  teachers 
of  Household  Science,  I  should  like  to  direct  the  attention  of 
prospective  students  of  the  several  institutions  in  Canada  offer- 
ing Normal  courses  in  the  subject  to  the  fact  that  in  this  pro- 
vince the  instructors  in  Household  Science  are  often  required 
to  take  ordinary  grade  work  in  addition.  The  length  of  the 
usual  course  of  training  is  two  years,  but  two  of  %the  institu- 
tions whose  diplomas  are  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Education 
as  qualifying  the  holders  to  receive  a  license  to  teach  the  sub- 
ject in  this  Province,  namely,  the  Ivadies'  College  at  Sack- 
ville, and  the  Macdonald  Institute  at  Guelph,  offer  a  special 
course  of  one  year's  duration  to  duly  licensed  teachers  who 
have  been  trained  in  the  Provincial  Normal  School.  Thus,  at 
no  greater  expenditure  of  time,  and  for  considerably  less 
money,  a  young  woman  desirous  of  qualifying  for  the  teaching 
of  Plousehold  Science  can  obtain  the  double  qualification. 

In  addition  to  the  exhibits  of  Sewing  at  the  Dominion  Ex- 
hibition, daily  demonstrations  of  Cookery  were  given  by  girls 
from  the  St.  John  public  schools  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Bartlett,  Principal  Instructor  of  Household  Science  in  the  City 
schools.  Such  exhibitions  and  demonstrations  are  of  great 
value  in  educating  the  public  to  a  knowledge  of  the  merits  and 
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extent  of  some  of  the  more  recent  additions  to  the  curriculum, 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  all  our  Household  Science  In- 
structors give  public  demonstrations  of  one  sort  or  another 
during  each  year.  Sometimes  an  41  At  Home"  is  given  by  the 
pupils  of  a  class  to  their  parents;  the  preparation  and  cooking 
of  the  viands,  the  serving  and  the  whole  arrangements  being 
carried  out  by  the  pupils  themselves.  Occasionally,  a  dinner  or 
luncheon  is  prepared  for  a  certain  limited  sum  of  money  and 
the  school  trustees  or  others  are  invited  as  guests  of  the  class. 
After  the  serving  of  the  meal,  the  cost  and  dietetic  value  of 
the  food  are  set  forth  by  the  pupils  to  show  the  manner  in 
which  the  subject  is  taught,  and  the  valuable  training  in  econ- 
omics involved. 

In  connection  with  this  study  of  food  values  and  home 
economics,  a  novel  demonstration  was  given  at  the  Riverside 
Consolidated  School  on  the  occasion  of  a  school  concert  and 
social  evening.  Specimen  menus  for  a  dav's  meals  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  30  cents  for  three  meals  had  been  prepared  by 
individual  pupils  of  the  High  School  class;  the  dietary  value 
being  carefully  worked  out  along  with  the  cost.  Afterwards  at 
the  public  gathering  mentioned,  the  actual  meals  prepared 
from  these  economic  menus  were  displayed  on  tables  in  the 
Household  Science  room  for  the  examination  of  the  visitors. 

MANUAL  TRAINING  IN  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Instructors  of  Manual  Training  in 
the  Normal  school,  Miss  Baxter,  and  assistant,  Miss  Wathen, 
have  carried  out  a  programme  of  work  on  similar  lines  to  that 
of  the  previous  year.  The  adoption  of  a  textbook  on  "Educa- 
tional Handwork"  has,  however,  enabled  them  to  accomplish 
more  during  the  year  than  was  formerly  possible  when  a  great 
deal  of  the  time  had  to  be  devoted  by  the  students  to  the  tak- 
ing of  notes. 

The  special  training  class  for  the  full  certificate,  held  dur- 
ing the  year,  had  an  enrolment  of  five  men  and  one  woman. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  owing  to  the  larger  salaries  offered 
elsewhere,  several  of  these  students  have  left  the  Province. 

The  work  of  the  special  and  ordinary  students  in  wood- 
work is  much  hampered  by  the  unsatisfactory  rooms,  and  we 
look  forward  to  the  possibility  of  better  quarters  in  the  near 
future  in  the  new  building  for  which  plans  have  been  prepared. 
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Household  Science  could  also  be  added  with  the  increased  ac- 
commodation a  new  building  would  afford. 

During  the  year,  Copper  Work  was  introduced  and  some 
good  elementary  work  in  hammering  and  chasing  was  accom- 
plished. This  is  a  form  of  work  which  can  be  readily  under- 
taken in  any  ordinary  woodworking  room;  very  few  special 
tools  or  appliances  being  required. 

GENERAL. 

The  visit  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Technical  Education 
to  the  Province  was  one  of  the  important  events  of  the  year. 
I  gave  evidence  during  the  sittings  of  the  Commission  at  Fred- 
ericton  as  to  the  extent  of  our  Manual  Training  and  House- 
hold Science  work,  and  its  bearing  on  possible  schemes  of  Tech- 
nical Education  in  the  future.  During  their  visits  to  several 
centres  of  industry  in  the  Province,  the  Commissioners  heard 
much  testimony  as  to  the  value  of  Manual  Training  as  a  basis 
for  specialized  Industrial  Training  in  after  life,  and  also  as  a 
means  of  general  training  for  the  pupils  of  our  Public  Schools. 

During  the  year  I  attended  several  of  the  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes and  also  held  meetings  and  conferred  with  School 
Boards  with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  departments  of 
Manual  Training .  and  Household  Science  in  places  where  these 
subjects  have  not  been  introduced.  It  is  a  matter  to  be  regret- 
ted that  several  of  our  leading  towns  are  still  quite  without 
provision  for  these  branches  of  study. 

My  thanks  for  help  and  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  at 
all  times  are  due  to  the  officials  of  the  Department,  the  Prin- 
cipal and  staff  of  the  Normal  School  and  the  District  Inspec- 
tors.

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II.— Report  of  Principal  of  MacDonald  Con- 
solidated School  at  Kingston,  Kings  Co.

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  report  as  Princi- 
pal of  the  Macdonald  Consolidated  School,  Kingston,  N.  B. 

As  you  are  aware,  with  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  in 
August  last  the  school  entered  into  occupancy  of  its  commo- 
diouslv  appointed  new  building,  erected  to  replace  the  former 
one,  destroyed  by  fire,  March  14,  1909.  After  a  period  of  ne- 
cessary temporary  disadvantage,  during  which  the  regular 
classes  of  the  school  were  maintained  through  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Intermediate  and  Advanced  Departments  in  the 
Kingston  Hall,  and  of  the  Primary  in  the  former  little  vill- 
age schoolhouse  (survival  of  earlier  times  in  local  education), 
the  school  has  been  enabled  to  again  take  up  its  work  under 
auspicious  circumstances;  and  the  Trustees  and  ratepayers  of 
the  Consolidated  district  may  now  congratulate  themselves 
upon  the  possession  of  an  artistic  and  thoroughly  modern  school 
building,  in  every  way  worthy  of  the  traditions  of  Consolida- 
tion. 

With  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  the  following  staff  have 
assumed  charge  of  the  several  departments: 

William  T.  Denham,  B.  A. — Principal  and  School  Garden- 
ing. 

Hazel  P.  Flewelling — Intermediate  and  Household  Science. 

Mary  A.  B.  Saunders — Primarv  and  Manual  Training. 

The  area  covered  by  Consolidation  is  somewhat  less  than 
formerly — the  removal  of  the  Perry  Point  Bridge  rendering  im- 
possible the  attendance  of  those  pupils  formerly  present  from 
Jubilee  district.  Four  vans,  from  distances  averaging  from  3 
to  5  miles,  now  bring  in  the  pupils  from  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts. 

The  work  of  the  past  term  has  been  of  necessity  somewhat 
in  the  nature  of  readjustment — a  resetting  of  the  tent  stakes, 
so  to  speak — but  with  cordial  co-operation  of  teachers  and  pu- 
pils, and  of  enthusiastic  taking  hold  of  the  work  of  the  school 
by  the  latter.   I  have  every  reason  to    trust  that  the  coining 
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term  may  witness  considerable  progress  in  that  attention  to 
detail  which  must  characterize  successful  instruction  and  edu- 
cation. 

It  has  been  again  possible  to  direct  attention  to  the  im- 
portant branches  of  Household  Science  and  Manual  Training, 
which  were  of  necessity  in  abeyance  during  the  previous  year. 
One  entire  session  per  week  is  now  devoted  to  these  branches 
with  the  older  pupils,  instruction  being  given  to  the  pupils  of 
Grades  VI.  to  XI.  inclusive;  while  in  addition  paper-folding, 
cardboard  and  raffia  work  is  given  the  pupils  of  the  lower 
grades  in  the  course  of  each  week. 

The  School  •  Garden  cared  for  by  one  of  the  senior  pupils 
during  the  summer  vacation,  was  found  in  very  fair  condition 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  Owing  to  the  very  considerable 
demands  upon  my  time  incidental  to  the  readjustments  of  the 
new  building  it  seemed  necessary  to  curtail  the  fall  work  in 
this  department,  limiting  it  to  the  gathering  in  of  their  crops 
by  the  respective  pupils,  but  with  the  advent  of  spring  the 
work  will  be  revived,  and  by  varying  in  turn  the  products 
raised  by  each  pupil  it  will,  I  trust,  add  to  their  individual 
experiences  in  the  garden  work.

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III.—  Report  of  Principal  of  Riverside  Consoli- 
dated School. 

W.  S.  CARTER,  LL.D., 

Chief  Supt.  of  Education, 
Fredericton,  N.  B. 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Riverside  Consolidated    School  for  the  year  1910. 

The  school  has  been  subject  to  four  changes  in  the  teaching 
staff — a  change  in  personnel  of  two-thirds  of  the  total  number. 
To  follow  any  policy  of  progression  under  such  circumstances 
becomes  next  to  impossible;  the  second  year's  supervision  and 
direction  being  largelv  a  duplication  of  the  first.  The  evil  of 
frequent  changes  of  teachers  has  largely  for  its  cause,  the  bet- 
ter financial  opportunities  offered  elsewhere.  To  some  extent 
this  condition  has  been  improved  during  the  year  through  a 
small  vet  substantial  increase  in  the  salaries  olfered  the  teach- 
ers of  the  lower  grades  and  in  that  of  the  High  School  as- 
sistant. With  a  further  increase,  such  that  the  salaries  obtain- 
ing here  will  be  greater  than  those  offered  elsewhere,  there 
may  come  a  time  when  our  school  can  retain  its  teachers. 

During  the  year  the  school  has  become  the  owner  of  some 
seven  acres  of  land,  thereby  making-  generous  provision  for 
boys'  and  girls'  play  grounds,  a  large  garden  plot,  with  plen- 
ty to  spare  for  a  future  vanshed,  for  landscape  gardening  and 
other  purposes.  The  natural  contour  and  disposition  of  the 
grounds  offers  a  splendid  opportunitv  for  effective  landscape 
gardening,  an  opportunity  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  fully  util- 
ized. As  a  first  step  toward  this  end,  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  was  subscribed  last  spring  part  of  which  has  been  ex- 
pended in  providing  a  Plan  of  Improvement  of  the  grounds 
prepared  bv  H.  E.  Goold,  Landscape  Gardener  of  Sussex.  This 
plan  now  hangs  in  the  Principal's  office,  where  it  can  serve  to 
direct  all  future  efforts  toward  school  ground  improvement. 

The  School  Library  has  been  increased  by  some  fifty  vol- 
umes, including  a  copy  of  Hannay's  History  of  N.  B.,  present- 
ed bv  Messrs.  George  Prescott,  M.  P.  P.,  and  W.  B.  Dixon, 
M.  P.  P. 

Two  changes  were  made  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year 
in  the  arrangements  for  grading.      By    the  first  of  these  the 
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brightest  pupils  of  Grade  I.  were  graded  late  in  January  and 
those  of  them  who  qualified  again  advanced  in  June* 

The  teacher  of  the  third  grade  reports  that  of  those  who 
so  graded,  about  two-thirds  are  among  the  best  pupils  of  the 
grade — a  condition  which  fully  warrants  a  continuation  of  the 
plan. 

The  second  change  was  in  permitting  all  pupils,  except  of 
Grades  VIII.  and  XI.,  who  maintained  an  average  of  80  per 
cent,  on  their  work  throughout  the  year  to  advance  to  the 
next  grade  without  final  examination.  It  is  perhaps  too  early 
to  tell  with  finality  the  results  of  the  plan,  but  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  leading  pupils  of  the  grades  this  year  are  of  those 
who  were  so  advanced. 

It  may  be  of  interest  here  at  the  end  of  the  first  five  years 
of  the  school's  existence,  to  note  the  career  of  our  graduates 
who  have  continued  their  studies.   The  record  is  as  follows: 

Arts  Courses,  2;  Science  Courses,  5;  I/adies'  College,  4; 
Commercial  College,  2;  Teachers,  7. 

The  total  number  of  graduates  has  been  34.  Of  these  it  is 
seen  that  20  have  continued  their  studies  after  High  school, 
which  is  probably  a  higher  per  cent,  than  that  of  city  schools. 
This  is  a  further  evidence  that  it  is  to  those  who  purpose  en- 
tering the  professions  that  the  upper  grades'  courses  of  study 
appeal;  possibly  also  that  the  appeal  is  more  exclusively  to 
this  class  in  a  country  community  than  in  the  city. 

One  graduate  is  teaching  Manual  Training  in  his  Alma 
Mater,  and  one  is  pursuing  a  course  in  Domestic  Science  with 
a  view  of  teaching.  This  is  far  too  narrow  a  basis  from  which 
to  draw  any  inferences,  but  it  would  be  interesting  from 
a  study  of  wider  data  to  note  the  effect  of  Manual  Train- 
ing and  Domestic  Science  courses  upon  the  life  work  of 
those  taking  them.  The  lack  of  opportunity  for  engaging  in 
wood-working  in  the  immediate  vicinity  may  effect  the  result 
noted  in  that  line.  In  connection  with  the  records  of  our  stu- 
dents it  may  be  noted  that  a  10th  grade  student  of  the  last 
year  was  one  of  two  from  this  province  to  pass  the  entrance 
examinations  to  the  Naval  College  in  Halifax  opening  this 
month. 

I.;is1  year  our  school  attempted  to  do  something  toward 
teaching  singing.  Changes  in  the  staff  have  rendered  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  work  impossible  this  year.   This  is  to  be  sin- 
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cerely  regretted  even  though  the  progress  made  was  not  great. 
How  long  will  it  be  ere  our  Normal  school  can  furnish  us  with 
teachers  competent  to  perform  this  service. 

The  Domestic  Science  Department  has  had  a  very  successful 
year  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Peacock;  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
this  department  is  one  of  the  most  popular  with  the  pupils.  The 
department  won  the  medal  and  diploma  for  sewing  at  the  Do- 
minion Exposition  in  St.  John.  Distance  and  transportation 
conditions  rendered  an  exhibit  in  other  Domestic  Science  lines 
as  well  as  in  school  gardening  impracticable.  The  Manual 
Training  and  Domestic  Science  Departments  are  collaborating 
re  the  furnishing  of  the  office  during  the  present  term. 

With  regard  to  the  School  Garden,  I  am  ver}^  frank  in  con- 
fessing myself  as  dissatisfied,  and  feel  it  to  have  been  in  some 
respects  a  failure,  though  I  do  not  consider  it  at  all  the  poor- 
est attempt  of  the  kind  made  during  the  year.  To  the 
teacher  and  educationalist  this  department  of  school  work  in- 
volves much  more  than  the  garden  itself;  to  the  public,  the 
ratepayers  and  parents,  however,  the  department  is  judged 
wholly  by  the  gardem.  In  a  farming  and  gardening  community 
the  school  garden  to  gain  respect  for  the  department  must  be 
a  success  from  a  gardener's  standpoint. 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  need  and  the  possibility 
for  the  school  garden  movement,  though  intimate  acquaintance 
with  it  has  convinced  me  that  it  has  not  yet  been  perfectly 
worked  out.  The  following  difficulties  and  hindrances  have  yet 
to  be  surmounted. 

1.  Lack  of  co-ordination  of  the  Science  and  Garden  work. 

2.  Summer  care,  with  eight  weeks  of  holidays,  a  district 
where  many  pupils  are  2%  to  6  miles  from  the  school  and 
where  others  are  away  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  vacation. 

•k>>.    Teachers  who  are  ill  prepared  to  direct  the  work. 

4.  Shortness  of  the  growing  season  rendering  almost  im- 
possible, in  our  climate,  the  accomplishment  of  very  much  of 
account  before  the  summer  vacation. 

Realizing  the  difficulty  in  the  summer  care  problem,  a 
prize  worth  working  for — a  two  days'  trip  to  the  Dominion  Ex- 
hibition— was  offered  for  the  best  school  garden  plot  tended 
wholly  by  a  pupil.  This  secured  more  or  less  thorough  care  on 
the  part  of  14  or  15  pupils,  say  one   quarter    of    those  in  the 
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classes.  For  those  who  could  not  or  would  not  care  for  their 
gardens  during  the  summer,  a  pupil  was  hired  to  do  the  work, 
the  proprietors  of  the  plots  forfeiting  their  claim  to  the  pro- 
duct. 

A  School  Exhibit  Day  was  planned  and  prizes  announced 
for  Home  Garden  Product;  this  is  the  first  work  of  the  kind 
undertaken  by  the  school.  As  a  result  some  ten  or  twelve 
pupils  became  interested  and  operated  gardens  as  a  result.  This 
seems  to  be  a  phase  of  the  work  from  which  with  proper  direc- 
tion and  encouragement  much  may  come. 

Iyast  year  the  pupils  who  participated  in  the  garden  work 
were  those  of  Grades  V.-XI.  With  the  present  syllabus  of  High 
School  work  and  the  general  conditions  under  which  the  School 
Gardening  is  conducted,  the  work  in  agricultural  communities 
would  perhaps  be  more  profitable  for  pupils  of  Grades  III. 
to  VIII.,  and  a  change  in  that  direction  is  planned  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Friday,  Sept.  30th,  was  School  Exhibit  Day.  Some  fifty 
persons,  parents  and  ratepayers  and  several  from  adjoining 
districts,  including  three  teachers,  took  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunity to  view  the  products  of  the  various  departments  of 
school  work.   The  exhibits  included  the  following: 

Manual  Training,  Writing  Books. 

Domestic  Science,  Drawing  Books. 

School  Gardening,  Science   Note  Books. 

Home  Gardening,  Geometry  Note  Books. 

Natural  Science  Collections,  the  School  Paper. 

The  Plan  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Grounds. 

Demonstrations  of  regular  class  work  were  given  in  Grades 
L  to  VI.,  inclusive.  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  in 
Grades  VII.  and  VIII.,  while  a  physical  culture  class  was  held 
with  the  High  School  Grades. 

The  foregoing  is  a  report  of  the  main  features  of  school  life 
during  the  past  year.

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IV.—  Report  of  Principal  of  Hampton  Consoli- 
dated School. 

W.  S.  CARTER,  Esq.,  IyL.D., 
Chief  Supt.  of  Education, 
Fredericton,  N.  B. 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  second  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Hampton  Consolidated  School. 

Some  of  the  steps  we  have  taken  in  advance  since  my  last 
report  are: 

(1)  Establishment  of  a  school  garden. 

(2)  Publishing  of  a  school  magazine. 

(3)  Adoption  of  the  full  classical  course  in  the  High 
School. 

(4)  Teaching  of  Physical  Training  in  all  departments. 

(5)  A  musical  course  for  all  grades  from  1  to  8  inclusive. 
School  gardening  has  been  taken  up  in   all  grades  down  to 

and  including  the  fourth.  Ninety-three  pupils  prepared  and 
looked  after  garden  plots  and  were  very  much  interested  in 
the  work.  The  plots  of  the  advanced  pupils  were  3x20  and  of 
the  smaller  pupils  3x10  feet.  Each  pupil  planted  two  kinds  of 
garden  seeds  and  the  more  advanced  had  charge  of  at  least  one 
kind  of  flower  or  shrubs.  A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  vol- 
untarily by  the  pupils  after  school  and  many  took  entire  care 
of  their  plots  during  the  summer  vacation.  Each  was  suppos- 
ed to  keep  a  careful  record  of  the  work  done,  the  time  of 
planting  of  seeds,  when  they  began  to  appear  above  ground, 
amount  received  for  produce,  and  so  on.  I  tried  to  correlate 
this  practical  work  with  the  general  Nature  Study  work  and 
more  especially  with  lectures  on  the  composition  of  soils, 
plant  food,  germination  and  so  on.  The  School  Board  has 
been  very  generous  in  its  outlay  for  the  garden — one  item  of 
expense  being  the  spending  of  $33  for  a  caretaker  during  the 
holidays.  The  Hampton  School  Garden  Exhibit  at  the  Domin- 
ion Exhibition  in  St.  John  last  September  was  awarded  $11 
prize  money  out  of  a  total  of  $21  granted  by  that  Exhibition 
for  School  Gardens.  This  $11  consisted  of  a  second  prize  for 
the  best  general  exhibit  and  first,  second  and  third  prizes  for 
the  best  exhibits  from  individual  plots.  A  year  ago  I  persuad- 
ed the  pupils  to  start  the  publication   of   a  school  magazine. 
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This  has  proved  a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  profit  for  pupils 
and  ratepayers.  The  pupils  have  made  the  magazine  a  success 
financially  and  it  has  been  a  means  of  stimulating  literary 
composition.  I  use  it  as  an  incentive  for  good  work,  punctu- 
ality and  attendance  by  having  published  the  names  of  those 
making  the  highest  standing  as  well  as  those  who  are  punctual 
and  in  attendance  every  day. 

Pupils  from  our  school  stood  3rd  and  6th  in  the  Normal 
School  Entrance  Examinations  for  First  Class  in  June  last 
and  a  candidate  for  Second  Class  stood  well  up  in  the  list. 
This  is  surely  proof  that  the  special  subjects  of  the  Consolidat- 
ed School  do  not  in  any  way  detract  from  the  excellence  of  the 
work  done  in  the  ordinary  school  subjects.  The  full  classical 
course  is  now  in  operation  in  our  High  School  and  candidates 
are  being  prepared  for  University  Matriculation  next  June  in 
addition  to  those  that  are  being  prepared  for  Normal  School 
En  trance. 

Two  of  the  Hampton  teachers  took  the  Physical  Training 
course  last  summer.  Miss  DeMille  took  the  course  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Summer  School  of  Science  at  Liverpool  and  the 
Principal  along  with  the  Military  Training  Course  at  Freder- 
icton.  This  Physical  Training  course  is  now  being  given  in  all 
the  departments  of  our  school,  Miss  DeMille  taking  Grades  1, 
2,  7  and  8  and  the  Principal  Grades  3,  4,  5,  6,  9,  10  and  11. 
Hampton  Consolidated  School  is  thus  one  of  the  few  schools 
which  have  been  able  to  give  the  new  system  of  physical  exer- 
cises to  all  departments  by  means  of  trained  instructors,  and 
that  during  the  first  year  after  its  adoption.  Instruction  in 
singing  by  note  has  also  been  included  in  our  school  work  this 
term  and  that  without  any  extra  cost  to  the  District.  Miss 
Bessie  Howard,  of  the  Second  Primary  Department,  has  been 
giving  one  lesson  a  week  to  the  first  three  Departments  and 
Miss  Muriel  DeMille  has  been  doing  the  same  in  her  own  room. 
This  arrangement  gives  instruction  in  sing  ng  by  note  to  all 
pupils  in  our  school  from  Grades  1  to  8  inclusive.  Very  satis- 
factory progress  has  been  made  even  by  pupils  of  the  first 
grade  and  all  look  forward  eagerly  to  music  hour.  I  believe 
such  lessons  as  these  are  of  great  advantage  to  any  school  in 
that  they  relieve  the  monotony  of  .school  work  and  at  the 
same  time  give  pupils  a  grounding  in  an  elementary  musical 
education.  They  have  been  the  cause  of  great  improvement 
in  our  school  singing— the  choruses  in  our  opening  exercises  and 
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the  singing  on  our  programmes  having  improved  in  a  marked 
degree.  It  is  our  intention  to  strive  to  create  a  still  greater  in- 
terest in  music  next  term  by  the  formation  of  a  Glee  Club. 

Our  school  made  an  extensive  exhibit  at  the  Dominion  Ex- 
hibition. This  exhibit  consisted  of  Garden  products,  flowers, 
honey,  raffia  work,  cardboard  work,  sewing,  preserving,  cook- 
ing, paper  folding,  examination  papers,  object  drawing,  map 
drawing,  plant  collections,  school  magazines  and  Manual  Train- 
ing work.  The  purpose  of  the  Trustees  and  Principal  in  mak- 
ing this  exhibit  was  to  show  the  people  of  the  Province  what 
\vi>  are  trying  to  do  in  our  Consolidated  schools  and  thus  pre- 
sent a  convincing  argument  in  favor  of  Consolidation  as  the 
best  method  of  improving  existing  conditions  in  our  rural 
schools. 

Several  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  have  taken  place  dur- 
ing the  last  year.  In  June  last  three  teachers  resigned — Miss 
Klla  Sccly,  Miss  Mary  Page  and  Mr.  Fred  Patterson.  Miss 
Seely  was  married  shortly  alter  ward.  Miss  Page  resigned  be- 
cause it  was  necessary  for  her  to  remain  at  her  home  this 
year  and  Mr.  Patterson  is  now  taking  a  course  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Brunswick.  Miss  Seely  had  been  with  the  school 
since  it  opened  and  the  other  two 'had  been  here  two  years. 
They  had  given  faithful  service  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose 
them.  Their  places  were  taken  by  Miss  Winnifred  Dixon,  Miss 
Emilie  Alward  and  Mr.  Jas.  Starrak,  all  of  whom  are  giving 
excellent  satisfaction.

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Of  the  30  pupils  enrolled  in  the   High  School   10  are  from 

outside  the  Consolidated  District,  one  of  these  being  from 
Queens  County.  Of  these  10,  7  have  been  perfect  in  punctual- 
ity and  attendance  during  the  past  term  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  some  of  them  walk  three    or  four  miles. 

The  enrolment  during  the  past  term  has  been  215  and  the 
percentage  of  attendance  83.6.  This  percentage  has  been  lower- 
ed very  considerably  by  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  and  of  scar- 
let fever.  The  enrolment  is  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the 
school. 

Manual  Training  and  Household  Science  still  hold  their 
high  place  in  the  estimation  of  the  pupils  and  ratepayers.  De- 
bating is  now  given  a  regular  place  on  our  time-table  in  the 
High  school.  During  the  past  term  the  pupils  have  shown  a 
greater  zeal  and  earnestness  in  their  school  work  than  ever  be- 
fore. Their  deportment  is  exceedingly  good  and  they  are  very 
careful  of  their  fine  school  building.  Both  the  inside  and  outside 
of  the  building  are  in  almost  perfect  condition  and  show  no 
evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  building  is  almost  four  years  old. 

Arbor  Day  was  very  profitably  spent  by  our  school.  The 
driveways  on  the  lawn  were  nicely  trimmed  and  graded,  about 
16  flower  beds  were  prepared.  A  grove  at  the  left  of  the 
school  house  was  cleared  up,  the  shrubs  pruned  and  seats  were 
bililt  and  placed  in  different  parts  of  the  grove. 

We  had  a  very  enjoyable  and  beneficial  Empire  Day  pro- 
gramme. It  was  largely  in  the  nature  of  memorial  exercises 
for  our  late  King,  Edward  VII.  A  large  number  of  visitors 
were  present. 

During  the  past  year  our  school  was  honored  by  its  first 
visit  from  you,  Sir,  in  your  official  capacity  as  Chief  Superin- 
tendent of  Education;  also  by  a  visit  from  Mr.  Grindrod,  His 
Majesty's  Inspector  of  Schools  from  IyOiidon,  England,  who 
had  been  sent  out  by  the  educational  authorities  of  England  to 
look  into  the  methods  in  vogue  in  the  schools  of  the  Eastern 
Canadian  Provinces.  The  Dominion  Commission  on  Technical 
Education  held  a  session  in  our  school  in  August  last. 

The  people  of  this  district  and  vicinity  continue  to  take  a 
deep  interest  in  their  Consolidated  school.  They  manifest  this 
interest  in  their  attendance  at  all  school  functions,  in  their 
willingness  to  donate  prizes  and  in  many  other  ways.  At  our 
Christmas  closing  about  150  visitors   were  present  and  at  our 
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closing  last  June,  our  large  Assembly  Hall  was  packed  to  the 
doors.  The  following  have  donated  prizes  or  medals  during 
the  past  year:  Geo.  W.  Fowler,  Esq.;  Sheriff  Freeze,  Judge 
MeLeod,  Mrs.  Frank  Humphrey,  T.  Win.  Barnes,  Esq.,  Rev. 
Mr.  Farquhar,  Rev.  Mr.  Rice,  Miss  Margaret  Turnbull,  Mrs. 
Philip  Palmer  and  Miss  Minnie  Travis.  These  have  our  neaity 
thanks. 

I  do  not  care  to  close  this  report  without  expressing  my 
appreciation  of  the  interest  in  the  school  shown  by  the  people 
and  trustees  of  this  Consolidated  District  and  my  thanks  for 
the  many  courtesies  shown  me  by  ,them  during  the  time  I  have 
been  in  Hampton.

The  present  school  year  began  with  a  new  staff  pf  teachers 
with  the  exception  of  the  Household  Science  teacher,  who  also 
had  charge  of  the  Primary  Department,  so  the  term  ended  in 
June  will  be  passed  over  in  this  report. 

The  grading  examinations  excepting  the  High  School  En- 
trance for  Grade  VIII.  were  held  over  until  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  those  who  were  then 
promoted -on  condition  have  satisfied  the  conditions  upon  subse- 
quent examinations  including  those  that  failed  to  pass  the 
High  School  Entrance  in  Division  II. 

We  have  arranged  for  exchanging  instructors  at  certain 
hours  between  the  Advanced  and  First  Intermediate  Depart- 
ments. This  gives  the  teachers  an  opportunity  to  specialize  in 
certain  subjects  and  places  a  large  number  of  pupils  under  the 
direct  influence  of  the  principal.  So  far  the  plan  has  worked 
well.  Miss  Hazel  McCain,  teacher  of  the  First  Intermediate,  is 
energetic  in  the  work  and  careful  of  the  instruction  given  to  the 
advanced  grades. 

I  am  more  convinced  of  the  value  of  Manual  Training  as 
part  of  our  course.  The  department  here  is  in  charge  of  Miss 
Janet  Currie,  of  Campbelltou,  a  thorough  and  capable  teacher. 
Not  only  have  the  pupils  shown  excellent  examples  of  the 
work  but  their  interest  and  diligence  is  an  aid  to  their  applica- 
lion  in  other  studies.  We  were  favored  during  the  term  with 
a  visit  from  Mr.  T.  B.  Kidner,  Provincial  Director  of  Manual 
Training. 

The  Department  of  Household  Science    is  directed  by  Miss 
Nell   Thompson,  Oxford,  N.  S.,a  graduate  of  the  Mt.  Allison 
school.  This  branch  of  the  work  draws  more  attention  than  any 
other  perhaps  because  the  school  is  the    only  one  of  its  kind 
in  the  county. 
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Five  hours  per  week  are  devoted  to  these  branches.  I  be- 
lieve the  time  is  well  spent  and  a  general  satisfaction  seems  to 
meet  the  efforts. 

The  School  Garden  was  planted  under  the  direction  of  for- 
mer Principal  Tuttle.  The  work  was  done  in  common  by  the 
pupils  during  the  holidays.  The  Trustees  provided  for  the  care 
of  it.  After  the  products  were  gathered  the  place  was  plowed 
for  next  season.  This  work  in  an  agricultural  county  is  an 
important  factor.  There  is  a  widespread  desire  for  more  of 
such  instruction.  I  have  had  the  required  grades  procure  the 
prescribed  textbook,  by  Prof.  James,  which  seems  to  have 
been  unknown  to  them. 

We  are  devoting  considerable  time  to  Nature  Study  and 
Agriculture.  I  have  also  ordered  the  publication  on  Canadian 
Farm  Weeds  and  all  information  provided  by  the  Government. 
I  think  the  Riverside  plan  of  holding  S.chool  Exhibitions  an 
excellent  one  and  it  might  be  extended  to  include  all  gardens 
in  a  consolidated  district. 

The  matter  of  keeping  the  school  building  in  order  has  re- 
ceived careful  attention.  It  has  been  the  practice  to  have  the 
rooms  swept  daily.  The  use  of  oil  sweepers  in  the  class  rooms 
and  dampened  sawdust  in  the  corridors  keeps  the  dust  to  a 
minimum  quantity. 

Some  improvement  has  been  made  in  heating  the  building 
which  formerly  gave  considerable  annoyance. 

I  have  endeavored  to  interest  the  pupils  in  the  decoration  of 
the  class  rooms  and  ,have  been  rewarded  by  seeing  a  number  of 
nicely  framed  paintings  hung  on  the  walls  which  give  a  cheer- 
fulness to  the  rooms. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Hon.  J.  K.  Flemming,  we  have 
bad  several  volumes  added  to  the  library.  Mr.  Flemming  has 
also  donated  a  medal  to  be,  awarded  to  the  student  having  the 
highest  general  standing  in  scholarship  and  deportment. 

I  would  also  direct  your  attention  that  Mr.  J.  B.  McNair, 
a  graduate  of  this  school,  has  been  awarded  the  Rhodes  Schol- 
arship to  the  U.  N.  B. 

After  five  years  of  Consolidation  here  the  argument  rests 
in  favor  of  the  principle. 

The  attendance  is  certainly  more  regular  than  any  school 
where  I  have  been  located.   The  means    and    advantages  for

teaching  need  no  demonstration.  If  the  cost  has  increased  it 
has  not  increased  in  the  same  ratio  of  other  things,  neither 
the  cost  of  living  or  the  price  of  labor.  With  a  number  of  old 
bills  carried  over  into  the  estimates  for  the  present  year  the 
amount  raised  for  the  school  gives  a  rate  of  nine-tenths  of  one 
per  cent.,  a  rate  lower  than  the  majority  of  the  other  villages 
in  the  country  and  of  many  country  districts.  I  am  encouraged 
in  the  work  here.  The  deportment  of  the  pupils  is  excellent. 
I  am  encouraged  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Chairman,  Dr.  D.  W.  Ross,  and  Secretary,  W.  A. 
Taylor,  and  our  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  B.  Meagher,  as  well  as  the 
kindness  and  loyalty  of  the  people  of  this  community.

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Report  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science. 

To  W,  S.  CARTER,  M.  A.,  LL.D., 
Superintendent  of  Education, 
Fredericton,  N.  B. 

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Summer  School  of 
Science  for  the  Atlantic  Provinces  of  Canada,  which  was  held 
at  Liverpool,  N.  S.,  July  13th  to  August  3rd,  1910. 

Early  in  the  year  the  announcement  of  the  School  was  is- 
sued, and  sent  to  the  teachers  of  the  Atlantic  Provinces,  and 
others  interested  in  educational  matters.  In  this  way  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  school  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  those  like- 
ly to  be  interested  in  it. 

The  opening  meeting  was  largely  attended,  filling  the  spa- 
cious Town  Hall  in  which  it  was  held.  A  most  cordial  wel- 
come was  extended  to  the  school  by  Mayor  Mulhall  and  oth- 
ers. The  words  of  welcome  spoken  by  their  representatives 
were  emphasized  by  the  enthusiastic  applause  of  the  people. 

Classes  met  each  day  from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  to  1  o'clock  p. 
in.,  in  the  Queens  County  Academy.  This  admirable  building, 
on  its  commanding  site,  is  creditable,  both  to  the  public  spirit 
and  the  interest  in  educational  matters  of  the  citizens  of  Liver- 
pool. 

The  work  of  the  students  was  marked  by  diligent  applica- 
tion. They  highly  appreciated  the  intelligence  and  enthusiasm 
displayed  by  the  instructors.  Much  interest  in  the  Field  Work 
for  which  Liverpool  afforded  excellent  opportunities  was 
shown.  Literature  and  Botany,  always  popular  subjects,  were 
the  two  largest  classes.  The  enrolment  in  these  classes  being 
upwards  oi  one  hundred  and  twenty  in  each.  Drawing,  Geol- 
ogy, Physics  and  Zoology  drew  good  classes.  Dr.  Andrews,  of 
Mt.  Allison,  gave  an  excellent  course  in  Agriculture.     He  had 
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an  experimental  garden  in  connection  with  it.  Classes  in  Mili- 
tary Drill  and  Physical  Culture  were  held  continuously 
throughout  the  day.  These  were  instructed  by  four  Non. Com- 
missioned Officers,  detailed  for  that  duty,  by  the  Department 
of  Militia  and  Defence.  Of  those  who  attended  these  classes  158 
succeeded  in  passing  the  qualifying  examination. 

The  awarding  of  scholarships,  which  was  made  possible  by 
the  generosity  of  a  number  of  friends  of  the  school,  has  had  a 
good  influence  on  the  character  of  the  work  done.  There  were 
seven  $20  and  nine  $10  scholarships  awarded.  Three  prizes  oi 
$5,  $3  and  $2,  respectively,  were  given  for  best  letters  written 
about  the  school  and  its  work.  Five  prizes  in  books  were 
awarded  for  the  best  work  done  in  Literature. 

The  visit  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Technical  Education 
and  the  address  by  its  Chairman,  Dr.  Robertson,  were  of  great 
interest.  Dr.  A.  H.  MacKay  favored  the  school  with  two  vis- 
its and  on  both  occasions  greatly  assisted  the  school  by  his 
characteristic  sound  advice  and  healthful  inspiration.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  officers  of  the  school,  a  number  of  Associate 
Secretaries  were  appointed  for  c  'missionary  work.1'  It  is  their 
mission  to  spread  the  news  of  the  work  of  the  school  among 
those  who  do  not  already  know  of  its  advantages. 

An  exceedingly  pleasant  feature  of  the  session  was  the  lios- 
pitality  extended  to  the  school  by  the  citizens  of  Liverpool, 
who  by  excursions  and  entertainments  caused  the  time  to  pass 
very  quickly  and  agreeably. 

The  enrolment  was  the  second  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
school,  being  271.  In  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  students, 
and  the  character  of  the  work  done,  the  session  of  1910  exceed- 
ed that  of  all  previous  years. 

The  next  session  of  the  school  will  be  held  at  Fredericton, 
X.  B.,  July  12th  to  August  2nd,  1911.

I.— School  for  the  Blind,  Halifax,  N.  S. 
SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the 
Blind: 

GENTLEMEN:  The  table  of  attendance  herewith  submit- 
ted shows  that  161  blind  persons  have  been  under  instruction 
during  the  past  year,  of  whom  90  were  males  and  71  females. 
Of  these  26  graduated  or  remained  at  home,  making  the  total 
number  registered  December  1st,  1910,  135,  of  whom  70  are 
males  and  65  females.  Of  these  85  are  from  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  30  from  New  Brunswick,  4  from  Prince  Edward 
Island,  14  from  Newfoundland,  1  from  British  Columbia,  and  1 
from  the  Bahamas.

The  School. — The  work  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
school  has  progressed  during  the  past  year  without  inter- 
ruption and  the  results,  as  tested  by  oral  and  written  examin- 
ations, have  been  most  satisfactory.  The  teachers  have  work- 
ed with  zeal  and  intelligence  and  the  pupils  have  applied  them- 
selves with  assuidity  to  their  respective  studies. 

Tile  school  aims  to  give  to  the  pupils  a  broad  grammar 
school  education  and  to  those  who  possess  the  requisite  ability 
and  industry  a  comprehensive  high  school  training. 

Tin-  Stall. — Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  her 
health  Miss  C,  R.  Frame  resigned  her  position  in  June  last  as 
teacher  in  the  Literary  Depart  merit.  Miss  Frame  had  been 
connected  with  the  school  for  the  past  seventeen  years.  Her 
long  experience,  her  admirable  training,  and  her  high  qualities 
of  In  art  and  mind  made  her  an  ideal  teacher  and  it  was  there- 
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fore  with  very  great  regret  that  her  resignation  was  accepted. 
Miss  Frame  carries  with  her  to  her  new  home  in  Western  Can- 
ada the  very  best  wishes  of  the  stall  and  pupils  of  the  School 
for  the  Blind,  and  the  sincere  hope  that  with  rest  and  change 
of  scene  she  may  speedily  recover  her  health. 

Mr.  William  T.  Townsend  after  teaching  in  the  school  for 
the  past  two  years  and  giving  to  the  work  the  best  that  was  in 
him  severed  his  connection  with  the  institution  at  the  close  of 
the  last  school  year. 

The  new  members  of  the  staff  are  Miss  M.  Jean  Murray,  of 
Glassville,  N.  B.,  who  holds  a  first  class  New  Brunswick 
teacher's  certificate,  and  Mr.  Arnold  Archibald,  a  graduate  of 
the  school,  who  recently  took  his  B.  A.  at  the  University  of 
Dalhousie. 

Course  of  Training. — There  is  a  great  difference  of  opinion 
among  educationists  as  to  the  best  methods  to  be  employed  in 
the  intellectual  training  of  the  children  in  our  public  schools. 
In  the  same  way  there  is  likewise  a  difference  of  opinion  among 
the  educators  of  the  blind  as  to  the  means  by  which  the  educa- 
tion of  those  deprived  of  sight  can  be  most  effectively  carried 
out.  It  has  been  our  aim  in  this  school  to  give  to  the  pupils  a 
training,  equal  at  least,  to  the  best  that  they  could  obtain  in 
any  similar  institution,  and  this  aim  has  been  kept  steadily  in 
mind  in  the  selection  of  teachers,  and  in  the  outlining  of  a 
broad  and  comprehensive  course  of  study.  We  have  sought  to 
educate  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  most  practical  possible  way 
realizing  that  the  problem  of  self-support  was  to  each  of  them 
a  vital  issue.  In  other  words  we  have  endeavored  to  so  train 
the  pupils  that  they  would  be  able  to  take  their  places  as  use- 
ful men  and  women  in  the  work-a-day  world.  To  secure  this 
end  we  have  to  adapt  our  instruction  to  the  senses  of  touch 
and  hearing  and  to  employ  appliances  differing  somewhat  from 
those  used  in  the  education  of  children  with  sight.  At  the  same 
time  we  try  to  impress  upon  the  pupils  that,  if  they  would  suc- 
ceed in  life  they  must  forget  their  loss  of  sight,  must  develop 
their  four  senses  to  do  the  work  of  five,  and  must  prepare 
themselves  for  citizenship  in  a  world  where  sight  dominates 
the  situation.  These  lessons  the  majority  of  the  pupils  have 
taken  to  heart  and  as  graduates  have  proved  by  their  success 
in  business,  professional,  social  and  religious  life  that  physical 
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blindness  does  not  involve  intellectual  or  spiritual  blindness, 
but  is  instead  a  difficulty  to  be  overcome,  an  obstacle  to  be 
surmounted.  This  training  of  our  boys  and  girls  to  disregard 
their  lack  of  sight  is,  in  my  opinion,  of  paramount  importance 
and  should  ever  be  the  keystone  in  the  arch  of  the  education  of. 
the  blind. 

Departments  of  the  School. — Considering  i  the  limited  finan- 
cial resources  of  the  school  its  several  departments  are  well 
equipped  for  effective  work. 

We  have  eight  commodious  school  rooms  in  which  six 
graded  and  two  ungraded  classes  meet  for  five  periods  daily. 
The  text  books,  both  in  ink  print  and  in  braille  point  type, 
the  maps,  writing  frames  and  other  appliances  are  well  up-to- 
date. 

In  the  Musical  Department  twenty-four  of  the  twenty-nine 
pianos  in  use  for  teaching  and  practising  are  almost  new,  five 
having  been  purchased  during  the  current  year.  The  library  of 
ink  print  and  braille  point  music  is  extensive  and  contains 
music  suited  to  our  graded  course.  The  pupils  are  individually 
supplied  with  excellent  instruction  books  embossed  in  braille  in 
the  printing  office  of  the  school. 

The  Tuning  Department  has,  in  addition  to  its  practice 
pianos,  a  manual  training  room  well  supplied  with  models  in 
which  the  pupils  are  trained  to  renew  or  repair  all  parts  of  the 
pianoforte  and  in  which  they  have  every  opportunity  to  famil- 
iarize themselves  with  the  mechanism  of  the  different  makes  of 
instruments.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  the  tuning  reed  or 
cabinet  organs.  A  number  of  the  pupils  are  trained  in  our 
workshop  to  reseat  cane  chairs,  to  make  scrubbing,  stove  and 
shoe  brushes  and  to  manufacture  willow  baskets  and  furniture. 

The  girls  are  systematically  taught  sewing,  knitting,  reed 
and  raffia  work  and  a  number  of  them  receive  special  instruc- 
tion in  cooking.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  in  our  technical  de- 
partment the  pupils  have  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the 
Manual  Training  so  necessary  for  the  all  round  development  of 
the  individual. 

In  another  part  of  this  report  will  be  found  an  account  of 
the  Gymnastic  Exhibition  given  by  the  pupils  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  of  the  school  in  April  last,  and  also  an  account  of  the 
field  sports  which  took  place  this  autumn.    The  exhibition  and 
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the  results  of  the  field  sports  prove  that  our  pupils  are  receiv- 
ing an  excellent  physical  training  and  that  the  loss  of  sight 
does  not  debar  them  from  taking  a  keen  interest  in  athletics. 
We  are  fortunate  in  having  in  our  school  building  two  fine  gym- 
nasiums, one  for  girls  and  one  for  boys.  The  boys'  gymnasium 
is  partially  equipped  with  modern  gymnastic  apparatus  and  I 
hope  that  in  the  near  future  additional  apparatus  may  be 
procured. 

Loss  by  Death. — During  the  month  of  May  the  staff  and 
pupils  were  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death  from  meningitis  of 
a  ten  year  old  boy,  named  Harold  Pond,  of  Ludlow,  Northum- 
berland County,  New  Brunswick.  Harold  was  a  bright  and 
promising  lad  and  possessed  a  remarkably  fine  voice  for  sing- 
ing. 

On  May  23rd  the  older  boys  with  the  male  members  of  the 
staff  were  called  upon  to  follow  to  the  railway  station  the  re- 
mains of  Gordon  Putnam,  a  young  man  of  twenty-one  years 
of  age  belonging  to  Montreal,  P.  Q.,  whose  sudden  illness  from 
congestion  of  the  lungs  followed  a  few  days  later  by  his  unex- 
pected death  cast  a  gloom  of  sadness  over  the  school.  His 
mother,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Putnam,  of  Montreal,  was  with  him  dur- 
ing his  last  few  days  on  earth  and  accompanied  the  remains  to 
her  home.  Gordon  Putnam  was  one  of  nature's  gentlemen  and 
no  words  can  express  the  sorrow  and  regret  caused  in  the 
school  by  the  death  of  this  promising  younir  man. 

Health. — The  general  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  past 
year  has  been  well  up  to  the  satisfactory  average  of  former 
years.  We  have,  of  course,  had  our  full  share  of  minor  ail- 
ments but  with  the  exception  of  one  case  of  congestion  of  the 
lungs  and  one  of  meningitis  already  referred  to,  no  case  of 
serious  illness  has  occurred  during  the  year.

Embossed  Point  Print. — In  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth 
centuries  several  attempts  were  made  to  represent  the  ordinary 
printed  characters  so  that  they  might  be  recognized  by  touch. 
In  1784  Valentine  Hauy,  of  Paris,  who  founded  the  first 
school  for  the  blind  in  the  world,  devised  a  means  of  printing 
embossed  letters  upon  paper  so  that  thev  could  be  read  by 
touch.  James  Gall,  of  Edinburgh,  in  1827,  issued  the  first 
book  printed  in  English  for  the  use  of  the  blind.  During  the 
past  century  printing  for  the  blind  has  been  revolutionized  and 
the  alphabetic  characters  completely  changed  in  form.  The 
earlier  publications  were  embossed  in  the  ordinary  Roman  and 
lower  case  letters  modified  so  as  to  be  distinguished  by  touch. 
In  recent  years  the  Iyine  I/etter  has  been  superseded  by  the 
Point  character,  it  being  found  that  the  embossed  point  or 
points  could  be  more  readily  distinguished  by  touch  than  em- 
bossed line  letters.  The  original  point  system  was  invented  by 
Louis  Braille,  of  Paris,  being  first  used  in  the  School  for  the 
Blind  of  that  city  in  1839.  The  code  adopted  by  Braille  is  the 
basis  of  the  system  in  which  books  for  the  blind  are  embossed 
in  Great  Britain,  Continental  Europe,  Canada,  Australia,  etc. 
In  the  United  States  Braille's  code  has  been  modified  and 
changed  and  two  distinct  point  alphabets  have  been  adopted 
by  the  several  printing  houses  for  the  blind.  These  systems 
are  known  as  the  American  Braille  and  the  Kfcw  York  Point. 
Each  of  these  point  alphabets  has  its  merits  but  neither  is  su- 
perior to  the  original  Braille  system.  As  a  result  of  this  mul- 
tiplication of  prints  for  the  blind,  books  are  now  being  printed 
in  all  three  systems  and  while  in  exceptional  cases  educated 
blind  persons  can  read  the*  three  distinct  codes,  the  majority 
of  those  who  are  blind  have  to  be  content  with  the  literature 
printed  in  one  of  the  .three  systems.  Elaborate  tests  are  now 
being  made  as  to  the  respective  merits  of  the   several  systems 
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of  Point  print  and  it  is  devoutly  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  the  educators  of  the  blind,  or  the  reading  blind  them- 
selves, will  unite  in  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  Point  print,  and 
that  the  publications  sent  out  from  the  presses  of  London, 
Edinburgh,  Boston,  New  York  and  Louisville  may  be  accessible 
to  the  English  speaking  blind  throughout  the  world. 

Census  of  Canada.— The  decennial  census  of  Canada  is  to 
be  taken  in  1911  and  it  may  not  be  inopportune  to  say  a  few 
words  with  respect  to  the  census  of  1901  with  a  view  to  secur- 
ing a  more  correct  return  with  respect  to  the  blind  in  the  com- 
ing census.  The  returns  show  835  blind  persons  in  the  Mari- 
time Provinces  of  whom  199  or  23.8  per  cent,  were  19  years  of 
age  and  under.  The  following  table  will  show  the  number  of 
blind  persons  in  the  respective  provinces  or  districts  and  the 
number  of  those  19  years  of  age  and  under:

It  will  be  observed  that  the  percentage  of  youthful  blind  in 
Quebec  is  given  as  about  one  half  of  that  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  of  Ontario  less  than  one-third  and  Western  Canada  a 
little  more  than  one- third.  From  this  one  would  be  led  to  con- 
clude that  the  percentage  of  blind  youth  in  the  Maritime.  Pro- 
vinces was  far  in  excess  of  that  in  other  portions  of  the  Do- 
minion. I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  is  not  the 
true  state  of  affairs  and  that  the  census  returns  in  this  respect 
are  at  fault.  In  support  of  this  assertion  I  would  point  out 
that  in  1901  there  were  in  attendance  at  the  Ontario  School 
for  the  Blind,  Brantford,  a  greater  number  of  pupils  under  19 
years  of  age  than  the  census  gives  as  resident  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario  and  this  without  taking  into  consideration  blind 
children  under  school  age  and  blind  children  not  attending 
school.  Other  examples  might  be  given  to  prove  my  conten- 
tion. I  believe,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  the  census  returns  with  respect  to  the  blind  are  ap- 
proximately correct  but  do  not  believe  that  the  same  is  true 
in  other  portions  of  Canada. 
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I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  census  authorities  that 
all  persons  should  be  enumerated  as  blind  who  have  not  suffi- 
cient sight  to  read  ordinary  print.  Were  this  idea  carried  out 
and  the  census  faithfully  taken  we  should  have  a  reliable  re- 
cord of  all  those  who  are  blind  or  practically  blind. 

Needlessly  Blind. — It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  from  twen- 
ty-five to  thirty  per  cent,  of  those  who  become  blind  in  early 
childhood  lose  their  sight  unnecessarily.  This  is  largely  due  to 
the  want  of  experience  upon  the  part  of  those  who  are  direct- 
ly or  indirectly  responsible  for  the  well-being  of  young ,  child- 
ren. 

Among  the  many  diseases  of  the  eye,  Ophthalmia  Neonator- 
um is  one  of  the  most  dangerous  and  yet  this  disease  is  seldom 
recognized  by  parents  and  nurses  as  in  any  way  serious  until 
it  is  too  late  and  the  child  is    saddled  to  life-long  blindness. 

The  proportion  of  those  who  are  born  blind,  or  who  devel- 
op diseases  of  the  eye  within  the  first  two  weeks  after  birth, 
is  so  small  as  compared  with  the  actual  number  of  births  that 
very  few  physicians  have  had  experience  with  such  cases  and 
consequently  they  rarely  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  trouble 
until  the  mischief  has  been  done  and  the  child's  sight  perman- 
ently destroyed. 

According  to  the  official  census  of  the  State  of  New  York 
there  were  in  that  State  in  1906,  6,200  blind  persons.  The 
blindness  of  1,984  of  these,  or  32  per  cent,  of  the  whole  num- 
ber, was  due  to  preventable  causes,  620  cases  being  directly  at- 
tributable to  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

As  the  result  of  an  investigation  recently  made  by  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind  it  has  been  found 
that  of  the  pupils  newly  admitted  to  ten  schools  for  the  blind 
in  the  United  States,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  is  responsible 
for  25  per  cent,  of  the  blindness  or  of  one  in  four  cases. 
At  the  Boston  Nursery  for  Blind  Babies,  31  out  of  51  cases  are 
due  to  the  same  disease. 

According  to  the  census  of  Canada  for  1901,  there  were  at 
that  lime  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  835  blind  persons.  Of 
these  199  were  19  years  of  age  and  under.  It  may  safely  be  af- 
firmed that  from  50  to  60  of  these  latter  became  blind  unneces- 
sarily. The  blindness  of  at  least  three  score  boys  and  girls  in 
the  Mariitime  Provinces  may  be  attributed  to  preventable  caus- 
es.   The  record  is  even  more  startling  when  it  is  realized  that 
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of  the  835  blind  persons  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  from  208  to 
250  persons  have  been  needlessly  deprived  of  sight  and  that  of 
the  3,27.9  blind  persons  in  Canada,  from  800  to  1,000  have  been 
doomed  to  life-long  blindness  not  from  any  fault  of  their  own 
but  simply  because  public  opinion  had  not  been  sufficiently 
aroused  to  insure  the  taking  of  effective  measures  to  prevent 
the  loss  of  sight.  This  matter  can  no  more  be  left  to  the  vol- 
untary action  of  parents  and  guardians  than  can  be  the  isola- 
tion and  reporting  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases.  The 
time  has  come  when  our  medical  societies  and  our  provincial 
and  municipal  boards  of  health  should  take  such  measures  as 
would  induce  our  Provincial  Legislatures  to  enact  laws  similar 
to  those  that  have  been  found  efficacious  in  other  countries. 

It  may  require  a  campaign  of  education  to  arouse  the  pub- 
lic to  the  dangers  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  other  infan- 
tile diseases  of  the  eye.  This  campaign  should  not  be  confined 
to  a  single  province.  It  should  be  vigorously  carried  on 
throughout  Canada,  and  in  order  to  forward  the  end  in  view  1 
would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  National  Council  of  Women 
and  its  local  branches  the  importance  of  such  a  campaign  and 
the  beneficent  results  that  would  assuredly  be  the  outcome. 
Women  are  the  natural  protectors  of  young  children  and  if  the 
women  of  the  country  could  once  realize  the  preventable  nature 
of  many  cases  of  blindness  they  would  be  foremost  in  demand- 
ing such  legislation  as  would  minimize  the  danger  which  threat- 
ens the  eyes  of  their  little  ones. 

The  law  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts  passed  in  1905  has 
already  resulted  in  the  saving  of  the  eyesight  of  scores  of 
young  children. 

This  law  is  as  follows: 

Section  49.  A  householder  who  knows  that  a  person  in  his 
family  or  house  is  sick  of  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever 
or  any  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease  declared  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  health 
shall  forthwith  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  he  dwells.  Upon  the  death,  recov- 
ery or  removal  of  such  person,  the  householder  shall  disinfect  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  board  such  rooms  of  his  house  and  arti- 
cles therein  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  have  been  exposed 
to  infection  or  contagion.  Should  one  or  both  eyes  of  an  in- 
fant become  inflamed,  swollen  and  red,  and  show  an  unnatur- 
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al  discharge  at  any  time  within  two  weeks  after  its  birth,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  nurse,  relative  or  other  attendant  hav- 
ing charge  of  such  infant  to  report  in  writing  within  six  hours 
thereafter,  to  the  board  of  health  of  a  city  or  town  in  which 
the  parents  of  the  infant  reside,  the  fact  that  such  inflamma- 
tion, swelling  and  redness  of  the  eyes  and  unnatural  discharge 
exist.  On  receipt  of  such  report,  or  of  notice  of  the  same 
symptoms  given  by  a  physician  as  provided  by  the  following 
section,  the  board  of  health  shall  take  such  immediate  action 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  in  order  that  blindness  may  be  pre- 
vented. Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  50.  If  a  physician  knows  that  a  person  whom  he 
is  called  to  visit  is  infected  with  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever  or  any  other  disease  declared  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  or  if  one  or  both 
eyes  of  an  infant  whom  or  whose  mother  he  is  called  to  visit 
become  inflamed,  swollen  and  red,  and  show  an  unnatural  dis- 
charge within  two  weeks  after  the  birth  of  such  infant,  he  shall 
immediately  give  notice  thereof  in  writing  over  his  own  signa- 
ture to  the  selectmen  or  board  of  health  of  the  town;  and  if  he 
refuses  or  neglects  to  give  such  notice,  he  shall  forfeit  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Conclusion.— In  conclusion,  gentlemen  accept  my  sincere 
thanks  for  the  confidence  you  have  shown  in  me  as  executive 
officer  of  your  Board  and  the  support  you  have  given  me  in 
administering  the  affairs  of  this  institution.  Through  the  effi- 
cient oversight  of  your  Board  the  finances  of  the  school  are  in 
a  healthy  state,  the  comfort  and  well  being  of  the  household  is 
all  that  could  be  desired,  the  institution  is  well  equipped  and 
the  work  of  educating  the  blind  is  being  successfully  carried 
on.

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Report  of  New  Brunswick  School  for  the  Deaf. 

II.— SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF,  ST.  JOHN,  N.  B. 

To  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  for   the   Province  of 
New  Brunswick 

SIR:   I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  information  the. 
report  of  the  New  Brunswick  School  for  the  Deaf,  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31st,  1910. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  school,  from 
January  1st  to  the  end  of  the  first  term,  was  thirty-six — fif- 
teen boys  and  twenty-one  girls. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  was,  generally  speaking,  good.  A 
very  slight  outbreak  of  measles,  of(a  mild  type,  in  the  month 
of  June,  obliged  us  to  abandon  our  closing  exercises. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Directors  is  due,  and  is  heart- 
ily accorded  to,  Dr.  Duval,  of  West  St.  John,  for  his  gratuit- 
ous attendance  on  pupils  needing  medical  treatment. 

School  re-opened  on  Sept.  19th,  when  seven  new  pupils 
were  admitted — four  boys  and  three  girls — and  the  number  of 
pupils  at  present  in  attendance  is  thirty-eight — twenty- two  girls 
and  sixteen  girls.  Two  of  these  children  are  Indians,  from  the 
Kingsclear  Reservation. 

SCHOLASTIC. 

The  method  of  instruction  adopted  in  the  school  is  that 
known  as  the  "Combined,"  which  means  a  combination  of  all 
the  well  known  methods  of  teaching  the  deaf;  and,  while  very 
few  of  the  pupils  attending  the  school  are  found  capable  of  be- 
ing taught  intelligible  articulation  and  effective  lip-reading, 
there  are  none  possessing  that  degree  of  hearing  which  would 
warrant  their  being  taught  orally. 

We  employ  the  method  indicated  for  these  reasons: 

(1)  By  far  the  larger  number  of  deaf  mutes  can  be  educat- 
ed by  the  Combined  method. 

(2)  Though  much  can  be  done  for  a  select  few  of  the  deaf, 
particularly  the  semi-deaf,  by  oral  method,  it  is  the  experi- 
ence of  the  most  eminent  and  competent  teachers  that  a  very 
large  percentage  of  deaf  mutes,  who  have  been  educated  oral- 
ly, have  recourse  to  the  manual  alphabet  and  signs  when  they 
leave  school,  because  they  find  that  their  articulation  is  not 
understood  by  the  general  public   and     they   cannot  lip-read 
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many  outside  the  circle  of  their  immediate    relatives  and 

friends;  and  even  those,  they  often  cannot  read. 

(3)  At  best,  the  articulation  of  the  orally  taught  deaf  is 
imperfect,  indistinct  and  decidedly  unpleasant  to  hear,  and 
their  lip-reading  can  never  become  an  efficient  substitute  for 
the  ear.  The  unfortunate  deaf  soon  become  conscious  of  these 
facts  and  drop  both  altogether. 

(4)  To  be  effective,  the  speech  of  the  deaf  should  be  clear, 
distinct  and,  above  all,  absolutely  intelligible  to  the  public  at 
large,  and  their  lip-reading  should  be  such  as  to  render  the 
constant  repetition  of  the  same  word  by  the  speaker  needless. 
To  achieve  this  is  impossible. 

(5)  The  time  which  the  oral  teacher  spends  correcting  the 
faulty  articulation  and  training  the  eye  of  his  pupil  to  observe 
the  subtle  distinctions  in  vocal  sounds  from  the  delicate  move- 
ments of  the  organs  brought  into  play  in  the  production  of  ar- 
ticulate speech  can  be  more  advantageously  employed  in  de- 
veloping the  child's  intellectual  faculties  by  means  of  the 
manual  alphabet  and  writing.

In  considering  the  above  curriculum,  it  must  be  borue  in 
tnind  that  the  teaching  of  the  deaf  is  a  specialty  and  the  men- 
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tality  of  an  educated  deaf  child  of  fourteen  years  is 
about  on  a  level  with  that  of  a  hearing  child  of  eight  or  nine 
years,  and  the  subjects  of  their  instruction  must  be  selected 
and  arranged  accordingly. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  me  to  note  a  continuous  and  satis- 
factory progress  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  during  the  year  and 
that  the  average  percentage  gained  by  the  whole  school  at  the 
May  examination  was  90.

III. — Institution  for  the  Deaf,  Halifax,  N.  S. 

To  W.  S.  CARTER,  Esq.,  M.  A  ,  1,1,. D., 
Chief  Supt.  of  Education, 
Fredericton,  N.  B. 

vSIR:  The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  working  of 
this  Institution  during  the  year  1910: 

The  total  attendance  for  the  year  was  104  of  whom  57 
were  boys  and  47  were  girls. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  was  good  and  with  the  exception 
of  the  usual  coughs  and  colds  no  serious  illness  or  epidemic 
occurred  to  interrupt  the  work. 

The  work  of  the  school  room  was  carried  on  very  much 
the  same  as  in  other  years,  the  teachers  having  performed 
their  duties  faithfully  and  well.  The  Institution  has  the  good 
fortune  to  possess  a  staff  of  trained  experienced  and  capable 
teachers  who-  lake  a  deep  interest  in  the  pupils,  not  only  in 
the  school  room  but  in  the  workshop  and  playground.  The 
progress  made  by  the  deaf  blind  child,  Jean  Veinot,  has  been 
more  than  satisfactory  and  I  should  like  to  take  this  oppor 
tunity  to  invite  teachers  of  the  hearing,  not  only  in  Halifax 
but  throughout  the  provinces,  to  see  and  study  this  child  who 
is  acquiring  an  education  so  rapidly  in  the  face  of  such  great 
difficulties.  She  now  uses  speech  and  language  almost  like  an 
ordinary  child  and  writes  fairly  rapidly  on  the  "braille"  as 
well  as  the  ordinary  typewriting  machine.  About  70  per  cent, 
of  the  pupils  are  being  instructed  on  the  oral  method,  that  is 
to  say,  by  speech  and  lip-reading,  the  remainder  being  taught 
under  the  Manual  method,  the  communication  being  carried  on 
by  spelling  on  the  fingers  and  by  writing. 

As  in  other  years  the  boys  had  instruction  in  Sloyd  and 
the  girls  in  Cooking,  Dressmaking,  Fancy  Work,  etc. 

Sergeant  Leon,  as  heretofore,  exercised  both  boys  and  girls 
twice  a  week  in  physical  drill. 

In  outdoor  recreation  the  boys  took  full  advantage  of  the 
football  field  and  both  girls  and  boys  are    now   enjoying  the 
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new  skating  rink  built  last  summer  through  subscription  from 
the  parents  of  the  pupils  and  friends  of  the  school. 

Throughout  the  year  the  conduct  of  the  pupils  was  excel- 
lent. As  usual  the  girls  gave  much  help  in  housework  and  the 
boys  assisted  greatly  in  keeping  the  grounds  clean  and  tidy  and 
tilling  the  vegetable  gardens.

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Paper  on  English  Literature,  by  G.  J.  Marr. 

Read  before  Albert' County  Teachers'  Institute. 

"Education  is  a  preparation  for  complete  living, "  says 
Herbert  Spenser.  Our  educational  system  then  should  aim  to 
produce  a  young  man  or  a  young  woman  prepared  to  get  the 
best  from  life  in  every  way.  Life  is  not  a  mere  struggle  for 
existence,  a  rush  after  money,  but  is  worth  living  and  living 
well.  No  one  is  capable  of  taking  the  best  out  of  life  unless  he 
is  educated,  and  well  educated,  not  only  along  lines  that  will 
prove  of  money  value,  but  to  see  the  higher  things  of  life  and 
that  he  may  have  ideals  of  the  highest  and  a  desire  after  the 
noblest  and  best. 

Every  child  is  more  or  less  a  lover  of  the  beautiful  and 
this  quality  should  not  be  allowed  to  die,  but  should  be  foster- 
ed and  fed  until  he  or  she  is  led  to  form  conceptions  of  the 
possibilities  of  the  noblest  and  most  beautiful  things  in  life. 
Nothing  more  than  a  taste  for  literature  as  we  find  it  from 
the  pens  of  our  greatest  poets  and  prose  writers  will,  I  be- 
lieve, better  foster  the  love  of  the  beautiful  and  good.  Can 
anyone  read  Irving's  description  of  the  Hudson  Valley,  viewed 
from  the  Catskill  Mountains  or  Lowell's  lines: 

"And  what  is  so  rare  as  a  day  in  June? 
Then,  if  ever,  come  perfect  days." 

without  a  feeling  of  the  beauty  of  Nature  coming  over  him? 
Or  Bryant's  "Death  of  the  Flowers,"  or  Longfellow's  "Rainy 
Day,"  without  the  sadness  and  loneliness  of  Autumn  touching 
his  spirit?  or  Byron's  grand  measures: 

"Thou  glorious  mirror,  where  the  Almighty's  form 
Glasses  itself  in  Tempests," 

without  seeing  something  of  the  grandeur  and  mystery  of 
the  ocean?  Or  Dickens'  description  of  the  death  of  Little  Nell, 
or  the  closing  scene  in  "Evangeline"  without  a  feeling  almost 
as  if  bereavement  touched  his  heart?  For  it  is  not  the  words 
nor  their  arrangement  which  makes  literature  worth  while,  but 
the  appeal  which  is  made  to  our  sensibilities  and  emotions. 

In  order  that  an  appreciation  of  Literature  may  be  aroused 
in  the  child  it  is  necessary  that  he  become  interested  in  the 
study  of  it,  and  this  interest  must,  in  a  small  way,  be  fostered 
from  the  earliest  days.    Many,  and  in  fact  all  reading  lessons 
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have  points  of  interest  about  them  that  should  not  be  over- 
looked. While  of  course  in  the  common  school  grades  expres- 
sion and  clearness  in  reading  are  the  principal  points  aimed 
at,  they  should  not  be  the  only  ones;  no  lesson  should  be  left 
without  following  out  some  at  least  of  these  points  which  pre- 
sent themselves.  Some  points  must  necessarily  from  taste  or 
past  experience  interest  some  more  than  others,  and  these  may 
become  a  means  of  gaining  individual  interest.  For  example, 
one  boy  may  be  particularly  well  acquainted  with  ships  and 
their  various  parts.  His  knowledge,  which  he  will  be  only  too 
glad  to  display,  will  help  to  make  passages  in  such  a  lesson  as 
"The  Death  of  Nelson"  clearer  to  the  rest  of  the  class  and  will 
fix  his  own  attention.  He  must  become  interested  in  Nelson, 
whom  he  has  already  met  in  another  lesson  fighting  polar 
bears  in  the  Arctic  regions  and  will  be  led  to  read  other 
stories  of  England's  greatest  admiral,  and  there  is  much  in 
that  brave  character  to  appeal  to  the  finer  feelings  of  the  boy 
of  today  who  owes  allegiance  to  the  same  old  flag  he  died  for. 
Another  pupil  may  be  especially  interested  in  music  and  such 
lessons  as  "Beethoven's  Moonlight  Sonata,"  and  "The  Lost 
Chord,"  will  be  the  means  of  reaching  him. 

Various  lessons  may  be  related  one  to  another  and  thus 
the  original  feeling  of  interest  will  be  kept  alive  and  new  inter 
est  created.  There  is  hardly  a  poem  but  contains  lint  s  re- 
minding one  of  similar  lines  in  some  other.  Taking  familiar 
examples  from  the  readers,  those  lines  from  "The  I,egend  of 
Bregenz:" 

"In  her  blue  heart  reflected, 
Shine  back  the  starry  skies/' 

must  remind  one  at  once  of  those  in  Shelley's  "Cloud;" 

"  the  calm  rivers,  lakes  and  seas, 

Like  strips  of  the  sky  fallen  through  me  on  high, 
Are  each  paved  with  the  moon  and  these/' 

"The  Days  that  are  no  More"  calls  to  mind  Alice  Carey's 
"Pictures  of  Memories"  and  so  on.  These  references  should 
not  be  slighted  but  read  and  parts  perhaps  memorized.  This 
will  help  to  widen  the  child's  literary  taste  and  vocabulary  as 
it  were. 

One  means  of  developing  appreciation  in  the  child  which  is 
often  not  made  as  much  of  as  it  might  be,  is  the  memorizing 
of  choice  selections  both  from  the  readers  and  elsewhere.  This 
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is  helpful  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  arousing  interest, 
for  learned  as  they  should  be  in  order  that  the  sense  is  prop- 
erly brought  out  in  the  recitations  of  them  the  child  must 
fully  understand  them,  but  is  also  useful  as  an  exercise  for  the 
memory,  and  will  store  the  mind  with  gems  of  literature  which 
he  will  afterward  appreciate  more  even  than  at  the  present 
time. 

In  the  common  school  grades  there  is  of  course  no  need  for 
the  critical  study  of  a  poem  as  to  literary  merit,  etc.,  and 
even  in  the  higher  grades  we  should  not  be  any  more  critical 
than  is  necessary,  for  our  aim  above  all  else  is  to  interest,  and 
to  arouse  appreciation  in  the  child. 

With  this  aim  in  view,  it  is  better  of  course  to  take  up 
narrative  selections  before  those  of  other  types.  I  fully  agree 
with  Dr.  Maxwell,  Superintendent  of  New  York  schools  when  he 
says  that  in  his  opinion  Shakespeare's  works  are  particularly 
un  suited  to  girls  and  boys.  "Evangeline,"  "The  Ivady  of  the 
Lake,"  "Marmion,"  etc.,  such  poems  will  do  far  more  to  cre- 
ate a  liking  for  literature  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  than  any 
number  of  Shakespeare's  plays. 

In  taking  up  a  selection  in  the  higher  grades,  the  first 
thing  to  notice  will  be  the  author,  his  life,  character  and 
works,  making  plain  the  time  of  his  life,  the  historical  setting 
of  the  piece  under  consideration  and  its  position  among  his 
writings  in  order  that  it  may  be  read  intelligently.  A  know- 
ledge of  Tennyson's  life  and  temperament  is  necessary  in  order 
to  fully  understand  "In  Memoriam,"  and  a  knowledge  of  Mil- 
ton's character  is  a  great  help  in  the  study  of  his  poems.  Of 
course  it  is  interesting  and  a  good  exercise,  knowing  nothing 
of  the  author,  to  trace  his  character  in  his  works.  But  this 
may  be  done  as  a  comparative  study. 

The  next  step  is  the  reading  and  consideration  of  the  se- 
lection as  a  whole.  After  reading  through  once  have  the  pupils 
write  their  own  impressions.  At  first  these  may  not  be  very 
well  connected,  nor  will  matters  always  be  placed  according  to 
their  relative  importance.  The  tendency  of  many  pupils  I 
have  found  in  writing  such  outline  stories  is  to  be  too  wordy, 
going  too  much  into  detail  and  so  making  the  story  much 
longer  than  necessary.  Again,  many  will  enlarge  too  much 
upon  one  point.  Take  the  story  of  Rip  Van  Winkle.  When 
asked  to  read  this  through  and  write   the  story  one  may  give 
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a  very  complete  description  of  Rip's  character  and  daily  life 
and  the  remainder  of  the  story  in  a  very  few  words;  or  an- 
other may  fully  describe  the  doleful  party  at  ninepins  and  leave 
some  of  the  events  untold.  This  tendency  we  must  endeavor 
to  correct  that  the  pupil  may  become  able  to  form  on  one  read- 
ing of  a  subject  a  clear  and  accurate  idea  of  the  whole  in  its 
just  proportions.  This  will  be  of  inestimable  value  in  all  lines 
of  study. 

After  this  comes  the  consideration  of  each  part  and  its  re- 
lation to  the  whole.  I  do  not  think  that  a  formal  outline  is 
the  best  to  start  with.  This  kind  of  work  while  it  may  interest 
some  does  not  appeal  to  the  average  child  and  we  must  not 
forget  that  our  object  is  to  keep  the  student  interested  in  the 
beauties  of  the  selection  under  consideration.  The  study  of  the 
parts  should  be  made  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring  out  more 
clearly  the  beauties  of  the  piece,  not  going  any  more  into  de- 
tail than  is  necessary  to  do  this.  The  more  striking  passages 
should  be  memorized.  When  this  is  done  it  is  time  enough  to 
take  up  formal  figures  of  speech,  metre,  grammatical  construc- 
tion, criticism,  etc. 

Paraphrasing  of  verses  and  other  portions  must  not  be  ne- 
glected, having  a  double  purpose — both  to  make  the  pupils  care- 
ful observers  of  all  points  bearing  on  a  subject  and  to  give 
practice  to  expression  of  thought. 

In  descriptive  lines  such  as  the  prologue  of  "Evangeline" 
and  the  description  of  the  Trosachs  as 

"The  western  waves  of  ebbing  day 
Rolled  o'er  the  glen  their  level  way." 

the  pupils  must  be  led  to  picture  for  themselves  the  scenes 
described  and  if  possible  to  transcribe  them  in  their  own  lan- 
guage. 

The  study  of  characters  is  another  interesting  point  from 
which  much  benefit  may  be  derived.  Gathering  together  all  the 
information  bearing  on  a  character  in  a  selection  a  very  inter- 
esting  and  human  individual  may  often  be  produced. 

Discussion  of  various  points  on  which  a  difference  oT  opin- 
ion  may  be  held,  is  good  so  long  as  the  talk  docs  not  lead  loo 
far  from  the  original  topic,  for  it  encourages  the  pupils  to  put 
forward  their  own  ideas,  usually  a  difficult  thing  to  accom- 
plish. Often  interesting  little  debates  leading  to  good  think- 
ing being  done  by  botli  parties  may  be    started    in    this  way. 
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Another  exercise,  good  at  times,  is  to  have  the  boys  interested, 
in  debating — not  necessarily  all  the  pupils — draw  up  arguments 
to  refute  those  advanced  by  the  author  in  support  of  any 
cause  as  the  Preceptor's  speech  in  "The  Birds  of  Killing, 
worth." 

Throughout  English  Literature  we  find  constant  allusions 
to  ancient  Greek  characters.  Many  of  these  old  legends  are 
beautiful  and  instructive  and  will  help  to  fasten  interest  to  the 
poem  in  which  allusions  to  them  are  found.  In  order  to  fully 
appreciate  them,  however,  the  pupil  must  have  a  knowledge  of 
the  habits  and  religion  of  the  ancient  Greeks.  Consequently 
the  study  of  authors  that  refer  to  these  stories  to  any  great 
extent  should  be  delayed  till  after  the  history  of  Greece  has 
been  taken  up.  This  of  course  is  rather  difficult  to  do  at  pre- 
sent when  the  ancient  history  is  reserved  till  Grade  XI.  It 
will  be  necessary,  however,  to  give  the  class  some  ideas  along 
this  line  and  then  numerous  interesting  stories  will  be  found  in 
Hawthorne's  "Wonder  Book"  and  "Tanglewood  Tales"  to 
which  the  pupils  may  refer  if  interested. 

I  have  dealt  almost  exclusively  with  narrative  selections, 
but  the  same  general  ideas  a^e  applicable  to  those  of  any  type. 
With  some  of  course  more  scientific  (if  I  may  use  the  term) 
treatment  will  be  necessary  but  the  less  of  such  we  have  the 
better,  for  above  all  other  considerations  and  beyond  all  exam- 
inations our  aim  must  be  to  create  a  love  for  literature  of  the 
right  sort.

MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  HONOUR  : 

I  beg  to  submit,  as  required  by  law,  my  report  on  the 
public  schools  of  the  Province  for  the  school  year  1910-11. 

The  tabular  statements  given  in  Part  II.  are  for  the  school 
year  which  ended  June  30th,  1911.  The  Inspectors'  Reports  in 
Part  III.  cover  the  whole  of  the  Calendar  year  1911. 

The  increases  shown  in  my  report  of  last  year  have  been 
maintained  and  added  to  for  the  present  year.  With  regard 
to  attendance  it  has  been  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Province.  Owing  to  the  unusual  amount  of  smallpox  and  other 
contagious  diseases  during  the  year  and  the  results  of  the 
Campbellton  fire,  I  anticipated  a  falling  off  in  attendance. 
While  it  must  have  been  greatly  affected,  especially  in  regular- 
ity by  these  causes,  it  has  been  more  than  made  up. 

The  tables  show  increases  in  the  number  of  schools,  num- 
ber of  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  expenditure  has  correspondingly  increased.

Each  of  the  cities  and  incorporated  towns  constitutes  a 
single  school  district.  109  districts  have  graded  schools  of  two 
or  more  departments.  About  43  per  cent,  of  all  pupils  enrolled 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  province  belong  to  the  graded 
schools,  that  is  schools  having  two  or  more  teachers  each  in 
charge  of  a  separate  department.

Some  misconception  has  arisen  over  the  reported  vacant 
schools,  or  more  properly  school  districts  reported  without 
schools  at  various  times  in  the  past.  It  should  also  have  been 
pointed  out  that  more  than  half  the  number  of  such  districts 
have  no  school  houses  and  have  never    had  a  school  in  opera- 
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tion.  All  that  entitles  them  to  be  called  school  districts  is  the 
fact  that  they  have  boundaries  and  numbers.  Few,  if 
any  of  them,  have  any  inhabitants.  They  were  laid  off 
as  districts  at  the  inception  of  the  school  law  and  since 
in  the  expectation  that  they  would  in  time  be  organ- 
ized. Of  the  other  half  nearly  all  have  been  organized 
and  at  some  time  supported  schools,  but  owing  to  the 
shifting  of  population  have  either  become  depopulated  or  send 
what  few  children  there  are  to  other  districts.  The  Province 
does  not  increase  rapidly  in  population  and  there  is  here  as  else- 
where a  movement  of  population  to  the  cities  and  towns.  This 
has  the  effect  of  weakening  the  more  remote  country  districts. 
I  might  quote  as  an  example  the  Parish  of  Clarendon,  Char- 
lotte County,  which  at  one  time  had  four  school  districts  with- 
in its  bounds.  It  now  has  but  one  weak  district.  The  others 
are  counted  as  vacant  districts.  According  to  the  census  some 
counties  in  the  Province  have  decreased  and  others  have  in- 
creased in  population.  In  the  former  are  to  be  found  the  great- 
est number  of  vacant  districts;  in  the  latter  new  districts  are 
being  organized  each  year. 

This  year  is  reported  as  having  the  largest  number  of 
schools  in  the  history  of  the  province.  No  country  does  more 
in  accordance  with  its  resources  than  New  Brunswick  to  pro- 
vide schools  for  all  the  people. 

The  poor  districts  receive  greater  provincial  and  county 
aid  than  other  schools.  There  is  a  large  number  of  schools 
receiving  government  aid  with  an  enrolment  of  less  than  ten, 
and  when  I  say  that  such  aid  is  given  in  more  than  one  in- 
stance with  an  average  of  two,  I  do  not  think  that  it  would 
be  possible  to  do  more. 

There  are  very  few  cases  where  children  do  not  have  op- 
portunity to  attend  school  during  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
year.  There  are  of  course  instances  where  owing  to  parsimony 
or  neglect  on  the  part  of  sehool  boards,  schools  may  be  closed 
for  a  term,  but  these  arc  carefully  looked  after  by  the  Inspee- 
tors.  There  are  still  other  cases  where  owing  to  remoteness, 
low  salary  olTered  and  scarcity  of  teachers,  the  school  may  be 
delayed  in  opening  or  closed  for  a  time  altogether. 

I  have  more  than  once  pointed  out  the  inequality  of  the 
rate  of  taxation  for  school  purposes  that  prevails  in  this  pro- 
vince.   In  some  districts  as  low  as  ten  or  twelve  cents  on  the 
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hundred  dollars  suffices  for  the  support  of  the  school;  in  others 
— often  in  the  same  parish — as  high  as  two  dollars  or  even  two 
dollars  and  one  half  on  the  hundred  is  required.  1  think  that 
no  district  should  be  permitted  to  contribute  less  than  fifty 
cents  upon  the  hundred  dollars  for  the  support  of  such  an  im- 
portant object  as  education  and  that  the  strong  districts 
should  help  the  weak.  At  one  time  in  the  history  of  the  pro- 
vince each  parish  constituted  a  school  district  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  taxation  and  of  inducing 
better  paid  teachers,  such  an  arrangement  would  be  of  great 
advantage  at  present.  As  wealth  and  resources  naturally  con- 
centrate in  the  cities,  towns  and  other  populous  centres,  and  as 
the  country  districts  contribute  largely  to  the  same,  it  would 
only  be  just  that  the  cities  and  towns  should  be  made  to  con- 
tribute their  fair  share  by  an  increased  county  fund. 

There  are,  as  has  been  pointed  out,  many  districts  in  the 
province,  either  that  never  have  been  organized  or  owing  to 
the  ebb  and  flow  of  population  have  few  or  no  inhabitants. 
There  is  valuable  property  in  some  of  these,  consisting  for  the 
most  part  of  lumber  lands,  which  it  would  appear  should  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  the  school.  This  might  be  done  if  the 
law  were  enforced  authorizing  that  when  a  district  has  been 
without  a  school  for  two  consecutive  terms,  its  property  may 
be  attached  to  or  subdivided  among  other  districts.  I  have  had 
each  Inspector  report  upon  the  practicability  of  doing  this  and 
find  that  such  would  be  attended  with  difficulties  in  many 
cases. 

Inspector  Steeves  voices  these  objections  but  makes  a  prac- 
tical suggestion  which  I  think  worthy  of  attention. 

In  most  cases  the  ratepayers  of  organized  and  operating 
districts  object  to  additional  territory  being  added  to  their 
districts  from  surrounding  ones.  The  elements  thus  introduced 
often  add  a  disturbing  faction— persons  who  seek  exemptions 
and  offer  objections  to  paying  taxes.  In  many  cases  where  I 
have  suggested  annexing  part  or  parts  of  unorganized  districts 
I  have  been  met  with  determined  opposition." 

It  has  often  occurred  to  me  that  if  after  a  district  ceases 
to  have  a  school  for  one  year,  a  school  tax  of,  say,  at  least 
40  cents  on  the  $100  of  valuation,  could  be  assessed  on  the 
property  of  such  district  and  co  llected  by  the  parish  collector 
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at  the  time  parish  rates  are  collected,  it  would  constitute  a 
fund  to  assist  in  conveying  the  children  of  isolated  families  to 
the  nearest  schools." 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  vacant  school  districts  in  St. 
John  County,  one  of  the  smallest  in  area  in  the  province,  with 
a  brief  record  of  each  district  since  I  first  had  knowledge  of 
them — about  twenty-five  years  ago.  While  some  districts  have 
become  defunct  in  that  time,  there  have  been  increases  in  oth- 
ers. For  example,  St.  John  City  has  added  nearly  thirty  de- 
partments and    Fairville  three  or  four. 

The  Inspectors  look  carefully  into  all  cases  where  there  are 
children  of  school  age  and  where  there  are  not  enough  ratepay- 
ers living  in  the  district  to  form  a  school  board  and  organize 
the  district,  arrangements  are  sought  to  be  made  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  pupils  to  attend  the  schools  of  adjoining  dis- 
tricts by  conveyance  or  otherwise.  In  St.  John  County  for  the 
term  ending  June  30th,  1911,  there  are  eight  districts  report- 
ed with  an  average  of  less  than  12.  Conditions  in  other  coun- 
ties are  similar  to  those  obtaining  in  the  county  referred  to. 
There  are  some  districts  created  each  year  and  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  schools  keeps  pace  with  the  increase  in  popula- 
tion.

ST.  MARTINS. 

Mount  Theobald  No.  6  St.  Martins,  chiefly  wild  land,  un- 
inhabited, remote. 

Martin's  Head,  No.  7  St.  Martins,  almost  entirely  owned 
by  lumber  company  at  Great  Salmon  River,  not  likely  to  be 
organized,  valuable  timber  land.  No  permanent  inhabitants. 

Goose  Creek,  No.  8,  St.  Martins,  not  likely  to  be  organ- 
ized, seat  of  the  Preseott  Lumber  Co.  No  school  in  recent 
times. 

Wood  Lake,  No.  9,  St.  Martins,  has  been  organized,  has 
school  house  but  few  if  any  children;  too  remote  to  atnnex  to 
any  district  working. 

Bayfield,  No.  5,  St.  Martins,  uninhabited,  never  had  a 
school — absorbed  in  No.  4. 
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Hardingville,  No.  11,  St.  Martins,  once  had  a  school — only 
one  family — no  children.  Property  owned  largely  by  Fie  welling 
Co. — absorbed  in  No.  25. 

Little  Salmon  River,  No.  15,  St.  Martins,  not  likely  to  be 
organized.  White  Lumber  Co. — valuable  timber  land.  Never 
had  a  school. 

Mountain  District,  No.  30  St.  Martins,  not  likely  to  be 
organized.  Might  be  annexed  to  Ouaco,  No.  2,  but  if  it  meant 
conveyance  of  one  or  two  children,  No.  2  would  oppose. 

Little  Beach,  No.  3V2,  St.  Martins,  not  likely  to  maintain  a 
school.  Has  a  school  house.  Might  be  divided,  part  to  be  put 
in  No.  4  and  part  in  No.  3.    Sparsely  settled. 

LANCASTER. 

Spruce  Lake,  No.  4,  Lancaster,  never  had  a  school  house. 
Htad  a  school  about  20  years  ago.  Few  inhabitants.  Pupils 
attend  No.  3  and  No.  11,  when  possible. 

MUSQUASH. 

Has  a 
school  house.    Had  a  school  about  15  years  ago.   No  children. 

Western  District,  No.  17u  Musquash,  uninhabited.  Had  a 
school  about  20  years  ago.    No  school  house.  '

— The  Board  of  Education  has  prescribed  a  text 
book  on  Canadian  Civics  (The  Copp  Clark  Co.,  Ltd.)  and  or- 
dered that  hereafter  a  knowledge  of  that  subject  shall  be  a  re- 
quirement for  all  classes  of  teachers.  It  is  a  most  important 
branch  of  knowledge  and  one  with  which  our  teachers  and  pup- 
ils have  too  little  familiarity.  One  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  the  state  is  to  provide  for  the  education  of  the  child- 
ren who  will  some  day  be  its  rulers,  and  it  is  clear  that  the 
state  ought  to  teach  its  future  citizens  the  worth  of  our  civil- 
ization and  the  ways  of  preserving  it  and  adding  to  its  ad- 
vancement. Our  children  should  be  taught  social  and  civic  re- 
sponsibility and  the  foundations  of  that  government  upon 
which  the  whole  fabric  is  raised.  I  would  strongly  urge  upon 
all  teachers  to  procure  the  book  and  not  only  master  it  them- 
selves but  to  give  frequent  lessons  to  their  pupils  upon  this 
subject. 

The  Board  has  also  prescribed  a  text  in  music,  "The  New 
Public  School  Music  Course."— D.  C.  Heath  &  Company. 

This  province  has  been  very  backward  in  giving  attention 
to  this  most  important  subject  in  the  past.  A  special  teacher 
has  been  employed  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  Normal  School 
and  other  special  teachers  in  some  of  the  cities  and  towns  of 
the  province,  but  there  has  been  no  text  book  which  the  teach- 
er could  insist  that  the  pupil  should  obtain.  It  has  also  been 
ordered  that  teachers  holding  valid  provincial  licenses  and  de- 
voting their  whole  time  to  the  teaching  of  music,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  government  allowance  in  accordance  with  the 
classes  of  license  they  hold,  not  exceeding  in  any  case  the 
grant  paid  to  a  first  class  teacher. 

Already  special  music  teachers  are  employed  in  Monet  on, 
Frederic  ton,  St.  John  and  Sackville.  Campbell  ton  employed 
one  before  the  fire  and  St.  Stephen  has  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration. 

The  Nature  Study  and  Agriculture  leaflets  have  been  re- 
vised and  enlarged.  They  are  prescribed  by  the  Board  and  their 
use  is  insisted  upon  in  all  rural  and  semi-rural  schools. 

The  value  of  nature  study  is  now    not  disputed  and  as  af 
basis  for  science  teaching  it  is  indispensable.      By  such  study 
children  are  led  to  form  habits  of  intelligent  observation  and

thought,  home  and  school  interest  are  intimately  connected  and 

a  close  knowledge  of  environment  is  acquired. 

In  the  course  submitted  the  author  states: 
"Nature  Study  is  correlated  with  other  subjects  of  instruc- 
tion, such  as  arithmetic,  spelling,  composition,  drawing,  his- 
tory and  geography.  Each  helps  the  other.  Thus  the  greatest 
value  is  secured  for  the  time  spent.  To  carry  out  this  Course 
successfully  teachers  will  find  it  necessary  to  devote  a  little 
time  daily  to  systematic  schoolroom  work,  for  which  careful 
preparation  has  been  made.  Frequent  short  excursions  to 
neighboring  fields  as  opportunity  offers,  will  enable  the  teacher 
to  give  valuable  aid  to  the  pupils  by  directing  observation  and 
suggesting  thought.  Thus  by  having  their  interest  aroused 
pupils  will  be  encouraged  to  do  work  on  their  own  account. 
Thus,  too,  by  the  activity  of  the  teacher  and  the  growing  in- 
telligence of  the  pupils,  will  Nature  Study  gain  in  public  favor. 

How  to  observe  is  quite  as  important  as  how  to  study. 
Out-of-door  work  to  be  profitable  must  be  as  orderly  and  well 
conducted  as  class  work  in  the  schoolroom. 

To  those  whose  education  ends  with  the  country  school  the 
habit  of  observing  and  recording,  of  reasoning,  judging  and  es- 
timating, will  be  found  most  useful,  while  to  those  who  con- 
tinue at  school  in  the  higher  grades  it  will  prove  of  the  utmost 
importance,  especially  in  the  science  studies. 

Reports  showing  in  detail  the  work  done  month  by  month 
are  required  to  be  made  by  the  teacher  to  the  Inspector  during 
the  last  school  week  in  December  every  year.  This  report  is 
also  required  to  contain  specific  answers  to  the  following  ques- 
tions:" 

During  the  year  the  prices  of  the  reading  text  books  have 
been  still  further  reduced.  The  prices  of  the  First  Primer, 
Second  Primer,  First  Reader,  Second  Reader,  Third  Reader  and 
Fourth  Reader  are  respectively  3,  5,  10,  15,  20  and  25  cents. 

I  have  nothing  to  add  to  former  recommendations  regard- 
ing free  texts.  While  there  are  doubtless  arguments  against 
such  a  measure,  I  believe  those  in  favor  much  outweigh  them. 
With  free  texts  our  educational  horizon  would  be  greatly  ex- 
tended. 

The  problems  connected  with  education  are  attracting  much 
attention   in  everv  civilized  country   and  I  believe  we  are  on 
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the  verge  of  great  development  in  Canada  along  educational 
lines.  We  are  all  looking  with  interest  for  the  report  of  the 
commission  appointed  by  the  Dominion  Government  and  the  re- 
commendations which  will  doubtless  accompany  it. 

I  think  it  is  generally  conceded  that  while  this  avenue 
should  be  kept  open,  matriculation  to  a  university  should  not 
be  the  only  aim  provided  for  in  a  high  school  course.  There  is 
a  general  demand  for  commercial,  agricultural  and  technical 
courses  as  well.  I  have  in  previous  reports  pointed  out  the 
necessity  of  this  province  falling  into  line  as  to  a  four  years 
High  School  Course.  If  in  addition  to  this,  in  St.  John  City, 
there  should  be  provided  in  addition  to  the  present  classical 
course,  commercial,  and  say,  one  branch  of  industrial  educa- 
tion; in  towns  such  as  Fredericton  and  Chatham,  classical  and 
commercial  courses;  Moncton  and  Campbellton,  classical  and 
industrial  courses;  Woodstock  and  Sussex,  classical  and  agricul- 
tural courses.  I  think  the  necessity  of  the  times  would  be  much 
more  adequately  met. 

Normal  School. — During  the  year  much  excellent  and  ne- 
cessary equipment  has  been  added  to  the  Normal  and  Model 
Schools.  An  excellent  school  garden  has  been  conducted  by  Dr. 
Hamilton  and  the  grounds  have  been  improved  by  the  removal 
of  an  unsightly  fence.  Some  shrubs  have  also  been  set  out, 
which  in  time,  I  hope,  will  render  the  grounds  more  in  keeping 
with  the  dignity  of  such  an  institution. 

Fire  Drill  has  been  introduced  and  the  reading  room  and 
library  have  been  added  to  and  made  more  useful  and  attract- 
ive. 

The  inability  of  country  districts  to  fully  prepare  candi- 
dates for  the  classes  of  licenses  for  which  they  aspire  has  ren- 
dered it  necessary  to  devote  to  scholastic  preparation  a  great 
proportion  of  the  time  which  should  be  devoted  to  profession- 
al training,  so  that  the  school  has  been  more  for  academic 
than  normal  training.  This  is  not  the  function  of  a  normal 
school  and  if  our  teachers  are  to  receive  the  training  in  meth- 
od and  in  the  practice  of  teaching  so  necessary  to  them,  there 
must  be  more  attention  given  to  professional  work. 

The  attendance  at  the  Normal  School  has  been  the  largest 
in  its  history — too  great  for  the  accommodation  provided.  The 
exhibition  hall  has  to  be  used  as  a  class   room  and   the  halls 
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for  physical  training,  greatly  to  the  interruption  of  the  regular 
work  of  the  institution. 

The  sanitary  conditions  are  not  up-to-date  and  would  not 
compare  favorably  with  our  more  modern  school  buildings.  I 
have  recommended  an  annex  to  the  building  and  assurances 
have  been  given  that  improvements  will  be  made  in  the  near 
future. 

I  would  direct  attention  to  the  report  of  Principal  Bridges 
for  fuller  information  regarding  the  school. 

Summer  School  of  Science. — The  Summer  School  of  Sci- 
ence for  the  Atlantic  provinces  of  Canada  was  held  in  Frederic- 
ton,  July  12- Aug.  2,  1911.  The  enrolment  was  the  largest  in 
its  history,  reaching  383.  There  were  44  scholarships  of  the 
value  of  from  $10  to  $20  each  donated  by  friends  of  the  school. 
Opportunities  were  afforded  to  the  students  attending  to  study 
Physical  Training,  Geology,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Physiology, 
English  Literature,  Botany,  Zoology,  Agriculture,  Drawing  and 
Manual  Training. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  students  wrote  examinations  and  ob- 
tained certificates  accordingly.  One  hundred  and  seventy  candi- 
dates received  certificates  for  Physical  Culture. 

Earnest  and  enthusiastic  work  was  done  by  the  students. 

I  think  the  time  has  arrived  when  this  province  should  do 
as  has  been  done  in  Nova  Scotia — support  a  school  of  its  own. 
By  this  means  we  should  be  able  at  holme  to  provide  such 
courses  as  our  needs  require  and  to  utilize  the  facilities  provid- 
ed in  Fredericton  for  such  purposes. 

Before  doing  this,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
enlarged  accommodation  at  the  Normal  School. 

Physical  Training. — The  accompanying  statements  show  the 
number  of  teachers  who  have  taken  the  course  in  physical 
training  and  the  prize  awards.  Facilities  have  been  provided  in 
the  various  centres  throughout  the  province,  wherever  the 
number  of  teachers  would  justify  sending  an  instructor.  The 
training  is  given  at  the  Normal  School  and  no  license  is  grant- 
ed without  a  certificate  for  physical  training.  Physical  train- 
ing is  also  given  in  Fredericton  during  the  summer  vacation 
and  at  the  Summer  School  of  Science.  It  will  be  noted  that 
about  1550  teachers  have  up  to  this  time  taken  physical  train- 
ing. After  four  years  from  its  inception  all  school  districts 
will  be  required  to  provide  this  training  in  their  schools. 
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Military  Training  is  entirely  optional  and  as  yet  has  not 
been  very  generally  given.  The  military  authorities  provide 
a  course  at  Fredericton  during  the  summer  vacation  and  the 
classes  have  been  more  than  filled  each  year. 

There  is  a  cadet  corps  in  connection  with  the  Normal 
School  and  its  proficiency  in  drill  and  rifle  shooting  has  been 
most  gratifying  to  all  connected  with  the  work  there.  (See  re- 
port of  Principal.)

Included  in  the  above  are  48  in  August,  1910,  and  43  in 
August,  1911,  who  passed  successfully  the  examinations  for 
Cadet  Instructors.  This  course  includes  the  course  in  Physical 
Drill. 

Institutes. — During  the  year  Countv  Institutes  were  held  in 
the  following  counties:  Gloucester,  Northumberland,  Charlotte, 
Carleton,  Westmorland,  Albert,  Kings,  Kent,  Restigouche, 
York  and  St.  John.  The  teachers  of  Victoria,  Queens  and  Sun- 
bury  united  with  those  of  Carleton,  Kings  and  of  York  respect- 
ively. It  was  my  privilege  to  be  able  to  attend  the  Institutes 
in  Gloucester,  Charlotte,  Carleton,  Albert,  Kent,  Restigouche 
and  St.  John.  All  were  very  largely  attended  and  the  teachers 
were  most  earnest  and  enthusiastic  in  their  work.  Public  meet- 
ings were  held  in  connection  with  nearly  all  of  them,  which 
showed  by  their  crowded  attendance  the  interest  that  the  peo- 
ple continue  to  take  in  the  matter  of  education. 

No  Provincial  Institute  was  held  during  the  year,  it  only 
being  held  biennially.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  held  in 
December  it  was  decided  to  hold  it  on  June  26th,  27th  and 
28th  next  in  Fredericton.  An  attractive  programme  has  been 
arranged  and  competent  men  and  women  have  engaged  to 
take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

It  is  understood  that  a  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Teachers' 
Institute  will  be  held  in  July  next  in  Montreal,  with  Dr.  J.  W. 
Robertson  as  president.  No  doubt  due  notice  of  the  same  will 
be  given  later. 
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Manual  Training. — I  have  to  report  the  removal  of  Mr.  T. 
B.  Kidner,  director  of  Manual  Training  for  this  province,  to 
the  West.  Mr.  Kidner  was  well  qualified  for  his  position,  gave 
us  good  service  and  his  departure  was  much  regretted.  He 
has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  F.  Peacock,  who  comes  well  re- 
commended. 

It  is  difficult  to  retain  in  this  province  qualified  Manual 
Training  teachers,  such  is  the  demand  for  them  elsewhere.  Dur- 
ing the  year  a  Manual  Training  Department  was  opened  in 
Ouaco  and  finely  equipped  departments  both  in  Manual  Train- 
ing and  Domestic  Science  at  Chatham.  Another  Manual 
Training  Department  has  been  opened  in  St.  John,  on  the 
West  side.  Manual  Training  equipment  has  also  been  provided 
for  the  Boys'  Industrial  Home,  East  St.  John. 

At  the  Normal  School  there  are  eight  young  men  taking 
the  course  to  qualify  them  to  become  instructors  in  this  branch 
— the  largest  class  in  our  history. 

I  hope  hereafter  there  will  not  be  as  much  difficulty  in  se- 
curing competent  teachers. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — A  request  has  been  receiv- 
ed from  the  City  of  Mioncton  for  legislation  to  enable  them  to 
provide  for  medical  inspection  of  the  schools.  Some  steps  have 
been  taken  toward  that  end  in  St.  John  and  I  understand  that 
Fredericton  also  has  the  matter  under  consideration.  Legisla- 
tion has  not  as  yet  been  general  in  Canada  regarding  this  most 
important  matter.  British  Columbia  and  Alberta  have  general 
laws  enforcing  it.  Some  of  the  cities,  notably  Winnipeg,  Tor- 
onto and  Montreal,  not  only  employ  doctors  but  nurses  as  well. 
I  would  recommend  that  .such  legislation  be  enacted  as  will 
enable  any  town  or  school  district  to  provide  for  medical  in- 
spection at  its  own  cost  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Education.  In  Maine  the  law  is  that 
the  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  meetings  or  Council  shall 
not  be  exceeded  by  the  school  authorities. 

Wherever  medical  inspection  has  been  adopted  there  has 
been  demonstrated  the  necessit}'  for  it  elsewhere. 

Pensions.— Up  to  December  31st,  1911,  there  were  twenty 
teachers  receiving  pensions  and  there  had  been  expended  for 
the  calendar  year  on  that  account  $4,111.32, 
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The  work  of  this  office  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the 
searches  of  the  records  entailed  by  applications  for  pensions.  As 
I  have  previously  pointed  out,  while  we  have  the  records  of  all 
service  since  1858  and  there  are  many  large  volumes  of  the 
schedules,  unless  the  applicant  can  name  the  district,  parish  or 
at  least  the  county  in  which  he  was  engaged  during  any  school 
term,  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  for  us  to  locate  him.  The  re- 
ports of  some  applicants  are  clear  and  explicit  and  cause  us 
little  trouble  beyond  the  search.  Others,  on  the  contrary,  are 
hazy,  uncertain  and  often  forgetful  as  to  the  time  and  places  of 
their  service.  In  such  cases  repeated  searches  have  to  be  made. 
After  thirty-five  years  it  is  not  unnatural  that  there  should 
be  lapses  of  memory.  There  are  some  cases  of  peculiar  hard- 
ship among  those  who  have  come  within  measurable  distance  of 
qualifying  and  who  owing  to  disability  are  unable  to  teach  the 
balance  of  the  time. 

No  doubt  were  the  period  of  service  fixed  for  any  number  of 
years  there  would  be  applicants  upon  the  margin  and  some 
hardships  would  always  be  experienced  but  I  think  it  is  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  service  that  tbe  act  should  be  adhered  to 
unti-1,  changed  either  to  require  a  shorter  period  of  service  or  by 
the  addition  of  a  disability  clause. 

School  Flags. — It  has  been  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion that  the  general  plan  for  the  use  and  distribution  of  school 
flags  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a>   THE  USE  OF  THE  Fly  AG. 

(1)  The  school  flag  shall  be  flown  on  every  fine  day  while 
school  is  in  session,  except  in  winter  and  more  inclement  seas- 
ons of  the  year,  and  ma)y  be  displayed  on  any  clay. 

(2)  To  fly  at  half-mast:  On  receipt  of  news  of  the  death 
of  the  Sovereign  or  an  Heir  to  the  Throne;  on  the  death  or 
burial  of  a  Governor-General  of  Canada,  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  the  Province,  or  Premier  of  the  Dominion  or  Provincial 
Government;  during  the  funeral  of  the  Warden  of  the  County, 
the  Mayor  of  the  Town,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  School  Trus- 
tees, or  any  member  of  the  school. 

(3)  With  the  approval  of  the  School  Trustees,  to  be  placed 
at  half-mast  as  a  token  of  sympathy:  Upon  the  death  of  the 
Sovereign  or  chief  magistrate  of  any  people  with  whom  our 
country  is  at  peace. 
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(b)    SALUTATION  OF  THE  FLAG. 

(1)  The  pupils  being  assembled  in  the  school  room  or 
school  yard,  the  flag  to  be  held  aloft  by  the  teacher  or  senior 
pupil  in  a  prominent  position,  the  military  salute  shall  be  giv- 
en (bring  the  right  hand,  palm  to  the  front,  smartly  to  the 
right  side  of  the  forehead,  the  elbow  kept  well  back,  eyes  look- 
ing to  the  flag,  then  all  drop  the  arms  together)  and  the  pup- 
ils shall  repeat  "Emblem  of  Liberty,  Truth  and  Justice — Flag 
of  My  Country  to  Thee  I  Bow"  (all  bow  to  the  flag.)  Then 
the  National  Anthem  shall  be  sung.  In  fine  weather  where 
there  are  suitable  school  grounds,  the  flag  may  be  saluted 
when  being  hoisted. 

It  is  recommended  that  where  new  flags  are  required,  the 
Union  Jack  shall  be  procured.  That  the  flag  shall  be  saluted 
at  least  once  per  week.

Consolidated  Schools. — Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be 
found  the  reports  of  the  Principals  of  the  Consolidated  Schools. 
I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  all  of  them  during  the  year,  but 
all  have  done  excellent  work.  The  conditions  formerly  exist- 
ing at  Florenceville  have  been  entirely  changed  for  the  better. 
Kingston  school  has  done  good  work.  Riverside  has  been  suf- 
ficiently enterprising  and  progressive  to  entice  a  teacher  back 
from  the  West— Mr.  A.  W.  Seaman,  B.  A. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Belong,  A.  B.,  the  efficient  principal  of  the 
Hampton  school,  resigned  at  the  end  of  June  to  accept  a  po- 
sition elsewhere.  Mr.  W.  C.  R.  Anderson  resigned  at  the  same 
time  from  the  Riverside  school  to  accept  a  position  outside 
the  Province.  Both  are  very  capable  teachers  and  their  de- 
parture is  greatly  regretted. 

Many  inquiries  are  made  from  outside  places  regarding 
consolidation  and  I  note  the  plan  is  receiving  much  attention 
in  the  other  provinces  of  Canada. 
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School  for  the  Deaf. — During  the  year  I  visited  the  school 
for  the  Deaf  on  Lancaster  Heights  and  found  it  in  good  condi- 
tion as  to  the  comfort  and  housing  of  the  pupils.  In  as  far  as 
I  am  competent  to  judge  of  the  work,  it  is  thorough  and  effi- 
cient. The  Principal  seems  much  interested  in  his  duties  and 
apparently  has  the  hearty  co-operation  and  support  of  his  as- 
sistants. There  is  accommodation  for  more  pupils  at 
this  school  and  it  is  worthy  of  consideration  as  to  whether  we 
should  not  utilize  it  to  the  extent  of  sending  all  the  deaf  mutes 
from  the  province  to  this  institution. 

School  Playgrounds. — It  was  my  privilege  during  the  year 
to  visit  the  school  play  grounds  in  St.  John  under  the  man- 
agement of  some  devoted  ladies  oi  that  citv,  who  are  willing 
to  give  of  their  time  and  effort  to  the  prc|inotion  of  such  a 
good  cause. 

The  long  summer  vacations  have  given  rise  to  the  problem 
of  dealing-  with  the  large  number  of  boys  and  girls  thrown  up- 
on their  own  resources,  with  no  resorts  but  the  streets  and 
subject  to  the  evil  associations  of  the  same.  The  school  play- 
ground and  vacation  school  are  the  counteracting  influences 
and  are  worthy  of  all  support. 

Those  who  complain  of  overloaded  courses  of  study  in  many- 
cases  would  be  quite  willing  to  lengthen  vacations  and  take 
out  of  the  school  hours  time  for  this  or  that  additional  object. 
When  the  time  is  ripe  for  the  introduction  of  vacation  schools 
here  as  elsewhere,  I  am  looking  for  a  change  of  work  which  it 
may  be  possible  to  provide  after  our  schools  are  equipped  for 
technical  and  agricultural  purposes.  There  will  no  doubt  be 
provision  for  evening  and  extension  courses  in  cities  and  towns, 
where  it  may  seem  desirable. 

Examinations.— Elsewhere  will  be  found  the  results  of  the 
examinations  in  the  different  departments  of  work.  I  think 
they  are  creditable  to  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

Some  criticism  is  occasionally  heard  regarding  the  date  of 
the  High  school  entrance  examinations  by  those  who  are  chief- 
ly responsible  for  existing  conditions. 

It  may  be  admitted  that  Grade  VIII.  pupils  after  having 
undergone  the  High  School  entrance  examinations,  beginning  on 
the  Monday  following  June  15th  in  each  year,  lose  interest  in 
their  work  for  the  balance  of  the    term.      On  the  other  hand 
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trustees  desire  to  have  the  results  made  known  to  the  pupils 
before  the  end  of  the  term,  and  teachers  object  to  examining 
papers  after  school  closing — the  more  especially  as  few  school 
boards  are  willing  to  contribute,  as  the  government  does,  to 
the  expenses  of  examining  the  papers.  If  the  various  school 
boards  and  officers  interested  unite  in  their  desire  to  have  these 
examinations  during  the  first  week  in  July,  I  am  quite  sure  it 
would  receive  favorable  consideration.  In  such  case  it  would  be 
for  the  parties  interested  to  induce  the  examiners  to  forego 
part  of  their  vacations. 

The  increased  number  of  French  candidates  taking  the  full 
course  at  the  Normal  School  is  most  gratifying  and  augurs 
well  for  the  future.  The  great  need  of  the  French  schools  is  a 
larger  supply  of  higher  class  teachers  and  a  better  appreciation 
on  the  part  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  advantages  of  graded 
schools.  At  present  there  is  a  strong  tendency  to  subdivide  al- 
ready weak  districts.  The  attendance  in  the  French  depart- 
ment of  the  Normal  school  is  fully  up  to  the  average,  but  not- 
withstanding this  many  local  licenses  have  still  to  be  granted 
in  these  districts,  and  it  is  difficult  to  educate  the  trustees  in 
many  comparativelv  able  districts  as  to  the  superiority  of  the 
work  of  the  longer  trained  teachers.  They  seem  to  have  the 
opinion  that  anv  teacher  is  well  enough  qualified  to  teach  small 
pupils. 

No  preliminary  examinations  are  required  for  entrance  to 
the  French  department  and  thus  it  sometimes  happens  that 
students  enter  unprepared  or  fail  to  obtain  licenses  after  at- 
tendance and  expense.  In  the  interests  of  these  it  seems  to  me 
that  there  should  be  an  entrance  examination. 

Broader  Use  of  School  Buildings.— I  think  it  would  be  well 
for  us  in  this  province  to  take  note,  especially  in  the  more 
populous  centres,  of  a  movement  that  is  going  forward  for  the 
broader  use  of  public  school  buildings  and  to  imitate  it  in  as 
far  as  may  be  practicable. 

The  main  objects  to  be  achieved  thereby  are  to  continue 
education  in  adult  life,  to  encourage  culture,  to  develop  social 
life  and  to  foster  general  development  in  the  interest  of  all  the 
people.  Evening  schools,  free  lectures,  social  and  recreational 
centres  and  opening  of  school  buildings  to  the  use  of  citizens 
for  purely  civic  purposes  are  manifest  claims  on  the  part  of  the 
people  for  these  essentials. 
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There  is  a  growing"  sentiment  that  it  is  a  mistake  to  close 
the  school  house  door  upon  the  boy  as  soon  as  he  leaves 
school . 

Prof.  Thorndyke,  of  Columbia  University,  makes  the  state- 
ment based  upon  official  data,  gathered  with  reference  to  New 
England  cities  of  25,000  or  more  inhabitants,  that  out  of  100 
average  pupils  who  entered  public  schools,  90  finished  the 
fourth  year,  81  the  fifth  year,  68  the  sixth  year,  54  the  seventh 
year,  40  the  eighth  year,  27  the  first  year  of  high  school,  17  the 
second  year  of  high  school,  12  the  third  year  and  only  8  the 
fourth  year  of  high  school. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  the  most  critical  time  in  a 
boy's  life  in  as  far  as  his  future  is  concerned  are  the  years  be- 
tween fourteen  and  eighteen,  which  are  sometimes  called  the 
waste  years.  He  leaves  school  very  imperfectly  equipped  men- 
tally to  go  to  work  as  chance  may  direct  at  a  kind  of  work 
for  which  he  is  probably  not  adapted  in  any  way,  and  which 
may  not  be  congenial.  At  eighteen  he  is  not  much  further  ad- 
vanced than  at  the  beginning  and  his  mental  equipment  does 
not  permit  him  to  rise  higher.  He  thus  is  a  misfit  during  his 
whole  life. 

This  matter  has  been  taken  cognizance  of  in  various  ways. 
In  Germany  it  is  compulsory  for;  boys  during  these  years  to 
attend  day  or  evening  classes  to  equip  themselves  better  for 
some  trade  or  occupation  for  later  life  and  to  become  more 
useful  and  efficient  members  of  society.  In  Great  Britain  and 
other  countries  every  inducement  is  being  offered  for  continua- 
tion work. 

In  this  province  up  to  this  time,  evening  schools  have  not 
accomplished  very  much,  though  they  have  been  spasmodically 
operated  in  some  of  the  cities  and  towns.  I  think  one  of  the 
chief  causes  of  failure  has  been  that  the  work  has  been  entire- 
ly mental  and  not  a  combination  of  head  and  hand  work. 

The  course  of  study  for  the  evening  schools  must  seek  to 
meet  the  needs  of  those  attending.  There  is  a  very  wide  field 
for  their  usefulness  covering  not  only  elementary  and  second- 
ary instruction,  but  also  giving  direction  in  domestic  science 
and  industrial  work  as  well  as  agricultural  teaching  in  some 
centres. 
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The  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  Evening  School  of  Trades 
aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  semi-skilled  employes  in  the 
shops.  The  instruction  is  divided  into  the  following  depart- 
ments: Mechanical  drawing,  machine  shop  practice  and  tool 
making,  plumbing,  wood  turning  and  pattern  making,  shop 
mathematics  and  electricity. 

The  Cleveland  Technical  High  School  in  its  evening  course 
offers,  besides  the  usual  subjects,  instruction  in  foundry  prac- 
tice, sheet  metal  work,  book-binding,  pottery,  leather  work, 
water  color  rendering  and  art  metal  work.  Women  also  at- 
tend this  school  and  there  are  classes  for  them  in  plain,  hand 
and  machine  sewing,  millinery,  art  needlework,  plain  and 
fancy  cookery,  table  service  and  laundry  practice. 

The  distinction  made  in  the  aims  of  the  Buffalo  Technical 
Evening  High  school  is  that  it  is  not  a  place  for  learning  the 
"manual  parts"  of  a  trade,  although  some  hand  work  is  done. 
In  this  school  by  far  the  larger  part  of  the  instruction  is  de- 
voted to  drawing  and  the  "mathematical,  physical,  chemical 
and  mechanical  principles  which  are  incidental  to  the  different 
trades."  New  subjects  given  at  this  school  are  architectural 
drawing  and  designing,  sheet  metal  draughting,  machine  de- 
signing, plane  surveying,  and  gas  engineering  as  applied  to 
automobiles  and  motor  boats.  Nineteen  courses  in  all  are  offer- 
ed. 

Coming  to  the  type  of  the  evening  high  school  we  find,  in 
Newark,  instruction  offered  not  only  in  mathematics,  English, 
Latin,  the  modern  languages,  science,  bookkeeping,  stenog- 
raphy and  typewriting,  but  also  in  such  manual  subjects  as 
drawing,  shop  work,  cooking,  sewing,  millinery,  nursing  and 
art  needlework.  The  Cincinnati  High  School  likewise  gives  its 
night  pupils  carpentry,  cabinet  making  and  mechanical  draw- 
ing, and  has  one  avowed  trade  class  in  pattern  making  which 
is  attended  by  apprentices  in  that  craft.  Stenciling,  leather 
tooling  and  china  painting  are  given  in  the  Lowell,  Massachu- 
etts  High  School.  As  a  rule,  however,  the  industrial  courses 
found  in  these  schools  are  of  the  sort  afforded  by  manual 
training  shops,  and  are  better  suited  to  the  needs  of  amateurs 
than  mechanics  already  engaged  in  the  trades. 

The  kinds  of  instruction  given  in  the  evening  elementary 
schools  are  well  illustrated  by  the  curriculum  of  Buffalo .  The 
course  in  this  school  contains  the  following  subjects:  Reading, 
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writing,  spelling,  English  language,  geograpny,  arithmetic, 
American  history  and  civics,  bookkeeping,  typewriting,  steno- 
graphy, domestic  science,  dressmaking,  millinery,  mechanical 
drawing,  carpentry  and  English  for  foreigners. 

In  addition  to  the  instruction  in  English,  the  program  for 
the  advanced  pupils  in.  the  Ktew  York  evening  schools  also  pro- 
vides for  lectures  once  a  week,  from  the  principals  or  other 
competent  persons,  upon  such  subjects  as  citizenship  and  its 
duties,  naturalization,  the  municipal  government,  the  preven- 
tion of  disease,  the  lives  of  great  men,  and  the  significance  of 
the  national  holidays. 

VACATION  SCHOOLS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS.— In  dis- 
cussing the  broader  use  of  school  buildings,  Mr.  William  L. 
Pipelow,  member  of  the  Milwaukee  Board  of  School  Directors, 
makes  the  following  pertinent  statements: 

"The  public  schools  proper  provide  discipline,  insure  regu- 
lar habits,  compel  industry,  allure  to  learning,  for  ten  months 
in  the  year,  and  then  turn  the  children  loose  during  the  hot- 
test months  of  the  year  upon  their  own  resources.  People  in 
general  are  coming  to  regard  the  long  vacation  in  cities  as 
productive  of  much  harm.  The  crowded  districts  are  poor 
places  for  idle  boys  and  girls.  Police  records  show  that  juven- 
ile arrests  increase  in  alarming  proportion  during  the  sum- 
mer. 

The  object  of  the  vacation  school  is  to  protect  the  ex- 
posed children  from  the  destructive  infection  of  evil  associa- 
tions and  enforced  idleness.  It  affords  an  outlet  for  untrained 
energies  along  the  lines  of  useful  occupations,  wise  instruction 
and  innocent  recreation.  It  teaches  law  and  order  without  the 
burdensome  discipline  and  hurried  pressure  of  the  ordinary 
school.  It  involves  that  form  of  recreation  which  works  itself 
out  in  improved  disposition  and  increased  nower  of  observation 
and  application.  It  cares  for  the  uplifting  of  the  child  whose 
lot  is  cast  in  untoward  conditions,  and  it  relieves  overburden- 
ed, tired  mothers  of  their  strain. 

The  instruction  given  in  the  vacation  school  should  be  such 
as  will  occupy  the  body  lightly  but  usefully,  and  the  mind  still 
more  lightly  but  with  profit.  Every  hour  a  child  spends  in  de- 
veloping constructive  skill  is  a  positive    contribution    to  its 
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health,  usefulness  and  happiness.  The  vacation  school  can  be 
made  a  means  to  do  much  in  this  direction. 

The  topic  of  vacation  schools  very  naturally  leaids  one  to 
consider  the  important  question  of  playgrounds.  The  modern 
city  child  has  lost  his  most  precious  birthright — the  backyard 
and  the  pasture  on  the  hillside.  Lawns  and  flowers  have  taken 
the  place  of  "our  yard,"  with  its  brick-bats  and  barrels  and 
boards  and  all  its  superb  possibilities  for  play  and  empire 
building. 

We  cannot  grow  two  crops  on  the  same  soil  at  the  same 
time,  and  either  the  grass  or  the  children  must  go.  Wo  place 
for  play — no  place  for  the  child.  At  the  same  time  we  have 
made  the  streets  more  impossible  as  playgrounds  than  ever. 
A  generation  ago  children  could  play  on  thdm  in  safety  all 
day  long,  but  now,  with  street  car  tracks  down  the  middle, 
delivery  wagons  along  both  curbs,  and  automobiles  all  over 
the  roadway,  they  are  about  as  suitable  a  play-place  as  the 
track  of  a  trunk  line  railway.  Not  only  has  the  child  lost  the 
backyard  and  the  street  as  a  place  to  grow  up  in,  but  he  has 
lost  the  small  shop  as  well;  the  work  that  was  done  by  the 
local  carpenter,  the  blacksmith,  the  tinsmith,  the  wheel- 
wright, the  weaver  at  his  house  loom,  the  boat  builder.  These 
primarily  individual  pursuits  are  now  taken  over  by  the  huge 
factory,  where  the  child  is  neither  admitted  nor  wanted,  ex- 
cept as  a  laborer  before  his  time.  The  change  has  come  so 
gradually  that  we  are  hardly  conscious  of  it. 

In  our  cities  and  towns,  therefore,  we  must  make  definite 
plans  for  playgrounds.  The  ideal  location  for  playgrounds  is 
adjacent  to  the  public  schools.  The  playground  when  establish- 
ed should  be  equipped  with  suitable  gymnastic  and  other  ap- 
paratus, and  competent  instructors  employed,  who  should  pro- 
perly be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  public  school  direc- 
tor of  physical  culture.  If  left  to  themselves  the  children  are 
more  apt  to  be  quarrelsome  and  to  cultivate  coarse  manners. 
When  supervised  they  can  be  taught  sports  and  interesting 
games  that  will  put  life,  vigor  and  brains  into  their  play,  and 
will  so  influence  them  that  all  discord  will  be  eliminated. M 

Fire  Drill.— Fire  Drill  and  Fire  Escapes  are  now  almost 
universal  among  the  graded  schools.  It  has  recently  been  in- 
troduced into  the  Normal  School.   An  excellent  feature  in  the 
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new  school  buildings  being  erected  is  that  they  are  only  two 
storevs  in  height.  I  have  witnessed  some  very  fine  exhibitions 
of  fire  drill.  In  a  former  report  I  think  I  mentioned  the  pride 
of  the  Moncton  boys  in  this  work.  The  following  set  of  rules 
from  Iowa  for  (ire  drill  may  be  suggestive  to  those  who  may 
not  have  adopted  such: 

1.  — Require  the  pupils  at  all  times  to  pass  into  and  out  of 
the  room  in  an  orderly  manner.  It  is  assumed  that  this  is  in- 
sisted upon  in  all  of  our  graded  schools.  If  it  is  not,  it  should 
be. 

2.  — Kach  teacher  should  first  practice  with  her  pupils  to  see 
hew  quickly  they  could  leave  the  room  in  an  orderly  manner 
by  the  nearest  exit.  Thev  might  march  to  music  if  there  is  an 
instrument  in  the  room  or  in  the  hall,  or  keep  step  with  the 
class  bell.    The  main  points  are,  first,  order;  next,  rapidity. 

•3. — After  each  teacher  has  found  the  most  orderly  and 
quickest  way  of  passing  out  the  pupils  of  her  room,  she  should 
then  be  ready  to  act  in  harmony  with  the  principal  of  the 
building  and  should  follow  his  or  her  directions  explicitly. 

4.  — In  the  larger  buildings,  it  is  well  to  have  a  gong  or  a 
special  bell  in  the  hall,  the  sound  of  which  will  mean  to  every 
child  that  a  fire  drill  is  on. 

5.  — At  the  sound  of  this  gong  every  pupil  in  the  building 
should  stand  and  at  the  signal  from  the  teacher  the  inarching 
should  begin. 

6.  — The  teachers  in  charge  of  the  rooms  on  the  first  floor 
should  not  lose  a  second  after  the  general  fire  gong  is  sounded 
in  giving  a  signal  for  marching  out,  and  the  children  should 
be  given  directions  to  go  to  the  nearest  exit. 

7.  — Those  occupying  rooms  on  the  second  floor  should  start 
within  a  few  seconds  after  those  on  the  first  floor  have  started, 
and  by  the  time  they  reach  the  last  landing  of  the  stairway  to 
the  first  floor,  the  first  floor  should  be  clear.  If  the  building  is 
a  three-story  building,  the  same  general  directions  should  be 
observed  in  clearing  the  rooms  of  the  third  story. 

8.  — Care  should  be  exercised  that  there  be  no  crowding  and 
that  only  such  a  number  be  permitted  to  enter  the  stairway  at 
one  time  as  can  easilv  pass  down.  If  the  stairway  will  accom- 
modate not  more  than  two  or  three  pupils  abreast,  only  that 
dumber  should  be  allowed  to  inarch  together;    if    wide  enough 
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for  more,  a  larger  number  should  be  arranged  for.  In  many 
smaller  buildings  with  few  exits  and  narrow  stairways,  single 
(iles  are  preferable. 

9,  — Provision  should  be  made  not  only  for  clearing  the 
building  when  all  pupils  are  in  the  study  rooms,  but  when 
they  are  scattered  throughout  the  building  in  smaller  rooms 
for  recitation.  Be  prepared  for  prompt,  systematic  action  at 
any  hour  or  minute  of  the  day. 

10.  — The  entire  matter  involves  careful  planning  and  prompt 
and  careful  execution  on  the  part  of  the  principal  and  teach- 
ers. 

New  Buildings. — 'There  has  been  more  than  the  usual 
amount  of  building  and  improvement  in  various  parts  of  the 
province  during  the  year.  In  the  countrv  districts  it  will  be 
noted  from  the  Inspectors'  reports  that  there  has  been  much 
activity. 

In  Havelock,  Kings  County,  there  has  been  erected  a  fine 
hew  house  of  four  departments,  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the 
district  and  creditable  to  its  progressiveness.  In  Pettobsquis 
and  Benton  I  understand  that  much  needed  school  buildings 
are  being  built. 

In  the  cities  and  towns  three  notable  schools  have  been  un- 
der completion  during  the  year. 

In  Woodstock  there  has  been  designed  and  is  being  erected 
one  of  the  most  modern  and  well  equipped  school  buildings  in 
the  province.  It  was  donated  to  the  town  by  the  late  L.  P. 
Fisher,  Esq.,  and  his  executors,  A.  B.  Connell,  Hsu.,  and  Col, 
F.  H.  Dibblee,  have  given  unsparingly  of  their  time  and  effort 
in  having  suitable  plans  prepared  and  supervising  the  work  as 
it  has  progressed.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  this  building  has 
not  yet  been  completed  no  cut  of  it  appears  in  this  report, 
but  I  hope  to  have  one  next  year.  In  the  City  of  vSt.  John  a 
fine  school  building  has  been  erected  on  the  Weidon  Lot  (so- 
called)  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  this  report.  This  school  is 
much  needed  in  the  part  o»f  the  city  in  which  it  is  located.  In 
plan  and  general  excellence  it  is  fully  the  equal  of  the  most 
modern  buildings  in  the  city.  The  cut  of  the  new  school  build- 
ing erected  to  replace  the  one  one  destroyed  at  Campbelltoii 
in  the  great  fire,  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

In  Campbelltoii  a  new  two-story  building,  148  ft.  by  74  ft. 
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of  brick  and  concrete  construction  with  steel  roof,  has  been  al- 
most completed.  The  basement  is  the  full  size  of  the  building 
and  contains  the  boiler  room,  boys'  and  girls'  play  rooms,  aud 
the  toilet  rooms.  The  latter  are  equipped  with  the  latest  auto- 
matic flush  system  and  wash  basins.  "Large  and  wTell  lighted 
rooms  for  ^Manual  Training  and  Household  Science  purposes 
are  also  in  the  basement.  On  the  first  floor  there  are  eight 
large  and  well  lighted  class  rooms  and  in  the  Spacious  halls 
are  provided  a  sanitarv  and  ventilated  system  of  wardrobes. 
The  teachers^  dressing  room  and  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  are  also  on  this  floor,  The  second  floor  has  a  large 
assembly  hall,  four  class  rooms  (with  provision  made  for  two 
additional  class  rooms),  chemical  laboratory-  and  library. 
Ventilated  wardrobes  are  provided  in  the  corridors  as  on  the 
first  floor.  The  building  is  heated  by  steam.  Three  stand  pipes 
two  inches  in  diameter  for  fire  purposes  reach  the  different 
floors  in  the  building.  Sanitary  drinking  fountains  are  located 
m  convenient  places  in  the  corridor.  The  finishing  of  the  en- 
tire building  is  of  cypress  and  hard  pine.  The  class  rooms  are 
furnished  with  single  B.  B.  automatic  desks  and  hyloplate 
blackboards.  At  the  present  time  ten  of  the  apartments  are 
•occupied. 

Inspectors. — The  reports  of  the  Inspectors  are  Worthy  of 
•careful  pertisal.  I  have  held  two  conferences  with  them  during 
the  year,  in  August  at  St.  John  and  in  December  at  Frederic- 
ton.  It  is  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  one  to  be  able  through 
such  a  body  of  men  to  obtain  careful  and  disinterested  opin- 
ions regarding  conditions  and  difficulties  which  may  arise  in 
any  district  in  the  province.  I  have  been  able  during  the  year 
to  visit  many  sections  of  their  fields  of  labor  and  I  should  like 
to  do  much  more  of  this  kind  of  work  if  other  duties  would 
admit  of  this. 

It  was  with  the  goodwill  of  all  1  think  that  the  work  of 
the  Inspectors  received  deserved  recognition  at  the  hands  of  the 
legislature  in  the  form  of  an  intrease  of  salary. 

No  man,  if  he  does  his  duty,  has  to  work  harder  and  is 
subject  to  more  exposure  and  hardship  in  carrying  out  the 
same  than  a  School  Inspector  and  to  him  more  than  any  one 
else  the  increased  cost  of  livirsg  appeals. 
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Teachers. — Though  the  attendance  at  the  Normal  School 
has  been  the  largest  in  its  history,  the  supply  of  teachers  has 
not  been  equal  to  the  demand.  This  may  be  accounted  for  in 
various  ways,  but  the  chief  factor  influencing  this  scarcity  has 
been  the  lure  of  the  West  and  the  ostensibly  higher  salaries  of- 
fered there.  Other  provinces  in  the  Dominion  have  been  affect- 
ed to  an  even  greater  extent  than  our  own  and  the  most  dam- 
aging feature  has  been  the  loss  of  male  teachers  and  females 
of  the  higher  classes  of  licenses.  In  the  face  of  all  this  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

Signs  are  not  wanting,  however,  that  this  migration  will 
gradually  decrease.  The  East  is  awakening  to  its  potentiali- 
ties, which  are  being  recognized  as  being  as  great  as  those  of 
the  West,  and  there  are  opportunities  here  as  alluring  as  any 
elsewhere. 

Some  teachers  return  from  the  West  content  to  resume 
their  work  here.  Some  of  them  state  that  taking  into  ac- 
count the  cost  of  transportation  and  living  the  advantages  are 
not  always  with  the  West,  while  in  the  matters  of  comfort, 
convenience  and  social  advantages  the  East  is  greatly  prefer- 
able. 

There  are  indications  on  every  side  that  an  unexampled 
period  of  development  and  prosperity  has  dawned  for  the  East- 
ern Provinces  of  Canada,  and  I  think  teachers  as  well  as  all 
others  would  do  well  to  remain  here  and  become  participators 
in  this  advancement. 

Space  does  not  admit  of  notice  of  the  losses  the  teaching 
service  has  had  to  suffer  from  death  and  removal  during  the 
year.  We  can  perhaps  make  them  up  in  numbers  but  it  takes 
time  to  repair  such  losses  in  experience  and  efficiency.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  report  for  the  Provincial 
Normal  School  and  also  the  Model  School  for  the  school  year 
ended  June  30th,  1911. 

During  the  year  there  were  enrolled  374  students  exclusive 
of  those  taking  the  course  in  Manual  Training  alone.  This  is 
a  slight  increase  over  the  year  before  when  there  were  306  en- 
rolled. 

The  number  of  young  men  in  attendance,  46,  was  not  as 
many  as  the  year  previous  when  there  were  64. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  September  319  students 
were  enrolled,  and  in  January  42  teachers  returned  to  prepare 
for  a  higher  class  of  License,  and  13  were  enrolled  in  the  French 
Department.

At  the  opening  of  the  school  308  students  were  enrolled  in 
the  English  Department.  Of  this  number,  76  were  admitted 
having  passed  the  preliminary  examination'  for  Class  I.  For  a 
license  of  Class  II.,  151  were  enrolled  and  81  were  admitted 
to  the  work  of  preparation  for  the  temporary  license  Class 
III.  Of  this  enrolment  53  were  regular  matriculants  of  the 
University  of  New  Brunswick. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  term  seven  of  those  working  for 
Class  II.  were  promoted  to  the  work  of  Class  I.,  and  twenty- 
two  who  had  been  enrolled  for  Class  III.  were  advanced  to  the 
work  of  Class  II.  These  promotions  are  made  under  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  January  of  the  42  who  returned  for  a  higher  class,  24  en- 
tered for  Class  I.  and  18  for  Class  II. 

For  the  final  examinations  for  licenses  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Education  there  were  presented: 


There  were  but  six  students  who  left  without  passing  any 
final  examination. 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  uniformly  good,  and 
there  were  very  few  students  indeed  who  were  prevented 
attending  their  classes  for  any  length  of  time  on  account  of 
sickness.  I  regret  much  to  report  the  death  of  one  student,  Mr. 
J.  Edwin  Little,  of  Harvey,  York  Count}'.  Mr.  Little  was  an 
excellent  student  and  had  won  his  promotion  from  Class  B 
work  into  Class  A.  Shortly  after  the  Christmas  vacation  he 
was  attacked  by  rheumatic  fever  and  died  after  a  few  weeks' 
illness  at  his  own  home. 

Tn  a  former  report  I  have  commented  upon  the  discipline 
of  the  school.  It  is  enough  to  say  that  the  conduct  of  the 
students  continues  uniformly  good.  With  but  a  very  few  ex- 
ceptions the  members  of  the  different  classes  are  most  pains- 
taking and  industrious  in  their  work.  There  are  no  com- 
plaints from  the  instructors  on  that  score.  Indeed  if  there  is 
any  danger  it  is  rather  from  overwork  than  neglect  of  work  on 
the  part  of  the  students. 

In  a  report  which  has  necessarily  to  be  short  it  would  not 
be  wise  to  attempt  to  lake  tip  in  del  ail  the  manner  in  which 
the  course  of  study  in  the  Normal    School,   as  prescribed  by 
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the  Board  of  Education,  is  carried  out  in  the  departments  of 
the  school.  The  improvement  in  the  average  scholarship  of  our 
students  enables ,  the  teachers  to  devote  much  more  time  to  the 
purely  professional  side  of  the  work  which  under  ideal  condi- 
tions should  take  up  the  whole  time  of  the  Normal  School. 
That  our  teachers  should  be  trained  to  have  definite  and  clear 
aims  and  ideals  about  their  work  is  one  of  the  great  purposes 
for  which  the  Normal  School  exists.  The  task  of  teaching  is  so 
complex  that  unless  the  instructor  in  the  Normal  School 
strives  earnestly  and  persistently  to  reduce  it  to  its  simplest 
terms  our  young  teachers  will  continue    to  work  ineffectually. 

The  teachers  down  in  the  lower  grades  who  are  teaching 
little  children  the  arts  of  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  are 
doing  much  more  in  a  practical  direction  than  they  are  given 
credit  for  doing;  for  reading  and  writing  and  elementary  arith- 
metic, next  to  oral  speech  itself,  are  the  necessities  in  our  civil- 
ization. These  subjects  are  being  taught,  I  believe,  better  to- 
day than  they  have  ever  been  taught.  That  this  is  so,  is  be- 
cause the  Normal  School  has  been  able  to  develop  more  defin- 
ite aims  and  ideals  ajmong  our  young  teachers. 

In  the  French  Department  the  attendance  was  not  so  large 
as  in  previous  years.  During  the  first  term  there  were  eleven 
students  and  the  second  term  thirteen  young  ladies  were  en- 
rolled. The  attendance  of  French  students  in  the  regular  class- 
es of  the  school  was  greater,  however,  and  of  course  teachers 
of  the  higher  classes  of  license  are  more  desirable.  I  have  be- 
fore expressed  the  opinion  that  the  attendance  of  this  depart- 
ment would  be  increased  if  the  students  had  opportunities  for 
passing  an  entrance  examination  before  coming  to  Fredericton. 
On  account  of  our  French  speaking  population  increasing  rap- 
idlv  in  number  more  teachers  will  be  needed  in  the  future  than 
in  the  present. 

The  Model  School  staff  of  teachers  remains  the  same  as 
last  year.  The  teachers  are  successful  teachers  of  some  years' 
experience  and  are  anxious  to  do  all  they  can  to  aid  the  Nor- 
mal School .  The  rooms  are  well  equipped  with  appliances  and 
are  bright  and  airy.  For  purposes  of  observation,  these  de- 
partments are  excellent,  but  the  opportunities  for  practice 
teaching  are  not  ideal  when  one  considers  the  very  large  en- 
rolment of  the  school. 
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The  Manual  Training  Department  sustained  a  severe  loss 
in  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Kidner  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to 
take  up  work  in  Calgary.  Thoroughly  trained  in  his  own  de- 
partment Mr.  Kidner  is  also  an  all  round  man,  and  with  his 
years  of  successful  experience  in  the  past  he  is  ready  to  do  still 
greater  service  for  Canada  in  the  west.  His  successor,  Mr. 
Peacock,  will,  of  course,  report  in  detail  concerning  the  work 
of  the  department. 

The  large  majority  of  the  students  have  had  no  instruction 
in  the  work  of  this  department  before  coming  to  the  school. 
In  consideration  of  this  fact  the  result  achieved  must  be  con- 
sidered very  satisfactory. 

All  of  the  students  have  taken  the  course  in  "physical  drill" 
and  in  all  but  a  few  instances  have  acquitted  themselves  very 
creditably,  obtaining  their  certificates  after  passing  an  examin- 
ation in  their  work. 

Some  of  the  students,  I  have  no  doubt,  at  first  are  tired 
and  somewhat  exhausted  after  the  preliminary  drills,  but  they 
soon  become  accustomed  to  the  exercise  and  appreciate  it.  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  exercise  is  beneficial  as  far  as  the  gen- 
eral health  of  the  students  is  concerned,  and  I  feel  that  the 
benefits  of  the  exercise  would  be  greater  if  there  was  a  proper 
hall  or  room  in  which  these  exercises  could  be  conducted. 

This  year  the  most  of  the  students  were  not  unfamiliar 
with  the  simple  exercises,  having  had  them  in  their  schools  be- 
fore coming  to  Normal  School. 

The  record  of  the  Normal  School  Cadet  Corps  reflects  credit 
upon  the  young  men  themselves  and  upon  the  school.  There 
were  upwards  of  forty  young  men  in  the  Corps.  At  their  own 
expense  uniforms  were  provided  and  all  seemed  to  take  actual 
pleasure  in  the  drill  and  in  the  rifle  shooting. 

They  won  the  first  prize  as  the  best  Cadet  Corps  in  the  Pro- 
vince. They  also  stood  No.  1  in  the  Dominion  for  rifle  shoot- 
ing at  regular  target  ranges,  and  they  have  left  behind  them 
two  handsome  trophies,  won  in  this  connection,  which  will  en- 
courage the  members  of  the  Corps  in  succeeding  years.  I 
would  like  to  quote  here  the  remarks  of  the  Minister  in  Militia 
Council  on  the  Inspection  Report  of  the  Normal  Sehool  Cadet 
Corps: 

l'The  provision  of  uniform,  the  interest  taken  in  musketry 
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and  the  fact  that  the  instructor  belongs  to  the  staff  of  the 
Normal  School,  have  been  particularly  noticed.  The  school 
authorities  and  the  instructor  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
efficiency  obtained. 

The  efficiency  of  this  corps,  situated  as  it  is  at  the  Normal 
School  of  the  Province,  is  considered  of  the  most  vital  import- 
ance to  the  Cadet  Corps  movement." 

Mr.  Hagerman,  the  instructor  of  the  Corps,  is  himself  an 
excellent  rifle  shot  and  was  unfailing  in,  his  endeavors  to  bring 
the  Corps  up  to  a  high  state  of  efficiency  and  is  to  be  congrat- 
ulated on  his  success. 

Next  year  Mr.  McFarlane,  who  is  a  lieutenant  in  the  71st 
Bat.,  will  act  as  instructor  of  the  Cadet  Corps.  The  school  is 
fortunate  in  having  two  men  on  its  staff  so  well  qualified  to 
take  charge  of  this  important  movement. 

For  the  second  year  a  school  garden  has  been  maintained  in 
connection  with  the  Normal  School.  The  work  of  preparation 
and  seeding  was  performed  by  the  students  themselves  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Hamilton.  Nothing  pretentious  has  been 
attempted,  and  what  has  been  done  serves  very  well  to  show 
the  students  what  might  be  done  in  the  way  of  a  school  gar- 
den as  an  adjunct  to  a  small  country  school.  Dr.  Hamilton  is 
♦  an  enthusiast  in  the  work  and  has  made  the  work  pleasant  and 
interesting"  for  the  students.  Under  his  supervision  consider- 
able improvement  has  been  made  in  the  grounds  of  the  school, 
the  fruits  of  which  will  appear  next  year  much  more  than 
this. 

The  Governor  General's  medals,  which  are  given  for  the  best 
standing  in  purely  professional  work,  were  won  by  Miss  Louise 
Karris,  of  Queens  County,  and  by  Miss  Lillian  Flett,  of  Miller- 
ton.  Northumberland  Co. 

Miss  Farris  won  the  silver  medal  which  is  awarded  for  the 
highest  standing  among  students  taking  the  course  for  Class 
I.  and  Miss  Flett  the  bronze  medal  for  the  work  for  a  License 
of  the  Second  Class. 

The  prizes  in  money  presented  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  given  for  the  best  general  standing  and  consisting  of 
$30  and  820  in  gold  were  won  by  Miss  Frances  Smith,  of  El- 
gin, Albert  County,  and  Miss  Olive  S.  Wright,  of  Shannonvale, 
Restigouche  Co.   These  prizes  were    presented   at    the  closing 
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exercises  which  were  held  on  Friday,  the  9th  June.  The  exer- 
cises were  largely  attended  by  many  of  the  parents  of  the  stu- 
dents as  well  as  the  Chief  Supt.  of  Education  and  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  University  representing  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  many  leading  citizens  of  Fredericton. 

A  pleasing  incident  was  the  entertainment  given  by  thr 
students  themselves  on  the  evening  of  the  closing  day.  It  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  the  students  to  meet  one  another  so- 
cially for  the  last  time .  and  to  show  their  loyalty  to  the  school 
which  has  done  much  for  them  by  way  of  preparation  for  \ 
teacher's  work. 

In  September,  1911,  the  Normal  School  opened  with  an  en- 
rolment of  329,  the  largest  number  of-  students  that  has  ever 
assembled  within  the  building. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  again  point  out  the  ne- 
cessities as  to  increased  accommodation.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  the  teachers  of  the  school  are  patiently  yet  confidently 
waiting  for  the  time  when  the  Board  of  Education  will  be  able 
to  provide  adequate  accommodation  for  the  several  departments 
of  our  Normal  School.

York,  the  Parish  of  Stanley.

vSIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  mv  annual  report  on  the 
condition  of  Public  Schools  in  Inspectorial  District,  No.  1,  for 
year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1911. 

The  one  discouraging  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  con- 
siderable and  steady  migration  of  so  many  of  our  best  teach- 
ers and  the  consequent  scarcity  of  capable  and  experienced 
teachers  for  our  more  difficult  schools.  The  only  remedy  for 
this  is  higher  local  salaries,  and  some  districts  awakened  to 
this  fact  and  have  very  materially  increased  their  District 
Assessment. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  high  time  to  make  the  long-talk  ed-of 
increase  in  the  County  Fund  from  thirty  to  fifty  cents  a  head. 
This,  with  what  the  districts  are  ready  to  do  will  enable  our 
Trustees  to  largely  increase  the  teachers'  salaries  and  thus  re- 
tain some  of  the  best.  In  most  other  respects  the  vear  has 
been  one  of  faithful  ellort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  of 
steady  industry  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  that  means  pro- 
gress.

It  had  the  largest  attendance  on  record.  All  of  its  proceeding 
were  of  an  exceedingly  practical  character.  Inspector  Steeves 
gave  two  addresses  on  "Nature  Work"  and  they  were  highly 
appreciated  by  the  members.  Dr.  Hamilton  spoke  on  "School 
Gardens"  with1  such  effect  that  several  plots  have  since  been 
made  ready  for  gardens  next  spring.  Chancellor  Jones  gave  an 
address  on  "The  Teaching  of  the  New  Geometry"  to  the 
High  school  section  from  which  the  members  received  great 
enlightenment  on  the  methods  of  presenting  this  subject. 

The  Restigouche  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in 
Dalhousie  on  the  19th  and  20th  of  October.  Dr.  Carter,  the 
Chief  Superintendent  of  Education,  Dr.  Jones,  the  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  and  Dr.  Hay,  editor  of 
"The  Educational  Review,"  at  ended  this  meeting,  delivered 
addresses,  took  part  in  the  discussions  and  added  greatly  to 
the  value  and  interest  of  the  occasion.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that  this  is  the  first  time  in  many  years  that  any  of  the  teach- 
ers from  the  French  Parish  of  Balmoral  attended  the  Count y 
Institute.  This  year  they  not  only  attended  but  two  of  them 
read  bright,  well-written  papers  that  added  greatly  to  the 
helpfulness  of  the  Institute.  It  is  the  unanimous  wish  o^  the 
English  teachers  of  the  County  that  all  the  teachers  in  Bal- 
moral Parish  attend  next  year  when  the  Institute  is  to  be 
held  in  the  new  Grammar  School  Building  in  Campbellton. 

NEW  DISTRICTS  AND  SCHOOLS. 

Two  new  school  districts  were  erected,  one  re-organized  af- 
ter being  dormant  for  ten  years,  and  one  organized,  for  the 
first  time,  though  the  district  was  laid  off  over  thirty  years 
ago.  One  of  the  newlv  erected  districts  is  to  be  known  as 
The  Cove,  Dist.  No.  9%,  Dalhousie.  The  ratepayers  held  their 
meeting,  assessed  themselves  and  built  their  school  house  and 
the  intention  is  to  open  the  school  January,  1912.  The  other 
is  McGivney  District,  No.  8%,  Stanley ,  the  ratepayers  of 
which  elected  their  trustees  and  voted  an  assessment  to  main- 
tain the  school  first  term  of  1912.  They  intend  to  rent  a 
building  for  a  school  house.  Lily  Lake,  No.  11,  Dalhousie, 
organized  at  last  and  built  a  new  school  house  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  trustees  to  open  the  school  next  term.  The 
Koad,  No.  14,  Alnwick,  reorganized  and  the  trustees  are  look- 
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ing  for  a  teacher  to  open  school  at  the  beginning  of  next  term. 
The  school  at  Shives  Athol  became  too  large  for  ^ne  depart- 
ment, so  the  trustees  built  on  another  room  and  organized 
their  school  into  two  departments  at  the  beginning  of  this 
term.  The  number  of  schools  in  this  Inspectorate  will  thus  be 
increased  by  five  next  year. 

NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

Holtville,  No.  5,  Ludlow,  Lily  Lake,  No.  11,  Dalhousie, 
The  Cove,  No.  9}2',  Dalhousie,  and  Shives  Athol,  No.  1%,  Add- 
ington,  built  new  school  houses  during  the  year  as  will  be  no- 
ticed in  my  review  by  Parishes.  Campbellton  built  a  new 
Grammar  School  Building  which  deserves  a  more  extended  no- 
tice and  a  cut  of  it  will  accompany  this. 

I  shall  now  give  a  brief  review  of  the  schools  by  Parishes. 
This  review  will  be  little  more  than  a  transcription  of  notes 
made  during  my  visits.  It  will  be  very  monotonous  reading, 
but  will  give  a  correct  view  of  the  schools  as  they  appear  to 
me. 

NORTHUMBERLAND  COUNTY. 

Ludlow. — Holtville,  No.  5,  has  one  of  the  best  built  school- 
houses  in  my  Inspectorate.  It  has  a  concrete  foundation,  .oil- 
ed hardwood  floor  and  ceiled  throughout  with  filled  and  varn- 
ished wood.  Ludlow  North  No.  4,  has  a  very  small  school 
and  heretofore  the  trustees  have  not  seen  fit  to  operate  it  dur- 
ing the  winter  months.  This  year,  I  understand,  this  is  to  be 
changed  and  the  school  kept  open  for  the  whole  winter.  Lud- 
low South,  No.  2,  is  always  in  good  condition,  is  kept  open 
the  year  round  and  does  excellent  work.  One  pupil  passed 
second  class  entrance  this  year.  Boiestown,  No-.  3,  has  not 
made  as  satisfactory  progress  this  year  as  usual,  principally 
because  of  the  poor  classification  of  the  pupils.  McNamee,  No. 
r2,  made  excellent  progress  the  last  term  with  Miss  Gdorinah 
M.  Lebans  as  teacher.  Carroll's  Crossing,  No.  1,  did  much 
good  work  under  Miss  Louise  L.  Fowler. 

Blissfield. — Doaktown,  No.  4,  has  repaired  the  old  school 
house  and  made  it  as  comfortable  as  possible.  The  teachers 
have  worked  faithfully,  but  both  have  too  many  grades  to  get 
the  best,  or  even  satisfactory  results.    Storeytown,  No.  5,  has 
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enclosed  the  grounds  with  a  new  wire  fence.  The  teacher  has 
worked  faithfully  and  still  the  school  has  not  progressed  satis- 
factorily. The  pupils  have  no  power  of  attention  and  seem  en- 
tirely unable  to  think.  New  Salem  No.  2,  has  a  good  working 
school,  the  pupils  are  under  good  control  and  the  work  is 
made  interesting.  The  regular  teacher  was  absent  at  the  time 
of  my  last  visit  to  the  school  at  Upper  New  Salem,  No.  2%, 
and  the  school  was  not  in  satisfactory  condition.  Bamford 
Dist.,  No.  3,  operates  a  good  school  and  it  was  never  in  better 
shape  than  at  my  last  visit.  Archibald,  No.  3/£,  has  a  neat 
little  school  house,  fairly  equipped  and  the  pupils  seem  inter- 
ested in  their  work. 

Blackville. — Lockstead,  No.  12,  has  a  valuation  of  only 
about  $4,000  and  13  polls,  yet  keeps  its  school  open  from  year 
to  year  arid  for  the  past  three  years  has  employed  a  second 
class  teacher.  During  the  year  the  school  house  has  been  un- 
derpinned and  a  set  of  new  Empire  desks  provided.  The  enrol- 
ment for  the  last  term  was  only  ten.  The  school  in  Pineville, 
No.  3,  improved  greatly  this  term  with  Miss  Alma  E.  Weldon 
for  teacher.  Grainfield,  No.  Sl/2)  has  a  small  enrolment,  but  us- 
ually the  attendance  is  regular  and  the  work  of  the  grades  care- 
fully done.  The  last  term  the  attendance  was  not  so  regular 
nor  the  interest  so  well  sustained.  North  Renous,  No.  2,  has 
the  unenviable  distinction  of  having  the  most  delapidated  and 
evil-smelling  outhouses  in  the  County,  notwithstanding  the 
protests  of  the  teacher  and  my  own  remonstrances  against  this 
state  of  affairs.  Underhill,  No.  5,  continues  to  have  one  of  the 
most  progressive  schools  in  the  county  under  Miss  Lottie  E. 
Underhill.  One  pupil  passed  the  second  and  two  the  Third 
Class  Entrance  this  year.  Renous  Bridge,  No.  1,  has  no  play 
ground  except  the  public  highway  but  the  attendance  is  large 
and  the  pupils  work  well.  White  Rapids,  No.  1%  (and  Nelson) 
has  a  weak  district,  but  the  trustees  are  anxious  to  have  a 
good  school.  Some  of  the  parents  are  not  so  anxious,  judg- 
ing by  the  irregular  attendance  of  their  children.  Very  slow 
progress  is  made  in  Kcenan  Dist.,  No-.  8.  The  children  will  not 
attend  regularly,  and  few  try  to  learn  when  they  do  attend. 
The  school  in  No.  9  is  steadily,  if  slowly,  improving.  Mr. 
John  J.  McKinnon  has  been  in  charge  of  it  for  the  past  four 
years.     Many  of  the  parents  in  Morehouse    are  so  densely  ig- 
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norant  that  they  cannot  understand  the  value  of  an  education 
to  their  children,  but  the  trustees  do  their  best  and  have  em- 
ployed a  teacher  of  the  first  class  this  year.  Upper  Blackville, 
No.  11%,  needs  a  new  school  house  on  a  better  site.  Blackville 
Village  Dist.,  No.  6,  has  the  Superior  school.  It  is  a  graded 
school  of  three  departments.  The  Superior  school  has  Grades 
VI.  to  X.  inclusive.  There  should  be  three  grades  in  the  Prim- 
ary Department  with  nothing  below  Grade  VII.  in  the  High 
school,  but  the  large  numbers  in  the  Primary  Grades  and  the 
comparatively  small  numbers  in  the  advanced  grades  make 
this  difficult,  and  to  the  non-professional  mind,  impossible.  In 
Grey  Rapids,  Dist.  No.  4,  many  of  the  pupils  are  two  miles 
from  the  school  and  the  parents  have  asked  to  have  the  Dis- 
trict divided,  but  it  is  too  small  for  two  schools  and  the  only 
remedy  I  can  suggest  is  to  cut  off  a  portion  from  the  west 
end  to  add  to  No.  6  and  move  the  school  house  down  to  the 
new  centre. 

Derby. — Millerton,  Dist.  No.  1,  has  the  Superior  school  of 
two  departments.  Miss  Grace  0.  Russell  has  been  the  Princi- 
pal. Some  of  the  people  have  an  old  fashioned  prejudice 
against  a  lady  principal,  and  have  sent  their  children  to  other 
seliools.  The  pupils  are  not  students,  but  they  conducted  them- 
selves quite  orderly  during  the  half  day  of  my  visit.  Five 
grades  in  each  department  of  a  graded  school  makes  exceeding- 
ly difficult  work  for  two  teachers.  The  school  in  Elm  Tree 
Dist.,  No.  2,  was  interrupted  by  scarlet  fever  but  Miss  Mary 
S.  Warren,  the  teacher,  is  a  worker  of  no  mean  ability  and 
makes  the  school  studies  interesting  to  her  pupils.  The  school 
house  was  underpinned  and  a  new  floor  laid.  The  teacher  has  a 
plot  for  a  school  garden  ploughed  ready  for  work  in  the  spring. 
In  Bryenton  District,  No.  4,  there  is  a  full  set  of  single  desks. 
A  first  class  teacher,  Miss  L-aura  M.  Bryenton,  has  been  em- 
ployed for  the  past  four  years  and  the  school  shows  improve- 
ment from  term  to  term.  The  school  house  and  outbuildings 
need  to  be  painted.  The  school  house  in  Indiantown  District, 
No.  3,  needs  painting.  The  school  continues  to  do  satisfactory 
work. 

Nelson. — Nelson  Village,  Dist.  No.  1,  has  a  graded  school  of 
three  departments.  The  Primary  and  Intermediate  are  well 
managed  and  the  pupils  made  to     plug    industriously  at  their 
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books  without  much  attempt  to  link  the  school  work  to  their 
dailyvlife  and  surroundings.  Something  more  is  attempted  in 
the  advanced  but  the  pupils  are  not  students  by  nature  and 
home  training,  and  the  teacher  is  so  frequently  changed 
that  much  valuable  time  is  lost  in  obtaining  discipline.  In 
Vye  Settlement,  No.  2,  the  pupils  are  not  anxious  to  learn  but 
the  trustees  engage  none  but  the  beA  teachers  and  the  results 
are  good.  Mouth  of  Barnaby,  No.  7,  has  had  a  well  attended 
and  progressive  school  for  the  past  three  years  with  Miss 
Bertie  S.  Clarke  as  teacher.  Quite  a  number  of  her  pupils  have 
attended  Normal  School  and  passed  their  entrance  and  final 
examinations  with  apparent  ease.  Semiwagan  Ridge,  Dist.  Kb. 
4,  has  roused  itself  from  the  state  of  semi-torpidity  in  which 
it  has  been  for  many  years,  and  has  built  and  equipped  a 
modern  school  house.  The  building  is  well  finished  and  paint- 
ed and  has  blackboards  all  round  the  class  room.  The  lot  is 
large  enough  for  a  school  garden  and  has  a  wire  fence  across 
its  front.  They  now  need  an  up-to-date,  progressive  teacher. 
Barnaby,  No.  6%,  is  a  small  school  which  is  not  well  attended. 
Barnaby  River,  No.  5,  is  a  poor  district  that  has  its  school 
house  very  fairly  equipped  and  its  school  going  regularly. 
Chelmsford,  No.  8,  has  a  large  school  and  has  employed  a 
first  class  teacher  this  year  with  gratifying  improvement.  Iu- 
diantown,  No.  9,  closes  its  school  two  months  every  year  and 
the  pupils  have  a  chance  to  forget  much  of  what  they  learn  the 
rest  of  the  year.  Nowlandville,  No.  3,  has  kept  the  same 
teacher,  Miss  Nellie  Desmond,  for  the  past  three  years  and  a 
half.   She  has  done  faithful  work  and  the  trustees  appreciate  it. 

Glenelg. — Black  River,  No.  1,  has  a  very  small  school.  The 
school  house  is  kept  tidy  and  clean  inside,  but  it  sadly  needs 
paint  outside.  Richibucto  Road,  No.  2,  improved  this  term. 
In  Weldfield,  No.  3,  the  pupils  seem  slow  to  learn  to  reason, 
but  they  memorize  well.  Victoria,  No.  11,  painted  woodwork 
inside  and  trimmings  outside  during  vacation.  The  pupils  con- 
tinue to  attend  regularly,  so  their  progress  is  satisfactory. 
Point  au  Carr,  No.  6,  has  a  neat  building  and  a  good  work- 
ing little  school.  Black  River  Bridge,  No.  7,  supplied  new 
blackboards.  Redmondville,  No.  9,  provided  new  teacher's 
desk  and  painted  the  school  house  inside,  both  walls  and  ceil- 
ing.   Powers,  No.  10,  is  a  small  weak    district,    where  the 
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people  have  lately  learned  to  value  education  for  their  child- 
ren, and  are  making  a  strong  effort  to  keep  their  school  in  op- 
eration. Graham's  Mills,  No.  8%,  has  not  operated  a  school 
for  thirty  years.  Fo-ur  families  live  in  the  district  with  ten 
children  of  school  age.  Mr.  Donald  Fraser  sends  four  of  his  to 
the  Fitzpatrick  school,  four  miles  away,  during  fine  weather  in 
summer.  The  others  make  no  effort  to  school  their  children. 
Miss  Lou  Henderson  has  done  good  work  in  Lower  Napan,  No. 
4,  for  the  past  three  terms,  hindered  as  she  has  been  by  the 
carelessness  of  the  trustees  and  the  apathy  of  the  parents. 

Hardwicke. — Escuminac,  No.  1.  keeps  its  school  going  with 
commendable  regularity.  Hardwoods,  No.  2,  has  a  school  dif- 
ficulty. There  are  pupils  enough  for  two  schools,  but  not  ter- 
ritory enough  for  two  districts.  I  have  recommended  a  graded 
school  of  two  departments.  The  Acadian  majority  seem  willing 
to  adopt  my  suggestion.  The  English  minority  are  not  will- 
ing. The  matter  rests  there  at  present  with  no  school  for 
either  party.  Eel  River,  No.  3,  has  an  enrolment  of  58  and 
many  of  them  come  to  school  without  the  necessary  text 
books.  The  school  room  is  too  small  for  the  number  attending 
and  the  desks  too  few.  On  the  day  of  my  last  visit  there 
were  53  present  with  desks  for  only  32.  The  pupils  are  nearly 
all  of  French  extraction,  but  most  of  them  can  speak  English. 
A  few  of  those  who  cannot,  do  not  wish  to  learn  English  at 
all.  None  advance  beyond  Grade  IV.  and  few  master  all  the 
subjects  required  for  Grade  IV.  Hardwicke,  No.  4,  has  an  en- 
rolment of  27  and  the  school  is  satisfactorily  conducted.  Miss 
Katie  C.  Mills  is  the  teacher.  Fitzpatrick,  No.  (),  has  an  ex- 
cellent school.  Some  of  the  pupils  live  over  four  miles  away. 
Miss  Annie  M.  Carroll  has  been  the  teacher  for  the  past  five 
years.  Bay  du  Vin,  No.  5,  ought  to  have  the  best  school  in 
the  Parish,  but  the  parents  take  little  interest.  The  school 
house  needs  painting  inside  and  outside. 

Alnwick. — Lower  Neguac,  No.  5,  is  a  hard  school  for  a 
teacher  to'  make  a  creditable  record  in,  with  its  two  languages 
in  almost  every  subject,  necessitating  two  classes  in  each  of 
the  five  grades.  Miss  Laura  H.  Young  kept  this  impossible 
school  in  good  condition  for  two  years  and  she  is  the  onlv 
teacher  that  has  been  able  to  do  this  in  the  past  ten  years. 
The  trustees  put  a  concrete  foundation    under    the  school  this 
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term.  Fair  Isle,  No.  12,  has  an  exceedingly  poor  school;  in  fact 
it  is  only  an  apology  for  a  school.  The  children  do  not  at- 
tend and  they  learn  nothing  well.  The  Portage,  No.  11, 
is  making  progress  from  term  to  term.  McRobbie  Road, 
No.  8,  is  improving  from  term  to  term  in  attendance, 
tone  and  efficiency.  Stymiest,  No.  16,  had  no  school 
first  term  and  the  pupils  lost  ground.  They  are  good 
workers.  The  school  house  is  new  and  neatly  kept,  The  people 
are  few  and  the  valuation  small.  Tabusintac  North  built  a  fine 
school  house  last  year.  It  is  fairly  well  finished  and  furnished 
but  needs  to  be  painted  outside.  The  school  in  Tabusintac 
South,  No.  7,  is  making  excellent  progress  under  Miss  Jessie 
E.  Morrison.  She  has  52  on  the  roll  with  an  average  of  45 
and  the  school  house  is  crowded  to  its  full  capacity.  The  Cove, 
No.  9,  has  had  a  good  school  for  the  past  five  or  six  years. 
Nearly  all  the  pupils  are  of  French  origin  but  they  do  all  their 
work  in  English  except  a  few  reading  lessons  a  week  in 
French;  hence  their  progress.  Riviere  des  Caches,  No.  4,  has  a 
neat  new  school  house.  The  pupils  are  all  French,  and  they 
find  it  hard  to  master  the  English  Text-Books  in  Geography, 
Arithmetic,  History,  etc.  St.  August  in,  No.  15,  is  another  en- 
tirely French  District  where  the  only  English  heard  is  what  is 
used  in  the  school.  New  Jersey,  No.  2,  is  an  entirely  English 
District,  where  the  energetic  teacher,  Miss  Viola  J.  Forrest,  has 
kept  the  pupils  profitably  employed  by  making  their  work  in- 
teresting to  them.  Burnt  Church,  No.  3,  has  now  a  small 
school  of  industrious  pupils.  Oak  Point,  No.  V/2,  has  a  new 
school  house  not  quite  finished  and  only  seven  children  of 
school  age  and  keeps  school  but  part  time.  Neguac,  No.  13, 
has  an  excellent  school  taught  for  the  past  two  years  by  Miss 
M.  Iyida  Martin.  The  District  is  entirely  French  and  the  pupils 
know  little  spoken  English.  They  read  and  understand  it  fair- 
ly well,  and  Miss  Martin  gives  them  practice  in  speaking  it 
every  day.  The  Road,  No.  14,  has  re-organized  after  seven 
years,  levied  an  assessment,  repaired  the  old  school  house,  and 
will  open  school  next  term,  if  a  teacher  can  be  secured.  Bar- 
tibog  Bridge,  No.  1,  made  a  good  showing  at  my  last  visit. 

Chatham.— Chatham,  No.  1,  contains  the  County  Grammar 
school  and  twenty  other  departments  particulars  of  which  will 
be  given  elsewhere.     Middle  Island,  No.  2,  has  a  neat  looking 
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and  well  cared  for  school  property  and  much  good  work  is 
done  in  the  school.  Poor  attendance  is  the  greatest  weakness. 
Chatham  Head,  No.  4,  did  well  first  term,  but  fell  off  in  dis- 
cipline and  efficiency  second  term.  Miss  Lizzie  Stothart  has 
done  good  work  in  Douglasfield,  No.  6,  for  the  past  three 
terms.  The  trustees  enclosed  the  lot  with  a  neat  wire  fence 
this  year.  They  have  a  flagpole  and  flag  but  no  halyards 
yet,  consequently,  the  teacher  cannot  fly  the  flag  as  directed. 
Miss  Georgina  Iv.  Dickson,  a  teacher  of  the  first  class,  with  a 
Macdonald  College  certificate,  has  conducted  the  school  in  Cen- 
tre Napan,  No.  1%,  this  year,  very  efficiently.  She  has  the 
school  garden  ploughed  and  the  dressing  spread  ready  for  next 
spring.  In  Upper  Napan,  No.  6%,  Miss  H.  Ethel  Mackenzie  is 
making  her  efforts  tell  on  the  community  as  well  as  on  the 
school.  Her  trustees  have  painted  the  school  house  inside  and 
provided  new  blackboards  and  window  curtains.  Loggieville, 
No.  3,  is  a  graded  school  of  four  departments. 

Newcastle. — Miss  Christina  C.  Breen  has  taught  five  terms 
in  Lower  Newcastle,  No.  1,  very  acceptably.  This  year  the 
trustees  painted  the  school  house  and  shed  and  sheathed  the 
school  room  throughout.  The  trustees  of  Millbank,  No.  5, 
painted  their  school  house  outside  and  inside  and  put  up  a  new 
wire  fence.  They  also  cleared  a  plot  for  a  school  garden. 
Ferry ville,  No.  8,  has  a  progressive  school  with  Miss  S.  Clare 
Walls  as  teacher.  Big  Bartibog,  No.  3,  has  an  enrolment  of 
only  5  and  they  are  too  far  away  from  any  other  school  to 
convey  their  pupils.  It  is  highly  creditable  to  the  people  to 
keep  their  school  open  most  of  the  year  for  so  few.  Little  Bar- 
tibog, No.  2^,  has  a  well  constructed,  neatly  kept  and  well 
conducted  little  school.  Miss  Mary  Russell  has  taught  it  for 
the  past  eleven  years.  Douglastown  Superior  school  with  four 
departments  is  in  Dist.  No.  6,  and  Newcastle  Superior  with 
twelve  departments,  is  in  No.  7  of  this  Parish. 

North  Esk. — With  the  exception  of  one  family  no  one  lives 
within  a  mile  of  the  school  in  Trout  Brook,  Dist.  No.  2,  and 
some  of  the  pupils  walk  three  miles,  yet  the  school  has  been  a 
good  one  for  the  past  year  under  Miss  Gertrude  B.  Holland. 
In  Wayerton,  No.  3,  the  pupils  memorize  well,  but  have  not 
yet  learned  to  think.  Sevogle,  No.  4,  has  a  good  teacher, 
Miss  Priscilla  M.  Graham,  and  most    of  the  subjects  are  well 
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taught.  Wild  Cat  Brook,  No.  5,  is  beginning  to  place  more 
value  on  its  school  and  to  keep  it  open  more  constantly.  John- 
son's Bridge,  No.  6,  has  a  fine  large  well  built  school  house, 
flagpole  and  flag  and  a  good  sized  school  lot  still  in  the  rough. 
In  Allison  Settlement,  No.  10,  the  school  is  usually  poorly 
attended.  This  year  that  fault  was  accentuated  by  several 
cases  of  diphtheria,  one  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  pupils 
who  have  attended  regularly  have  made  good  progress.  This 
is  one  of  the  few  districts  in  which  the  parents  are  too  ignor- 
ant to  know  the  value  of  nature  work.  Whitney ville,  No.  11, 
has  a  large  school,  the  attendance  for  the  year  was  satisfac- 
tory and  gratifying  progress  was  made.  Strathadam,  No.  12, 
has  usually  some  advanced  pupils  preparing  for  Normal  school 
and  most  teachers  devote  too  much  time  to  these  at  the  expense 
of  the  primary  classes. 

South  Esk. — Halcomb,  No.  8,  is  improving  in  attendance. 
The  Trustees  provided  one  dozen  Empire  desks.  Blackmore, 
No.  7%,  has  a  very  large  school  and  a  good  school  house  and 
twenty  Imperial  desks  were  supplied  this  year.  Miss  Sadie  E. 
Urquhart  has  done  good  work  here  for  the  past  two  years. 
Red  Bank,  No.  9,  lost  an  excellent  teacher  in  Miss  Iyena  M. 
Shannon,  at  the  end  of  the  first  term,  after  a  service  of  nearly 
ten  years.  No  regular  janitor  is  employed  and  so  the  school 
house  is  not  well  kept.  Teacher  and  pupils  do  their  best,  but 
no  "Dustbane,"  or  even  sawdust  is  supplied  to  lay  the  dust  in 
sweeping.  In  Cassilis,  No.  13,  Miss  Ethel  M.  Hurley  has  been 
the  popular  teacher  for  the  past  five  terms.  The  pupils  in  Wil- 
liamstown,  No.  15,  come  long  distances,  but  they  work  well 
and  have  made  satisfactory  progress  the  last  two  years  under 
Miss  Lily  1/.  Bell,  though  the  school  is  closed  three  months  of 
every  year.  South  Esk,  No.  14,  has  bright  pupils,  and  they 
have  made  excellent  progress  the  last  few  years. 

YORK  COUNTY. 

Stanley.— Towards  the  last  of  the  year  a  new  District  was 
erected  at  McGivney  Junction,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
M-  Oivney  Dist.,  No.  8%,  Stanley.  A  meeting  for  organization 
was  held  in  December  and  a  school  will  be  opened  at  the  begin- 
ning of  next  year.  Avery's  Portage,  No.  9,  kept  school  open 
the  second  term  with  only  f«ve  pupils.     Williamsburg,    No.  6,

has  a  satisfactory  school  and  the  trustees  provided  a  new  flag- 
pole and  teacher's  desk  and  painted  the  school  house  outside. 
Upper  Williamsburg,  No.  6%,  painted  the  roof  of  the  school 
house  and  partly  painted  the  sides  and  the  school  was  being 
well  taught  at  my  last  visit.  Giant's  Glen,  No.  4,  is  a  weak 
district.  The  school  is  kept  open  only  part  time  and  the  pupils 
make  very  slow  progress.  Maple  Green,  No.  7,  is  a  hard 
school  to  manage.  Green  Hill,  No.  5%,  has  a  large  school  and 
usually  sends  a  number  of  successful  pupils  to  the  entrance  ex- 
aminations. Cross  Creek,  No.  5,  has  a  large  school  and  a 
difficult  one  for  an  inexperienced  teacher  to  manage.  Stanley 
Village,  No.  3,  has  the  Superior  school  of  two  departments 
and  Mr.  R.  G.  Mowatt  has  conducted  it  very  satisfactorily  for 
this  year.  Ward  Settlement,  No.  15,  has  had  a  good  school 
during  the  year.  Miss  Bdith  H.  Parker,  conducted  the  Hayes- 
ville  school  very  successfully  during  the  year. 

RESTIGOUCHE  COUNTY. 

Addington.— Campbellton  No.  1,  contains  the  County 
Grammar  School  of  ten  departments — that  is,  it  had  ten  de- 
partments before  the  fire.  Since  the  fire  the  pupils  have  been 
accommodated  in  temporary  quarters  for  five  departments.  The 
new  Hfigh  school  building  is  about  completed,  and  the  trustees 
expect  to  have  the  school  re-organized  by  January  8th,  1912. 
Shives  Athol,  No.  1%,  enlarged  their  building  and  organized 
the  school  into  two  departments.  There  are  over  one  hundred 
pupils  and  they  embrace  Grades  I.  to  VII.  inclusive.  Tide 
Head,  No.  2,  is  well  taught  by  Miss  Myrtle  I.  Cook,  but  the 
trustees,  or  the  Secretary,  is  too  parsimonious  to  buy  a 
Register  cover.  Glencoe,  No.  2%,  had  no  school  this  term. 
Glen  L,evit,  No.  5,  has  not  a  large  valuation,  but  keeps  its 
school  constantly  in  operation  and  keeps  adding  to  its  equip- 
ment from  time  to  time.  The  school  is  well  furnished  and  the 
school  is  exceptionally  well  conducted.  Miss  Mary  A.  Firth 
has  been  the  teacher  for  the  past  three  years  and  a  half.  Flat 
Lands,  No.  4.  has  the  best  country  school  house  in  the  county 
and  the  best  school  furniture.  The  District  is  quite  a  wealthy 
one  and  can  easily  afford  the  best  for  its  children. 

Eldon. — Rafting  Ground,  No.  1,  has  a  small  number  of 
pupils,  but  employed  a  male  teacher  this  term.  Dawsonville, 
No.  2,  has  a  good  school  house  and    good    furniture,  but  the 
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school  is  not  so  well  attended  as  formerly.  The  trustees  in 
Churchville,  No.  3,  are  not  careful  about  keeping  their  school- 
house  clean.  Riverside,  No.  4,  has  a  well  appointed  comfort- 
able little  school  house  and  built  new  outhouses  and  enlarged 
the  woodshed  this  year. 

Dalhousie. — Dalhousie,  No.  1,  has  the  Superior  school  of 
four  departments  and  a  good  one  it  is.  It  has  improved  stead- 
ily ever  since  the  present  principal,  Mr.  Iv.  D.  Jones,  took 
charge  of  its  six  years  ago.  Principal  Jones  holds  a  Gram- 
mar school  license  and  his  whole  heart  is  in  his  work.  His  un- 
tiring efforts  are  well  seconded  by  a  staff  of  devoted  teachers. 
Point  La  Nim,  No.  2,  has  a  small  school  kept  continually  in 
operation  and  it  serves  well  the  needs  of  the  district.  Summer- 
side,  No.  7,  has  an  excellent  little  school  taught  the  past 
three  and  a  half  years  by  Miss  Eliza  Miller.  There  are  two 
Mic-Mae  Indian  children  in  this  school  and  they  are  not  the 
least  promising  where  all  are  good.  Kel  River  Crossing,  No. 
9,  has  a  graded  school  of  two  departments,  employing  a 
French  teacher  in  the !  Primary  and  an  Einglish  teacher  in  the 
Advanced.  Poor  results  have  been  obtained  before  the  present 
term.  My  last  visit  indicated  better  results.  Dundee,  No.  5, 
lias  a  small  school  and  this  term  employed  a  i/ocal  Licensed 
teacher,  who  for  her  first  three  weeks  had  an  average  attend- 
ance; of  two.  Shannon  Vale,  No.  6,  has  .always  had  a  satisfac- 
torily conducted  school.  The  trustees  are  attentive  to  their 
duties  and  their  secretary  is  active  and  efficient.  The  build- 
ings are  kept  well  painted,  the  fences  in  repair.  They  have  an 
oiled  hardwood  floor,  which  is  a  great  aid  in  keeping  the 
room  in  a  sanitary  condition.  The  Cove,  No.  9%,  was  erected 
and  organized  during  the  year  and  a.  school  house  built.  A 
teacher  will  be  employed  at  the  beginning  of  next  year.  Rieh- 
ardsyille,,  No.  14,  has  a  very  attractive  school  room,  (lowers 
and  pictures  everywhere  and  pupils  under  excellent  discipline] 
Miss  >Susie  B.  Macpherson  is  the  teacher. 

Colborne. — Upper  Charlo,  No.  1,  has  one  of  the  most  effi- 
cient secretaries  in  the  whole  of  my  Inspectorate,  The  school 
population  is  increasing  and  the  school  house  will  soon  have 
to  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  two  departments.  At  present 
there  is  a  class  room  and  an  assistant  in  theory,  but  the  as- 
sistant has  substantially  an  independent    department,     as  the 
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younger  pupils  speak  no  English  and  the  teacher  speaks  no 
French.  So  the  French  assistant  has  to  teach  the  Primary 
Grades.  River  Charlo,  No.  2,  has  a  good  outfit,  and  a  pro- 
gressive teacher  in  Miss  Luella  B.  Chapman.  An  assistant 
should  be  employed.  Black  Land,  No.  3,  has  an  excellent 
school,  and  an  industrious,  clever  teacher  in  Miss  Elizabeth 
Cook,  but  the  trustees  are  slow  in  providing  supplies.  Heron 
Island,  No.  4,  is  gradually  growing  weaker  as  family  after 
family  leaves  the  Island.  Still  the  school  is  operated  part 
time. 

Durham. — Quinn's  Point,  N  .  1,  built  a  large  woodshed  this 
year  and  the  school  has  been  well  taught  the  past  four  years  by 
M.  Martha  Dempsey.     Becketville,  No.  1%,  had  no  school  the 
first  term.    The  school  lot  was  enclosed  by  a  wire  fence  during 
summer.    Mitchell  Settlement,  No.  11,  keeps  the  school  open 
very  irregularly  and  the  children  get  little  real  education.  Jac- 
quet  River,  No.  2,  has  a  graded  school    of  two  departments, 
with  two  excellent  teachers  in  charge.   Miss  Katie  McNair  has 
charge  of  the  Advanced  Department  and    Miss  Lena  M.  Shan- 
non the  Primary.    Hyloplate  blackboards    were    added  to  the 
equipment.    Archibald  Settlement,    No.  4,  had  no  school  first 
term,  as  no  teacher  could  be  found.       Sunnyside,  No.  10,  has 
few  ratepavers  and  a  small  school.      One    pupil  passed  third 
class  entrance  this  year.     The  buildings    need    paint.  Doyle 
Settlement,  No.  5,  has  a  poor  school  house,  but  the  school  is 
kept  going  steadily.    Lome,  No.  9,  is  a  very  poor  district,  and 
has  a  very   inefficient  school  as  the  people  take  too  little  in- 
terest to  send  their  children  with  fair  regularity.    New  Mills, 
No.  8,  has  a  well-furnished,  neatly  kept  school  house  and  the 
school  has  been  well  taught  the    past   five    years  by  Miss  C. 
Stella  McNair,  though  some  of  the    parents     object    to  their 
children  learning  History,  Geography,  etc.,  as  they  consider  it 
a  waste  of  time.   In  Black  Point,    No.  7,  the    pupils  manifest 
little  interest  even  in  Nature* Work.   River  Louison,  No.  0,  has 
deteriorated  late  years.  The  trustees  are  not  bs  careful  to  pro- 
vide supplies  as  formerly  and  some  of  the  people  would  prefer 
a  French  teacher,  though  all  the  pupils  speak  English. 

Douglastown  is  badly  in  need  of  a  better  school  building. 
The  one  in  present  use  is  an  old  dwelling  house  modified,  but 
the  ceilings  are  low,  and  the  rooms  inconveniently  shaped.  The 
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grounds  are  spacious  and  beautifully  treed,  but  not  in  the 
middle  of  the  district.  The  people  at  Nordin  in  the  west  end 
of  the  district  are  agitating  for  a  department  there.  The 
whole  district  is  not  four  miles  long,  so  there  should  be  no  dif- 
ficulty in  locating  a  new  school  house.  The  excellence  of  the 
present  site  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  any  site  near  the 
middle  of  the  district  add  to  the  intricacies  of  the  problem. 
Some  solution  must  be  found  in  the  near  future. 

CHATHAM  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Many  of  the  boys  who  would  naturally  attend  this  school 
are  attracted  to  the  college  opened  in  the  town  last  year.  St. 
Michael's  Academy  provides  for  a  large  number  of  the  girls  of 
the  High  school  grades.  This  explains  the  smallness  of  the 
number  attending  the  Chatham  Grammar  school  the  last  two 
years.  Of  the  nature  of  the  work  done  I  can  speak  highly. 
The  teachers  are  Mr.  C.  J.  Mersereau,  M.  A.,  and  Miss  Agnes 
G.  Wilson,  B.  A.  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  De- 
partments were  opened  at  the  beginning  of  this  term.  I  have 
had  no  means  yet  of  determining  the  effect  of  these  upon  the 
character  of  the  school,  but  judging  from  the  results  in  other 
places  anticipate  the  most  salutary  results. 

The  town  has  an  excellent  staff  of  teachers  devotee^  to-  the 
profession,  sparing  no  effort  to  perfect  themselves  in  it,  and 
bringing  to  its  practice,  in  some  cases,  the  skill  acquired  by 
many  years  of  devoted  service.  Sister  O'Keefe  has  taught  in 
this  district  twenty-two  years.  Miss  Kathleen  I.  B.  MacLean 
for  eighteen  years  and  Miss  Mary  C.  Edgar  for  thirteen  years. 
Where  all  are  good  it  is  difficult  to  discriminate  but  I  men 
tion  these  three  as  more  especially  deserving  of  honour  for 
length  of  service,  since  they  possess  too  in  large  degree  those 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart  that  compel  success  in  the  teaching 
profession. 

PH  YSIC  Aly  TRAIN  I  KG . 
A  majority  of  the  teachers  in  this  Inspectorate  yhave  ob- 
tained the  certificate  in  Physical  Training  and  are  putting  their 
knowledge  to  practical  use  in  their  schools.  It  is  too  soon  to 
look  for  results  but  already  the  pupils  in  many  schools  are 
more  erect  when  they  sit  and  walk  and  have  themselves  under 
better  control.     The  ventilation  is  more  carefully  attended  to 
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so  the  pupils  must  have  better  health  and  grow  up  into  stur- 
dier men  and  women. 

Other  signs  are  not  lacking  that  our  schools  are  gradually 
evolving  a  more  practical  side.  More  interest  is  taken  in  Na- 
ture Study.  Several  school  gardens  are  to  be  opened  in  the 
spring  and  soon  I  hope  the  technical  and  the  abstract  will  have 
little  place  in  our  common  school  curriculum.

SIR  :  I  beg  leave  to, submit  the  following  report  concern- 
ing the  schools  of  Inspectorate  No.  2,  for  the  terms  ended 
June  30th  and  December  31st,  to  supplement  the  information 
already  forwarded  in  my  monthly  and  special  reports  during 
the  year. 

The  schools  have  in  many  respects  enjoyed  a  prosperous 
year.  By  this  I  do  not  mean  that  they  have  reached  an  ideal 
condition  nor  that  my  expectations  have  been  fully  realized. 
We  have  certainly  moved  forward  but  greater  things  are  yet 
expected.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  progress  made  in  such 
an  extensive  territory  during  one  year.  But  there  are  certain 
unmistakable  signs  by  which  we  are  enabled  to  measure  in 
some  degree  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  work  accomplish- 
ed. The  most  noticeable  of  these,  as  observed  in  the  course  of 
the  year,  are  a  larger  number  of  higher  class  teachers  than 
formerly,  more  improvements  made  to  school  property  than 
in  former  years,  larger  amounts  voted  by  the  districts  for  the 
support  of  schools,  school  trustees  and  the  public  generally 
taking  more  interest  in  school  matters,  new  districts  formed, 
new  schools  opened  and  new  school  houses  erected. 

Our  teachers  have  worked  faithfully  and  for  tin-  most  part 
successfully.  We  have  many  excellent  teachers  in  this  inspec- 
torate, both  male  and  female,  who  are  conscientious,  energetic 
and  faithful  workers  in  the  cause     of  education    and  who  are 
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still  trying  to  become  more  proficient.  But  while  we  have 
these,  we  have  a  few  who  do  not  seem  to  have  any  desire  to 
ameliorate  their  condition.  The  changing  from  school  to 
school  is  still  to  be  deplored.  A  teacher  doing  successful  work 
should  not  change  school.  There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to 
retain  good  teachers  and  districts  adhering  to  this,  generally 
have  the  best  schools. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  the  number  of  teachers  hold- 
ing second  and  first  class  licenses  is  on  the  increase.  A  com- 
parison with  the  year  1901  shows  that  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease of  16  Acadian  teachers  of  a  higher  class  employed  in  the 
Acadian  schools.  It  is  especially  worthy  of  remark  that  we 
have  at  present  attending  the  Normal  school  thirteen  Acadian 
students  aspiring  to  classes  First  and  Second,  and  I  hope 
that  their  example  may  stimulate  others.  I  am  greatly 
pleased  to  know  that  the  enforcement  of  the  regulation  relative 
to  the  employment  of  second  class  teachers  in  districts  having 
a  valuation  of  $15,000  or  upwards  has  been  productive  of 
some  good.  Already  quite  a  few  teachers  have  taken  steps  to 
work  up  to  a  higher  class  of  license.  When  a  second  class 
teacher  can  not  be  secured,  the  permission  to  employ  a  third 
class  is  granted  by  the  Chief  Superintendent. 

Of  the  232  teachers  engaged  during  last  term,  one  held  a 
Grammar  school  license,  six  Superior  school  licenses,  five  First 
Class  certificates,  fifty-five  second  class  and  the  rest,  165, 
third  or  local  licenses.  It  is  unfortunate  that  it  is  still  found 
necessary  to  grant  local  licenses.  During  the  last  term  I  had 
to  recommend  the  issuing  of  twentv-four  of  these,  of  which 
sixteen  were  for  Madawaska  County.  Two  class  room  assist- 
ants were  employed. 

In  a  number  of  districts  the  school  property  has  been  beau- 
tified to  some  extent.  This  is  deserving  of  mention  and  it 
may  stimulate  others  to  do  likewise.  In  the  course  of  my 
visits  I  have  often  advised  the  trustees  to  set  aside  everv  vear 
a  small  amount  to  provide  suitable  maps  and  apparatus  and 
make  additions  to  the  library.  I  hereto  append  a  list  of  the 
districts,  with  apology  for  omissions,  which  have  improved 
the  school  property  or  provided  maps,  etc. 
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St.  Peter's  Village. — Maps  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
British  Empire  and  Geographical  Definitions,  on  spring  rollers, 
Window  Blinds,  and  house  painted. 

Grant's  Brook. — Map  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Bathurst  Village. — 43  single  desks,  hyloplate  blackboards, 
maps  of  the  British  Empire,  Maritime  Provinces,  Canada  and 
of  Europe. 

Youo-hall — Map  of  Maritime  Provinces.

Bertrand — Union  Jack  and  flag  pole. 

Boishebert— Hyloplate  blackboard,  map  of  the  Dominion.

Some  districts  have  'considered  it  a  safe  investment  to  in- 
sure their  school  houses  during  the  year.  This  is  a  wise  pro- 
vision and  I  should  like  to  see  all  the  school  houses  insured  at 
an  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 

One  encouraging  indication  of  educational  progress  is  the 
steady  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  districts'  assessments 
from  year  to  year  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  salaries 
paid  to  teachers.  By  means  of  the  reports  of  the  annual 
school  meetings  received  every  year,  I  have  been  enabled  to 
find  out  that  the  increase  since  the  year  1902  in  local  assess- 
ments compared  with  this  year's 'is  53  per  cent,  in  this  Inspec- 
torate. The  salaries  of  teachers  in  ungraded  schools  have  also 
increased  since  last  year  by  10  per  cent,  in  Gloucester  County 
and  7  per  cent,  in  Madawaska. 
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NEW  DISTRICTS. 

Three  new  districts  have  been  added  to  the  number  in  this 
Inspectorate  during  the  year:  Maltais,  No.  4%,  in  the  Parishes 
of  Balmoral  and  Dalhousie,  made  by  dividing  Seven  Mile  Ridge 
from  Blair  Athol;  Combe's  Road,  No.  18,  St.  Leonard,  at  the 
rear  of  No.  9,  and  Drummoaids  Mines,  No.  19,  in  the  Parish  of 
Bathurst. 

The  nearest  point  of  Maltais  district  is  about  a  mile  and  a 
half  from  the  handiest  school.  I  personally  attended  the  first 
annual  school  meetings  of  these  districts.  In  Maltais  the 
meeting  elected  the  school  officers  of  the  district  and  made  pro- 
vision for  the  erection  of  a  school  house.  The  lumber  is  now 
in  place  and  the  work  of  construction  will  be  commenced  early 
next  spring.  As  soon  as  Combe's  Road  was  organized  the 
trustees  began  at  once  to  prepare  to  build.  They  erected  a 
handsome  school  house,  had  it  thoroughly  painted  and  expect 
to  open  the  school  next  term.  Drummond's  Mines  organized  in 
October  last.  It  was  decided  to  postpone  the  building  of  a 
school  house  until  the  spring  when  a  special  meeting  will  be 
called  for  the  purpose  of  voting  money  to  build.  In  the  mean- 
time the  school  will  be  operated  in  a  rented  room. 

NEW  SCHOOLS. 

A  new  school  has  been  opened  for  the  first  time  since  over 
twelve  years  in  Tilley  No.  9,  Drummond.  The  following  dis- 
tricts added  one  department  each,  viz.:  Bathurst  Town,  Petit 
Rocher,  St.  Leonard,  Lower  Caraquet,  Baker  Lake  and  Pelle- 
tier's  Mill.  The  number  of  schools  in  this  Inspectorate  has 
thus  been  increased  during  the  year  by  seven. 

The  total  number  of  schools  under  my  supervision  is  now 
252,  divided  as  follows: 

In  Gloucester  County,  131  schools  of  which  37  are  graded. 

In  Madawaska  County,  80  schools  of  which  20  are  graded. 

In  Victoria  County,  32  schools,  of  which  6  are  graded. 

In  Restigouche  County,  8  schools. 

In  Northumberland  County  1  school. 
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NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  new  school  houses  have  been  erected  in  the 
following  districts,  viz.:

The  buildings  in  Upper  Rose  Hill  and  Ortonville  are  extra 
good  buildings  for  country  districts. 

An  upper  story  has  been  added  to  the  school  at  St.  Leon- 
ard's Village  and  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  four 
departments.  Three  rooms  have  been  finished  and  furnished. 
The  house  is  heated  with  a  hot  air  furnace.  The  school  yard 
has  been  enlarged. 

The  house  at  Baker  Lake  has  foeen  remodelled  to  permit 
the  operation  of  two  departments.  The'  upper  department  has 
been  most  tastefully  finished,  and  supplied  with  desks,  black- 
boards and  apparatus. 

An  expenditure  of  over  $300  on  the  house  at  Grand  Isle, 
No.  4,  St.  Ann  and  St.  Basil,  has  made  a  practically  new 
building  of  it. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

Three  graded  schools  with  two  departments  each  have  been 
established  during  the  year  in  Baker  Lake,  Pelletier's  Mill  and 
Lower  Caraquet.  The  work  of  the  schools  has  in. consequence 
increased  in  efficiency. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Bathurst  remains  in  charge  of  the 
same  staff  of  teachers.  A  fourth  department  was  opened  in 
the  Convent.    All  the  departments  are  in  good  condition. 

vSt.  Leonard's  Village  has  now  three  departments.  I  am 
sure  that  the  present  arrangements  will  prove  far  more  satis- 
factory to  all  concerned. 

Nothing  has  occurred  in  the  other  graded  schools  to  re- 
quire any  comment. 
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INSTITUTES. 

The  Gloucester  County  ^eachers'  Institute  convened  at 
Grand  Anse  on  the  29th  and  30th  June  last.  The  attendance 
was  small  but  the  time  was  fully  occupied  by  interesting  les- 
sons, papers,  lectures  and  profitable  discussions.  The  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Education  and  Professor  Hagerman  were 
present  and  rendered  admirable  assistance.

The  public  meeting  was  largely  attended  and  was  address- 
ed by  the  Chief  Superintendent,  Rev.  Fathers  Travert  and  Dou- 
cet, Mr.  Hagerman,  Mr.  Harrison  and  the  Inspector. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

During  the  year  I  have  laid  special  stress  on  writing, 
drawing,  mental  arithmetic,  spelling  and  nature  study. 

Writing:  I  have  seen  some  reallv  excellent  work  in  writing. 
I  rarely  find  any  printing.  The  pupils  are  taught  writing  from 
the  beginning,  and  I  think  this  is  well,  although  I  think  a 
systematic  course  in  printing  should  be  followed  later  on.  I 
find  the  copy  books  in  all  the  schools.  Generally  speaking  the 
writing  is  gfcod,  but  in  a  few  cases  it  is  poor,  either  because 
the  children  have  no  proper  desks  or  because  it  is  treated  as  a 
subject  by  itself,  instead  of  being  taken  up  in  a  systematic 
manner.  The  improvement  in  drawing  has  been  fairly  encour- 
aging. All  the  schools  use  the  prescribed  drawing  books  but 
several  pupils  are  not  yet  provided  with  them.  I  am  glad  to 
be  able  to  report  progress  in  mental  arithmetic.  Teachers 
should  preface  each  arithmetic  lesson  with  a  dozen  or  more  oral 
examples  as  a  preliminary  to  the  longer  written  exercises. 
The  new  course  in  Nature  Study  and  Agriculture  has  been  em- 
phasized to  quite  an  extent  in  the  majority  of  country  schools. 
From  the  reports  received  from  the  teachers,  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  the  subject  has  interested  the    pupils    and    has  acquired 
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more  popularity.  Realizing  that  this  is  an  agricultural  coun- 
try and  most  of  the  children  are  destined  to  follow  this  call- 
ing as  a  life  work,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  school  should 
do  its  part  in  encouraging  an  agricultural  education  and  inspir- 
ing the  child  with  interest  and  respect  for  his  future  calling.

In  alloting  the  above  prizes  I  based  my  judgment  on  the 
following  points,  discipline,  orderliness  and  cleanliness,  the  ex- 
cellence in  the  performance  of  the  physical  exercises  and  the 
general  physique  and  health  of  the  school.  About  fifty  teach- 
ers in  this  Inspectorate  are  now  qualified  to  teach  the  subject 
and  I  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  good  work  accomplish- 
ed by  these  teachers  on  this  subject.  It  is  generally  conceded 
here  that  the  subject  has  a  worthy  place  in  a  school  curricul- 
um. When  one  considers  that  the  main  object  of  the  work  in 
physical  culture  is  to  preserve  and  improve  the  bodily  health 
of  the  pupils  by  judicious  exercises,  to  improve  not  only  the 
body  but  also  the  brain  and  the  character,  it  is  difficult  not  to 
favor  it.  Teachers  are  not  supposed  to  devote  to  the  exer- 
cises more  than  ten  minutes  a  day. 

I  regret,  to  report  that  very  few  schools  are  provided  with 
libraries.  There  should  be  a  good  library  in  every  country 
school  just  as  well  as  in  the  town  schools.  This  is  not  an  im- 
possibility, not  even  a  difficult  matter.  The  information  in 
the  school-texts  is  limited  and  should    be   supplemented  by  a 
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collection  of  choice  books  on  literature,  books  of  reference,  an 
encyclopedia,  etc.  I  have  hopes  that  before  many  years  all 
our  schools  will  possess  well  regulated  libraries. 

There  are  other  subjects  which  might  be  discussed,  but  it 
is  time  to  conclude.  Thanking  you  and  your  staff  for  the 
courteous  attention  I  have  received  in  the  past,  I  have  the

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on 
the  condition  and  progress* of  the  schools  in  this  Inspectorate 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1911: 

This  Inspectorial  Division  as  it  is  now  constituted  com- 
prises seventeen  parishes  with  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
schools  and  departments.  There  are  nine  graded  schools  with 
thirty  departments  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  ungraded 
schools.    Six  schools  employ  class-room  assistants. 

I  intended  this  year  to  refer  by  parishes  to  all  the  schools 
in  my  Inspectorial  District,  but  the  circumstances  under  which 
this  report  is  written  prevent  me  from  carrying  out  my  plan. 
However,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  should  I 
have  done  so  the  review  of  the  work  accomplished  throughout 
the  parishes,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  cases,  would  tend  to 
prove  that  satisfactory  results  are  being  obtained. 

It  is  needless  to  mention  that  perfect  results  are  nowhere 
to  be  found.  But  when  one  considers  the  success  achieved 
against  such  odds  as  apathy  ' and  indifference,  irregularity  of 
attendance,  too  frequent  changes  of  teachers,  false  principles  of 
economy  and  the  many  other  difficulties  constantly  thrown  in 
the  way  of  educational  progress,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there 
surely  exists  a  spirit  of  enterprise  and  progress  which  will  ul- 
timately triumph  along  the  lines  of  educational  advancement. 

During  the  year  just  elapsed  I  had  occasion  to  make  three 
hundred  and  fifty-two  visits  to  schools  and  districts,  viz.,  two 
hundred  and  seventeen  the  first  term  and  one  hundred  and 
forty-one  during  the  past  term. 
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In  the  majority  of  the  schools  which  I  visited  teachers 
seemed  to  be  earnest  in  their  efforts  and  were  apparently  se- 
curing at  least  fair  results.  In  a  few  cases  the  work  could  be 
classified  as  excellent,  while  in  a  small  number  results  were 
entirely  unsatisfactory.  Lack  of  knowledge  and  experience 
rather  than  lack  of  effort  was  generally  the  cause  of  defective 
work. 

In  regard  to  school  houses,  premises  and  school  room 
equipment,  I  may  state  that  there  is  still  room  for  improve- 
ment. Many  schools  are  in  need  of  better  furniture,  up-to-date 
wages  and  more  suitable  blackboard  surface.  The  list  of  im- 
provements which  I  submit  gives  evident  proof  that  there  ex- 
ists a  growing  tendency  to  furnish  schools  with  essential  neces- 
sities. The  old  and  worn-out  structure  used  as  a  school  house 
four  or  five  years  ago  has  nearly  disappeared.  A  few  build- 
ings still  remain,  however,  which  should  be  condemned  and 
made  to  disappear.  In  a  majority  of  cases  the  buildings  are 
good,  but  put  up  a  miserable  exterior  appearance  owing  to  a 
lack  of  paint.  Moreover,  in  not  a  few  cases,  the  bright  ap- 
pearance of  the  schoolhouse  is  marred  by  the  wretched  state 
of  the  ground  and  surroundings.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
a  good  number  of  premises  were  neatly  enclosed. 

Lower  Ste.  Anne  has  erected  a  line  building  to  replace  the 
one  destroyed  by  fire  last  year.  The  building  was  occupied  this 
term. 

Upper  Rexton  abandoned  its  old  and  dilapidated  structure 
and  erected  a  substantial  building. 

The  ratepayers  of  St.  Paul  are  actually  putting  up  a  new 
building  which  will  be  ready  in  the  near  future.  With  reference 
to  the  parish  of  St.  Paul,  I  may  state  that  it  deserves  much 
credit  for  the  spirit  of  enterprise  lately  shown  by  its  ratepay- 
ers. Riehardville,  a  district  of  the  parish,  has  enlarged  its 
Schoolhouse  and  the  same  changes  will  take  place  in  No.  6, 
Bonsecours,  and  No.  1,  Iyegereville. 

Cap  Lurniere,  St.  Damien,  Kent  Junction  and  Breau  Vil- 
lage have  repaired  and  enlarged  their  buildings. 

St.  Charles  has  changed  the  site  of  its  schoolhouse  and  en- 
larged the  premises.

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

Last  June  Mr.  C.  M.  McCann,  who  had  successfully  con- 
ducted the  Buctouche  Superior  school  for  a  number  of  years, 
resigned  to  take  up  work  in  the  West.  The  trustees  were  for- 
tunate in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Arthur  Mitchell.  Miss 
Florence  Bourque  still  has  charge  of  the  intermediate  depart- 
ment. Miss  Elmire  Legere  has  a  large  enrolment  in  the  prim- 
ary department. 

Mr.  \\m.  Denham,  B.  A.,  succeeded  Mr.  T.  Howe  as  princi- 
pal of  the  Richibucto  Grammar  school.  Mr.  Rufus  P.  Stceves 
takes  Mr.  Adair's  room  and  Miss  Mary  Chrystal  and  Miss 
Agnes  Ferguson  remain  in  charge  of  their  respective  depart- 
ments. 

The  staff  of  the  Rexton  Superior  school  remains  the  same. 

The  Harcourt  school  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  P.  I/.  Robinson, 
who  lias  Miss  Minnie  Buckley  as  assistant  teacher.  The  Mor- 
timore  school  was  reopened  this  term.  Miss  Kathleen  Power 
is  doing  good  work  in  this  school.  1  was  informed  that  the 
trustees  of  the  Harcourt  school  had  decided  to  paint  their 
building.     This  is  a  very  wise  move  in  the  right  direction. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  progress  in  connection  with  the  Cen- 
tral school  at  Shediac  The  attendance  has  increased.  The  pu- 
pils attend  very  regularly.  Good  work  is  being  done  in  each 
department.  II.  B.  Steeyes,  Esq.,  B.  A.,  is  in  charge  of  the 
school.  Miss  Jessie  McDongall  is  meeting  with  success  in  the 
intermediate  department.     Miss  Grace  Secord,    teacher  of  the 
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primary  grades,  is  supplying  for  Miss  Mary  Weldon,  who  has 
a  leave  of  absence. 

The  graded  school  at  St.  Anthony  is  progressing  very  fav- 
orably under  the  present  arrangement.  Ninety-four  pupils  are 
enrolled.  A  better  classification  will  be  adopted  next  term  and 
work  rendered  more  efficient.  Miss  Agnes  Hachey  is  principal 
of  the  school.  Mrs.  Urbain  Breau  teaches  in  the  primary  de- 
partment. 

Miss  Onora  Breau,  an  efficient  and  painstaking  teacher, 
has  assumed  charge  of  the  Fox  Creek  graded  school.  I  antici- 
pate good  results.  Miss  Alice  Mazer olle  has  a  good  enrol- 
ment in  her  primary  department.  The  school  is  in  need  of  ap- 
paratus. :  ,  I      ]  | 

A  better  classification  of  pupils  is  needed  in  the  Pre  d'en 
Haut  school.  I  hope  that  the  school  will  be  brought  up  to  a 
proper  standard  under  Mr.  Hypolite  Iyegere's  management. 

I  cannot  close  my  remarks  in  connection  with  these 
schools  without  referring  to  the  efficient  work  which  is  being 
accomplished  in  the  Convent  schools  at  Shediac  and  at  Buc- 
touche.  The  schools  in  question  are  among  the  best  in  this  In- 
spectorate. I  deem  it  my  duty  to  congratulate  those  in 
charge  upon  the  excellence  of  their  work.

Corner,  Moncton,  enrolment,  89;  No.  10%,  Cormierville,  Dun- 
das, has  an  enrolment  of  76.  It  would  be  in  the  interests  of 
all  concerned  to  grade  this  school.  The  schools  Nos.  1  and  13, 
Cocagne,  Dundas,  are  large  schools.  I  have  already  expressed 
the  opinion  that  these  two  districts  should  be  united  and  a 
good  graded  school  established. 

DISTRICTS. 

You  are  aware  of  the  arrangement  which  was  agreed  upon 
in  regard  to  the  Cocagne  Cove  District.  The  section  which 
requested  a  school  was  divided  and  united  to  the  three  adjoin- 
ing districts.     The  boundaries  are  yet  to  be  adjusted. 

No.  6,  Foutaine  Creek,  in  the  Parish  of  Carleton,  organized 
but  has  not  vet  built  its  schoolhouse. 
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There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  revive  No.  8,  Birch  Ridge, 
in  the  Parish  of  Harcourt.  The  matter  is  being  given  due  con- 
sideration. 

A  new  district  is  being-  formed  in  the  Richard  Settlement, 
Parish  of  Rogers ville. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  of  study  is  being  fairly  well  followed.  Reading 
and  Arithmetic  are  receiving  the  largest  share  of  attention. 
Progress  in  reading  is  slow,  especially  in  those  schools  where 
children  are  allowed  to  indulge  from  day  to  day  in  the  same 
monotonous  tones.  Arithmetic  in  the  English  schools  is  up  to 
the  required  average.  It  is  progressing  very  slowly  in  the  bi- 
lingual schools.  More  time  should  be  devoted  to  Mental 
Arithmetic.  The  remaining  subjects  are  all  well  taken.  Com- 
position, however,  could  be  improved  upon.  Writing  is  im- 
proving, although  it  is  very  difficult  to  adopt  a  uniform  system 
throughout  the  schools.  Spelling  is  satisfactory.  Drawing 
shows  improvement.  Much  work  is  done  in  this  subject  in 
connection  with  exercises  in  Nature  Study.  Work  in  the  latter 
study  is  not  what  it  should  be.  Some  teachers  are  meeting 
with  excellent  success.  Others  do  not  seem  to  take  the  re- 
quired interest  in  the  subject  and  in  consequence,  the  work  is  a 
drag  upon  the  sehool.  The  weather  report  is  generally  well 
kept. 

Physical  Drill  wherever  taken  up  is  giving  excellent  re- 
sults. Its  effect  on  the  general  standing  of  the  school  cannot 
be  too  greatly  praised. 

No  Manual  Training  centre  has  yet  been  established  in 
this  Inspectorial  District.  With  reference  to  the  matter  I 
may  state  that  Riehibucto'  and  Rexton  with  a  possibility  of 
Buctouehe  would  alford  excellent  opportunities  for  the  work. 
An  instructor  could  easily  carry  on  the  work  in  the  three  cen- 
tres, each  centre  paying  a  proportionate   share  of  the  salary. 

INSTITUTES. 

The  Kent  CbUlity  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  at  Buc- 
touehe on  Oct.  2f>th  and  27th.  The  various  sessions  were  very 
inl  cresting.     The  enrolment  was  the  largest    in  the  history  of 
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the  County.  A  good  programme  had  been  prepared.  The  dis- 
cussions which  followed  the  papers  and  addresses  were  excep- 
tionally good.  The  eloquent  remarks  and  timely  suggestions 
of  Dr.  Carter,  Chief  Supt.  of  Education,  without  a  doubt  sup- 
plied the  needed  inspiration  and  encouragement.  An  excellent 
meeting  was  held  in  the  evening  of  the  26th.  The  musical  selec- 
tions, both  instrumental  and  vocal,  were  of  a  high  order  and 
admirably  rendered. 

Addresses  were  given  by  the  Chief  Superintendent,  R.  A. 
Irving,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Rev.  Mr. 
Young,  Rev.  Mr.  Hebert  and  the  Inspector. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  way  in  which  the 
teaching  staff  and  citizens  of  Buctoiiche  welcomed  and  enter- 
tained the  visiting  teachers.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  in 
Inspectorate  No.  4,  for  the  year  1911. 

In  many  respects  the  work  of  the  year  has1  been  very  much 
like  that  of  former  years,  but  along  some  lines  there  has  been 
evidence  of  improvement.  More  interest  has  been  shown  in 
keeping  the  schools  open  continuously  in  many  districts  which 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  closing  them  for  a  part  of  the  year. 
I  am  sorry,  however,  to  report  that  the  scarcity  of  teachers 
and  their  unwillingness  to  go  far  from  the  railways  have 
caused  several  small  schools  to  remain  closed  even. though  the 
trustees  did  all  they  could  to  have  them  kept  open. 

More  w  ork  than  usual  has  been  done  in  improving  school 
rooms,  outbuildings  and  school  yards.  Many  houses  have  been 
made  more  comfortable  by  sheathing,  and  greatly  improved 
in  appearance  by  a  liberal  use  of  paint.  New  maps,  black- 
boards, chemical  apparatus,  minerals,  etc.,  have  been  supplied 
in  a  large  number  of  schools.  Several  schools  have  purchased 
new  furniture  din  ing  the  year.  My  recommendations  for  im- 
provements to  buildings  and  additions  to  apparatus  and 
equipmenl  have  been  more  generally  complied  with  than  during 
any  previous  year. 

Two  houses  were  burned  last  winter,    one  at  L,ower  Turtle 
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Creek,  No.  11,  Coverdale,  and  one  at  Goshen,  No.  3,  Elgin 
and  Card  well.  The  trustees  of  Goshen  with  commendable  en- 
ergy had  the  school  re-opened  in  a  hall  within  two  or  three 
days  after  the  destruction  of  their  house.  During  the  summer 
they  had  a  well  planned  and  comfortable  house  built  and  the 
school  moved  in  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term.  They 
had  a  small  insurance  on  their  house  which  helped  them  con- 
siderably. If  the  trustees  in  all  districts  could  be  induced  to 
keep  the  school  property  insured  the  burden  would  not  be  so 
great  on  the  districts  where  houses  are  burned.  The  trustees 
of  Lower  Turtle  Creek  were  somewhat  slower  but  they  now 
have  their  house  ready  for  the  opening  of  school  in  January. 
A  very  comfortable  new  school  house  was  built  in  Urney,  No. 
f>,  Waterford,  during  the  summer  and  was  occupied  during  the 
last  term. 

The  trustees  and  rate-payers  of  No.  8,  Havelock,  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  completion  of  an  excellent  building  for 
their  Superior  school  which  was  form  all  v  opened  on  the  even- 
ing of  Dec.  21st.  G.  W.  Fowler,  M.  P.,  and  H.  R.  Emmerson, 
M.  P.,  were  present  at  the  opening  and  gave  excellent  ad- 
dresses to  the  large  number  of  pupils,  rate-payers  and  others 
who  filled  the  spacious  hall.  The  building  has  been  well  plan- 
ned and  built,  with  class  rooms  facing  the  south  which  gives 
them  a  very  cheerful  appearance.  The  trustees  of  Penobsquis 
are  getting  ready  for  building  anew  house  next  summer.  With- 
in a  few  years  excellent  new  school  houses  have  been  built  at 
Port  Elgin,  Middle  Sackville,  Petitcodiac  and  Havelock  each 
with  four  class  rooms. 

The  four  departments  of  the  Hillsboro  Superior  school  are 
all  crowded  and  more  accommodation  must  be  provided  in  the 
near  future.  Hillsboro  and  vicinity  is  one  of  the  best  loca- 
tions for  the  establishment  of  a  consolidated  school  that  can 
be  found  in  the  province  and  I  trust  that  the  rate-payers  in 
the  central  and  adjoining  districts  may  be  so  convinced  of  the 
advantages  of  such  a  school  that  they  will  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  have  one  established.  i  j 

The  trustees  of  Port  Elgin  found  it  necessary  to  open  a 
fourth  department  in  their  school  about  the  middle  of  the 
summer  term.   The  school  at  Sunny   Brae   which   was  opened 
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with  two  departments  only  a  few  years  ago  has  now  three  de- 
partments, all  crowded,  and  a  fourth  department  will  have  to 
be  opened  after  next  term.  Eight  teachers  have  been  added  to 
the  Monet  on  staff,  one  to  Lewisville,  two  to  Sackville,  one  to 
Port  Elgin,  one  to  Hillsboro  and  three  to  Sunny  Brae  and 
Humphrey's  since  I  began  my  work  of  inspection  eight  years 
ago.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  at  least  one  teacher  of  ad- 
vanced work  has  been  induced  to  return  from  the  west  to  take 
up  work  in  the  province.  I  refer  to  Mr.  Seaman,  Principal  of 
the  school  at  Riverside,  who  returned  from  British  Columbia 
to-  take  up  work  here  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term. 
May  we  not  hope  that  others  will  follow  his  example. 

Many  of  my  Superior  and  o  ther  graded  schools  are  again 
in  charge  of  lady  principals  this  year.  The  Superior  schools 
having  lady  principals  are  Dorchester,  Elgin,  Petitcodiac, 
Havelock  and  Penobsquis.  Other  graded  schools  are  Forest 
Glen,  Hopewell  Hill,  Harvey,  Sunny  Brae,  Lewisville,  Humph- 
rey's, Lutes  Mountain  and  Albert  Mines.  While  these  lady 
principals  are  in  most  cases  doing  excellent  work  it  is  very 
desirable  that  the  advanced  pupils  at  least  should  come  under 
the  influence  of  male  teachers  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  salaries  offered  are  not  sufficient  to  keep  more  men  in  the 
profession  at  least  for  the  advanced  work. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

All  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  departments  of  the 
graded  schools  in  my  Inspectorate  have  been  kept  open  during 
the  year.  In  most  cases  good  teachers  have  been  secured  for 
these  schools  and  good  work  is  being  done.  In  some  of  them 
such  as  Alma,  Harvey,  Elgin,  Hopewell  Hill,  Hopewell  Cape, 
Penobsquis,  Forest  Glen  and  Bay  Verte  where  there  are  only 
two  departments  the  number  of  classes  in  the  Advanced  De- 
partment and  the  amount  of  work  required  is  two  great  for 
one  teacher.  Some  of  them  have  all  the  grades  from  live  to 
eleven  inclusive  and  are  preparing  pupils  for  the  Normal 
School  Entrance  and  University  Matriculation  Examinations. 
Under  such  conditions  some  work  must  be  neglected  and  the 
wonder  is  that  the  students  prepare  as  well  as  they  do  for  the 
departmental  examinations.  No  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  staff  of  the  Mtmcton  High  school  and    the  work  done  con-

tinues  to  be  of  the  usual  high  order  of  excellence.  The  River- 
side Consolidated  school  opened  in  August  with  an  almost  en- 
tirely new  staff.  I  have  not  visited  it  since  May  but  hear  good 
reports  of  the  work  being  done. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  usual  migration  of  teachers  from  one  district  to  an- 
other at  the  end  of  each  term  has  continued  during  the  year 
with  the  inevitable  result  of  much  wasted  energy  on  the 
part  of  teachers  in  becoming  acquainted  with  new  conditions 
and  new  pupils.  The  work  in  our  rural  schools  can  never  be 
satisfactory  until  teachers  remain  longer  in  one  school  and 
until  parents  become  sufficiently  interested  to  see  that  their 
children  attend  more  regularly  and  give  more  attention  to  the 
preparation  of  home  lessons. 

INSTRUCTION. 

Physical  Drill  is  becoming  more  general  in  the  schools  as 
the  number  of  teachers  qualified  to  give  the  necessary  instruc- 
tion increases  and  the  results  can  be  seen  in  the  erect  carriage 
of  the  pupils  when  moving  about  the  room  and  in  better  sit- 
ting positions  at  the  desks. 

The  reports  now  coming  in  regarding  the  work  done  in  the 
Nature  Study  and  Agriculture  Course  in  country  schools  shows 
an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  pupils,  teachers  and  rate- 
payers. 

The  writing  tests  which  I  have  given  in  the  lower  grades 
during  the  term  just  closed,  shows  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
many  teachers  regarding  the  relative  height  of  the  letters. 
Many  follow  the  spacing  required  in  the  vertical  or  natural 
slant  systems  as  formerly  used  instead  of  that  required  by 
the  prescribed  system.  In  oral  spelling,  guessing  and  careless- 
ness are  encouraged  by  the  almost  universal  practice  of  allow- 
ing two  or  more  trials  when  words  are  mis-spelled. 

INSTITUTES. 

The  Westmorland  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in 
the  High  school  building  at  Dorchester  on  Sept.  28th. and  29th. 
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Tihe  attendance  was  good  and  the  excellent  programme  of 
papers  and  discussions  was  closely  followed  by  all  present.  At 
the  evening  meeting  Mr.  J.  T.  Hawke,  editor  of  the  Mbncton 
Transcript,  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  on  his  visit  to  England 
and  Scotland  at  the  time  of  the  coronation  ceremonies. 

The  Albert  County  Teachers'  Institute  met  at  Hillsboro 
on  October  12th.  About  the  usual  number  of  teachers  attend- 
ed and  the  lessons,  papers  and  discussions  were  of  a  most  in- 
structive and  helpful  character.  The  presence  of  the  Chief  Sup- 
erintendent added  to  the  interest'  of  the  institute.

SIR  :  The  present  year  in  Inspectorial  District  No.  5  has 
been  marked  by  the  usual  progress.  A  steady  upward  tenden- 
cy in  educational  conditions  is  a  general  feature.  Some  school 
grounds  have  been  improved.  Many  school  buildings  have 
been  repaired,  some  have  been  freshly  painted.  Perhaps  rath- 
er more  than  the  usual  amount  of  apparatus,  maps,  black- 
boards and  other  school  supplies  has  been  provided,  especially 
in  country  districts.  Nearly  all  districts  have  maintained 
school,  if  not  continuously  during  the  year,  for  at  least  a  part 
of  it.  In  some  districts  sparsely  settled,  with  few  children  of 
school  age,  the  policy  of  having  school  but  one  term  of  each 
year  is  followed.  This  is  usuaally  the  summer  term.  In  such 
districts  the  children  are  getting  but  four  months  of  school 
each  year.  When  it  is  considered  that  eight  months'  lapse  oc- 
curs between  .times  of  school  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  little 
substantial  progress  can  be  made.  I  encourage  school  the 
winter  term  if  no  more  can  be  had  in  a  year.  Then  all  grades 
of  pupils  have  a  chance.  The  larger  pupils  attend  in  the'win- 
ter  months  and  the  smaller  ones  during  the  spring  months, 
and  I  further  point  out  to  trustees  that  it  is  better  to  run 
school  continuously  for  two  or  three  years,  even  if  it  is 
thought  necessary  then  to  have  it  remain  idle  for  a  full  year. 
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My  experience  leads  me  to  believe  that,  considered  from  all 
points,  greater  benefits  accrue  to  the  children  from  such  a 
plan. 

I  have  given  persistent  attention  to  securing  a  greater  de- 
gree of  cleanliness  in  school  rooms.  People  who  in  their 
homes  are  clean  and  tidy  are  often  willing  to  allow  their  chil- 
dren to  spend  six  hours  a  day  for  five  days  in  each  week  in  a 
school  house  not  washed ,  once  a  year  and  not  swept  more  than 
once  or  twice  a  week.  Generally  too,  such  sweeping  as  is  done 
is  with  a  dry  broom  and  sometimes  in  the  morning  before 
school  or  during  the  noon  hour.  After  years  of  observation 
and  effort  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  teacher's  responsibility 
for  such  conditions  is  great.  Too  many  are  indifferent.  They 
may  ask  for  a  better  state  of  things,  but  failing  to  have  their 
request  granted  they  lapse  into  a  condition  of  inaction.  I 
feel  sure  that  were  every  teacher  to  kindly  but  firmly  state  the 
case  to  trustees  and  insist  upon  a  school  room  cleaning  once 
a  term  and  sweeping  at  least  three  times  a  week  using  damp 
saw-dust,  which  is  easily  obtainable  in  most  districts,  the  in- 
stances where  pressure  would  be  needed  from  inspectors  and 
education  department  would  soon  be  very  few. 

The  attendance  of  ratepayers  at  annual  school  meetings  is 
in  very  many  districts  very  small.  Often  so  few  attend  that 
the  business  is  not  transacted.  Many  of  the  difficulties  arising 
in  districts  have  their  cause  just  here.  Kven  those  who  desire 
school  to  run  not  infrequently  fail  to  attend.  Often  trustees 
stay  away  on  slight  pretexts.  Careless  audits,  bad  accounts, 
slack  collection  of  rates,  indebtedness  of  district,  non-attend- 
ance of  children  at  school  and  general  run-down  conditions 
are  consequent  occurrences.  It  might  be  well  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  prohibiting  the  holding  of  general  school  meet- 
ings, except  in  special  cases  where  satisfactory  reasons  are  giv- 
en for  failure  to  attend  the  annual  meeting,  for  a  period  of  at 
least  three  months  after  the  second  Monday  in  July. 

A  new  school  house  is  in  course  of  construction  in  River- 
bank,  No.  20,  vStudholm.  At  Clover  Hill  No.  5,  Upham,  the 
last  annual  school  meeting  voted  the  money  to  erect  a  new 
house  which  will  probably  be  built  in  the  spring.  Smithtown, 
No.  5,  Hampton,  recently  voted  a  sum  of  money  toward  a 
building  in  that  district. 
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The,  number  of  school  gardens  in  Inspectorate  No.  5  is 
gradually  increasing.  In  all  districts  where  they  have  been  es- 
tablished they  are  popular.  Their  usefulness  where  they  are 
properly  conducted  is  generally  conceded.  Manual  Training 
and  Domestic  Science  are  also  being  favorably  regarded,  but 
school  gardens  and  nature  study,  appealing  as  they  do  to  the 
outside  and  industrial  life  of  the  .people  and  requiring  as  they 
do  but  a  comparatively  small  expenditure  for  equipment  and 
maintenance  possess  advantages  for  practical  education  which 
will,  until  consolidated  schools  become  more  general,  give 
them  a  great  lead  in  country  schools. 

An  interesting  and  successful  Institute  (Kings  and  part  of 
Queens  Counties)  was  held  at  Haimpton,  Sept.  28th  and  29th. 
The  several  sessions  were  well  attended.  Papers  and  lessons 
of  a  helpful  character  interspersed  with  music,  filled  up  the 
time  very  profitably.  Principal  F.  H.  Sexton,  of  the  Techni- 
cal College,  Halifax,  at  the  evening  public  meeting  delivered  a 
most  suggestive  and  practical  address  on  "Continuation 
Schools." 

In  very  many  country  districts  the  interest  of  ratepayers  in 
the  schools  is  of  a  routine  character.  Too  little  thought  is 
given  to  their  improvement  and  too  little  time  taken  in  act- 
ively showing  the  teacher  and  pupils  that  their  work  is  ob- 
served and  appreciated.  Frequently  if  there  is  an  opportun- 
ity, fault-finding  is  aimed  at  teachers  and  sometimes  at  trus- 
tees, but  words  and  acts  of  encouragement,  of  commendation, 
of  suggestion  are  seldom  if  ever  heard.  Trustees  seldom  visit 
the  schools  over  which  they  preside,  unless  something  disagree- 
able forces  them  to*  call.  Much  weakness  and  indefinitehess 
must  necessarily  be  fostered  by  such  inertness.  Ratepayers 
who  have  children  at  school,  as  well  as  trustees,  thus  miss 
tnany  a  chance  through  neglect  to  help  the  school  to  reach  a 
high  state  of  efficiency. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  above  remarks  apply  to 
many  country  schools  I  believe  it  is  still  true  that  there  is  a 
slow  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  in  which  better  work  is 
yearly  being  done  and  in  the  districts  where  more  people  take 
an  active  interest  in  the  pupils  and  teachers  and  their  daily 
work. 
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Irregularity  of  attendance  in  country  schools  militates 
greatly  against  effective  work  in  them.  It  seems  difficult  to 
obviate  some  of  this  irregularity.  Much  of  it,  however,  is 
avoidable.  Frivolous  reasons  are  given  when  inquiry  is  made 
as  to  causes.  Even  those  who  sometimes  seek  to  force  a  school 
on  a  district  are  often  found  to  be  sinners  in  this  respect,  and 
often  the  opponents  of  schools  successfully  show  from  the 
school  register  that  pupils  for  whom  schools  is  sought  have 
not  attended  half  the  time. 

Only  a  comparatively  few  schools  have  adopted  the  compul- 
sory attendance  act,  and  in  most  of  the  districts  that  have 
voted  favorably  at  the  annual  meeting,  trustees  do  not  put  it 
into  operation.    Practically  its  enforcement  is  a  dead  letter. 

The  supply  of  teachers  is  equal  to  the  demand  as  far  as 
number  is  concerned.  Successful  experienced  teachers,  how- 
ever, are  all  too  scarce,  and  consequently  important  positions 
are  sometimes  filled  &y  teachers  lacking  in  ripe  judgment.  Fre- 
quent changes  in  management  result.  At  the  same  time  trus- 
tees refuse  to  advance  salaries.  The  West  is  taking  much  of  our 
best  teaching  power  and  also  some  of  a  different  class.  Many 
of  those  who  go  away  do  not  return  and  those  who  do  return 
are  not  always  desirables. 

The  introduction  of  Physical  Drill  exercises  as  a  systematic 
regular  feature  of  school  work  is  beginning  to  have  a  marked 
influence  for  good.  In  schools  where  tfiese  exercises  are  well 
attended  to  and  where  the  teacher  is  an  example  of  their  pow- 
er, not  only  is  the  discipline  improved  but  promptitude  of  ac- 
tion, carriage  of  the  body,  attention,  morals  and  general  phy- 
sique indicate  a  favorable  influence  exerted.  One  is  forcibly  re- 
minded of  similar  exercises  so  common  in  our  schools  over 
thirty  years  ago.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  new  impulse 
now  given  by  more  exact  training  and  under  more  stringent 
regulations,  this  excellent  feature  will  always  hereafter  stand 
out  prominently  in  regular  school  exercises. 

For  the  past  three  years  Teachers'  Institutes  in  this  Inspec- 
torate have  had  as  a  special  feature  for  one  day  a  trustees' 
section.  It  has  been  found  a  matter  of  slow  growth  to  develop 
sufficient  interest  among  the  people  to  cause  them  to  attend 
such  meetings.     While  no  great  numbers  have  as  yet  attended 
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any  one  session,  such  meetings  have  been  productive  of  good 
results.  The  discussions  have  been  earnest  and  animated.  I 
believe  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  advertising  and  personal 
encouragement  continued  and  increased  success  is  assured.  In 
this  connection  I  may  say  I  have  had  under  consideration  for 
some  time  the  advisability  of,  at  the  time  I  make  my  examina- 
tions of  the  schools  of  a  Parish,  calling  together  at  one  place 
the  trustees  of  the  several  districts  in  such  Parish  that  we 
may  confer  together  for  mutual  advantage  and  compare  re- 
sults. At  trustees'  sections  of  institutes  requests  have  been 
made  that  this  plan  be  tried.  The  routine  of  ceaseless  school 
visitation  has  hitherto  hindered  me  from  making  such  a  move 
but  it  is  my  intention  if  possible  to  do  something  in  this  line 
the  coming  year.  A  concentration  of  Parish  effort  may  be  able 
to  accomplish  in  individual  districts  good  that  has  so  far  been 
unattained. 

My  observation  leads  me  to  believe  that  th  :  efforts  of 
teachers  in  an  educational  way  are  almost  enti  rely  confined 
within  the  school  room  walls.  I  fear  they  thus  1  :>se  many  an 
opportunity  not  only  to  increase  educational  a  liv'ity  about 
them  but  to  extend  their  popularity  and  infiuen*  2.  The  his- 
tory of  the  country  suggests  an  avenue  for  such  effort.  The 
commendable  work  of  the  N.  B.  Historical  Society  should  be 
heartily  seconded  by  every  teacher  in  the  land.  People  take  a 
lively  interest  in  themselves,  their  ancestors  and  the  locality  in 
which  they  live.  In  its  influence  on  the  pupils  as  well  as  on 
the  general  public  in  helping  to  create  a  healthy  and  practical 
patriotism  what  better  outside  work  could  occupy  a  teacher 
than  studying  the  history  of  the  district,  in  locating  in  it 
historical  sites,  in  collecting  records,  traditions  and  such  his- 
torical data  as  are  available?  Teachers  who  are  occupying 
part  of  their  time  out  of  school  with  this  or  kindred  educa- 
tional work  are  preserving  their  mental  freshness  and  their 
sympathy  with ,  striving  pupils.  Besides  they  are  less  likely  to 
become  routine,  hum-drum  teachers  lacking  in  enthusiasm  and 
with  no  power  to  inspire  effort.  Many  a  ratepayer  speaks  of 
the  lazy,  lounging  habits  of  some  teachers.  Every  teacher 
should  be  cultivating  a  natural,  physiographical,  historical  and 
economic  acquaintance  with  the  district  in  which  his  school  is 
situated.

SIR:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ended  Dec.  31st,  1911. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  able  to  make  my  regular  visits 
to  all  the  schools  in  my  Inspectorate,  and  found  them  with 
but  few  exceptions  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Irregularity  of 
attendance  still  continues  to  be  a  source  of  weakness,  especial- 
ly in  the  rural  schools.  While  much  of  the  blame  for  this  no 
doubt  rests  upon  the  parents,  the  teachers  are  not  always 
faultless.  I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  teachers  the  im- 
portance of  visiting  the  parents  of  their  pupils,  and  urging  up- 
on them  the  necessity  of  having  their  children  attend  school 
every  day  if  they  expect  any  satisfactory  progress  to  be  made. 

I  find,' wherever  I  find  teachers  pursuing  this  course  and 
working  faithfully,  teachers,  parents  and  pupils  are  in  full 
sympathy  with  each  other,  and  as  a  result  of  this,  the  best  re- 
sults are  obtained.  The  following  school  boards  have  added 
to  or  improved  their  school  buildings,   furniture  or  apparatus. 

ST.  JOHN  COUNTY. 

South  Bay— School  house  thoroughly  cleaned  and  painted, 
new  floor  laid,  grounds  enclosed  with  a  neat  wire  fence,  and 
school  flag  purchased. 

Milford .— Nlew  floor  laid,  blackboards  repainted. 

Little  River.— Grounds  enclosed  with  a  neat  wire  fence, 
cloak-room  provided  and  school  room  painted. 

Otter  Lake.— Woodshed  built  and  some  necessary  repairs 
made. 
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Garnett's. — Roof  shingled,  cloak  room  provided,  and  school 
room  sheathed  and  painted. 

CHARLOTTE  COUNTY. 
Mascarene. — School  house  painted  and    some  necessary  re- 
pairs made.  * 
Upper  Tower  Hill. — New  hardwood  floor  laid. 
Upper  Bayside. — New  furniture. 

Leonardsville. — New  outhouses  built,  walls  of  school  room 
painted,  and  ceiling  repaired  and  whitened. 
Lambert's  Cove. — Building  painted. 

Pennfield  Centre.— .New  floor  laid,  wood  work  of  school 
room  painted,  walls  tinted,  ceiling  repaired  and  whitened,  roof 
shingled  and  stone  steps  placed  at  the  entrance. 

Beaver  Harbor. — Building  repaired  and  painted,  cabinet  for 
minerals  and  chemical  apparatus  placed  in  the  Principal's 
room . 

Chamcook. — New  floor  laid,  and  some  necessary  repairs 
made. 

Simpson. — New  set  of  maps,  clock  and  school  flag  pur- 
chased. 

Mace's  Bay. — School  house  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
twelve  feet  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  painted  outside  and  in- 
side. 

New  set  of  school  furniture  purchased. 

I!n  Saint  John  the  new  school  building,  "King  Sdward," 
on  the  corner  of  St.  James  and  Wentworth  street,  has  been 
erected.  A  description  of  this  building  appeared  in  my  last 
report. 

It  will  be  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  with  seven 
departments,  viz.:  The  six  at  present  in  the  Leinster  street 
school  and  one  from  the  upper  story  of  the  Victoria. 

The  grounds  have  been  levelled  and  finished  in  concrete, 
and  surrounded  with  a  coping  of  the  same  material. 

The  trustees  have  also  purchased  for  school  purposes  the 
three-story  brick  building,  known  as  the  "Bell  building,"  on 
the  corner  of  Union  street  and  Hazen  Avenue. 

The  first  story  has  been  fitted  up  into  offices  for  the  secre- 
tary and  superintendent,  and  a   large  room  for  the  meetings  of 
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the  Board.  The  two  other  stories  have  been  arranged  as 
school  rooms.  They  are  at  present  occupied  by  Kerr's  Busi- 
ness College,  but  it  is  the  intention  of  the  trustees,  I  under- 
stand, on  the  expiry  of  the  lease  to  Mr.  Kerr,  to  use  them  as 
an  annex  to  the  High  School,  with  which  they  can  be  con- 
nected by  an  overhead  bridge. 

In  regard  to  the  class  of  work  in  the  schools  of  my  In- 
spectorate, I  have  to  report  that  in  many  of  the  schools,  I 
have  noticed  some  improvement  in  the  subjects  mentioned  in 
my  last  report. 

In  spelling  there  has  been  a  decided  improvement,  owing 
partly  at  least  to  the  more  general  use  of  the  Spelling  Book, 
which  in  many  of  the  rural  schools  has  been  seldom  if  ever 
used. 

Manv  of  the  teachers  are  now  giving  systematic  lessons  on 
writing,  and  as  a  result  the  writing  of  their  pupils  shows  a  de- 
cided improvement. 

Grammar  in  many  of  the  schools  is  fairly  satisfactory,  es- 
pecially in  those  where  the  teacher  uses  the  Text-book  as  a 
guide  and  help  instead  of  requiring  the  pupil  to  memorize 
everything  in  it.  Many  seem  to  forget  that  the  teaicher,  not 
the  text-book,  is  the  most  important  factor  in  teaching  any 
subject. 

Geography  is  fairly  well  taught,  but  I  should  like  to  see 
more  time  given  to  exercises  on  the  map. 

History  is  not  at  all  satisfactory,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades..  In  some  of  the  schools  I  visited  the  pupils  were  re- 
quired to  memorize  the  lesson  from  the  Text-book.  When  ask- 
ed a  question  they  would  give  an  answer  in  the  exact  words  of 
the  book,  with  little  if  any  real  knowledge  of  what  they  were 
saving. 

This  is  not  the  way  to  get  pupils  interested  in  any  sub- 
ject, and  unless  this  is  done  no  real  progress  can  be  made. 

I  have  advised  these  teachers  to  talk    willi    their  pupils 
about  the  topic  or  topics  in  the    lesson,    before     giving  it  to 
I  hem  to  prepare.    1  feel  confident  that  if  this  course  is  follow- 
ed, there  will  be  a  decided  improvement   in     this  useful  and  in 
teresting  subject. 

Physical  Drill. — The  prescribed  Physical  Drill  has  been  in- 
troduced into  all  the  city  schools  and  into  those  rural  schools 
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whose  teachers  had  obtained  the  necessary  certificate. 

It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  form  a  decided  opinion  as  to  its 
effect  on  the  physique  and  carriage  of  the  individual  pupils, 
and  the  general  discipline  of  the  school.  In  many  of  the 
schools,  however,  I  noticed  a  decided  improvement  in  the  po- 
sition of  the  pupils  at  their  desks  and  in  class,  as  well  as  the 
orderly  manner  in  which  classes  were  formed  and  dismissed. 

The  prizes  granted  by  the  vStrathcona  Trust  for  pro- 
ficiency in  Physical  Drill,  etc.,  has  created  a  greater  interest  in 
it  cm  the  part  of  both  teacher  and  pupil. 

In  awarding  the  prizes  for  1910-11,  I  had  to  confine  the 
competition  to  those  schools  inspected  during  the  second  term, 
and  thus  many  of  the  graded  schools  were  deprived  of  the 
privilege  of  competing.  The  reason  for  that  was  that  1 
did  not  know  that  prizes  would  be  awarded  till  after  the  begin- 
ning of  that  term  and  I  had  not  examined  the  schools  in  it 
during  the  previous  term. 

Arbor  Day  was  quite  generally  observed  in  the  usual  man- 
ner by  the  schools  in  my  Inspectorate. 

As  I  observed  in  .my  former  report,  any  improvements 
made  on  the  grounds  in  the  way  of  tree  planting  and  flower 
beds  cannot  be  permanent  unless  .they  are  protected  by  a  prop- 
er fence. 

The  Charlotte  County  Institute  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's 
on  Sept.  28th  and  29th.  - 

There  was  a  fairly  good  attendance  of  the  teachers  from 
the  several  districts  of  the  county.  Several  interesting  and  in- 
structive papers  had  been  prepared  and  were  read  before  the 
Institute.  The  subjects  treated  of  were  freely  and  generally 
discussed  by  the  members. 

Miss  K.  Robinson,  teacher  of  singing  in  the  Dufferin  school. 
St.  John,  gave  an  interesting  lesson  on  that  subject  to  a 
class  of  primary  pupils. 

A  public  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day, 
and  addresses  on  education  were  delivered  by  Mayor  Arm- 
strong, the  Chief  Superintendent  and  others.  On  the  invitation 
of  Sir  William  Van  Home,  drove  out  to  his  summer  cottage 
on  the  "Island.1'  After  examining  the  various  paintings  and 
other  works  of  art,  with  which  Sir  William  has  adorned  his 
residence,  the  members  were  kindly  entertained  by  Lady  Van- 
Horne  and  her  daughter. 
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The  Saint  John  County  Institute  met  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  of  the  Saint  John  High  school  on  Dec.  21st  and  22nd. 

All  the  city  teachers,  with  the  usual  exception,  and  a 
large  number  of  the  County  teachers  were  present. 

Interesting  papers  were  read  on  the  following  subjects: 
Singing,  Grammar,  Fractions,  Nature-work  in  City  and  Coun- 
try, Art  of  Questioning,  Oral  History,  Household  Science  and 
Manual  Training.  The  members  of  the  Institute  were  encour- 
aged by  the  presence  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  and  the 
Chancellor  of  the  University  at  the  sessions,  as  well  a£  by  the 
addresses  delivered. 

Miss  M.  Nannary,  of  the  Latour  school,  who  has  faithfully 
and  effectively  discharged  her  duties  as  a  teacher  for  nearly 
forty  years,  was  forced  on  account  of  ill  health  to  ask  leave  of 
absence  for  six  months.  This  the  Board  granted  with  full  pay 
for  that  period. 

She  has  since  decided  to  retire  permanently  and  accept  the 
pension  granted  by  the  Government.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31st,  1911. 

During  the  past  year  the  great  majority  of  the  schools  in 
this  inspectorate  have  been  steadily  in  operation.  A  few  have 
been  closed;  some  because  of  the  small  enrolment  and  others 
because  of  the  penuriousness  of  the  trustees.  In  the  case  of 
the  latter  a  little  pressure,  judiciously  exerted,  has  resulted  in 
these  schools  bein4g  opened  and  the  pupils  of  these  districts  giv- 
en what  is  the  undoubted  right  of  every  Canadian  citizen,  a 
free  education.  In  justice  to  the  majority  of  the  school 
boards,  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  they  have  heartily  co-operat- 
ed with  the  educational  authorities  in  their  work  and  have 
shown  themselves  eager  to  provide  the  best  possible  instruc- 
tion for  the  youth  of  their  respective  communities. 

The  supply  of  teachers  has  not  been  sufficient,  particularly 
in  the  higher  grades  of  license.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to 
issue  a  few  local  licenses,  but  this  has  been  done  only  after 
careful  consideration  of  the  circumstances  and  after  a  request 
from  a  Board  of  Trustees  that  such  license  be  granted,  and  the 
assurance  that  no  regularlv-licensed  teacher  was  available. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  outside  of  the  Normal 
school  this  inspectorate  does  not  contain  a  single  school  gar- 
den. However,  there  is  a  possibility  that  next  year  will  see 
several  gardens  established,  and  this  branch  of  instruction  so 
nei  essary  to  our  rural  population  will  receive  the  proper  at- 
tention. 
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NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  past  term  two  new  school  buildings  have  been 
erected,  one  at  Central  Blissville  and  the  other  at  Nashwaak 
Village.  The  latter  is  ready  for  occupation,  but  I  have  not 
had  an  opportunity  to  inspect  it  since  completion.

INSTRUCTION. 

Reading  is  fairly  well  taught.  '  Spelling  is  improving, 
though  some  teachers  have,  oral  work  only  in  this  subject; 
needless  to  say,  such  schools  are  unsatisfactory.  Arithmetic, 
in  ungraded  schools,  continues  to  be  one  of  the  weak  subjects. 
The  practice  of  some  teachers  in  helping  pupils  at  their  seats 
instead  of  doing  the  work  in  class  results  in  there  being  nearly 
as  many  classes  in  the  school  as  pupils.  The  tatter,  conse- 
quently, may  be  able  to  do  some  work  mechanically  but  know 
absolutely  nothing  about  the  underlying  principles.  The  intro- 
duction of  Mental  Arithmetic  has  been  a  step  in  the  right  di- 
rection, and  when  properly  taught  the  results  are  most  grati- 
fying. 

More  interest  is  being  taken  in  drawing  and  better  work 
done  in  Nature  Study.  Writing  is  often  unsatisfactory.  A 
few  teachers,  who  are  employing  proper  methods  in  teaching 
the  present  system,  obtain  excellent  results;  but  in  too  many 
cases  the  time  set  for  writing  is  merely  a  period  during 
which  the  teacher  can  do  some  other  work  while  the  writing 
class  is  employed. 

The  teachers  who  have  qualified  to  give  instruction  in 
physical  drill  are  taking  up  this  subject  with  very  .fair  results. 
The  improvement  in  discipline  and  carriage  of  the  pupils  is 
sufficient  warrant  for  the  introduction  of  this  subject  in  the 
school  course. 

GRADED  SCHOOIvS. 

The  Fredericton  city  schools  continue  to'  do  excellent  work. 
During  the  past  year  a  few  changes  have  occurred  in  the  staff. 
On  the  retirement  of  Miss  Smith,  Miss  Cadwallader  was 
transferred  from  the  Morrison  school  to  grades  three  and  four 
of  the  York  street  school,  and  Miss  Sherman  from  grades 
seven  and  eight  of  the  same  school  to  the  principalship  of  the 
Morrison  school.  Her  place  was  rilled  by  the  appointment  of 
Miss  Gwendoline  McAdam,  a  young  lady  who  has  given  evi- 
dence of  excellent  professional  skill. 
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The  staff  of  the  Grammar  school  remains  the  same.  While 
the  work  done  is  of  a  very  satisfactory  nature,  yet  I  found 
some  of  the  departments  much  crowded.  For  instance,  (  Grade 
IX.  has  over  seventy-five  pupils  and  these  occupy  the  one 
class-room  for  all  ordinary  subjects.  This  is  too  large  a  num- 
ber for  any  one  teacher  to  manage,  yet  the  fact  that  the 
pupils  of  this  school  so  successfully  compete  with  those  from 
other  High  Schools  speaks  well  for  the  quality  of  the  instruc- 
tion given. 

The  Gagetown  Grammar  school,  under  the  management  of 
Miss    Belyea,    continues    to  do  satisfactory  work. 

At  the  close  of  last  term,  Mr.  Alfred  Brooks,  B.A.,  resigned 
the ,  principalship  of  the  Frederieton  Junction  Grammar  school 
to  assume  charge  of  the  Hampton  Consolidated  school.  The 
trustees  were  unable  to  secure  a  male  teacher  with  grammar 
license  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Joseph  Alexander,  a  teacher  of  successful  experience. 

The  Keswick  Superior  school  suffered  a  loss  in  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Agnes  Alward,  who  accepted  the  principalship 
of  the  Dorchester  school.  Mrs.  Fred  Coburn,  nee  Miss  Buch- 
anan, has  succeeded  her. 

Mr.  Dexter  McKay  also  resigned  the  Moore's  Mill  Superior 
school  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Herbert  Logan. 

The  school  at  St.  Mary's  has  an  excellent  staff.  The  ad- 
vanced department  showed  greater  proficiency  in  physical 
drill  than  any  school  in  this  Inspectorate. 

Considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  they  labor,  the 
Marysville  schools  ,give  satisfaction.  They  have  good  teachers 
but  some  of  the  departments  have  very  inadequate  accommo- 
dation. It  is  doubtful  if  |  there  is  a  town  of  its  size  in  the 
province  that  contains  .such  inferior  school  buildings  and  the 
wonder  is  that  a  community  which  has  so  many  capable  busi- 
ness men  would  allow  such  a  mistake  to  continue. 

UNGKADKD  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  approximately  23.0  ungraded  schools  in  this  in- 
spectorate, in  most  of  which  energetic  and  faithful  work  is  be- 
in^  done.  A  few  schools  have  so  small  an  enrolment  that  it 
is  difficult  to  keep  them  in  operation.  Others  have  so  many 
pupils  that  one  teacher  can  scarcely  do  the  work.  Consolida- 
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tion  would  doubtless  be  the  remedy  for  such  troubles,  but  the 
country  has  not  yet  been  educated  up  to  this. 

A  disturbing  feature  of  these  schools  is  the  fact  that  at  the 
end  of  the  present  term  so  many  teachers  are  seeking  new  situ- 
ations. In  some  cases  the  fault  lies  with  the  trustees  who  \  are 
too  parsimonious  to  pay  the  salary  requested;  in  others  the 
fault  lies  with  the  teachers  themselves,  some  of  whom  have 
left  their  last  schools  for  no  other  reason  than  a  desire  to 
teach  in  a  new  district.  In  the  case  of  every  change,  at  least 
two  months  are  lost  before  teacher  and  pupils  become  accus- 
tomed to  one  another.  This  loss  expressed  in  dollars  and  cents 
would  surprise  our  ratepayers  who  now  regard  such  changes 
with  the  utmost  complacency. 

INSTITUTES. 

On  December  21st  and  22nd  the  York,  Sunbury  and  Queens 
Counties  Institute  met  in  St.  Dunstan's  Hall,  Fredericton.  At 
the  opening,  Dr.  Bridges,  of  the  Normal  school,  delivered  an 
excellent  address  on  "The  Civilizing  Force  of  Education." 
Brief  addresses  on  the  same  subject  were  made  by  Dr.  Foster 
and  Inspector  Mersereau.  Afterwards  the  following  programme 
was  discussed:

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1911: 

The  year's  work  in  this  Inspectorial  District  was,  on  the 
whole,  quite  satisfactory.  There  was  a  decided  improvement 
in  the  equipment  of  many  schools,  and  a  noticeable  change  for 
the  better  in  the  teaching  of  several  subjects  of  the  school 
course.  Physical  Training,  for  example,  is  no  longer  treated  in 
a  perfunctory  way,  and  writing  is  receiving  more  careful  at- 
tention. The  forms  of  the  letters  are  beginning  to  be  taught, 
and  the  work  is  being  taken  up  in  a  much  more  intelligent 
manner  than  formerly. 

There  is  great  room  for  improvement,  however,  both  in  the 
treatment  of  these  and  other  subjects.  In  Reading,  the  lesson 
is  too  often  heard  rather  than  taught,  and  insufficient  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  the  expression  and  articulation  of  the  pupil  and 
to  the  thought  of  the  passage  read. 

Much  time  is  expended  on  arithmetic  and  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  results  are  not  always  commensurate  with  the  time 
thus  expended.  More  class  work  is  required,  more  teaching  and 
less  telling. 

The  introduction  of  Canadian  Civics  as  a  part  of  the 
school  course  is  a  good  step  and  is  meeting  with  general  ap- 
proval. 

Reports  at  present  to  hand  indicate  that  the  Nature  Study 
and  Agriculture  Course  is  being  carefully  followed  by  the 
teachers.   I  am  convinced  that  we  are  only  on  the  threshold  of 
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our  work  in  this  respect  and  that  as  the  years  go  by  a  con- 
stantly increasing  attention  will  be  paid  to  it  on  account  of 
its  close  connection  with  the  life  and  interests  of  the  people  in 
rural  districts.  I  believe,  too,  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  teachers  will  be  required  to  take  a  special  course  in  agri- 
culture in  order  to  qualify  for  work  in  rural  schools,  and  that 
this  will  also  be  required  of  inspectors. 

During  the  past  nine  or  ten  years  this  district  has  been 
suffering  a  severe  loss  in  the  departure  of  many  of  its  best 
teachers  to  the  west,  they  being  attracted  there  by  more  lucra- 
tive positions.  More  pay  at  home  would  seem  to  be  the  re- 
medy. A  wider  and  more  liberal  scope  should  be  given  to  the 
management  of  school  affairs  by  placing  it  in  the  hands  of 
Parish  Boards  instead  of  the  present  arrangement  with  the 
district  as  a  unit  and  by  raising  the  county  school  rate  from 
thirty  cents  to  sixty  cents  a  head,  a  much  larger  fund  would 
be  at  the  disposal  of  those  boards  for  the  payment  of  teachers. 
This  change  would  also  do  away  with  the  present  inequalities 
of  district  taxation  and  be  productive  of  good  in  many  other 
ways. 

DISTRICT  UNION. 

In  the  month  of  November  last  I  made  a  proposal  to  the 
ratepayers  of  the  districts  of  Ashland  and  Lower  Windsor  in 
the  Parish  of  Brighton  that  they  unite  with  the  district  of 
Coldstream  United  in  the  same  parish.  The  proposal  was  not 
viewed  with  favor,  chiefly  for  the  reason  that  it  would  involve 
a  slight  increase  in  taxation,  although  it  was  clearly  shown 
that  a  more  efficient  school  service  could  be  maintained. 

There  are  other  districts  even  more  favorably  situated  for 
union  or  consolidation  than  those  named,  which  have 
also  rejected  the  proposed  change,  and  perhaps  it  is  well 
in  this  respect  to  "hasten  slowly,"  trusting  to  time 
and  the  march  of  progress  to  break  down  the  narrow- 
ness and  conservatism  of  the  average  rural  ratepayer, 
but  it  seems  to  me  thajt  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  anything 
material  is  done  in  this  direction  unless  compulsory  measures 
are  applied. 
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SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

The  schools  in  the  f  ollowing  districts  were  closed  last  term: 
Carrol  Ridge,  Scott's  Siding,  Green  Lake,  Norton  Dale,  Beck- 
im  Settlement,  Digby,  St.  Thomas,  Porton  and  Lower  North- 
ampton. The  school  in  Wakefield  Centre  is  operated  too  irre- 
gularly to  give  general  satisfaction,  and  unless  it  maintains  its 
school  continuously,  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  disestablish 
this  district,  and  parcel  it  out  amongst  the  adjoining  districts. 
During  the  year  I  shall  probably  recommend  the  establishment 
of  a  new  district  between  Hartford  and  the  town  of  Wood- 
stock, and  the  establishment  of  a  new  district  also  in  the  set- 
tlement of  Ashworth  lying  in  Sisson  Ridge,  and  embracing 
part  of  the  Blue  Bell  tract  in  the  Parish  of  Drujmmond. 

A  new  district  known  as  Wapske,  No.  10,  Gordon,  which 
should  be  able  to  support  a  good  school,  was  established  last 
term  in  the  country  lying  between  Plaster  Rock  and  St.  Elmo, 
and  intersected  by  the  Wapske  River. 

Another  new  district,  Enterprise  No.  9,  Lome,  operated  its 
school  last  term  with  a  first  class  teacher  in  charge. 

The  continuous  maintainence  of  their  schools  by  such  dis- 
tricts as  Nictau,  Ketchum  Ridge  and  others  with  a  very  low 
property  valuation,  is  a  ;good  object  lesson  to  richer  and  more 
flourishing  districts  with  a  property  valuation  of  $15, 000  and 
upwards,  which  under  the  plea  of  being  in  debt,  or  some  other 
specious  pretext,  fail  to-  operate  their  schools  during  both 
terms  of  the  year. 

NEW  SC^HpOL  HOUSES. 

A  neat  and  serviceable  house  has  been  built  on  modern 
plans  in  the  district  of  Northfield.  It  is  coated  with  steel  and 
presents  a  handsome  appearance. 

The  house  in  St.  Croix,  No.  7,  McAdam,  has  been  so  thor- 
oughly repaired  as  to  be  practically  a  new  building. 

At  a  special  meeting  held  in  Benton  in  September  last,  the 
suvm  of  $2,500  was  voted  for  the  erection  of  a  building  suitable 
to  the  needs  of  the  district.  This  action  has  caused  the  Su- 
perior Grant  to  be  restored  to  Benton. 

Space  will  be  reserved  in  my  next  annual  report  for  a 
photograph  and  description  of  the  Fisher  Memorial  school 
building,  in  the  town  of  Woodstock,  which  is  now  nearing  com- 
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pletion,  and  which  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  school  build- 
ings in  the  Maritime  Provinces.  It  will  probably  be  ready  for 
occupancy  in  May  or  June  next. 

SCHOOL  GARDENS. 

There  are  now  five  school  gardens  in  this  Inspectorial  Dis- 
trict and  this  year  I  hope  to  see  at  least  two  more  established. 

The  direct  practical  benefits  which  result  from  school  gar- 
den work  are  apparent  to  all.  Its  general  adoption  will  de- 
monstrate clearly  the  necessity  and  value  of  the  Nature  Study 
and  Agriculture  Course,  and  will  help  to  do  away  with  the 
silly  prejudice  against  this  course  which  is  often  to  be  found 
even  in  the  midst  of  nourishing  agricultural  communities.

SIR  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees 
of  the  City  of  Fredericton  for  the  year  ended  June  30th,  1911: 

The  personnel  of  the  Board  remains  unchanged.  The  term 
of  office  of  Mr.  Sterling  expired  with  the  last  school  year  and 
at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  City  Council  he  was  re-ap- 
pointed and  is  now  serving  the  public  in  the  thirty-sixth  con- 
secutive year  as  school  trustee.  Some  changes  have  occurred  in 
our  teaching  stall,  and  this  necessitated  a  re-adjustment  in  sev- 
eral of  the  departments.  The  engagement  of  Miss  E.  A.  R. 
Davis  as  Classical  Instructor  in  the  High  school  terminated 
last  year  and  she  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Chas.  M.  Lawson,  who 
with  Dr.  B.  C.  Foster,  Principal,  Mr.  F.  A.  Good,  Science  In- 
structor, and  Miss  Ella  L.  Thorne,  English  literature,  now 
compose  the  staff  of  this  school.  The  vacancy  created  in  the 
Advanced  Department  of  the  York  Street  school  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Sarah  Sterling,  who  has  left  the  profession  for 
a  more  domestic  life,  was  filled  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Sher- 
man from  the  Morrison  Mill  school,  and  Miss  Kinghorn  of  the 
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same  school  was  placed  on  the  Charlotte  street  school  staff-in 
place  of  Miss  J.  M.  Burpee,  resigned.  Upon  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Beatrice  Gillen,  of  the  Brunswick  street  school,  Miss  E. 
F.  McDonough  was  appointed  to  the  position  and  this  depart- 
ment is  now  the  primary  section  in  the  handsome  new  Regent 
street  school.  During  the  leave  of  absence  of  Miss  Kinghorn 
last  term  her  department  was  conducted  by  Miss  Edith  Ai.  R. 
Davis.  After  most  satisfactory  services  on  the  staff  of  the 
York  street  school,  Miss  Ethel  M.  Smith  has  resigned  her  posi- 
tion. Miss  S.  Miriam  Cadwallader  was  appointed  to  the  Ad- 
vanced Department  of  Morrison  Mill  school,  and  Miss  Margar- 
et G.  Coburn  to  the  Primary  Department  of  the  same  school. 
Miss  Jennie  IT.  Reid  succeeded  Miss  Hazel  B.  Millican  in 
charge  of  the  school  at  Doak  Settlement. 

The  work  of  the  year  just  closed  has  many  satisfactory  fea- 
tures and  encouraging  attendance  of  pupils  is  evidenced  by  the 
records  in  most  of  the  departments.  A  permanent  truant  offi- 
cer was  appointed  last  term  and  we  anticipate  improvement  in 
attendance  next  year.  Four  years  ago1  we  introduced  the  study 
of"  music  in  the  primary  grades  of  the  city  schools  under  the 
tuition  of  Prof.  F.  W.  Harrison,  and  this  proved  so  acceptable 
and  satisfactory  to  parents  as  well  as  children  that  two  years 
later  we  extended  the  instruction  to  the  fifth  grade.  Today 
all  the  pupils  of  the  school,  including  the  High  school  have 
the  benefit  of  this  modern  method  of  musical  instruction.  The 
plan  of  work  is  as  follows  :  Beginning  with  the  first  year  in 
school,  the  elements  of  time,  tune  and  notation,  are  presented 
and  elaborated,  grade  by  grade,  through  the  entire  school  cur- 
riculum. In  grades  one,  two  and  three  the  time  is  spent  in 
teaching  all  the  common  scale  intervals  and  reading  melodies 
in  rhythms  of  two,  threes,  fours  and  sixes,  in  which  these  in- 
tervals occur,  all  the  work  being  done  at  the  blackboard.  In 
grade  four  music  readers  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils. 
Grade  five,  two  part  song  is  introduced.  Three  and  four  part 
song  with  all  accidentals  are  taught  in  grades  six,  seven  and 
eight.  The  easier  oratorios,  part  songs,  and  glees,  are  taught 
in  the  high  school. 

Much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  Sloyd  Department  which 
is  successfully  managed  by  Miss  Jeanie  W.  McFarlane.  Sam- 
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pies  of  the  pupils1  work  were  forwarded  to  the  Dominion  Ex- 
hibition at  St.  John  last  year  and  five  medals,  including  one 
silver,  were  awarded  to  the  school. 

Arbor  Day,  Empire  Day  and  Coronation  Day  were  each  ap- 
propriately observed.  The  chief  event  of  the  year  was  of 
course  the  coronation  of  King  George  V.  On  that  occasion 
there  was  a  splendid  rally  of  pupils  from  the  primary  to  the 
High  school  departments  and  all  assembled  in  front  of  the  City 
Hall  where  His  Worship  the  Mayor  and  several  of  the  alder- 
men distributed  souvenir  badges  and  flags  to  each  child.  The 
city  also  provided  a  band  and  led  the  parade  of  thirteen  hund- 
red children  to  the  river  bank  on  front  of  Parliament  Square, 
where  appropriate  addresses  were  delivered  by  His  Honor  the 
Lieut. -Governor,  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  and  by  Dr.  Atherton, 
Chairman  of  this  Board.  Upon  the  invitation  of  the  Board 
the  pupils  of  the  St.  Mary's-Gibson  school  and  the  children  of 
the  Indian  Reserve  school  joined  in  the  parade,  the  latter  be- 
ing accorded  the  post  of  honor  in  front. 

During  the  year  various  improvements  and  repairs  have 
been  made  at  the  different  school  buildings.  A  complete  change 
in  the  sanitary  plans  of  the  Charlotte  street  school  has  been 
made,  modern  devices  being  introduced  and  with  new  furniture 
and  new  hardwood  floors  this  popular  building  is  in  excellent 
condition.  Next  year  extensive  repairs  and  improvements  will 
probably  be  undertaken  at  the  High  school  building.  A  splen- 
did brick  and  stone  structure,  containing  six  modern  class 
rooms,  erected  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  F.  I,.  Carney,  was 
leased  by  the  Board  and  taken  possession  of  on  the  1st  of  Jan- 
uary last.  Here  we  have  most  comfortably  located  the  four 
departments  of  the  old  Regent  street  school  and  the  Brunswick 
street  school.  Hardwood  floors,  modern  furniture,  steam 
heating,  slate  blackboards,  and  up-to-date  plumbing  are  prom- 
inent features  of  this  fine  building. 

For  some  time  past  it  has  been  the  desire  of  the  trustees 
to  meet  the  repeated  requests  of  the  teachers  for  increase  of 
their  salaries,  but  continued  financial  obligations  and  restricted 
income  prevented  favorable  action.  However,  the  Board  sub- 
sequently held  an  interview  with  the  City  Council  and  this 
body  having  promised  an  additional  grant  for  this  purpose,  the

members  of  the  teaching  staff  will  be  given  an  increase  of  sal- 
ary, beginning  next  year. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Bridges,  Principal  of  the  Nor- 
mal school,  the  Assembly  Hall  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Board  for  the  closing  exercises  of  the  High  school  which 
took  place  on  the  29th  June.  This  amnual  event  attracted  a 
large  number  of  visitors  and  the  young  men  and  women,  some 
of  whom  will  enter  upon  the  business  activities  of  life  while 
others  will  further  climb  the  educational  ladder,  acquitted 
themselves  creditably,  and  Dr.  B.  C.  Foster,  the  Principal,  and 
his  staff  were  evidently  satisfied  with  the  year's  High  school 
graduates.  Dr.  Atherton,  chairman  of  the  Board,  occupied  the 
chair  and  seated  with  him  on  the  platform  were  Chancellor 
Jones,  Rev.  Dean  Schofield,  Rev.  Neil  Mclaughlin,  Rev.  J.  C. 
Berrie,  Dr.  H.  V.  B.  Bridges,  J.  D.  Phinney,  Judge  Wilson  and 
Messrs.  A.  A.  Sterling,  J.  J.  Weddall,  Dr.  Vanwart,  J.  W. 
Spurden,  of  the  School  Board,  and  others,  several  of  whom 
addressed  the  gathering  and  presented  the  prizes.

This  school  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Board  for, 
in  addition  to  the  erection  of  the  new  school  building  "on 
Wentworth  and  St.  James  streets,  the  ground  in  front  of  the 
High  school  has  been  improved,  a  modern  Chemical  Labora' 
tory  has  been  installed  in  the  High '  school  building,  and  a 
building  to  provide  suitable  and  permanent  offices  and  Board 
room  has  been  secured. 

The  grounds  in  front  of  the  High  school,  which  had  re- 
mained unfinished  since  the  erection  of  the  building,  have  been 
graded  and  partly  asphalted,  a  concrete  curbing  erected  where 
necessary,  and  three  flights  of  granite  steps  built,  one  direct 
to  the  main  entrance,  one  at  the  western,  and  one  at  the 
eastern  end  of  the  lot.  This  work  has  greatly  improved  the 
appearance  of  the  property. 

The  office  building  secured  is  a  three  storey  and  basement 
brick  structure,  situated  on  the  corner  of  Union  street  and 
Hazen  Avenue.  An  addition  has  been  erected  on  the  northern 
side  and  the  original  building  remodelled.  At  present  the 
Board  occupies  only  the  basement  and  first  floor  as  offices, 
P>oard  Room,  etc.,  the  two,  upper  flats  being  under  lease  to  Mr. 
S.  Kerr,  Principal  of  the  St.  John  Business  College.  The 
property  is  east  of  and  adjoins  that  of  the  High  school. 
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At  the  close  of  last  term  the  Queen  street  school  (colored) 
was  discontinued,  the  teacher  having  resigned,  and  it  being 
found  impossible  to  secure  another,  the  children  were  distribut- 
ed among  the  other  schools. 

Durino-  the  holidays  the  use  of  the  grounds  of  Centennial 
and  Aberdeen  schools  was  granted  for  supervised  playground 
purposes,  the  Women's  Council  having  control  of  those  at  the 
Centennial,  while  , those  at  Aberdeen  were  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Kvery  Day  Club. 

In  July,  1910,  the  Board  issued  $24,500  of  Redemption  De- 
bentures, replacing  some  small  issues  which  expired  in  1907-8- 
9  and  10. 

On  September  9th,  1910,  the  following  Order-in-Council  was 
passed  : 

"The  Honourable  the  Attorney-General  reports  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council  : 

That  he  has  had  under  consideration  the  memorial  of  the 
Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  dated  the 
7th  day  of  September  instant,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  sever- 
al issues  of  debentures  made  by  the  said  Board  under  and  by 
virtue  of  Chapter  65  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes,  1903,  and 
other  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  with  the  consent  of  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in  Council,  by  which  it  appears  that  the  total 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  said  City  for  school  purposes 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  and  Six  Thousand  Three 
Hundred  -and  Sixty- two  Dollars  and  Seventy-two  Cents,  exclus- 
ive of  a  special  loan  of  $35,000  against  which  there  is  a  sink- 
ing fund  of  $28,585.81. 

That  by  an  Order-in-Council  of  April  15th,  1907,  the  con- 
sent of  the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council  was  obtained  for  the 
purpose  of  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  new  school  house  on 
the  Weldon  lot  in  the  City  of  St.  John,  but  no  expenditure 
has  been  made  thereunder. 

That  additional  school  acco-mmodation  is  required  for  the 
overcrowded  departments  of  the  Victoria  Annex  and  for  those 
pupils  who  now  attend  the  Leinster  street  school,  the  rooms  of 
which  latter  building  are  not  at  all  adapted  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

That  the  Board  owns  a  lot  of  land  on  the  corner  of  Went- 
worth  and  St.  James  streets  on  which  they  propose  to  erect  a 
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suitable  school  building  and  for  the  erection  of  which  they 
have  already  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Governor-in-Council 
for  an  issue  of  bonds  as  before  stated;  that  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  proposed  building  is  sixty  thousand  dollars,  not  taking 
into  account  the  said  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  not  yet 
expended,  and  the  said  Board  of  School  Trustees  ask  that  said 
Order-in-Council  of  the  15th  day  of  April  be  rescinded,  and  that 
the  consent  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council  be  given  to 
an  issue  of  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  purpose  asked  for. 

That  the  Attorney-Generail  having  taken  the  said  applica-

don  lot  as  aforesaid,  be  rescinded,  and  that'  an  Order-in-Coun- 
cil be  passed  approving  of  the  issue  of  Bonds  to  the  amount  of 
sixty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  school 
building  on  the  lot  on  the  corner  of  Wentworth  and  St.  James 
streets,  and  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  Acts  of  Assembly 
in  such  case  made  and  provided,  said  bonds  to  be  in  the  usual 
form  and  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  As- 
sembly.

The  new  building,  the  4 'King  Edward,"  was  begun  in  Sep- 
tember, 1910.  It  is  a  three  storey  and  basement  brick  struc- 
ture, situate  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Wentworth  and  St. 
James  streets  and  was  erected  to  provide  accommodation  for 
the  children  of  the  southern  end  of  the  city  who.  ever  since 
tin   great  fire  of  1877,  have  been  forced  to  walk  long  distances; 
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and  also  to  allow  the  Board  to  vacate  the  rented  rooms  in 
the  Leinster  street  Baptist  Church  building.  The  corner  stone 
was  laid  on  October  11th,  1910. 

The  land  on  which  the  building  stands  has  a  frontage  of 
225  feet  on  Wentworth  and  160  feet  on  St.  James  street,  and 
has  been  for  many  years  in  the  possession  of  the  Board,  the 
"Weldon  School"  being  located  there  until  the  fire  in  1877. 

The  building  contains  ten  class  rooms,  each  28x32  ft.,. with 
cloak  room  and  small  room  fitted  with  a  cabinet  for  teachers' 
supplies,  and  an  Assembly  Hall.  The  building  is  equipped 
with  excellent  fire  escapes  and  modern  lavatories  are  provid- 
ed in  the  basement. 

The  heating  is  by  steam  supplied  by  two  No.  30-14  Viking 
Steam  Boilers  with  twin  connections. 

The  plans  were  prepared  by  H.  H.  Mott  and  the  contract- 
ors for  the  whole  work  were  B.  Mooney  &  Sons.  The  sub-con- 
tractors were  as  follows:

SIR:  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City 
of  Monet  on. 

During  the  year  1911  important  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  personnel  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees.  The  terms  of 
office  of  Mr.  John  T.  Hawke,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  of 
Trustees  James  Doyle  and  James  Flanagan,  Government  ap- 
pointees, having  expired,  on  the  2nd  of  August,  1911,  Mr.  Ed- 
ward C.  Cole  was  gazetted  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  Mr. 
J.  Fred  Edgett  and  Mr.  James  A.  Geary  in  place  of  Messrs. 
James  Doyle  and  James  Flanagan  respectively.  On  the  11th 
of  March,  1911,  Mr.  H.  H.  Ayer  resigned  his  position  as  Trus- 
tee and  Mr.  W.  Fred  Sears  was  appointed  by  the  City  Council 
in  his  place. 

Mr.  Hawkc,  the  retiring  Chairman,  has  served  the  Board 
as  Chairman  for  a  period  of  thirteen    years    and   during  that 
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time  has  rendered  good  service  in  the  cause  of  education  and 
the  schools  of  Monet  on.  His  energy  and  executive  ability 
were  all  exerted  in  the  interests  of  education  and  the  building 
of  a  thorough  school  system  in  the  city.  The  Board  of  School 
Trustees  unanimously  passed  a  resolution  expressing  their  ap- 
preciation of  the  services  so  rendered.  Messrs.  Doyle,*  Flanagan 
and  Ayer  for  many  years  have  given  of  their  time  and  close 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  schools  of  Moncton,  having  earned 
the  gratitude  of  the  Board  and  citizens. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  general  average  of  attendance  during  the  year  1911 
has  been  good,  and  the  total  enrolment  2,071.  The  average 
during  the  term  ending  December  31st,  1911,  has  been  especial- 
ly good  due  largely  to  ithe  effect  of  Compulsory  Attendance  at 
school.  The  attractive  features  of  school  life  and  school  rooms 
have  also  been  a  strong  agent  in  bringing  about  such  a  desir- 
able result. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  ungraded  schools  in  operation  for  truants 
and  those  pupils  of  uncertain  desire  for  education  under  the 
charge  of  teachers  specially  engaged  for  this  work.  Some  spe- 
cial features  are  introduced  in  these  schools  looking  to  cultivat- 
ing habits  of  cleanliness  and  tidiness.  The  general  improve- 
ment in  manner,  habit  and  school  work  has  been  most  >onarked 
and  the  percentage  of  improvement  amongst  pupils  of  these 
schools  has  been  more  marked  than  in  other  schools  of  regular 
character.  The  establishing  of  these  schools  has  been  a  decided 
success.  The  teachers  in  charge  are  Miss  Ella  M.  Hannah  in 
Aberdeen  building  and  Miss  Elodie  Bourque  in  Wesley  Street 
school. 

SUPERVISED  PLAYGROUNDS. 

A  necessary  adjunct  to  the  Compulsory  Attendance  at 
school  ' is  the  supervised  playground.  That  children  should 
play  is  their  acknowledged  right,  promoting  their  moral  and 
physical  health.  While  large  commons  and  open  spaces  were 
available  in  this  city  this  want  was  not  so  marked,  the  rapid 
building  up  of  the  open  spaces  in  the  city  has  driven  the  chil- 
dred  to  play  on  the  street  in  open  violation  of    the  police  in- 
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structions.  The  child  thus  is  educated  in  the  line  of  a  law 
breaker  from  the  first.  The  many  cases  of  juvenile  petty  crime 
in  Monet  on  may  in  a  large  degree  be  lessened  by  opportuni- 
ties being  afforded  all  children  of  school  age  or  not  to  play 
under  intelligent  supervision. 

Toronto  has  seven  supervised  playgrounds  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  school  authorities,  also  other  x>rogressive  cities  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada  have  provided  playgrounds. 

Amherst,  N.  S.,  has  recently  purchased  a  large  block  of 
land  and  established  supervised  playground.  Moncton  should 
acquire  the  land  before  it  becomes  too  valuable. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  work  of  the  High  School  has  been  very  successful. 
There  has  been  no  change  in  staff  during  the  year.  Ten  of  the 
pupils  of  High  School  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination 
in  June  last  of  whom  two  were  in  first  division.

110  candidates  wrote  the  examinations.   Of  these — 

12  passed  in  Division  1. 

44  passed  in  Division  2. 

20  passed  in  Division  2  conditionally. 

34  passed  in  Division  3. 

ABERDEEN  SCHOOL. 

Owing  to  leave  of  absence  granted  to  Mr.  S.  W.  Irons, 
Principal  of  Victoria  School,  Mr.  S.  B.  Anderson,  teacher  of 
Grade  8,  was  transferred  to  Victoria  and  made  Principal.  Miss 
Mary  A.  McBeath,  B.  A.,  who  had  been  very  successful  in 
Grade  7,  Victoria,  was  transferred  to  Aberdeen,  Grade  8, 
where  she  has  been  doing  excellent  work.  Miss  Josephine  Mc- 
Latchy,  B.  A.,  who  had  taught  very  successfully  the  ungraded 
school  in  Aberdeen,  was  transferred  to  Grade  7  in  Victoria, 
and  Miss  Ella  Hannah  was  appointed  to  the  ungraded  school 
in  Aberdeen,  where  the  results  speak  loudly  of  her  work  there. 

VICTORIA  SCHOOL. 

At  the  close  of  the  June  term  Mr.  S.  W.  Irons,  the  valued 
Principal  of  Victoria  school,  was  compelled  to  seek  leave  of 
absence  through  ill  health.  Mr.  Irons  has  been  Principal  of 
Victoria  school  continuously  for  many  years  and  has  given  the 
best  of  his  life  to  the  Moncton  schools.  His  work  has 
been  marked  with  great  sincerity  of  purpose  and  marked  suc- 
cess. In  competition  with  schools  from  the  County  of  West- 
morland in  the  Entrance  Examinations  to  High  School  Mr. 
Irons'  pupils  have  won  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Medal  more 
frequently  than  any  other  school  in  the  county.  The  Board 
appreciating  his  services  voted  him  a  sum  of  $600. 

Mr.  S.  B.  Anderson  was  appointed  Principal.  He  has  been 
doing  the  work  successfully.  Miss  Cormick  was  appointed 
teacher  of  Grade  7  in  place  of  Miss  Mary  H.  McBeath,  trans- 
ferred to  Grade  8  in  Aberdeen. 

Miss  Kate  MacNaughton  having  resigned  Miss  Alice  McKay 
was  appointed  in  her  place.  During  the  second  term  Miss  E. 
Florence  Mitchell,  who  had  been  a  marked  success  in  primary 
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school,  resigned  and  her  place  was  filled  by  appointment 
of  Miss  Daisy  Weldon.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second  term 
Miss  Florence  A.  Murphy,  who  had  been  absent  for  a  year  on 
leave  of  absence,  returned  and  took  up  her  work  in  Grade  5. 
At  the  close  of  the  term  Miss  Elizabeth  McBeath,  a  very  suc- 
cessful teacher,  resigned  and  her  place  was  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Miss  Josephine  A.  Goodall. 

MOUNTAIN  ROAD  SCHOOL. 

Three  new  rooms  have  been  opened  in  this  building  during 
the  year.  There  are  now  seven  schools  in  this  building  with 
a  total  enrolment  of  317  pupils  embracing  all  the  grades, 
English  and  French,  1  to  8  inclusive.  Miss  Agnes  Quirke,  the 
efficient  principal,  teaches  Grajde  8.  There  is  a  large  play- 
ground in  connection  with  this  building.  The  new  teachers 
are  Miss  M.  Ida  LeBlanc,  Miss  Margaret  Sweeney  and  Miss 
Catherine  Higgins.  Miss  Sara  A.  Flanagan  having  secured 
leave  of  absence,  Miss  Elmire  Girouard  was  transferred  from 
the  Wesley  Street  School. 

WESLEY  STREET  SCHOOL. 

There  are  now  eight  rooms  in  this  building.  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Richard  is  the  principal  of  this  school  and  is  doing  effi- 
cient work.  The  total  enrolment  in  December  was  396.  Miss 
Anastasia  F.  DeVere  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Catherine  Higgins  to  the  Moun- 
tain Road  School. 

PHYSICAL  DRILL. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Farthing  has  conducted  the  physical  exercises  in 
various  schools  in  a  very  satisfactory  way  during  the  year. 
The  results  year  by  year  are  becoming  more  marked.  In 
viewing  the  pupils  assembled  in  the  hall  the  results  are  con- 
spicuous in  the  erect  carriage  of  pupils,  correct  deportment 
and  improvement  in  walking  and  marching. 

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

Aliss  McCarthy,  who  has  from  the  beginning  been  in  charge 
of  this  department  owing  to  increase  in  number  of  schools, 
was  unable  to  do  all  the  work.  Miss  J.  Blanche  O'Brien  was 
appointed  an  assistant  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

The  universal  good  discipline  in  all  the  schools  has  been  a 
matter  of  favorable  comment. 

The  introduction  of  physical  exercises  or  a  song  by  teacher 
at  a  period  of  the  day  when  interest  in  lessons  is  lacking  cre- 
ates a  fresh  and  invigorated  feeling  and  dispels  the  tendency 
to  inattention.  The  resort  to  physical  punishment  is  rarely 
necessary  to  enforce  discipline  and  is  becoming  less  and  less  in 
vogue. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  PUPILS. 

The  Board  has  under  consideration  the  introduction  of  some 
system  of  Medical  Inspection  whereby  those  pupils  who  may  be 
in  special  need  of  medical  attention  will  be  instructed  about 
their  individual  cases  and  cards  suggesting  treatment  by  the 
family  physician  sent  to  the  parents  or  guardian  of  pupil. 

It  is  apparent  that  there  are  many  cases  of  diseases  of 
skin,  scalp,  eyes  and  throat  amongst  the  pupils  requiring  im- 
mediate attention  of  a  physician.  This  necessity  of  Medical  In- 
spection is  more  pressing  by  reason  of  Compulsory  Attendance 
of  all  children  of  school  age. 

Sanitary  drinking  fountains  are  now  being  installed  in  all 
the  school  buildings.  All  buildings  are  carefully  fumigated 
twice  and  often  three  times  a  year  after  being  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  every  precaution  taken  to  protect  from  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases.

The  illness  of  Mr.  Sullivan,  teacher  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades,  left  his  school  in  charge  of  his  assistant,  Miss 
Henrietta  E.  DeWolfe,  for  eleven  weeks;  nevertheless,  under  her 
efficient  management,  with  first  Miss  Mary  K.  Caswell  and 
later,  Miss  Gertrude  F.  Fowler  as  assistant,  the  school  has 
done  good  work. 

Mr.  Sullivan  having  returned  to  his  work  with  renewed 
health,  the  staff  of  teachers  engaged  for  next  year  is  the  same 
as  for  the  past  year;  except  that  Mr.  J.  K.  Harming,  who  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  manual  training  work,  has  left  us,  and 
another  teacher  must  be  engaged  to  take  his  place.  Mr.  Hari- 
ri ing's  work  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  a  maitter  of 
regret  to  the  Board  that  he  is  leaving  us  and  leaving  the  pro- 
fession. 

The  death  of  Mr.  John  Iyochary,  in  October  last,  removed 
one  who  had  been  for  many  years  an  active  and  enthusiastic 
member  of  the  School  Board.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the 
election  of  Ma:.  D.  T.  Dwyer,  whose  interest  in  school  affairs, 
before  his  appointment,  was  well  known  and  much  appreciated 
by  teachers  and  pupils. 
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Mr.  Henry  K.  Hill's  term  of  office  having  expired  at  the 
close  of  the  school  year,  he  has  been  reappointed  by  the  Town 
Council. 

Coronation  Day  was  observed  by  a  procession  of  the  school 
children,  and  suitable  exercises  on  the  Marks  Street  school 
grounds,  where  a  brief  address  to  the  children  was  given  by 
Ven.  Archdeacon  Newnham.  The  School  Board,  at  its  next 
meeting,  voted  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Chairman,  in  giving  to  each  of  the  pupils  a  coron- 
ation medal  as  a  souvenir  of  the  occasion;  and  also  recognized 
the  Secretary's  gift  of  a  flag  to  each  school  to  be  carried  in 
the  street  procession.  A  new  flag  staff  has  been  erected  in  the 
Marks  Street  school  grounds  as  a  permanent  memorial  of  the 
day.

SIR:  WTe  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees  for  the  Town  of  Saint  Andrews,  for  the  school  year 
ended  June  30th,  1911: 

The  school  work  for  the  most  part  during  the  last  school 
year  has  been  attended  with  fairly  good  results.  The  number 
of  graduates  from  Grade  XI.  was  about  up  to  the  average,  and 
the  graduating  exercises  indicated  fairly  good  work  in  that 
class  during  the  past  year,  although  it  is  a  matter  of  regret, 
the  graduates  did  not  make  a  better  showing  at  the  Matricu- 
lation than  was  done  among  those  from  the  Charlotte  Count v 
Grammar  School  who  tried  the  examinations. 

THE  GRADUATING  CLASS. 

In  the  graduating  class  of  1911,  there  were  six  female 
graduates  and  two  male,  whose  names  are:  Miss  Pearl  Gra- 
ham, Miss  Julia  Donahue,  Miss  Rhoda  Stickney,  Miss  Eva 
IMcQuaid,  Miss  Muriel  Pendlebury  and  Miss  Ruth  Greenlaw. 

The  male  graduates  were:  Mr.  Benjamin  P.  Toal  and  Mr. 
Henry  Owen  McOuoid. 
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Mr.  McOuoid  led  the  class  in  Graduation,  but  on  the  Mat- 
riculation examinations  Miss  Pearl  Graham  made  the  highest 
marks,  and  thereby  won  "The  John  Hope  Prize,"  giving  her  a 
nucleus  of  $50.00  to  aid  her  in  completing  a  Commercial 
Course  which  she  has  chosen  for  her  future  work. 

THE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

The  Charlotte  County  Grammar  School  Building,  which 
has  done  service  since  the  year  1818  as  a  school  building,  and 
within  whose  walls  some  of  the  brightest  men  who  have  occu- 
pied public  positions  in  this  province,  and  many  of  whom  are 
at  the  present  time  conspicuous  among  the  brightest  men  of 
their  day,  received  a  part  of  their  education,  and  in  some 
cases  completed  their  course  there,  for  a  number  of  years  has 
not  afforded  that  degree  of  comfort  which  is  needful  to  pro- 
tect pupils  in  the  winter  season.  This  year  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees finally  decided  to  abandon  the  old  building  as  a  school 
room,  and  removed,  the  Grammar  School  to  the  larger  build- 
ing in  the  room  formerly  occupied  for  Manual  Training. 

It  is  a  fact  which  is  gradually  forcing  itself  upon  the 
minds  of  the  parents  and  ratepayers  in  St.  Andrews  that 
very  soon  the  Intermediate  school  building  will  also  have  to 
be  abandoned  for  want  of  comfortable  accommodation,  which 
it  cannot  much  longer  furnish  for  the  teachers  and  pupils  of 
this  town.  The  School  Board  is  looking-  forward  hopefully  to 
the  early  erection  of  a  new  school  building,  one  that  will  give 
the  needed  comforts  and  ample  accommodation  for  the  im- 
portant work  that  has  to  be  done  in  every  school  building, 
and  one  that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  district  for  many  gener- 
ations to  come.  So  firm  a  hold  does  this  subject  now  seem 
to  have  on  the  public  mind  that  the  School  Board  hope,  in 
its  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  next 
year,  to  be  able  to  tell  of  a  substantial  and  practical  start 
upon  this  very  important  undertaking. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

During  the  past  school  year  the  teachers  in  the  St.  And- 
rews schools  received^  a  very  complete  and  successful  course  in 
Physical  Training,  and  the  same  is  now  being  taught  in  our 
schools  with  very  satisfactory  results.  At  the  present  time  we 
are  suffering  from  a  lack  of  space     and    accommodation  in 
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which  to  teach  this  new  branch,  but  are  hopeful  of  supplying 
that  want  before  very  long. 

OUR  IvATE  SECRETARY. 

During  the  past  school  year  our  Board  sustained  a  severe 
loss  by  the  removal,  through  death,  of  its  Secretary,  the  late 
Mr.  J.  Sydney  McMaster,  which  touched  the  Board  not  only 
as  an  official  loss,  but  as  a  personal  bereavement  to  each 
member  individually,  who  through  long  association,  had  learn- 
ed to  esteen  Mr.  McMaster  as  something  greater  than  an  or- 
dinary friend. 

In  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties  towards  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  this  School  District,  which  covered  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century's  time,  Mr.  McMaster  was  ever  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  his  important  duties.  His  gentlemanly 
conduct  and  kindly  demeanor  under  all  circumstances,  won  him 
the  high  esteem  of  every  member  of  the  Board,  and  of  every 
teacher  on  the  school  staff  who  taught  in  our  schools  during 
his  term  of  office.  Mr.  MacMaster  was  one  whose  memory  will 
be  longest  and  most  dearly  cherished  by  those  who  knew  him 
best. 

THE  TEACHING  STAFF. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  be  able  to  state  that  dur- 
ing the  current  year,  the  personnel  of  the  teaching  staff  will 
remain  the  same  as  during  the  last  school  year,  all  the  mem- 
bers of  which  have  given  satisfaction  in  their  work,  and  each 
of  whom  has  displayed  a  conscientious  desire  to  faithfully 
perform  the  important  work  for  which  they  are  employed.

SIR:  We  beg  to  submit  our  statistical  report  together 
with  the  financial  statement  of  our  school,  for  the  year 
ending  June  30th,  1911.  As  you  are  already  aware  of  the 
conditions  which  existed  here  after  the  fire,  and  set  out  in  our 
last  report,  we  are  still  occupying  temporary  buildings  for 
school  purposes.  Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  buildings  for 
some  time  after  the  fire,  we  had  to  curtail  and  reduce  the 
number  of  primary  grades.  At  the  beginning  of  this  term  we 
were  able  to  secure  other  rooms  providing  accommodation  for 
all  the  grades,  though  some  of  the  lower  grades  are  still  at- 
tending half  day  sessions. 

Our  new  Grammar  school  is  nearing  completion.  Furni- 
ture has  been  ordered  to  furnish  the  different  class  rocms,  so 
that  the  beginning  of  next  term  we  will  be  pleased  to  aban- 
don our  present  temporary  quarters,  and  occupy  the  new  build- 
ing, where  everything  in  the  way  of  school  accommodations 
will  be  the  latest  and  most  up-to-date,  a  full  description  of 
which  will  be  given  in  our  next  report.

A 
large  and  convenient  room  in  the  Broadway  Building  was  fit- 
ted for  the  purpose  and  was  heartily  endorsed  by  Mr.  Kidner, 
and  the  work  of  the  school  has  been  satisfactory  under  the 
teaching  of  Miss  Winnifred  Smith.

L— Report  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  New  Brunswick. 

To  His  Honor  the  Honorable  Lemuel  J.  Tweedie,  LLD.,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswicld 

MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  HONOR  :  I  beer  to  submit  for 
the  information  of  the  Legislature  my  annual  report  on  the 
educational  state  of  the  Universitv  of  New  Brunswick. 

At  the  Encaenia  on  June  1st,  33  degrees  in  course  and  one 
honorary  degree  were  conferred.  Four  candidates  received  the 
decree  of  Master  in  Arts,  17  the  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Arts,  8 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Civil  Engineering,  2  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Electrical  Engineering  and  2 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Forestry.  The  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  Berton  C.  Foster, 
M.  A.,  Principal  of  the  Fredericton  High  School. 

The  attendance  for  the  year  was  167 — the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  University.  The  following-  table  gives  the  num- 
ber in  each  of  the  various  departments:

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The  attendance  for  the  current  year  will  scarcely  reach  this 
total.  There  is  the  usual  increase  in  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment and  a  large  relative  increase  in  the  Department  of  For- 
estry, but  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  students  in 
the  Arts  Department — both  of  men  and  women.  There  are  12 
fewer  women  students  than  last  year. 

There  is  evident  need  that  some  additions  should  be  made 
to  the  Arts  Course  to  make  it  more  generally  attractive  than 
it  is  at  present.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  University 
should  affiliate  with  some  Law  School  and  do  one  year  in  Law 
conjointly  with  the  course  in  Arts,  i  Or  the  University  might 
organize  a  Law  Faculty  of  its  own  with  headquarters  in  St. 
John  with  the  first  year  duplicated  in  connection  with  the 
Arts  Department  at  Freelericton.  The  advantage  of  either 
arrangement  would  be  that  the  young  man  intending  to  study 
law  would  save  one  year  in  his  attendance  at  Law  School  by 
anticipating  some  of  the  work  during  his  Arts  Course. 

The  provision  of  an  advanced  course  in  Education  as  a 
preparation  for  filling  the  principalships  of  Grammar  and  High 
Schools  might  also  prove  attractive. 

Several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  teaching  staff  took 
place  at  the  close  of  the  Academic  year.  Professor  Geoghegan, 
of  the  Department  of  Modern  Languages,  resigned  to  accept 
an  appointment  in  an  American  technical  school.  The  Univer- 
sity secured  as  his  successor,  Mr.  Axel  J.  Uppvall,  M.  A.,  who 
had  previously  given  the  University  a  satisfactory  year's  ser- 
vice. 

Professors  Stone,  of  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering, 
and  Cartmel,  of  the  Department  of  Physics  and  Electrical  En- 
gineering, resigned  to  take  up  the  practical  pursuit  of  their 
professions.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  as  their  successors 
Mr.  John  A.  Stiles,  a  junior  member  of  the  Faculty  of  Civil 
Engineering  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  Mr.  Claude  S. 
McGinnis,  a  graduate  and  former  instructor  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology  and  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  These  young  men  have  entered 
upon  their  work  with  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  and  give 
every  promise  of  becoming  able  and  popular  instructors  in 
their  respective  departments. 
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Through  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in  voting  an  in- 
crease in  the  provincial  grant  tot  the  University,  the  Senate 
was  able  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  professors  by  about  15  per 
cent.  While  the  salaries  are  still  low  yet  it  is  hoped  that  they 
may  prove  sufficient  to  enable  the  Senate  to  retain  the  ser- 
vices of  capable  instructors  with  some  degree  of  permanency. 
The  action  of  the  Government  and  Legislature  in  this  matter 
was  much  appreciated  by  all  friends  of  the  University. 

There  is  a  fairly  general  feeling  that  the  time  is  approach- 
ing when  the  Province  should  organize  definite  instruction  in 
the  Science  of  Agriculture.  The  Universitv  authorities  are 
willing  to  assist  this  movement  in  every  possible  way.  The 
present  facilities  of  the  University  are  available  for  the  organ- 
ization of  practical  instruction  in  Agriculture  as  a  part  of  the 
technical  work  carried  on  by  the  University. 

In  concluding  my  report  may  I  be  permitted  to  thank 
Your  Honor  for  your  personal  interest  in  the  University  and 
in  particular  for  the  very  generous  prize  available  during  the 
past  four  years  through  your  private  generosity. 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  for  the  further  information  of 
the  Legislature  a  copy  of  the  Current  Calendar  and  also  the 
financial  statement  prepared  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Univer- 
sity.

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  on  Man- 
ual Training  and  Household  Science  in  New  Brunswick  from 
September  1st,  1911,  to  December  31st,  1911. 

MANUAL  TRAINING  IN  WOODWORK. 

Seventeen  school  woodworking  shops  have  been  in  opera- 
tion, all  of  which  have  been  visited,  as  required  by  law,  during 
the  term.  Of  these,  four  are  in  rural  schools  and  three  in  con- 
solidated schools,  and  in  them  the  woodwork  is  taken  by  all 
the  boys  from  grade  six  up.  This  condition  also  obtains  in 
five  of  the  city  and  town  schools.  In  the  remainder  shop  work 
is  only  given  to  the  boys  of  grades  six  to  eight  inclusive,  ex- 
cept in  the  City  of  St.  John  where  this  work  is  confined  to  the 
boys  of  grades  seven  and  eight. 

Through  the  efforts  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Kidner,  Man- 
ual Training  and  Household  Science  Departments  were  opened 
in  Chatham  in  September  last.  These  are  well  equipped  and 
organized  and  already  good  results  are  being  produced. 

The  course  given  in  Manual  Training  is  a  very  general  one 
in  tool  processes  in  wood.  It  aims  to  develop  the  pupil  physi- 
cally and  mentally,  and  to  give  him  that  degree  of  manual 
dexterity  so  necessary  in  every  walk  of  life.  Drafting  is  made 
a  factor  of  the  shop  work  in  every  case,  and  I  am  placing 
emphasis  on  this  phase  both  on  account  of  its  educational 
value  and  its  practical  utility.  It  forms  the  basis  of  practically 
every  constructive  industry,  it  is  excellent  as  a  developer  of 
manual  and  mental  power,  and  it  is  well  adapted  to  our 
school  needs  as  it  requires  small  outlay  for  equipment  neces- 
sary to  teach  it  successfully. 

While  the  course  is  taken  by  high  school  students  in  some 
cases,  as  mentioned  above,  it  is  not  designed  for  these.  When 
they  take  the  work  it  is  necessarily  very  largely  repetition  of 
the  operations  mastered  in  the  lower  grades.  While  this  proce- 
dure is  preferable  to  the  practice  of  depriving  high  school  stu- 
dents of  the  privilege  of  any  practical    instruction,   their  time 
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could  be  much  more  economically  utilized  if  facilities  were  pro- 
vided for  special  courses  giving  a  thorough  ground  work  for 
taking  up  trades  and  a  start  in  them. 

HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  nine  Household 
Science  Departments  have  been  open  in  the  province.  rn  all 
but  two  of  these  the  subject  has  been  presented  to  the  girls 
of  grades  six  to  eleven  inclusive.  In  St.  John  only  the  girls 
of  grades  eight  and  nine  tajke  the  work,  although  sewing  is 
carried  on  to  a  limited  extent  in  some  of  the  lower  grades  in 
that  city.  In  some  schools  throughout  the  country  grades  four 
and  five  take  sewing  regularly. 

There  is  a  notable  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  teaching  of 
Household  Science  owing  to  the  fact  that  each  teacher  more  or 
less  strictly  follows  the  course  which  she  took  as  a  student 
teacher  in  the  institution  from  which  she  procured  her  teacher's 
certificate.  Although  there  are  only  eight  teachers  employed  in 
this  subject  in  the  province,  there  as  many  as  five  institutions 
and  courses  represented.  Each  of  these  courses  possesses  its 
outstanding  features  and  none  of  them  is  poor,  but  if  the 
points  of  each  most  suited  to  New  Brunswick  needs  were  wov- 
en into  a  course  and  regularly  prescribed  for  our  schools  the 
cause  of  Household  Science  in  the  province  would  be  material- 
ly advanced,  and  the  work  of  teachers  and  director  greatly 
simplified  and  facilitated.  In  conference  with  the  teachers  I 
have  found  the  desire  for  such  a  uniform  course  almost  uni- 
versal. While  the  courses  now  taught  may  be  essentially  the 
same  the  teachers  complain  especially  of  the  difficulty  of  tak- 
ing up  the  work  in  schools  where  other  teachers  have  been  fol- 
lowing courses  with  which  the  new  incumbents  are  not  ac- 
quainted. Thus  the  usual  inconvenience  of  changing  teachers  is 
greatly  aggravated  and  the  pupils  and  the  subject  suffer  ac- 
cordingly to  say  nothing  of  the  dissatisfaction  of    the  teacher. 

ELEMENTARY  HANDWORK. 

Systematic  Elementary  Handwork  is  carried  on  only  in 
comparatively  few  of  the  schools  of  the  province.  In  Chatham 
this  line  of  work  has  been  successfully  organized  in  all  the 
lower  grades,  and  good  results  are  being  obtained.  The 
schools  of  Sackville,  Sussex,  Riverside,    Bloomfield  and  a  few 
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others  do  some  work  in  this  connection,  but  very  few  make 
any  serious  effort  to  carry  out  the  course  authorized  for  the 
province; 

This  work  is  of  prime  importance  not  only  because  these 
early  formative  years  of  school  life  offer  the  greatest  possibili- 
ties for  the  development  of  manual  dexterity  and  are  not  bur- 
dened with  the  multitude  of  purely  mental  subjects  that  must 
receive  attention  later,  but  because  it  forms  the  foundation  up- 
on which  to  build  the  practical  instruction  of  the  upper 
grades.  I  do  not  hope  for  great  improvement  in  this  branch 
of  Manual  Training,  however,  till  it  is  more  definitely  recog- 
nized by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  given  a  place  in  the 
semi-annual  returns  of  the  grade  teachers.  A  great  deal  of 
handwork  is  done  and  has  been  done  for  several  years  at  the 
Normal  school.  Every  lady  student  takes  the  full  course  with 
notes  on  teaching  it.  The  majority  of  our  teachers  therefore 
are  well  equipped  to  take  up  the  work  in  their  schools,  and 
doubtless  would  do  so  if  the  subject  were  o-iven  proper  encour- 
agement and  recognition. 

There  are  two  broad  phases  of  Manual  Training  advanced 
by  its  promoters,  viz.,  its  purely  developmental  value,  and  its 
utilitarian  possibilities.  The  former  armeals  more  strongly  to 
the  average  theoretic  educationist  while  the  latter  is  more  im- 
portant in  the  estimation  of  the  practical  man  of  affairs.  For- 
tunately, when  proper  courses  and  methods  are  applied  in  at- 
taining the  utilitarian  en<J,  the  developmental  function  oper- 
ates incidentally.  For  this  reason,  and  because  it  is  the  "prac- 
tical man  of  affairs"  that  pays  the  bulk  of  the  taxes  it  is  my 
p0licy_while  not  losing  sight  of  the  cultural— to  emphasize 
more  and  more  the  practical  utility  side  of  Manual  Training 
work  in  New  Brunswick.  This  I  find  to  be  the  policy  of  many 
of  the  best  German,  English  and  American  schools. 

The  Manual  Training  of  the  first  five  or  six  grades  is  and 
must  ever  be  purely  developmental  in  its  aim.  In  advance  of 
these  grades,  however,  there  should  be  segregated  classes,  spe- 
cialized courses  suited  to  both  sexes,  and  a  higher  and  higher 
standard  of  technique  in  the  work.  Thus  at  the  end  of  a  high 
school  course  a  girl  should  have  a  broad,  intelligent  and  thor- 
oughly practical  conception  of  household  a'rts  and  home  econ- 
omics. She  should  be  able  to  do  her  own  millinery  if  necessary, 
and  certainly  make  her  graduation  dress.   That  this  is  possible 
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has  been  proven  in  many  schools.  That  it  is  desirable  will 
scarcely  be  doubted  since  by  thus  giving  the  young  women  of 
the  country  definite  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  value  and 
nature  of  food  stuffs,  textiles,  furnishings,  home  nursing,  sani- 
tation, etc.,  we  are  adopting  the  surest  means  of  putting  our 
future  homes  on  a  sound,  economic  basis  as  far  as  judicious 
spending  is  concerned. 

Again  in  the  boys'  classes  let  the  processes  and  technique 
be  as  exactlv  as  possible  like  that  of  the  best  workmen  of  the 
trades  concerned.  Unless  this  obtains  we  cannot  expect  the 
work  of  our  school  work-shops  to  command  the  respect  of  the 
tradesmen  which  might  be  so  valuable.  Work  must  be  of  such 
a  nature  that  the  tradesman  will  see  that  his  son  is  becom- 
ing commercially  efficient,  that  he  will  have  nothing  to  un- 
learn if  he  should  leave  school  and  take  up  the  trade,  and  that 
he  is  advancing  in  his  capacity  to  earn  money.  We  do  not 
assert  that  the  school  should  teach  trades  in  full — merely  that 
it  should  give  a  proper  and  thorough  start  in  those  touched. 
Thus  it  would  materially  help  to  place  the  future  hames  of  our 
land  on  a  sound  economic  basis  as  far  as  income  is  concerned. 
Further  this  kind  of  manual  training  would  undoubtedly  be 
the  means  of  inducing  many  boys  to  continue  at  school  who 
could  not  otherwise  afford  to,  or  would  not  otherwise  care  to, 
and  thus  get  the  advantage  of  the  purely  cultural  subjects, 
the  value  of  which,  though  unquestionable,  they  do  not  appre- 
ciate when  so  young. 

When  these  or  similar  provisions  are  given  our  young  peo- 
ple the  school  will  in  some  degree  have  met  its  obligation  to 
contribute  to  a  material  advance  in  the  standard  of  living  in 
the  community  and  thus^lay  a  sure  and  necessary  foundation 
for  general  progress  in  other  lines. 

To  these  few  words  regarding  policy  and  aim  permit  me  to 
add  a  word  as  to  the  means  of  their  realization  in  New 
Brunswick. 

First,  there  must  be  a  supply  of  efficient  teachers — women 
to  teach  the  educational  handwork  of  the  lower  grades  and  the 
special  courses  for  girls  in  the  upper  grades,  and  men  to  pre- 
sent the  shop  courses  for  the    boys  of  these  last  grades. 
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Our  work  in  equipping  handwork  teachers  has  been  already 
referred  to,  as  has  also  the  fact  that  our  Household  Science 
teachers  are  supplied  from  several  institutions  of  good  stand- 
ing.   These  arrangements  seem  adequate  to  present  demands. 

The  supply  of  men  to  teach  shop  work  in  the  schools  is, 
however,  very  limited,  and  our  facilities  for  equipping  them  ai 
the  Normal  school  are  very  poor.  Teachers  in  this  line  should 
possess  the  sound  pedagogy  of  the  schoolman  and  the  tech- 
nic! ue  of  the  good  tradesman.  In  order  that  the  former  quali- 
fication may  obtain  men  who  have  had  training  and  experience 
in  teaching  literary  subjects  are  admitted  to  a  special  course 
of  five  months,  during  which  they  are  supposed  to  acquire  the 
latter  qualification.  To  think  men  can  become  expert  work- 
men in  several  materials  in  this  short  time,  besides  mas  ter- 
ing  the  history,  theory  and  organization  necessary  to  begin  the 
work  intelligently,  is  almost  absurd.  We  are  obliged  to  con- 
fine their  special  training  course  to  a  set  of  lessons  in  general 
tool  processes,  a  little  drafting — not  by  any  means  sufficient  to 
make  them  draftsmen — and  a  smattering  of  theory.  Under 
such  circumstances  it  can  scarcely  be  wondered  at  that  men 
have  almost  abandoned  this  field  (there  were  only  three  em- 
ployed in  the  province  during  the  term),  and  that  Manual 
Training  has  not  advanced  in  this  as  in  other  countries. 

I  would  beg  leave  to  sngg  st  in  this  connection  that  the 
course  for  Manual  Training  teachers  (except  those  working  for 
rural  license)  be  extended  to  one  year  in  length,  that  the  grant 
to  male  teachers  of  this  subject  in  rural  and  town  schools  be 
advanced  at  least  to  75  dollars,  and  250  dollars  per  annum  re- 
spectively, and  that  the  Manual  Training  Department  at  the 
Normal  School  be  re-organized  and  trio  re  favorably  quartered. 
Facilities  are  needed  to  prepare  teachers  to  give  courses  in 
various  materials  and  processes.  Further  we  should  have  a  re- 
gular summer  course  for  teachers  in  this  line  established  so 
tlmt  the  work  may  be  extended  and  improved  throughout  the 
province  without  necessitating  any  loss  of  time  on  the  part  of 
the  teachers.  N(ow  in  order  to  get  started  in  this  direction  it 
will  be  necessarv  either  to  import  a  few  well  ea  nipped  men,  or 
send  some  of  our  own  men'out  of  the  province  to  qualify 
that  they  may  return  and  teach  our  teachers. 
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Second:  As  to  courses,  our  Handwork  Course  as  organized 
by  Mr.  Kidner  is  most  excellent.  I  have  studied  it  carefully 
and  compared  it  with  many  and  find  it  second  to  none.  The 
need  of  a  Household  Science  Course  has  been  already  referred 
to.  The  course  that  we  have  in  shopwork  is  a  general  one  in 
wood  alone,  designed  for  grades  six  to  eight  inclusive,  for 
which  grades  it  is  suitable  and  fairly  adequate.  In  addition  to 
this,  however,  for  the  upper  grades,  special  courses  in  this  and 
other  materials  sho'uld  be  opened  for  the  boys.  Such  courses 
are  being  successfully  anolied  in  many  countries — in  fact  in 
nearlv  all  progressive  states.  They  should  bear  a  direct  rela- 
tion to  the  conditions  and  industries  of  the  communities  in 
which  thev  are  given.  In  New  Brunswick  with  its  large  rural 
population  where  agricultural  interests  predominate,  special 
courses  in  Carpentry,  Cementwork  and  Forging  ought  to  prove 
acceptable.  These  do  not  require  a  very  expensive  equipment 
for  teaching  purposes,  and  I  see  no  valid  reason  why  one  or 
more  of  them  might  not  be  given  in  connection  with  every 
Consolidated  and  Superior  school.  For  the  cities  and  larger 
towns  courses  in  drafting,  machine  shop  practice,  cabinet  mak- 
ing, pattern  making,  etc.,  would  be  suitable  according  to  the 
special  needs  of  the  locality. 

In  closing  this  report,  Sir,  I  beg  leave  to  point  out  that, 
although  nearly  every  large  town  outside  of  New  Brunswick, 
both  in  this  and  other  countries,  gives  its  young  people  the 
privilege  of  evening  continuation  courses  in  such  practical  sub- 
jects as  are  embraced  in  Manual  Training,  there  is  not  a  single 
class  of  this  kind  within  the  province.  If  shops  suitable  for 
carrying  out  such  instruction  as  is  suggested  above  were  estab- 
lished for  day  school  work  they  could  be  utilized  to  the  ma- 
terial advantage  of  the  communities  for  the  accommodation  of 
evening  classes.

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III  — Report  of  Principal  of  MacDonald  Consoli- 
dated School  at  Kingston,  Kings  Co.

SIR:  Following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  Kingston  Consoli- 
dated School  for  the  past  school  term. 

In  June  the  principal,  Mr.  W.  T.  Denham,  and  Miss  H. 
Flewelling,  teacher  of  the  Intermediate  Department,  and  also 
teacher  of  Household  Science,  resigned  and  their  places  were 
taken  bv  Mr.  C.  T.  Wetmore  and  Miss  Hannah  Shamper,  both 
of  whom  had  attended  the  Kingston  School  when  the  districts 
were  first  consolidated.  Miss  Shamper  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Quebec  Normal  School  and  of  St.  Anne's  College,  Montreal, 
in  Household  Science.  Miss  M.  A.  B.  Saunders  retained  her 
position  as  teacher  of  the  Primary  Department  and  of  Manual 
Training. 

The  school  garden  work  was  taught  by  Miss  Shamper  dur- 
ing the  first  term  and  by  the  present  principal  during  the  sec- 
ond term.  I  consider  that  the  school  garden  work  has  been  of 
a  great  deal  of  value  to  the  pupils.  The  crops  were  carefully 
harvested  and  the  produce  sold,  the  receipts  going  towards  the 
Piano  Fund. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  every  grade  in 
the  school  some  branch  of  Manual  Training  or  Household  Sci- 
ence is  being  taught.  Grades  I.  to  III.  are  taught  paper  fold- 
ing, etc.  The  girls  in  Grades  III.  to  V.  are  taught  sewing, 
while  the  boys  from  these  grades  take  advanced  cardboard 
work;  the  boys  in  Grades  VI.  to  X.  take  woodwork,  etc.,  and 
the  girls  in  these  grades  are  taught  Household  Science.  The 
benefits  of  the  teaching  received  in  these  subjects  is  easily 
seen  in  classroom  work. 

One  very  encouraging  feature  of  the  term's  work  has  been 
the  large  enrolment  and  the  splendid  attendance  of  pupils  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  epidemics  of  whooping  cough  and  scarlet 
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fever  visited  the  district  early  in  the  term.  The  total  enrol- 
ment for  the  term  was  105. 

In  each  of  the  grades  very  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  regular  branches  of  study.  Physical  Drill  is  now 
being  taught  to  each  grade  in  the  school  with  good  results.

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IV.— Report  of  Principal  of  Riverside  Consolida 

ted  School.

SIR:    I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Riverside 

Consolidated  School. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  I  have  received  no  statement  of  the 
school  work  for  the  term  ending  June  30th  last,  I  can  report 
only  for  the  fall  term  of  1911. 

The  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  Departments 
have  done  satisfactory  work  during  the  term.  Grades  V.  to  XI. 
have  received  instruction  and  their  plainly  evinced  interest  and 
careful  work  are  strong  evidence  of  the  value  of  these  depart- 
ments. Unfortunately  there  is  some  overcrowding  in  the  lower 
grades  in  both  these  classes. 

The  school  garden,  I  found  on  my  arrival,  had  been  un- 
touched for  a  year."  It  has,  however,  been  prepared  this  fall 
and  I  expect  to  begin  work  in  the  spring  with  Grades  VII. -IX. 

A  Literary  and  Debating  Society,  including  the  pupils  of 
Grades  A" II. -XI.,  was  organized  early  in  the  term  for  the  pur- 
pose of  developing  in  all  the  pupils  the  ability  to  take  their 
part  in  life  on  a  side  not  touched  bv  the  ordinarv  school  work. 
The  results  have,  I  think,  been  satisfactory  enough  to  amply 
justify  the  one  hour  a  week  which  has  been  devoted  to  it. 

vSo  far  nothing  has  been  added  to  the  library  with  the  ex- 
ception of  some  daily  and  weekly  newspapers,  from  which  the 
pupils  gain  the  information  required  for  the  Current  History 
classes.  I  may  add  that  *the  work  of  these  classes  has  given  a 
decided  impetus  to  the  interest  of  the  pupils  in  the  events  of 
the  day;  the  object  lias  been  to  stimulate  the  systematic  and 
intelligent  reading  of  the  newspapers  at  hand.  We  have  now  on 
hand  (after  devoting  eighteen  dollars  to  the  Manual  Training 
and  Domestic  Science  departments)  about  thirty  dollars  to 
spend  on  the  library.  One  or  two  scientific  and  literary  mag- 
azines of  the  best  type  will  be  secured  and  the  remainder  spent 
on  books.  The  library  is  of  inestimable  value,  especially  to 
those  who  come  in  the  vans,  and  should  be  very  largely  in- 
creased if  only  more  funds  were  available. 
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During  the  term  just  closed  the  work  and  the  spirit  of  the 
pupils  have  been  excellent,  and  the  ground  covered  in  all  grades 
has  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  The  pupils  take  a  gratify 
ing  interest  in  their  own  progress.  I  feel,  however,  that  there 
is  among  many  parents  sqme  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  value 
of  a  High  School  course.  We  haave  in  our  High  School  only 
live  boys,  of  whom  four  belong  to  grade  nine,  and  twenty 
girls.  Of  this  number  only  two  come  from  homes  outside  of 
the  Consolidated  District. 

The  number  of  girls  is  perhaps  as  large  as  can  be  expected 
in  a  school  of  two  hundred,  but  the  small  number  of  boys 
who  go  through  High  School  is  deplorable.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  boys  do  not  receive  the  encouragement  they  should 
to  complete  their  school  course;  indeed  I  have  strong  evidence 
of  this  in  the  fact  that  many  pupils  even  in  attendance  in  the 
lower  school  are  kept  away  a  month  or  more  at  a  time  to 
work  for  wages,  or  for  still  more  trivial  reasons.  I  feel  very 
strongly  the  need  of  a  law,  already  in  force  in  at  least  one 
province  of  Canada,  making  both  parent  and  employer  liable 
to  a  substantial  fine  in  such  cases.  If  the  boys  are  kept  con- 
tinuously at  school  during  the  regular  school  age  there  will  be 
a  much  larger  number  anxious  to  complete  their  High  School 
course;  once  he  has  fallen  behind  his  class  a  boy  can  hardly 
be  expected  to  take  a  normal  interest  in  his  work.  Parents  as 
well  as  pupils  must,  moreover,  be  led  to  see  how  poorly  equip- 
ped is  the  boy  of  today  without  at  least  all  the  education  pro- 
vided by  the  school  at  his  door.  If  a  thorough  business  course 
which  should  include,  along  with  the  purely  commercial  sub- 
jects, arithmetic,  literature,  composition,  grammar,  and  pen- 
manship, could  be  provided  without  too  much  expense  to  the 
district  it  would  go  far  towards  the  improvement  of  these  con- 
ditions; but  even  this  would  reach  only  a  portion  of  our  boys 
and  girls. 

I  shall,  I  hope,  have  more  to  say  on  this  subject  in  my 
next  report  as  my  period  of  service  has  been  too  short  as  yet 
to  arrive  at  satisfactory  conclusions.

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V.— Report  of  Principal  of  Hampton  Consoli- 
dated School.

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  report  as  Prin- 
cipal of  Hampton  Consolidated  School. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  this  school  has  been  in  operation. 
During  the  first  few  years  many  problems  presented  them- 
selves, but  upon  my  taking  charge  I  found  a  splendid  system 
as  regards  grading  and  organization  of  scholars  from  different 
districts. 

The  staff  this  year  is  the  same  as  last  with  the  exception 
of  Principal,  Manual  Training  and  Household  Science  teachers. 
The  present  staff  is  as  follows: 

Miss  Winifred  Dixon — Grades  I.  and  II. 

Miss  Bessie  Howard — Grades  III.  and  IV. 

Miss  Emilie  Al ward— Grades  V.  and  VI. 

Miss  Muriel  DeMiile— Grades  VII.  and  VIII. 

Mr.  Alfred  J.  Brooks— Grades  IX.,  X.  and  XI. 

Miss  Jean  B.  Peacock,  Household  Science. 

Miss  Thurber,  Manual  Training,  two  days  per  week. 

The  school  garden  is  being  conducted  the  same  as  previous 
years.  About  one  quarter  of  an  acre  is  used  for  garden,  all 
under  cultivation.  This  year's  produce  was  of  excellent  quality 
especially  the  vegetables.  The  garden  is  in  a  good  situation 
and  is  kept  in  splendid  condition  by  the  pupils  who  take  a 
great  interest  in  their  plots. 

There  is  but  one  van  used  by  this  school  but  gives  excel- 
lent service.  The  comfort  of  the  children  is  very  carefully  look- 
ed after.    It  brings  eight  chil  ren  from  Hendrick's  District. 

The  enrolment  during  last  term  has  been  198,  about  the 
same  as  previous  years.  There  are  fewer  scholars  in  the 
High  School  department  this  term  owing  to  a  small  grade 
nine.  Next  year  it  will  be  much  larger.  There  are  seven  in  the 
graduation  class  this  year.    Many  scholars  from    outside  tihe 
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consolidated  district  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  af- 
forded by  this  school  and  are  in  regular  attendance.  Most  of 
these  come  in  the  train  from  Iyakeside  and  Nauwigewauk,  oth- 
ers walk  in  from  Smithtown  and  Norton. 

The  Manual  Training  and  Household  Science  courses  are 
popular  among  parents  and  pupils.  Both  departments  are  well 
equipped,  and  very  satisfactory  and  useful  work  is  being  done 
bv  the  scholars.  The  courses  are  made  as  practical  as  pos- 
sible. I  have  found  the  pupils  very  obedient  and  anxious  that 
their  school  should  have  as  good  a  name  as  possible. 

Before  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  in 
praise  of  the  Consolidated  School  System.  From  my  brief 
experience  I  am  convinced  it  is  an  ideal  system  for  rural 
schools  and  reflects  greatly  to  the  credit  of  those  who  inaugur- 
ated the  system.  It  not  only  gives  to  the  public  the  benefit 
entailed  but  it  gives  to  the  pupils  a  broader  idea  of  school  life 
and  also  a  more  enjoyable  one. 

In  our  school  at  Hampton  the  scholars  publish  a  School 
Magazine,  have  a  debating  society,  as  well  as  several  athletic 
teams. 

I  have  found  the  School  Board    and    people    of  Hampton 
very  kind  and  greatly  interested  in  the  success  of  their  school.

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VI.    Report  of  Principal  of  Florenceville 
Consolidated  School.

SIR:  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
Florenceville  Consolidated  School,  District  No.  4,  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  Simonds,  Wicklow  and  Peel,  in  the  County  of  Carlet- 
on.  The  Village  of  Florenceville  met  a  terrible  calamity  dur- 
ing the  summer  vacation,  when  a  large  section  of  business 
houses  and  dwellings  were  destroyed  by  fire  and  it  was  only 
through  the  noble  efforts  of  the  secretary,  Mr.  W.  A.  Taylor, 
and  his  assistants  that  the  school  buildings  were  saved  from 
the  same  disaster. 

I  am  happy  to  say  rebuilding  the  burnt  district  is  well  ad- 
vanced and  the  present  effects  of  decreased  attendance  and  re- 
duction   of    the    district  valuation  will  be  speedily  overcome. 

The  work  of  this  year  shows  much  improvement  over  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year.  During  the  first  year  there 
was  much  uncertainty  and  many  untried  problems.  The  school 
was  not  graded  and  it  was  impossible  to  classify  them  by  the 
prescribed  course,  but  this  year,  with  exact  knowledge  of  the 
qualification  of  each,  progress  in  the  work  has  been  constant 
from  the  start. 

We  have  an  excellent  class  in  Grade  X.  this  year  which  will 
if  nothing  unforseen  occurs,  graduate  next  year  with  credit  to 
themselves  and  their  school.  There  also  seems  more  interest 
with  the  parents  as  was  evidenced  by  the  increased  number  of 
visitors  at  the  closing  exercises. 

In  the  first  Intermediate  Department  wc  were  unfortunate 
in  having  two  changes  of  teachers  in  a  year.  This  room  lias 
given  us  more  concern  than  any  in  the  school  but  the  difficulty 
has  been  overcome  mainly  through  the  excellent  management 
of  the  present  teacher,  Miss  Mary  Maxwell,  who  holds  Super- 
ior license . 
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The  Manual  Training  is  conducted  by  Miss  E.  Wetmore. 
This  is  Miss  Wetmore' s  second  period  of  service  and  her  merits 
are  generally  known.  She  also  has  charge  of  Grades  III.  and 
IV.  Through  her  enterprise  we  have  been  provided  with  sever- 
al useful  articles  in  the  building,  such  as  towel  racks,  picture 
frames,  etc.,  the  work  of  her  class  out  of  regular  hours.  I 
may  say  I  have  met  no  one  in  this  section  but  praises  the  work 
and  aim  of  Manual  Training. 

Miss  Bertha  Alward  is  instructress  in  Household  Science. 
She  holds  Superior  license.  1  \ 

Besides  the  special  work  Miss  Alward  is  teacher  of  the 
Primary  Department. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  school  term  were  well  attend- 
ed. There  was  no  special  preparation  of  a  program  me.  We  are 
in  custom  to  reserve  this  for  the  cjose  of  the  vear.  About  one 
hour  was  spent  in  the  Assembly  ball  where  some  of  the  ad- 
vanced pupils  read  essays  on  Christmas  and  its  customs;  the 
younger  ones  recited  or  sang  Christmas  songs. 

Twelve  High  School  certificates  were  presented  to  the 
pupils  in  Grade  IX. 

The  highest  average  in  the  High  School  Entrance  Examin- 
ation was  made  by  Andrew  J.  Stephenson. 

The  medal  for  the  highest  standing  in  the  school  last  year 
was  won  by  Miss  Willa  E.  Hunter,  now  in  attendance  at  Mt. 
Allison  University. 

The  season  was  quite  favorable  for  school  gardening  al- 
though early  drought  compelled  us  to  replace  some  of  the 
plots.  More  ground  was  plotted  this  year  than  ever  before. 
The  whole  number  of  plots  was  seventy.  Each  pupil  received 
the  product  of  his  or  her  plot.  From  the  interest  shown  among 
the  lower  grades  I  think  it  possible  to  cultivate  more  sym- 
pathy for  this  work  where  now  among  the  older  ones  there 
seems  a  distaste,  especially  the  girls.  I  suppose  this  would  be 
reversed  if  the  whole  class  were  sent  to  Household  Science.  Re- 
quests were  made  for  experiments  in  Alfalfa  clover  and  grain 
plots.  These  were  granted.  While  the  former  was  quite  success- 
ful, on  account  of  the  grain  ripening^before  school  opened  the 
latter  was  a  failure.  I  was  disappointed  as  the  seed  was  hand 
selected,   All  infected  and  imperfect  kernels  were  discarded.  I

mean  to  repeat  the  experiment  next   year,  I  hope  with  better 
results. 

There  is  a  number  of  large  landowners  in  this  district  who 
have  no  representation  in  school.  Early  last  year  I  began  a 
plan  that  might  be  the  means  of  giving  them  interest  with 
benefit  to  themselves.  The  idea  was  to  have  a  farmers'  club 
in  connection  with  the  school.  Several  well  attended  public 
meetings  were  held  and  men  prominent  in  agriculture  gave  ad- 
dresses. The  organization  has  taken  the  form  of  a  regular 
agricultural  society.  Monthly  meetings  are  held  when  papers 
on  important  topics  are  read  and  discussed.  There  seems  to  be 
much  enthusiasm  in  the  project  and  so  far  it  has  worked  well. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  have  music  reading  taught.  I 
think  the  recent  order  is  well  founded  as  we  are  more  and  more 
dependent  on  musical  instruments  and  as  far  as  music  is  con- 
cerned will  become  a  voiceless  nation. 

The  Carleton- Victoria  County  Teachers'  Institute  held  here 
this  autumn  was  in  the  words  of  the  Secretary  of  the  same, 
"one  of  the  best  during  his  eight  years  on  the  Executive." 
We  were,  Sir,  honored  at  that  time  by  a  visit  from  you  as 
Chief  Executive  of  our  school  system  and  we  hope  the  time  • 
will  be  favorable  when  you  may  visit  us  when  the  school  is  in 
session. 

We  received  a  call  this  term  from  J.  Fletcher  Peacock,  B. 
A.,  Director  of  Manual  Training. 

Improvement  has  been  made  in  the  system  of  heating  the 
building.  This  is  the  first  year  this  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
water  system  is  better  regulated.  No  outside  assistance  has 
been  needed  for  repairs. 

The  sweeping  and  dusting  has  been  given  over  to  the 
janitor;  formerly  the  pupils  did  this  work.  This  is  a  great  ad- 
vance on  former  years.  Your  complimentary  words  at  the 
public  meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Institute  are  sufficiently  ■ex- 
pressive of  the  neatness  and  cleanliness  of  the  building. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  planting  trees  and  otherwise 
improving  the  grounds. 

The  attendance  of  pupils  is  regular,  upwards  of  seventy-five 
per  cent,  on  an  average.    This  is  the  benefit  of  consolidation. 

The  deportment  of  the  pupils  is  excellent.  Some  provision 
should  be  made  for  a  gymnasium  for    the  pupils  that  come  in

vans  to  play  at  the  noon  hour.  This  would  serve  as  a  place  for 
games  after  hours,  where  under  supervision  moderation  could 
be  exercised  other  than  the  pupils  renting  a  building  put  ide 
governing  their  own  games  with  judgment  immature  if  not  in- 
discreet to  the  positive  injury  of  their  school  work  in  general. 

In  conclusion  I  am  honest  in  saying  we  are  progressing. 
That  the  school  is  conducted  with  harmony  and  co-operation. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  are  generous  and  the  committee  of 
school  and  property.  The  Chairman,  Dr.  D.  W.  Ross,  and  secre- 
tary, Mr.  W.  A.  Taylor,  are  both  very  busy  men  in  their  per- 
sonal business  yet  matters  concerning  the  school  generally  are 
faithfully  and  carefully  attended  to.  The  monthly  meetings 
are  regular  and  well  attended.  There  have  been  mistakes  but  I 
believe  we  have  in  the  end  profited  by  thqm.  Consolidation  has 
met  criticism  but  has  been  able  to  withstand  it.  The  fact  that 
preparations  are  being  made  for  another  consolidated  school 
within  the  county  is  ample  proof  of  its  favor  in  public  opinion. 

In  the  work  here  I  have  given  my  best  effort.  There  is 
much  in  preparing  the  future  of  young  lives,  that  is  not  found 
in  any  course  of  instruction.  Those  high  ideals  of  character 
that  are  essential  to  the  future  success  of  every  boy  and  girl 
if  the  purpose  of  true  education  is  carried  out  to  the  interest 
of  the  state  and  society.  Some  of  my  policies  have  been  dras- 
tic, perhaps  too  much  so.  We  have  undergone  radical  changes, 
I  believe  for  the  better,  and  nearer  the  motto  adopted  by  the 
school,  "Magna  est  veritus  et  prevalebit."  In  the  work  I 
am  cheered  by  willing  and  faithful  teachers,  a  co-operative 
School  Board  and  a  host  of  kind  friends.

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Report  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science.

SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  your  consideration, 
the  following  report  of  the  twenty-fifth  session  of  the  Summer 
School  of  Science,  for  the  Atlantic  Provinces  of  Canada,  held 
at  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  July  12th  to  August  2nd,  1911. 

The  enrolment  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school, 
there  having  been  383  persons  registered  as  members  of  the 
school. 

The  session  of  the  school  was  characterized  by  the  enthus- 
iasm with  which  the  students  entered  upon  and  prosecuted 
their  studies.  The  large  number  of  scholarships  offered  for 
competition  proved  to  be  a  great  stimulus  to  the  students. 
There  were  forty-four  (44)  scholarships,  of  the  value  of  from 
$10  to  $20  each,  donated  by  the  Faculty  and  other  well  wish- 
ers of  the  school. 

Work  in  the  school  continued  from  early  morning  until  late 
at  night.  Classes  in  physical  drill  began  at  7  a.  m.  and  ended 
at  8  p.  m.  From  9  o'clock  a.  m.  to  12  o'clock  noon,  each 
day,  the  regular  class  room  work  was  conducted. 

The  following-  subjects  were  studied:  Geology,  Physics, 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  English  literature,  Botany,  Zoology, 
Agriculture,  Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

In  the  afternoons,  several  morning  lectures  were  repeated 
to  accommodate  those  who  wished  to  do  more  work  than  the 
regular  time-table  permitted.  Field  and  laboratory  work  occu- 
pied the  vspare  hours  of  each  afternoon. 

The  instructors  in  each  subject  were  careful  to  demonstrate 
the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  subject.  In  this  way,  the 
teachers  who  attended  the  session  received  many  valuable  sug- 
gestions, which  they  could  turn  to  practical  account  in  their 
own  schools.

One  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  of  the  students  wrote  examin- 
ations and  received  certificates  attesting  to  the  proficiency  at- 
tained. In  addition  to  the  certificates  awarded  by  the  school, 
the  Department  of  Militia  and  Defence  granted  one  hundred 
and  seventy  (170/  ceetificates  to  the  members  who  were  quali- 
fied to  teach  physical  culture. 

Very  little  time  was  devoted  to  pleasure  trips;  still,  the 
social  side  of  the  school  was  not  neglected.  The  President  and 
Senate  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  entertained  the 
school  at  an  afternoon  garden  party.  A  social  evening  was 
spent  in  the  Normal  School  building.  An  exciirsion  to  Marys- 
ville  Cotton  Mills,  where  the  school  was  royally  entertained 
by  Mayor  Hatt,  manager  of  ti  e  mills,  was  very  enjoyable  and 
profitable.  Each  day  there  were  a  number  of  canoeing  parties 
on  the  river.  Recreation  and  work  were  pleasantly  and  pro- 
fitably combined. 

Much  credit  for  the  large  attendance  of  New  Brunswick 
teachers  at  the. school  was  due  to  the  sympathetic  interest 
shown  by  Dr.  Carter,  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  for 
New  Brunswick,  and  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  the  Local  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  T.  B.  Kidner.  Everything  considered,  the  quarter- 
century  anniversary  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science  was  its 
banner  session. 

The  next  session  of  the  school  will  be  held  at  Yarmouth, 
N.  S.,  July  10th  to  31st,  1912.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the 
Blind: 

GENTLEMEN:  The  table  of  attendance  herewith  submitted 
shows  that  152  blind  persons  have  been  under  instruction  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  of  whom  80  were  males  and  72  females.  Of 
these  17  graduated  or  remained  at  home,  making  the  total 
number  registered  December  1st,  1911,  135,  of  whom  71  are 
males  and  64  females.  Of  these  87  are  from  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  28  from  New  Brunswick,  4  from  Prince  Edward 
Island,  15  from  Newfoundland,  and  1  from  the  Bahamas.

The  School. — This  school  sets  before  its  pupils  a  high  stand- 
ard of  education.  It  seeks  through  systematic  training  to  de- 
velop its  students  so  that  they  may  become  manly  men  and 
womanly  women.  It  leads  them  forth  through  the  broad 
paths  of  moral,  physical,  and  intellectual  growth  and  stimu- 
lates in  them  a  desire  to  reach  the  goal  of  success.  It  teaches 
them  to  regard  blindness  as  merely  incidental  in  their  lives, 
and  ever  holds  before  them  the  ideal  of  self-help  and  self-de- 
pendence. The  pupils  are  indebted  to  the  school  not  only  for 
the  excellent  education  they  receive,  but  also  for  the  spirit  of 
optimism  with  which  they  become  imbued.  Every  graduate 
bears  the  impress  of  this  hopeful  spirit,  and  to  it  in  no  small 
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measure  may  be  attributed  the  success  which  has  crowned  the 
efforts  of  so  many  former  pupils. 

The  several  departments  of  the  school  are  well  equipped 
and  the  work  of  the  past  year  on  the  part  of  both  teachers 
and  pupils  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

The  Staff. — The  present  school  year  opened  auspiciously 
with  a  full  register  of  pupils  and  a  remarkably  strong  and  ef- 
fective teaching  staff.  The  positions  vacated  by  Miss  Hall,  of 
Lawrence  town,  N.  S.,  Miss  McGill,  of  Shelburne,  1ST.  S.,  Miss 
R.  Stevens,  of  Halifax,  N.  S.,  and  Miss  M.  Jean  Murray,  of 
Glassville,  N.  B.,  have  been  filled  by  Mr.  I,.  Duffy,  B.  A.,  of 
Hillsboro,  N.  B.,  Miss  Grace  K.  Iyockward,  of  Clementsport, 
JST.  S.,  Miss  M.  D.  Wallace,  ol  Shubenacadie,  N.  S.,  and  Miss 
E.  Ellis,  of  Digby,  N.  S.  Mr.  Paul  Duffy,  of  Moncton,  N.  B., 
a  teacher  of  wide  experience,  has  been  employed  as  vocal  in- 
structor in  the  musical  department  of  this  school.  These  new 
teachers  have  entered  upon  their  work  with  zeal  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  practical  work  in  which  they  are  engaged  they 
may  prove  themselves  effective  teachers  of  the  blind. 

Course  of  Training. — The  pupils  of  this  school  enjoy  excel- 
lent educational  advantages.  The  school  curriculum  includes 
practically  all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  public  schools  from 
the  kindergarten  to  the  twelfth,  or  upper  high  school  grade.  It 
likewise  covers  a.  bro«ad  and  comprehensive  training  in  vocal 
and  instrumental  music  for  such  pupils  as  possess  the  requisite 
talent  and  give  promise  of  becoming  successful  teachers  of 
music.  Special  courses  in  pianoforte  tuning,  manual  training, 
typewriting,  and  domestic  science  are  within  reach  of  our  older 
pupils.  Physical  training  is  given  by  competent  gymnastic  in- 
structors. 

The  foregoing  succinct  statement  of  the  educational  advan- 
tages enjoyed  by  the  youthful  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland  might  be  amplified  so  as  to  give  in  detail 
the  daily  round  of  classes  and  lessons  in  which  our  teachers 
and  pupils  are  engaged,  but  it  will  suffice  to  state  that  during 
each  week  the  ten  teachers  in  the  school  department  give  in- 
struction for  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  to  162  classes;  that 
during  the  same  time  the  five  teachers  in  the  Musical  Depart- 
ment with  their  assistants  devote  253  periods  of  forty-five  min- 
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utes  to  individual  or  class  instruction  in  vocal  and  instrument- 
al music,  and  that  during  each  week  the  seven  teachers  in  the 
technical  and  physical  training  departments  give  instruction 
to  classes  or  individuals  for  150  periods. 

Health. — During  the  mo-nth  of  March  measles  became  pre- 
valent in  the  school  and  for  several  weeks  the  ordinary  routine 
of  work  was  seriously  interrupted.  Of  the  18  pupils  who  devel- 
oped measles  16  speedily  recovered.  With  two  the  disease  was 
followed  by  serious  illness.  It  is  satisfactory,  however,  to  re- 
port that  both  pupils  have  since  regained  their  health  and 
strength. 

The  parents  of  the  pupils  will  learn  with  pleasure  that  the 
school  now  engages  a  resident  trained  nurse  to  supervise  the 
health  of  the  boys  and  girls  and  to  co-operate  with  the  mat- 
rons of  the  several  departments  in  devising  and  carrying  out 
all  such  measures  as  will  tend  to  promote  the  health  of  the 
household.

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PJvEAfSURES  OF  THE  BLIND. 

W  hen  Rev.  C.  W.  Gordon  (Ralph  Connor),  of  Winnipeg,  vis- 
ited the  school  in  1910  he  offered  a  prize  for  the  best  essay  on 
"The  Pleasures  of  the  Blind,"  written  by  a  pupil  over  15 years 
of  age;  also  a  prize  for  the  best  essay  on  "How  Can  I  Best 
Serve  the  Dominion,"  by  a  pupil  under  15  years  of  age.  These 
prizes  were  awarded  by  Rev.  Dr.  Gordon  as  follows: 

Senior  Prize,  Miss  Nellie  McLeod,  L/iverpool,  N.  S. 

Junior  Prize,   Roderick  Fraser,  Pugwash,  N.  S. 

A  perusal  of  the  essays  on  "The  Pleasures  of  the  Blind" 
would  indicate  that  the  writers  had  never  conceived  that  their 
pleasures  were  in  any  way  different  from  those  of  other  people. 
Restrictions  owing  to  the  lack  of  sight  were  reluctantly  ad- 
mitted in  such  pastimes  as  hunting,  bicycling  and  yachting. 
There  seemed  to  be  a  concensus  of  opinion  with  the  essayists 
that  listening  to  the  reading  of  good  literature,  or  reading  for 
oneself  from  embossed  books  is  the  greatest  pleasure  within 
reach  of  those  who  are  blind.  There  can  beno  doubt  that  this 
opinion  is  correct  and  that  as  far  as  the  blind  are  concerned 
all  pleasures  are  secondary  to  reading. 

L/ibrary. — A  circulating  library  of  embossed  books  in  con- 
nection with  this  school  was  established  in  1881.  Beginning  in 
a  small  way  with  a  very  few  volumes  the  library  has  been 
slowly  but  steadily  enlarged  so  that  at  the  present  time  there 
are  upon  the  shelves  or  in  circulation  1121  volumes,  no  count 
being  made  of  duplicate  copies.  The  funds  for  the  establish-  1 
ment  and  maintenance  of  the  library  have  been  subscribed  by 
public-spirited  men  and  women  who  have  realized  with  what 
delight  the  books  have  been  perused  by  the  graduates  of  the 
school  and  by  the  adults  who  have  been  taught  to  read  in 
their  own  homes. 

Since  1898  these  books  . have  by  the  order  of  the  Postmas- 
ter-General of  Canada  been  transmitted  through  the  mails  free 
of  charge.  During  the  past  year  2,000  volumes  have  been  sent 
out  from  the  library  to  all  parts  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.  It  is  impossible  to  make  any  correct  esti- 
mate of  the  pleasure  and  profit  derived  by  those  who  are  blind 
iroin  the  reading  of  the  books  in  this  library,  but  it  may  safe- 
ly be  allirmed  that  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  derived  from 
the  circulation  and  reading  of  the  books  from  this  library  are 
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large  indeed  even  when  compared  with  the  initial  cost  of  such 
books. 

Home  Teaching. — In  1893  the  formation  of  the  Home  Teach- 
ing Society  in  connection  with  this  school  was  the  outcome  of 
the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  blind  by  those  who  re- 
alized that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  relieve  the  monotony 
of  the  lives  of  those  who  were  deprived  of  sight,  after  reaching 
manhood  and  womanhood.  The  youthful  blind  were  well  cared 
for  at  the  central  school  in  Halifax,  N.  S.,  where  exceptional 
educational  advantages  were  given  them,  but  until  1893  no 
special  provision  had  been  made  for  the  adult  blind.  In  that 
year  by  the  united  efforts  of  a  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
throughout  the  provinces  a  fund  was  raised  for  the  purpose  of 
sending  a  competent  teacher  to  instruct  adult  blind  persons  in 
their  homes,  and  also  to  instruct  the  parents  of  young  blind 
children  in  order  to  give  them  practical  ideas  with  regard  to 
the  bringing  up  of  their  little  ones. 

The  work  of  alleviating  the  condition  of  those  to  whose  lot 
blindness  has  fallen  in  adult  life  is  broad  and  humanitarian  in 
its  scope  and  must  appeal  to  the  sympathy  and  judgment  of 
all.  The  loss  of  sight  to  one  who  has  arrived  at  mature  years 
is  indeed  a  dread  calamity  and  there  is  little  cause  to  wonder 
at  the  evident  despondency  of  many  who  are  thus  afflicted.  Their 
friends  witness  their  suffering  without  being  able  to  offer  either 
comfort  or  encouragement.  Fathers,  with  wives  and  children 
depending  upon  them  for  support,  and  mothers,  with  infants 
and  growing  families  requiring  their  care,  naturally  regard  the 
loss  of  sight  as  the  greatest  calamity  that  could  have  befallen 
them,  and  yet  with  intelligent  direction,  most  of  these  men 
and  women  will  willingly  take  up  the  burden  of  life  anew,  and 
many  of  them  will  succeed  in  discharging  their  daily  duties  to 
the  satisfaction  of  those  dependent  upon  them  and  to-  their  own 
great  comfort. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Teaching  Society  has  for  the  past  17 
years  been  quietly  carried  on  as  far  as  its  limited  income 
would  allow.  Many  middle  aged  and  elderly  blind  people  have 
been  taught  to  read  by  the  sense  of  touch  and  have  been  sup- 
plied with  books  from  the  circulating  library  of  the  school. 
Many  of  those  who  have  thus  been  taught  by  our  Home  Teach- 
ers have  been  encouraged  to  resume  the  active  duties  of  life  and 
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have  succeeded  far  beyond  their  own  expectations.  One  of  the 
first  persons  who  was  taught  to  read  was  Mr.  Andrew  Breed, 
of  St.  Andrews,  N.  B.  Mr.  Breed  was  56  years  of  age  at  the 
time  he  lost  his  sight.  When  our  Home  Teacher  first  visited 
him  he  was  much  depressed  and  took  a  hopeless  view  of  life. 
After  learning  to  read  and  write  in  the  braille  point  system  his 
spirit  revived  and  he  determined  to  do  what  he  could  to  im- 
prove the  condition  of  the  blind  in  his  native  country.  His 
work  in  the  soldiers'  homes  of  the  United  States  in  which  there 
were  many  blind  inmates,  and  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
adult  blind  of  Massachusetts  have  won  for  him  Continental  re- 
putation. 

Manv  letters  of  appreciation  of  the  home  teaching  work 
have  been  received  from  sightless  men  and.  women  in  all  parts 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces  expressing  heartfelt  gratitude  for  the 
work  of  the  society  and  for  the  privilege  of  reading  for  them- 
selves the  many  religious,  biographical,  historical  and  miscel- 
meous  books  contained  in  the  circulating  library  of  the  school. 

Loan  Fund. — In  previous  reports  reference  has  been  made 
i:o  the  difficulties  that  have  to  be  met  by  graduates  of  the 
school.  It  is  true  that  the  majority  of  our  graduates  find  little 
cr  no  difficulty  in  securing  employment  as  music  teachers, 
pianoforte  tuners,  etc.,  but  there  are  those  among  the  blind  just 
as  there  are  those  with  sight  who  require  aid  and  advice  in 
seeking  to  maintain  themselves.  Many  years  ago  I  realized  tha/t 
timely  help  in  the  purchase  of  tools,  or  small  loans  of  money 
to  aid  in  making  a  start  in  life  would  be  invaluable  to  the 
graduates  of  the  school.  The  Superintendent's  Fund  for  aiding 
deserving  graduates  was  established  in  1883.  The  following  ex- 
tract from  the  annual  report  of  that  year  is  pertinent  to  condi- 
tions : 

"We  are  now  in  a  position  to  extend  aid  to  such  of  our 
graduates  as  may  require  help  and  who  are  deserving  of  assist- 
ance. This  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  benevolent 
public  who  are  sometimes  appealed  to  by  persons  representing 
themselves  as  graduates  of  this  institution  who  solicit  contri- 
butions for  the  purchase  of  tools  and  materials  to  start  them 
in  life,  and  who  rely  upon  the  inexhaustible  fund  of  human 
sympathy  to  thus  eke  out  a  livelihood.  Indiscriminate  aid  to 
undeserving  persons  of  this  character   is  injurious  to  the  mdus- 
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trial  blind  creating  as  it  does  a  false  impression  of  a  worthy 
class  while  the  recipients  are  encouraged  to  continue  a  practise 
at  once  pernicious  in  its  influences  and  demoralizing  in  its  ef- 
fects. In  the  interests  of  the  industrial  blind  I  would  respect- 
fully ask  our  many  friends  to  remember  that  we  are  now  in  a 
position  to  help  all  of  our  graduates  requiring  help  and  there- 
fore no  deserving  individual  among  them  need  apply  for  private 
aid." 

The  Loan  Fund  has  been  carefnlly  administered  for  the  past 
twenty-eight  years  and  has  been  the  means  of  giving  timely 
help  to  many  a  deserving  graduate.  The  Maritime  Association 
for  the  Blind  has  been  organized  for  the  purpose  of  forwarding 
the  interests  of  the  graduates  of  the  school  as  well  as  those  of 
all  adult  blind  persons.  The  objects  for  which  the  Loan  Fund 
was  established  and  the  objects  for  which  the  Maritime  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Blind  has  been  organized  are  so  closelv  identical 
that  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  Loan  Fund  and  the  Fund  of 
the  Association  should  be  merged  and  administered  as  one  fund. 
With  the  consent  of  your  Board  I  would  suggest  that  the  Loan 
Fund  of  the  school  heretofore  administered  by  me  should  be 
handed  over  to  the  Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind  as  soon 
as  that  association  has  secured  an  endowment  of  $5,000. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  accept  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
warm  interest  you  have  taken  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
welfare  of  the  blind,  and  in  the  kindly  support  and  encourage- 
ment you  have  ever  extended  to  me.

SIR:  For  your  information  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  brief  report  of  the  working  of  the  New  Brunswick 
School  for  the  Deaf  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1911. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  school  from 
January  to  the  end  of  the  term,  June  27th,  was  38 — 21  girls 
and  17  boys.  The  closing  exercises  were  held  in  the  school 
building  on  June  27th  and  there  was  a  large  attendance  of 
the  general  public  and  of  the  relatives  of  the  pupils  present.  A 
conspicuous  feature  of  these  exercises  was  the  close  attention 
and  marked  interest  shown  by  the  spectators  in  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  pupils.  My  class  examination  was  held 
in  the  month  of  May,  and  the  progress  of  the  school 
indicated  by  the  result  was  very  encouraging.  The  per- 
centage gained  by  the  whole  school  was  92.  This  I  regard  as 
very  satisfactorv  and  indicative  of  not  only  the  close  applica- 
tion of  the  pupils  to  their  studies,  but  also  of  the  untiring 
energy,  unremitting  zeal  and  great  patience  evinced  by  the 
teachers  in  the  discharge  of  their  onerous  duties. 

At  the  end  of  the  term  in  June  three  boys  left  and  on  the 
20th  of  September,  when  school  lie-opened,  two  new  girls  were 
admitted.  The  number  of  pupils  at  present  in  attendance  is  38 
— 23  girls  and  15  boys. 

In  my  report  to  you  for  the  year  ending  December,  1910, 
I  dealt  with  the  subject  of  the  method  of  instruction  adopted 
in  the  school  and  indicated  the  reason  for  employing  that 
method,  and  I  also  detailed  the  subjects  on  the  curriculum  for 
each  of  the  four  classes  or  grades  into  which  the  school  is  di- 
vided. We  adopt  the  same  method  at  present,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  slight  modification  to  meet  the  usual  transfer  of 
pupils  from  a  lower  to  a  more  advanced  grade,  the  curriculum 
has  remained  unchanged. 
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It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the 
whole  period  of  the  school  year  the  health  of  the  pupils  has 
been  uniformly  good,  no  serious  case  of  illness  amongst  them 
having  occurred;  and  in  this  connection  I  beg  to  give  expres- 
sion to  the  deep  sense  of  gratitude  felt  by  my  Board  of  Direc- 
tors towards  Dr.  J.  L.  Duval,  of  West  St.  John,  for  his  grat- 
uitous attendance  on  those  children  who  needed  medical  aid.

THE  SCHOOLROOM. 
The  work  of  the  school  has  been  going  on  with  increasing 
success.  Of  the  eight  classes  seven  are  taught  on  the  oral  or 
speech  method  and  one  on  the  manual  or  silent  method.  Ex- 
perience proves  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  deaf  can  be  suc- 
cessfully educated  by  the  oral  method  and  while  the  speech  of 
the  deaf  probably  will  never  be  as  pleasant   and  as  intelligent 
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as  that  of  ordinary  hearing  persons  yet  it  is  and  will  continue 
to  be  an  acceptable  means  of  communication. 

Our  deaf  and  blind  girl,  new  no  longer  dumb,  continues  to 
make  most  satisfactory  progress.  Her  speech  facility  is  like 
that  of  an  ordinary  child  and  her  command  of  language  is  al- 
most equally  good.  She  writes  on  the  Braille  typewriter  ac- 
curately and  correctly  and  is  rapidly  learning  to  use  the  or- 
dinary typewriting  machine.  Her  use  of  vernacular  language 
is  free  and  easy  and  she  is  studying  the  ordinary  subjects 
taught  in  the  public  schools  in  much  the  same  way  as  any 
hearing  child.  Teachers  visiting  Halifax  are  invited  to  sec 
and  converse  with  this  child,  as  I  think  there  are  valuable 
principles  in  connection  with  her  successful  education  in  spite 
of  such  almost  insuperable  obstacles,  which  arc  equally  appli- 
cable to  ordinary  instruction. 

During  the  year  a  class,  composed  of  the  older  girls,  took 
a  course  in  domestic  science  at  the  I,adies'  College,  and  the 
boys,  as  usual,  made  good  progress  in  manual  training  work 
and  printing.  In  addition  to  instruction  in  domestic  science 
the  girls  were  taught  sewing,  knitting,  darning,  fancy  work 
and  dressmaking.  The  boys  gave  considerable  help  in  planting 
and  caring  for  the  vegetables  and  in  keeping  the  grounds  tidy. 

In  the  domestic  department  Miss  O'Brien  and  her  assist- 
ant, Miss  Cameron,  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  comfort,  health 
and  happiness  of  the  pupils  and  managed  the  household  affairs 
with  the  greatest  care  and  economy. 

There  are  throughout  the  Maritime  Provinces  many  deaf 
children  of  school  age  not  yet  under  instructions  and  I  would 
take  this  opportunity  to  call  the  attention  of  public  school 
teachers  to  this  fact  and  to  ask  their  co-operation  bv  report- 
ing such  cases  as  come  under  their  notice  to  me  at  this  insti- 
tution. 

There  are  many  other  children  throughout  the  provinces 
not  absolutely  deaf,  but  yet  so  hard  of  hearing  that  their 
speech  is  defective  and  they  are  unable  to  take  full  advantage 
of  ordinary  instruction.  Such  children  should  be  in  attendance 
at  this  school  where  their  hearing  would  be  improved  and  an 
education  given  them  equal  if  not  superior  to  that  of  the  or- 
dinary hearing  school. 
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The  health  of  the  pupils  was,  on  the  whole,  good  during 
the  year  with  the  exception  early  in  the  year  of  a  number  of 
cases  of  measles  and  the  usual  influenzal  colds.  All  made  good 
recoveries,  however,  and  are  now  in  their  usual  good  health. 
I  regret,  however,  to  report  the  death  of  one  pupil  named  May 
Noiles,  of  Amherst,  which  occurred  from  heart  disease  on  Ap- 
ril 4th.  She  had  been  suffering  for  some  years  and  her  demise 
was  not  unexpected.

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PAPER  ON  SCHOOL  GARDENING. 

BY  R.  P.  STISEVES,  Jr. 

Read  Before  the  Kent  County  Teachers'  Institute. 


It  is  only  within  the  last  few  years  that  anything  has  been 
said,  in  this  country  at  least,  concerning  agricultural  educa- 
tion. In  the  early  ages  the  monks,  especially  the  Benedic- 
tines, fostered  the  principles  of  agriculture  even  as  they  re- 
tained and  built  up  their  treasures  of  literature  and  kept  alive 
a  spark  of  culture  and  refinement  while  all  else  around  them 
was  in  a  state  of  degeneracy. 

Europe  has  been  called  the  home  of  the  school  garden.  At 
the  present  time  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  one  hundred 
thousand  school  gardens  on  this  continent.  Even  Russia, 
which  we  are  accustomed  to  think  of  as  behind  the  times,  has 
many  of  these  gardens  and  no  school  receives  state  support  un- 
less it  has  a  (garden  in  connection  with  it. 

School  gardens  are  also  maintained  by  the  state  in  Ger- 
many, Belgium,  France  and  other  countries. 

In  the  United  States  school  gardening  was  introduced 
about  the  year  1891  and  now  manv  of  the  country  schools  pos- 
sess gardens .  As  yet  the  school  gardens  of  the  United  States 
are  more  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
than  the  educational  branch  of  the  government.  Thus  we  see 
that  the  government  of  the  republic  to  the  south  of  us  is 
aware  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  development  of 
this  agricultural  idea. 

Canada  first  began  to  appreciate  the  school  garden  in  1904. 
School  gardening  was  part  of  Sir  William  Macdonald's  plan 
for  the  development  of  the  Canadian  schools  and  it  received 
the  particular  attention  of  Prof.  J.  W.  Robertson,  director  of 
the  Macdonald  fund. 

In  this  way  from  the  beginning  the  school  garden  has  been 
connected  with  our  educational  system,  and  the  question 
might  properly  be  asked,  "Why  should  our  educationalists 
bother  their  heads  about  gardens  or  agriculture  of  any  sort?" 
To  answer  this  question  takes  in  the  whole  subject  of  school 
gardens.  In  the  first  place  from  a  financial  standpoint,  sixty- 
five  per  cent,  of  our  exports  are  agricultural  products;  should 
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we  not  train  our  children  to  take  an  intelligent  interest  in 
their  production. 

Economically  we  are  dependent  upon  the  agriculturist  for 
our  living  and  the  majority  of  our  population  is  engaged  in 
agricultural  pursuits.  ' 

Finally^  from  an  educational  view,  all  branches  of  learning 
may  be  connected  with  agriculture  through  the  medium  of  the 
school  garden.  So  much  for  generalities,  let  us  now  deal  with 
particulars. 

In  establishing  a  school  garden  many  difficulties  may  be 
encountered.  Public  opinion  may  be  against  it,  the  pupils  may 
not  at  first  like  the  idea  and  the  teacher  herself  may  think 
that  she  does  not  possess  the  necessary  qualifications.  But 
contemplating  difficulties  will  never  accomplish  anything,  and 
it  has  been  said,  "The  best  way  to  have  -a  school  garden  is  to 
have  it.    The  teacher  will  find  this  to  be  true." 

At  first  the  garden  should  not  be  very  large,  not  more 
than  twenty  by  thirty  or  forty  feet.  The  land  should  be 
roughly  staked  out  and  prepared  for  cultivation  in  the  fall. 
It  should  be  ploughed,  if  necessary  fertilized.  There -should  be 
a  good  substantial  fence  around  the  garden  to  keep  out  cat- 
tle. The  garden  should  be  as  near  the  school  as  possible  for 
two  reasons.  First,  because  it  is  convenient,  and  secondly, 
because  of  the  improved  appearance  in  the  school  grounds. 

Nothing  improves  the'  appearance  of  the  school  premises 
as  much  as  a  few  beds  of  flowers  or  a  few  well  ordered 
plots  of  vegetables.  Again,  if  the  garden  is  near  the  school 
it  is  generally  in  a  position  where  it  can  be  seen  by  visitors 
and  residents  of  the  district  as  they  pass  by.  For  example, 
I  know  of  a  small  school  ground  located  on  a  hillside.  Now 
the  garden  of  this  school  is  visible  for  a  mile  or  more  on  all 
roads  around  it.  The  plots  and  beds  of  the  garden  give  an 
appearance  of  terracing  on  the  slope  of  the  hill,  and  the  gar- 
den is  indeed  a  point  of  interest  in  the  surrounding  country. 

Returning  to  the  preparation  of  the  plot  for  use;  all  stones 
should  be  gathered  from  the  garden  and  taken  a*way.  I  say, 
"taken  away"  for  if  they  are  left  in  heaps  about  the  garden 
they  will  slowly  but  surely  find  their  way  back  to  their  form- 
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er  places.  The  weeds  should  be  pulled  before  they  have  had 
time  to  seed  themselves.  If  this  is  done  much  trouble  will  be 
avoided,  in  the  matter  of  weeding  during  the  growing  season. 

It  is  better  not  to  stake  out  the  plots  in  the  fall  as  the 
frosts  in  spring  will  throw  the  stakes  out  of  place. 

The  ground  having  been  cleared  of  stones  and  weeds, 
ploughed  and  fertilized  the  outdoor  work  in  the  garden  is 
about  finished.  While  this  work  has  been  going  on  lessons 
would  have  been  taught  on  weeds,  their  seeds  and  collection, 
the  preparation  and  nature  of  the  soil.  The  teacher  and 
pupils  might  attempt  the  analysis  of  the  soil,  then  a  specimen 
might  be  sent  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  scientific 
analysis.  If  this  were  done  it  could  be  known  definitely  what 
kinds  of  plants  will  grow  best  in  the  garden  and  what  fertil- 
izers will  be  needed.  In  this  way  the  pupils  will  become  in- 
terested in  the  composition  of  the  soil  and  will  be  led  to  send 
away  specimens  of  the  soil  from  their  own  farms  and  no 
doubt  many  will  discover  that  they  have  been  trying  to  grow 
crops  in  soil  totally  unfit  for  their  production. 

During  the  winter  the  plan  of  the  garden  should  be  draft- 
ed. Here  the  pupils  approach  a  new  subject,  the  making  of  a 
plan  to  scale;  letting  one  inch  on  the  paper  equal  so  many  feet 
on  the  ground.  Apart  from  the  lesson  in  drawing  and  calcu- 
lating distances,  innumerable  questions  in  arithmetic  are  to  be 
worked  out  or  are  suggested  to  the  teacher. 

In  the  making  out  of  the  plan  the  pupils  must  first  know 
the  exact  dimensions  of  the  proposed  garden,  that  is  its 
length  and  breadth.  Then  they  must  decide  the  number  of 
plots  they  will  want  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  in 
the  school.  The  next  question  will  be  the  size  of  the  beds. 
This  will  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  the  size  of  the  garden 
and  the  age  of  the  pupils.  For  the  older  pupils  a  plot  five 
by  eifrht  or  five  by  ten  feet  is  suggested.  For  the  younger  pupils 
smaller  plots  such  as  four  by  six,  or  three  by  six  are  large 
enough.  If  larger  plots  are  used  it  will  be  found  difficult  for 
the  pupils  to  work  around  them. 

In  the  larger  plots  two  pupils  may  work  together,  but  it  is 
better  to  have  individual  plots  in  order  to  encourage  competi- 
tion. 

AH  these  things  cajn  be  talked   over   during   the  winter 
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months.  It  will  be  found  desirable  for  purposes  of  experiment 
to  have  larger  plots,  for  new  varieties  of  vegetables,  grains 
and  clovers. 

These  experimental  plots  present  a  means  by  which  the 
garden  can  place  itself  in  a  favorable  light  to  those  opposed 
to  it.  For  example  if  the  school  garden  can  raise  a  better 
crop  of  potatoes  on  a  small  plot  by  using  a  special  Bordeaux 
Mixture,  the  farmer  will  be  induced  to  try  it  also.  In  the 
same  way  the  new  vegetables  and  varieties  of  grains  may  be 
introduced  into  the  district. 

In  connection  with  the  plots,  the  seeds  to  be  planted  in 
them  will  be  talked  about.  In  order  to  do  this  intelligibly 
seed  catalogues  and  agricultural  reports  must  be  consulted. 
The  arrangement  of  the  vegetables  and  flowers  should  be  dis- 
cussed; for  example,  what  plants  should  be  placed  near  the 
road,  what  ones  at  the  rear  of  the  garden?  What  plants  should 
be  used  for  borders?  In  grouping  the  plants  the  taller  ones 
such  as  sun  flowers,  golden  glow,  holly  hocks,  sweet  peas  and 
pole  beans  should  be  "placed  to  the  rear  of  the  garden  so  that 
they  will  not  obstruct  the  view.  They  should  be  planted  so  as 
to  hide  any  unsightly  object  such  as  high  board  fences  and 
outhouses.  * 

During  the  winter  the  seeds  for  the  ear  den  should  be  order- 
ed or  arrangements  made  so  that  they  can  be  secured  quickly 
and  without  trouble  in  the  spring  when  needed.  Everything 
should  be  prepared  so  that  the  work  may  be  begun  as  early 
in  the  spring  as  possible. 

As  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  and  the  soil  has 
become  dry  the  garden  should  be  staked  off.  Here  the  lines 
laid  down  in  the  plan  should  be  followed  and  great  care  should 
be  taken  by  the  teacher  that  the  measurements  are  followed 
cxactlv.  In  doing  this  the  pupils  will  acquire  an  acquaint- 
ance with  a  foot,  yard  and  rod  measure  such  as  they  would 
never  have  acquired  if  they  had  simply  studied,  the  long  mea- 
sure table  all   their  lives. 

When  the  beds  are  marked  out  they  should  be  well  worked 
up  and  raised  from  two  to  four  inches  above  the  level  of  the 
surrounding  paths,  according  to  the  humidity  of  the  soil. 
Great  care  should  be  taken  that  the  sides  of  the  plots  are  kept 
in  line.. 
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Next  cotnes  the  planting.  If  everything  has  been  arranged 
before,  the  plan  will  have  marked  on  it  the  exact  place  where 
each  kind  of  seed  is  to  be  planted  and  what  is  to  be  planted 
in  each  plot,  so  that  no  confusion  will  arise  as  to  where  such 
and  such  seeds  will  be  placed. 

The  planting  should  be  carefully  attended  to.  In  the  first 
place  the  soil  should  be  well  worked  up  and  care  should  be 
taken  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  earth  is  placed  over  the 
seeds  and  that  they  are  not  covered  too  deeply.  If  not  covered 
sufficiently  the  seeds  will  be  washed  up  by  the  rains  and  if 
covered  too  deeply  will  either  be  too  long  in  coming  up  or 
will  not  grow  at  all. 

The  last  things  to  be  put  in  the  ground  should  be  the  vege- 
tables which -have  to  be  transplanted,  such  as  cabbage,  toma- 
toes and  cauliflower.  These  should  be  started  early  in  the 
spring  in  boxes  in  the  school  house,  or  can  be  grown  by  the 
pupils  at  home.  They  should  be  transplanted  from  the  boxes 
on  a  dark  or  rainy  dajy  and  should  be  kept  covered  for  a  few 
days,  until  they  take  root.  If  this  is  not  done  the  plants 
loose  more  moisture  by  evaporation  than  thev  take  in  through 
the  roots,  therefore  they  would  wither  and  die.  During  this 
planting  season  many  lessons  outside  the  work  itself  can  be 
given.  For  example,  lessons  on  the  soil,  and  its  fertilization, 
lessons  on  insects  found  in  the  earth  and  many  others  of  a 
similar  nature. 

During  the  growing  season  the  chief  work  in  the  garden 
will  be  keeping  the  weeds  down,  keeping  the  paths  clean  and 
keeping  the  soil  loose  about  the  growing  plants.  All  these 
things  are  vitally  important  to  the  growth  of  the  plant  and 
the  appearance  of  the  garden.  Even  if  the  vegetables  and  flow- 
ers in  the  garden  are  flourishing,  an  untidy  walk  or.  a  neglect- 
ed plot,  grown  up  with  weeds  takes  away  the  charm  of  it  all, 
while  the  value  of  the  lesson  taught  the  pupils  by  the  keeping 
of  everything  neat  and  tidy  can  hardly  be  estimated.  The 
garden  during  this  season  will  furnish  materials  for  botanicaJ 
lessons,  such  as  sprouting  seeds  and  blossoms,  also  the  teach- 
er's desk  and  the  school  room  may  be  kept  supplied  with  flow- 
ers from  the  garden.  Speaking  of  flowers,  an  occasional  bou- 
quet to  the  trustees  and  others  of  the  district  would  be  much 
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appreciated  and  would  tend  to  make  the  garden  more  popular 

in  the  locality. 

During  the  vacation  it  is  necessary  to  keep  the  garden  in  a 
good  state  of  cultivation.  .  This  may  be  done  in  two  ways. 
If  the  teacher  lives  in  the  neighborhood  she  can  arrange  with 
the  pupils  to  meet  at  the  garden  once  or  twice  a  week  and  do 
the  necessary  work,  or  if  not,  it  may  be  done  by  one  of  the 
larger  boys.  It  might  be  made  a  matter  of  competition 
among  the  boys,  that  the  one  who  had  the  best  returns  from 
his  plot  and  kept  it  in  the  best  shape  should  have  charge  of 
the  garden  during  the  summer.  Of  course  he  would  be  paid  by 
the  trustees  for  this  work. 

In  the  fall  the  botanical  lessons  can  be  continued.  Then 
comes  the  harvesting  of  the  crops.  The  pupils  should  be  al- 
lowed to  take  whatever  vegetables  they  have  grown.  In  the 
case  of  pupils  who  have  been  ambitious  enough  to  attempt 
larger  plots,  the  vegetables  can  be  sold,  thus  giving  their 
owners  a  financial  return.  For  that  matter  all  the  vegetables 
in  the  garden  might  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  to  buy 
appliances  for  the  garden  or  to  defray  the  expenses  of  running 
it. 

I  think  this  covers  most  of  the  work  in  the  school  garden 
for  the  first  year.  The  second  year  will  of  course  be  much 
easier  for  the  teacher  and  will  take  up  less  of  her  spare  time. 
The  teacher  will  find  that  the  work  will  not  interfere  to  any 
great  extent  with  the  other  school  work.  She  will  find  that 
the  pupils  become  intensely  interested  in  the  work  and  will 
also  take  a  greater  interest  in  their  other  studies  by  having  a 
change  from  mental  work  in  the  school  house  to  physical  work 
in  the  open  air.

Its  Place  on  the  School  Curriculum.

The  late  Mrs.  Richards,  who  is  the  pioneer,  in  fact  the 
founder  of  Household  Science,  has  termed  the  subject  the 
fourth  R — reading,  'riting,  'rithmetic  and  fourth,  Right  Irving. 

Household  Science  includes: 

Economy  in  living. 

Decoration  of  the  house  and  school. 

Care  of  the  sick. 

Care  of  children. 

Prevention  of  disease. 

General  cleanliness  and  sanitation. 

A  study  of  chemistry  as  applied  to  the  preparation  of 
food.  ; 

The  study  of  foods  as  to  choice,  care  and  value  in  regard 
to  limited  incomes. 

The  manner  of  serving  and  digestion. 

Modern  education  aims  to  develop  character  and  effi- 
ciencv. 

Character  must  always  come  first  in  education,  but  of  the 
three  factors  which  influence  the  formation  of  character — home, 
school  and  church — the  kind  of  home  has  undeniably  by  far  the 
greatest  direct  and  indirect  influence. 

The  efficient  person  is  one  capable  of  self-support— "a  pro- 
ductive citizen,  not  a  social  debtor."  For  efficiency,  the  indivi- 
dual must  have  training  for  his  particular  work  in  the  world 
—vocation— best  through  schooling  supplemented  by  the  school 
of  experience.  He  "must  have  health  of  body  and  control  over 
body,  including  health  of  mind. 

Reasoning  power— the  power  to  form  right  judgments  to  de- 
duce cause  from  effect.  Initiative— the  power  to  do,  together 
with  self-reliance,  perseverance,  originality  and  resourcefulness. 
In  a  word  he  must  have  "practical  education." 
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Those  of  us  who  are  here  today  need  go  back  only  one,  two 
or  at  most  three  generations  to  find  a  time  when  the  house- 
hold was  practically  the  centre  in  which  were  carried  on,  or 
about  which  were  clustered  all  the  typical  forms  of  industrial 
occupation.  The  clothing  worn  was%  for  the  most  part  not 
only  made  in  the  house,  but  the  members  of  the  household 
were  usually  familiar  with  the  shearing  of  the  sheep,  the  card- 
ing and  spinning  of  the  wool,  and  the  plying  of  the  loom. 

Instead  of  pressing  a  button  and  flooding  the  house  with 
electric  light,  the  whole  process  of  getting  illumination  was 
followed  in  its  toilsome  length  from  the  killing  of  the  animal 
and  the  frying  of  the  fat  to  the  making  of  wicks  and  dipping 
of  candles. 

The  supply  of  flour,  of  lumber,  of  foods,  of  i  building  ma- 
terials, of  household  furniture,  even  of  metal  ware,  of  nails, 
hinges,  hammers,  etc.,  was  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  in 
shops  which  were  constantly  open  to  inspection  and  often  cen- 
tres of  neighborhood  congregation.  The  entire  industrial  pro- 
cess stood  revealed,  from  the  production  on  the  farm  of  the 
raw  materials,  till  the  finished  article  was  actually  put  to 
use.  Not  only  this,  but  practically  every  member  of  the 
household,  had  his  own  share  in  the  work.  We  cannot  overlook 
the  factors  of  discipline  and  character  building  involved  in 
this  training  in  habits  of  order  and  of  industry,  of  the  idea  of 
responsibility,  of  obligation  to  do  something  which  really 
needed  to  be  done  and  a  real  necessity  that  each  member  of 
the  household  should  do  his  own  part  faithfully,  and  in  co-op- 
eration with  others.  We  cannot  overlook  the  importance  for 
educational  purposes  of  the  close  and  intimate  acquaintance 
secured  with  nature  at  first  hand  with  real  things  and  mater- 
ials with  the  actual  processes  of  their  manipulation  and  the 
knowledge  of  their  social  necessities  and  uses.  In  all  this  there 
was  continual  training  of  observation,  of  ingenuity,  construct- 
ive imagination,  of  logical  thought  and  of  the  sense  of  reality 
acquired  through  first  hand  contact  with  actualities.  The  educa- 
tive forces  of  the  domestic  spinning  and  weaving,  of  the  saw- 
mill, the  grist  mill,  the  cooper  shop,  of  the  blacksmith  forge 
were  ever  operative.  No  number  of  object  lessons,  gotten  up  as 
object  lessons,  for  the  sake  of  giving  information  can  afford 
even  the  shadow  of  a  substitute  for  acquaintance  with  the 
plants  and  animals  of  the  farm  and    garden  acquired  through 
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actual  living  among  them  and  caring  for  them.  No  training 
of  sense  organs  in  school,  introduced  for  the  sake  of  training, 
can  begin  to  compete  with  the  alertness  and  fullness  of  sense, 
life  that  comes  through  daily  intimacy  and  interest  in  famil- 
iar occupations.  Verbal  memory  can  be  trained  in  coimmit- 
ting  tasks.  A  certain  discipline  of  the  reasoning  powers  can  be 
acquired  through  lessons  in  science  and  mathematics  but  after 
all  this  is  somewhat  remote  and  shadowy  compared  with  the 
training  of  attention  and  of  judgment  that  is  acquired  in  hav- 
ing to  do  things  with  a  real  motive  behind  and  a  real  out- 
come ahead. 

At  present  concentration  of  industry  and  division  of  labor 
have  practically  eliminated  household  and  neighborhood  occu- 
pations— at  least  for  educational  purposes.  But  while  we  be- 
moan the  departure  of  the  good  old  day  of  children's  modesty, 
reverence  and  implicit  obedience,  yet  we  must  recognize  our 
compensations,  contact  with  greater  commercial  activities, 
breadth  of  social  judgment  and  greater  chances  of  developing 
the  differing  personalities.  All  these  considerations  .mean  much 
to  the  city-bred  child  of  to-day,  yet  here  is  the  real  problem. 
How  shall  we  retain  these  advantages  and  yet  introduce  into 
the  school  something  representing  the  other  side  of  life — occu- 
pations which  exact  personal  responsibilities  and  which  train 
the  child  with  relation,  to  the  physical  realities  of  life? 

Turning  to  the  school  we  find  that  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing facts  at  present  is  the  introduction  of  so-called  Manual 
Training  and  the  Household  Arts — of  the  latter  principally 
sewing  and  cooking. 

This  has  not  been  "'on  purpose"  with  the  full  consciousness 
that  the  school  must  now  supply  the  factor  of  training  form- 
erly taken  care  of  in  the  house,  but  rather  by  instinct,  by 
finding  that  such  work  takes  a  vital  hold  of  pupils  and  gives 
them  something  which  was  not  to  be  had  in  any  other  way. 

But  the  consciousness  of  its  real  import  is  still  ^so  weak 
thatvthe  work  is  often  done  in  a  half-hearted,  confused  and  un- 
related way.  The  reasons  assigned  to  justify  it  are  painfully 
inadequate  or  sometimes  even  positively  wrong.  If  we  were 
to  cross-examine  even  those  who  are  most  favorably  disposed 
to  the  introduction  of  this  work  into  our  school  system,  we 
should,  I  imagine,  generally  find  the  main  reasons  to  be  that 
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such  work  engages  the  full  spontaneous  interest  and  attention 
of  the  children.  It  keeps  them  alert  and  active  instead  of 
passive  and  receptive,  it  makes  them    more  useful,    more  cap- 

ble,  and  hence  more  inclined  to  be  helpful  at  home.      It  pre- 
res  them  to  some  extent  for  the    practical    duties  of  later 

ie— the  girls  to  be  more  efficient  house  managers,  it  not  actu- 
ally cooks  and  seamstresses— the  boys  for  their  future  voca- 
tions. And  these  reasons  are  good/  But  the  point  of  view  on 
the  whole  is  necessarily  narrow.  We  must  conceive  of  work 
in  wood,  of  weaving,  sewing  and  cooking  as  methods  of  life, 
not  as  distinct  studies.  We  must  conceive  of  them  in  their 
social  significance  as  types  of  the  processes  by  which  society 
keeps  itself  going — as  agencies  for  bringing  home  to  the  chi' 
some  of  the  primal  necessities  for  community  life  and  as  ways 
in  which  these  needs  have  been  met  hy  the  growing-  insight  and 
ingenuity  of  man.  In  short  as  the  instrumentalities  through 
which  the  school  itself  shall  'be  made  a  genuine  form  of  active 
community  life. 

The  difference  that  appears  when  occupations  are  made  the 
articulating  centres  of  school  life  is  not  easy  to  describe  in 
words;  it  is  a  difference  of  spirit  and  atmosphere.  Ajs  one  en- 
ters a  busy  kitchen  in  which  a  group  of  children  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  preparation  of  food,  the  change  from  more  or 
less  passive  recipiency  to  one  of  buoyant  outgoing  energy  is  so 
obvious  as  fairly  to.  strike  one.  in  the  face.  Indeed,  to  those 
whose  image  of  the  school  is  rigidly  set,  the  change,  is  sure  to 
give  a  shock.  But  the  change  in  the  social  attitude  is  equal- 
ly marked.  The  mere  absorption  of  facts  and  truths  is  so  ex- 
clusively individual  an  affair  that  it  tends  very  materially  to 
pass  into  selfishness.  There  is  no  obvious  social  motive  for  the 
acquirement  of  mere  learning — there  is  no  clear  social  gain  in 
success  thereat,  where  the  school  work  consists  in  simply  learn- 
ing lessons,  mutual  assistance,  instead  of  being  the  most  natur- 
al form  of  co-operation  and  association  becomes  a  clandestine 
effort  to  relieve  one's  neighbor  of  his„  proper  duties.  Where 
active  work  is  going  on  all  this  is  changed.  Helping  others 
instead  of  being  a  form  of  charity  which  impoverishes  the  re- 
cipient is  simply  an  aid  in  setting  free  the  powers  and  further- 
ing the  impulses  of  the  one  helped,  a  spirit  of  free  communica- 
tion, of  interchange  of  ideas,  .suggestions,  results,  both  success- 
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es  and  failures  of  previous  experiences  becoming  the  animating 
note  of  the  recitation. 

So  far  as  emulation  enters  in  it  is  in  the  comparison  of  in- 
dividuals, not  with  regard  to  the  quantity  of  information  per- 
sonally absorbed,  but  with  reference  to  the  quality  of  the  work 
done — the  genuine  community  standard  of  value.  And  there  is 
an  informal  way,  the  school  life  organizes  itself  on  a  social 
basis.  Within  the  organization  is  found  the  principle  of 
school  discipline  or  order.  Of  course  order  is  simply  a  thing 
which  is  relative  to  an  end.  There  is  little  order  of  one  sort 
where  things  are  in  process  of  construction.  There  is  a  certain 
disorder  in  any  busy  workshop — there  is  not  silence.  They  are 
doing  a  variety  of  things  and  there  is  the  confusion,  the  bustle 
that  results  from  activity.  Bu  out  of  the  occupation,  out  of 
the  doing  things  that  are  to  produce  results  and  out  of  do- 
ing them  in  a  social  and  co-operative  way,  there  is  born  a  dis- 
cipline of  its  own  kind  and  type.  Our  whole  conception  of 
school  discipline  changes  when  we  get  this  point  of  view.  In 
critical  moments  we  realize  that  the  only  discipline  that 
stands  by  us,  the  only  training  that  becomes  intuition,  is  that 
got  through  life  itself — that  discipline  which  comes  from  mak- 
ing a  part  to  do  in  construction  work — with  reference  to  which 
responsibility  may  be  exacted  and  accurate  judgment  passed. 
The  great  thing  to  keep  in  mind  then  regarding  the  introduc- 
tion into  the  school  of  various  forces  of  active  occupation,  is 
that  through  them  the  school  has  a  chance  to  affiliate  itself 
with  life,  to  become  the  child's  habitat,  where  he  learns 
through  directed  living.  It  gets  a  chance  to  be  a  miniature 
community,  an  economic  society,  the  aim  being  the  develop- 
ment of  social  power  and  insight.  It  is  the  liberation  from 
narrow  utilities,  this  openness  to  the  possibilities  of  the  hum- 
an spirit,  that  makes  these  practical  activities  in  the  school, 
allies  of  art,  and  centres  of  science  and  history. 

The  unity  of  all  the  sciences  is  found  in  geography.  The 
significance  of  geography  is  that  it  presents  the  earth  as  the 
enduring  home  of  the  occupations  of  man.  The  world  without 
its  relationship  to*  human  activity  is  less  than  a  world.  Hum- 
an industry  and  achievement  apart    from    their  roots  in  the 
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earth  are  not  even  a  sentiment,  hardly  a  name.  The  earth  is 
the  final  source  of  all  man's  food.  It  is  his  continual  shelter 
and  protection,  the  raw  material  of  all  his  activities,  and  the 
home  to  whose  humanizing  and  idealizing-  all  his  achievement 
returns.  It  is  the  great  field,  the  great  mine,  the  great  source 
of  the  energies  of  heat,  light  and  electricity;  the  great  scene  of 
ocean,  stream,  mountain  and  plain,  of  which  all  our  agriculture 
and  mining  and  lumbering,  all  our  manufacturing  and  dis- 
tributing agencies  are  but  the  partial  elements  and  factors. 
It  is  through  occupation  determined  by  this  environment  that 
mankind  has  made  its  historical  and  political  progress.  It  is 
through  what  we  do  in  and  with  the  world  that  we  read  its 
meaning  and  measure  its  value. 

In  educational  terms  this  nivalis  that  these  occupations  in 
the  school  shall  not  be  made  practical  devices  or  made  of  rou- 
tine employment,  the  gaining  of  better  technical  skill  as  cooks, 
seamstresses  and  carpenters,  but  active  centres  of  scientific  in- 
sight into  natural  materials  and  processes,  points  of  depar- 
ture whence  children  shall  be  led  out  into, a  realization  of  the 
historic  development  of  man.  Take  an  illustration  from  a 
school  in  which  both  boys  and  girls  are  engaged  in  sewing  and 
possibly  weaving.  If  we  look  at  it  from  the  standpoint  of  pre- 
paring the  boys  for  sewing  on  buttons  and  making  patches 
we  get  a  narrow  and  utilitarian  conception — a  basis  that  hard- 
ly justifies  giving  prominence  to  this  sort  of  work  in  school. 
.Fut  looking  at  it  from  another  point  of  view  we  find  that  the 
)rk  gives  the  point  of  departure  from  which  the  child  can 
ace  and  follow  the  progress  of  mankind  in  history,  getting 
e  it  insight  also  into  the  materials  used  and  the  mechanical 
principles  involved.  In  connection  with  these  occupations  the 
historic  development  of  man  is  recapitulated. 

For  example,  the  children  are  first  given  the  raw  mater- 
ial, the  flax,  the  cotton  plant,  or  the  wool  as  it  comes  from 
the  sheep's  back  (if  he  could  be  taken  to  the  place  where  the 
sheep  arc  sheared,  so  much  the  better).  Then  a  study  is 
made  of  these  materials,  from  the  standpoint  of  their  adapta- 
tion to  the  use  to  which  they  may  be  put.  For  instance  a 
comparison  of  the  cotton  fibre  with  the  wool  fibre  is  made. 
The  children  found  out  that  the  reason  for  the  late  develop- 
ment of  the  cotton  industry  as  compared  with  the  woolen  is 
that  the  cotton  fibre  is  so  very  difficult   to  free  by  hand  from 
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the  seeds — then  they  saw  why  their  ancestors  wore  woolen  in- 
stead of  cotton  clothing.  They  often  followed  the  processes 
necessary  for  working  the  fibres  up  into  cloth.  They  rein- 
vented the  first  frame  for  carding  the  wool — a  couple  of  boards 
with  sharp  pins  in  them  for  scratching  it  out.  They  re-de- 
vised the  simplest  process  for  spinning  the  wool.  A  pierced 
stone  or  some  other  weight  through  which  the  wool  is  passed, 
and  which  as  it  is  twirled,  draws  out  the  fibre.  Next  the 
top  which  was  spun  on  the  floor,  while  the  children  kept  the 
wool  in  their  hands  until  it  was  ^gradually  drawn  out  and 
wound  upon  it,  and  so  on  step  by  step  passing  in  review  the 
entire  process  up  to  the  present  complete  loom — think  of  the 
science  involved  in  all  this — the  study  of  fibres,  of  geographical 
features,  the  conditions  under  which  raw  materials  are  grown, 
the  great  centres  of  manufacture  and  distribution,  the  physics 
involved  in  the  machinery  of  production — and  again,  of  the  his- 
torical side — the  influence  which  these  inventions  have  had  upon 
humanity.  You  can  concentrate  the  history  of  all  mankind 
into  the  evolution  of  the  flax,  cotton  and  wool  fibres  into 
clothing.  Not  for  a  moment  that  this  is  the  only  or  best  cen- 
tre, but  it  is  true  that  certain  very  real  and  important  avenues 
to  the  consideration  of  the  history  of  the  race  are  thus  opened 
and  the  mind  is  introduced  to  influences  which  are  more  funda- 
mental and  controlling  than  those  which  in  political  and 
chronological  records  pass  for  hist  or  v. 

What  is'  true  of  this,  one  instance  of  fibres  used  in  fabrics,- 
is  true  in  measure  of  every .  material  used  in  every  occupation 
and  of  the  processes  employed. 

Then  take  the  subject  of  cooking.  As  we  have  said  before, 
the  unity  of  all  the  sciences  is  found  in  Geography,  Cooking 
is  one  branch  of  Household  Science  which  lends  itself  freely 
to  that  subject.  Take  for  instance  a  lesson  of  two  weeks  ago 
— in  which  the  class  was  preparing  a  Christmas  fruit  cake. 
Among  the  fifteen  or  sixteen  ingredients  in  the  recipe  the 
spices  alone  were  sufficient  to  afford  a  rapid  review  and  test 
of  pupils'  knowledge  of  places  on  almost  every  continent.  It 
afforded  the  asking  of  such  questions  as  the  following: 

Where    did  these  things  grow? 

What  their  relation  to  the  soil? 

What  was  necessary  to  the  growth? 

What  the  effect  of  climatic  conditions,  and  so  on. 
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Cooking  becomes  as  well  a  most  natural  introduction  to 
the  study  of  Chemistry,  giving  the  pupil  here  also  something 
which  he  can  at  once  bring  to  bear  upon  his  daily  experience, 
^o  take  one  example,  as  shown  in  a  carefully  arranged  se- 
uence  of  lessons  upon  lightening  agents:  Soda  and  cream  of 
cartar,  soda  and  molasses,  soda  and  sour  milk,  etc.  The 
pupils  can  see  actually  the  formation  of  a  gas  in  No.  2  on  in- 
troducing soda  into  warm  molasses,  and  have  therefore  learn- 
ed that  these  two  opposites — an  alkali  and  an  acid  in  the  pre- 
sence of  moisture  have  produced  something — a  gas  which  has 
spread  through  the  flour  mixture  and  expanded,  or  in  other 
words  caused  the  mixture  to  become  light.  A  very  intelligent 
woman  was  once  heard  to  say  that  she  could  not  understand 
how  science  could  be  taught  children,  because  she  did  not  see 
how  they  could  understand  atoms  and  molecules.  In  other 
words,  since  she  did  not  see  how  highly  abstract  facts  could 
be  presented  to  the  child  independently  of  daily  experience, 
she  could  not  understand  how  science  could  be  taught  at  all. 
In  fact  cooking  seems  to  be  the  point  of  departure  as  it  were, 
from  which  one  can  travel  along  every  avenue  of  instruction. 
The  pupils  need  to  be  quick  at  arithmetic  in  order  to  sum  up 
in  the  time  allowed  the  value  of  a  recipe  which  calls  for  per- 
haps 1  tbsp  B.  Powder,  %  egg,  %  c.  fl.,  etc. — the  practice 
in  fractions  and  decimals  affording  them  a  profitable  review. 
Scarcely  a  lesson  passes  but  what  affords  an  opportunity  of 
testing  the  pupils'  knowledge  of  Latin  and  French,  Geometry, 
etc.,  and  it  is  here  that  the  Great  Charter  lies,  while  it 
makes  the  pupil  realize  the  correlation  of  Household  Science 
with  the  various  subjects  on  their  school  curriculum.  Ruskin's 
words  are  of  interest  here:  Cookery  means  the  knowledge  of 
Medea  and  Circe  and  of  Helen  and  the  Queen  of  Sheba.  It 
means  the  knowledge  of  all  herbs  and  fruits  and  balms  and 
spices  and  all  that  is  healing  and  sweet  in  the  fields  and  the 
groves  and  savory  in  meats.  It  means  carefulness'  and  in- 
ventiveness, and  willingness  and  readiness  of  appliances.  It 
means  the  economy  of  your  grandmothers, '  and  the  science  of 
the  modern  chemist;  it  means  much  tasting  and  of  wasting; 
it  means  English  thoroughness  and  French  art  and  Arabian 
hospitality.

Thus  I  have  attempted  to  indicate  how  the  school  may  be 
connected  with  life  so  that  the  experience  gained  by  the  child 
in  a  familiar  commonplace  way  is  carried  over  and  made  use 
of  there  and  what  the  child  learns  in  school  is  carried  back  and 
applied  in  every  day  life.  Relate  the  school  to  life  and  all 
studies  are  of  necessity  correlated. 

In  short  the  problem  of  the  grade  teacher  and  the  teacher 
of  Household  Science  is  the  same.  To  lead  the  pupil  into  the 
fullest  possession  of  their  powers,  to  help  them  day  by  day  to 
move  inevitably  toward  the  culmination  of  themselves.  The 
watchword  should  be  Co-operation.
